prefcntly procured as would Iktisfy Both, an Ad of ParHa- 
EDMt had been pafsd, for the Satisfaftion of the Principal 
Officers of the Kings Army, by which they were promU^ 
Payment upon the Publick Faith, in NwenAer following • 
tdl which time they were to refpite it, and becontented that 
the common Soldiers, and Inferior Officers, fliould be hHv 
Satisfied upon their Disbanding. ' 

During the time of the King's abode at Tork which 
vasnotmany days, the Earl of f&tf4»i. Lord General; madea 
fuittohimfor the making a Baron j which, at that time, might 
have been worth to him ten thoufand pounds. Whether the 
King appr«hend«5d the making an unfit man, who might 
differve film in^e Houfe of Peers j or whetlier he refolv'd 
to conum himfelf from enlarging that number, except upon 
an ottraordinary relation to his Own Service, I know not • 
but he thought not fit, at that time, to gratify the Earl: hj 
which He took himfelf to be highly Difobliged fas the 
Courtiers at that time look'd upon wijatfoever was Denied 
to them, as taken firom them) and having received fome In* 
Vol. I. Part 2. T formation. 
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formation, from S' Jacob AfhUj and S^John Coniers, of fome 
idle paflTages in the late tempering with the Army to Petition, 
which had not been before heard of ^ aflbon as the King was 
gone towards Scotland ( though his Majefty hath fince told 
me, " That he thought he had left him at parting in very 
•'good humour and devotion to His Service) the Earl wrote 
a Letter to the Earlof £j/fie, to be communicated in Parlia- 
ment, '* That he found there had been ftrange attempts made 
**to Pervert, and Corrupt the Army, but, he doubted not, 
**he fliould be able to prevent any mifchicf : the whole 
Scnfe being fb myftcrious, that it was no hard matter, after 
it was read in the Houfes, to perfwadc men, that it related 
CO fomewhat they had yet never heard; and being dated on 
the Sixteenth day o( At^uft, which muft be the time that 
the King was there, or newly gone thence ( for he took his 
Journey from London on the Tenth) icem'd to refledon 
fbmewnat his Majefty fhould have attempted* Hbreupon 
their Old Fears are awakened, and New ones infufed into the 
People; every man taking the liberty of making what inter- 
pretation he oleaied of that which no man underftood. 
Ofdiff Th£ Papifts were the moft Popular Common-place, and 
^f^fW*f the Butt againft whom all the Arrows were direfted; and fb, 
Zi nf^u upon this new Fright, an Order was made by Both Houfcs 
^'For Disarming all the Papifts in England: upon which, and 
th^ like Orders, though feldom any thing was after done, or 
no matter of moment, yet it ferv'd to keep up the Fears and 
Apprehenfions in the People, of Dangers and Defigns, and 
to difincline them from any Reverence or Affedion to the 
Queen, whom they begun every day more implacably to 
hate, and confequently to difoblige. And, as upon thofe, 
and the like light occalions. They grew to a licence of Lan- 
guage, without the leaft refi>ed of Peribns of how Venerable 
eftimation fbever ; £> they departed from all Order or Regu- 
larity in Debate; or Rules and Meafures in Judging; the 
chief Rulers amongft them, firft defigning whatThey thought 
Fit to be done^ and the Reft concluding any thing Lawful, 
that They thought, in order to the doing and compafEng the 
fame : in which neither Laws nor Cuftoms could be admitted 
to fignify any thing againft Their fenfe. 

I Rembmber, about that time, in the providing Money 
for the Disbanding the Armies, apon whicn they were mar- 
veUoufly foUicitous, from the time that the King went to- 
wards the North, there arofe a Queftion, "Whether Wil- 
**m^t, Ajbbumham, and PoUard^ Ihould receive their Pay due 
''to them upon their feveral Commands, lying under the 
*' Charge of the Plot, for bringing up, and Corrupting the 
" Army ; very many Paflionatdy aUedgiog, " That 5uch men 
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•' ought not to receive their Pay, who had Forfeited their 
" Truft : Yet there wanted not many who alledg'd, " That 
"They had the Security of an Ad of Parliament for their 
" Payment, and that in Juftice it could not be detained from 
**thcm; that, though they lay under the Difpleafiire of 
the Houfe, they were fo far from a Judgment yet, that 
** there was not fo ipuch as a Charge againtt them, but that 
** they were at liberty under Bail ; and therefore, they could . 
** not be (aid to have Forfeited any thing that was their own. 
In this Debate the Houfe feem'd equally divided, till One, 
who well knew what he faid, told them " That there could 
"not be any Reafonable Pretmcc for Detaining their due, as 
•* well for the Rcafons that had been given, as, that they were 
" abfbluiely Pardon'd by the late Ad of Oblivion, and Pa- 
•'cification, between the two Kingdoms: the which was no 
fooncr faid, than many of Thofe who were before inclined to 
the Gentlemen, changed their opinions, and, without fo much 
as calling to have the Statute read, declared, "That they 
** could have no Benefit by that Ad of Parliament, becaufe 
"then, the Same might be as well applied to the Arch-Bifhop 
"of Canterbury. And fo, without further weighing the Law, 
or the Reafon, it was thought fufficient, not only to exclude 
them from that Benefit, but to bar them from their Money; 
left they might be thought to be admitted to it for That 
reafon, which might prove an advantage to Another, to 
Whom They had no inclination to be Juft, And no queftion. 
They had been overfeen in the Penning that Statute; the 
Words, in their true and genuine fignification and extent, 
comprehending as well the Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury, as 
Thofe who at that time had no contempt of the Security they 
reaped thereby. 

Soon after the King went into Scotland^ there being fomc- 
motion " To Adjourn the Houfes till after Mtchaelmasj-^hiah 
{ecm'd to be generally inclined to, very many of both Houfes 
being willing to refre/h thcmfelves, after fo long abfcnce from 
their Homes (the Summer being far fpent, and the Plague 
incrcafing, of which fome Members had died ; and others 
were in danger, having been in infeded houfes ) and con- 
ceiving, that there was no more to be done till the return of 
the King, faving only the procuring Money to finifh the 
Disbanding; went into the Country: and others, who ftaid 
in the Town, were left foUicitous to attend the Publick Ser^ 
vice 5 but betook themfelves to thofe excrcifes and refrefti- 
ments which were pleafanter to them : infomuch, as within 
twenty days after the King's remove, there were not above 
Twenty Lords, nor much above a Hundred Commoners, in 
both Hottfes. But This was the advanuge look'd forj 
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Thofe Perfons continuing (efpecially in the Houfe of Com- 
mons) to Whofe care andmanagery the Whole Reformation 
was committed. They now entrcd upon the conliiltation of 
the higheft matters, both in Church and Statfc; and made 
attempts and entries upon thofe Regalities and Foundations, 
which iiavc been Since more evident in wider and more no- 
torious Breaches. 

F RO M the liberty and fuccefs of adVifing what was fit to 
be done out of the Kingdom, with reference to the Levies 
for FfMcc and SfMn^ They aflumed the fame freedom, of con- 
fulting and determining what was Not fit, within the walls 
of the Church ; and finding their numbers to be fb thin, that 
they might, by art or accideftt, prevail with the n\ajor part 
to be of Their mind; and to gratify the more Violent Party 
of the Reformers (who with great impatience, fufFer'd 
themfelves to be contained within any bounds or limits, by 
Thofe who knew better how to condnd their bufinefs) 
They entred upon debate of the Book of Conunon-Prayer 
(which fure, at that time, was much reverenced throughout 
the Kingdom) and propofed, *^In regard (they faid) many 
*'thiogs initgaveonence, at leaft umbrage, to tender Con- 
^'fciences. That there might be liberty to Difufe it: which 
Pfopofition was fb ungracious, that, though it was made in 
a thin Houfe s and prefs'd by Thofe who were of the greateft 
Power and Authority, It was £o far from being confented to^ 
that, by the major part (the Houfe confifUng then of about 
Sixfcore) it was Voted, ** That it fhould be duly d>ferv'd. 

H o w E V B R, the next day, contrary to all Rules and Or- 
ders of Parliament, very many being abfent who had been 
aftive in that Debate, They fu^>ended that Order; and Re* 
folv*d, ^'That the Standing of the Communion-Table in all 
^'Churches (hould be altered; the Rails (which in mofi; 
Places had been fet up for the greater Decency) ''fhould be 
^'puird down; that the Chancels (hould be levelled, and 
*' made even with all other parts of the Church ; and that no 
"man ihould prefume to bow at the Name oijcfus (which 
was enjoin'd by a Canon, and of long ufe in the Church) 
and having digeftcd thefe Godly Refblutions into an Order, 
they carried it up to the Lords for Their concurrence; pro- 
mihng themfelves, that from the finall number which re- 
mained there, thev fhould find no diffent. But the major 
part of the Lords oeing much fcandalized, that the Houfe of 
Commons /hould not only unfeafbnably, and irregularly, in- 
terpofe in a matter wherein they had not the leaft jurifdi- 
dion ; but Ihould prefume to difturb the Peace of the Church, 
and interrupt the Settled and Leg^ Government thereof, by 
fuch Schifinatical prefumption j not onlyrcfiifed tojoyn with 

them, 
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them, but inftead thereof, direded an Order, formerly made 
by the Houfe of Peers (on the Sixteenth o( January before) 
to be Printed, to this efFeft, ''That the Divine Service 
"flioold be Performed, as it is appointed by the A<fts of Par- 
'Miament of this Realm; and that all Such as Aall Difturb 
"that Wholfome Order, fliall be Severely Punifli'd according 
**to Law; and acquainted the Commpns therewith: Who, 
nothing fatisfied, puffued their former Order; and, "Com- 
^'manding all the Commons of Ef^land to Submit to Their 
*' diredion, declared. That the Order of the Lords was made 
" by the G>nfent but of Eleven Lords, and that Nine other 
** Lords did diilent from it; and therefore, that No Obc^ 
*'dience fhould be given thereunto. Whereas, the Order 
had been made in Full Parliament feven Months before; 
and was feafbn^bly order'd to be Publifti'd, by the Major 
Part prefent, upon that Imporunt occaiion. And Such an 
Arraigning the Houfe of Peers for Publifting an Order in 
maintenance of the Laws eftabll/h'd, by Thofe who had 
no Authority to declare what the Law was, nor a Jurifdi- 
aion overThofc whoihould uifringethe Law, waslotran- 
fcendent a Prcfumption, and Breach of Privilege, that there 
was great expedation what the Lords would do in their own 
Vindication. 

There was one Claufe in the Ad of Pacification, *^That,^ ordi- 
"there fliould be a Publick and Solemn Dav of Thankfgi-]^j;/J^'J 
" ving, for the Peace between the two Kingdoms of £if^/iiiiiii)4Jr!/ 
*'and Scotland: But no day being appointed for that aft of?*«^«j- 
Indevotion, the Lords ana Commons affumed the Power to^Ji^ ^^IZ 
themfelves of direfting it; and to that purpofe, made an Or-^^fi^^^^* 
dlnance (as they called itj " That it fliould be obferv'd on the 
** Seventh of September following, throughout the Kingdom 
*' of England and Dominion of Waks. Which was done ac* 
cordingly : the Faftious Minifters in all Pulpits, taking occa* 
{ion then to magnify the Parliament, and the Scots-, and to 
infoie as much Malignity into the People, againft Thofe who 
were not of that Faftion,as their Wit and Malice could fug- 
gdft; the Houfe of Commons celebrating that day in the 
Chappel at Lincoln ^Isxtli becaufe the Bifhop of Lincoln, as 
Dean of IVeftminftet, had form'd a Prayer for that occafion, 
and enjoyn'd it to be read on that day, in thofe Churches 
where He had Jurifdiftion ; which they liked not : both as 
it was a Form, and form'd by Him; and fo avoided coming 
there* 

After the Solemnization of that day; and their making 
their Declaration againft the Lords, about the Order above 
mentioned; and the recommending fbme Seditious, Uncon* 
fbrmable Minifters^ to be LeAurers in Churches about Lon^ 
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don^ whom the Incumbents were compcird to receive: When 

They had great apprehcnfion, by their Members leaving 

them, that they (hould not have Forty remaining (left than 

which number could not conftitute a Houfc of Commons) 

Sep.9t^4i They confcnted to a Recefs; and on the Ninth day of Sefi-

0fE*eh f mittee, to meet twice a week, and oftcner, if they faw caufe, 

£l ^Mft. <lu"»g ^^^ Rcccfs, and to tranfad fuch bufincfs as they were 

authorized to do by Their iaftrudions. 
Thefmert The Houfe of Lords limited their Committee (which 
tinu.f^h, c^jnfifted of the Earls of Ejfex, Warwick^, the Lords marton, 
Htufi 0f Kimbolton^ and Twelve more ; but every Three were as able 
^'^* to tranfed as the whole number) by their Inftrudions, 
*' Only to open the Letters which ftiould come from the Com- 
** mittee in Scotland, and to return Anfwer to them; with 
** Power to recall that Committee, when they thought fit; to 
**fend down Moneys to the Armies; and to affift about their 
"Disbanding; and in removing the Magazines from Berwlfk^ 
''zndCarli/le. 
cftht Thufi Buy jhe Houfe of Commons thought this Power too nar- 
"*'""^* row for their Committee; and therefore, againft Order too 
^for the Power of the Committees of both Houfcs ought to 
nave been equal) They qualified theirs (which confifted of 
M' Pym, W Saint' John ^ W Strode, Sr Gilbert Gerxard , S' 
Henry Mildmay, S' Henry Vane, Alderman Pennington, Captain 
Venn, and Others; every Six having the Authority ot the 
Whole) as well with the Powers granted to the Lords, as 
likewile, ** To go on in preparation of proceedings, againft 
** fuch Delinquents, as were voted againft, or complain'd of 
** in the Houle ; and to receive any offers of Difcovery that 
**They (hould make; To fend to all Sheriffs, and Juftices of 
**the Peace, upon information of any Riots, or Tumults, tq 
**ftir them up in their Duty in Reprefling them; and to rc- 
"port to their Houfe any Failing in Obedience to Their 
" Commands; To take the Accounts of any Accountants to 
*' his Majefty, in order to the preparation of his Majefty's 
*' Revenue ; To confider of framing and conftituting a Weji- 
*^ India Company; and to confider the Fifliing, upon th^ 
"coafts oi England, Scotland, znd Ireland; and many other 
Extravagant narticulars: which Icrv'd to magnify the Autho- 
rity of that Committee; and to draw Refort and Reverence 
to them from almolt all forts of men. 
hfJeth/^' Tfie Houfes being thus Adjourn'd; the Committee of 
Commime the Commons appointed M' Pym to fit in the Chair; who, 
0nhe Ciai- fof f{j^y|j|j^ ^^riiix his own hand, Sign'd tlic Printed Declara- 
tions 
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tions before mention'd^ of the Ninth of September i and 
caaied them to be fo Read in all Churches in Lmdon, and 
throughout the Countries. Whereupon, the Seditious and 
Fa&ious perfbns, caufed the Windows to be broken down in 
Churches ; broke down the Rails, and removed the Com- 
munion-Table (which, in many places, had flood in that 
manner ever fince the Reformation) and committed many 
Iniblenc and Scandalous Difbrders. And when the Minifter, 
and the Graver and more Subftantial fort of Inhabitants, ufed 
any ODpofition, and Rcfifted iuch their Licence, They were 
immediately required to attend the Committee; and, if they 
could be neither perfwaded, nor threatned to Submit, their 
attendance was continued from day to day, to their great 
Chargr and Vexation. If any Grave and Learned Minifter 
refiifed to admit into his Church a Lefturer recommended 
by Them f and I am Confident, there was not, from the be- 
ginning of this Parliament, one Orthodox, or Learned Man, 
recommended by them to any Church in England) He was 
prefcntly required to attend upon the Committee ; and not 
difcharg'd till the Houfes met again; and Then lUccwife, if 
he efcaped Commitment, continued, to his intolerable Lofs 
and Trouble : few men having the Patience to endure that 
OpprefCon, againft which they knew not whither to Appeal; 
aiKl therefore in the end Submitted to what they could not 
Refift : And fo all Pulpits were fupplicd with Ttieir Sediti- 
ous and Schifinatical Preachers. 

The Armies were at laft Disbanded ; and, about the end n* ^rmiu 
ofSeftember, the Earl o£ Holland, in great Pomp, return d to ^'^^^ 
his Hottie at Kenfington; where he was vilited and carqfs'd, 
with great application, by all the Fadious Party : for he had 
now, whether upon the Difobligation remembred before, of 
bemg denied the making a Baron ; or upon fomc Informa* 
doo, of ibme /harp Expre/Hons ufed by the Queen upon his 
Letter; and the tonfcience of that Letter: or the apprc- 
henfions of being Queftion'd, and Profccutcd, upon the En- 
ormities of £is Office of Chief Juftice in Eyre, and other 
Tranfgreffions, fully declared himfclf of their Party. And 
that They might be the better prepared to keep up the Pre- 
judice to the King, and the keennefs againft the court, till 
the coming together of both Houfes; when, they had re^<- 
fon to believe, the obfervation of Their Crooked and Indited: 
Coories, and their vifible, unwarrantable Breaches, upon the 
Qiurch, and the Religion cftablifh'd by Law, would ren- 
der men lefs devoted to them ; his Lord/liip furnifh'd them 
with many Informations of what had pais a in the late Ar- 
my, which might be wrcfted to the King's difad vantage: 
told them \irh»tibcvcr the Ring himfelf had &id to him, 
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vAxtn He look'd upon him as a Perfbn True to him, and 
when, it is very probable. He was not much delighted with 
the Proceedings at >rr/?»ii»/?^f; and of all the particulars, 
which S' Jacob Ajblej and S' John Comers had informed him, 
when they took him to be of entire Truft with his Majefty, 
and wholly under that confideration (whereupon. They 
were afterwards examined, and compell'd to telufy That in 
publick, which they had before imparted to Him in the great- 
eft Secrecy) and aided to all this, whatever information he 
had received by the Lady Carli/Ie, of Words or Aftions, 
ipoken or done by the Queen, which n^ight increafe Their 
Jealoufy or Malice to her Majefty. And He himfelf (who 
pad been always believ'd a Creature of the Queen's; and ex- 
ceedingly obliged, and proteded, by Her immediate and 
Cngle grace and favour, againft tlie Earl of Portland, die Earl 
of Strafford, and the Arch-Bi(hopof Canterbury yin thole times 
when They had otherwife dcftroy'd him) viuted her Majefty 
but once, trom the time of His return out of the North, to 
the tiipe of the King's return from Scotland, which was full 
fix w^eks« And yet^ there were fbme Men ftill at thofe pri- 
vate meetings at Konfington, who thought the Queens fa- 
vour a likelier means for their Preferment, than die Intereft 
pf the Others; and theyrefore always gave advertifement to 
her of what pais'd in that Company : which Information, for 
want of due care in the managery, and by realbn of the un* 
faithfulneis of her neareft Servants, commonly produced 
fbmewhat, of which the other Side made greater aavantage, 
than She could do by the knowledge of Their Counfels and 
^efolutions. 

The fliprt Recefs of the Parliament, though it wgs not 
fnuch above tl^e fpace of a Month, was yet a great Refrefti- 
* ment to Thofe who had Sate near a foil Year, Mornings and 
Afternoons, with litde or no intermiflion; and in that warm 
Region, where Thunder and Lightning was nude. Some 
very Unwarrantable Proceedings, by the Committee that 
Sate during the Recefs, or M"" Pym, who fate in the Chair of 
that Committee, and iffucd out thofe Orders concerning the 
Church; gave fo much Offence, and Scandal, that the Mem^ 
bers were like to meet togjether with more Courage, and 
lefs inclinations to Novelties, than they had parted with. 
But there were feveral accidents fell out, fome from very lit- 
tle, and ibme from very great Caufes, which had that In- 
fluence upon the Nature and Spirit of Men, and upon the 
A<5lions of that time, that, for the better underftanding fome 
particular paiTages, which will appear pertinent, it will be 
fven necenary, briefly, and it fliall be out very briefly, t^ 
pientiotn fome of thofe P^articulars^ 
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When the King went into Scotland; for the better pte-^/^^^'^ 
icrving the Correfpondence between the two Kingdoms, aStf*^,'"'' 
was pretended; and to fee all things perform'd, which were '*«^'^ 
to be done in the Parliament of Scotland, by the Aft of Paci-^ ,i 
fication; a fmall Committee (as hath been before faid) was Scotland, 
appointed by the two Houfes, confifting of one Lord, and 
two Commons, to Attend (as the Phrafe was) upon his Ma- 
jefty : but, in truth, to be Spies upon him; and to give the 
fame affiftance to the Parliament There, upon any emergent 
occafion, as the ScotiA Commiffioners had done Here. 

The Perfon appomted by the Lords, was the Lord Ho-F^rtbe 
ward ofEfcfickj a younger Son of the Houfe of Suffolk:. who,{;^j''H^ 
in the time of the Duke of Buckingham, married a Neecc of ward #/ 
his; and having his whole dependance upon him, and being *^*^ 
abfolutely govem'd by him, was by him made a Baron; but 
tiiat Dependance being at ad end; his Wife dead; and He 
without any Virtue to promote himfelf; He withdrew him- 
felf from Following the Court; and fhortly after, from Wifh- 
ing it well; and had now, delivered himfelf up, Bodv and 
Soul, to be difpoied of by that Party, which appear a moft 
Averfe, and Obnoxious to the Court and the Government : 
and only in that Confidence, was defignd to that Employ- j^^^^'^'^j^ 
ment; and to be entirely Diipofed and Governed by the two Jhiiup sn- 
Members, who were joyn'd with him by the Houfe of Com-p'«»?j **^- 
mons, who were, S» Pbilip StafUton, and M' Hambden. «»«wea. 

The Latter hath been mentioned before, as a Man of great 
Underftanding,and Parts, and of great Sagacity in difcerning 
Men's natures and manners; and he muft, upon all occafions, 
ftill be mentioned as a perfon of great Dexterity and Abilities, 
and Equal to any trud or employment, good or bad, which 
he was inclined to undertake. 

The Other, S^ Philip StapUton, was a proper Man, of a 
fair extraAion ; but, being a Branch of a Younger Family, 
inherited but a moderate Eftate, about five hundred pounds a 
year,in Tork^ftnre; and,accordlng to the cuftom of that Coun- 
try, had fpent much«time in thofe delights which Horfes and 
Tkigs adminifter. Being retum'd to ferve in Parliament, He 
concurred with his Neighbours, Hotham and Cholmondlej ; be- 
ing much younger than they, and governed by them in the 
Profecation of the Earl of Strafford-, and fo was eafily rc- 
tciy'd into the Company and Familiarity of that whole Partj 
which took that work to heart; and in a (hort time, appear'd, 
a Man of Vigour in body and mind ; and to be rather With- 
cat good Breeding, than not Capable of it; and fo he quicks 
ly outgrew his Friends and Countrv-men in the Confidence 
of Thofe who governed: They loolcing upon him, as worth 
|he getting entirely to them; *nd not s^verfc from being 
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gotten ; and fb joyn*dhim with M' Hamhden in this their firft 
employment (ana the Firft, that ever a Parliament had of that 
kind) to be initiated under fo great a Mafter j whofc inftru* 
ftion He was very capable of. 
]»&S£ild There had been, even from the time the Sc^tlfh Army 
uuehing ' came into England^ many Fadions, and Jealoufies, amongll 
A^°'i7^ thePrincijwdPerfons of that Nation; but none fo much taken 
uSmUoh. notice of, as that between the two Earls, of Montrofe^ and 
-^tgjl^* The former took himfelf to have Defcrv'd as much 
as any Man, in contributing more and appearing f(x>ner, in 
Their firft approach towards Rebellion; as indeed he was 
a Man of the beft quality, who did fo foondifcover himfelf; 
and it may be he did it the fboner, in Oopofition to Argjlei 
who, being then of the King's Council, he doubted not, 
would be of his Majcfty's Party. The People look'd upon 
them Both, as Young Men d unlimited Ambition; and 
ufed to fay, "That they were like Ge/ir and Pompej^ the One 
" would endure no Superior, and the Other would have no 
" Equal. True it is, that from the time thztArgile declared 
himielf againft the King (which was immediately after the 
Firft Pacification) Mffifrn^/f appeared with lefs vigour for the 
Covenant ; and had, by underhand and fecret infinuations, 
made proffer of his Service to the King. But now, after his 
Majefty s arrival in Scotland, by the introduAion of M' Jf^- 
llam Murrajf of the Bed-Chamber, He came privately to the 
King; and informed him of many Particulars, from the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion ; and ^' That the Marquis of Hamll" 
^tWy was no lefs Faulty, and Falfe towards his Majefty, than 
*'Arffle; and offered "To make Proof of all in the Parlia- 
** ment ; but rather defircd, "To have them Both made away ; 
which He frankly undertook to do: but the King abhorring 
that expedient, though for his own Security, advifed, ^^That 
^*the Prooft might be prepared for the Parliament. When 
fuddainly, on a Sunddj morning, the City oi Edenborougb was in 
Arms ; and Hamiltim, and ArgjU, both gone out of the Town 
to their own Houfes; where they ftoodupon their guards; 
declaring publickly, " That they had withdrawn themfelves, 
^'becaufe they knew that there was a defign to AflafEnate 
•* them f and chofe rather to abfent themfelves, than by ftand- 
"ing upon their Defence in Edenbormgh (which they could 
"well have done) to hazard the Publick Peace, and Security 
"of the Parliament; which thundcr'd on their behalf. 

The Committee at Edentorcngh difbacch'd away an Ex- 
prefs to Lcndon, with a dark and pcrplex'd account, in the 
morning that the two Lords had left the City; with many 
doubtful expreffions, " What the end of it would be: not 
without fome dark infinuations^ as if the defign might look

firthcr than Scotland. And thefe Letters were brought to 
Undon, the day before the Houfes were to come together, 
after the Recels ; all that Party taking Pains to Pcrfwadc 
Others, '* That it could not but be a Defign to Affaffinatc 
"More Men than thofe Lords at Edaiborough. 

Akd the morning the Houfes were to meet, M,^ Hjfde 
being w^lng in WefinUnfter-Hah, with the Earl of Holland 
2nd the Earl of E/Jex, Both the Earls feem'd wonderfully 
concerned at it; and to believe, " That other Men were in 
"danger of the like Affaults; the Other, not thinking the 
"Apprehenfion worthy of them, told them merrily, **That 
"He knew well what opinions They Both had of thofe two 
" Lords, a Year or two before, and he wonder 'd how they 
" became fo alter'd ; to which They anfwer'd fmiling, " That 
" the Tinies and the Court was much altered fince. And the 
Hollies were no fooner Sate, but the Report being made in 
the Hoa(e of G>mmons, and the Comniittee's Letter from 
Scotland being Read, a Motion was made, " To fend to the 
" Hooie of Peers, that the Earl of EffeXy who was left by 
** the King General on this Side Trenty might be defir'd to 
^appoint fuch a Gfiard, as He thought competent for the Sc- ^^^^ 
**curitv of the Parliament,, conftantly to attend while the/«»// « 
"Houfes late; which was done accordingly^ and continued, ^^"^^/JT 
till They thought fit to have other Guards. All which was ^r Jiw- 
donc to Amuie the People, as if the Parliament were in Dan- ''^*w* 
ger, when in Scvtland, all things were quickly Pacified; and 
ended in creating the Marquis Hamilton a Duke, and Argjle 
a Marquis. 

There was a Worfe Accident than aU thefe, which fclISf-t 
out in the time of die King's flay in Scotland, and about the ireUod. 
time of the two Houfes reconvening; which made a won- 
derful icnpref&on upon the minds of Men; and proved of in- 
finite Difadvantage to the King's affairs, which were then re- 
covering new life; and that was the Rebellion in Jrr/4»(f : 
which broke out about the middle of OSobefj in all parts of 
the Kingdom. Their Defign upon Dublin was miraculoufly 
difcover'd, the night before it was to be executed ; and fo the 
Surprizal of that CaiUc prevented; a^d the principal Con- 
fpirators, who had the charge of it, apprehended. In the 
other parts of the Kingdom, They obferv'd the time appoint- 
ed, not hearing of the Misfortunes of their Friends sLtDuhtin. 
A general Infurredion of the Irtfi fpread it felf over the 
wtK>le Country, in fuch an Inhumane and Barbarous manner, 
that there were Forty or Fifty Thouland of the Englijb Pro- 
teftants murder 'd, before they fufpcded themfclves to be in 
any danger, or could provide for their Defence, by drawing 
together into Towns^ oribong Houfes* 
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From Dublin, the Lords Juftices, and Council, difpatcb'd 
their Letters by an Exprefs uhe fame Man who had made the 
Diicovery, one Oconellj, who had formerly been a Servant 
to S'^ohn Clctwcfthj ) to Lmdan, to the Earl of Lelcefier, 
then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. From the Parts of the 
North, and Vlfter, an Exprefs was fent to the King himfelf^ 
at Edenboroughy and the King's Letters from thence, to the 
two Houfes, arrived within lefs than two days after the Mef^ 
fenger from Dublin. 

I T was upon a Snnddjf night, that the Letters from DMn 
came to the Earl of Leicefter ; who immediately caufed the 
Council CO be fummon'd, and ailbon as it was met, informed 
them of the condition of Iff /4ifi; that is, {o much as thole 
Letters contain'd : which were written, when little more was 
known than the Difcovery at DMin ; and what the Confpi- 
rators had confefs'd upon their examinations. The Houle 
of Peers had then adjourn'd it felf to the Wednefday follow- 
ing^ but the Houfe of Commons were to meet on the next 
day, Mondaj morning ; and the Council refolv'd, " That the v- 
^' would in a Body go to the Houie of Commons, aflbon as it 
**Sate, and inform them of it; which they did j notice being 
firft given to the Houfe, ^^ That the Lords of the Council had 
^^(bme matters of Importance to impart to them, and were 
^^ above in the Painted Chamber ready to come to them : 
whereupon. Chairs were fet in the Houfe for them to rcpofe 
n^urii i/themfelves, and the Serjeant fent to condud them. Aflbon 
th9 c#i«c»/ as they entcr'd the Houft, the Speaker defired them to Sit 
lS!^*f down; and then being cover'd, Lirrferwi, Lord Keeper, told 
cmmms the Speaker, **That the Lord Lieutenant odreUnd, having 
N«!'!rA€ " received Letters from the Lords Juftices and Council there, 
ikMfi*/ ^'had communicated them to the Council; and fince the 
Jjj^^ « Houfe of Peers was not tlien Sitting, They had thought fit, 
^'fbr the Importance of the Letters^ to impart them to that 
*^ Houfe ; and Co referred the bufinefs to the Lord Lieutenant; 
who, without any inlargement, onlv read the Letters he had 
received, and Co the Lords departed from the Houfe. 

There was a deep filence in the Houfe, and a kind of 
Confternation : moft Mens heads having been Intoxicated 
from their Firfl meeting in Parliament, with imaginations of 
^ Plots, and Treafonable Defigns, through the Three King- 
doms. The affair it felf feem'd tobe outof their cognifance; 
and the communication of it, feiV'd only to prepare their 
thoughts, what to do when more fhould be known ; and when 
they fhould hear what the King thought fit to be done. And 
when the King's Letters arriv'd, they were glad the news 
had come to him, when he had Q> good Council about him 
to adyife him what to do« 
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The King was not then informed of what had been difco* 
ver'd ac DMMni ; but the Letters out of Vlfter (which he fent 
to the Parliament) gave him notice ^^Of a general Infurre* 
''dion in the North ; and of the Inhuman Murders com- 
'* mitted there npon a multitude of the Proteftants; and that 
^%^Yhaim O Neil appear'd as their General and Commandei' 
*• in chief. 

Upon which his Majefty writ to the two Houies^ "That«»v^>A' 
*'hc was latisfied that it was no Rafli Infurredion, but a^'i^l/^ 
"Form'd Rebellion; which muft be Profecuted with a /harp«^M •>. 
'^ War; the conduding, and prolecuting whereof, he wholly 
''committed to their Care and Wiidom, and depended 
^npon Them for the carrying it on ; and that for the pre- 
^ient^ He had cauied a ftrong Regiment of fifteen hundred 
''Foot, under good Officers to be tranfported out of Scot'^ 
« Latd into Vljier, for the Rehef of thofe Parts : which were 
upon the matter wholly inhabited by Scats and IrUb; there 
bemg fewer EngUJb there, than in any Part of Ireland* ^ 

This fell out to their wifli ; and thereupon they made a 
Committee of botli Houfes, ''For the conuderation of the 
^afiairs of Ireland, and providing for the fupply of Men^ 
^Arms, and Money, for the Suppre/fing that Rebellion; the 
Dud Lieutenant of Ireland being one of the Committer: 
which iate every morning in the Painted Chamber; and the 
Lord Lieutenant firft communicated all theLetters he received 
to Them to be confidted on, and to be thence reported to the 
two Hoafes; which were hereby poflefs'd of a large Power, 
and Dependance; all Men applying themfelves to Them, 
that is to the chief Leaders, tor tlieir Preferments in that 
War: the miichief whereof, though in the beginning little 
taken notice of, was afterwards felt by the King very fen« 
fiUy. 

T B E s B concurrent Circumibmces, much alter'd and (up- 
preis'd that good humour and fpirit the Houies were well 
difpofed to meet in, and the Angry Men, who were difap^ 
pointed of the Preferments they expeded, and had promifed 
themfelves, took all occafions, by their EmifTaries, to in* 
finuate into the mmds of the People, ^'That this Rebellion 
" in Ireland, was contrived and fomented by the King ; or at 
'Meaft by the Qtieen, for the advancement of Popery; and 
''that the Rebels publilh'4 and dedar'd. That they had the 
"King's Authority for all they did: which Calumny, though 
without the leaft Shadow or Colour of Truth, made more 
Impreffion npon thd minds of Sober and Moderate Men (who, 
till that time, had much difliked the Paffionate Proceedings 
of the Parliament) than could be then imagined, or^can 
jtt be believU So great a Prejudice, or want of Reverence 
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was univcrfally'^ccmtradcd againft the Court : efpccially^ the 
Queen ; ^hole Power and Aftivity was thought too great. 
^ ^IZi^i Shortly after die beginning of the Parliament, there 
/•rdiTM^ini had been a Committee appointed, ''To prepare and draw up a 
¥**«»•«-" general Remonftrance of the (late of the Kingdom, and the 
P^*' • "particular Grievances it had fuftain'd; but itfcarce met, or 
was ever after fooken of: But now, the Houfcs no fooncr met 
jrfter the Recefs, than lA^ Strode (one of the Ficrceft Men of 
the Party; 4nd of the Party only for his Fiercenefs) moved^ 
**That that Committee might be revived, and order'd to 
** meet ; for which of courfe, a time and place was appointed : 
by which Men eafily diiccrn'd, that nothing of their Fury 
was abated, but rather increafed, in that they found their 
Credit every day leffen'd in the Houfe, by the oppofition and 
contradidion they fuftain'd. And they being thus difquieted ; 
and knowing little; and fo doubting much; every day 
feem'd to them to produce a new Difcovery, of fbme nevr 
Treafon, and Plot, againft the Kingdom. One day, ** A Let* 
*' ter from beyond Seas, of great Forces prepared to Invade 
^'EngUndi another, *'Of Ibme Attempt upon the Life of 
** M' Pym : and no occafion omitted to Tpeak of the Evil 
Council about the King ; when fcarce a Counfellor duift come 
near him ; or be fufpeded to hear from him. 
^HimBii After fbme days, a new Bill was prcfented to tlic Houfe 
*//uJ^ of Commons, "For the taking away the Bifhops Votes in 
r«r4d^««itf^^< Parliament; and for Di£ibling them to exercife any Tem- 
v^i! **poral Office in the Kingdom : againft which was objefted, 
" That it was contrary to the Courfe and Order of Parlia- 
^' ment, that any Bill tliat had been Rejefted, (hould be again 
**Preferr'd the lame Seffion; and therefore it ought not to 
*' be fb much as Read : to which nothing was reply'd but 
Noife; and " That this Bill varied in fbme Claufes from the 
"former ; and that the good of the Kingdom abfblutcly de- 
** pended upon it : and fo, by the majority ofVoices, it was 
order'd to be read: and afterwards, without any very con- 
fiderable oppofition, Pafs'd the Houfe, and w^s tranfmitted 
to the Lords: the grcateft argument being, "That their in- 
"termaldling with Temporal Affairs, was inconfiftent with, 
"and deftrudive to, the exercife of their Spiritual FunAion. 
Whilft their Reformation, both in Scotland^ and this King- 
dom, was driven on by no Men fo much, as Thofe of their 
Clergy who were their Inftruments. As, without doubt, the 
Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury had never fo great an Influence 
upon the Counfols at Court, as D'Burgefs, sind M' Mar/bal, 
had then upon the Houfos; neither did all the Bifhopsof 
Scotland together^ fo much meddle in Temporal Affairs, as 
M' Henierfon had done* 
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Th EK B being at tliis time, the BHhopricks of Wbrcefier, rht kjmx 
Uncdn, Exeter, ChUbefter, and Briftol, Void by Death, or{f;,'^;J'^ 
Tranflation; The King, daring the time of his being in Scot- Bijufricki 
Und, collated to thofe Sees, D' Prideaux, the King's Pro-'»^8^»^- 
feflbr of Divinity in Oxford ; D» Winniff, Dean of S« Paul's ; 
D' Brewneriggy Matter of Catbarine-U^i in Cambridge ^ D' 
Henry King, Dean of Licbfield; and D' IVeJ^eld of Great 
S< BdrtbaUmeu/s, JUndan : All of gre;at Emincncy in the 
Church ; frequent Preachers ; and not a Man, to whom the 
Faults of the Then Governing Clergy were imputed, or 
ag^inft whom the leaft Objeftion could be made. 

A s s o o N as the Houfe of Commons heard of this defigna- tu cm^ 
tion of his Majefty's (having then newly the Second time^^*^* 
feat up to the Home of Peers, their Bill to remove Bifhops 
from thence) They were much troubled, tliat at a time when 
They refblv'd to take away the Old, the King fhould pre- 
fume to make New Bifliops; and to create fb many Voices 
to aiEft the other; and therefore. They urged very earnett* 
ly, '^ That the Lords might be moved to joyn with them, in 
^' fending to the King, to make no new Bifliops, till the Con« 
^^troverfy /hould be ended about the Government of the 
^Church : which appeared fb Unrcafonable, that the Wifeft 
of Them who wlfh'd it, apprehended no Poilibility that the 
Lords would joyn with them 5 or if They did, that the King 
would be prevaii'd with. However, being glad to find their 
Companions had fo much mettle, after a long Debate, the 
major part carried it. That a Committee fhould be appoint* 
*'cd, to draw up Reafons to give the Lords to concur with 
^them in that defire to the King, but, after that, moved 
* that Scone no further. 

I N all Debates of this nature, where the Law, Reafon, and 
Common Senfe, were diredly Oppofite to what thej pro- 
pof^. They fuffer'd Thofe who differed from them m opi- 
nion, and purpofes, to &y what they thought fit in oppofition; 
and then,without vouchfafingto endeavour their fatifadion, 
call'd importunately for the Queflion ; well knowing, that 
They had a Plurality of Voices to concur with them, in 
whatfbever they defired. I remember, in this laft bufinef% 
when it was voted that a Committee fhould be named to 
draw up Reafons, many of Thofe who had during the De- 
bate pcnitively argued Againft the thing, were gall'd upon to 
be 01 that Committee; and amongft them, the Lord Falkland^ 
and M' Hjde, who fteod up, and "Defired to be Excufed 
•' from that Service, where they could be of no Ufe; having 
^ given fo many reafons againft it, that they could not ap- 
■ ' • lit, the 



^ prehend any could be given for it; therefore thought 
^work would be better done, if Thofe who had fatisfied 
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•'Thetnfelvcs with the Reafonablenefe of what they wifh'd, 
^* would undertake the converting and di/pofing of Other 
'^ Men. There was a Gentleman who fate by (M' BvnA of 
Darfhejler; very Severe, and Re£>lv'd, againft the Qiurch 
and the G>urt) who, with much Paifion, and Trouble of 
mind, faid to them, '' For God's fake be of the Committee^ 
** You know none of our fide can giveReafbns ; which made 
Thofe that over-heard him Smile: though he (poke it fud* 
dainly y and upon obfervation that the Leaders were not then 
in the Houfe. Otherwife, it cannot be denied, Thofe who 
conduded them, and were the Contrivers of the Mifchief, 
were Men of great Parts, and unipeal^ble Induftry; and 
their Silence in fome Debates, proceeded partly from Pride, 
that it might appear. Their Reputation and Intereft, had an 
Influence upon the Senfe of the Houfe, againft any Rhetorick 
or Logick: but principally, from the Policy they were 
obliged toule : for, though they could have given a pregnant 
reafon for the mod extravagant overture they ever made, and 
evinced it, that it was the proper way to Their end j yet, it 
not being time to discover their purpoles (how apparent fin 
ever they were to difceming Men) tney were necefiarily to 
give no reafbns at all; or fuch as were not the true ones. 

This Stratagem failing of (topping the creation of the 
new BUhops; They endeavour, by all means, to haften the 
Houfe of Peers to difpatch the work before them, be&re 
they fliould be qualified (their Eledions^ Confirmations, and 
Coniecrations, and other Ceremonies^ (pending much time) 
to increafe the number of the Oppofers; and for the better 
doing thereof with great confidence. They demand of the 
Lords, '^ That no Reculant Lord, or any Bimop, might have 
^z Vote in the Pailing that Ad : the laft being Parties; and 
*^the other not fiippoied competentjudges on the behalf of 
^'the Kingdom. But, when they found that Logick could 
not prevail [the demand being indeed fo Scandalous, that 
thenoufe ot Peers^ if they had not been fatally milled, muft 
have refen^d it as a h^h Prefumption, and infolent Breach 
of Privilege) with more Formality and Colour, though as 
Unreafonably, They prefs*d, "That thofe Thirteen Bi/hops, 
^^whom They had before Impeach'd, for making the late 
*' Canons; and upon whom ;heir Lord(hips them^lves had 
"pafs'd Severe Votes (fuch indeed as were fitter for Ac- 
Cttfers than Judges, Unparliamentary and Unprecedented) 
^^ might be dequefter'd from the Houfe, till they fhould be 
^* brought to Judgment. And for this. They found Lawyers 
in their Houle, who, proftitudng the Dignity and Learning 
of their Profeffion, to the cheap and vile affedation of Po- 
pular Applaufe, were notaihamed^ to aver Cuftom and Law 
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for their Senielefs Propoficion. But the Houfe of Peers was 
not Yet deluded enough^ or terrified (though too many a« 
moDgft them paid an implicit devotion to the Houfe of Com^* 
mens) to comply in this unreaibnable demand. 

Akd here I cannot but with grief and wonder remem-7^w^i>ri«#*^ 
ber, the Virulency and Animofity exprefi'd at that time, up-^^'^;^^ 
on all occaGons, by Many of good knowledge in the excel-ya»r« fre^ 
lent and wife Profeflion of the Common Law, towards ^^^^^aJ^ 
Church, and Church-men ; taking all opportunities, uncha-M^I^'^r^* 
ritably to improve Miftakes into Crimes; and, ^n^eafon- **^-g^ 
ably, to transfer and impute the Follies and faults of Particu- "'^*^'' 
lar men, to the Malignity of their Order and Fun&ion ; and 
£>, whet and /harpen the edge of the Law^ to wound the 
Church in its Juriididion ; and at laft to cut it up by the 
Roots, and demolifli its Foundation. It cannot be denied, 
that the Peeviih fpirits of fome Clergy-men, have taken great 
pains to alienate that profelEon from tbem^ and Others, as 
onskilfuliy (finding, that in former times, when the Religion 
of the Sute was a Vital part of its Policy, many Church- 
men were employ 'd Eminently in the Civil Government of 
the Kingdom) imputed Their wanting thofe Ornaments their 
Predeceilbrs wore, to the Power and Prevalency of the 
Lawyers s of whom, fbme Principal men, in all times. They 
could not but obferve to have been their avow'd Enemies : 
andfb believ'd, theStraitoing and Confining the ProfelEoti of 
theCommonLaw, muft naturally Extend and Enlarge the Ju« 
lifduftion of the Church. Thence aro^ Their bold and un« 
warrantable Oppofing and Protefting agabft Prohibitions, 
and other Proceedings at Law, on the behalf of Ecclefiafticai 
Courts; and the procuring ipme Orders and Privileges from 
the King, on the behalf of the Civil Law, even with an ex- 
dufion of the other: as the Arch- Bifliop of Canterbuty, pre- 
vail'd with the King to dired, '' That half the Mafters or the 
^'Chancery fhoold be aiwa]^s Civil Lawyers; and to declare, 
''that no others, of what condition Ibever, ihould (erve him 
''as Mafters of Requeft. All which was a great miftake: 
For, befides the ftopping Prohibitions was an envious Breach 
upon the luftice ofthe Kingdom^ which at ibme time or 
other, will ftill be too hard for the ftrongeft Onpofers and 
Opprefifbrs of it ; I could never yet know, Wixy the Doftor^ 
of the Civil Law, were more of Kin to the Bifliops, or the 
Church, than the Common Lawyers were* To fay, that 
Their Places were in the Biihops difpofal, as Chancellors, 
Commiflaries, and the like; and therefore, that their Per- 
fons were more like to be at Their difpofal too ; at leaft, to 
pay them greater Reverence; concludes nothing: for the 
Ciei^ had opportunity enough, to oblige and create an equal 
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depcndancc from theProfeflioriof the CommonLaw; and I 
am perfwaded, the Srewardftiips to BUhops, and of the Lands 
of Che Church, which were to be managed by the Rales of 
the &)mmon Law, were not much inferior in Profit to all 
the Chahceliorfhips in England. And then, if where the Po- 
licy may confift with Jultice, it is no ill mea&re in making 
Friendmips, to look into, and compare, the Power of doing 
Hurt, or doing Good; it is apparent, that the Civil Law in 
this Kingdom, had not, in the leatt degree, the ability to 
Help, or to hurt the Church, in any exigency, as the Com- 
mon Law had : Whofe Profeflbrs had always, by their In- 
terefts. Experience, and Reputation, fo great an Influence 
upon the Civil State, upon Court and Country, that they 
were notable Friends or Enemies. And the dependance of 
the Church, as to their inheritance, and Eftates (exdept their 
minute Tythes) was eijtirely upon the Lawj being only de- 
terminable by thofe Rules, by which They have feldom re- 
ceiv'd eminent Injuftice. And truly, I have never yet fpoken 
with one Clergy-man, who hath had the experience of both 
L'tigationS) that hath not ingenuoufly confeis'd '' He had ra- 
^* ther, in the refpeft of his trouble, charge, and fatisfadion 
**to his underftanding, have Three Suits depending in Wefi-- 
** mnficr-^HslX^ thatl one in the Arches^ or any Ecclefiaftical 
"Court. 

The Particulars above mention'd, were, I confefs, to Vul- 
gar minds, great Provocations and Temptations to Revenge : 
and therefore, I do not at ail wonder, that, in the great herd 
of the Common Lawyers, many Pragmatical fpirits, whofe 
thoughts and obfervations have been contraded to the nar- 
row limits of the few Books of that Profeffion ^ or within 
the narrower Circle of the Bar Oratory : fliould go along 
with the Stream, in the Womanifli art ot Inveighing againll 
Perfons, when they fliould be Reforming Things: and that 
fome, by degrees^ having found the Benefit of being of that 
Opinion (for we all remember, when Papiil and Puritan 
Lawyers got more Money than their Neighbours for the 
Private Opinions they were of; not what they delivered in 
Publick) grew at laft, to have Fits of Confcience in earned; 
and to believe, that a Parity in the Church was necefl&iy to 
Religion ; and not like to produce a Parity in the State : of 
which DoArine if they had been then fufpeded, they would 
quickly have been afhamed of (iich Divinity. 

BuT> that Learned and Unbia&'d (I mean Unprovoked) 
men, in that Science of our Law, who knew the Frame and 
Conilitution of the Kingdom, and that the Bifhops were no 
lefi the Reprefentative body of the Clergy, than the Houfc 
c^Cpmmqn^ was of th^ People; and coniequently, that the 
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ilepriving Them of voice in Parliament, w^ a Violence, and 
removing Landmarks, and not a Shaking (which might 
Setde again) but Diflblving Foundations; which muft leave 
die Building uniafe for habitation : That Such men, who 
knew the Eccleliaftical and Civil State, was fo wrought and 
interwoven together, and, in truth, fo incorporated in each 
otIier,that the one could not long continue in Profperity with- 
out the other ; and that the Profeflbrs of the Law were nevct 
ai fo great a height, as even in this Time that They fo uh* 
jolUy envied the greatnefs of the Church: and lalUy, That 
They, who mightwell know,that the greatand unweildy Body 
c^the Clergy, confifting of fuch different tempers, humours^ 
inclinations aAd abilities ; and which inevitably will have fb 
ftroDg an Influence upon the nature and affedions of the 
People; could never be Regulated and Govern'd by any 
Magiftrates but of thcmfelves^ nor by any Rules, but of fiich 
Power as the Bifhops exercifed; Whom (befides ail argu*- 
ments <^ Piety, and fubmii&on to Antiquity) the experience 
of the Bleiled Times fince the Reformation, not to be paral* 
lel'd In any Nation under Heaven, declared to be the moft 
Happy Managers of that Power, whatfoever ranknefs and 
excreuience might have proceeded from ibme Branches : I 
lay, that thefe Knowing and Difcerning men (for Such I 
moft confeis there have been) fhould believe it poffibic for 
Them to flooriih; or that the Law it felf ^ould have the 
laoie Refped and Veneration from the People, when the 
well difpoled Fabrick of the Chiurch (hould be rent afiinder 
(which, without Their adivlty and skill in Confufion, could 
never have been compafs'd) hath been to me an Inftance of 
the Divine Anger agamft the Pride of Both, in fuffering them 
to be the Fatal Engines of Breaking one another: whereas 
Neither coold have been opprefe'd by any other Strength or 
Power but Their own. 

A N i> I cannot but lay, to the Profeflbrs of that great and 
admirable rayftery, the Conunon Law (upon which, no man 
lodks with more affedion, reverence, and fubmiflion) Who 
fcem Now, by the Fury and Iniquity of the Time, to ftand 
upon the ground they have won, and to be Mafters of the 
Field ; and, it may be. Wear fome of the Trophies and Spoils 
They have ravi/h'd from the Opprefe'd ; that They have yet 
but Oiarpen'd Weapons for others to wound them ; and that 
Their Own Arguments and Eloquence, may be, one time or 
other, applied to Their Own Delbrudion. And therefore, 
ifthcj have either Piety, to repent and redeem the ill that 
they nave wrought ; or Policv, to pre^jrve their own condi- 
tbn &om Contempt; and Tnemfelves from being Slaves to 
the moft abjed oi the People ^ They wiU at length wind up 
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the Church and the Law into one and the fame Intereft ; 
and, by a firm and ftcady purfuit, endeavour to fix Both on 
the fame Foundation, from whence they have been fo vio- 
lently difturb'd. 

By this time the King was as weary o£ Scotland, as he 
had been impatient to go thither^ finding all things propofed 
to him, as to a vanquifh'd Perfon, without confideration of 
his Honour, or his Intereft ; and having not one Counfellor 
about him, but the Duke of Lenox (who from the beginning 
carried himfelf by the moft exad rules of Honour, Gratitude, 
and Fidelity to liimj and very few followers, who had either 
affeftion to his Perfon, or refped to his Honour* 

That which fhould have been an Ad of Oblivion, was 
made a Defence and Juftification of whatfoever They had 
done : Their firft Tumults, and ereding their Tables, in 
Opjpofition to, and at laft Suppreffing, both Courts of Juftice 
and Se/Eon ; and the Ads and Orders of thofe Tables; de- 
clared to be "The effeds of their Duty to his Majefty^ and 
^' according to the Law of the Land : And fo all Thofe, who, 
according to their Allegiance, had oppofed and refitted them 
on the behalf of his Majefty, and were qualified bv his Ma- 
jefty*s Commiffions, were adjudged Criminal; ana the only 
perfons Excepted from Pardon, and Exempted from the Be- 
nefit of that Oblivion. 

T H B Seditious Ads of that AfTembly, which had Expell'd 
all Bi/hops, and the Canonical Clergy, from being Members 
of that Aflembly j and aiErm'd Themfelves to have a Power, 
*' To inflid the Cenfures of the Church upon his Majefty bim- 
**felf; were declared "To be Lawfiil^ and according to the 
*' Conftitution of the Kingdom ; and the Government of the 
^'Church by Arch-Blfliops and Bifhops, declared to be againft 
*'the Word of God; and They condemned, as Enemies to 
*'the Propagation of the true reformed Proteftant Religion; 
•'and therefore to be utterly Aboli/h'd ; and Their Lands given 
^'to the King, his Heirs and Succeflbrs. 

I N confideration of the Kings necelTary Abfence from that 
his Native Kingdom, it was thought fit, "That the Full and 
" Abfolute Government thereof, ihould be committed to the 
•'Lords of the Secret Council; who were likewlfe made 
*' Confervators of the Peace of the two Kingdoms, during the 
"intervals of Parliaments; and thofe Lords, and Conferva- 
tors, "Were then, and ftill, to be nam'd by Parliament; 
"which was once in three years to aflembleupon a day cer- 
"tain, without any Summons from the King, if he negled* 
"ed to publi/h fuch Summons; and, upon the fame reafbn, 
"all great Officers, as Chancellor, Treafurer, Secretary, and 
"the reft, nominated by Parliamenti and in the interval 
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"by the Lords of the Secret G>uncil; without fb much ts 
bdng coDcern'd to have his Majefty's approbacion. 

All wiiich AAs^ and whatfoeyer elfc They were pleafed 
roprcicnt to Hlm^ concerning Church or State, the King con- 
firm'd ; and thereby, made the Lord Lau^deUy who had been 
diePriocipaJ Manager of the Rebellion, Chancellor of ^r^r* 
laii lod Created him likewife an Earl ; and conferr'd the 
otiicr great Offices, as he was direded : Then, he made the 
liAofArgyle (for he was ftill trufted with conferring of 
Honours) Marquis j Their great General, Lfflej, Earl of 
I/vtni and their Lieutenant-General, Earl of CaUnddt; and 
cooferr'd other Honours on Perfons, according to the Capa- 
dty and Ability they had in doing him Mifchief : and laftly 
[leaving all his Own Party barelv to Live; for he had pro- 
Gircd a Pardon for them from the Parliament, upon condi- 
rioD "They came not near the King's prefence; nor rcceiv'd 
^any Benefit from him; without Tneir approbation! his 
Majefty ^ve all the Lands of the Church, wnich had been 
devolv'd to him by its ruin ; and whatfbever he had elfe to 
gire, in that Kingdom, to Thofe who had dUcover'd it not 
to be in good hands before : So that he feem'd to have made 
diat Pn>^:efs into Smlani, only that he might make a per- 
fed Deed of Gift of that Kingdom ; which he could never 
We done, fo abfblutely, without going thither. And fb, 
loring nothing more to do Tiiere, He begun his Journey to* 
vaids EKgland about the middle of November. 

It is not to be doubted, in confideration of thofe Extra* 
rigant ConcefEons, They made as Extravagant Promifes to 
the King; That bf their Loyal and Dutiful Comportment, 
iusMajdby (hould find no diminution of his Power; That 
he (bould nave the entire Obedience of that Nation, to pre* 
^e his ittU Rights and Regalities in England; and to Reduce 
btlaU: The Earl of Leven telling him (as Marquis HamiU 
Mraffiued me, in his hearing) '^ That he would not only ne« 
'^yermore ferve againft him ; but that whenever his Ma«* 
^jcfty woold require his Service, He (hould have it, without 
^cver asking what the Caufe was. And many of them whiiber« 
iD^inhis Ear, and afluring him, ^' That aflbon as the Troubles 
''of the late Storm coold be perfedly calm'd. They would 
"Revcrfc and Repeal whatfoever was now unreafonably ex- 
''torted (com him. And his Majeftv having never receiv'd 
^y coofiderable Profit from Scotland^ cared the Icfs for what 
he pttted with There : and, it m^y be, being refolv'd tliey 
'honld be no nM>rc Charge to him in his Court here (for furc* > 

ly he had then very hard thoughts of a great part of the Na-r 
^) he beiiev'd he fhould fave more in This Kingdom, 
^ he had e&eii in That ^ and he made no doubt, but that 
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They were fo foil Fed now, that they would not ftir from 
Home again, till the Temper and AfFetllon of his People here, 
flxould be better difpofed for their Reception. 

But his Majefty never confider'd, or not foon enough, 
that they could not reafonably hope to keep what they had 
fo ill got, but by the fame Arts by which thev were fuch gain- 
ers ; and there cannot be a (urer evidence or the Continuance 
of an Enemy, than the having received Injuries from him of 
a nature that do not ufe to be forgiven. Neither did he fuffi- 
ciently weigh the unfpeakabic Encouragement ; and in fbmc 
particulars, the rea/bnable Pretence the Fadious Party here- 
would h4ve,from the Profperous Wickednefs ofthofe there. 
And, it is certain, their number from thenceforth increas'd 
wonderfully j the Enemies of the Church prefuming their 
work was more than half done, when the King himfelf had 
declared (forhisConfent to that Ad They would eafily make 
appear to be liich) "That the Government by Arch-Bifhops, 
^*and Bi/hops, was againft the Word of God, and the Propa- 
'^ gation ot Religion. Many concluding the King would at 
laft yield to any thing, put themfelves in company of the 
boldeft and mod pofitive Askers ; and fome, who in their 
Hearts abhorr'd wnat the Scots had done, ytt difdaining to be 
over witted by them 5 and that they fliould get more for 
themfelves, and receive a greater Argument of the King's 
Trult, than We of this Nation ; out of pure Malice to them, 
refolv'd to do the fame things with them ; and fo joyn*d and 
concurr'd in any Exorbitancies. All which the King too late 
difcover-d, by the Entertainment he received upon his Return. 
V^A c^m- A B o u T the time the news came of the King s beginning 
^^'^Jmln' his Journey (rom Scotland upon a day appointed; and that he 
/r4»r#i»4^# had fettled all things in that Kingdom to the general Satif- 
li*rL hJI^ fadion j the Committee for preparing the Remonftrance, of- 
ffCmmfMs. kr'd their Report to the Houfci which cauied the Draught 
they offer 'd, to be Read. It contain'd a very bitter Repre- 
sentation, of all the illegal things which had been done, from 
the firft hour of the King's coming to the Crown, to that mi- 
nute; with all the fharp Rctteftions which could be made, 
uDon the King himfelf, the Queen, and Council ; and publifh'd 
all the unreafonable Jealoufies of the prefcnt Government, 
of the introducing Popery; and all other particulars, that 
might difturb the minds of the People: which were enough 
dilcompofed. 

The Houfe feem'd generally to diflike it; many faying^ 
" That it was very unneceffary, and unfeaibnable : UnneceC- 
'' fary, all tJiofe Grievances oeing already foUv Redrefs'd ; 
"ana the Liberty and Property of the Subjeft oeing as well 
*' 6lccured for the future, ai could pofEbly he done ; isind Unr 
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'' feafbnable^ after the King had gratified them, with grantine 
''every thing which they had defired of him; and after fo 
''loftg abfencc, in the fettling the Diforders in another King- 
''dom^ which he had happily compofed ; to be now welcom'd 
** Home with fuch a Volume of Reproaches, for what Others 
" had done amifs, and which He himfelf had reform 'd. Not* 
Withftanding all which^ all the other Party appeared Paffion- 
ately concern'd that it might not be rejedea ; and enlarged 
themfelves with as high expre/fions againft the Government, 
as at firft; with many infinuations^ '' That we were in danger 
''of being depriv'd of all the good Ads which we had gain'd, 
" if great care and vigilance were not ufed, to di^ippoint 
"fbme Counfels which were ftill entcrtain'd; making fbme 
doubtful glances and refledions upon the Rebellion in IreUni 
(with which they pcrceiv'd many good Men were cafily amu- 
led) and in the end prevail'd, *^That a day fhould be appoint- 
"ed when the Houle fhould be reiblv'dinto a Committee of 
" the whole Houfe, and the Remonlfa-ance to be then rc- 
" taken into confideration : and in the mean time. They em- 
ployed all their Credit and Intereft with particular Men^ to 
periwade them, ''That the palling that Remonftrance was 
" moft neceflary,for the Prefervation and Maintenance of all 
"thole good Laws which They had already madej giving 
{everal reafbns to feveral p^ribns^ according to their natures 
and inclinations ; afTuring many, " That they intended it only 
" for the mortification of the Court, and manifcftation that 
" That Malignant Party, which appear'd to be growing up in 
"the Houfe, could not prevail; and then, "That it (hould 
*' remain ftill in the Clerk's hand, and never be publifli'd 

A N D by thefe, and the like Arts, They promifed them* 
ielves that they fhould eafily carry it : So that the day it was 
to be refiimed. They entertain'd the Houfe all the morning 
with other Debates, and towards Noon call'd for the Remon- 
ftrance; and it being urged by fbme, "That it was too late 
"to enter upon it, with much difficulty they confentcd, that 
^ it fhould be entred upon the next morning at nine of the 
"Clock; and every claufe fhould be Debated, the Speaker in 
"the Qiair; for they would not have the Houfe refolv'd 
into a Coounittee, which they believ'd would fpend too 
much time. Oliver Cromwell (who at that time, was little 
uken notice of) ask'd the Lord Falkland, "Why he would 
"have it put off, for that day would quickly have determin'd 
it? He aniwer'd, " There would not have been time enough, 
"for lure it would take fbme Debate. The other replied, 
"A very forrv one: They fuppofing, by the compuution 
they had made, that very few would oppofe it. 

But Ji? quickly found he was miftakcni for the next 
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morning, the Debate being enter'd upon about Nine of the 
Clock, it continued all that day ; and Candles being call'd 
for when it grew dark (neither Side being rery defirous to 
adjourn it till the next day ; though it was evident, very many 
withdrew themfelves out of pure faintnefe anddiiabilicy to at- 
tend the conclufion) the Debate continued till it was after 
Twelve of the Clock, with much Paflion j and the Houfe 
being then divided, upon the paffing or not paffing it, it was 
jt mue^- carried in the Affirmative, by Nine Voices, and no more : and 
rfitS. '^'afloon as it was declared, M' Hambden moved, "That there 
"might beanOrderenter'd for the prefent Printing it ; which 
produced a (harper Debate than the former. It appeared then, 
that They did not intend to fend it up to the Houfe of Peers, 
for their Concurrence ^ but that it was upon the matter an 
Appeal to the People; and to infufe Jealoufies into their 
minds. It had feldom been the cuftom to Publifli any De- 
bates, or Determinations of the Houfe, which were not regu- 
larly firrt tranfmjtted to the Houfe of Peers; nor was it 
thought in truth, that the Houfe had Authority tx> give war- 
rant for the Printing of any thing; all which was offer'd by 
M' Hjdey with feme warmth, aflbon as the motion was made 
for the Printing it. And he faid, " He believ'd the Printing 
"it in that manner, was not lawful; and he fear'd it would 
^' produce Mifchievous cfFeAs ; and therefore defired the leave 
"of the Houfe, that if the Queftion Hiould be put, and be 
^'carried in the Affirmative, that He might have liberty 
^'to enter his Proteftation; which he no looner faid, than 
S^effery Palmer (a Man of gre^t reputation, and much efteem'd 
in the Houfe) ftood up, and made the fame motion for him- 
ielf, "That he might likewife Proteft; Many afterwards, 
without diftinftion, and in fome diforder, Cry'd out toge- 
ther, "They did proteft: So that there was after fcacce any 
quiet and regular Debate. But the Houfe by degrees being 
quieted. They all confented, about Two of the Clock in the 
Morning to aajourn till Two of the Clock the nejct Afternoon, 
And as they went out of the Houfe, the Lord Falkland ask'd 
Oliver CromweU, "Whether there had been a Debate? to 
which he anfwer'd, " He would take his word another tim^ : 
and whifper'd him in the Ear, with fomcaflcvcration,"That 
"if the Remonftrance had been rejefted. He would have fold 
^'all he had the next morning, and never have feen England 
^'niore; and he knew, there were many other Honeft Men 
^'of the fame Refolution, So near was tl^e poor Kingdom 
"at that time to its Deliverance. 

H Q w E v E R They got the Vidory, they did not in 4 
long time recover the Spirits they loft, and the agony they 
ha<| fulUin'd, whilft it w^ in fuip^ce} and they dHcern'd 
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vdl enoogfa, that the Houie had not at that time half its 
Members preieot; though they bad provided^ that not a 
Kiin of their Party was abfent; and that they had even car^* 
Dcd it by the hoar of the Night, which drove awav a greater 
Bomber of old and infirm O^pofers, than would nave made 
Thofe of the Negative Superior in number : So that they had 
little hope, in a fuller Houie, to prevail in any of their Unjuft 
ddigns, except they found fome other Expedient, by hopes or 
fears, to work upon the Aifedtons of the feveral Members. 

!» order to which. They fpent moft part of the next day 
ID their private G>nfultations, how to Chaf^ite fbme of thofe 
vho offended them the day before^ and refolv'd in the firft 
place, not to fuffer that Precedent to be introduced into the 
Hooie, **Tliat Men ftiould Proteft againft the Senfe of the 
''Hoafe: which, it is true, had not been u(ed in the Houfe 
of CofDtDons. This Subjed was the more grateful to them, 
bccaofe they fhould heartily take Revenge upon M' ^yde^ 
whom they perfedly hated; and to whoie aftivity, they im- 
pQted the trouble they had fuitain'd the day before ; and He 
vas the Firft who made the Proteftation, tnat is, ask'd leave 
to do it ; which produced the other fiibfequent clamour, that 
vas indeed in fbme difi>rder. But here they differed amongft 
tbemfelves; all the Leading Violent Men, who bore the 
greateft Sway, were moft glad of the occafion, as it gave 
them opportunity to be rid of M' Hyde; wliich they Pafli^ 
onately defirol: but S^ JAn Hgtham, Cbolmondley, and Sta^ 
fbtni (who never (ever'd, and had a numerous Train at^ 
tending their motions) remember'd the Service M' Hyde had 
done againft the Court of 7ki^(the overthrowing whereof 
was thdr peculiar glory) and would not confent that they 
(bould qaeftion him ^ but were ready to concur with thein 
in the Profecution of any other of the Proteflors; whereof 
there was number encnigh. This made fo great a Difference 
amoogft them, that for the preient they agreed no further, 
than, •'That they would that Afternoon only provide, that 
''the next Morning they would fall upon that matter; and 
then they might confult together at Night, what Peribn 
they would Sacrifice. 

About Three of the Clock, when the Houfe met> M' 
fjm ••Lamented the Diforder of the Night before, which, 
"he &id, might probably have engaged the Houie in Blood, 
'•and had proceeded (H-incipaUy frbm the offering aProtefta« 
^tioD s which had never before been offered in That Houfe ; 
"and was a tranfgrei&on that ought to be feverely ezamln d, 
*'that Miichief mi^ht not refiilt hereafter from that Prece- 
*dent: and therefore propofed. That the Houfe would the 
^pat Morning eqter upon tint ^mniMtiop; gnd in the 
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"mean time, Men might recoiled themfelves, and They who 
''a{ed to take Notes, might perufe their Memorials; that 
^' the Perfons who were the chief caaies of the Difbrdcr, 
" might be named, and defend themfelves the beft they could : 
and with this refolution theHoufe arofe; the vexation of the 
night before, being very vifiblc in the looks and countenance 
of many. Neither that nights Deliberation, nor all the Ar- 
tifice or Importunity that could be ufed, could remove the 
Obftinate Northern Men from their refolution j They de- 
clared pofitively, " That if they Profecuted M' Hjie^ They, 
"and all their Friends, would engage in his Defence: which 
made the Others refolve, not to incur the danger or incon«- 
venience of fuch a Schifm; and fb they unanimoudy agreed 
upon another Perfon, whom they would accufe. 

The next Morning, They firft enlarg'd upon the O/Fence 
it felf i " Of the Mifcliief it had like to have produced ; and 
"would unavoidably produce, if the cuftom or liberty of it 
"were ever admitted \ That it was the Firft time it had ever 
"been ofFer'd in That Houfe; and that care ought to be 
"taken, that it fliould be the Laft i bv the fevcre Judgment 
*'of the Houfe, upon thofe Perfons wno had begun the Pre- 
*'fumption« 

M' H y D E, who had then known nothing of the Private 
confultation \ and had many rcafons to believe Himfclf to be 
defign'd ; flood up (notwithftanding fome Signs made to him 
at a diftance by his Northern Friends, which he underftood 
not) and laid " It concerned him to Tuftify what he had done, 
"being the Firft Man who mention d the Proteftation: upon 
" which, there was a general Noife and Clamour " To With- 
"draw; and as great, "To Speak: He proceeded, and faid, 
" He was not old enough to know the Ancient Cuftoms of 
"That Houfe; but, that He well knew, it was a very An- 
" cient Cuftom in the Houfo of Peers; and Leave was never 
"denied There to any Man, who ask'd that he might Proteft, 
"and enter his Diflent, againft any Judgment of the Houfe, 
" to which he would not be underftood to have given his 
"Confent: That He did not underftand any reafon, why a 
" Commoner /hould not have the lame Liberty, if he defired 
"not to be involv'd in any Vote, which he thought might 
" poflibly be Inconvenient to him. That He had not ojfer'd 
" his Proteftation againft the Remonftrance, though he had 
^'oppofed it all he could, becaufo it remain d ftill within 
"thofe Walls; That he had only defircd leave to Proteft 
"againft the Printing it; which. He thought, was not in 
*'many refpcAs Lawful for Them to do; and might prove 
" very Pernicious "to the Publick Peace. 

They wer^ very much offend^ with all he faid, and his 
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j&iance in (peaking ; and M^ Str9de coald not contain him- 
:f If from iaying, ** That That Gentleman had confefs'd that 
•He had lim propo/ed the Proteftation; and therefore de- 
''bred. He ought withdraw; which many Others Hkewifc 
'^'d for : till S' John H§thdm appear'd with fome warmth 
eauift It ; and yonn^Hotbam, his Son, accufed y^fferj Pdlmer 
*0f grring the caufe of Diforder, by faying, / do froieft, 
* vkboat asking the leave of the Houfe ; and encouraging 
^Others to cry out every Man, I do frotejl: whereupon, 
TbcT all fcU into great Noife and Confufion ; and fo, without 
aock more difcourfe,M' Fo/m^ was caird upon "To Explain; 
-tbkhy as he was about to do, M^* Hjfde (who lov'a him 
sach; and had rather have fuffer'd Himfelf, than that He 
*:j3aid) ipoke to the Orders of the Houfe ; and faid " That 
"^it was ^ainft the Orders and Pradice of the Houfe, that 
*acy Man fhould be call'd upon to Explain, for any thing 
* He (aid in the Houfe two days before j when it could not 
"be prefumed,that his own Memory could Recoiled all the 
*vords he had ufed ; or, that any body elfe could Charge 
'him with them ; and appealed to the Houfe, whether there 
"was any Precedent of the like. And there is no doubt, 
diere never had been; and it was very irregular. But they 
^»ere too pofitively refolv'd to be diverted i till, after two 
Itoors Debate, He himfelf defired, ** That, to five the Houfe 
"'fizrther trouble, he might Anfwer, and withdraw; which 
be did. When it drew towards Night, after many hours De- 
bate, it was order d, "That he fliould be committed to the 
"Tower; the Angry Men preiSng, with all their Power, 
''that he m^ht be Expell'd the Houfe; having bom him a 
long grudge; for the Civility he fliew'd in the Profecution 
of die Earl of Strdfford; that is, that He had not ufed the 
£uDe reproachful Language which the Others had done : but 
They were at laft glad to compound for his bare G>mmit- 
Ecnt to the Tower; from whence he was within few days 
cnLttged, and return'd again to the Houfe. In the clofc of^^f/^^ 
dut day, and the rifing of the Houfe, without much oppo- tUr^d n ^# 
fition. They obtained an Order for the Printing their Re-'""''^ 
tDonftrance. 

That Remonftrance, after many claufes and unbecoming tw m- 
exprciEom were calk out, contain'd, " That there had been'*^*-'^ **' 
''ran the beginning of his Majefty's Reign, a Malignant 
"and Pernicions Defign, of Subverting the Fundamental 
^Laws and Principles of Government, upon which the Re- 
^^ligiooand Juftice of the Kingdom wasEfUblifli'd: That 
** the Adors and Promoters thereof, were the Jefiiited Papifh; 
^'die Bifhops, and Corrupt part of the Qergv; and fuch 
''ConpfrHors apd Courtiers, 4$ h^d engaged themfelves to 
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''Farther the Interefls of fome Forreign Princes or States, to 
''the Prejudice of the King and State at Home: All which 
**had endeavoured to raife Differences and Difcoritents be- 
''twixt the King and his People, upon queftions of Preroga- 
" ti ve and Liberty ; to Supprefs the Purity of Religion, and 
*'fuch Men as were beft afteded to it, as the greateft Impe- 
*' diment to diat Change which They thought to introduce 5 
''to cheri/h and maintain tbofe Opinions in Religion, which 
"brought Ours oeareft and moft agreeable to the Papifts ; 
"and to continue, multiply, and enlarge the Differences be- 
"tween the Proteftants themfelves, diltingui/hing between 
" Proteftants and Puritans, by introducingand countenancing 
"fuch Opinions and Ceremonies, as were fitteft for accom- 
" modation with Popery ; that fo, of Papifts, Arminians, and 
"Libertines, They might compofe a Body, fit to ad fuch 
"Counfels and Reiblutions, as were moil conducible to 
" their Own Ends : And laftly, to render the King Difaifed- 
*'ed 10 Parliaments, by Slanders and Falfe Imputations, and 
"fo putting Him upon other ways of Supply, as of more ad- 
" vantage than the ordinary courfe or Subfidies; which 
^'brought infinite Lofs to the King and People, and caoied 
^' the Diftradions that enfued. 

They remember'd '* The Breach of the Parliament at Ox- 
^*fard in the firft year of his Majefty's Reign ; and reproached 
*'bim with the Fruitlefs Voyage to CdtUz, at his firft coming 
^to the Crown; the Lofs of R$chtt, by firft fupprefling 
*' Their Fleet with his Own Royal Ships, oy which tie Pro- 
^' t^ftant Religion in France infinitely Sufler'd ; the making 
*'a War with France precipitately, and a Peace with SpMn, 
"without Their ConJent, and fo deferring the Caufe of the 
^' Palatinate I and with a Defign to bring in German Horfe, 
^' to force the Kinedom, by Violence, to Submit to fuch Arbi- 
"trary Contributions, as fhould be required of them. 

They remember'd him "Of Charguig the Kingdom by 
^'Billeting of Soldiers, and by raifing of Coat and Condud 
^' Money for thofc Soldiers, in the Second and Third years 
*'of his Reigns of his Diflblving the Parliament, in his Se- 
*' cond year, after Their Declaration of an intent to grant 
" Five Subfidies ; and the exading thofe Five Subfidies after- 
" wards by a Commi(fion of Loan ; upon the refiiial whereof, 
"divers Gentlemen were Impriibn'd, whereof <bme Died, 
"by the Difeafes they contraded in that Impriibnmcnt ; of 
" great Sums raifed by Privy-Seals ; and of an attempt to fet 
"theExcifeonfoot. 

They remember'd " The DiiToiution of the Parliament in 
"the Fourth year of his Reign, and the Untrue and Scanda* 
" Iqus Declarations theretipon j the ImprUboing divers Mem-r 
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^ bers <^ that ParHament after the DiflbitttioOj and detaining 
^ them dofe Prifbners for Words fpoken in Parliament, Sen- 
''tenctng and Fining them for tbofe Words; One of which 
"died in Priibn for want oi Ordinary refirdhment^ whofe 
"Blood (They faid) ftill cry'd for Veagcaoce. 

They reproached his Majefty "With Injuflacc, Oppref^ 
"(ion^ and Violence, which, after the Breakingof that Parlia- 
^ment^ broke in upon them, without any reftraint or mode- 
'^ration; with the great Sums of Money he had exaded 
'^throughout the Kingdom for default of Knighthood, in the 
'^Fourth year of hisReign ; with the receiving Tonnage and 
'^Poundage, from the death of Kingyifmr/; and raiiing the 
"Book of Rates^ and laying New Impoiitions upon Trade j 
"with the Enlaigement of Forrefts, and Compoiitioas there- 
"upon; the ingroffing Gun-powder, and fuffering none to 
''buy it without Licence; widi all the mofl: odious Mono- 
"polies of Soap, Wine, Salt, Leather, Sea-coal, and the reft 
(which had been granted from his Majefty 's firft coming to 
the Crown, and fome of them before) " With the new Tax 
"of Ship-money, and the ill guarding the Seas, and leaving 
"the Merchants naked to the violence of the Turki/b Pirates, 
"ttotwithftanding that extraordinary and extravagantSuppIy; 
"with the Vexations upon pretence of Nuifances in Building, 
" and thereupon raifing great Sums ofMoney for Licences to 
"Build; ana of Depopulation, that men might pay Fines to 
"continue the fame mifdemeanor; with the Seizing theMer- 
"chants Money in the Mint; and an abominable Projeft of 
making Brafs Money. 

Th BY repeated "The extravagant Cenfures of the Star- 
** Chamber, whereby the Subjed had been opprefs'd, by Fines, 
"Impriibnnients, Stigmatizing, Mutilations, Whippings, Pil- 
"lones. Gags, Confinements, Banifhments; the Severe and 
^'Illegal Proceedings of the Council-Table, and Other new 
"ereded Judicatories; and the Sufpenfions, Excommunica- 
"tions, and Deprivations, of Learned and Pious Minifters, 
" by the High Commiffion Court ; which grew to that Excefs 
"of Sharpnefe and Severity, that They &id it was not much 
"lefsthan the Rami/h Inquifition. 

Th H Y reproach'dtheKing" With the Liturgy and Canons 
"fent into Scotland, as an Attempt upon the Protcftant Re- 
"ligion; with the Forcing that Nation toraife an Army in 
"Their Own Defence, aM raifing an Army againft Them; 
" with the Pacification, and Breach of that Pacification ; that 
"He call'd a Parliament after, in hope to corrupt it, and 
"make it Countenance the War with Scotland ; which when 
"He found it would Not do, he Diflblv'd it, and then com- 
'^ffiitted Members toprifbn; «Dd compell'd men to lend 
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'^ Money againft their wills; and Imprifbn'd fuch as refafed. 

They mention'd " The Synod held by the Bifhops after 
^ the end of the Parliament^ and the Canons and Oath made 
''by them ; the raifing the Armies, Here and in Ireland, 
'^ againft the Scots; and the liberal Colledion and Contribu- 
^'tion from the Clergy, and the Catholicks, towards that 
''War; all the Favours that had been done to the Papifts ^ 
''the Reception and Entertainment of Seignior dm, and the 
^'Cotnte Roz^tti, by the Queen, from Rome; and fome Mini- 
"fters fent bv her Majefty thither. 

I N a wora. They left not any Error or Misfortune in Go- 
vernment ; or any Paffionace Exercife of Power, unmention'd, 
or unprefs'd; with the Sharpeft, and moft Pathetical Ezpref^ 
fions to affed: the People, tliat the general obfervation of the 
Wifeft, or the particular Animoiity of the moft Difobliged, 
or ill AfFeded perfons, could (iiggeft, to the Difadvantage of 
the King; frqm the death of his Father^ to the unhappy be- 
ginning of the prefent Parliament : 

T H B N They magnified their own Services : " That hav- 
"ing found the Kingdom groaning under theie Difficulties, 
" which fecm'd to be infuperable^ They had, by the Divine 
''Providence overcome them all; That They had abolifh'd 
"Ship-money, and all Monopolies; and had taken away 
"that which was the Root of all thoie Evils, the Arbitrary 
"Power of Taxing the Subjeft> pretended to be in the King : 
' " That the Living Grievances^ the Evil Councellors, were fo 
"queird, by the Juftice done on the Earl of Strafford i the 
"Flight of the Lord Bncb, and Secretary Windebank; the 
"Acctt&tion and Imprifbnment of the Arch-Bi/hop of C411- 
^^terburjy and other Delinquents; that it was not like to be 
" only an Eafe to theprefent Times, but a Prefervation to the 
"Future. 

They reckon'd up " All the Good Laws> and the Benefit 
"the People received by thofe Laws; fpoke of many Good 
"Defigns They had for the Benefit ot the Kingdom: But 
then Complain'd "Of Oppofitions, and Obftruftions, and 
"Difficulties, with which They were encounter'd, and which 
"ftUl lay in their Way, with fome ftrength, and much obfti* 
" nacy ; That there was a Maglignant Party took heart again^ 
" that Preferred fome of their own Agents and Fadors, to 
"Degrees of Honour, and to Places of Truft and Employ* 
" ment. That They had endeavour'd to work in his Majefty 
"ill Impreflions and Opinions of Their proceedings; as a 
" Thev had done altogether Their Own Work, and not His ; 
"and nad obtain d many things from him Prejudicial to the 
" Crown, in refped of Prerogative, and Profit. To wipe 
^'out which Slapder, They decUrcd, aU They had done was 
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'*fbr his Majffty^ his Greatne^^ Honour, and Support : That» 
^ whenThev gave five and twenty thouiand pounds a Months 
**for the relief of the Northern 'G>unties, in the fupport of 
"the Scotifb Army, It was given to the King, for that He 
*' was bound to Proceft hisSubjeds; and that, when They 
"undertook the charge of the Army, which coft above fifty 
^ thouiand pounds a Month, It was given to the King, for 
*' that it was his Majefty's Army, and the Commanders and 
*' Soldiers under contrad with Him; and that, when They 
"undertook to Pay their Brethren of Scotland three hundred 
"thouiand pounds. It was to repair the Damages and LofTes 
"They haa fuftaind by his Majefty and his Minifters; and 
"that thofe particulars, amounted to above Eleven hundred 
"thouiand pounds* 

Then They negligently and perfun&orily pafs'd over his 
Majefty s Graces and Favours, " As being little more than in 
" Juitice He was obliged to grant; and of no confiderable 
" Lois and Damage to HimfeJf : and promifed the good Peo* 
"pie fliortly Eafe in the matter of Protedions (by which, 
" the Debts from Parliament men, and their Followers and 
''Dependants, were not recoverable) and fpeedily to pals a 
"Bill to that purpofe. 

Then They mveigh'dagainft the Malignant Party, "That 
"had fought to caufe Jealoufies between Them and their 
"Brethren o£ Scotland ; and that had fuch a Party of Bl/hops 
^'and Popi/h Lords in the Houfe of Peers, as hinder'd the- 
''Proceeaings of divers good Bills, Pafs'd in the Commons 
^'Houfe^ concerning fundry great Abules and Corruptions 
^'both in Church and Sute (when^ at that time, the Houfe 
of Peers had only refufed to concur with them in Two Bills, 
that, of the Proteftation ; and, the taking away the Voces of 
Bi/hops out of the Houfe of Peers) "That had attempted 
''to DifaiFed and Difcontent his Majefty s late Army, and 
"to bring it up againll the Parliament, and City o( London^ 
*' that had railed the Rebellion in Ireland ; and, if not by 
"Their Wifdom prevented, had brought the like Mifery 
''and Confufion in this Kingdom. 

Then They declared, ''That They meant to have a ge- 
neral Synod, of the moft Grave, Pious, Learned, and Judi- 
^'cious Divines, of tills Ifland (when, at that time, tliere was 
fcarce one Orthodox Divine of England in reputation with 
them ) " Who, aflifted by fbme from Forreign Parts, profefs- 
^'ing the fame Religion, (hould confider of all things necef" 
"iary for the Peace and good Government of the Church ; 
''ana preient the refult of their Confultations to the Parlia- 
" ment, to be there allow'd and confirm'd : That They 
" would provide a competent Maintenance for Confcientious 
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^'and Preaching Minifters, thrcmghouc the Kingdom: That 
'^They intended to Refonn and Parge the Fountains of 
'' Learning, the two UniVerfities ; that the Streams flowing 
'^froffl thence might be clear and pure, and an Honour and 
^^ Comfort to the whole Land: That his Maiefty" ihoald be 
*' Petitioned by both Houfes, to employ {iich Coonfellors, 
'' Embaifadors, and other Minifters, in ounagtng his biifinefs 
'^at home and abroad, as the Parliament have caiijfe to con- 
^fide in; without which. They could not give bis Majcfty 
^'fuch Supplies for His Own (iipport, or (iich AfEftance for 
** the Proteftant Party beyond the Seas, as was deiired. 

Withal They decUred, ^^That the Gimmons might 
" have caufe, often, Juftly to take Exceptions at jfomc Men 
^' for being Counfellors, and yet not charge thofe Men with 
''Crimes^ for that there are grounds of Diffidence, which 
^Mye not in Proof; and others, which though they may be 
'' Proved, yet are not Legally Criminal; as to be a known 
" Favourer of Papifts; or to nave been very forward in De- 
'^ fending or Countenancing fbme great Offenders, queftion'd 
^ in Parliament; or tofpeak Contemptuouflv of Either Hoofe 
''of Parliament, or Parliamentary Proceedings; or Such as 
''are fufpefted to get Counfellors Places, or any other of 
"truft concerning Publick Employment, for Money: That 
" all good courfes may be taken, to Unite the two Kingdoms 
*^ of EtigUnd and Sf^Und ; to be mutually aiding and afBft- 
" ing one another, for the Common Good of tiie Ifland, and 
"the Honour of Both: With fome other particulars of this 
nature. 
2ll^^ I K M o w not how Thofe men have already anfwer'd it to 
?4rtygrm Their OwnCoufcicnces; or how they willanlwer it, to Hioi 
i»tbiH»Hfi who can difccrn their Confciences; «rho having afTum^d 
'^^**^*'* tlieir Countries Truft, and, it may be, with great Earnefknefi 
laboured to procure that Truft, by their Supine Lazinefs, 
Negligence, and Abience, were thePirft Inlets to thofe Inun- 
dations ; and fb contributed to thofe Licences which have 
overwhelmed us. For by this means, a Handful of men^ 
much inferior in the beginning, in number and Intereft came 
to give Laws to the Major part ; and to (hew that Three Di« 
ligent perfbns, are really a Greater and more Significant num- 
ber, than Ten Unconcerned, They by Plurality of Voices, 
in the end, converted or reduced the Whole Body to Their 
opinions. It is true. Men of A&ivity and Fadion, in any 
defign, have many Advantages, that a Compofed and Setded 
Council, though induftrious enough, ufuallv have not ; and 
fbme, that Gallant men cannot gixre theinfelves leave to en- 
tertain : fon befides Their Through confkleringand forming 
their Counfels before they execute them; They contraft a 
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babitof ill Nature and Difingenuity neceflary to Their affairs^ 
and the temper of Thoie upon whom they are to work, that 
Liberal-minded men would not perfwade themfelves to cn« 
terrain, even for the Prevention of all the Miichief the Others 
intend. And whofoever obiferves the ill Arts by which 
Thefe men uied to prevail upon the People in general ^ Their 
abfurd, ridiculous Lying, to win the aftedions, and corrupt 
the underftandings of the Weak; and the bold Scandals, to 
confirm the Wilful; the boundleis PromifesThey prefented 
to the Ambitious ; and Their grofs, abjed Flatteries, and 
Applications to the Vulgar^fpirited ; would hardly give him- 
feuleave to ufe thofe Weapons, for the Prefervation of the 
Three Kingdoms. 

The King had at that time a greater Disadvantage (befides 
the concurrence of ill and extraordinary accidents) than Him- 
felf, or any of his Progenitors, had ever nad before; having no 
Servant of the Houte of G>mmons, of Intejreft, Ability, and 
Reputation, and of Faithfulnefs and Aflfedion to his Service: 
S' Tbomdf Jirmpiy who was very Honeft to him, and of good 
Abilities, through his indifpofition of health, and trouble of 
mind for his Son's misfortune, having left the Houfe, and 
the Court, and being retired into the Gauntry : and S' Hatrj 
Vsme ( who was the other only Privy-Counfcllor ) having 
committed thofe Faults to the King, he knew could not be 
forgiven ; and thofe Faults to the Country, could not be for- 
gotten ; gave himfelf entirely to the difpofition of his new 
Mafters: and M^ S4int'7obn, who at the beginning was made 
Sollidtor General; and thereby, had obliged himfelf by a 
particular Oath, ''to Defend his Majefty's Rights; and in no 
"cafe to be of Connfel, or give Advice, to the prejudice of 
"the King, and the Crown ; was the Chief Inltrument, to 
Devife and Contrive all the Propodtions, and Ads of Undu- 
tifulnefs towards him* So that, whilft Thefe men, and their 
Conibrts, with the greateft deliberation, confiilted, and dif- 
pofed themfelves to compais Confuiion : They, who out of 
the mod abftraded Senfe of Loyalty to the King, and Duty 
to their Country, fever'd from any relations to the King s 
fcrvice, or hopes from the Court, prcferv'd their own Inno- 
cence, and endeavour 'd to uphold the good old frame of Gce- 
vernment, rcceiv'd neither countenance norconduA from 
Thofe who were naturally to have taken care of that province* 
And fure, the Raging and Fanatick Diftemper of the Houfe 
of Commons ( to which all other diftempers arc to be im- 
puted) mufl moft properly be attributed, to the want of 
Such good Miniflers ot the Crown in that Affemhly, as be- 
ing Unaw'd by any Guilt of their Own, could have watch'd 
Other men's ; and infbrm'd, encouraged^ and influenced.

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Thofe, who ftood well inclined to the Publick Peace. 
To which parpofc, if that Stratagem (though none of the 
beft) of winning men bv Places, had been pradifed, aflbon 
as the refolution was taken at Terk^ to call a. Parliament I in 
which it was apparent, dangerous attempts would be maae$ 
and that the Coun could not be able to refift thofe attempts) 
and ijf Mr Pjm^ lA!" Hambden, and M^ Hottk, had been then 
Preferred, with M' Saint- John i before they were delperately 
embark'd in their defperate defigns; and had Innocence 
enough about them, to truft the King, and be trufted bv him ; 
having yet contraded no Peribnal animofities againit him : 
it is very poffible, that They might either have been made 
Inftruments to have done good Service; or at leaft been re* 
ftrain'd, from endeavouring to Subvert the Royal Building, 
for fupporting whereof They had been placed as principal 
Pillars. 

But the Rule the King gave himfelf (very reafbnable at 
any other time) Ihat Thev fliould Firft do Service, and com- 
pafs this or that thing for nim, before they (hould receive Fa* 
vour, was Then very unfeafonable : fince, befides that They 
could not in truth do him that Service without the qualifi- 
cation, it could not be expefted They would defert that Side^ 
by the Power of which They were lure to make thcmfelves 
coniiderable, without an unqueftionable mark of intereft in 
the Other, by which They were to keep up their Power and 
Reputation : and fo, whilft the King expefted They ihould 
manifeft their inclinations to His Service, by their Temper 
and Moderation in thofe Proceedings that mofl: olFended 
him J and They endeavour'd, by doing all the Hurt they 
could 3 to make evident the Power They had to do him 
Good J He grew fo far Difobliged, and provoked, that he 
could not in Honour Gratify them; and Tney fo Obnoxious, 
and Guilty, that they could not think themielves Secure in 
his Favour : and thence, according to the Policy and Method 
of Injuftice, continued to opprefs that Power They had In- 
jured; and to raife a Security for Themfelves, by Diiabling 
the King to queftion their Tranfgrefiions, 
TheKing^ NOTWITHSTANDING all thefe Coutrivances to LeP- 
i^^ont^^^^ the Reputation of the Court (to which many other par- 
•» bit re. ticulars contributed; which will be touched hereafter) The 
SowUnd*' City of London made great Preparations to receive the King. 
Nov. %j[ Gournej^ then Lord Mayor, was a man of Wifilom and Cou- 
rage ; and exprefs'd great Indignation, to fee the City fo 
Corrupted, by the ill artifice of Faftious perfbas; and there- 
fore attended upon his Majefty, at his entrance into the 
City, with all tue Luftre and good Countenance it could 
ihew; and as gre^t profelfions of Duty, as it could make^ or 
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the King expeft. And on Thwfdaj^ the Five and Twentieth 
of November, the King entred into London ; received with 
the greateft acclamations of Joy, that had been known upon 
any occafion; and after a moft magnificent Entertainment by 
S' Richard Gourltn LordMavor, at the Gulld-HaU; where the 
J^ingj Qffi^o* Prince, ana the whole Court, of Lords and 
Ladies, were Feaftcd ; his Majefty was attended by the whole 
City to IVbitC'Hall -, where he lodg'd that night ; and the 
Earl of Effex refign'd his CommifEon, of General on this 
fide Trent ; which had been granted for the Security of the 
Kingdom, at his Majefty's going into the North. 

The next day, the King went to Hamptm-Court ; and^«>H.riad 
aflbon as he came thither, took away the Seals from S' i^^^^^fi^yXt 
VdBe (haying before taken awav his Staff of Treafurer ofthes^cmmj*/ 
Houfhold from him, and conterr'd it upon the Lord Savik/^^'^ 
in lieu of the Prefidcntfliip of the North ; which he wis to 
have had, if Both Houfes had not declar'd that Commi/Hon 
to be illegal ) and appointed the Guards, that were kept at 
Wefimnfter for the Security of the two Houfes, ever fince the 
News out QiS€$tl4ndy to be difmils'd^ and fhortly after pub- 
liih'd a Proclamation, ^^For Obedience to be given to the 
" Laws eftablifh'd, for the exercife of Religion. 

These proceedings of his Majefty, much troubled tht ^ftikim 
Managers in the Hoofcj and the Entertainment given to him^^^^ JJl 
by the City of London , in which Their entire confidence/t/iMr Jsth 
was, mach dejeded them ; and made them apprehend, their^^^^^ 
Friends There were not fo Powerflll as They expeded^Decemb.!. 
However, They feem'd to abate nothing of their mettal; and '"'^""^ 
Aordy after his return, relblv'd to prefcnt Their Remon- 
ftrance, lately framed, to hioK together with a Petitions in 
which. They complain'd " Ot a Malignant Party, which pre- 
**vaii'd fo far, as to bring divers of Their Inftruments to be 
••of his Privy-Council ; and in other employments of trui^ 
''and nearnefs about his Majefty, the Prince, and the reft 
''of his Children: to which Malignant Party, amongft other 
"wickcdncfs. They imputed the infufreftion of the Papifts 
"in IreUnd; and therefore, for the Suppreffing that Wicked 
"and Malignant Party, They befought his Majefty, that he 
"would concur with his People, in a Parliamentary wav, for 
" the depriving the Bi/hops of^their Votes in Parliam^t (when 
at that time the Bill to that purpofe had notpajfs'd theHoufe 
of Peers) '*and abridging Tneir immoderate power over the 
" Cleigy ; and for the removing unneceflary Ceremonies, by 
"which divers weak Confciences liad been fcrupled; That 
"He would remove from his Council Such Perfons, as per- 
" fitted to favour any of thofe PreflTures wherewith the Peo- 
"ple had been griev'd; and that He would for the future 
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'' employ Such perfons in the Publick affairs, and take Such 
'* CO be near him in Places of truft, as his Parliament might 
''have cauie to confide in ; and that He would rejeft^ and 
''refiiie, all mediation and ibllicitation to the contrary^ how 
'' powerful and near fbever ; That He wouU forbear to alie- 
''nate any of the Forfeited and Eicheated Lands in Ireland, 
''which fhould accrcw to the Crown by reafon of tliis Rebel- 
"lion. Which Defircs of Theirs being gracioufly fulfiU'd 
"by his Majefty (They laid) They would apply themfelves 
" to fuch G)urics and Counfels, as fhould fiipport his Royal 
" Eftate, with Honour and Plenty at home^ with Power and 
"Reputation abroad; and by Their Loyal Af&Alons and 
'* Service, lay a fiire and lading foundation of the Greatnels 
"and Profperity of his Majefty, and his Royal Pofterity in 
"future times. 

This Petition, together with the Remonflrance,was pre* 
fcnted at Han^ton-Caurtj on the Firft day oi December i and 
within few days after, both the Petition and Remonftrance 
were by Order Printed, and with great induftry Publifh'd 
throughout the Kingdom : Albeit the King, at the receipt 
thereof, defired them not to publiJh either^ till He fhould 
fend his Anfwer; which he did fhordy after, exprefEng ; 
H^i^H " ^ ^ ^ fcnfible He was of that Difrefpeft ; reprehending 
^f^ithu. ** ^bem for the Unparliamentarineis of their Remonfbance in 
" Print ; whereof^ ( He iaid) "He would referve to himfelf 
" to take fuch courfe, as He fhould think fit, in Prudence 
" and Honour. But &• dieir Petition, He told them, " That 
"if They would make that Wicked and Malignant Partv, 
" whereof they complain'd, known to his Majeflty, He would 
**be as ready to Supprefs and Punifh it, as tney could be to 
*' Complain; That by thofe Counfcllors whom He had cx- 
*' pofea to Trial, He had given fiifficient tefUmony, that there 
"was no Man fo near him, in place or affedion, whom he 
•'would not leave tothejuftice of the Law, if They fhould 
f bring fufficient Proofs, and a particular Charge againft him ; 
•'in the mean time. He wifh'd them to forbear fuch general 
" Afperfions, as fince they named None in Particular, might 
"rcfled upon All his Council ; That for the Choice of his 
•'Counfellors, and Minifters of Sute, it was the Natural Li- 
" berty all Freemen have, and tlie undoubted Right of the 
"Crown* to call Such to his Secret Council, and Publick Em- 
"ployment, as He fhould think fit; vet He would be care- 
"ful to make eledion of Such, as fhould have given good 
" teftimonies of their Abilities and Integrity, and againfl 
"Whom there could be no juft caufe of Exception; That 
" for the depriving the Bifhops of their Votes in Parliament, 
•'They fhould confider, that Theh: Right, was grounded 
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•* upon the Fundamental Law of the Kingdom, and Confti- 
•' ration of Parliament. 

'*FoR what concerned Religion, Church Government, 
** and the removing unneceflary Ceremonies, if the Parliament 
^* (hould advifc him to call a National Synod, He flioul4 con- 
**fider of it, and give them due (atisfadion therein; dcjcla- 
^'ring His Re(bIution, to maintain the Dodrinc and Diiei^ 
Spline eftabli/h'd by Law, as well againft all invaiions of Po-* 
**pery as from the irreverence of Schifinaticks and Separa- 
^^tifts: wherewith, of late, this Kingdom, and this Citv 
^abounds, to the great diflionour and hazard both of Church 
"and State, for the Suppreifion of whom, his Majcfty re- 
" quired Their timely and Aftive AfHftance. 

**To their dcfire concerning Ireland, He told them. He 
** much doubted, whether it were Sealbnable to declare refo- 
"lations of that nature, before the events of the War were 
"(een ; however. He thanked them for their advice; and 
"conjur'd them, to ufe all poffible diligence and expedition 
*^ in advancing the Supplies thither ; the Infblence and Cruel* 
** ty of the Rebels daily increaling. 

The gracioufhefs and temper of this Anlwer, made no im- 
preiEon on them ; but they proceeded in their ufual man* 
ner; framing and encouraging, underhand, thofe whifpers, 
by which the Rebellion in Ireland, might be underftood to 
receive (bme extraordinary countenance from the Court of 
Entldnd ; the fcandal whereof. They knew, would quickly 
fill! upon the Queen. 

At this time, the diligence and dexterity of the Lord 
Mayor, caufed an Addrels to be prepar'd to his Majefty, ftom 
the Court of Aldermen; which was fcnt by the two Sheriffs, 
and two others of that Body; by which, **His Majefty was 
"humbly defired to refide at Wbite-HaB, which angred the 
Governing Party, as much as their kind reception had done. 
The Petition was gracioufly received ; alt the Aldermen 
Knighted; and the Court, within a day or two, removed to 
Wbtte-HaU. 

The Letters out of Ireland were very importunate for Re- ^^h » 
lief, of Men, Money, and Provifions; the Rebels very much^"'*^ 
increaflng and taking Courage, from the flow proceeding here 
for their Suppreffion: which indeed was not advanced equal 
to Mens expeftations; though the King, upon his iirft com- 
ing to the Houfes after his return from Scotland, with great 
earneftnefs recommended it to diem* Only, the Propofitjons 
made from Scotland, " For the fending ten thouCind Men from 
"thence, into Vlfter, to be paid by the Parliament, were con- 
fentcd -to ; whereby fome Soldiers were difpatch'd thither, 
to defend their own Plancacion ; and did in truth, at oiir 
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CImrgc, as much Opprefs the En^tp that were There, as 
the Rebels could have done ; and had upon the matter the 
fble Government of that Province committed to them, the 
chief Towns and Garrifons which were kept by Engljjb be* 
ing delivered into their Hands. The Lieutenant himleif, the 
Earl of Leicefter (who was now grown gracious to the Mana- 
gers ) made not that hafte to his Charge fome Men thought 
neceflary ; pretending '^That the Rebels had yet ibme ap* 
''prehenfions and terrour of His coming thither with great 
'' Fojces and Provifions of all kinds ; but that if they (hould 
''hear He were Landed with fo fmall a Strength as was 
'' yet raifed, and in no better Equipage than he was yet able 
'^ to go in , They would take courage and would Oppre& 
**him, before more Succours could come; byreafbn, that 
*' They who yet ftood upon their guard, and publickly fided 
'' not with Either (till, by the refiftance and oppofitionThey 
''found prepared for them, they might guefs who was like 
"to prevail) would then freely declare, and joyn with the 
"reft. 
l4 BiA frp- Xh B flow levying of Men, was imputed to the difficulty 
»!f4 V*'^ 8^^^"8 Voluntiers ; their numbers, who had Commiffion, 
omm$mi fir u^oji beating Drums, rifing very inconiiderably : and there- 
J?£fi^S!fore, They prepared a Bill for Preffing; which quickly pafs'd 
the Commons, and was fent up to the Lords* It cannot be 
fuppofed, that there could be tlien a icarcity of Men, or 
that it could be hard, within three Months after the Disband- 
ing the Northern Army, to bring together as many Men as 
they had occaiion to ufe : but their boGnefs was to get Power, 
not Men ^ and therefore this Stratagem was ufed, to transfer 
the Power of Preffing Men from the King to Themfelves; 
and to get the King, that He might be now Able to raiie 
Men for Ireland, to Difable himfetf from Preffing upon anv 
other occafion. For, in the Preamble of this Bill which 
they fent up to the Lords (as they had done before the firft 
Ad for Tonnage and Poundage) they declared, " That the 
" King had in no cafe, or upon any occafion, but the Inva- 
"fion from a Forreign Power, Authority to Prefi the Free- 
*'born Subjed; which could not confift with the Freedom 
"and Liberty of his perfbn. 
ruPffM^ti This doarine was new to the Lords, and contrary to the 
Z 'h clmi ^f^c and cuftom of all times; and feem'd to Th^ a great 
frtm tkt Diminution of that Regal Power, which was neceilary for 
^ZJudi' the Prefervation of his ow» Subjeds, and Affiftance of his 
/«fii/f /n tbi Allies; which in many cafes he was bound to yield* And 
iUrL '^ ^^^ Artumcy General took the Courage,"To defire the Lords 
(as He ftiotild often have done in other cafes) "That He 
*!ui'ght be heard, on the King's behalf, before They con- 
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^' fented to a Qaufe fo Prejudicial to the King's Prerogative. 
This neceflary ftop was no iboner made^ than the G>m- 
tnons laid afiae the Confideration oi Inland ^ order 'd their 
Committee^ '* To meet no more about that bufinefs; the Le* 
vies which were then making of Voluntiers, ftood ftill ; and 
They declared^ '^ That the Lofs of Ireland muft be imputed to 
^' the Lords. On the c^er fide, the Lords too well underftood 
that Loglck, to be moved by It ; and were rather fenfible of 
the inconveniendes They had incurred, by their former 
Compliance^ than inclinea to repeat the fame error. 

In the mean time. Letters came every day from Ireland, 
pa/Iionately bemoaning Their Condition; and multitudes of 
Men, Women, and Children, who were defpoil'd of their 
Eilates, and forced into this Kingdom for want of Bread, 
fpoke more lamentably than the Letters. In this ftrait, they 
knew not what to do; for whatever dlfcouHe they pleafed 
themfelves with, concerning the Lords, it was evident the 
Fault would lie at their Own doors : befides that, his Ma- 
tefty might make ufe of that occafiori, to take the whole 
Duuneis out of Their Hands, and manage it Himfelf by his 
Council ; which would both leflen their Reputation and In- 
tereft, and indeed defeat much of what They had projeAed. 

Herbupon, M' Saim-John, the King's SoUidtor (a Man Samt-john 
that might be trufted in anj Company) went privately to his J^^J/^. 
Majdly ; and (eem'd to Him much tcoubled, ''At the Inter-/«r«i L»V 
"ruption given by the Commons; and to grant, that the ^''''"'• 
*' Preamble was unreafbnable, and ought to be infifted a- 
^'gainft by the Lords, on the behalf of his Majefty's Prero- 
^'gative: However, He told hitn,fince He thought it impof^ 
^'fible toredify^he Commons in tiieir underftandings, it 
^'woald be a great bleffing to his Majefty, if He could offer 
''an expedient to remove that Rub, which muft prove fatal 
''CO Ireland in a fhort time; and might grow to fuch a Dif- 
'* onion between the two Houies, as might much cloud 
"the Happineis of this iUngdom; and undoubtedly, could 
"not but have a verv Popidar Influence upon both, when 
"both Sides would be forwarder to acknowledge his Ma* 
"jefty's great Wifdom and Piety, than they could be now 
^'maae to retrad any thing that was Erroneous in Them- 
" felves : and then " Adviied him to come to (be Houfes ; and 
''to exprefs his Princely Zeal for the relief of Ireland ^ and 
" takii^ notice of the Bill for Prefiing, depeqding with the 
"Lords, and the Difpute railed, concerning that ancient and 
''undoubted Prerogative, to avoid further Debate, to offer, 
"dut the Bill (hould pafs with a Salvo Jure, both for the 
" King and People ; leaving fuch Debates to a time ^hat might 
^'better bear i5. 
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Tht K^ni Which advice his Majefty follow 'd ; and coming to the 

^plall^ Houfe faid the very words he had propo^d to him. But novr 

Their Bufinefs was done (which truly, I think, no other 

n* Ufit way could have been compafs'd) the divided Lords and Q>m- 

JU^jJ^^^J^j^^mons prefently Unite themfelves, in a Petition to the King; 

thUfk9* acknowledging his Royal Favour and Proteftion to be a 

WW/ */« " ^^^^^ Bleffing and Security to Them, for the enjoying and 

^ithiXu " prcferving all thofc private and publick Liberties and Pri- 

1^ Ki^i, ** vileges which belong unto thcm^ and whenfoever anv of 

''thofe Liberties or Privileges fliould be invaded. They 

^* were bound, with humility and confidence, to refort to his 

"Princely Juftice for Rcdrefs and Satisfaftion; bccaufe the 

" Rights and Privileges of Parliament, were the Birth-right 

*'and Inheritance, not only of Themfelves, but of the whole 

"Kingdom, wherein every one of his Subjeds was interefs'cL 

^^That amongft the Privileges of Parliament, it was Their 

^'ancient and undoubted Right, tliat his Majefty ought not 

•*to take notice of any matter in Agitation and Delate, in 

^'either Houfe of Parliament, but by their information and 

^^ agreement; and that his Majefty ought not to propound 

" any Condition, Provifion, or Limitation, to any Bill, or Aft, 

** in Debate or Preparation, in either Houfe of Parliament; or 

"to declare His conient ordiirent,His approbation ordiflike, 

" of the fame, before it be prefented to him in due courfe of 

** Parliament. They declared. That all thofe Privileges had 

^* been lately broken, to Their great forrow and grief, in that 

** Speech wnich his Majefty had made to them; wherein He 

^'took notice of a Bill tor PrefEng of Soldiers, not yet agreed 

"upon; and offer'd a Salvo Jure, and provifional Claule, to 

" be added to it, before it was prefented to him : and there- 

"fore they bcfought Him, by his Regal Power to Proted 

"them, in Thofe and the Other Privileges of his High 

" Court of Parliament ; and that He would not, for the time 

"to come, break or interrupt them; and that, for the Re- 

^'paraiion of them in that their Grievance and G>mplainty 

^' He would declare and make known the Name of fiich Pcr- 

"fbn, by whofe miiinformation, and Evil Counfel, his Ma« 

" jefty was induced to the fame, that he might receive con- 

"dign Punifhment. And this. They did defirc, and as his 

"greateft and i»oft faithful Council, did advife his Majefty 

" to perform ; as a great advantage to Him, by procuring and 

** confirming a Confidence and Unity betwixt his Majefty and 

** his People, &e. 

And having dcliver*d this Petition, They no more con- 
fidcr'd Ireland, till this manifeft Breach fhould be repair^; 
which they refolv'd nothing fhould do, but the PafCng the 
Bill : 4nd thcrpfor^, when the King offer'd, by a MefTage fent 
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by the Earl ofEfex^ "That He would take care. By Com- 
"miffions which he would grants that ten thoufand £«^/i/& 
** Volantiers, fhoold be fpecdily raifed for the Service orir^- 
^landy if the Houfes would declare that They would Pay 
**thein; the Overture was wholly rejefted: They neither 
being willing that fuch a Body ot Men fhould be raifed by 
the King's diredion (which would probably be more at His 
devotion than They defir'd) nor in any other way than 
They propofed: and {o in the end (after other ill Accidents wfeerwp, 
intervening, which will be remember'd in order) He was|^*^fj^ 
coropcU'd to Pais the Bill, concerning Prefling, which They^lp^^/i. 
had prepared. 

However, for all this, and the better, it may be, for 
all this ; the King, upon his arrival at IVhite-HaB, found 
both his Houfes of Parliament of a much better Temper 
tlian they had been; Many having great indignation, to lee 
his Majefty fb ill treated oy his own Servants, and Thofc, 
who were moft obliged to his Bounty and Magnificence ; and 
likewife to difeern, how much Ambition and Private Intereft, 
wascovcr'd under Publick Pretences. They who were in 
truth Zealous for the Prefcrvation of the Laws, the Reli- 
gion, and true Intereft of the Nation, were folllcitous to 
Prefervc the King's Honour from any indignity, and his Re- 
gal Power from Violation ; and fo always oppolcd Thofe who 
intrenched upon either,^ and who could compafs their ends 
by no other means than by trampling upon both. So that, 
in truth, that which was call'd the King's Party, in both 
Houfes, was made up of Perfons who were Strangers, or 
without any Obligation to the Court; of the beft Fortunes, 
and the beft Reputation, in their feveral Countries where 
they were known; as having always appeared very Zealous in 
the maintenance of their iuft Rights, and Oppofed, as much 
as in them lay, all illegal and grievous Impofitions: whiift 
His own Privy-Council (two or three only excepted) and 
much the greater number of all his own Servants, either pub- 
lickly Oppofcd, or privately Betray 'd Him ; and fo much the 
more virulently abhorr'd all Thofe who now appeared to 
carry on His Service, becaufe they prefumed to undertake, 
at leaft endeavour (for thev undertook nothing, nor look'd 
for any Thanks for their labour) to do that which Thcm- 
felvcs ought to have done; and lo they were upon this dif- 
advantage, that whenever They prefsd any thing in the 
Houfe, which fcem'd immediately to advance the King's 
Power and Authority, fome of the King's Council, or his 
Servants, moft oppoied it, under the notion "Of being Pre- 
^ judicial to the King's Intereft: whiift they who had ufed 
to goverh and impofe upon the Houfe, made a fliew of be- 
ing 
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ing more modeft, and yet were more iofblent; and eddea-- 
▼our'd^ by fetting new Couniels on foot, to entangle, and en« 
gage, and indeed over-reach die Houfe ; by cozening thena 
into Opinions which might hereafter be applicable to their 
Ends, rather than to purfoe their old Deligns, in hope to 
obtain in the End a Succefs by their Authotitv. The Night 
of the Remonftrance had humbled them in that point: and 
from that time. They rather contrived ways to Silence thofe 
who oppofed them i by traducing them abroad, or taking 
advantage againft them in the Houfe, for any Expreffions 
they uied in Debate which might be miPinterpretea; and fb 
calling them to the Bar, or committing them to the Tower : 
which did in truth flrike fuch a Terrour into the minds oF 
many, that they forbore to come to the Houfe, rather than 
ezpofe themfelves to many uneafinefles there. 
iiik^ulii Th B R B was at this time, or thereabout, a Debate ftarted 
^^arnmw!^ in the Houfe, as if by meer chance, which produced many 
^mUiM^ Inconveniences after; and, if there had not been too many 
^fL If concurrent Caufe$,might be thought the fble caufe and ground 
tuJ!!^ of all the mifchiefs that enfued. Upon fbme report or dif- 
|w«/iib«cour(e of fbme Accident, which had happen'd upon or in 
^fiitis : the Disbanding the late Army, an obfcure Member moved, 
^^That the Houfe would enter uDon the confideration, Whe- 
^'ther the Militia of the Kingdom was fb Settled by Law, 
*^that a fuddain Force or Army could be drawn together, 
^'for the Defence of the Kingdom if it fhould be Invaded, or 
*'to Supprefsany Infurredion or Rebellion if it fhould be 
*' attempted. 

The Houfe kept a long Silence after the motion, the 
newnefiof it amufing mod Men, and few in truth underftand* 
ing the meaning of it; Until one and another of the Mem- 
bers, who were leaf): taken notice of, feeming to be mov'd, 
by the weight of what had beenfaid,enlare'd upon the fame 
Argument : and in the end it was propofed, ^' That a Com- 
^'mittee might be appointed, to confider of the prefent State 
^^ of the Militia, andthePower of it; and to prepare fiich 
*^a Bill for the Settling it, as might provide for the Publick 
'^ Peace, and for the Supprelfing any Forreign Enemy, or Do- 
^'meftick Infurredion. 
l^f/^ Hbrbupon, They were inclined to nominate a Com-' 
^ ' mittee, to prepare fuch a Bill as fhould be thought necei&ry : 
Upon which, M' J^jde fpoke againft the making any fuch 
G^mmitteei faid, " There could be no doubt, that the Power 
^' of the Militia refided in the King, in whom the Right of 
*' making War and Peace was invefted ; that there had never 
" yet appeared any defed of Power, by which the Kingdom 
^' had been in Danger, and we might rcafbn^ly exped the 
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'^fime Security for the fumre. With which theHoufeieem'd 

well £itisfied, and compofed, and inclined to go on upon 

fbme other Debate > unal Sdint-Jfobn, the King's Soilidtor, 

and the only Man in the Houie of his Learned G)uncil, 

Ifood up, and laid, <<He would not fuffer that Debate, in ^^s^u.^ 

^' which there had been fo many weighty particulars toen-j^^l^ 

^' tion'd, to be difcontinaed without Come Reiblution ; That d^m ffa« 

** He would be very glad there were timt Power in the King ^/;(^^^ 

** (whole Rights He was bound to defend) as the Gentleman f«# Kjt^i 

^'who /poke laft feem'd to imagine, which for his part he 

*'knew there was not; That die queftion was not about 

'* ukiog away Power from the King, which was veiled in 

^'Him ( whicn was his Duty always to c^pole) but to enquire^ 

*' whether there be iiich a Power in him, or any where elie, 

*^as is neceflary for the Preiervation of the King and the 

^'People, in many cafes that may fall out; and if there be 

^^not, then to fiinply him with that Pokier and Authority; 

and Cud, ^^He did take upon him with confidence to af- 

^firm. That there was a defedof fuch Power and Authority : 

^' He put them in mind, *' How that Power had been executed 

^ in the Age in which we live ; That the Crown had granted 

'* Coouniflions to gieat Men, to be Lord Lieutenants of 

*' Counties; and They, to Gentlemen of Quality, to be their 

*^ Deputy Lieutenants; and to Colonels, and other Officers, 

^'to condud and lift Soldiers; and then He wifli'd them to 

**confider, what Votes they hadpafs'd, of the illegality of 

''all thole Commif&ons, and of the unjuftifiabknels or all 

*'the Proceedings which had been by Virtue of thofe Com- 

'^mifhons; So that let the Occafion or Nece(Et^ be what it 

''would. He didprefhme, no Man would hereait^r Execute 

"any fiich Commiffion ; and if there were any Man fo hardy, 

" that nobody would Obey them ; and therefore defir'd Them 

"to confider, whether there be not a Defed of Power, and 

■'whether it ought not to be fiipply'd. 

It was now evident enough, txiat the Debate was not be- 
pm by chance, but had been fully deliberated; and what 
ufe they would make upon occafions, of tho& Volumes of 
Votes, They had often poured out upon all accidental De- 
bates; and no Man duric take upon him to Anfwer all that 
|^dbeenalledg*d, by faying all thofe Votes were of no Va- 
lidity ; and that the Kine's Right was, and would be judg d 
the lame it had been beiore, notwithftanding thofe Votes; 
vhich is very true: But this being urged by the King's own 
Sollicitor,Tney appointed Him "To bring in and prepare fuch Htim^ 
"aBillasHe thought necef&ry ; few Men imagimng,that fuch JV*'*^*;^ 
• Sworn Officer would not be very careful and tender of all his H^tTr^th.. 
Mailer's Prcrpgatives,which He was expreslly Sworn todefcnd. tUMmattn^ 
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•inch ik Within few days after, He^rou^bt in a very fliort Bill j 
in which was meation'd by way of Prcfatei'** That the Power 
•'over the Militia of the Kingdom was not Settled in any 
^' fuch manner, that the Security of the Kingdom was pro- 
*'vidcd for, in cafe of Invaiion or Infurreftion, orany liid- 
•'dain accidents; and then an Enafting daufe, ''That hence- 
''forward the Militia, and all the Power thereof, fhould be 
^'vefted in *^<^^; and then a large Blank left, for inferting 
" Names; and afterwards,"Thd abfolute Authority toExecute 
— &c. The ill meaning whereof was eafily underftood j 
and with (bme warmth prefs'd: "That by tms Bill, all the 
"Power would be taken out of the Crown, and put into the 
" hands of CommiiEoners. To which the SoUidtor made An- 
iwer, "That the Bill took no Power from any body who 
"had it, but provided to give Power where it was not; nor 
"was there mention of any Commiflioners; but a Blank was 
"therefore left, that the Houfe might fill it up as They 
"thought fit, and put the Power into Such hands as They 
"thought proper ; which, for ought He knew, might be the 
" King's} and He hoped it would be fo. 
ntmrf And with thi^ Anfwer the Bill was recdv'd, notwith- 
^* ftanding all oppofition, and read : all Thofe peribns who had 
been formerly Deputy Lieutenants, and lay under the Ter- 
rour of that Vote, prefuming, that this Settlement would pro- 
vide for the Indemnity of all that had pafs'd before; and 
the Reft, who might ftill be expofed to the (ame hazards, if 
they (hould be requirVl to a A upon the like occafions, con- 
curring in the deure, that femewhat might be done for a ge- 
neral Security ; and They who had contrived it, were well 
enough contented that it was Once read ; not defirlng to pro- 
iecute it, till fbme more favourable conjunfture (hould be of^ 
fcr'd: and /bit refted. 
MfJ^J About this time, the King not being well fatisfied in the 
Sr William aiFeftion or fidelity of S^WlUUm Bulfour; whom He had 
f^Mmg ^^^^ 7^^^^ before, to the great and general Scandal, and Of- 
iMmiiMMi fence of the Engllft) Nation, made Lieutenant of the Tower : 
•J tbiTmtr. j^jjd finding that the Seditious Preachers every day prevailed 
in the Citv of LondoHy and Corrupted the AiFedions and 
Loyalty ot the meaner People towards the Government of 
the Church and State ; refolv'd to put that Place fwhich fbme 
Men fancied to be a Bridle upon the Citv) into tnc Hands of 
fuch a Man as He might rely upon : and yet. He was willing 
to be quit of the Other, without any Ad of Difbbligation 
upon him , and therefore gave him three thoufand pounds, 
cw«»e/ r<^^dy Money, which was railed by the Sale of fome of the 
Lunsfort! Qiiccu's own Jcwels ; and immediately caufed Colonel iMtif^ 
f^J^ '"' f^^ to b^ Sworn in his place. Lieutenant of the Tower. 
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This was no iboner known, than the Houfe of Com- 
mons found themfelves concerned in it^ and upon pretence 
''That £> excellent a Peribn, as S' WiUum Bdfour (who in 
truth was very gracious to them, for the iafe keeping the 
Earl of Stfdffofd ) " could not be remov'd from that Charge^ 
''but upon fome eminent Defign againft the City and the 
" Kingdom ; and that the Man who was appointed for his 
"Sttcceifor was a>(fi}rfon of great Licence, and known only 
*'by (bme defperate ads ; fdr which He had been formerly 
" Imprifbn d by the Sute, and having made his efcape, fled 
"the Kingdom : They defir'd the Lords to joyn with Then) 
"in a Petition to the King, to put the Tower into Better 
"hands; making fuch arguments againft the Perfon of the 
"Man, as before fpoken of. The Lords replied to them, 
" That it was an argument of that nature. They thought not 
"themfelves competent Advifers in it; the cuftody of the 
"Tower being folely af the King's difpofal, who was Only 
"to judge of the Fitnefe of the Perfon for fuch a Charge : 
But, at the £une time that They refuied to joyn in a Publick 
Defire to the King, They intimated Privately Their Advice 
to him> ^'That He (hould make choice of a Fitter Perfon, 
"againft whom no Exception could be made. For indeed, 
S^ Thmas Ltmrfard was not then known enough, and of re-n« au»ti 
putation equal to fb invidious a province ; and thereupon, ^-^^j^^ 
within two or three days at moft. He refign'd the Place, and Byron u 
the King gave it to S' ^obn Bjron. f^ "^ 

This gave them no Satisladion in the Change, fince it 
had no reference to Their Recommendation ; which They 
only look'd after : but it gave them great delight, to fee that 
the King's Counfels were not fo fix'd, but Their Clamour 
might alter them ; and that doing Hurt, being as defirable a de- 
gree ofPower, to fome Men, as doing Good, and likely to gain 
them more Profelytes, They hadMarr'd aMan, though The^ 
could not Make one. And without doubt, it was of great Dif- 
advantage to the King, that That Counfel had not been form'd 
with fhch deliberation, that there would need no alteration; 
wliich could not be made, without a kind of Recognition* 

All this time, the Bill depended in the Lords Houfe, rMM^ffrfrw 
"For the taking away the Votes of Bifhops, and removing 2^' ^j;f 
"them from the Houie of Peers ; which was not like to make K«Mjr , Z- 
a more profperous orogrefs there^ than it had fix Months be-JJj'^^* 
fore; it bemg evident, that thejurifdidionof the Peerage •/PMr#. 
was invaded by the Commons ; and therefore that it was 
not reafonable to part with any of their Supporters* But the 
Viralence againft them fHll increafcd; and no Churches fre- 
Qaenud » but where They were Preached againft as Anti- 
Chriftian; The PrefTes iwell'd with the moft virulent In- 
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vedives againft them ; and a Sermon was Preach'd at Wefi^ 
minjler, and afterwards Printed, under the Title of The Pra^ 
teRamn Pratcfied^ by the infamous Burton ^ wherein He de- 
clar*d,"That all Men were obliged by their late Proteftation, 
^*by what means ibever, to remove both Bi/hops and the 
^'Common-Prayer Book out of the Church of England ^ as 
'' Imt>ious and PapifHcai : whilft all the Learned and Ortho- 
dox Divines of EfigUnd, were look'd upon under the notion 
of Scandalous Minifters; and if the Meaneft, and moft Vi-* 
tious Parifliioner They had, could be brought to prefer a Pe- 
tition againft either ot them to the Houfe of Commons (how 
Falfe foever) He was fiire to be Profecuted as fiich. 
^ fttitk^ I N the end, a Petition was Publi/h'd, in the name " Of the 
5Jj*i^ ^"Apprentices, and Thofe whofe Apprentice/hips werelatcly 
thi ^Affrm-^' explx'd, in and about the City of Im^m; and direAed^ 
rJ^m^'' to the King^s moft cxceUent Majefty in the Parliament now 
Prtut$t. '^aflcmbled ; Shewing, **That They found by experience, 
"both by their Own and Mafters Trading, the fafegmning of 
" great Mifchiefs coming upon them, to nip them in the bud, 
*'when they were firft entring into the World; the Caufe of 
"which. They could attribute to no others but the Papifts, 
"and the Prelates, and that Malignant Party which adhered 
"to them : That they ftood iblemnly engaged, with the ut- 
" moft of their Lives and Fortunes, to Defend his Sacred Ma- 
"jefty, and Royal Iflue, together with the Rights and Liber- 
"ties of Parliaments, againft Papifts, and Popifli Innovators; 
"fuch as Arch-Bi/hops, Bifliops, and their Dependants, ap- 
« pear to be. They defir'd his Majefty in Parliament to take 
'^notice, that, notwithftanding tne much unwearied pains 
•*and induftry of the Houfe of Commons, to fiibdue Popery, 
"and Popifh Innovators; neither is Popery yet fubdued, nor 
"Prelates arc yet removed ; whereby Many had taken en- 
"couragements defperately to Plot againft the Pteice awl 
"Safety of his Dominions : witnefs the moft Barbarous and 
"Inhuman Cruelties perorated by the Papifts in Iretdndi 
"from whence (They faid ) a new fpring ot Fears and Jea- 
"loufies arofc in them: and therefore They defir'd, that the 
*' Popifh Lords, and other eminent and dangerous Papifts, in 
"all the parts of the Kingdom, might be look'd unto, and 
"Secur'd; the Laws againft Priefb andjefiiits fully executed; 
" and the Prelacy rooted up: That fb the work of Refbrma- 
"tion might be profperoufly carried on ; Their diftraAing 
" Fears removed; that the freedom of Commerce and Trade 
''might pafs on more chearfully, for the encourajgement of 
'*the Petitioners, &c. 

This, and fuch ftnfF, being Printed, and (catter'd amongft 
the People I Multitudes of mean Ferfons flock'd to Wttmin^ 
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jfrr-Hally and about the Lords Houfe ; crying as they went up 
and down, N9 Bi/befs, No BiJbofSy " That fo they might carry 
**oa the Reformation. 

I S Aip before, that upon the Kings return from Scat-^'^^*^,, 
iMiy He diicharg'd the Guards that atteiuied upon the Houfes. ^fi^- 
Whereupon, theHouie of Commons (for the Lordsrefiifed^v/*^^ 
to joyn with them) Petition'd the King "In regard of the ®"^^ 
^ Fears Thev had of £>me Defign from the Papifts, that 
'^They might continue fuch a Guard about them as They 
** thought fit. 

To wluch his Majcfty anfwer'd, **That He was confi-»^ »«-;*•# 
**dent they had nojuft came of Fear ; and that They were as"*^'*^* 
"Safe, as HimfelTand his Chiidren: but, (ince They did 
"avow fuch an apprehension of Danger, tliat He would ap- 
"point a fnffident Guard for them. And thereupon, direa-> 
ed the Train'd*bands of Weftmir^er and MiddUfex (which 
confifted of the moil fubfbntial Houfholders, and were under 
known Officers) in fit numbers to attend* 

This Security was not iiked; and it was aslL*d, ^^Qf^ 
cnfiodiet iffos Ctifioies — ? And when the diforderly Rabble, 
fpoke of now, nrft came down, They refilled them, and would 
not fiifier them to difhirb the Houfes ; and Some of them, 
with great rudenefs, preffing to the door of the Houfe of 
Peers, their Lord/hips appomted the Guards to be caU'd up 
to remove them; and the Earl of D#f/rr, being then Lord 
Lieutenant ofAlMil</!rx (the Crowd oppreffing him, and re* 
fbfing to leave the Room) in fbme Paflion, call'd upon the 
Guard "To give Fire upon them; whereupon, the Rabble 
Fritted, left the place, and hafted away. 

Thb Houfe of Commons, incenfed that their Friends 
ihonid be fb ufed, much Inveigh'd againft the Earl of Dctfeti 
and talk'd, "Of Accufing him of High Treafbn; at leaft, 
"of drawing up fbme Impeachment againft him ; for fbtne 
Judgment he had been Party to, in the Star-Chamber, or 
Council-Table : and fb giving thefe hints of Their Difplea- 
fhre, that He might have the more care how he carried 
him&lf; They concluded, that fince they could not have 
fuch a Guard as pleafed Them, They would have none at 
all : and fb fent to the Lords " For the Difcharge of the 
^'Train'd-bands that attended: who willingly confented to it; 
and it was done accordingly : The Houfe of Commons de- 
claring " That it fhould be Lawful, for every Member to 
" bring his own Servant, to attend at the door, Arm'd with 
"fuch Weapons as They thought fit. 

It was quickly underfbod abroad, that the Commons ^^^^ 
liked well the Vifits of their Neighbours: So that the People ^^.^^ 
aiTembled in greater Numbers than before^ about the Home f^»^

of Peers; calling ftUl out with one Voice, NoBtJbiffs, ZV# 
Fopifh Lords y Crowded and Affronted fuch Lords as came 
near them^ who The^ knew affeded not their ends, calling 
them Ratten-bearted Uirds. 

Hereupon, the Houfe of Peers defir'd a Conference 
with the Commons; at which. They complain'd of thofc 
Tumults ; and told them, '' That fuch Diforders would be an 
^' Imputation upon the Parliament, and make it be doubted 
*' Whether they had Freedom ; and fb might haply become a 
** Blemifh to thofe many good Laws They had already Paft'd, 
^' as well as prevent the making more; and therefore defir'd 
** them, that They would, for the Dignity of Parliaments, joyn 
'^with Them in a Declaration, for the Suppre(Eng fuch Tu- 
^^mults. This was reported to the Commons< and as (bon 
laid afide, ^'For the handling of other matters of more im- 
** portance. 

The Tumults continued : and their Infolencies increased ; 
infomuch, as many Diflblute and Prophane People, went into 
the Abby at Wefimnfier, and would have pull'd down the Or- 
gans, and fome Ornaments of the Church ; but being re-^ 
fifted, and by force driven out, ** They thrcaten'd. They 
*^ would come with greater numbers, and pull down the 
« Church. 

Hbkeupon, the Lords fend again to the Houfe of Com- 
mons to joyn with them in their Declaration ; and many Mem- 
bers of tnat Houfe complain'd, ^' That they could not come 
*'with fafety to the Houfe; and that fome of them had been 
"af&ultcd, and very ill enteruin'd, by thole People that 
"crowded about the door. But this Con&rence could not be 
procured; the Debate being (Ull put off to fome other time ; 
after feveral Speeches had been made in Juftification of them, 
and Commendation of their affedions : Some faying, '' They 
*'ixiufl not Difcourage their Friends, This being a time They 
"mufl make ufe of All Friends; WPjm bimfelf faying, 
*'God forbid the Houfe of Commons fhould proceeds in any 
"way, to difhearten people to obtain their Juft Defires in 
"Such a way. 
rh$ urdi In the end, the Lords required the advice of the Judges, 
u^t^ "What courfe was Legally to be uken, to Supprefs and Pre- 
#ltM^ ^^ vent thofe Diforders; and thereupon, direaed the Lord 
rj^l^^ Keeper of the Great Seal, " To ifTue out a Writ, upon the Sta- 
" tute of Nmhanfton, to the Sheriff and Jufticcs, to appoint 
**fb:ong Watches in fuch places as They judg'd moft con- 
** vcnicnt, to hinder that unlawful conflux of People to Wejt^ 
^'fninftery to the diffairbance of Their confiiltations. Which 
Writ ifTuing accordingly, the Juftices of the Peace, in obe- 
dience thereunto, appointed the Conflables to attend at the 
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Water fide^ and places near about Weftminfter, with good 
Watches, to hinder that Tumultuous refort. 

This was no fooner done, Aan the Conftables were fent 2?i*!l{"^ 
for, by the Houfe of Commons, and after the view ofthdtd,fch^r^$ 
Warrants, required to Difcharge their Watches. And then '*^* 
the Juftices were con?ened, and examin'd^ and albeit ft ap- 
peared, that what They had done was in purfuancc of a Legal 
Writ, dlrefted to them under the Great Seal o( England, by 
the advice of the Lords in Parliament, without fo much as 
conferring with the Lords upon that Ad of Theirs ; the fetting 
fuch a Watch, was voted to be " A Breach of Privilege : and 
one of the Juilices of the Peace, who according to his Oath 
had executed that Writ, was committed to the Tower for 
that offence. 

Upon tliis encouragement, all the Fadious and Schifma^ 
tical People about the City andSuburbs,afIembled themfelves 
together with great licence^ and would frequently, as well 
in the night as the day, convene themfelves, oy the found of 
a Bell, or other token, in the Fields, or fome convenient 
place, to conlult, and receive Orders from Thofe by whom 
they were to be difpofed* A meeting of this klncf being about 
the time we fpcak of in Sautbwark^ in a place where their 
Arms and Magazine for that Borrough was icept ^ the Confta« 
ble^ being a jbber man, and known to be an Enemy to thofe 
ads of Sedition, went among them, to obfcrve what they did ; 
he was no (boner eipied, but he was reproach'd with difdain- 
ful words, beaten and dragg'd, in fb barbarous a manner, 
that he hardly eicaped with his life. Complaint was made to 
the next Tuftices; and Oath of the Truth of the complaint 
made: whereupon, a Writ was direded to the Sheriff, to 
impanel a Jury according to Law, for the inquifition, and exa- 
mination of that Riot. 

This was complained of in the Houfe of Commons, as an 
aft that concem'd Their Privileges; for that it was pretend- 
ed, *' That meeting in Southwarkhz^hctn made by godly and 
*' well aiFeded men, onlv to draw up and prepare a Petition 
^'againft Bi/hops; and that the Conftable, being a Friend 
"to Bifhops, came amongft them to crois thcm,«nd to hin- 
"der men from Subfcribing that wholfom Petition. Upon 
this difcourie, without any further examination, an Order was 
made by that Houfe, "That the Under-SheriiF of 5«iTgr 
" fliould be enjoyn'd, not to fuffer any Proceedings to be made 
*'upon any Inquifition, that might concern any perfons who 
** met together to Subfcribe a Petition to be preferred tofthat 
"Houfe. 

By this, and other means, allobftaclcsof the Law being re- 

mov'd, and the People taught a way to aflemble Lawfully 
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together, in how Tumultuous a manner focvcr,and the CWift- 
mas Holy-days giving mor^ leave and licence to all kind of 
People, the Concourfe grew more numerous about JVeJimin" 
1^4f!'t'fi^^y the Rabble fometimes, in their paflTages between the 
*#»/ white- City and IVeftm'tnftcr, making a (land before Whtte-Haij and 
wcim?Q. crying out, Na Bifhops^ No BUhofs, No Popijh Lords ^ would 
ftcr-Hali. fty aloud, " That they would have no more Porters-Lodge, 
'*but would Speak with the King when They pleafed: and 
when They came near the two Houfes, took Papers out of 
their Pockets, and getting upon fome higher place than the 
reft, would Read the Names of feveral perfons, under the 
Tide o( DlfaffeSed Members of the Houfe of Commons ^ and 
caird many Lords, F4//(f, EvMy and Rotten-hearted Lmds. But 
Tfieir Rage and Fury againft the Bifliops grew fo high, that 
They threatened to pulldown their Lodgings where they lay j 
offer 'd to Force the Doors of the Abby at IVeftminfter, 
which were kept Lock*d many days, and defended by a con- 
tinual Guard within; and Allaulted the Perfons of fome of 
the Bi/hops in their Coaches; and laid hands on the Arch- 
Bi/hop of Tork^y in that manner, that, if he had not beenica- 
fonably rcfcucd, it was believed They would have Murder'd 
u>herMp$n him: So that all the Bifliops, and many other Members, of 
fiUpT^d Both Houfes, withdrew themfelves from attending in the 
mMy$fhethllo\xfes, out of arcalapprchenfion of endangering their Lives. 
d!mfnm' These Infurredions by this means were fo Countenanced, 
Their ^-^ that no induftry or dexterity of the Lord Mayor o( London^ 
•^j..^ S' Richard Gournej, could givfe any Check to them; but 
inftead thereof, Himfelf (with great and very notable courage 
Oppofing all Their Faoatick humours, both in the Court of 
Aloermen and at the Common CounciH grew to be reckoned 
in the Firft Form of the Malignants (which was the term 
They impofed upon all Thofe They meant to render Odious 
to the People) infomuch, as His Houfe was no lefs threatned 
and difquieted by the Tumults, than the Houfe of Lords : 
and when He apprehended fome of Thofe who were moft 
notorious in the Riot, and committed them to the cuftody of 
Both the Sheriffs of London in Perfon to be carried to New^ 
gate. They were, by the power and ftrength of their Compa- 
nions, Refoued from Them in Cheaffidey and the Two Sne- 
rifFs compelled to Shift for their own fafety. And when it 
was offer d to be proved by a Member in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, That the Wife of Captain Venn ( having received a 
Letter from Her Husband to that purpole) who was one of 
the Citizens that ferved for London, and was known Him- 
folf to lead thofe men, that came Tumultuoully down to 
Weflminfter, and WInte-HaU, at the time of the Faffing the Bill 
of Attainder of the Earl of Strafford, had witli gjrcat induftry 
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Sollidted many People to go down with their Arms to Wc^-- 
mnfter, upon a day (that was named) when She iaid, her 
Husband had fent her word, that in the Houfc of Commons 
Thev were together by the Ears, and that the worfer Party 
was like to get the better of the good Party ; and therefore 
her Husband deiired his Friends to come with their Arms to 
Wefiminfin to help the good Party ; and that thereupon ma- 
ny in a /hort time went thither: They who offered to make 
Proof of the fame, were appointed to Attend many days ; but 
notwithftanding all the importunity that could be ufea, were 
never admitted to be Heard. 

All this time the King (who had been with great So- 
lemnity invited by the City ofLondoUy and defircd to make 
hisReudence nearer to Them than Hampton-Court) was at 
JVbitf'HdU, where, befides his ordinary Retinue, and menial 
Servants, many Ofiicers^of the late Disbanded Army, who 
Sollicited Their remainder of Pay from the two Houfes, 
which was fecured to Them by Ad of Parliament, and ex- 
pe^^ed fbme farther employment in the W^ar with Ireland, 
upon obfervation, and view of the Iniblence of the Tumults, 
and the Danger, that they might poffibly bring to the Court, SmeogMrs 
offer'd themfelves for a Guard to his Majefty's Perfon; and j[2J//Jl^ 
were with more Formality and Ceremony entertained by whice- 
Him, than upon a Tuft computation of all diitempers, was^^* 
by many conceived Seafonable. And from thefe Officers, 
warm with indignation at the Infolences of that vile Rabble, 
which every dky paffed by the Court/ firft Words of great 
Contempt, and then, thofe words commonly finding a Re- 
turn of equal Scorn^ Blows were faftencd upon fome of the 
moft Pra^natical of the Crew. This was looked upon by 
the Houle of Comm^ons like a Levying War by the Kiug^^ 
and much pity expreiTed by Them, that the poor People 
(hodid be to uied, who came to Them with Petitions (for 
ibme few of them had ref^ived fbme Cuts, and Slashes, that 
had drawn Blood) and that made a great argument for Rein- 
forcing their Numbers. And from thofe conteftations, the«wif#ffc# 
two Terms of Round-bead and Cavalier grew to be received '^'j^^{ 
in difcourfe, and were afterwards continued for the moft Sue- Head Md 
drA diftindion of aflfedions throughout the quarrel: They ^^*^"'* 
who were looked upon as Servants to the King, being then 
called Cavaliers and the oilier of the Rabble contemned, 
and defpifed, under the name of Round- Heads. 

The Houfe of Commons being at this time without any 
Member, who having Relation to the King's Service, would 
ezprefs any Zeal for it, and could take upon him to fay, to 
otncrs, wnom he would truft, what the King defired, or to 
whom they who wiibed well, could refort for advice, i(nd 
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diredion ; fo that whillt there was a ftrong Con jundion, and 
G)mbination to difturb the Government by depraving it, 
whatever was faid or done to Support it, was as if it were 
done by chance, and by the private didates of thf reajS>n of 
n# urA private men ; the King Refolved to call the Lord Falkland, 
Falkland and S' ^ohn Colepeppefy who was Knight of the Shire for 
Z^JsfZ'e'^^^^y to his Council; and to make the former Secretary of 
w'^rjoiS State in the place ofVane, that had been kept vacant; and 
^jJJPJJPP^Uhe latter Chancellor of the Exchequer, y/hich Office the Lord 
shrtxchlCottlngton had Refigned, that M' Pjm might be put into it, 
^«'- when the Earl of Bedford ftiould have been Treafurer, as is 
mentioned before. They were Both of great Authority in 
the Houfe ; neither of them of any relation to the Court; and 
therefore what They faid made the more Impreffion ; and 
They were frequent Speakers. The Lord Falkland was won- 
derfully belov'd by all who knew him, as a man of Excel- 
lent Parts, of a Wit fo Sharp, and a Nature fo Sincere, that 
nothing could be more Lovely. The Other was generally 
eftecmed as a good Speaker, being a Man of an Uiiiverfai Un- 
derftanding, a Quick Comprchenfion, a Wonderful Memo- 
ry, who commonly Spoke at the end of the Debate; when 
he would recoiled all that had' been faid of Weight on all 
fides with great exadneis, and exprefs his own Senfe with 
much clearnefs, and fuch an application to the Houfe, that no 
man more gathered a general Concurrence to his Opinion 
than he; which was the more notable, becaufe his Perfon,and 
• manner of Speaking were ungracious enough ; fo that He 
prevailed only by the llrength of his Reafon, which was in- 
Forced with Confidence enough. 

The Kiiig knew Them to be of good Efteem in tlie Houfe, 
and good AfFedions to his Service, and the quiet of the King- 
dom; and was more eafily perfwaded to beftow thofe Pre- 
ferments upon Them, than the Lord Falkland was to accept 
that which was defigned to him. •No man could be more 
Surprized than He was, when the firft Intimation was made 
to him of the King's purpofe : He had never propofed any 
Such thing to himfelf, nor had any Veneration n>r tne Court, 
but only Such a Loyalty to the King as the Law required 
from him. And he had naturally a Wonderful Reverence 
for Parliaments, as believing them mioft SoUicitous forJulUce, 
the Violation whereof in the leaft degree he could not for- 
give any Mortal Power : and it was only his Obfervation of 
the Defingenuity, and want of Integrity in this Parliament, 
which Icffened that Reverence to it, and had difpofed him 
to crofs, and oppofe Their defigns : He was fo totally unac- 
quainted with bufincfs, and the forms of it, that He did be- 
lieve really he could not Execute tlie Office with any Suffi- 
ciency. 
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^ency. But there were two confiderations that made moft 
Impreffion upon him ; the One, left the World Oiould believe, 
that his own Ambition had procured his Promotion, and that 
he had therefore appeared Signallv in the Houfe to Oppofe 
thole Proceedings, that he might tnercby, render himfelf gra- 
cious to the Court: The Other, left: the King fhould cxped: 
fuch a Submilfion, and Refignation of himfclf, and his own 
reaibn, and judgment to his Commands, as he fhould never 
give, or pretend to givc^ for he was fo fevere an Adorer of 
Truth, that he could as eafily have given hfmfelf leave to 
Steal as to Diflemble ; or to fufFer any Man to think that he 
would do any thing, which he Refolv'd not to do; which 
he thought a more miichicvous kiitd of Lying, than a pofitive 
averring what could be moft eafily contradided. 

It was a very difEcult task to M^ Hiie^ who had moft 
Credit with him, to perfwade him to fubmit to this puroofe 
of the King's chearfuJly, and with a juft fenfc of the Obliga- 
tion, by promiiing that in thofe Parts of the Office, which re- 
quired moft Drudgery, he would help him the beft he could. 
But above all he prevail'd with him, by inforcing the ill 
confequcnce of his refufal to take the Office, which would 
be interpreted to his diflike of the Court, and his Opinion, 
that more would be required from him than he could ho- 
neftly comply witK, which would bring great Prejudice to the 
King: On the other hand, the great Benefit that probably 
would redouqd to the King, and the Kingdom, by his ac- 
cepting fiich a Truft in fuch a general defedion, by which he 
•would have opportunity to give the King a truer Information 
of lus own Condition, and the State of the Kingdom, than 
it might be prefumed had been given to him, and to prevent 
any Counfels or Pradice, which might more alienate the Af- 
fedions of the People from the Government ; and then, th^t 
by this relation He would be more able to do the King Ser- 
vice in the Houfe, where he was too well known to have it 
believ'd, that he attain'd to it by any unworthy Means or 
Application. In the end. He was perfwaded to fubmit to the 
King's good Pleafure, though he could not be prevail'd with 
to accept it with fo good a Grace, as might raifc in the King 
anv nouble Expedaftion of his departing from the feverity 
ofhis own Nature. 

Thus, He and CoUpepper were both inverted in thofe Of- 
fices, to the no fmall difpleafure of the Governing Party, 
which could notdiflemble their Indignation, that any oflhcir 
Members ihould prefiime to receive thole Preferments, which 
they had defigned otherwifc to have difpofed of. Tl^ey took 
all opportunities to exprefs their diflike of Them, and to 
Oppol^ any thing they Propofed to Them, And within few 
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days there came a Letter out in Print, pretended to be In- 
tercepted, as written from a Roman Githolick to another of 
the lame Profeffion, in which he gives an account^ "That 
^* they had at laft, by the intereft of their Friends, procured 
''thofe two Honourable Perfons (before mention 'd) ''to be 
*' preferred to thofe Offices, and that they were well affured 
*'that they would be ready to do them, and all their Friends, 
*'all good Offices. S^ ^ohn Colepefper thought fit to take no- 
tice of it in the Houfe, and to make thofe Profeflions of his 
Religion, which he thought neceffary. But the Lord Falkj 
land chofe rather to contemn it, without taking notice of the 
Libel, well knowing that he was Superior to thofe Calumnies, 
as indeed he was ; all of chat Proleflion knowing that he was 
moll irrcconcileable to their Doctrine, though he was 
always civil to tlieir Perfons. However grievous this Prefer- 
ment was to the angry part of the Houfe, it was ver^ grate- 
ful to all thofe, both within and without the Houi'e, who 
wifhed well to the King, and the Kingdom* 

The King at the fame time Refolved to remove another 
Officer, who did diflferve him notorioufly, and to Prefer M*" 
fijde to that place ; with which his Gracious intention his 
Majefty acquainted Wm, but he pofitively refufed it, and a(^ 
fured him, " That he fhould be abJe to do^much more Service 
^^in the condition he was in, tJian he fhould be, if that were 
** improved by any Preferment, that could beconf<jrredupon 
*'him at that time ^ and he added, "That he had the Ho-s- 
**nour to have much Friend/hip with the two Perfons, who 
?'were very Seafonably advanced by his Majefty, when his 
^* Majefty 's Service in the Houfe of Commons, did in truth 
?*want fome Countenance, and Support; and by his Conver- 
''fation with Them, he ftiould be fo well inftrufted by 
*'Them, that he fhould be more ufeful to his Majefty, than 
**if it were under a nearer relation ^nd dependance. The 
King, with a very Gracious countenance, told him, ''That he 
** perceived he muft, for fomc time, defer the laying any 
?' Obligation upon him ; but bid him be affured he would find 
"both a Proper Time, and a Suitable Preferment for him, 
^' which he mould not refufe. In the mean time, he faid, he 
"knew well the Friendflup bctu^een the two Perfons, >yI}on^ 
"he had taken to his Council, and hiui; which was not the 
"Icaft motive to him to make that choice; and that he 
*' would depend as much upon h's Advice, as upon either 
" ol theirs; and therefore wiflied that all Tljree would Con- 
, " fcr together, how to conduft bis Service in the Houfe, and 
'* to advife his Friends how to carry tliemfelvcs moft to the 
''advantage of it, and to give him conftant Advertifement 
f' of what had P4ls'd, and Counfel when it was fit for him 
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**to do any thing; and declared, that He woulcj do nothing, 
** that in any degree concerned, or related to his Service in 
•^the Hoafe of Commons, without their joynt Advice and 
**exaaG>mmanication to them of all his own Conceptions; 
which, without doubt, his Majefty did at that time ftedfaftly 
Refolvc, though in very few days he did very Fatally fwcrvc 
from it. 

B y what hath been faid before, it appears that the Lord 
Di^ was much trufted by the King, and he was of great fa- 
miliarity, and friend/hip with the other Three, at Icoft with 
Two ofthem ; for he was not a man of that Exadnefe, as to 
be in the entire Confidence of the Lord Falkland, who look- 
ed npon his Infirmities with more Severity than the other 
Two did; and he liv'd with more Franknefs towards tJiofe 
Two, than he did towards tJie Other; Yet even between 
thofe Two there was a free Converfation, and Kindnefs to 
each other. The Lord Digbj was a Man of very Extraordi- 
nary Parts by Nature and Art, and had (urcly as good and 
excclicnt an Education as any Man of that Age in any Coun- 
try: a Graceful find Beautiful Perfon; of great Eloquence 
and Becomingnefs in his Difcourfe (fave that ibmetimes he 
feem'd a litde affefted) and of fo Univerfal a Knowledge,* 
that he never wanted Subjed for a Difcourfe : He was equal 
to a very good part in the greateft Affairs, but the unfitteft 
Man alive to condiid them, having an Ambition, and Vanity 
Superior to all his other Parts, and a Confidence in himfeli^ 
which fometimes intoxicated, and traniported, and expofed 
him. He had from his Youth, by the difobligations his Fa- 
mily had undergone from the Duke of Buckingham, and the 
great Men who fucceeded him, and ibme /harp reprehcnfion 
himfelf had met with, which obliged him to a Country Life^ 
contraded a prejudice, and ill will to the Court; and fo had 
in the beginning of the Parliament, engaged himfelf with 
that Party which difcover'd moft Averfion from it, with 4 
PafEon and Animofity equal to theirs, and therefore very 
acceptable to Them. But when he was weary of their vio-» 
lent Counfels, and withdrew himfelf from them with feme 
circumftances which enough provoked them, and made a 
Reconciliation, and mutual Confidence in each other for the 
future, manifeftly impoifible amongft them; he made private 
and fecret offers of his Service to the King, to whom in fo 
general a dcfe^on of his Servants, it could not but be very 
agreeable; and fo his Majefty being fatisfied both in the Dif^ 
covcries he made of what had paffed, and in his Profc/Eons 
for the future, remov*d him from the Houfe of Commons, 
where he had rendered himfelf marvelloufly ungracious, and 
p^l^ him by Writ to the Houfe of Peers^ where he did 
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vifibly Advance the King's Service, and quickly rendered 
himfelf grateful to all thofe who had not thought too well 
of him before, when he deferv'd lels; and Men were not 
only pleafed with the Afliftance he gave upon all Debates, by 
bis Judgment and Vivacity, but looked upon him, as one, 
who could derive the King's Pleafure to them, and make a 
lively reprefentation of their good demeanour to the King, 
which he was very luxuriant in promifing to do,and officious 
enough in doing as much as was juft, 

H E had been inftrumcncal in promoting the Three Per- 
fons above mention d to the King's Favour; and badbitnielf . 
in truth fo great an Eftcem of them, that he did very fre- 

Siiently, upon Conference together, depart from his own In- 
. inations and Opinions, and Concurred in theirs ; and very 
few Men of fo great Parts were, upon all occafions, more 
Couniellable than hc; fb that he would feldom be in danger 
of running into great Errors, if he would communicate, and 
expole all his own thoughts and inclinations to fuch a dif- 
quifition; nor was he uninclinable in his Nature to fuch an 
entire communication in all things which he conceived to be 
•difficult. But his fatal infirmity was, that he too often 
thought difficultthingsvery eafy ; and confider'd not poffible 
confequenccs, when the Propofition adminiflred fbmewhat 
that was delightful to his Fancy, by purfuing whereof hc 
imagined he fhould reap fbme Glory to himfelf of which he 
was immoderately Ambitious : So that if the confultation 
were upon any Adion to be done, no Man more implicitly 
entred into that Debate, or more chearfully refign'd his own 
conceptions to a joynt determination : But when it was once 
affirmatively refblv'd (befides that he might poflibly referve 
fome impertinent Circumflance, as bethought, the imparting 
Tvhcrcot would change the nature of the thing) if his Fancy 
fiiggefled to him any particular, which himfelf might per- 
form in that A*Slion, upon the imagination that every body 
would approve it if it were propofcd to them, he chofe ra- 
ther to do it, than communicate it, that he might have Ibme 
(ignal part to himfelf in the Tranfadion, in which no other 
Perfon might claim a (hare. 

B Y this unhappy Temper he did often involve himfelf in 
very unprofperous Attempts, The King himfelf was the un- 
littefl Perfon alive to be fervid by fuch a Counfellor, being 
too eafily inclined to fuddain Enterprizes, and as eafily ftart- 
led when they were entred upon. And from this unhappy 
Compofition in the One, and the Other, a very unhappy 
Counfel was propofcd, and Rcfblution taken, withdut the leaf^ 
communication with cither of the Three, who l^ad been fo 
lately admitted to an entire Trufl« 

Thb 
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The Bifliops, who had been, in the manner before fpoken 
dF, driven, and kept from the Houfe of Peers, and not very 
Jecure in their own, could not have the patience to attend 
fce Diflblution of this Storm, which in Wifdom They ought 
ty have done : but confidering Right and Reafen too ab- 
ivczddjy andwhat in Jufticewas due, not what in Prudence 
▼as to be expeded ; fuffer'd Themfelves implicitly to be 
glided by the Arch-Biftiop ofTori^ who was of a reftlefs, 
and overweening Spirit, to fuch an Aft of indifcretion, and 
difadvantage to Themfelves, that all their Enemies could 
jiot have brought upon Them.. This Bifhop, as is faid, was 
a Man of a very Imperious and fiery Temper; D' Williams^ 
who had been Biihop of ZJncoln, and Keeper of the Great 
Seal of England in the time ofKingJfames. After his remo- 
val from that Charge, He had lived Splendidly in his Diocefs, 
and made himfelf very Popular amongft thofe who had no 
reverence for the Court; of which he would frequently, and 
in the prelencc of many, Ipeak with too much Freedom, 
and teU many Stories of Things and Perfons upon his own 
former Experience; in which, being a Man ot great Pride 
and Vanity, He did not always confine himfelf to a precife 
Veracity, and did often prefume, in thofe unwary difcourfes, 
to mention the Perfon of the King with too little reverence. 
He did affeft to be thought an Enemy to the Arch-Bi(hop 
oiCanterburj j whofe Perfon he feem'd exceedingly to con- 
temn, and to be much difpleafod with thofe Ceremonies and 
Innovations, as they were then called, which were counte- 
nanced by the Other; and had himfelf publi/hed, by Jiis own 
Authority, a Book againft the ufing tnofe Ceremonies , in 
which there was much good Learning, and too little Gra- 
vity for a Bi/hop. His Paflion and his Levity, gave every day 
great advantages to thofe who did not love nim, and He pro- 
voked too many, not to have thofe advantages made ufc of: 
So that, after feveral Informations againft Him in the Star- 
Chamber, He was Sentenced, and Fined in a great fum of 
Money to the King, and committed Prifoncr to the Tower, 
without the pity, or compaflion of any, but thofe, who, out 
of hatred to the Government, were forry that they were with- 
out fo ufeful a Champion; for He appeared to be a Man of 
a very corrupt Nature, whofe PalEons could have transported 
Him into the moft unjuftifiable Aftions. 

Hb had a faculty of making relations of things done \\\ 
his own Prefence, and difcourfes made to himfelf, or in his 
own hearing, with all the circumftances of an{\vers, and re- 
plies, and upon Arguments of great Moment; all which upon 
Examination! were ftill found to have nothing in them thap 
wasKeal^ but to be the pure effe<ft of his own lovention. 

After. T 
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After he was Sentenced in the Star-Chambcr, fbme of his 
Friends reforteJ to him, to lament, and condole with him 
for his Misfortune, and fome of them feem*d to wonder that 
in any Affair of fuch a Nature, He had not found means to 
have made fbme Submiffion, and Compofition, that might 
have prevented the Publick Hearing, which proved fo much 
to his Prejudice in {>oint of Repuution, as well as Profit. 
Heanfwer'd them with all the formality imaginable, "That 
"they had reafon indeed to wonder at him upon the Event j 
"but when they fliould know how he had governed himfelf, 
*'hebeliev'd they would eeafe to think him worthy of blame. 
And then relatea to them, " That aflbon as Publication had* 
^ paffed in his Caufe, and the Books were taken out, he had. 
**defired his Council fwho were all able Men, and fbme of 
**them very Eminent) in the Vacation time, and they at 
"moft leifure, to meet together, and carefully to look over, 
'^and perufe all the Evidence that was taken on both fides j 
"and that then they would attend him fuch a Morning, 
^* which he appointed upon their confent, at his own Houfe 
"at Weftmnjier: That they came at the time appointed j and 
''being then fhut up in a Room together. He asked them, 
*' whether they had fufficlcntly perufcd all the Books, and 
" were throughly inform'd of his Cafe ? To which they all 
" anfwer'd, that they had not only read them, all over to- 
"gether, but had feverally every Man by himfclf perufed 
** them again, and they bcliev'd they were all well inform'd 
"of the whole. That he then told them he had defired this 
"Conference with them, not only as his Council, by whole 
"Opinion he meant to govern himfclf, but as his particular 
" Friends, who, he was fure, would give him their beft Ad- 
"vice, and perfwade him to do every thing as they would do 
" themfelves, if they were in his Condition. That he was now 
" ofFer'd to make his Peace at Court, by fuch an humble Sub- 
"miflion to the King, as he was moft inclin'd, and ready to 
" make ; and which he would make the next dav after his 
" Caule was heard, though he fhould be declar a to be In- 
"nocent, of which he could make no doubt; but that which 
"troubled him for the prefent, was, that the Infamoufiiels of 
^^ the Charge againft him, which had been often Expofed, and 
"Inlarged upon in feveral motions, had been fo much uken 
"notice of through the Kingdom, that it could not confift 
** with his Honour to divert the Hearing, which would be 
" imputed to his want of Confidence in his Innocence, fincc 
^'Mcn did not fufped his Courage, if he durft rely upon the 
" other ; but that he was Refolv'd, as he faid before the next 
*' day, after he fliould be vindicated from thofc Odious Afper- 
^Vfions, he would ^ft himfelf at the King's feet, with all the 
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^Humility, and Subtniffion^ which the moft Guilty Man 
" could make profeflion of. It was in this point he defired 
^' their Advice^ to which he would, without adhering to his 
*'own Inclination, entirely conform hinafclfj and therefore 
"defired them, fingly in order, to give him their Advice- 
He repeated the feveral, and diftind difcourfe every Man 
had made, in which he was £> pundual, that he applied 
thofe Phraies, and Expreflions, and Manner of Speech to 
the Several Men, which they were all taken notice of fre- 
quently to ufe ; as many Men have fbroe Peculiar Words in 
iliicourfe, which they are moft delighted with, or by cu- 
ftom moft addided to: and in condufion, '' That they were 
''Unanimous in their Judgments^ that he could not, with 
"the prefcrvatiou of his Honour, and the opinion of his In- 
"tegrity, decline the Publick Hearings where he muft be 
"unquelUonably declar'd Innocent; there being no Crime, 
"orMifdemeanour prov'd againft him in fuch a manner, as 
"could make him liable to Cenfure : They all commended 
"his Refolution of Submitting to the King afToon as he had 
" made his Innocence to appear ; and thev all adviied him to 
"purine that Method. This, he faid, had Swayed him^ and 
^' made him decline the other Expedient, that had been pro- 
"pofed to him. 

This Relation wrought upon. Thofe to whom it was 
made, to raife a Prejudice in them againft the Juftice of the 
Caufe, or tlie reputation of the Council, as they were moft 
inclined ; whereas there was not indeed the leaft ftiadow of . 
Truth in the whole Relation; except that there was fuch a 
Meetings and Conference, as was mention'd, and which had 
been confented to by the Bi/hop upon the joynt defire, and 
Importunity of all the Council ; who, at that Conference, 
Unanimoufly advifcd and defired him " To ufe all the Means 
"and Friends he could, that theCaufe might not be brought 
** to Hearing; but that he ftiould purchafe his Peace at any 
*' Price ; for that if it were Heard, he would be Sentenced 
**vcry gricvoufly ; and that there were many things prov'd 
"againft him, which would fo much refleft upon his Honour, 
^'and Reputation, and the more for being a Bi/hop, that all 
♦* his Friends would abandon him ; and be for ever after 
"aihamed to appear on his Behalf, Which advice, with 
great Paifion, and Reproaches upon the Several Perfons for 
their Prefimiption, and Ignorance in matters lb much above 
Them, he utterly and fcornfuUy rejeded. Nor indeed was 
it poffible at that time, for him to have made his Peace ; for 
though upon fome former AddreiTes, and Importunity on his 
behalf by fome Perfons of Power, and Place in the Court, 
In which th^ Queen her felf h4d en4?avpttr'd to have done 
" ' h»«» 
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him good Offices, the King was inclined to have faved hiin, 
being a Bi/hop, from the Infamy he muft undergo by a Pub- 
lick Trial ; yet the Biftiop's Vanity had, in thofe coniunftures^ 
lo far tranfported him, tbat he had done all he could to have 
infinuated, ''That the Court was aftiam'd of what they had 
" done J and had prevailed with fbme of his Powerful Friends 
*' To perfwade him to that G>mpofition : upon which the 
King would never hear more any Pcrfon who moved on His 
behalf. 

It had been once mention'd to Him, whether by Autho- 
rity, or no, was not known, **That his Peace fhould be made, 
**ir he would refign his Bifhoprick, and Deanery of Wefi- 
^^minfier (for he had That in Commendam) "and take a good 
** Bifhoprick in Ireland; which he pofitively rcfufedj and 
laid, "He had much to do to defend himfelf againfl: the 
"Arch-Bi/hopHere; butif he was in Ireland, There was a 
*'Man (meaning tJic Earl of Strafford) who would cut off his 
"Head within one Month. 

This Bi/hop had been for fome years in the Tower, by • 
the Sentence or the Star-Chamber, before this Parliament 
met ; when the Lords, who were the moft Adive and Power- 
ful, prefently refolv'd to have him at Liberty, Some had 
much kindncft for him; not only as a known Enemy to the 
Arch-Biftiop of Canterbury j but as a Supporter of Thofe Opi- 
nions, and Thofe Perfons, which were againft the Church 
it felf. And he was no fooncr at Liberty, and brought into 
the Houfe, but, as had been before mention'd, he defended, 
and feconded the Lord Say^ when he made an Invedivc with 
all the Malice, and Bitternefs imaginable, againft the Arch- 
Bifliop then in Prifbn ; and when he had concluded, that 
Bi/hop j&id, "That he had long known that noble Lord, and 
*' had always believ'd him to be as well aflfeded to the Church 
"as Himfelf; and fo he continued to make all his Addrefs to 
that Lord, and thofe of the fame Party. Being now in full 
Liberty, and in fome Credit, and Reputation, He applied 
himfelt to the King ; and made all poflible profeffions of 
Duty to his Majefty, and Zeal to the Church ; protefting 
"To have a perfed Deteftation of Thofe Perfons, who ap- 
"pcarcd to have no AfFcdion or Duty towards his Majefljr, 
"and of all evil intentions againft the Religion Eftablifli'd; 
'*and that the Civility he had exprefled towards them, was 
" only out of Gratitude for the good WiU they had /hew'd 
"to Him ; and efpecially that he might the better promote 
*Miis Majcfty's Service. And it being his turn ftiortlv after, 
as Dean of Wefiminfier, to Preach before the King; he took 
occafion to fpcak of the Fadions in Religion ; and mention- 
ing the Presbyterian pifciplin^, he (aid, *'It was a Govern- 
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'^ment only fit for Taylors and Shoomakers^ and the like; 
"not for Noblemen^ and Gentlemen: \^hich gave great Scan- 
"dal, znd OiFence to his great Patrons; to whom heeafily 
reconciled himielf , by making Them as merry with fbme 
Sharp Sayings of the Court^ and by performing more Sub- 
ftantial Offices for them. 

When, upon the Tryal of the Earl o£ Strafford, it was 
rcfolv'd to decline the Judgment of the Houfe of Peers, and 
to proceed by Bill of Attainder: and thereupon it was very 
unreaibnably Mov'd, " That the Bifhops might have no Vote 
**in the pamng that Ad of Parliament ; becauie they pre* 
*' tented it was to have their hand in Blood, which was a- 
''gainft an old Canon; This Bifliop, without communicating 
with any of his Brethren, very Frankly declared his opinion, 
"that they ought not to be prefent; and offer'd, not only ia 
his own Name, but for the reft of the Bifhops, "To with- 
"draw always when That bufinefs was enter'd upon : and fo 
betray 'd a Fundamental Right of the whole Order; to the 
great Prejudice of tlie King, and to the taking away the Life 
of that Perfon, who could not otherwife have Suffer'd. 

A K D ibortly after, when the King declared, that he nei*- 
ther would, nor could in Confcience, give his Royal Aflent 
to that AA of Attainder; when the Tumults came about th^ 
Court with Noife and Clamour for Jufticc ; the Lord Saj 
defired the King to Confer with his Bi/hops for tlie Satisfa- 
dion of his Confcience ; and defired him to fpeak with That 
Bifliop in the point. After much difcourfe together, and the 
King infifting upon many particulars, which might induce 
others to confent; but were known to Himfelf to be falfe; 
and therefore he could never in Confcience give his own con- 
tent to them; the Bifliop, as hath been mentioned before, 
amongft other Arguments, told him , " That he m.uft con- 
*^fider, that as he had a Private Capacity, and a Publick, 
"fo he had a Publick Confcience as well as a^Private ; that 
''though his Private Confcience, as a Man, would not per- 
"mit him to dc^an Aft contrary to his own Underftanding, 
"Judgment, and Con/cicnce; yet his Publick Confcience, as 
*'a King, which obliged him to do all things for the Good 
"of his People, and to preferve his Kingdom in Peace for 
"Himfelf and his Pofterity, would not only permit him to 
"do That, but even Oblige, and Require him. That he faw 
"in what Commotion the People were; that his own Life, 
"and tliat of the Queen's, and the Royal IfTue, might proba- 
*'Uy be Sacrificed to that Fury ; and it would be very ftrange, 
"if his Confcience fliould prefer the Life of one fingle Pri- 
"vate Perfon, how Innocent foever, before all thole other 
** Lives, and the Prefervation of the Kingdom. 

This 
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This was the argumentation of that unhappy Caliiift; 
who.truly, it may be, did believe himielf ; for towards the 
end of the War, and when the King's Power declined; he, 
being then an Arch-Bifliop, did in Perfon affift the Rebels to 
take a Caftle of the King's ; in which there was a Garrilbn, 
and which was taken by a long. Siege; becaufe he might 
thereby the better enjoy the Profits of his own Eftate, which 
lay thereabouts/ 

U p o N all thefc great Services He had perform'd for the 
Party, he grew every day more Imperious j and after the 
King thought it neceflary to make him Arch-Bifliop oiTurk^ 
which, as the time then was, could not qualify him to do 
more harm, and might potfibly difpofe, and oblige him to do 
Ibmegood; he carried him felffo Infolentlv, intheHoufe, 
and out of the Houfe, to all Perfbns, that ue became much 
more Odious Univerfally, than ever the other Arch-Bifliop 
had been ; having fiire more Enemies than He, and few or 
no Friends, of which the Other had abundance. And the 
great hatred of this Man's Perfon and Behaviour, 'was the 
greateft invitation to the Houfe of Commons fo irregularly 
.to revive that Bill to remove the Bi/hops, and was their 
chief encouragement to hope, that the Lords, who had re- 
jeded the Former, would now Pafs, and confent to this Se- 
cond Bill. 

This was one of the BiHiops, who was moft rudely treat- 
ed by the Rabble ; who gathered themfdves together about 
the Houfe of Peers, crving out, N$Bifhofs, N$ Bi/b^ps: and 
his PeHbn was aflaulted, and Robes torn from his bacic ; upon 
which, in very juft di/pleafure, he retum'd to his Houfe, the 
Deanery at Wejlminfter ; and fent for all the Bifhops, who 
were then in the Town ( it being within very few days of 
Cbriftmas) of which there were Twelve or Thirteen ; and, 
in much Pa/Eon, and with his natural Indignation, He pro- 
pofed as abfbluf eiy necef&ryj'That they might Unanimoufly, 
"and Prefendy prepare a Proteftation, to lend to the Houfe 
^'againft the Force that was uied upon Them ; and againft 
''all the Afts, which were, or 0iould be done during the 
" time that They Oiould by Force be kept from doing their 
''Duties in the Houfe. And immediately, having Pen and 
Ink ready, Himfelf prepared a Protclbtion ; which being 
read to tnem. They all apprqy'd ; Depending upon His great 
Experience in the Rules of the Houfe, where he had fate fb 
many Years, and in fome Parliaments in the place of Speaker, 
whilfl He was Keeper of the Great Seal ; and fo preiuming, 
that He could commit no errour in Matter of Form : and 
without further Communication, and Advice, which both 
the Importance of the SubjeA, and the Diftcoiper of the 
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time did require ; and that it might have been conHder'd 
as well what was Fit, as what was Right; without further 
delay, than what was necellary for the ^ir Writing ; and 
tngrofEng the Inftrument they had prepared ^ They all fet 
their hands to it. Then the Arcfa-Biihop went to White-Hal 
to the King, and pre/ented the Proteftation to him j it be- 
ing direded to his Majelly with an humble deGre, that He 
would fend it to the Houfe of Peers, Cnce They could not 
prefent it Themfelves ; and that He would command, that it 
/hould be entered into the Journal of the Houfe. His Majefty 
calling his Eye perfunftorily upon it, and believing it had 
been drawn by Mature Advice, no fooncr received it, than he 
delivered it to the Lord Keeper, who unfortunately happen'd 
to be likewife prefent, with his command that he fliould de- 
liver it to the Houfe as foon as it met ; which was to be 
within two hours after. The Petition contain'd thefe words. 

To the King's moft Excellent Majefy; and tbeLcrdSy andnsPttitum 
Peers new ajfembled in Parliament. ^/7ff^' 

"The humble Petition, and Proteftation of all the Bifliops, '^^ ^j^ 
*'and Prelates now called by his Majefty 's Writs to at-f/uni#/ 
''tend the Parliament, and prefent ^ho\xt L(mdm and 
''Weftminfter for that Service. 

"That, whereas the Petitioners were called nb by Se* 
" vend andRefpedive Writs, and under great Penalties toat- 
" tend in Parliament ; and have a clear and indubitable Right 
"to Vote in Bills, and other matters wliatfoever Debateable 
"in Parliament, by the ancient Cuftoms, Laws, and Statutes 
** of this Realm ; and ought to be Protefted by your Majefty, 
"quietly to attend, and profecute that great Service: 

"They humbly Remonftrate, and Proteft before God, 
*' Your Majefty, and the noble Lords and Peers now aflem- 
" bled in Parliament ; that as They have an indubitable Right 
*' to Sit, and Vote in the Houfe or Lords, fo are they (if they 
^*may be proteded from Force, and Violence) moft ready^ 
"ana willing to perform their Duties accordingly; and that 
"they do Abominate all Adions or opinions tending to Po- 
"pery, and the maintenance thereof; as alfo all Propenfion, 
"and Inclination to any Malignant Party, or any other Side, 
"or Party wliatfoever, to the which Their own Reafons, and 
"G>nfcience fhall move them to Adhere. 

"But, whereas They have been at feveral tiifaes, violent- 
"ly Menaced, Aflfronted, and Aflaulted by Multitudes of 
''People in their coming to perform their Services in that 
"Honourable Houfe ^ and lately Chafed away, and put in 
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"danger of their Lives, and can find no Redrefs, or Proce 
'^dion upon fundry Complaints made to both Houfes ii 
** Thefe particulars : 

"They likewife humbly Proteft before your Majefty, and 
" the noble Houfe of Peers j that, faving to themlelves al] 
** their Rights, and Intercfts of Sitting and Voting in That 
"Houfe at other times ; They dare not Sit or Vote in the 
"Houfe of Peers, until your Majefty (hall further fecure them 
"froAi all Affronts, Indignities, and Dangers in the premifes. 

"Lastly, whereas their fears are not built upon Fanta* 
**Ces, and Conceits, but upon fuch Grounds and Objefts, as 
"may well terrify Men of goodRefolutions, and much Con- 
**ftancy ; They do in all Duty and Humility Proteft, before 
"your Majefty, and the Peers of That moft Honourable 
*' Houfe or Parliament, againft all Laws, Orders, Votes, Rc- 
**folutions and Determinations, as in thcmfelves Null and of 
*'none effeft; which in their Abfence, fince the feven and 
"twentieth of this Inftant Month of December 1^41, have 
*' already pafled; as likewife againft all Such, as (hall hereafter 
** Pais in That moft Honourable Houfe, during the time of 
*' this their Forced and Violent Abfence from the faid moft 
*' Honourable Houfe ; not denying but if Their Abfenting 
** Thcmfelves were Wilful and Voluntary, That moft Ho- 
"nourable Houfe might proceed in all Thefe Premifes, Their 
•'Abfence, or this Their Proteftation notwlthftanding ; 

''And humbly Befeeching your moft excellent Majefty 
*' to command the^lerk of the Houfe of Peers to Enter this 
** Their Petition, and Proteftation amongft the Records: 

" They will ever Pray, &€.

It was great pity, that, though the Arch-Bi/hop's Paffion 
tranfported him, as it ufiially did; and his Authority impofed 
upon the reft, who had no afFedion to his Perfon, or reve- 
rence for his Wiidom ; his Majefty did not take a little time 
to confider of it, before he put it out of his Power to alter 
it, by putting it out of his hands. For it might eafily have 
been difcern'd by Thofe who were well acquainted with the 
Humour, as well as the Temper of both Houfes, that feme 
Advantage, and ill Ufe would have been made of fbme Ex- 
preflions contained in it ; and that it could produce no good 
^ficft. But the fame Motive and Apprehenfion^ that had 
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precipitated the Bifhops to fo hafty a Refolution (which was, 
that the Houfc of Peers would Jiave made that ufe of the 
Bilhops being kept from the Houfe, that they would in that 
time have paffcd the Bill it felf for taking away their Votes) 
had its effc<as likewife with the King; who had the fame 
imagination, and therefore would lole no time in the tranf- 
miffion of it to the Houfe, Whereas it is more probable the 
Lords would never have made ufe of that very Scafon, whillt 
the Tumults ftill continued, for the Parting an Ad of that 
^importance; and the Scandal, if not Invalidity of it, would 
have been an Unanfwerable ground for the King to have re- 
fafed his Royal Aflent to it. 

Ass CON as this Proteftation, which, no doubt, in th? 
time before theHoufe was to meet, had been communicated 
to Thole who were prepar'd to Ipeak upon it, was delivered 
by the Lord Keeper with his Majefty's Command, and 
read; the Governing Lords manifclted a great Satisfadion 
in it; Some of them faying, "That there wzsDigitfis Dei to 
" bring That to pafs. Which they could not Gtherwife have 
"compaflcd; and without ever Declaring any Judgment or 
Opinion of their own upon it, which they ought to have done, 
the matter only having relation to themfelvcs, and con- 
cerning their own Members; they lent to defire a Confe- 
rence prefently with the Houfe of Commons, upon a 1^"^" Si'wI!7f'rfV- 
nefe or Importance; and, at the Conference, only read, and uvtn'yy^ 
delivered the Proteftation of the Biftiops to them ; which, J*^ ^^^ JJ. 
the Lord Keeper told them, he had receiv'd from the King's o»«wj I* 
own Hand, with a Command to prefent it to the Houfe of * •»/'^«f*- 
Peers. The Houfe of Commons took very little time to con- 
fiderofthe matter; but, within half an hour, they fent up n* cwm 
to the Lords; and, without further Examination, accufed JJ*"J,^^/* 
them all who had Subfcribed the Proteftation, of High Trea- th4t pub- 
fon; and, by this means, they were all, the whole Twelve ^^j^bTrw-*'^ 
of them, committed to Prifon; and remained in the Tower /5ii,4»i 7*0 
till the Bill for the putting them out of the Houfe was Pafs'd, J^'*"",*^"* 
which was not till many Months after. r#»rr. 

When the Paflion, Rage, and Fury of this time fliall be 
forgotten, and Pofterity fhall find, amongft the Records of 
the Supream Court of Judicature, fb many Orders, and Refb- 
lutions in vindication of the Liberty of the Subjcd againft the 
Imprifoningof any man, though by the King Himfelf, with- 
out afligning fuch a Crime as the Law hath dctermin'd to be 
worthy of Imprifonmcnt ; and in the fame Year, by this high 
Court, ftiall hnd Twelve Bifhops, Members of This Court, 
committed to Prifon for High Treafon, for the Pre/enting 
This Proteftation; Men will furely wonder at the Spirit of 
that Reformation : and even that Claufe of Declaring all Ads 
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Null, which had been, or fhould be done in their Abfence, 
in defence of which no man Then darft open his Mouthy 
will be thought good Law, and good Logickj not that the 
Prefence of the Biftiops in that time was fb Eflential, that no 
Ad ftiould Pafs without Them; which had given them a 
Voice, upon the matter, as negative as the King's ; and Them- 
felves, in their Inftrument, Difclaimed the leaft Pretence to 
fuch a qualification; but becaufc a Violence offer 'd to the 
Freedom of any One Member, is a Violation to all the Reft : 
as if a Council confift of Threefcore, and the door to that 
Council be kept by Armed men, and all Such, whole Opini- 
ons arc not liked, kept out by force; no doubt the Freedom 
of Thofe Within is infringed, and all Their Ads as Void 
and Null, as if they were Locked in^ and kept without meat 
till they alter'd their Judgments. 

And therefore you fliall find in the Journals of the moft 
Sober Parliaments, that, upon any eminent Breach of Their 
Privileges, as always upon the Commitment of any Mem- 
ber for any thing Said or Done in the Houfe, fbmetimes upon 
lefs occafions, that Houfe, which apprehended the Trefpafs, 
would fit mute, without debating, or handling any bufineis, 
and then Adjourn; and this hath been pradiled many days 
together, till they had Redrefs or Reparation. And their 
Reafon was, beaufe their Body was Lame ; and what was 
befellen One Member, threaten'd the Reft; and the conle- 
quence of one Ad might extend it felf to many other, which 
were not in view; and this made their Privileges of fo ten- 
der, and nice a temper, that they were not to be Touched, 
or in the leaft degree Trenched upon ; and therefore that 
in fo apparent an Ad of Violence, where it is not more dear 
that they were committed to Prifon, than that they durft 
not then Sit in the Houfe, and when it was Lawful in the 
Houfe of Peers for every diflenter in the moft Trivial Debate, 
to enter his Proteftationagainft that (enfe he liked not,though 
he were finglc in his opinion; That it fliould not be Law- 
ful for Thofe who could not Enter it Themfelvcs, to Pre- 
fent this Protcftation to the King, to whom they were ac- 
countable under a Penalty for their Abfence; ana unlawfiil 
to that degree, that it ftiould render them culpable of High 
Treafon; and fo forfeit their Honour, their Lives, their For- 
tunes, expofe their Names to perpetual Infamy, and their 
Wives and Children to Penury and want of Bread; will be 
looked upon as a Determination of that Injuftice, Impiety, 
and Horrour as could nor be believ'd without thofe deep 
Marks, and Prints of Confufion that followed, and attended 
That Refolution, 
And yet the Indifcrction of Thofe Bilhops, Twayed by 
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the Pride, and Paflion of that Arch-Bi/hop, in applying, that 
Remedy at a time, when they faw, all Forms and Rules of 
Judgment impetuoufly declined ; and the power of their Ad- 
verfaries fo great, that the Laws themfelvcs liibmitted to their 
Oppreffion; that They fliould, in fuch a Storm, when the 
bcft Pilot was at his prayers, and the Card, and Compafs loft, 
without the advice of one Mariner, put thcmfelves in fuch a 
Cockboat, and to be fevered from the good Ship, gave that 
Scandal and Offence to all thofe who pafEonately dcfired to 
preferve their Funftion, that they had no compaffion, or re- 
gard of their Perfbns, or what became of them; inlbmuch 
as in the whole Debate in the Houfe of Commons, there 
was only one Gentleman, who fpoke in their behalfs, and laid, 
**He did not believe they were guilty of High Treafon, but 
" that they were Stark Mad; and therefore deiired they might 
"be fcnt to Bedlam. 

This high, and extravagant way of proceeding brought 
no Prejudice to the King; and though it made their Tribu- 
nal more terrible to Men who laboured under any Guilt, yet 
it exceedingly Icflened the Reverence and Veneration, that 
formerly had been entertained for Parliaments: and this laft 
Accufation, and Commitment of fo many Biftiops at Once, 
was looked upon by all Sober men with Indignation. For 
whatever Indifcretion might be in the thing it felf, though 
fome Expreffions in the matter might be Unskilful and Un- 
warrantable, and the Form of prefenting and tranfmitting it. 
Irregular and Unjuftifiablc (for all which the Houfe of Peers 
might punifh their Own Members, according to their difcre- 
tion) yet every Man knew there could be no Treafon in it; 
and therefore the end of their Commitment, and the ufe all 
men law would be made of it, made it the more Odious; and 
the Members who were abfent from both Houles, which 
were Three parts of Four, and many of thofe who had been 
prcfent. Abhorred the Proceedings; and attended the Houfes 
more diligently; fo that the Angry Party, who were no more 
treated with, to abate their Fury, would have been compel- 
led to have given over all their Dedgns for the Alteration of 
the Government both in Church, and State; if the Volatile, 
and Unquiet Spirit of the Lord Digbj had not prevail'd with 
the King, contrary to his Refolution, to have given Them 
fome New Advantage; and to depart from his purpofe of do- 
ing nothing without very ipaturc Deliberation, 

Though S' IVtBiam Balfour, who is already mentioned, 
had, from the beginning of this Parliament, forgot all his 
Obligations to the King; and had made himfelf very Gracious 
to thofe people, whofe glory it was to be thought Enemies to 
the Court; and, whilft the Earl of Strafford was his Pri- 
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foner, did many Offices not becoming the Truft he had from 
the King, and contributed much to the Jealoufy, which that 
Party had of his Majefty ^ upon which there had been a Jong 
rcfblution to remove him from that Charge i but to do it with 
his own Confcnt, that there might be no manifeftation of 
Difplcafurej yet it was a very unfeafonablc Conjundlurc, 
which was taken to execute it in ; and this whole Tranf- 
aftion was fo Iccrctly carried, that there was neither notice 
nor fupicicion of it, till it was heard, that S' Thomas Lunsford 
was Sworn Lieutenant of the Tower ; a Man, who, though of 
an ancient Family in SuffeXy was of a very fmall, and decayed 
Fortune, and of no good Education; having been few years 
before compcU'd to flie the Kingdom, to avoid the hand of 
Jufticc for lomc riotous Mifdcmeanour ; by reafon whereof,hc 
Ipcnt fomc time in the fervice of the King of France, where he 
got the reputation of a Man of Courage, and a good Officer 
of Foot; and in the beginning of the Troubles here, had feme 
Command in the King's Army; but fo much inferior to 
many others, and was (o little known, except uiK>h thedifed- 
vantage of an ill Charader, that, in the moft Dutiful timc^ 
the Promotion would have appeared very ungrateful. He was 
utterly a Stranger to the King, and therefore it was quickly, 
undcrllood to proceed from the Single elcdion of the Lord 
Digbj, to whom he was likewiie very little known; who had 
in truth dcfign'd that Office to his Brother S' Lewis Dives, 
againft whom there could have been no exception, but Jiis 
Relation : but He being not at that time in Town, and the 
other having fome fecret Reafon to fill that place in the In- 
ftant, with a man who might be trufted; he fuddainly refolv'd 
upon this Gentleman, as on^r who would be Faithful to him 
for the obligation, and execute any thing he /hould defire, or 
direft; which was a reafon he might cafily have forefcen 
would provoke more powerful Oppofition; which errour, as 
is {aid before, was repair'd by the fuddain change, and put- 
ting in S^Jobn Bjram though it gave little fatisfeAion, and 
the left, by realbn of another more inconvenient Adion, 
which chang*d the whole Face of Affairs, and caufcd This to 
The ^fr»r-be more reflci^ed upon. 

HCT^iri^ I N the Afternoon of a day when the two Houfes iate, Her- 
cnfiiim tktbert the King's Atturney inform'd the Houfe of Peers, that 
"TiVC ^^ ^^ fomewhat to fay to them from the King; and there- 
urd Kim- upon, having a Paper in his hand, he /aid, that the King com- 
^^'^^'•"^manded him to accufe the Lord Kimhlton, a Member of that 
i^rs •ptbc Houfe, and five Gentlemen, who were all Members of the 
ZmmoL ,rHoufe of Commons, of High Trcafon; and that his Majefty 
Bf^h*T^ had himfelf delivcr'd him in Writing icvcral Articles, upon 
fi"' which he accufod them^ and he read in a Paper thcfe enfuing 
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Articles, by which the Lord Kimbolton^ Denzil HoUls, S' Ar- 
thur Haflnigy M' Pjm, Mj Hambden^ and M' Strode, ftood 
Accufed of High Trcafon, for Comfpiring againft the King 
and the Pariiamcnt. 

Articles of High Treafon, and other Mifdemeanours ^ againft ''^^^^^ 
the Lord Kimbolton, Mr Pym, John Hambdcn, Denzil 'tbemf 
Hollis, Sr Arthur Haflerig, and William Strode Mem- 
hers of the Houfe of Commons. 

1. "That They have Traitcroiifly endeavour'd to Sub- 
**vert the Fundamental Laws, and Government of this King- 
*'domj and deprive the King of his Regal Power; and to 
"place on his Subjects an Arbitrary, and Tyrannical Power, 

2. "That They have cndeavour'd, by many foul Afper- 
" (ions upon hisMajefty, and his Government, to alienate the 
" AfFedions of his People, and to make his Majefty odious 
"to Them. 

3. "That They have endeavoured to draw his Majefty '$ 
**Iate Army to difobedience to his Majefty 's Command, and 
"to Side with Them in their Traiterous Defign. 

4. "That They have Traiteroully invited, and encou- 
" raged a Forreign Power to invade his Majefty 's Kingdom 
" of England. 

y. "That They have Traiteroufly endeavoured to Sub- 
"vert the very flights and Beings of Parliament. 

6. "That, for the compleating of their Traiterous de- 
" figns. They have endeavour'd, as far as in Them lay, by 
"Force and Terrour to compel the Parliament to joyn witn 
"them in their Traiterous defigns, and to that end, have 
" Aftually raifed, and countenanced Tumults againft the King 
" and Parliament. 

7. "That They have Traiteroufly confpired to Levy, 
*'and Adually have Levied \yar againft the King. 

The Houfe of Peers was fomewhat appaird at this Ala-^ 
rum; but took time to confidcr of it, till the next day, that; 
they might fee how their Mafters the Commons would be- 
have themfelves; the Lord Kimbolton being prcfcnt in the 
Houfe, and making great profeflions of his Innocence; and 
no Lord being fb hardy to prels for his Commitment on thq 
behalf of the King. 

At the fame time, a Serjeant at Arms demanded to b? jtStrje^nt 
heard at the Houfe of Commons from the King; and ^^^'^^Z^^^^l^ 
fent for to the Bar, demanded the Pcrfons of five of their JwMe»ir/.r, 
Members to be deliver'd to him in his Majefty 's Name, his 'V^^^^^Jl 
K^ajel^y having accufed them of High Treafon, But the Com- * 
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mons were not much furprized with the Accident ; for befidcs 
that they quickly knew what had paflcd with the Lords, fomc 
Servants of the King, by efpccial Warrant, had vifitcd the 
Lodgings of fome of the Accufcd Members, and Sealed up 
their Saidies and Trunks ^ upon information whereof, be- 
fore that Serjeant came to the Houfe, or Publick notice was 
taken of the Accufation, an order was made by the Commons ; 
"That if any Perfonwhatfbever/houldcome to the Lodgings 
"of any Member of that Houfe, and there offer to Seal the 
"Doors, Trunks, or Papers of fuch Members, or to Seize 
"upon their Perlbnss that then fuch Member fliould require 
**the aid of the next Conftable, to keep fuch Pcrfons in fafe 
"Cuftody, till the Houfe fliould give further Order: that if 
*' any Perfbn whatfbever fliould offer to Arreft or Detain any 
" Member of that Houic, without firft acquainting that Houle 
*' thercwith,and receiving furtTicr Order from thence; it fhould 
*^be lawful for fuch Member to ftand upon his Guard, and 
" make Refiftance, and for any Perfon to afEft him, accord- 
"ing to the Proteftation taken to defend the Privileges of 
"Parliament. Andfo, when the Serjeant had deliver'd his 
Meffage, he was no more call'd in ; but a MefTage fent to the 
King, " That the Members fhould be forth coming aflbon as 
**a Legal Charge fliould be preferred againft them; and fb 
the Houle Adjourn'd till the next day, every one of the Ac- 
cufed Perlbns taking a Copy of that Order, which was made 
for their Security, 
^'/'^"^e *r H E next dav in the Afternoon, the King, attended only 
///«/iV ' by his own ufual Guard, and fome few Gentlemen, who put 
^•T""' . thcmfelves into their company in the way, came to the Houfe 
thn^^ of Commons ; and commanding all his Attendants to wait 
at the Door, and give offence to No Man; Himfclf^ with 
his Nephew, the Prince Eledor, went into the Houfc, to the 
great amazement of all : and the Speaker leaving the Chair, 
the King went into it; and told the Houfe, "He was forty 
*'for thatoccafion of coming to them; that yefterday he haa 
"fent his Serjeant at Arms to Apprehend fome, that, by his 
** command, were Accufed of High Treafon; whereunto he 
" expefted Obedience, but inftead thereof he had receiv'd a 
" Meflage. He declar'd to them, that no King of England had 
"been ever, or fliould be more careful to maintain their Pri- 
*'vileges, than He would be; but that in Cafes of Treafon 
"no Man had privilege; and therefore he came to fee if 
"any of thofe Pcrfons, whom he had Accufod, were There; 
" for he was refolv'd to have them, whercfoever he fliould 
" find them : end looking then about, and asking the Speaker 
" whether they were in the Houfe, and he making no anfwer, 
"be laid, he pcrceiv'd the Birds were all Flown, but expefted 
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^*they fiiould be fent to him,a(roon as they rcturn'd thither i 
** and aflfiir'd them on the Word of a King, that he never in- 
"tended any Force, but would proceed againft them in a fair 
*'and legal Way; and fo return d to White- Hall. 

Thb Accufed Perfbns, upon information and intelligence 
what his Majeily intended to do, how fccretly foever it was 
carried at Court, having withdrawn from the Houfe about 
half an hour before the King came thither ; the Houfe in 
great diforder, aflbon as the King was gone, Adjourn'd till 
the next day in the Afternoon ; the Lords being in {b great 
appreheniion upon notice of the King's being at the Houfe 
of Commons, that the Earl ofEJfex exprefTcd a tender fcnfc 
he had of the inconveniences which were like to enfue thofe 
Divifions ; and mov'd, *' That the Houfe of Peers, as a work 
**very proper for them, would interpofc between the King 
"ana his People; and Mediate to his Majefty on the behalf 
*'of the Perfbns Acculed; for which He was reprehended by 
his Friends, and afterwards Laughed at himlclf, when he 
found how much a ftronger Defence they had, than the befl: 
Mediation could prove on Their behalf. 

How fecretly ibever this Affair was carried, it was evident 
that the King's Refolution of coming to the Houfe had been 
difcover'd, by the Members withdrawing themfelves, and by 
a Compofednefs, which appear'd in the Countenances of ma-» 
ny, who ufed to be difturoed at le(s Surprizing Occurrences; 
and though the purpofe of accufing the Members was only 
confulted between the King and the Lord Digbj ; yet it was 
generally bcliev'd, that the King's purpofe ot going to the 
Houfe, was communicated to William Murray of the Bed- 
chamber, with whom the Lord Digh had great Friendfliip ; 
and that it was difeover'd by him. And that Lord, who had 
promifed the King to move the Houfe for the Commitment 
of the Lord Kimbolton^ affoon as the Atturney General ftiould 
have accufed him (which if he had done would probably have 
raifed a very hot Difpute in the Houfe, where many would 
have joyn*d with him) never fpoke the leaft word ; but, on 
the contrary, feem'd the moft lurprized, and perplexed with 
the Atturney's Impeachment; and fitting at that time next: 
the Lord KimMton, with whom he pretended to live with 
much Friendfliip, he whifper'd him in the Ear with fome com- 
motion ( as he had a rare talent in Diflimulation ) *^ That 
** the King was very Mifchievoufly advifcd ; and that it fliould 
**go very hard, but he would know, whence that Counfcl 
** proceeded; in order to which, and to prevent further Mif- 
*' chief, he would go immediately to ms Majefty; and fa 
w^nt out of the Houfe. 

Whereas He was the only Perfein who gave the Coun- 
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fel, named the Perfons, and particularly the Lord Kimbalton 
(agdinft whon) lefs could be laid, than againft many others, 
and who was more gcrerally bclov'd) and undertook to 
prove that the faid hoxA. Kimbolton told the Rabble, when 
they were about the Parliament Houfe, that they ftiould go to 
White-Hull. When he found the illSuccefs of the Impciich- 
mcnt in both Houfes, and how unfatisficd all were witJi the 
proceeding, he advilcd the King the next Morning to go to 
the Gtiild'Hally and to inform the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
Grounds of his Proceedings; which will be mention 'd anon. 
And that People miglit not believe, that there was any dc- 
jeAion of mind, or forrow for what was done ; the fameNight, 
the fame Council caufed a Proclamation to be prepared for 
the Hopping the Ports ; that the Accufed Perfons might not 
efcape out of the Kingdom; and to forbid all Perfons to re- 
ceive, and harbour them; when it was well known, that they 
were all together in a Houfc in the City, without any fear of 
their Security. And all this was done without the leaft com- 
munication with any body, but the Lord D'igbjj who advifcd 
it; and it is very true, was fo willing to take thcutmott ha- 
zard upon himielf ; that he did offer the King, when he knew 
in what Houfe they were together, with a feled company of 
Gentlemen, who would accompany him, ^\iztco( Sl^ Tbomds 
Lunsford was one, to Seize upon them, and bring them away 
Alive, or leave them Dead in the place: but the King liked 
not fuch Enterprizes. 
Thi Pirfins That Nignt, the Perfons Accufed remov'd themfelves 
Z^I^T into their Strong-Hold, the City : not that they durft not 
ibtcitj. venture themfelves at their old Lodgings, for no Man would 
have prefumcd to trouble them, but that the City might fee, 
that they relied upon that Place for a Sanduary of their Pri- 
vileges againfl Violence and Oppreflion ; and fo might put 
on an early Concernment for them. And they were not dif- 
appointed ; for in fpight of all the Lord Mayor could do to 
compofe their Diftempers (who, like a very Wife and Stout 
Magiflrate, befWrr'd himfelf J the City was that whole Night 
in Arms; fome People, defign'd to that purpofe, running 
from one Gate to another, and crying out, "That theCavdliers 
**were coming to fire the City ; and fome faying, "That the 
"King himfelf was in the head of them. 
T^t Kjnx The next Morning, the King being informed of much 
ov^'.'l'i^'ibat had pafl'ed that Night, according to the Advice he had 
jpe^i; f tbi received, fent to the Lord Mayor to call a Common Council 
Citixju. imn^cdiately ; and, about ten of the Clock, himfelf, attended 
only by three or four Lords, went to the Guild-Hdil; and in 
the Room, where the People were afTemhled, told them, 
**Hc was very fbrry to hear of the Apprehcnfions, they had 
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** entertaln'd of Danger ^ that He was to come to Them , 
** to flijfw how much he relied upon their AfFedions for hi^ 
** Security, and Guard, having brought no other with himi 
** that he had accufcd certain Men pf High Trcafbn, againft 
** whom he would proceed in a Legal way ; and therefore 
^ he prcliim'd they would not fhelter them ip the City. And 
ufing many other very Gracious Exprcflions of his value for 
them, and telling one of the Sheriffs (who was of the Two 
thought lefs inclin'd to his Service) "Th^t he would Dine 
**with him, he departed without that Applaulb and Cheat- 
fulnefs, which lie might have expeded from the extraordinary 
Grace he vouchfafed to them. And in his paflTagc through 
the City, the Rude People flock'd together, and cry'd outj^ 
frmlegc of Parliament y Privilege pf Parliament -^ C)me of thetpj| 
preffing very near his own Coach, and amongft the reft one 
calling out with a very loud Voice, To jour Tents O IfraeL 
However, the King, though much Mortified, continued his 
Refblution, taking little notice of the Diftempcrs; and, hav- 
ing Dined at the Sheriff*'s, returned in the Afternoon to M^/V^- 
jflall i and publifli'd the next day, a Proclamation, for the 
Apprehenfion of all Thofe, whom he had accufcd of High 
Treafbn, forbidding any perfon to Harbour them ; the Arti- 
des of their Charge being likewife Printed, and difperfcd. 

When the Houie of Commons next met, none of the 

Accufed Members appearing. They had Friends enough, who 

were well inftruded to aggravate the late proceedings, and 

to put the Houfe into a Thouland Jealoufies, and Apprehen- 

fions, and every flight Circumftance carried weight enough in 

it to difturb their Minds. They took very little notice of the 

Accuiing the Members ; but the King's coming to the Houfe, 

which had been Never known before, and Declaring, "That 

**he would take Them, whereever he Found Them, was an 

Evidence, that he meant Himfelf to have brought a Force 

into the Houfe to Apprehend them, if they had been there; 

and was look'd upon as the highcft Breach of Privilege, that 

could poffibly be imagined. They who fpoke moft P^iRon- 

ately, and probably meant asMalicioufly, bchav'd thcmfclvcs 

with Modefty, and feem'd only concern'd in what concern'd 

them All; and concluded, after nrfany Lamentations, "That 

"they did not think themfelves Safe in that Houfe, till the 

" Minds of Men were better Compofed ; that the City was 

**full of Apprehenfions, and was very Zealous for their Sc- 

"curity J and therefore wifli'd that they mipht Adjourn the 

** Parliament to meet in feme place in the City. But that 

was found not Pradicable ; fince it was not in their owq 

Power to do it, without the Confent of the Peers, and the 

Concurrence of the King 5 who were Both like rather to 
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n* »»/j«/choofe a place more diftant from the City. So, with more 
^HITf^x ^^^'f?"* ^" the end they concluded, "That the Houfe fliould 
themfeivts " Adjoum It fclf for two or three days, and name a Com- 
Z/lZmM *' mittce, who fliould fit both Morning and Afternoon in the 
*a»»i>/*#"City ; and All Who came to have Voices : and Merchant- 
^A^fiirAf faylors'Hall was appointed for the place of their meeting; 
They who ferv'd for London^ undertaking, *' That it /hould 
*'be ready againft the next Morning: no Man oppofing or 
contradiding any thing that was faid ; They, who formerly 
uicd to appear for all the Rights and Authority which be- 
longed to tiie King, not knowing what to fay, between Grief 
and Anger, that the Violent Party had by thefe late unskilful 
adions of the Court, gotten great Advantage, and recover 'd 
new Spirits : and the Three Perfons before named, without 
whofe Privity the King had promifed that he would enter 
upon no G)unfel, were to mucn difpleafed and dejeded, that 
they were inclined, never more to take upon them the Care 
of any thing to be tranfaded in the Houfe; finding already, 
that they could not avoid being look'd upon as the Authors 
of thofc Counfcls, to which they were fo abfblute Strangers, 
and which they fo perfedly Detefted. 

A N D in truth. They had then withdrawn themfelves from 

appearing often in the Houfe, but upon the abftraded con- 

fidteration of their Duty and Confcience, and of the prefect 

ill condition the King was in -, who likewife felt within him* 

fcif the Trouble and Agony, which ufually attends Generous 

and Magnanimous Minds upon their having committed £r* 

rors, which expofe them to Cenfure, and to Damage. In 

fine, the Houfe of Commons Adjourn'd for fome days, to 

confult with their Friends in the City ; and the Houfe of 

The urdt Lords held fb good Correfpondence with them, that they 

ww#t ^'^^w^^^ Adjourn'd to the fame days they knew, by fome In- 

^thTp^*^ teliigence, the Commons intended to meet again* But the 

^'«7'' Lords made no Committee to fit in the City. 

TheTrMf- When the Committee met the next morning at Mer- 

thJ'citm^ (^hdnt'TajhrS'Hdlt, where All who came were to have Voices ; 

p^ittet in and whither All did come at firft, out of Curiofity to obfervc 

r** cisj. ^jj^^ Method they meant to proceed in, rather than Expeda- 

tion that they fliould be able to do any Good there; they 

found a Guard ready to attend them, or Subftantial Citizens 

in Arms, ^nd a Committee from the Common Council, to bid 

them Welcome into the City ; and to AfTure them, *'Tlut the 

" City would take Care, That they, and all their Members 

** fliould be Secured from Violence ; and to that purpofe had 

" appointed That Guard to attend them, which /hould be al- 

" wavs Relieved twice a day, if they refolv'd to fit Morning 

**ana Aftcrnoop: ^ad acqu^ntcd tbcm furij\cr, "That th^ 
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''Common Council, in contemplacion that they might fland 
""in want of any thing, had likcwifc appointed a G)mmittcc 
''•^f fb many Aldermen, and fuch a number of the Common 
*'G>iinci], which fliould meet always at a place named, at 
" ihofe Hours, which that Committee fliould appoint to meet 
'^ at; to the end, that if any thing were to be required of the 
''Ciry, they might ftill know their Pleafurc, and take Care 
''that it fhouid be Obey'd. Thus thev had provided for fuch 
i mutual Communication and Confederacy, that they might 
I liire always to be of one Mind, and the One to help the 
Odier in the profccution of thofe Defigns and Expedients, 
■ iiich they (hould find neceflary to their Common end: the 
Committee of the City confiftiqg of the moft Eminent Pcr- 
ins. Aldermen and others, for their difaffedtion to the Go- 
nent of Church and State. 

At their firft Sitting, the Committee begun with the 
ftiting the Manner of the King's coming to the Houfe, and all 
ic did there; the feveral Members mentioning all that they 
^ould take upon them to remember of his Majcfty's Doing 
o: Speaking, both as he came to the Houfe, and after he 
*as there ; fbmc of them being walking in WeftmlnJler-HaU 
Y hen the King walk'd through, and fb came to the Houfe 
Yith him, or near him ; others reporting, what they heard 
1' tne of the Great Men, who attended his Majcfty, fay, as 
LScy pailed by : every idle word having it's Commentary ; 
and the Perfons, whoever were named, being appointed to 
attend, they having Power given them to fend for all Perfons, 
and to Examine them touching that Affair. Nor had any Man 
the Courage to refufe to Obey their Summons j fo that all 
thofc of the King's Servants, who were fent for, appeared 
pundually at the hour that was afEgn'd them ; and were Ex- 
amined upon all queftions, which any one of the Committee 
vould propofe to them, whereof many were very Imperti- 
nent, and of little refped to the King. 

It was very well known where the Accufcd Perfons were, 
all together in one Houfe in Coleman-Street, near the place 
where the Committee Sate; and whither Perfons truftedpafs'd 
to and fro to communicate, and receive Directions ; but it 
vis not Scafonable for them yet to appear in Publick, and to 
come and Sit with the Committee, or to own the believing, 
that ihcy thought themfelves fafe from the Violence, and the • 
Ailaults of the Court ; the Power whereof they exceedingly 
contcmn'd, whllft they fcem'd to apprehend it; nor was it 
yet time to Model in what manner their Friends in the City 
aod the Country, /hould appear concern 'd for them; in pre- 
paring whereof no time was loft. 

Against the day the Houfe was to meet, the firft Adt- 

journment; 
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journment not tcing for above two or three days, the Com- 
mittee had prcpar'd Matter enough for a Report ; a Relation 
of all they had difcovcr'd upon their Examinations, and fuch 
Votes, as they thought fit to offer upon the breach of their 
Privilege ; that they might thereby difcover the Affeftions 
of the Houfe, of which they could not yet take any meafure^ 
feeing there had been no Debate fince thofe Accidents, which 
could difcover the general Temper ; which they well enough 
knew, was not before to their Advantage, In tne mean time, 
they ufed all the ways they could to Afperfe thofe, who ufed 
to Oppofc them, as the Contrivers of the late Proceedings ; 
and were willing they fhould know it^ which they imagined, 
would rettrain them fronj taking the fam^ Liberty they had 
ufed to do. 
votts9fth» And fo at their meeting in the Houfe, upon the Report 
ciwrn/^ of the Committee, they declar'd, "That the King's coming 
^m tbe'ir « to thc Houfe, and I>emanding the Perfons of Divers Mem- 
•^.Tr'**^ ''hers thereof to be deliver'd unto Him, was a high Breach 
''of the Rights and Privileges of Parliament; and incon- 
^'fiftent with the Liberty and Freedom thereof; and there- 
" fore that they could not with the Safety of their own Per- 
"fons, or the Indemnity of the Rights and Privileges ofPar- 
''liament, Sit there any longer, without a full Vindication 
*'of fo high a Breach, and a fufficient Guard, wherein they 
" might Confide; and for that Reafon, did Order, that their 
" Houfe ftiould be ag^in Adjourn'd for four days ; and that 
"the Committee rtiould meet in the (ame place, to Confider 
" and Rcfolvc of all things, that might concern the Good and 
"Safety of the City, and the Kingdom; and particularly, 
"How their Privileges might be Vindicated, and their Per- 
"fons Secur'd ; and /hould have Power to Confult and Ad- 
"vife with any Perfon, or Perfons, touching the Premifes* 
And, this Order and Declaration being made, they Ad- 
journ'd: the laft Claule being intended to bring their Mcm- 
Ders to them. 

At the meeting of the Houfe, the Committee had in- 
formed them, Firil of the great Civilities, they had rccciv'd 
from the City in all the particulars, that they might have 
Order to return the Thanks of the Whole Houfe, which they 
cafily obtain'd ; and, at their return, they took more Exami- 
nations than they had formerly; by which they made a 
fiiller Relation of the King's coming to the Houfe, and his 
Carriage and Words there. And becaufe it was vifible to 
all Men, that the King was fb far from bringing any Force 
with Him, which they defir'd it fliould be believ'd he had 
brought, that he had only his Guard of Halberdiers, and 
fewer of them^ thaa ufed to go with Him on any ordinary 
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Motion ; and that fewer of his Gentlemen Servants were 
Then with him, than ufually attended him, when he went 
but to walk In the Park^ and had only their little Swords^ 
they were very pundual in mentioning any Light or Loofe 
Words, which had fallen from any Man, that it might be 
believ'd, that there was more in the Matter. As they care- 
fully inserted in their Relation, that one of the Waiters, as 
he walked very near his Majefty through the Hall, faid, *'He 
" had a good Piilol in his Pockety and that Another, as they 
were walking up the Stairs towards the Houfe of Commons, 
called out. Fall on; from which they would have it beUev'd, 
that there had been very Bioody intentions. 

Then Thev proposed fome Votes to be oflfer'd to the 
Houfe, in whicn they Voted "The Relation, which was made, 
" to be true ; and thereupon , that the King's Coming to 
" the Houfe was the highelt Breach of the Privilege of Parlia- 
"ment, that could be madej and that the Arrefting, or en- 
"deavouring to Arreft, any Men^r of Parliament was a high 
"Breach of their Privilege; and that the Perfbn, who was io 
** Arretted, might lawfully Rcfcue, and Redeem himfelf ; and 
''that all, who were prefent, and faw the Privilege of Parlia- 
" ment fb Violated, might, and ought to Aflift the injured 
'^ Perfbn in his Defence, and to procure his Liberty with 
"Force. And thefe Votes the Houfe Confirmed, when they 
were Reported* Though, in the Debate, it was told them, 
"That thev mufl take heed, that they did not out of Tcnder- 
"nefs of tneir Privileges, which was, and muft be very pre- 
" cious to every Man, extend it further, than the Law would 
"fuffer it to be extended : that the Houfe had always beca 
"very fevere upon the Breach of any of their Privileges, and 
"in the Vindicating thofe Members, who are injur'di but 
"that the difpofing men to make Themfelves Judges, and to 
"Refcue themfelves or others, might be of evil Confequence, 
*'and produce ill EfFedsj at leafl if it fliould fallout to be, 
"that the Perfons were Arrefled for Treafon, or Felony, or 
"Breach of the Peace; in either of which Cafes, there could 
" be no Privilege of Parliament. This, though a Known 
"Truth to any, who knew any thing of the Law, was received 
with Noife and Clamour, and with wonderful evidence of 
Diflike, and fome faint Contradidions, "That noSuch thing 
"ought to be done, whilft a Parliament was Sitting: and 
then, falling upon the late Adion of the King, and the Me- 
rit of thofe Perfons, and without much Contradidion, which 
^as found to be ungrateful, the Houfe Confirm'd all that the 
Committee had Voted ; and then Adjoum'd again for fome- 
days, and Order 'd the Comitiittee to meet again in the City ; 
Vbich they did Morning and Afternoon ^ and prepared other 
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Votes of a brighter Allay, and more in the face of the King^ 
and the Law, every day adding to the Fury and Fiercenefs oi 
the precedent. The Houfe met and Sate, only to C>nfirm 
the Votes which were pafs'd by the Committee, and to pro- 
fccute fuch Matters, as were by Concert brought to them, by 
Petition from the City ; which was ready to Advance any 
thing, they were direded ; and fo whilft the Members yet 
kept theralclvcs Concealed, many particulars of great Impor- 
tance were tranfadcd in thofe /hort Sittings of the Houfe. 

The King about this time, having found the Inconve- 
nience and Mifchief to himfclf of having no Servant of In- 
tereft and Reputation, and who took his bufinefs to Heart, in 
the Houfe ot Commons, had made the Lord Falkland and 
S' ^ohn Colepepper, botli Members of that Houfe, and of un- 
blemiflied Reputations and confefled Abilities, of his Privy- 
. Council ; and the one, the Lord Falkland, his Principal Se- 
cretary of State, and S' John Colepepper, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; as is faid before. And fb, having now gotten 
two Counfellors about him, who durftTruft one another, and 
who were Both fit to be Trufted by Him, which he had been 
without above a Year paft, to His, and the Kingdom's irre- 
parable Difadvantage; He thought fit to Publifli a Declara- 
tion to all his Subjeds, in Anfwer to the Remonftrance, he 
had lately receiv'd. from the Houfe of Commons, and was 
difpers'd throughout the Kingdom. In which, without the 
leaft fliarpnefs or return of the Language he had receiv'd ; 
iheKing^i he took notice " Of the Fears, and Jcaloufies (for thofe were 
;;J^^^* the New words, which ferv'd to Juftify all Indi/politions, 
ummJ^I and to excufe all Diforders) ^' Which made ImprefHon in the 
/•rmn Rt^ "Mjnds of Ws Pcople, with reference to their Religion, their 
snet. «Lj|jgyjy^ Qf fij^jj-Qyiiinterefts. 

^*As to their Religion, He obferv'd the Fears to be of 
*'Two forts; either as Ours here eftablifh'd might be in- 
** vaded by the Roman Party ; or as it was accompanied with 
" fome Ceremonies, at which fome tender Conlciences, or 
*' Really were, or Pretended to be Scandaliz'd. For the firft, 
*'as there might be any fufpicion of Favour or Inclination 
** to the Papitts, he faid, he was willing to Declare to all the 
** World, tliat, as he had been brought up from hisChild- 
*' hood in, and praftifed that Religion, which was eftablifti'd 
•*in the Church oi England *j fo he believed he could, having 
*' given a good part of his time and pains to the Examina- 
•' tion of the Grounds of it, as it Differed from that of Rome, 
•* maintain the fame by Unanfwerable Reafons; and hoped 
•* he (hould be ready to Seal it with the efFufion of his Blood, 
**if it ftiould pleafe God to call him to that Sacrifice: and 
*'that nothing could be fo acceptable to him, as any Propo- 
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**fition, which might contribute to the Advancement of it 
** Here, or the Propagation of it Abroad ; this being the 
•* greateft means to draw down a Blcfling from God upon 
"himfelf, and this Nation; and if this Profeffion of his was 
"wanting to his People, he^thought himfelf extreamly Un- 
*' fortunate, for that his conftant Pradice in his own Per- 
** (on had always been, without Oilentation, as much to evi- 
**dence his Care and Duty therein, as he could poffibly tell 
*• how to exprefe. 

*'As for matters of Ceremony, He faid, he would, in 
*' Tendernefs to any number of his loving Subjeds,^be willing 
*' to comply with tne advice of his Parliament, that (bme Law 
^ /hould oe made for the exemption of tender Con(ciences ^ 
** from puni(hment or profecution for negleding fuch Ccre- 
^' monies; and in fuch Cafes, which by the Judgment of moft 
*'Men are held to be matters Indifterent, and of (bme to 
"be abfolutely Unlawful. Provided, that that Cafe (hould 
** be attempted, and purfued with that Modefty, Temper, 
''and Submiflion, that in the mean time the Peace, and 
** Quiet of the Kingdom (hould not be difturbed, the Decen- 
** cy, and Comelinefs of God's Service not difcountenanced, 
*'nor the Pious, Sober, and Devout adions of thofeRevc- 
** rend per(bns,who were the firft Labourers in the bleiTed Re- 
^* formation, or of that time, be Scandalized, and Defamed. 
** For, he (aid, he could not without Grief of Heart, and 
** without fbmc Tax upon himfelf and his Minifters for the 
** not executing of the Laws, look upon the bold Licence 
"of (bme men in Printing of Pamphlets, in Preaching and 
^ Printing of Sermons (b full of bitternefs and malice againft 
**the prefent Government, againft the Laws Eftablifh'd ; (b 
" fiill of Sedition againft his own Per(bn, and the Peace of 
** the Kingdom ; that he was many times amaz'd to conGder 
** by what Eyes thofe things were Seen, and by what Ear^ 
*• they were Heard. 

** (- o N c E R N I N G the Ci vil Liberties and Interefts of the 
''Subjefts, He faid, he (hould need fay the Icfs, having 
"lerefted fo many lafting Monuments of his Princely and Fa- 
" therly care of his People, in thofe excellent Laws paflfed by 
**him this Parliament; which, with very much Content to 
''himfelf, he (aid, he conceived to be lo large and ample, 
*'that very many Sober men had little left to wi(h for of that 
*'Kind. He told them, he very well underftood the Rights 
**and particular Advantages, he had Departed from in many 
'*of the Afts he had pafTed; and therefore he had rea(bn to 
^'hope, as he had taken all Occafions to render Their condi- 
** tion moft Comfortable and Happy; foThey would, in grate- 
** ful and dutiful return, be always ready with equal Tcnder- 
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"ncfi and Alacrity to advance His Rights, and prefer His 
*' Honour, upon whicli their own Security and Subfiftcnce fb 
*'much depended ; and no paricular (hould be prefented un- 
" to him for the Compleating, and Eftabli/hing that Security, 
*^to the which he would not with the lame readinefs contri- 
**bute his beft Afliftance. He faid, if thofe Relblutions were 
" the cffcds of his prefent Counlels, and he took God to 
"Witnels that they were fuch, and that liis Subjects might 
'^confidently expeft the Benefit of them from him, certainly 
'* no ill Delign upon the Publick could .accompany fuch Rc- 
" fblutions J neither could there be great caule of fufpicion 
" of any Perfons preferred by him to degrees of Honour, and 
"places ofTruft and Imployment, fince this Parliament : 
•^and therefore, that amongft his Misfortunes he reckoned 
" it not the leaft, that, having not retained in his Service, nor 
"proteded any One pcrfon, againft whom the Parliament 
" nad excepted, during the whole Sitting of it, and having in 
'^ all that time fcarce vouchfafed to any Man an inftance of 
** his Favour or Grace, but to Such who were under Ibtne 
*' eminent Charaftcr of Eftimation amongft the People, there 
"fliould fo foon be a mifunderftanding or jealoufy of their 
** Fidelity and Uprightnefs ; efpecially in a time, when he 
** took all occafions to Declare , that he conceiv'd himfelf 
•'capable of being fcrved only by Honeft Men, and in Ho- 
"neftWays. 

•'However, if He had been miftaken in fuch his Ele- 
" dion, the Particular ftiould no fooner be difcover'd to him, 
•'either by His own Obfervation, or other certain Informa- 
"tion, than he would leave them to Publick Juftice, under 
" the marks of his Difpleaiure. If notwithftanding this, any 
•' Malignant Party ihould take heart, and be willing to Sacri- 
•* fice the Peace and Happinefs of their Country to their own 
•'Sinifter Ends and Ambitions, under what Pretence of Rc- 
"ligion and Confcience foever; if they ihould endeavour to 
"leflen his Reputation and Intercft, and to weaken his Law- 
** fill Power and Authority with his good Subjefts j if they 
*' (hould go about, by difcountenancing the prefent Laws, to 
"loofen the bonds of Government, that all Dilbrder and 
''Confufion might break in. He doubted not, but God in hi; 
"good Time would difcover Them ; and the Wifdom, and 
"Courage of this High Court of Parliament would joyn with 
" him in their Suppreflion, and Puni/hment. 

"Having faid all He could, to exprefs the clearnefs and 
"uprightnefs of his Intentions, and done all he could to ma- 
"nifcft thofe Intentions, He iaid, he could not but confi- 
"dently believe, all his good Subje«^ would acknowledge 
" His part to be fully performed, both in Deeds paft, and prc- 
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** ient Refblutions to Do, what with Juftice might be required 
**of him I and that their Quiet and Frofperity now depended 
^' wholly on Themfelves, and was in Their own Power, by 
^'yeilding all Obedience and due Reverence to the Law; 
"which is the Inheritance of every Subjed, and the only Se- 
*' curitv he can have for his Life, Liberty, and Eftate ; and the 
'* whicn being negleded ordifefteem'd, under what Specious 
"/hews foever, a great meafure of Infelicity, if not an inre- 
"parable G)nfufion, muft without doubt fall upon them. 
" And he doubted not, it would be the moft acceptable De- 
"claration a King could make to his Subjeds, that he was 
" not only refolv'd tokeep the Laws himfelf, but to maintain 
" them againft what OppoHtion foever, though with the ha** 
"zard of his Being. He hoped the Loyalty, and good Af- 
"fedions of all his Subjeds, would Concur with him in the 
"conftant preferving a good Underftanding between Him 
" and his People j and that their own Intereft, and Com- 
*'pa/fion of the lamentable Condition of the poor Protcftants 
" m Ireland, would invite them to a fair Intelligence and 
"Um'ry amongft Themfelves j that fo they might, with one 
"heart, intend the relieving, and recovering that unhappy 
"Kingdom ; where thofe barbarous Rebels pradiied fuch in- 
"human and unheard of Outrages upon the miferable Peo* 
"pie, that no Chriftian Ear could hear without horrour, or 
"Story parallel. He concluded with conjuring all his good 
"Subjeds, of what Degree or Quality foever, by all the bonds 
"of Love, Duty, and Obedience, that are precious to Good 
" Men, to joyn with him for the recovery of the Peace of 
"That Kingdom, and the prefervation of the Peace of This; 
" to remove all the Doubts and Fears, which might interrupt 
"their AflFedion to Him, and all their Jealoufies and Appre- 
"henfions, which might lefTen their Charity to each Other; 
"and then. He faid. If the Sins of the Nation had not pre* 
"pared an inevitable Judgment for all, God would make 
"nim a great and glorious King over a Free and Happy 
"People. 

Though this Declaration had afterwards a very good in- 
fluence upon the People, to his Maiefty*s advantage ^ yet for 
the prefent it gave no aUay to their Diflempers. Their Se« 
ditious Miniflers were difpatched to inflame the Neighbour 
Counties, and all poflible Art was ufed to inflame the City of 
London; which prevailed fo far, that notwithftanding all the 
oppofition the Lord Mayor of London, the Recorder, and the 
graved and moft fubftantial Aldermen could make, the Ma« 
jor part of the Common Council prevailed to fend a Petition 
to tne King, in the name of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mon Council of the City of London; which was the next 
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Sunday Morning deliver'd to him, with great Solemnity, at 
The cit^Pe- White- Hall by a number chofen of that Body: Reprefenting 
tnhns ibe cc The great Dangers, Fears, and Diftradions, the Gty then 
" was in, by reafon of the prevailing progrefs of the Bloody 
" Kehels oi Ireland i the putting out of perlbns of Honour 
**and Truft from being Conftable and Lieutenant of the 
^* Tower, efoccially in thofe times, and the preparations there 
"lately made ; the fortifying White-Hall with Men, and Am- 
" munition in an unufual manner; fome of which Men abufed 
**and wounded divers Citizens pafling by; the calling in di- 
** vers Canoneers, and other Affiftance into the Tower; the 
"dil'covery of divers Fire-works in the hands of Papifts, and 
"the mif-underftanding between his Majefty, and the Parlia- 
*'ment. That their Fears were exceedingly increafed by his 
" Majefty *s late going into the Houfe of Commons, attended 
« by a multitude of Armed Men, for the apprehending of 
•* divers Members of that Houfe, to the indangering his 
•'own Perfbn, and the Pcrfons, and Privileges of that Ho- 
"nourable Affembly^ That the efFefts of thofe fears tended 
*«not only to the overthrow of the whole Trade of that City 
"and Kingdom, which they felt already in a deep meafure, 
**but threaten d the utter ruin of the Proteftant Religion, 
** and the Lives and Liberties of all his Subieds ; and there- 
tofore they prav'd his Majefty, that by the Advice of his 
" great Council in Parliament, the Proteftants in Ireland 
*' might be fpeedily relieved ; the Tower put into the hands 
*' of Perfons of Truft ; that by removal of doubtful and un- 
*' known Perfons from about Wbite-HaU, and Wefiminfler, a 
•' known and approved Guard might be appointed for the 
"Safety of his Majefty, and the Parliament; and that the 
"Lord Kimbolton^ and the Five Members of the Houfe of 
*' Commons lately accufed, might not be reftrain'd of Liberty, 
** or otherwife proceeded againft, than according to the Privi- 
** leges of Parliament. 

The King very well underftood from what Spirit this Pe- 
tition proceeded, and the inconvenience of giving fo much 
countenance to it, as the very receiving it was, if he could 
have avoided 'it. But the Torrent was too ftrong to be re- 
fifted by any direft ftrengch he could raife againft it ; and 
therefore he refblv'd to endeavour to divide and reduce them, 
by the moft gracious defcending to their pretended Fears, 
andApprehenenfions; and the fame day gave tnem this Anfwer; 
itf/ji«f>fcp',« That for the fad bufinefs o£ Ireland; he could not pofEbly 
^fi^er. ccgjpj.gf5 ^ greater Icnfe than he had done, there being no- 
" thing left on His part Unoffer'd, or Undone. For the 
"Tower, he wonder'd that having removed a Servant of 
*' Truft from that Charge, only to fatisfy the Fears of the 
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*^ City^ and pat in another of unqueftionable Reputation and 
"known ability, the Petitioners Hiould tdll entertain thofe 
** Fears; and vhatlbever preparation of ftrength was there 
^' made^ was with as great an eye of Safety and advantage to 
'^ the City, as to his own Peribn, and (hould be equally im- 
'* ployed to both. 

"For the fortifying White-Hall with men, and Ammuni* 
** tion in an unufiial way, He doubted not, that they had ob-» 
** ferved a ftrange provocation be had received to entertain 
** that Guard ; that, by the diforderly and tumultuous conflux 
^ of People at IVe^minfier and White-Hall, his great G)uncil 
** was not only diiquieted, but his own Royal Perfbn in Dan- 
''geri moft Seditious language being uttered even under his 
**own windows. And if any Citizens had been wounded, or 
*^ill treated, he was confidently aflured, that it had happened 
**by their own evil and corrupt Demeanours. For the Fire* 
** works in the hands of a Papift, he knew nothing, nor un- 
'*derftood Whom, or What They meant. 

"For his going to the Houfe of Commons^ when his At- 
'' tendants were no otherwiie armed than as Gentlemen with 
"Swords, He was per/waded, that if they knew the clear 
** grounds, upon which Thofe Perfons ftooa accuied of High 
" Treaibn, and what would be proved againft them, with 
" which they (hould in due time be acquaint^, and confidered 
" the Gentle way he took for their Apprehenfion (which he 
"preferred before any courfe of Violence, though that way 
" had been very Juftifiable i fince it was notorioufly known that 
** no Privilege of Parliament can extend to Treafon, Felony 
"or breach of Peace) they would believe his going thither 
^^was an Ad of grace and favour to that Houfe, and the 
*'moft peaceable way of having that neceflary Service per- 
^' formed^ there being fuch Orders made for the refiftance 
**of what Authority focvcr for their Apprehenfion :\nd for 
^'the proceedings againft thofe perfons, he ever intended 
" the fame fhould be with all juftice and favour, according to 
" the Laws and Statutes of the Realm ; to which all Innocent 
" men would chearfully fubmit. And this extraordinary way 
" of fatisfying a Petition of (b unufual a Nature, he iaid, ho 
'^ was ccMifident would be thought the greateft inftance, could 
"be given, of his clear intentions to his SubjeAs; and o£ 
"the fingular efteem he had of the good afFeftions of that 
" City, which he hoped in Gratitude would never be wanting ^ 
" to his juft commands and fervice. 

I T was no wonder, that they, who at Such a time could be 
corrupted to frame, and deliver Such a Petition, would not 
be reformed by fuch an Anfwcr, Neither will it be here 
unieafonable, to fpend a little time in confidering how the 
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afFedions and tempers of fo rich and opulent a City, wliich 
could naturally expeft to profper only by Peace, and agree- 
ment, were wrought upon, and tranfported to that degree, as 
to be the chief Inftruments of its own, and the Kingdom's 
deftrudion. 
^5'*" The City of London, as the Metropolis of England, by 
rf thTci!^ its Situation the moft capable of trade, and by the moft ufuai 
♦/London refidence of the Court, and the fixt Station of the Courts of 
M tbMtame. jQ(ji^g^ foj. jj^^ pubUck adminiftration thereof, throughout the 
Kingdom, the chief feat of trade, was, by the fucceffive coun- 
tenance and favour of Princes, ftrengthen'd with great Char- 
ters and Immunities, and was a Corporation governed with- 
in it felf ; the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, Sheriffs, chofeii 
by themfelves; feveral Companies incorporated within the 
great Corporation; which, befides notable Privileges, en- 
joyed Lands,and perquifites to a very great revenue. By the in- 
credible increafe of Trade, which the dillraftions of other 
Countries, and the Peace of this brought, and by the great 
licence ofrefort thither, it was,(ince this King's acceis to the 
Crown, in Riches, in People, in Buildings marvelloufly in- 
(:reafed,infomuch as the Suburbs were almoft equal to theCity; 
a Reformation of which had been often in contemplation, ne- 
ver puriiied, wife men foreseeing that fuch a Fuinels could 
not be there, without an EmptineTs in other places ; and whilft 
fo many peribns of Honour and Eftates were fo delighted 
with tne City, the Government of the Country muft be 
negleded, beudes the excels, and ill husbandry, that would 
be introduced thereby. But fuch forefight was interpreted a 
Morofity, and too great an oppreffion upon the Common Li- 
berty 9 and fo^ little was applied to prevent fo growing a DiC- 
eaie. 

As it had thefe, and miny other advantages and helps to 
be Rich, fo it was looked upon too much of late time as a 
Common Stock not eafy to be exhaufted, and as a Body not 
to be grieved by ordinary Afts of injufticc ; and therefore as 
it was a place ofrefort, in all cafes of neceflity, for the fud- 
dain borrowing great fums of money, in which they were 
commonly Merchants too good for the Crown, Co it was be- 
come a pradice, upon any f pecious pretences, to void the Se- 
curity tnat was at any time given for money fo borrowed. 

Thus after manv queltionings of their Charter, which 
were ever removed oy coniiderable fums of mony, a Grant 
made by the King in the beginning of his Reign (in confi- 
deration of great fums of money) of good quantities of Land 
in Ireland, and of the City of Londonderry there, was voided 
by a Suit in the Star-Chamber -, all the Lands, after a vaft ex- 
pence in building and planting, reiixmed into the King's hands, 
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and a Fine of Fifcv Thoufand pounds impofed upon the City. 
Wluch Sentence being pronounced after a long and pubiick 
Hearing, during which time, they were often invited to a 
G)ropoiition^ both in refpeft of tne fubftance, and the cir- 
cumitances of proceeding, made a general Impreifion in the 
minds of the Citizens of all Conditions, much to the difadvan- 
tage of the Court 5 and though the King afterwards remitted 
to them the penalties of that Sentence, they imputed that to 
the Power ottlie Parliament, and rather remembered how the 
benefit of their Grant had been taken from them, than by 
whom it was reftored; fo that, at the beginning of the Par- 
liament, the City was as ill affeded to the Court as the 
Country was j ana therefore chofe fuch Burgefles to fit therej^ 
as had either eminently Oppofed the Court, or accidentally 
been Opprefled by it. 

The chief Government and Superintendcncy of the City 
is in the Mayor, and Aldermen ; which, in that little King- 
dom, reiembles the Houfe of Peers; and the Common Coun- 
cil is the reprelentative body thereof, like the Houfe of Com- 
mons, to order and agree to all Taxes, Rates, and fuch par- 
ticulars belonging to the Civil Policy. The Common Coun- 
cil are chofen every year, fo many for every Parifti, of the 
Wifcft, and mod Subftantial Citizens, by the Veftry, and com- 
mon Convention of the People of that Parifli ; and as the 
Wealthieft,and beftReputedMen were commonly chofen,fb, 
though the Eledion was once a year, it was formerly fcarce 
ever known, that any Man once chofen was afterwards re- 
jefted or left out,except upon difcovery of an enormousCrime^ 
and decaying in Fortune to a Bankrupt: otherwife,till he was 
called to be Alderman, or died, he continued, and was every 
year retum'd of the Common Council. 

After the beginning of this Parliament, when thofewho 
fteer'd at Wefimlnfier, found by their Experience in the Cafe 
of the Earl of Strafford, of what confequence the City might 
be to them and afterwards found by the Courage of the pre- 
fent Lord Mayor, S' Richard Gourney, who cannot be too often 
or too honourably mentioned, that it might be kept from be- 
ing difpofed by them ; and that the Men of Wealth, and Abi- 
lity, who at nrft had concurred with them, begtm now to 
dilcern that they meant to lead them further than they had a 
mind to go; they direded their Confidents, that at the Ele- 
dion of the Common Council-men by the concurrence and 
number of the Meaner People, all fuqi who were Moderate 
Men, and lovers of the preient Cover nment,(hould be rejcded; 
and in their Places Men of the mofl: adivc and Pragmatical 
Heads, of how mean^ Fortunes ibever, (hould be Eleded. And 
17 this means that Body in great part now confifted of Up- 
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ftart, Fadious^ Indigent Companions, who were readv to re- 
ceive all advertifeoaents and direftions from Weftmmpery and 
** as forward to incroach upon their Superiors, the Mayor, and 
AMermen. And fo this farebrand or Privilege inBamed the 
City at that time. 

That They might gratify the City in procuring a better 
Anfwer, tlian they had receiv'd from the King to their Pe- 
tition, and that they might more expofe his Majefty to their 
Affronts, the Houfe refum'd the bufinefs of the Tower again, 
witfr the old Refledions upon the removal of the former 
Good Lieutenant, and the putting in a Rude Pcrfon and of a 
defperate Fortune, as they called him, that he might ufe fuch 
Prilbners, as there was an intent to fend thither, in fuch a 
manner as he/hould bedirefted; and that the Perfon, who 
was fince put in, had put the City into great apprehcnfions by 
the obfervation that was made, that he took great ftore of 
Provifions into the Tower,as ifhe made provifion for a greater 
Garrifon, which raifed great jealoufies ; and there was a Per 
tition brought, and deliver'd to the Houfes in the Names of 
feveral Merchants who ufed to Trade to the Mint; in which 
they defired that there might be fuch a Perfon made Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, *'As they could Confide in (an Expref- 
fion that grew from that time to be much ufed ) without 
which no Man would venture Bullion into the Mint, and by 
confequence no Merchant would bring it into the Kingdom. 
Whereas in truth there was no Gentleman in the Kingdom of 
a better Reputation amongft all forts of Men, and there had 
been more Bullion brought into the Mint in the ftiort time 
of his being Lieutenant, than had been in many Months be- 
fore; and amongft thofePerfons, which fo (blemnly delivered 
that Petition, and had all fubfcribed it, there were very few 
who had ever font any Silver into the Mint. However the 
Houfe entertain'd the complaint as very reafonablc, and fent 
for a Conference with the Lords, with whom they prevailed 
to joyn with them in a defire to the King, "That he would 
^'remove S' John Bjnm from being Lieutenant of the Tower, 
which the King for fome time rcfufed to do, till they preffed 
it in another manner; which fhall be mention'd anon. 
XktCmmit* The Committee, that (till continu'd to Sit in Ltmdtm, in- 
amL^^ tended no other bufinefs, but their own Privileges; fent for, 
fiSTt^^f' and examined, as hath been faid, all Men, who had attended 
^i in the his Majefly, or had been cafuaily prdent in the Hail, or at 
^'^' the doors of the Commons Houte when the King was there ; 
and all fuch Examinations, as teftified any extravagant dif^ 
^ourfe uttered by any loofe Fellow, who had accidentally put 
himlelf into the company, though it appear'd he had no re- 
lation to the King's Service, were carefully Entered, and 
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PubliHi'd ; but fuch as declared the King s ftrid Command 
againft any Violence, or Difordcr, and his pofitive Charge, 
that no Man fhould prefume to follow him into the Houfe of 
Commons ( as full proof was made to them of thofe particu- 
lars) were as carefully Supprefled, and Concealed. 

The Sheriffs of London had been diredcd to appoint a 
Guard to attend the Committee, whilft it /hould continue 
there i and then to Guard theHoufes when they fliould again 
(it at Wefimn^cr. The Accufed Perfons, who lodged all this 
time in the City, were brought to the Committee with much 
fiate, and (ate with them to dcvife fbme way to Vindicate 
tbemfelves. 

Then a Declaration was agreed upon by the Commons wiDfrf^r** 
only, in which was fet forth," That the Chambers, Studies^and 2^^^"* 
«* Trunks of M' /M», S' Arthur Hafterlg, W Pm, WHamb- uucking tk. 
^*den, and M' Strode, had been by colour or his Majefty's-JjJJ'***' 
*' Warrant leal'd up ; which was not onlv againfl the Privi- 
**Iegc of Parliament, but the common Lioerty of every Sub- 
'*jed; that tlic fame Members had been the fame day dc- 
^'manded by a Serjeant at Arms to be deliyer'd to him, that 
** he might Arreft them of High Trcafon 5 tliat the next 
" day bis Majeily came to the Houfe in his own Perfon, at- 
^^ tended bv a multitude of Arm'd Men in a Warlike manner 
^'with Halberds^ Swords, and Piftols, who came up to the 
** very door of the Houfe, and placed themfelves there, and 
^'in other places, and paflages near to the Houfe, to the great 
^^terrour and difturbance of the Members then Sitting; that 
*' his Majefty, fitting in the Speaker's Chair, demanded the 
** Perfons of^thofe Members to be deliver'd to him ; which 
**was a high breach of the Rights, and Privileges of Parlia- 
^' ment, and inconfiftent with the Liberties and Freedom 
''thereof; that afterwards his Majefty did iffue forth feveral 
*' Warrants to divers Officers under his own hand, for the 
*'apprehenfion of their Perfons, which by Law he could not 
"do. And thereupon they declared, ** That if any Perfon 
"fliould arreft M' HoBu, &c. or any other Member of Par* 
" liament, by pretence of any Warrant iffuing out from the 
^* King, he was guilty of the Breach of the Privilege of Par* 
"liament, and a publick Enemy of the Common-wealth; and 
*' that the Arrefting any Member of Parliament, by any War-» 
•*rant whatlbever, without confent of that Houie, whereof 
"h^ is a Member, is a breach of the Privilege of Parliament : 
" and the Perfon that fliall fb Arreft him^ is declared a publicly 
^' Enemy to the Common-wealth. 

Th B Y publiflied that it did fully appear by feveral Exa-> 
minations, ^^ That many Soldiers, rapifts and others, to the 
^omnber of about five hundred, came with his Majefty to 
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*'thc Houfe of Commons, arm'di and that fome of them, 
*^ holding up their Piftols cocked near the door of the Houfe, 
*' which they kept open, faid, I am a good Markfman, I can 
'' hit right, I warrant you : and faid, they would have the 
*'door open j and if any oppofition was made, they made no 
^'queftion but they fliould maintain their Party; and that 
fome faid, "A Pox take the Houfe of Commons^ let them be 
^' Hanged. And when the King return'd from the Houfe, they 
**expreffed great difcontent, asking, When comes the Wcrdi 
**that fome of them being demanded what they thought the 
** company intended to have done, anfwer'd, Thatqueftion- 
''Icft in the pofture they were (et in, if the WtftA had been 
*' given, they fhould have fallen upon the Houfe of Gammons, 
'' and have cut all their Throats : upon which they (aid they 
^' were of opinion, that the Soldiers and Papifts coming in 
*' that manner, with his Majefty, was to take away feme of 
^'the Members of the Houfe, and if they (hould have found 
^^ oppofition, or denial, then to have fallen upon the Houfe 
^'in a hoftile manner. 

An d they did thereupon declare, '' That the fame was a 
^^ Traiterous defign againft the King and Parliament. And 
** whereas the Perfens accufed had, with the Approbation of 
** the Houfe, abfented themfelves from the Service of the 
^^ Houfe, for avoiding the great and many inconveniences, 
^' which otherwife might have happen'd; nnce which time, 
*'a Printed Paper in the form of a Proclamation had ifTued 
*^ out for the Apprehending and Imprifoning them, fu^efting, 
*'that through the Confcience of their Guilt they were ab- 
y fent, and fled j they did further declare, " That the faid 
^'Printed Paper, was falfe, and feandalous, and illegal; and 
. *' that notwithftanding that Printed Paper, or any Warrant 
"iffued out, or any other matter againft diem, they might 
*'and ought to attend the Service of the Houfe, and theCom- 
*' mittees^ then on foot ; and that it was lawful for all Perfbns 
** whatfoever to lodge, harbour, and converfe with them, and 
" whofoever fhould be queftion'd for the fame, fhould be un- 
^*der the Protedion, and Privilege of Parliament. 

And they declared, "That the publiftiing the Articles of 
*' HighTreafbn againft the Perfons accufed, was a high breach 
"of the Privilege of Parliament, a great Scandal to his Ma^ 
**jefty, and his Government, a Seditious ad manifeftly tend- 
" ing to the Subverfion of the Peace of the Kingdom, and an 
" injury, and diflionour to the Members; and that the Privi- 
'* leges of Parliament, and Liberties of the Subjcd fo violated 
"and broken, could not be fully, and fufficiently Vindicated, 
^' unlefs the King would be gradoufly pleafed to difeover the 
^* Names of tbofe Perfons^ who advifed him to do the par- 
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'^ ticular A&s brforc mention'd, that tliey might receive Con- 
** dign Punl/hment. 

This ftrange Declaration^ fb contrary to the known rules 
andjadgmencs of Law, and to the known pradice and pro- 
ceedings of Parliament, was 'no fooner framed and agreed 
upon in the G>mmittee, than it was Printed, and Publifhed 
chroughout the City, and Kingdom, before it was Confirm 'd 
by, or Reported to the Houfe ; which is againft the cuftom 
of Parliament. For, by that caftom, no Aft done at any 
Committee fliould be divulged before the fame be Reponed 
to the Houfe. 

The truth is, it cannot be exprefled how great a Change 
there appear'd to be in the countenance and minds of all forts 
of People, in Town and Country, upon thefe late proceed- 
ings of the King. They, who had before even loft their Spi* 
fits, having loft their Credit, and Reputation, except amongft 
the meaneft People, who could never have been made ufe 
of by them, when the greater fhould forfake them s and fo 
despaired of ever being able to compafs their defigns of Ma-* 
lice, or Ambition ^and fome of them had refumed their old 
refblutions of leaving the Kingdom } now again recovered 
greater Courage than ever, and quickly found that their Cre- 
dit and Reputation was as great as ever it had been ; the Court 
bein^ reduced to a lower Condition, and to more difefteem 
and negleft than ever it had undergone. All that they had 
fbrmerlv faid of Plots andConfpiracies againft the Parliament 
which had before been laughed at, was now thought true 
and reali and all their fears, and jealoufies looked upon as the 
ciFeds of their great Wifdom and Forefight. All that had 
been Whifpered of Ireland, was now talked Aloud and Print- * 
ed; as all other Seditious Pamphlets and Libels were. The 
Shops of the City generally (hut up, as if an Enemy were at 
their Gates ready to enter, and to plunder them ; and the 
People in all places at a Gaze, as if they looked only for di- 
re&ons, and were then difpofed to any undertaking. 

O N the other fide. They who had, with the greateft Cou- 
rage and Alacrity, oppofea all their Seditious pradifes, be- 
tween Grief and Anger were confounded with the conddera- 
tion of what had been done, and what was like to follow. 
They were far from thinking that the accufed Members had 
received much wrong, yet they thought it an unfeafbnable 
time to call them to an Account for it. That if any thing 
had been to be done of thatkind, there Ihould have been a fit- ' 
ter choice of the Perfons, there being many of the Houfe, of 
' more mifchievous inclinations, and defigns againft the King's 
Perfbn and the Government, and were more expofcd to the 
Publick Prejudice, than tb^ Lord KMolton was^ who was 
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a Civil, and well natured Man, and had rather kept ill Com- 
pany, than drank deep of that infcdlon and poilon, that had 
wrought upon many others. Then S' Arthur HAjlerig^ and 
M^ Strode, were Perfons of too Low an account and efteenii 
and though their Virulence, and Malice, was as confpicuous, 
and tranfcendent as any Man's, yet their Reputation, and In- 
tereft to do milchicf otherwife than in concurring in it, was 
fb fmali, that they gained Credit and Authority by being joyn* 
ed with the reft, who had indeed a great influence. How- 
ever, fince there was a Refolution to proceed againft Thofe 
Men, it would have been much better to have caufed them 
to have been all feverally Arretted, and fent to the Tower, or 
to other Prifons, which might have been very cafily done be- 
fore fufpefted, than to fend in that manner to the Hooies 
with that Formality, which would be liable to fb many ex- 
ceptions. At leaft, they ought fo far to have imparted it to 
Members in both Houfes, who might have been trufted, that 
in the inftant of the Accufation, when both Houfes were iit 
that Confternation (as in a great Confternation they were) 
fomewhat might have been prefled Confidently towards the 
King's fatisfadion; which would have produced fome oppo- 
fition and contradidion, and might have prevented that Uni- 
verfal concurrence and dejedion of Spirit, which fciz'd upon^ 
and poflcfled both Houfes. 

But above all, the anger, and indignation was very great 
and general, that to all the other overfights and preemptions 
was added the expofing the Dignity, and Majefty, and Safety 
of the King, in his coming inPerlon, in that manner, to the 
Houfe of Commons; and in going the next day, as he did, to 
the Guild-Hall, and to the Lord Mayor's, wnich drew fuch 
Reproaches upon him to his Face. All which was juftly im- 
puted to the Lord Digiy, who had before fewer true Friends 
than he de(erv'd, and had now almoft the whole Nation his 
Enemies, being the moft Univerfally odious of any Man 
in it. 

Wh E N the Houfe of Commons had PafTed fuch Votes from 
the Committee atMercbant'Tajflars-Hall, as they thought ne- 
ccflary, and had once more Adjoum'd thither, the Committee 
asked the advife of the Houfe, whether the accufed Mem- 
bers might be prefent with them (who had in truth direded, 
^nd governed all their proceedings from the time they Sate 
there) which was not only approved, but thofe Members re- 
quired to attend the Houfe the next day it was to Sit, and fb 
to continue the Service of the Houfe, which was then Ad^ 
journ'd for three or four days, that the City might appear in 
fuch a pofturc, as fhould be thought convenient. 

The noife av^s fb great of the prepar$(tio(is made in the

City to bring the accufed Members in Triumph to the Par- 
liament, and that the wiiole Militia would accompany them, 
whilft the Sea-men and Mariners made an appearance in 
Barges, and other Veflels, upon thcThames to IVeftminftery that 
the King thought it convenient to remove again from White- 
Hall, and fo on ?he tenth of Jdnuarjy which was the Eve to 
that great Feftival, his Majetty, the Queen, and the Royal i** Ki»r 
Children, went from White-Hall toHampton-Ccurt, waited on^^/^,^^^ 
by fbme few of their own Houftiold Servants, and thirty or nm^vt r# 
forty of thofe Officers, who had attended at White-Hall for "0"^"" 
fecurity againft the Tumults. 

Before His going, he fent to the Earls of Effex and 
Holland to attend him in his Journey j who were both bv 
their Places, the one being Lord Chamberlain of his Hou/hold, 
the other the firft Gentleman of his Bed-Chamber or Groom 
of the Stole, obliged to that Duty, The Earl of Effex re- 
fblved to go, and, to that purpofe, was making himfelf rea- 
dy, when the Earl of Holland came to him, and privately dif- 
fwadedhim; aiTuring him, that if they two went, they fhould 
be both Murder'd at Hampton-Court -, whereupon they left 
the King to his fmall retinue in a moft difconfblate, perplexed 
Condition, in more need of Comfort and Counfel, than they 
had ever known him; and inftead of attending their Mafter 
in that exigent, they went together into the City, where the 
Committee Sate, and where they were not the lefs wellcome 
for being known to have been invited to have waited upon 
their Majeilies. They who wi/hed the King beft, were not 
forty that he then withdrew from White-Hall-:, for the info- 
lencc, with which all that People were tranfported, and the 
animofity, which was infufed into the Hearts of the People in 
general againft the Court, and even againft the Pcrfon of the 
King, cannot be expreflfed. 

Whilst the Committee Sate in London, the Common 
Council likewife met, as hath been faid, to the end they might 
be ready to comply in any particulars rtiould be defired froni 
the City ; and fo the Committee having Refolv'd, " That 
"the adions of the Citizens of London, or of any other Per- 
**fon whatfoever for the defence of the Parliament, or the 
" Privileges thereof, or the Prefervation of the Members there- 
"of, were according to their Duty, and to their lateProtefta- 
"tion, and the Laws of this Kingdom : and if any Perfon 
ihould Arrcft, or Trouble any of them for fo doing, he was 
declared ** To be a publick Enemy to the Common-wealth : 
and in the next place naving Refol v'd/* ThatThat Vote fhould 
"be made known to the Common Council of the City of 
^^ London, the Accufed Members a!y)ut two of the Clock in 
the Afternoon on the eleventh offam^ir)', being the next Jay 
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5» -«c*r»<< after the King went to Hampton-Court, came from their Lodg- 
IrS^Tings in the City to IVeftminfter, guarded by the Sheriffs, and 
Trimmpht* Tfaui'd-Bands o{ London and IVeftmlnJler, and attended by a 
SerjMi"*!. conflux of many thouiands of People befidcs, making a great 
clamour againft Bifhops, and Popi/h Lords, and for the Pri- 
vileges of Parliament i fomeofthem, as they paffedby White^ 
HaUy asking with much contempt/' What was become of the 
**King and his Cavaliers} and whitlier he was gone? 

From London Bridge to IVeftminfter y the Thames was 
guarded with above a hundred Lighters and Long-boats, 
laden with fmall pieces of Ordnance, and drefled up with 
Waft-cloaths and Streamers, as ready for Fight, And that the 
Traln'd-bands of London might be under the G>mmand of a 
Pcrfon fit to lead them, they granted a CommifEon to Captain 
Skippvny who was Captain of the Artillery Garden, to be Ma- 
jor-General of the Militia of the City o£ London j an Office 
never before heard of, nor Imagined that they had Authority 
to conftitute. The Man had ferv'd very long in Holland, and 
from a Common Soldier had raifed himfelf to the degree of 
t Captain, and to the reputation of a good Officer; he was 
a Man of order and fobriety, and untainted with any of thofe 
Vices which the Officers of that Army were exerdfed in; 
and had newly given over that Service upon fome exceptions 
he had to it ; and, coming to London, was by fbme Friends 
preferred to that command in the Artillery Garden, which 
was to teach the Citizens the exercife of their Arms. He was 
altogether illiterate, and having been bred always abroad, 
brought difafFedion enough with him from thence againft the 
Church oi England, and io was much carefled and trufted by 
that Party. 

This Man marched that day in the head of their Tumul- 
tuary Army to the Parliament Houfe ; where the accuied 
Members were no foonerenter'd, than they magnified "The 
*' great kindnefs and aiFedion they had found in the City, 
^'and their zeal to the Parliament ; and if their expreflions 
'^ of it upon this extraordinary occafion, had been fomewhat 
** unufual, that the Houfe was engaged in honour to Protcd 
*'and Defend them from receiving any damage. Whereupon 
the Sheriffs o( London were called into die Houfe of Com- 
mons, and thanked by the Speaker for their extraordinary 
care, and love exprefifed to the Parliament^ and told, "That 
'^ they (hould have an Ordinance of Parliament for their In- 
^^ demnitv, declaring that all their aftions of refpeft and kind- 
^'nefs, wnich they had Hiew'd to the Lords and Conftnons in 
** London, and their attending them to, and at WefimnRer, 
'' was legal and juftifiable. The Matters and Officers of Ships 
were likewife called in^ and moft heartily thanked for their 
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kindnefs; and Serjeant Major-General Skippon appointed 
every day to attend at IVeftminfter, with fiich a Guard as he 
thought iufficient for the two Houles. There was one circum- 
ftancc not to be forgotten in the march of the Citizens that 
day, when the rtiew by Water was little inferior to the other 
by Land, that the Pikemen had faften'd to the tops of their 
pikes, and the reft in their hats or their bofoms, printed Pa- 
pers of theProteftation which had been taken, and enjoyned 
by the Houfe of Commons the year before for the defence 
of the Privilege of Parliament ; and many of them had the 
printed Votes of the King's breaking their Privileges in his 
coming to the Houfe, and demanding their Members. 

As SOON as the Citizens and Mariners were difcharged, 7W Buok- 
fbme Buckingbam-Jblre men, who were faid to be at the Etoor, jJ^J*^ 
with a Petition, and had indeed waited upon the Triumph PtfitHm u 
with a train of fevcral thoufand men, were called in; who ^e-^^J^^Jj^J*' 
livered their Petition in the name of the Inhabitants of the 
County o( Buckinghattty and faid it was brought to the Town 
by about fix thoufand men. *' They commended the unwea- 
**ried pains of the Houfe of Commons, for the redrefs of 
^ the preffures they had lain under, but complained that die 
*'fuccefs was not anfwerable, their endeavours being fru- 
** fltrated or retarded by a Malignant faftion of Popifti Lords, 
''Bifhops, and Others ; and now of late, to take all that little 
** hope, was left, from them, of a future reformation, the 
"very Being of the Parliament was /haken, the Privileges 
^'thereof broken in adefperate and unexampled manner, and 
"the Members thereof unafTured of their lives, in whofe fafe- 
" ty, the fafety of Them, and their Pofterity was involved. 
"They held it therefore their duty according to their late 
*' Proteflation to defend, and maintain the Perfbns and Pri- 
•^vileges thereof, to the utmoft power of their Lives and 
^*Eftates; to which purpofe, they faid they were then come 
"to make the humble tender of their Service, and would re- 
"main in expedation of their Commands and Order; to the 
"execution whereof they would with all alacrity addrefs 
"themfelves, ready to live by them, or to die at tneir feet, 
"againft whomfoever fhould in any fort illegally attempt 
** upon them. 

"They befought them therefore to aflift the ardent Pray* 
•'ers of the Petitioners, that the Popifh Lords and Bi/hops 
" might be forthwith outed the Houfe of Peers, that all Pri- 
^ vileges of Parliament might be confirmed to them, and that 
"all evil Counfellors, the Acbans of the Common-wealth, 
"might be given up to the hands of Juftice; without all 
'* which, they faid, they had not the leafb hope odfraels peace, 
"or to reap thofe glorious advantages^ woich the fourteen

^'Months feed-time of their unparallel'd endeavours had given 
*' to their unfatisfied expedations. 

When they had received thanks for their wonderful afFe- 
aion, and were told, that *' By the great care of the City of 
^^ Londotiytht Parliament was fufficiently guarded andafliired; 
''and therefore that they might depart to their Houfes till 
'' further occafion appeared, of whicn they fliould be fure to 
*'bc informed i One of them faid, "They had another Pcti- 
" tion, which they meant to prefer to the King; but defired 
*' their advice, whether that Houfe would vouchfafe to rc- 
** commend it, or whether they themfelves ihould deliver it. 
For that, they receivjed new thanks j and were wi(hed" That 
** fix or eight of th€;m fhould prefent it to his Majefty in the 
** name of the reft i for the Houfe faw their Wifdom and 
moderation fuch, that they prefumed they of Themfelves 
were very able to manage that bufinefs. 
Thij difl \yH E N they had thus carefTed the Commons, tliev went 
S!!//"/** ^o the Houfe of Lords with another Petition, complaining 
urdi. "of the malignant fadion, which render'd the endeavours of 
"the Houfe of Commons fuccefslefs; and faid, "That in re- 
"fbed of that late attempt upon the Honourable Houfe of 
" commons, they were come to offer their Service, as refblved 
"in their juft defence to live and die. And therefore they 
"did humbly pray, that thatmoft Honourable Houfe would 
" co-operate with the Houfe of Commons, in fpeediiy perfeft* 
" ing tne moft neceflary work of RefoTfflation,Dringing to con* 
"dign and exemplary punifhment both wicked Counfellors^ 
"and other Plotters, and Delinquents; and that the whole 
"Kingdom might be put into fuch a prefent pofhire of De- 
"fence, that they might be fafe both from all pradices of the 
** malignant Party at home, and the endeavours of any ill a& 
"fefted States abroad. The Lords were as Civil to them as 
Thtypethuntht Commons had been, and gave them great thanks. And 
ibe KJfs. £^^^ thence they went to find out the King with their Peti- 
tion to Him; in which they complained, "That M' Hamk-- 
'^ den, whom they had cholen Knight of their Shire, and in 
^'whom they haa ever good caufe to confide, was, to their 
^' great amazement, accuied, amongft the others, of High 
** Treafon. They faid, that having taken into their ferioas 
^' confideration the noanner of their Impeachment, they coold 
^^not bat conceive that it did oppugn the Rights of Parlia- 
*' ment, to the maintenance whereof their Proteftation did 
" bind them ; and they did believe, that the malice, which 
"his, and the others Zeal to his Majefty 's Service, and the 
^' State, had raifed in the Enemies of his Majefly, the Church, 
"and the Common-wealth, had occafioned that foul Accufa- 
'^ don, rather than any ill deferts of Theirs; and that through 
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^^ Their fides the judgment and care of the Petitioners and 
•* others were wounded, by whofe choice they were prefented 
^to the Houfe; and therefore they did humbly defire his 
^^Majefty that lA^Hdmbden, and the reft^ who lay under the 
"burden of that accufacion, might enjoy the juft Privileges 
^' of Parliament. So from this day we may reaibnably date 
the Levying of War in England; whatfoever hath been fince 
done being but the Superftrudures upon thoie foundations^ 
which were then laid. 

The Members being in this manner placed again uponihi unififf 
their Thrones, and the King retired with his poor Family ^o^-JJ^^^ 
Hamptm-Court^ they reviewed their Votes, which had pafled ytusfap- 
in the Committee in the City, wJiich they had caufed every f^Jj/*^' 




more Strength and Authority. So they provided and declared, 
*' That no Member of Parliament ihould be arretted upon 
^'any pretence whatfoever. And becaufe it had been infiued 
on tnat they would not make anv Declaration fb much agalnft 
the known Law, which allowea no Privilege in the cafe of 
Treafbn, Felony, or breach of the Peace, they now added 
that^^ Even in the Cafe of Treafbn no Member ought or could 
*^ be arretted, or proceeded againft, without firft informing 
"the Houfe of which he was a Member, of the Charee and 
^' Evidence againft him, and receiving Their leave and dire- 
^^&ion for the proceeding againft him* And that Men might 
hereafter be more wary how they were made Inftrumental in 
bringing any reproach upon them, they Appointed a Com« 
mittee to prepare a Charge againft Herbert the King's Attur- 
ney General for prefuming to accufe the Members of High 
Treafon i which was made ready accordingly, and profecuted 
with wonderful vigour, as will oe remembrcd hereafter. 

Th £ Y refolvcd that the King (hould not enjoy much eafe 
and quiet in his retreat ; and therefore every day fent fbme 
Committee or other to him with Petitions and Expoftula- 
tions : a Committee of Lords and Commons attencled him 
with a grievous complaint of the Breach of Privilege, they had 
{iifUined by his Coming to the Houfe j and deflred him "That 
^' he would inform them who had given him that pernicious 
^'Counfel, that fuch evil Counfellors might be brought to 
^' juftice, and receive condign punifhment. And when they 
found that the Lord D^ij^ whom they generally believed to 
be the Author and Contriver of all that tranfaftion, though 
they could have no evidence of it, had withdrawn himfelf 
from Court, and they well enough knew had tranfported 
hioiielf beyond the Scas^ they brought WicneiTes to the Bar,

who affirmed, '*That there were, on fiich a day, feveral Offi- 
*'cers, whereof the unbeloved Lunsford was one, ailembled 
*' together zlKingfion xx^nThAmes ncsir Hampton-Court ;^^tnd 
^' that the Lord Digbj came thither to them in a G>ach With 
^•^^'^ **fix Horfes from Mamptott-Court, and conferred with them 
t^ed»y "a long time, and then returned again thither. They were 
Hiib TrM- well fatisfied with the evidence, and forthwith accuijed him 
tZT»/^hk^ theHoufe of Peers of High Treafon, for the Levying of 
Lnmf^ war War againfk the King and Parliament ; and a Proclamation 
Oaa !!ff» was ftiortly iflued out for his Apprehenfion, when all the 
Tliamcs. Town kncw, that he was fafely arrived in Zealand. They re- 
fumed the confideration of the Lieutenant of the Tower; 
and upon new information that much provifion was fent in 
thither every day, they fent for S' John Bjron^ who appeared 
at their Bar, and gave lb fiill anfwers to all the queftions they 
asked of him, that they could not but difmifs him. However 
they fent again to the King to remove him, and put a fitter 
man into the place, and recommended S' John Conins to him, 
as a man in whom they could confide; and becaufe they did 
not fpeedily receive fuch an Anfwer as they liked, they ap- 
pointed their Major-General Skjppon to place fuch Guards 
about the Tower, as might prevent the carrying in more 
provifion of vidual thither, than would ferve for one days 
confumption ; notwithftanding which, the King would not 
^confent to their defire. 

All Men were now in union in both Houfes : the Lords 
had not yet recovered the G>urage to diflent in any one Pro- 

B>fition made to them from the Commons ; ana in Their 
oufe no man durft prefiime to Debate the matter of Pri- 
vilege, how far it extended, and in what dfes it was of no 
Moment, left he might be thought to be privy to, and aCoun- 
fellor of, that heinous Breach, which had given them all this 
Credit. In this confent and concurrence, all the Votes, which 
had paffed at the Committee in London, and which had been 
by them communicated to the Common Council, and Co di- 
vulged throughout the City and Kingdom, were confirmed; 
and thofe who obje&ed againft any expreffions, which were 
not warrantable, reprehended for taxing the difcretion of the 
Committee. 

And in one day both Houfes agreed in, and executed 
three Ads of Sovereignty, even of as high a nature as any 
they have fince ventured upon ; the firft, *' In commanding 
^'the Sheriffs of London, by, and with the advice of their new 
'* Serjeant-Major-General Skjppon, to place a Guard upon, 
**that is to befiege the Tower of London, to hinder the go- 
"ing in of any Provifions, or going but of any Arras or Am- 
*' munition; the fecond^ ^*In appointing $' John Hotham to 
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*'go to JFfcB, which will be menrion'd anon; the third, "In 
** (ending an Order to the Govemour ofPmfmoutb, that no 
"bodv (hould be admitted into that Town and Fort, or fuf- 
*' fef*d to pafs from thence, or any thing to be difpofed of 
** there, but by order from the King fignified by both Houles 
•* of Parliament. 

After this, a meflage was refblv'd upon to be fent to 
the Governour of the Prince, *• That he fliould not fuffer the 
"Prince to be tranfported out of the Kingdom, as he would 
*'an(wer the breach of Truft repofed in him concerning Re- 
"ligion, and the Honour, Safety, and Peace of the three 
" Kingdoms; and they declared, 'That any Perfon who (hould 
" perfwade or attend upon him in fuch traniportation, fliould 
*'be under the fame Cenfure. With thefc high Afts of Pu- 
blick Concernment they joyned the vindication of themfelves 
from the late Trefpafs : and to that end cauied the Attumey 7%« r«»^ 
General to be publickly examined upon Interrogatories, JJ|2^^JJ[^ 
^' Whether he did contrive, frame, or advife the Articles of^tunej 
" Impeachment againft theMembers that were accufed? Whe- fj^ ^ 



" ther he knew the truth of them upon his Own knowledge, 
**or by information? Whether he would undertake to mzkt^^J^ 
"them good, when he fliould be thereunto call'd? From^^n 
*^ whom be received them, and by whofe diredion or advice he 
"did exhibit them ? Whether he had any teftimony or proof 
"of them before the exhibiting? And having received his HrV^vyftwj 
Aniwer, "That he had neither framed, nor advifed them, nor 
" knew any thing of the truth of them, nor could undertake 
" to juftify them, but that he had received them from the 
" King, and was by him commanded to exhibit them ; they 
prefently declared,"That he had broken the Privilege of Par- "^^^J!^ * 
^Miament in preferring thoie Articles, and that the fame was^^' ^ 
"Illegal, ana he Criminal for fb doing; and that a Charge 
"fliould be fent to the Lords, in the name of the Houfe of 
" Commons, againft the Attumey General, to have fatisfa- 
*'dion for the great fcandal, and injury to the Members 
"thereof, unlefs he did within five days bring in his Proof^ 
" and make good the Articles againfl them. 

S o that they had now raifed to themfelves an unqueftion* 
able ftock of fecurity, when they had declared, ** That they 
'^ might neither be apprehended by a Warrant under the 
"King's own Hand, nor accufed by his Atturney General^ 
*^ except themfelves were willing: and they who had con- 
cluded it moft exadly jufl, that the Houfe of Peers muft Im- 
prifbn their own Memhers, as faft as the Commons accufed 
them of High Treafon, and, by that rule, had, within lefs 
than a week before, freed themfelves of twelve Bifhops, who 
always oppofed' their deitgns ( and in a cafe^ where every 
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Man's Confcicnce abfolved them of the Guilt, of which they 
were charged) thought it now Unanfwerable reafbn to con- 
demn the JulUce of the King's proceedings; "Becaufe if a 
** man (hould be committed and imprifoned ailbon as the King 
**accufed him of High Treafon, the Parliament might by 
"confequencc be Dilfolved; fince he might liicceffively ac- 
** cufe the whole Body ; which Logick, if they had not pieafed 
to Vote the contrary, would have run as well in their own 
cafe, upon their own Licence of accufing, and more dange- 
roufly in rcfpeft of the Houfe of Peers, which might poflibly 
indeed have been thereby DiflTolved. 

Though the King had removed himfelf out of the noife 
of IVeJiminfter, yet the cfFeds of it followed him very clofc; 
for bcfides the Buckingham-Jhire Petitioners, who alarm*d him 
the fame or the next day after he came to HawftofhCmart, 
feveral of the fame nature were everv day prefented to him, 
in the name of other Counties of tne Kingdom; all which 
were Printed, and fcattered abroad with the Declaration of 
the Lord Digbfs Levying War at Kingfion upon Thames, and 
the Proclamation for apprehending him ; all which being fb 
induftrioufly difperfcd, and without any colour or ground of 
danger, but only that the Kingdom might be inured to the 
ftyle of the two Houfes, and ezercifed in their commands 
againft the time that they meant to be in earned, gave the 
IV King King reafon to remove in few days from HAmpttm-Court to 
^JJSfor? bis Caftle at Windfar, where he could be more fecure from 
any fuddain popular Attempt; of which he had reafbn to be 
very appreheniive, when, after thofe high A As of Sedition at 
London and Wefimmfier were declared to be according to the 
Laws of the Land, and the Proteftation lately taken j that Pro- 
tefbtion was by a new Order enjoyned to be adminifler'd 
throughout the Kingdom, and the Names of all thofe who 
refufed to take it, which there was reafbn to believe many 
would upon Their new GlofTes, return d to the Houfe of 
Commons, who were as fevere Inquifitors as could be found 
any where. 
^T^*^' From thence his Majcfty fent a Meflage to both Houfes, 
a^aj^m/'I^^^^ he took notice, that his proceedings againfl thofe 
^'Perfbns, whom he had accufed ("naming them) were con- 
^'ccived by many to be illegal, and not agreeable to the Pri- 
/ •'vilege of Parliament, and that he was fo defirous to give 
"fatisfadion to all men in all matters that might feem to 
** have relation to Privilege of Parliament, that he would wave 
** his former proceedings; and all doubts being by that means 
** fettled, when the minds of Men were compofed, he would 
*' proceed againfl them in an uncjuefkionable way; and he 
^'afliired both Houfes, that^ upon all occafions, he would be 
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"as careful of their Privileges as of his Life, or his Crown. 
*' To which he added, that, in all his proceedings againft 
** thofe Perfons, he had never the leall intention of violating 
**the leaft Privilege of Parliament; and in cafe any doubt of 
** breach of Privilege remain'd, he would be willing to aflerc 
** it by any reafonable way his Parliament fhould advife him 
'^to; and therefore he defired them forthwith to lay by all 
*' jealoufies, and apply themfelves to the publick and preffing 
*' Affairs, and efpecially to thofe of Ireland, wherein the good 
**Gf the Kingdom, and the true Religion, which fliould ever 
" be his firft care, were fo highly and ib nearly concerned. 
**And he defired them, that his care of Their Privileges 
" might increaie their care of His Lawful Prerogative, which 
** was fb necefTary to the mutual defence of each other, and 
*' both would be the foundation of a perpetual and perfed in- 
*' telligcnce between his Majetty and Parliaments, and of the 
*' happinefs and profperity of his People. 

But this Menage was not fuch as they looked for ; there 
feem'd flill to be left a time for profecution, and though the 
errour in Form feem'd to be confented to, yet the Subflance 
and Matter of the accufation might be flill Iniifled on. And 
therefore they took no notice of it, but proceeded in infla- 
ming all Men with the fenfe of the breach of Piivilege; and 
finding the general mettalfbmewhatto abate, that they might 
keep up the apprehenfion of danger, and the cflecm of their 
Darling the City, they confult about Adjourning bothHouies 
into LowUn; but finding fome danger of infringing the Ad 
of Parliament, from whence fbme advantage might be taken 
to their prejudice, till that power might be cleared by a Lawj 
they were contented to Adjourn their Houfes as they had done 
for fbme days,and to appoint Committees, qualifiea with more 
power than the Houfes had, to meet in London; which ibr the 
convenience of the Common Council, who took up the GuiU^ 
Hat, chofe to fit in Grocers-HalL 

I T was wonder'd, that having all places fb much at their ^* ?'"^ 
devotion, they would remove from their more convenient SKw/Iysi 
feats at WefimlnjleY; where they might tranfad whatlbever«Grocerf- 
they defired without interruption, and where they were only 
difturbed by their own diredion. But the advantage they 
reaped by it was extraordinary; for, befides tJie fears they 
difperfed abroad, and the confidence they gave their own 
Friends of the City by being with them, they were fure, for 
the moft part, to have a Committee to their own hearts de- 
fire ; fince, befides many out of Lazinefs or Indignation would 
not attend the Service in fo inconvenient a place, very many, 
who troubled them mofb in their Counfels, Durfl not in 
earneil go thither, for fear of uncomely Affronts, if not

danger, their nlmes being publifhed in the tumults as diP 
afFeded perfons^ and They were tbofe indeed, which confti- 
tuted the Malignant Party, which they prayed againft : and 
they found it much eafier to tranfaft any thing contrived and 
fram'd by fuch a Committee, than originally offer'd and de- 
bated in either Houfe, before the myftery was underftood by 
their Proiclytes, and when thofe, who too well uiiderftood 
it did render their dcfigns fometimes uiefFe&ual. 

The minds of Men throughout the Kingdom being now 
prepared to receive all their Dldates with reverence, and to 
obey all their Orders, and to believe that all their Safety 
conlifted in, and depended upon their Authority, and there 
being few within the Houfe who had Courage to oppofe and 
contradid them, they fent to the Lords to quicken them in 
the Bill they had formerly fent to them concerning removing 
the Bi/hops out of their Houfe ; which now, when there 
were fo many of them Prifonersin the Tower, they prefiimed 
7Vf Ctm* would not meet with fo great an oppofition. In the Houfe 
«M«/^« If- of Commons they called to have the Bill read, which had 



yAak^Tiit ^^J^ fo ^o^S there, the fame that had been brought in bjr 
4/ Hu Mii' Saint- Jcbn for the fettlingtheMilitia of theKingdom^to which 
S^^'^^tliey Now added 'Tlie putting all the Forts, CafUes, and Gar- 
** rifons into the hands of fuch Perfons as thev could Cofifidc 
^^in; which was the Ezpreffion they ufed, wnen they had a 
mind to remove any Man from a place, of which he was 
jufUy pofTefTed, '* That they could not Cot^de in him, which 
^^they thought to be reafon enough to difplace any Man. 
When this Bill had been with much ado accepted, and firfb 
read, there were few Men who imagined it would ever re* 
ceive further countenance : but now there were few, who did 
not believe it to be a very neceflary provifion for the Peace 
and Safety of the Kingdom. So great an ImprefEon had the 
late proceedings made upon them; fb that with little op« 

Eofition it pafled the Commons, and was fent up to the 
ords. 

U p o N the disbanding the late Army in the North, all the 
Artillery, Arms, and Ammunition, that was provided for that 
Service, had been by the King's Command fent to //«//, where 
it flill remained; and his Majefty intended it ihould be kept 
there, for Magazine upon all occafions. And he had a 
litde before thefe late oafTages fent the Earl of New-Cafile 
thither, with a private Commiifion to be Governour thereof 
afToon as it fhould be fit to publifli fuch a Command ; and in 
the mean time by his own Interefl to draw in fuch of the 
Countrv, as were necefTary to Guard the Magazine. But no- 
thing tne King did in the mofl: private manner, but was quick- 
ly known to thofe from whom it fhoold moft have been 
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concealed. And fo the Earl of New-Caftle was no fboner 
gone, but notice was taken of it; and he had not been three 
days in /&//, before the Houfe of Peers fent for him, to at- 
tend the Service of that Houfe, which he had rarely ufed to 
do, being for the moft part at Richmond attending upon the 
Prince oflVaUs, whofe Governour he was. He made no hafte 
to return upon the Summons of the Houfe, but fent to the 
King to know his Pleafure ; who not chinking matters yet 
ripe enough to make any fuch Declaration, appointed him to 
come away; upon which he appear'd in the Houfe, without 
being asked where he had been. 

But both Houfes fliortly after mov'd the King *' That theB^f* »w»* 
*' Magazine at Hull might be remov'd to the Tower of La»- J^ ^ 
^^ don, which would be very neceflary for the quieting the tb^ m^im 
^* minds of that Country, and abating the Fears and JeaIouiies|^^^J' ^ 
'^ in the hearts of very many, who did apprehend fome defign rwm^vtd f 
**in the keeping (b much Ammunition in theNorthem parts :'** ^•■^' 
and his Majefty not giving them a fpeedy Anfwer, they fent 
down S^7obn Hotbam, whofe Eftate lay within three or four 
Miles otHM, and he had fbme Command of the Train'd- 
bands, ^'To be Governour thereof, and to draw in fuch of 
"the Country as he thought fit for the place. And though JV;/^ 
Hctham had concurred with them in all their violent ways,Hmha^ 
yet thev well knew that he was not poflTeflcd witli their '• ^«^ 
Principles in any degree, but was very well afFeded in his 
judgment to the Government both in Church and State, but 
had been firft engaged by his particular malice againft the Earl 
of Strafford, and afterwards terrified by their Votes againft 
Sheriff and Deputy Lieutenants; and therefore thev fent his 
Son, a Member likewife of the Houfe, and in whom they more 
Confided, to afEft him in that Service, or rather to be a Spy, 
upon his Fatlier. And this was the Firft Effav they made of 
their Sovereign Power over tiie Militia and the Forts, whllft 
their Bill was yet depending, and was a fufficient manifefta- 
tion what they intended to do, when it /hould be paflfed; 
towards which they made all the hafte they could, exercifing 
the King's patience every day with fome difegrccable Me^ 
fagc to him, upon their Privileges, and requiring " Vindi- 
" cation, and reparation, and difeovery of the Perfons who 
*'had promoted that Profecution. And though the Coun- 
cil once a week attended upon his Majefty at Windfor, he 
could nojt freely confult with them upon what moft con- 
cerned him. 

I N this fad Condition was the King at Windfir, fallen in 
ten days from a Height and Greatnels that his Enemies fear'd, 
to fact! a Lownels, that his own Servants durft hardly avow 
the waiting on him. For though^ 'tis true, the Afts of the 
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Houfc of Commons, and the Tumults, were as great affronts, 
to Majcfty, before this laft Ad upon the Members, as any 
that could be imagin'd poflible to fiicceed, yet the Houfc of 
Peers was then well difpofcd, and might have been managed 
with a little patience, to have blafted all the extravagances 
of the Commons. And the truth is, the grcateft extrava- 
gances appeared to the ftanders-by to be but the attempts of 
Perfons in Difpair, and the ftruglings of Men at the laft Gafp. 
And, without doubt, if the King could have had the patience 
to have fat ftill a Spedator of the DifTentions between the 
two Houfes, and encouraging the Lords, who were firm to 
him, and putting thofe matters in iffuc, wherein the Com- 
mons had invaded both His and the Lord's Privileges; if he 
had commanded his Council-at Law and the Judges, to have 
proceeded by the (trid rules of the Law againft Seditious Per- 
fons at large, for Preaching and Printing againft the peace of 
*the Kingdom, and put the Commons Houfe either to have 
been quiet, whilft their Champions were exemplarily pu- 
niflied (which would have put a Ipeedy end to their Licence) 
or to have appeared the Champions tor an Infamous Ad a- 
gainft the Law and the Juftxce of the Kingdom, their Jurif- 
didion would pobably in a fliort time have been brought 
within the due Limits, and the ftouteft Fador for the Vio- 
lent Party been glad to have compounded for an Ad of 
Oblivion. 

A N D I have heard from Credible Perfons, that the Chief 
of thatFadion afterwards confeflcd, that if that extraordinary 
Accident had not happen'd to give them new Credit and 
Reputation, they were finking under the weight of the Ex- 
pedation of thofe whom they had deluded, and the Envy 
of thofe whom they had oppreflTed. I am fure, they who 
out of Confcience, and Lovalty to their King and Country, 
diligently attended the Puolick Service, were ftrangelv fur- 
prized at the matter and manner of that Accufation ; anci fore- 
law, from the minute, the infinite difadvantage it would bring 
to the King's Af&irs. Not that they thought the Gentlemen 
accufed, Icjfs Guilty; for their extreme difhoneft Ads in the 
Houfe were fo viuble, that hothing could have been laid to 
their Charge incredible: but the going through with it was 
a matter of fb great difficulty and concernment, that every 
Circumftance ought to have been fully deliberated, and the 
fcveral parts diftributcd into fuch hands, as would not have 
fhaken in the execution. And the faying, that the King had 
not Competent Perfons enough, whom he might truft in fo 
important a Secret (which I believe was true) is rather an 
Argument, that the thing was not to be attempted at all, than 
th.it it was to be attempted in that manner i for whoever 
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would have betray'd the Truft, would be fure to find fault 
with it, when it was endeavoured without him, cfpecially If 
it mifcarried. The truth is, there was little realbn to be- 
lieve that the Houfe of Peers would commit the Lord Kiwi- 
bdtm upon the accufation of M*" Atturney in that conjunfture 
of tioie ; and le(s that the Houfe of Commons would deli* 
ver up their Members to the Serjeant at Arms, when they 
/hould be demanded; which was an irregular thing, and im* 
plied unreafonably, that they had fome Power to keep them, 
who were defiredf to deliver them. Yet if the choice had 
been better made, and the feveral Perfons firft Apprehended, 
and put into diftind dole Cudodies, that neither any Body 
elie Ihould have heard from them, nor they one from ano^ 
ther, all which had not been very difficult, the high Spirit 
of both Houfes might poffibly have been fo dejeded, that 
they might have been Treated withal. But even that at- 
tempt had been too great for the Solitary State the King 
was in at that time ; whicli was moft naturally to have been 
improved by {landing upon his guard, and denying all that 
was in his Power to deny, and in compelling his Minifters to 
execute the Law in thofe Cafes that acmonllrably concern'd 
the Publick Peace. 

The Committee at Grocers-Hatt, very much exalted to find J^/^'"J?/^" 
no oppofition in any thing they dcfired from both Houfes, ceVs-Hair" 
refblvd to make wnat advantage they could of that Seafon '''/!?»*»•» 
of their Power; and therefore not vouchfafing to return anyj^^*" 
Anfwer to the King's MefTage of retradion, they cojicludcd 
upon "A new Remonftrance to be made of the State of the 
** Kingdom; in which they would prcfent to the King's view 
*' the caufes of the prefent evils ana diftradions, and propofc 
^'to him, by way of Advice, the Remedies that in their opi- 
**nion he was to apply to thofe evils. 

**Th B Caufes they agreed to be, the evil Council about n«»4»f«f 
" the King and Queen, difpofmg all occurrences of State, and JJ^yCtr? 
^'abufing the King's Authority and Power to the Prejudice 
^' of Religion, the hazarding the Publick Peace, and ftrength- 
"ning a Malignant Party in the Kingdom; the influence, 
^' which the Priefts and Jefuits had upon the afFcdions and 
**Counfels of the Qiieen, and the admiflion of her Majefty 
" to intermeddle with the Great Affairs of State, and with the 
'•difpofing of places and preferments of the Higheft concern- 
*'ment in the kingdom; whereby thofe of great Power and 
''Authority were engaged to favour fuch deugns, as were in- 
''fiifed into her Majefty by thofe of that Religion: the want 

of a due Reformation of the Church (5overnmcni, and Li* 
*'turgy then ufed; the want of a Preaching Miniftry, and a 

competent Maintenance for them ; the over ftrid prcfling 
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"of divers Ceremonies in the Liturgy and Rubrick, and the 
" prefling other Ceremonies not injoyn'd by Law ; the Votes 
"of the Popifti Lords in the Houte of Peers, which was a 
" hindrance of the Reformation, and a proteftion of the Ma- 
**lignant Party; the preferring fuch as had adhered to De- 
^Minquents, and the difoleafure (hew'd againft thofe who had 
** been ufed as Witneffes in the Profecution of them ; the 
** breaches of the Privileges of Parliament; and the managing 
*' the great Affairs of the Realm in Cabinet Councils by Men 
''unknown, and not publickly trufted j the preferring Men to 
" degrees of Honour and Offices, and difplacing others, in 
''Parliament time, and without the confent of that Council, 
"and many other particulars; to which they thought tfaefe 
"Remedies moft natural, and proper to be applied. 

"Th AT all Privy Councilors, and others or truft and im- 
"ployment beyond the Seas, /hould be remov'd from their 
" Places, and only fuch admitted, as fliould be recommended 
"to the King by both Houfes of Parliament; and that fuch 
"Counfellors and Officers, as /hould be fb di^Iaced, and not 
"again recommended, /hould not have acceis to the Courts 
"of the King and Queen : that all Priefts, Papifts, and ill af- 
"fefted Perfons, though profeffing the Proteftant ReUgion, 
"Ihould be removed from the Queen's Perfon, and from hav- 
"ing any Office or Imployment under her, and that all her 
"Servants /hould take fuch an Oath as fliould bedeviled by 
" Parliament ; that he, or /he, would not at any time direftly 
"or indiredly by Him, or Her /elf, or any other, move or 
"petition, or fbllicite her Majefty in any matter concern- 
" mg the State and Government of the Kingdom, or con- 
"cerning any favour or immunity to be conferred upon any 
"Papi/b, or for any Honour, Preferment, or Imployinent of 
"any Per/on whatfoever. 

"That the King would remove from about his own 
"Perfon, and the Queen's, and from both their Courts, M*" 
^'WtWum Murray, M' Porter, M^^hn Winter, and M' mt- 
*Uiam Crofts,heing all Perfons of evil Fame, and DifafFedion 
"to the Publick Peace and Profperity of the Kingdom, and 
" inftruments of Jealou/y and Di/content between the King 
"and the Parliament: that the King would not entertain anj 
"advice or mediation from the Queen in matters of Reli- 
"gion, or concerning the Government of any of his Domi- 
'* nions, or for the placing or difplacing of any great Officers^ 
" Counfellors, EmbaiTadors, or Agents b^ond the Seas, or 
"any of his Servants attending his Royal Perfon either in 
" his Bed-Chamber, or Privy-Chamber, or attending the 
" Prince, o: any of the Royal Ifliie after they (hall attain to 
"the Age of five years: 

"That 
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•'That the Queen fliould take a folemn Oath, in the 
"prefenceof both Houfes of Parliament, that (he would not 
^^ncreafter give any Council^ or ufe any mediation to the 
'*King, concerning the difpoiing of any Offices or Places 
"above mentioned, or at all intermeddle In any Affairs of 
'* State or Government of the Kingdom : that all Officers and 
** Councilors, that /hould be imploy'd in any of the Places 
'^before mentioned, fhoutd take a folemn Oath» that they 
'* had not made ufe of any power or mediation of the Queen 
'^dircdly, or indiredly tor their Preferment, or in obtain- 
*'ing any fuch Place or Imployment : That the Affairs of the 
** Kingdom fliould not be concluded or tranfaded by the ad- 
** vice of Private Men, or by any unknown or unfworn Coun- 
"fellors, but fuch matters as were fit for the Council, by the 
** Privy Counfellors only ; and fiich as were fit for the Par- 
''liament, by the Parliament only : 

"Th A T no Perfbn whatfocver, under the Penalty of Trea- 
**fbn, fhould prefume to foUicite, or further any propofition 
"for the Marriage of any of the Kings Children with any 
•* Prince or Perfon of the Popifh Religion i and that no Mar- 
*' riage for any of the King s Children fliould be concluded 
**with any Prmce or Perfon whatfbever, without the Con- 
*'fent and Advice of both Houfes of Parliament: That none 
•*of the King's Children, except the Princefs Maxj then af- 
*' fianced, fhould at any time go beyond the Seas, without the 
•* confent of both Houfes of Parliament ; and that no Perfon 
*• under penalty of High Treafon fliould affilt, or attend any 
**of his Majefty's Children in any fuch voyage beyond the 
''Seas, without the like confent of both the Houfes of Par- 
''liament. 

** T H A T no Mafs, or Popifli Service, fliould be faid in the 
"Courts of the King or Queen, or in the Houfe pf any Sub- 
" jed of the Kingdom; and that more Laws fliould be made 
''againft the Papifls; and all the Priefts which were con- 
"demn'd, fliould be forthwith executed. That the Votes of 
'^Popifh Lords might be taken away; and a Reformation 
"made of the Church Government, and Liturgy by the Par- 
^'liament; and that no penalty fliould be incurr'd for omif^ 
*'fion of any Ceremony, till the Reformation fliould be per- 
"fea: That all Delinquents flioidd be fubjed to fuch pe- 
^'nalties and forfeitures as fliould be agreed on, and impoled 
''by Bill, in both Houfes of Parliament : That luch as fliould 
''be declared inParliament to adhere to any Delinquents, and 
'*had thereupon receiv'd any Preferment from the King, 
'< fliould be remov'd from fuch Preferment; and fuch as 
^'liodd be declared by both Houfes to have been imployed 
''and ufed againft Delinquents^ and had thereupon fallen into 
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" the King's difpleafiire, and been put from their Places^/hould 
" be reftored to their Places, and his Majefty's Favour: 

** T H A T every Perfon, who, being a Member of the Houfe 
*' of Commons in that Parliament, had been accufed of any 
** Offence againft rhatHoufe, and, the Accufation depending, 
*'had been called up to the Houfe of Lords in the quality 
*'of a Peer, fhould by Ad of Parliament be put out of that 
*' Houfe; and that hereafter no Member of the Houfe of 
^^ Commons (hould without their confent be called up to be 
''a Peer, except in cafe of Defcent: That no Perfon, which 
*'fliould hereafter be made a Peer of the Realm, /hould be 
*' admitted to have his Seat, or Vote in the Houfe of Peers, 
''without the confent of both Houfes of Parliament : That 
**thofe Members of the Houfe of Commons, wha had this 
*' Parliament been called to the Houfe of Peers, except in ca(^ 
•'of Defcent, fliould be excluded from giving their Votes 
•*in the Houfe of Peers, unlefe both Houfes of Parliament 
"fliould aflent thereunto: That no Member of either Houfe 
•'of Parliament /hould be preferred ordifplaced, fitting the 
•'Parliament, without the confent of that Houfe, whereof he 
"was a Member: That fiich of either Houfe as had been 
•'preferred to any Place or Office, during the Parliament^ 
•'might be put out of thofe Places: 

"That the King would declare the Names of thofe 
•' who advifed him to the accufation of the Members, and all 
••the particulars that enfued upon that accufation; and that 
•' he would make publick Declaration and promife in Parlia- 
•' ment never more to receive information from any Man to 
•' the prejudice of any Member of either Houfe, for any thing 
•'done in that Houfe, without difcovering tho^Name of fucb 
•'Perfon who gave him fuch information. 

These, and many other particulars of the like nature^ 
were the refiilts of that Committee at GrPcers-HaU ; which 
I infert here, being the proper time of their Birth, that the 
World may fee, what their Projeftions were in the in£mcy 
of their vifibe power and advantage, though they were not 
digefted into avow'd propofitions till long after, as the efieds 
of riper divifions, and fuller grown jealoufies. For by that 
time they liad fhaped and framed thefe Devices, they found 
the Eyes of the People not fb univerfally (hut as they had 
been ; and that the King's coming to the Houfe of Commons, 
or the accding the Members, was not more fpoken of than 
the Tumults, and the driving the King out of London, and 
not fuffering him to be quiet at Hampton-Court. Then the 
Lords begun to take new Courage, and though they wer6 
fbmewhat intoxicated with the fears and jealoufies concerning 
their Privileges, yet they thought Trcfpaffes of tliat kind ca- 
pable 
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pable of reparation, and fo were willing to receive any Over- 
ture from the King to that purpofe. It was concludca there- 
fore, *'The time was not yet ripe to do all at once, till more 
**Men were engaged, and refolv'd, "With more patience to 
** win their ground by inches. 

The King continued at Wlndfor to exped the end, or the 
iffue of this Tempeft ; and finding that they hardly would take 
notice of his former Meflagcs, but proceeded in the High- 
ways of Deftrudion, for he had advcrtifemcnt of their moft 
(ccret Combinations, refolv'd to fend fuch a Meffage to the 
two Houfes, whofe United Reputation was yet too great to 
ftrugglc with, as might at leaft divide Tliofe, who defired the 
Publick Peace, from the Miniftcrs of Confufion : and fo on 
the zo^ofjfannofj fcnt this Propofition and Mcflfage to themJ«»'OV' 
in writing ** For preventing thole evils, which the manifold ^J^5'-«» 
"Diftraftions threatened to the Kingdom; that they would '•^•'^w**- 
«' with all fpeed fall into a fcrious Confideration of all thofe^"*^"****** 
•* particulars, which they held nccelfary, as well for the up- 
" holding and maintaining the King's juft and Regal Autho- 
•* rity, and the Settling his Revenue, as for the prefcnt and 
** future Eftabli/hment of their Privileges, the free and quiet 
** enjoying of their Eftates, and Fprtunes, the Liberties of 
** their Perfons, the fecurity of the true Religion now pro- 
"feffcd in the Church of England, and the Settling of Cere- 
** monies in fuch a manner, as might take away all juft of- 
** fence ; which when they fhould havedigeftcd, and compofcd 
**into one entire Body, that fo his Majcfty and thcmfelves 
*' might be able to make the more clear judgment of them, 
** it (hould then appear, by what his Majefty would do, how 
*• far he had been from intending, or defigning any of thofc 
** things, which the too great Fears and Jealoufies of fomc 
"Perfonsfeem*d to apprehend; and how ready he would be 
"to equal, and exceed the greateft Examples of the moft in- 
**dulgent Princes in their Ads of grace and Favour to their 
** People; fo that if all the prefent Diftradions, which fo ap- 
** parently threatened the ruine of the Kingdom, did not, by 
"the blefling of Almighty God, end in a happy and bleffccl 
** Accommodation, his Majeftv would then oe ready to call 
^* Heaven and Earth, God ana Man, to witnefs, that it had 
** not failed on His part. 

This Meffage was received by the Lords with great figns 
of joy,infomuch that they defirea the Commons to joyn with 
them in returning their Thanks to his Majefty for his gracious 
offers, and to affure him, " Tliat they woula forthwith apply B^th H$uf» 
**themfelves to thofe confidcrations, he propofcd. However ^i^^i^ij 
the next day they joyned together in a Petition lo the King, th* ^ccufu 
^*That he would, in very few days, fend in his Prooft, and ^'**'"* 

*' proceed 
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*' proceed againft the Members he had Accufed of High Trea- 
"fon, or declare them to be Innocent, and himfelf to be ill 
»j^ffr''''advifedj to the which he Anfwered, *'That lie was ready 
"^^ "to proceed againft them, but that there might be no new 
"miftakes in the way, and form of the proceedings, Jie de- 
** fired, that it might be firft refolv'd, whether his Majcfty 
** were bound in reTbed of Privileges to proceed againft them 
''by Impeachment m Parliament, or whether he were at li- 
*'berty to prefer an Indidment at Common Law in the ufual 
"way, or whether he had his choice of either; before that 
" was refolv'd, hisMajefty thought it unufual and unfit to dif- 
" cover what Proof he had againft them ; but then he would 
"give fuch fpeedy diredion for Profecution, as might put 
"determination to the bufinefs. 

This gave them new Offence and Trouble; and if the 
King's Council had had the Courage to have infifted upon the 
matter of Law, and the Lords would have given them rea- 
fbnable countenance, they would have been much puzzled to 
have procured a Resolution that would have ferv'd their pur- 
pofes to all parts, and been content to have fuipended their 
judgment, that fo the King might have fufpended his profe- 
cution. For if the Judges had been called to deliver their opi- 
nions in point of Law, which they ought to have been, they 
could not- have avoided the declaring, that by the known 
Law, which had been confeflTed in all times and ages, no Pri- 
vilege of Parliament could extend in the cafe of Treafon; but 
that every Parliament Man was Then in the condition of 
every other Subjed, and to be proceeded againft accordingly. 
In the next place, as they would never have ventured them- 
felves upon the Houie ot Peers under an Impeachment, and 
thereby made them their Judges, which indeed was incon- 
gruous, every Subicd being to be T£y'd for his Life fet Fa- 
reSy vel per Legem Terrs, to both which the Lords, and the 
Impeachment, were diredly oppofite s fo thev would left have 
trufted an Indidment at Law, and a well chofen fober Jury, 
who had been bound to follow their Evidence of Fad; and 
were not Judges of the Law, which was fevere in any Con- 
fpiracy againft the Crown, or the Perfons of King or Queen* 
But having fliut the doors againft any mention ofLaw, 
they made no fcruple of reiblving,and anfwering his Majefty, 
"That they were firft to fee the Evidence he had to prove 
*'the guilt, before they could give any diredion for the man- 
'* ner of the Profecution, and Proceeding ; which thev ground- 
ed upon a Maxim, they had but lately eftabli/hed, though 
never till then heard ot; " That no Member of Parliament, 
"for what Offence foever, could be Arrefted, or proceeded 
"againft, but by the conient of thatHoafe of which he was 
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"a Member j and then, they faid, they could not give, or 
''deny their confent by any other meafure than the Know- 
" ledge of the Crime and Proof, upon which fuch Member 
'^ ftood accn(ed. Which C>ncluiion had been reafbnable had 
the Prcmifes been juft j whereas the argument was to be ip- 
verted^ that Their confent was not to be asked^ becaufe they 
had noCognilance of the Crime of which their Members were 
accuied, nor were Judges whetlier their accufation were valid 
in Law, or fufBciently proved in Fad, 

It is not to be believed how many (bber,well-mindedMen,o<!/5fwifiiii/ 
who were real Lovers of the Peace of the Kingdom, and had^^^^^y. 
a fill! fubmifEon, and reverence to the Known Laws, were fmUmm. 
impofed upon, and had their Underftandings confoynded^ 
and fo their Wills perverted, by the mere mention of Pri- 
vilege of Parliament; which inftead of the plain, and intelli« 
giblc notion of it, was by the dexterity or thofe Boutefeus, 
and their under-Agents of the Law, and the Supine Sottifh- 
neis of the People, rendered fiich amyftery, as could be only 
explained by Tnemfelves, and extended as far as they found 
necefl&ry for their occaiions, and was to be acknowledged 
a good reafbn ibr any thing that no Other reafbn could be 
given for. *' We are, fay they, and have been always con- 
" feiTed, the only Judges of our own Privileges ; and therefore 
**whatfoever we declare to be our Privilege, is fuch: other- 
" wife whofoever determines that it is Not fo, makes himfelf 
** Judge of that, whereof the Cognifance only belongs to Us. 
And &is Sophiflical Riddle perplexed many, who, notwith* 
(landing the defperate Contequence they faw muft refult 
from fuch Logick, taking the firft Propofition for true, which, 
being rightly underftood, is fo, have not been able to wind 
themielves out of the Labyrinth of theConcIufion : I (ay the 
Propofition Rightly underftood : They are the onlv Judges 
of tneir own Privileges, that is, upon the Breach of thofe Pri- 
vileges, which the Law hath declared to be their own, and 
what punishment is to be infli&ed upon fuch Breach. But 
there can be no Privilege, of which the Law doth not take 
noike, and which is not pleadable by, and at Law. 

ifH E truth and clearnete of this will beft appear bylnftance: 
If I am Arretted by Procefs out of any Court, I am to plead 
in the Court, that I am a Member or Parliament, and that^ 
by the Privilege of Parliament, my Perfon ought to be free 
from Arrefts. Upon this Plea the Judge is bound to difcharge 
me; and if he does not, he is a Criminal, as for any other 
treipafs againft the Law : but the punifhing the Perfon, who 
hath made this infringement, is not within His Power, but 
proper to that Jurifdidlon, againft which the contempt is; 
therefore that Houfo^ of which I am a Member^ upon com^ 

plaint 
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plaint made of fuch an Arreft, ufually fends for the Pcrlbns 
culpable, the party at whofe Suit the Arreft is made, and the 
Omcers which executed it, and commits them to Prilbn, till 
they make acknowledgment of their Offence. But that Houie 
never fends, at leaft never did till this Parliament, any Order 
to the 0)urt out of which the Procefs ifliied, to ftay the pro- 
ceedings at Law, becaufe the Privilege ought to oe legally 
pleaded. So, after the DiiTolution of Parliament, if lam 
Arretted within the days of Privilege, upon any plea of Privi- 
lege the Court difcharges me j but then the Party that Arrefts 
me, efcapes punifliment till the next Parliament, the Judge 
having no more power to commit the man that fued or ar- 
retted me, than he hath to imprifon a man for bringing an 
Aftion at Law, when he hath no good Title 5 neither is He 
Judge of the contempt. 

Again, if a man brings an Information, or an Adion of 
the Gife, for words fpoken by me, and I plead that the words 
were fpoken by me in Parliament, when I was a Member 
there, and that it is againft the Privilege of Parliament, that 
I ihould be impleaded in any other place, for the words I 
fpoke There; I ought to be dii'charged from this Adion or 
Information, becaufe this Privilege is known, and pleadable 
at Law ; but that Judge can neither puni/b, nor examine the 
breach of Privilege, nor cenfure the Contempt. And this is 
the true and proper meaning of the old receiv'd Axiom, that 
they are Judges only of their own Privileges. 

And indeed thefe two, of freedom from Arrefts for their 
Feribns (which originally hath not been of that latitude to 
make a Parliament a Sanduary for Bankrupts, where any Per- 
fbn out-lawed bath been declared incapable of being returned 
thither a Member) and of liberty of Speech, were accounted 
their chiefeft Privileges of Parliament: For their other, of 
Accefs to the King, and correfpondence by Conference with 
the Lords, are ratlier of the Eilence of their Councils, than 
Privileges belonging to them. For that their being Judges of 
their Privileges ftiould qualify them to make New Privileges, 
or that their Judgment ftiould Create them fuch, as it was 
a dodrine never before Now heard of^ fb it could not but 
produce all thofe Monftrous effeds we have feen ; when tliey 
have afTumed to (wallow all the Rights and Prerogatives of 
the Crown, the Liberties and Lands of the Church, the Power 
and Jurisdidion of the Peers, in a word, the Religion, Laws, 
and Liberties of England, in the bottomlcfs and injQitiable 
Gulph of their own Privileges. And no doubt thefe inva- 
fions, or pretence of Privilege, will hereafter be judged to 
have been the moft unparalleled, and capital Breach of thofe 
Privileges, that had ever yet been attempted* 

In 
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1m the Addrels, which the Houfe of Commons prepared 7iEr«L«n(r 
for acknowledgment of the King's Grace and favour in ^^^Xi^^TtSn 
Meflage of the twentieth oiJanuiLfj^ they had defired," That-^«ii# u^ 
" for a ground of their G)niidence, and removal of Jealoufies, ^^J^sir 
•* that they might apply themfelves to give his Majefty fatijp- John j^yroa 
** fadion in the Method he propofed, his Majefty would pre-^JJ^JJ^.*** 
**icntly put the Tower of London into the hands of fiich a 
*' perfon, as Both Houies fliould recommend to him 5 in which 
the Lord's Differed with them ; as well for that the diipofal 
of the coftody thereof was the King's peculiar Right and 
Prerogative, as like wife that his Majefty nad committed the 
charge thereof to S' ^obn Byron, a peribn of a very Ancient 
family^ an honourable extradion, and good Fortune, and as 
unblemifhed a Reputation, as any Gentleman o£ England. 
The G>mmons, much troubled that die Lords fhould again 
take the courage to diiTent from them in any thing, refblv'd 
to prefs the King upon their Own fcore, and to get the re- 
commendation of fo great an Officer to Themfelves. 

And therefore on the fix and twentieth day of ^anu^,^J^ 
they fent a Petition to him in the name of the Knights, Ci- /*«»/»'*» 
tizens, and Burgefles, of the Commons Houfe aflfembled in J[]-^^^"2r 
Parliament; in which they took notice ''Of the gracious f>» «»<<• 
" Meilage from his Majeflry of the twentieth ixiflant, for which JSJ/^/JtJ 
^' they retum'd moft humble thanks, revolving to take it into mu tb* Mi> 
**ij)cedy and ferious confideration, and feid to enable themjljj'^^y*' 
''with lecurity to discharge their duties therein, they hzAcntfiHi^ 
*'defired the Houfe of Peers to joyn with them, in humbly"^' 
" befeeching his Majefty to raife up unto them a fure ground 
" of Safety and Confidence, by putting the Tower, and other 
^'principal Forts of the Kingdom, and the whole Militia 
*' thereof, into the hands of Such perfbns as his Parliament 
^' might Confide in, and as fhould be recommended unto liini 
"by Both Houfes of Parliament ; that, all Fears and Jea- 
"loufies being laid afide, they might with cheerfulnels pro- 
"ceed to fuch Reiblutions, as they hoped would lay a fure 
" foundation of Honour, Greatnefs^ and Glory to his Ma- 
" jefty,and his Royal Pofterity, and of happinefs and profpe- 
'^ rity unto hisSubjeds throughout all his Dominions; where- 
" in the Houfe of Peers had refufed to joyn with them. But 
^'they, notwithftanding, no way difcouraged, but confiding 
"in his Majefty 's goodnefs to his People, did therefore make 
" their humble Addrefs to him to bcfeech him, that theTower 
^^cS London, and other principal Forts, and the whole Mi- 
"litia of the Kingdom, might be put into the hands of fuch 
" perfbns as fhould be recommended to him by the Houfe of 
^'Commons; not doubting but they fhould receive a Gra* 
" clous and fpeedy Anfwer to that their humble Deiire,without 
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''which in all Humane rea(bn, the great Diftradions of the 
•'Kingdom muft needs overwhelm it with Mifery and Ruine. 
The King was not troubled at the receipt of this Petition^ 
glad, that fince they could not be brought to fuch a degree 
of Reafonablenefs, as might make up all breaches, thev would 
be fo peremptorily Unreafonable as might probably fever 
Thofe from tliem who were not fb Defperate as themfelves; 
and he hoped, that when the People Aiould obferve that this 
grafping of the Militia of the Kingdom into their own hands, 
as an expedient for the compoGng their high grown Fears 
and Jealoufies, was no more than they defired the Summer 
before when S' Arthur Haflerig brought in his Bill into the 
Houfe of Commons, which is before remembred, when that 
title of Fears and Jealoufies was not difcover'd; and when the 
Peers /hould obferve, that the Houfe of G>mmons infolently 
Demanded, by their owii Single Suffrage, the deputing men 
to Places of that vaft Importance, they would both conclude, 
that thofe Iminodeft Askers were not only fit to be Denied^ 
but Reformed : yet believing that Real and Juft Fears might 
grow up, to difcountenance and fiipprefs thofe Imaginary 
ones, his Majefly vouchfafed a very foft and gentle Anfwer 
m ^4ft to that Petition ; and told them, " That he hoped his gracious 
^f^. c'XIefTage would have produced Ibme fuch Overture, as by 
'' offering what was fit on Their parts to do, and by asking 
" what was proper for Him to grant, might have begot a 
*' mutual Confidence in each other. Concerning the Tower 
*'of Zifl»4^ii, that He did not exped, having preferr'd a per- 
^'fbn of a known Fortune and unqueltionabie Reputation^ 
*'to that Truft, that he (hould have been prefTed to remove 
"him without any particular Charge d>je<9:ed againft him; 
"however, that u, upon due examination, any particular 
" Aiottld be prefented to him, whereby it might appear he 
"was miftaken in his good opinion of that Gentleman, and 
" that be was unfit for the Truft committed to him, he would 
"make no fcniple of difcharging him; otherwife, he was 
" obliged in juftice to himfelf, to preferve his Own work, lefb 
"his Favour and good Opinion might prove a Difadvantage 
^'and Misfortune to his Servants, without any other Accu- 
^'fation; of whidi he hoped his Houfe ofComnrons would 
"be fb tender, as of a bufinefs, wherein his Honour was 
^' much concern d ; and if they found no material Exceptions 
"againft that perfon, they would ratlier endeavour to latisfy 
"and reform the Fears of other men, than, by complying 
^'with them, prefs his Majefty to any thing which did fb 
^' much refied upon his Honour and Juflice. 

^'FoK the Forts and CafUes of the Kingdom, that he was 
^refblv'd they fhould always be in fuch hands, and Only in 
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**fixch, as the Parliament might fafely Confide in; but the 
** Nomination of any Perfons to thofe Places, being fo prin- 
" cipal and infeparable a flower of his Crown, veiled in him, 
^' and derived to lilm from his Anceftors by the fundamental 
** Laws of the Kingdom, he would refervc to himlelf ; in 
*' beftowing whereof, as he would take care that no corrupt 
''or finifter courfes fhould prevail with him, fo he was will- 
^' Ing to declare, that he fliould not be induced to exprefs 
**that Favour fo foon to any perfons, as to thofe, whofe 
''good Demeanour fhould be Eminent in, or to his Parliament. 
'* And if he' then had, or fliould at any time, by mif-informa- 
*'tion confer fuch a Truft upon an Undeferving Perfon, he 
*' was, and would always be, ready to leave him to the WiP 
*' dom and Juftice of the Parliament. 

"For the Militia of the Kingdom, which by the Law was 
"fubjeft to no Command but of his Majefty, and of Autho* 
** rity lawfully derived from him, he (aid, when any particu- 
*' lar courfe for ordering the fame (hould be confidered, and 
*' digefted, and propofed to him, he would return fiich an 
'^Aniwer as fhould be agr^able to his Honour, and the 
'* Safety of his People, he being refolv'd only to deny thofe 
'' things, the Granting whereof would alter the fundamental 
"Laws, and endanger the very foundation, upon which the 
'^Publlck happinefs and welfare of his People was founded 
^^and conitituted, and which would nourifh a greater, and 
*'more deflrudive Jealoufy between the Crown, and the Sub- 
"jeft, than any of tiiofe, which would feem to be taken away 
" by fuch a fatisfadion. 

"He faid, he was not willing to doubt, that his having 
*^ granted more than ever King had granted, would perfwade 
" Them to ask more than ever Subjeds had asked : but if they 
*' fhould acquaint him with the particular grounds of their 
"Doubts and their Fears, he would very wiUmgly apply Re- 
"medies proportionable to thofe Fears; for he callea God 
**to witnefs, that the prefervation of the Publick Peace, the 
"Law, and the Libertv of the Subjed, was, and fhould al^ 
" ways be, as much his Care as his own Life, or the Lives 
"of nis dearefl Children. 

"And therefore he did conjui'e them by all tlie Ads of 
"Favour they had receiv'd from him this Parliament, by 
" their hopes of future happinefs in his Majefty, and in one 
"another, by their love of Religion, and the Peace of the 
"Kingdom, in which he faid, that of Iff /^fii was included, 
*'that they would not be tranfported by Jealoufies, and ap- 
"prehenfions of Poffible Dangers, to put themfelves or his 
"Majefty, into Real and Preient Inconveniences; but that 
"they would fpeedily purfue the way propofed by his former 
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'^MeffagCj which, in Human Reafbn, was the only way to 
''compofe the Diftradions of the Kingdom, and, with God's 
"blcffing, would rcftorc a great meallue of felicity to King 
**and People. 

This Anfwer being not only a denial, but (uch an Ex- 
poftulation as would render their Counfels of lefs reverence 
to the People, if upon thofe reafons they (hould recede from 
what they nad with that Confidence, and difdain of the Houfe 
of Peers demanded of the King; they tlierefore refolv'd to 
let up their reft upon that ftake, and to go through with it, 
or perifli in the attempt. And, to this purpofe, they again 
mufter up their Friends in the City, and lend their Emiflaries 
. abroad to teach the People a new language. All Petitions 
muft now defire, ''That the Kingdom might be put into a 
" pofture of Defence, and nothing elfe would ferve to defend 
** them from the ma,ny Plots and Con(piracies againft them, 
^'or fecure them from their own Fears andjealoufies. More 
Petitions were prelented to the Houfe of Commons by fome 
Citizens of London, in the name of thofe Merchants, that 
ufually Traded to the Mint ^ith Bullion, who pretended 
** That their Fears and Jealouiies were fo great, that they durft 
"not carry their Bullion to the Tower, being not fatisfied 
"with the prefent Lieutenant there; and therefore defired 
" that he might be removed ; and more to the like purpofe. 
They had wholly undertaken the managing of the War 
in Ireland, and really, for many reafons, neither did ufe, nor 
defired to ufe, any great Expedition in that work ; vet having 
with great induftry infufed into the minds of the reople, at 
I^ft a Sufpicion, that the Court: favoured that Rebellion, they 
always made ufe of the flownefs in thofe proceedings to the 
Th0 am- King's difadvantage. About that time, they had defired the 
^iJl^ City to fumifh them with one hundred thoiuand pounds, for 
m^^ .f the Levying, and accommodating Forces to be fentinto that 
^citj. Kingdom, which gave the Common Council, where fuch 
Loans were always tranfaded, opportunity to return their 
opinions, and advice upon the general State of Affairs. They 
rh% c^m' faid, " They could lend no more Money by reafon of thole 
^sJtaT "obftrudions, which threatned the Peace of this Kingdom, 
fi^' *'and had already render'd it even defperate : that the not 
^'pafBng the Bill againft Preffing of Soldiers, which ftill de- 
"pended with the Lords, upon thofe reafons formerly men- 
''tioned at large, put many Men into fears, tliat there was 
^'fome defign rather to lole that Kingdom, and to confume 
"This in the lofs of it, than to prcferve either the one, or 
** the other ; and that the Rebels were grown fo ftrong there, 
*'that they made account fpeedily to extirpate the Britifli 
^ Nation in that Kingdom } aqd that they intended Then, as 
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^ they already bragged^ to come over, and make This the 
''Seat of the War. 

^' T H A T the not patting the Forts into fiich hands^ in 
'^whom the Parliament might Confide, the not fettling the 
'' Kingdom in a poftiire of Defence, the not removing the 
^ preient Lieutenant of the Tower, and putting fuch a Perfba 
into that place, as might be well approved by the Parlia- 
ment, coiud not but overthrow Trading more and more^ 
and make Monies yet more Icarce in the City and Kingdom. 
That the mifunderflanding between the King and Parlia- 
ment, the not vindicating the Privileges thereof, the charg- 
^'ing ibme Members of Treafbn to the deterring of otiiers 
'' fix>m difcharging their Duties, and to the deftroying the 
*' very Being of Parliaments, did exceedingly fill the minds of 
*^ Men well alFeded to the Publick, with many fears and dii^ 
^coaragements ; and fb diiable them from vielding that 
''chearful affiftance, which they would be glad to afford. 
^^ That bv this means there was fuch a decay of Trading, 
''and fucn fcarcity of Money, neither of wnich could be 
" cured, till the former evils were removed, as it was like, in 
*' very fhort time, to caft innumerable multitudes of Poor Ar- 
"tificers into liich a depth of Poverty and Extremity, as 
" might enforce them upon ibme dangerous and defperate At- 
"tempts, not fit to be ExprefTed, much lefs to be Juftified; 
"which they left to the Honfe fpeedily to confider, and pre- 
"vent. Theie evils, under wmch they did exceedingly la- 
" bom: and languifh, they faid, did fpring from the imploy ing 
"of iil afieded perfons in places of Trult and Honour in the 
" State, and near to the Perfbn of the King; and that they 
"were flill continued by means of the Votes of Bifhops, and 
" Popi/h Lords, in the Houfe of Peers. And {o having faith- 
"fully reprefented, they laid, the true Reafbns, which really 
"enforced them to return that Anfwer, they craved leave to 
"proteft before God and the High Court of^Parliament, that 
'Sf any further miferies befel their dear Brethren in Ireland^ 
"or if'^any mifchief fhould break in upon this Kingdom, to 
"the endangering or difhirbing the Peace thereof, it ought 
"not to be imputed to Them, but only to fuch, who /hould 
"endeavour to hinder the effeftual and fpeedy cure of thole 
" evils before recited, which did fo much diiable anddifcourage 
"them from doii^ that which the Houie had defired of 
"them. 

At the fame time, were prefented other Petitions, fub- J]^^^^ 
fcribed by many thoufand hands, and in the names of rii^fr^mfiwd 
Knights, Gentlemen and Freeholders, and other Inhabitants, ^;jj^'^^ 
ofthe Counties of Mi^/rjfrji:, £/fx, zvA Hertford; all which r/bc Mi/hm. 
leverally inveighed againft the Malignant Party, which ren- 
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der'd the good endeavours of the Houfe of Commons fruit- 
lefs ; " Dcfircd that the Votes of the Bifhops, and Popi/h 
** Lords, might be taken out of the Houfe of Peers; that they 
"might be put into a pofture of defence, and the Forts, and 
'^Caitles of the Kingdom, into fuch hands as the Parh'amenc 
"might Confide in ; that fo Ireland might be relieved, and 
" this Kingdom made happy. One of them adding, that the 
" Malignant Party of Prelates and Papifts, and their adherents, 
"were inconfiftent with the happy fuccefs of the'Parliament. 
Thefe Petitions, and the Aniwer of the Common Council of 
London, were thought ample materials for a Conference with 
the Lords, who might be thereby remember'd of their Duty ; 
MrPym i«-and to that purpofe M'Pjm delivered them at a Conference, 
p^tiJhs' n'^^^ after they were read, told them, " That their Lord/hips 
the urds St ** might in thofe Petitions hear the Voice, or rather the Cry 
«c«»/rrm#.cc^f ^Ij England ; and that they were not to wonder if the 
" urgency, the Extremity of the condition we were all in, 
**did produce fome eameftneis and vehemencv of expref&on 
" more than ordinary; the agony, terrour, and perplexity, in 
** which the Kingdom laboured, was univer(al, all parts were 
"affefted with it; and therefore in thofe Petitions thev 
^* might obferve the Groans and miferabie Complaints of all. 
After along difcourfe of the great and notorious dangers the 
Kingdom was in, by Invafions threatened from abroad, and 
Infurreftions from within, he told them, " The Obftruftions, 
" that had brought them into that Diftempcr, were orinci- 
** pally the obftrudion of Reformation in matters ot Reli- 
^' gion ; and that there was never Church or State afflided 
*^ with more gievances of That kind, than we had been ; and 
**that though they were partly eafed and dimini/hed by the 
" wifdom of the Parliament, yet many ftill remained ; and as 
** long as the Bifhops,and the corrupt part of the Clergy, con- 
•* tinned in their power, there would be little hope of free- 
"dom, either from the fenfe of thofe that continued, or the 
" fear of thofe which were removed. And of That obftruftion, 
" he /aid, he muft clear the Commons, who were in no part 
" guilty of it. Some good Bills they had already paffed, and 
"others were in preparation, and might have been paffed be- 
*' fore that time, if they had not found fuch iU fuccrfs in the 
"other Houfe : whatfoever mifchief that obftnidion fliould 
"produce. They were free from it; they might have their 
" part of thq Mifery, they could have none in the Guilt or 
"Di/honour. 

Hb told them, "There was great obftruftion in Trade, 
" which brought food and nourifliment to the Kingdom ; and 
"then having inlarged himfelf with enumeration of the no- 
"tablebenefits the Kingdom received by the fulnefs of Trade, 
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" he Cud, lie muft protcft, the Houfe of Commons had given 
''no caufe to that obftraftion : Th^y had eafed Trade of 
"many Burtliens, and heavy Taxes, and had freed it from 
*' many hard reftraincs by Patents and Monopolies; they had 
** fought to put the Merchants into fecurity and confidence 
"in refpeft of the Tower o£ London, that fb they might be 
"invited to bring in their Bullion to the Mint, as heretofore 
"they had done; they were noway guilty of the Troubles, 
" the Fears, and Publick dangers, which made Men withdraw 
" their Stocks, and keep their Money by them, to be ready 
" for fuch fuddain exigents, as, in thole great diftradions, 
**they had too great caufe to expeft. 

"There was an obftruftion, he faid, in the relief of 
" Jrr/kmf, but he muft declare the Commons were altogether 
" innocent of any negleA tlierein ; they had agreed to the 
" Levies of Men and Money, and from time to time, done all 
"for the furtherance thereof, though in the midft of many 
"diftradions and diverfions; but the want ofCommiifions 
" for Levying Men, that was the Bill about Preffing, and di- 
" vers other impediments, had been the caufes of that obftru- 
"dion* Nay, he laid, he did not only find impediments to 
" tliemielves, but incouragement to the Rebels ; for many of 
" the chief Commanders now in the head of the Rebels, after 
" both Houfes had ftopped the Ports againft all IrUb Papifts, 
"had been fuiFer'd to Pafs, by his Majefty's immeaiate War- 
" rants,much to the difcouragement of the Lord's Juftices and 
** Council there, which were procured by fome evil inftru- 
" ments too near his Royal Perfon, and, they believ'd with^ 
**out his knowledge and intention. 

H E {aid " There was an obftrudion in providing for the 
^'defence of the Kingdom, that they might be enabled to 
*'refift a Forreign Enemy, and to funpreft all civil Infurre- 
"dions: what ^endeavour they had uied to remove them, but 
** hitherto without that Succefs and Concurrence which they 
"cxpedcd, and where their ftop had been, and upon what 
"grounds they might proclaim their own Innocency and 
" Faithfulneis in that particular, they defired no other Wit- 
*^ncfles but their Lordfliips. 

H E told them, " The evil influences, which had caufed 
"that Diftemper, were the evil Councils about the King, 
"the great Power, that a Fadious and InterefTed Party had 
^^in Parliament by the continuance of the Votes of theBKhops, 
"and Popifti Lords, in their Lordftiip's Houfe, and the ta- 
*' king in of others out of the Houfe of Commons, and others 
"wife to increafe their ftrength, the fomenting a Malignant 
" Party throughout the Kingdom, the Jealoufies between the 
J' King, and his Parliament. And after many bitter and Ser 
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ditious exprcifions of the Court, and of all thofe who were 
not of his mind, he concluded, "That he had nothing to pro- 
^'pofe to their Lordfliips by way of requeft or deiire uom 
** the Houfc of Commons j he doubted not, but their Judg- 
^'ments would tell them what was to be done; their Con* 
'^ fciences, their Honours, their Interefts, would call upon 
**them for the doing of it* The Commons would be glad 
'f^ to have their help and concurrence in (aving the Kingdom > 
*' but if their Lord/hips Aiould fail, it (hould not difcourage 
*^them in doing their Duty; and whether the Kingdom be 
"lolV, or faved, they /hould beforry, that the ftory of this 
♦'prefent Parliament fhould tell Pofterity, that, info great 
^danger and extremity, the Houfe of Commons fhould be 
'Enforced to iave the Kingdom alone, and that the Houfe 
** of Peers /hould have no part in the Honour of the prcfer- 
'^ vation of it, they having (b great an intereft in the good 
•* luccefs of thofe endeavours, in refped of their great Eibtes, 
"and high degrees of Nobility, 

Ass CON as this Conference was ended, the Speaker of 
the Houfe of Commons was appointed to give M'' tjm fb- 
lemn Thanks for his io well performing that fervice, and to 
pi Sft^A require him to deliver his Speech in writing in to the Houfe, 
^, ^ that it might be Printed; which was done accordingly, to 
the end that the People might underfbnd, befides thole re- 
proaches upon the King, how negligent the Houfe of Peers 
were of their welfere and fecurity. 

The fame day and hour after that Conference, a great 
number of People, in the name of the Inhabitants of the Coun- 
ty o( Hertford, prefented a Petition to the Houfe of Peers; 
in which, amongft other particulars, **They complained of 
^* the delay of putting the Kingdom into a poflure of War for 
"their better defence, and the want of complyance by that 
5* Honourable Houfe with the Houfe of Commons, in enter- 
** taining thofe many good Motions, and Pafling thofe neccf^ 
*' Ary Bills prefented to them from that Houfe for the Com- 
^' mon Good. And therefore they defired them, for the bet- 
*^ter removing of all the caufes and fprings of their Fears 
**and Troubles, that the evil CounfeUors, and others hindcr- 
^'ing the Publick Good, might be taken ^m his Majefly, 
^'and the Voting of the Bi/hops and Popifh Lords, to be re- 
'^mov'd out of that Honourable Houfe : And that the Pctl- 
5< tinners, who would be ever ready to hazard their Lives and 
^ Eftates for the defence of the King and Parliament, the Pri- 
f'vilcges of the fame, and in fpecial thofe noble Lords and 
"Gentlemen in both Houfes, whofe endeavours were for the 
f* Publick Good, might have liberty to Proteft againfl all 
f'thof:, as Enemies to the Kingdqm^ who refuf^d to joyq 
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*^ with thole Honourable Lords and the Houfe of Commons, 
•'for the putting the Kingdom into a way of Safety, under 
''the Command of fuch Perfons^ as the Parliament (hould 
** appoint. But neither this, nor any of the other Proceed- 
ing^ were re(ented by the Hou(e of Peers, though their Pri- 
vileges were not only invaded, but the very Freedom and 
Liberty of Parliament abfolutdy tgken away anddeftroyed 
thereby. 

When the Houfe of Commons found that none of thefe 
extraordinary ways would throughly Subdue the Houfe of 
Lords, but that, though they had very fturdy Champions 
there, the Major part, albeit the Bifliops, and all the Re- 
cufant Lords were driven from thence, ftill oppoied them, 
whereby neither the Bill for the taking away the BiAiops 
Votes, nor about PreiSng, could Pais, and that they perem- 
ptorilv itili reeled to joyn in the bufinefs of the Militia ; 
they mund a new wav, as unpra&ifed and as unnatural as 
any of the former, whereby they would be fure to have an 
iniuence upon the Houfe of Peers. It is an old Cuftom, 
and Privilege of that Houfe, that upon any folemn Debate, 
whoibever is not fatisfied with the concluuon and judgment 
of the Houfe, may demand leave to enter his Proteftation, 
which muft be granted* The original of this was in Jealous 
Times, when Men defired, for avoiding the ill confequence 
of any Aft there, that their Diflents might appear; and was 
very kldom pradiced, but when they conceived Religion, or 
the Crown, trenched upon; infomuch as you (hall not find, 
in the Journals of many Parliaments, one Proteftation enter'd ; 
and when there was any, there was no more in the Records, 
than, after the Re(blution of the Houfe is enter'd, " That 
*^fuch a Lord defired that his Proteftation or DiiTent might 
'' be enter'd, and oftentimes when feveral have diflcnted from 
the general Opinion, not above one or two have enter'd their 
Proteftation. But iince this Parliament, as they alter'd thi$ 
Cuftom from cafes of high Concernment to the moft trivial 
Debates, the Minor part ordinarily entering their Protefta-» 
tion, to the end that their Opinions might be taken notice 
of, and who were oppofite to tliem, whereby the Good and 
Bad Lords were known and publi/hed ; fb they alter'd the 
form, and inftead of (hort general Entries, caufed the matter 
of Debate to be (umm'd up, and thereupon their Protefta- 
tion, "That they were not to be anfwcrable for any Inconve- 
^^nienciesorMiK:hiefs,that ftiould bcfal the Common-wealth 
^' by reafbn of this or that Reiblution. So that from an Ad 
for the particular Indemnity of the Perfbn, that made it, it 
grew fbmetimes to be a reproaching and arraigning the fenfe 
of the H014& by any Fadious number that difagrccd. Then 
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becaufe the Hoafc of Peers is a Court of Record, they con- 
cluded, **That any Man upon any occafion might perufe the 
** Journals ^ and fb every Night the Houfe of Commons 
could fee how the Debates had been managed and carried ail 
the Day, and take publick notice, and make ufe of it accord- 
ingly, which they could not do of thofe difcourfes they re- 
ceiv'd from their Confidents ; for fupplying whereof this un- 
juftifiable method was found out. For though it is a Court 
of Record, the higheft Court, and the Ads of Judgments 
of Parliament are Records, to which the SubjeA may upon 
all occafions refbrt, yet they ought not to make u(e of tbac 
Liberty in order to queftion any Words fpoken, or Afts done, 
and remember'd there ; of which if the Lords are not the 
only Judges, their Privileges are much lefs than the Com- 
mons in trudi have, and may juftly claim. 

It happen'd, about this time, tnat upon fome Overture in 
the Loras Houfe, which pleafed them not, the Violent Party 
there, in a difbrderly manner, cry'd out, Adjtmm, Adjourn^ 
being not willing the matter fliould then come into debate ; 
others were not willing that the Houfe fliould Adjourn. The 
Duke oi Richmond troubled at that Tumultuary and indireA 
proceeding, faid, without direding himfeif to the Speaker, 
** If they would Adjourn, he wi/hed it might be for fix 
** Months, or words to that effed 5 upon which fome of the 
other Party immediately moved, "That the Houfe might not 
"rife, and that the Duke would explain himfeif, and anfwer 
'^ the making fuch a Motion, as, being granted, would be 
"deftruftive to the Common-wealth. The Duke faid, "He 
*^ made no Motion, but ufed that expreffion, to fliew his diA 
**like of the other Motion to Adjourn at that time, when 
^' there was bufinefi in agitation of great Concernment ; and 
*^ that when he fpoke, all Men being upon their feet, and 
•* out of the places, he conceiv'd the Houfe had been Up, 
Upon this he was required to withdraw ; and then they, who 
had long looked upon him with great Envy and Animofity, 
as the only great Pcrfbn, and Officer at Court, who had dif- 
countenanced their power, and their ftratagems, and had 
with notable Courage always oppofed their extravagancies, 
and fervile complying with the Houfe of Commons, and fub- 
mitting to the Tumults, and had with fingidar Con(Uncy 
preferv'd his Duty and Fidelity to his Majefty unviolated, in- 
veigh'd againft that Motion, "As of too Serious a nature to 
'^ be made a jeft of, and fit to be Cenfiired as moft pernicious 
**to This Kingdom, and deftru&ive to luUnd; the War 
^'whereof could not proceed, if the Parliament fliould have 
^* been Adjourned for fix Months, as his Lordfliip had prot 
^^pofed. 
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O N the other fide, it was alledg'd, " That the Motion had 
** never been made to the Houfe j and therefore they ought 
**no more to aueftion, or take notice of it, than of every 
** light or frolick Difcoarfe or Expreffion, that negligently, or 
^' cafiially fell from any Man; which woald take away all li- 
** berty of Converfation. However, that if it had l)een fe- 
*' rioufly^ and formally made, it could be no Crime, it being 
"the neceflary Liberty and Privilege of every Member tp 
^^ make any Motion he thought in his judgment fit, which 
**the Houfe would approve, or reied, as it found reafonable. 
*' And that, fince it was as much in the Houfe's Power to 
*^ Adjourn for fix Months, as for fix Days, it was as lawful 
**to move the one as the other; of which there could not be 
**the leaft inconvenience, becaufe the Houfe would be fiire 
*'to rejeft it, if it were not found proper. After a very 
fierce, and eager Debate, in which much Bitternefs and Vi- 
rulency was exprefled, it was Reiblv'd by the Major part, 
"That the Duke had committed no Offence; and ib he was 
"as regularly abfolv'd as was poffible. Hereupon the Earls of 
NmhumberUnd, Pembroke, £jF^> ^nd HoBand, who thought 
the Duke's AfFedion and Duty to his Mafter a Reproach, and 
his intereft prejudicial to Them, with the reft of that Party • 
enter'd their Proteftation; ''That whereas fuch a Motion had 
"been made by the Duke of Ricbnwnd, and upon being que- 
"ftioned for the fame, he had been acquitted by the Major 
*'part. They were free from the Mifchieft or Inconve- 
" niences, which might attend the not punifhing of an Offence 
"tending fo much to the prejudice of King or Kingdom. 

This Proteftation, by the advice of that Nights meeting, 
was, the next Day, taken notice of in the Hqufe of Commons, 
and the matter it felf of the Motion inlarged upon, by all poC- 
fible and Rhetorical aggravations, concerningthe Perfbn, and 
his intereft, according to the licence of that Houfe, and that 
People. It was fiiid, "Here was an evil Counfellor, that had 
"difcover'd himfelf, and no doubt had been the Author of 
"many of thofe evil Counfels, which had brought that trou- 
"ble upon us; that he had received his Education in Sfdin, 
"and had been made a Grandee of that Kingdom, and had 
"been ever fince notorioufly of that Fadion; that his Sifters 
"were Papifts, and therefore his AfFedion was to be guc- 
"ftioned in Religion; that, firom the beginning of this Par- 
"liament, he had been oppofite to all their proceedings, and 
"was an Enemy to Reformation; that he had vehemently 
"oppofed the Attainder of the Earl ofStraffcrd ; was a Friend 
"to Bifhops; and now, to prevent any polfibility of Refor- 
'^mation, which could not be efFeded without the Concur- 
^'rence of th^ rvo Hou^s^ had defperat^Iy moved in the 
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<' Hcmfe of Peers, where he had a great Fadion, that k u^oold 
*' Adjourn for fix Months; in which time the Malignant Party 
*^of which he might weli be thought the Head^ and had 
''the greateft influence upon the King's AfFedions^ would 
^'prevail (o far, that all future hopes would be render 'd de- 
'^ fperate, and the Kingdom of Ireland be utterly lofi, and 
^'poflefled by the Papilts: that they were therefore to uke 
''this opportunity, which God had given them, to remove to 
'^ Malignant and dangerous a Perfbn from the King, and one 
'' fb fulpeded, from Co Important a Charge as the Cinque 
''Ports, of which the Duke was Lord Warden, and to fend 
'' to the Lords to joyn with them in a defire to the King to 
" that purpofe. 

On the other fide, it was objefted, that *' Whilft they 
'' were fo Sollicitous for their own Privileges, and fenfible of 
''the breach and viola Uon of them, they could not more 
"juftify thofe, who had been the Advifersof (uch breaches, 
"than by offering the like trefpafs to the Privileges of the 
^ Peers : that the Ufe of that Council depended on the liberty 
"of Speech, and where there was fb ditkrcnt Minds, there 
"mufl be different Exprcffions, and if one Houfe might take 
"notice what the other Houfe faiJ, or did, within Thofe 
"Walls, the Lords would as well queftion Their Members, as 
"they did now one of the Lords ^ which would take away 
"all freedom of Debate: that they could not Examine the 
"Grcumflances, which attended that Motion, if any fuch 
" was made ; and therefore could not fo much as, in their pri-* 
"vate nnderfbindings make a reafbnable judgment of it, out 
" that they were naturally to prefume the Circumfhinces were 
^' fuch, as took away the Offence of the Motion; for that the 
^' Major part of that Houfe where the words were fpokcn, 
"and. at the time when they were fpoken, had, upon Solemn 
"Debate, concluded, that there was no Crime in them 5 and 
"that they were not only the Proper, but the Only Judges 
"in that Cafe: and if the Commons fhould intermeddle 
^'therewith, it was no otherwife, than, by the ftrength of the 
" Major part of the Houfe of Commons, to make the Minor 
"part of^ Lords Superior to the Major part of that Houfe ^ 
^ which they would not fuffer to be oflfer'd to themfelves. 

It was alle(^*d, "That the Duke was a Perfbn of great 
"Honour and Integrity, and of fb unblemifhed a Fame, that 
" in all the difcovery of the Court Offences, there was not any 
" reflection upon him. That his Education had been, accord* 
" ing to the bed Hules of the Greateft Perfbns, for fbme years 
" beyond the Seas ; and that, having fpent more time in France 
"and Itdljf, he vifited Sp4ini where nis Great Quality being 
*'|uiovn, ami no qiief|iQa ifi a Compliment tg tlus Kingdom,

*^with which it. was then in ftreight Allyaoce and Coiiiede* 
'^racy^ that King had conferr'd the Honour of Grandee upon 
*'him; which was of no other advantage or fignification to 
^'him, than to be G)ver'd in the Prefence of that Klng> as 
** the principal Subjeds there are. That his AffeAion to the 
^Proteftant Religion was unqueftionable and very Eminent; 
^^and though his Sifters, who had been bred under their Mo- 
'^ther, were Roman Catholicks, yet his Brothers, of whoie 
^^ Education He had taken the £>Ie Care, were very good Pro* 
**tcftants. 

*'T H AT his opinions in Parliament had been very avow'd, 
^ and were to be prefiimed to be according to his Confcicnce, 
** in the profeffion of which he was £o publick, that there was 
^^realbn to believe he uied no ill arts in private; fince he 
'^ had the Courage to do that Aloud, which he had reafbn to 
'^believe would difpleaie many. That it would be a great 
'* prejudice, and blemifli to their Councils and Difcoveries, if 
^ after fo Imgdifcourfeof a Malignant Party, and evil Coun* 
^^ fellors, of which they had never yet named any, they fliould 
*^firft brand This Lord with that imputation upon fuch a 
^^ ground and occafion, as muft indudeail thofe Lords who had 
*' abfolv'd him, which was the Major part of the Lords. In a 
'^ word, that it would look as if they bad devifed thofe new 
'^words to make Men afraid, and keep them in referve to ap- 
^'piy to all thofe with whom they were Angry. 

But notwithftanding all this, and all the reafbn that couid 
be fpc4en on that part„ and that there could be none on the 
other, after a Debate of very many hours, till after nine of 
the Clock at Night (the latefl that ever was in the Parlia- 
ment, but that of the Remonftrance) in which it was evident, 
that tbev meant, as £ir as in them lay, toConfbund all thofe, 
whom tney could not Convert $ it was Refolv'd by the Ma- 
jority of Voices, not half of the Houfe being prefent at that 
unfeafonable time of the Debate, ''That they fhould accufe the 
^^Duke ofRkbmwd to the Lords to be one of the Malignant 
.^' Party, and an evil Counfellor to his Majefiy ; and to defire 
^^ them to joyn in a requeft to the King, that he might be re- 
^mov'd from any Office or Imployment about his Perfon; 
which was fblemnly recommended to the Lords accordingly 
and by them fb £u: received, that though the defire was re- 
jeded, no diflike or difapprobation of the Matter or the Man- 
ner was in the leaf); difcover'd, or infifted on. 

A|. L things thus prepared, and lb many Lords driven and 
kept from the Houfe, befides the Bifliops, and they that flay'd 
there, bv thislaft inflance, inftruded how to carry themfelves, 
at leafl how they provoked the Good Lords to Protett, they 
Refoly'donce iporc to try i|rhetl)erthf tjo^f? of fecrs would 
' • ' t^ 
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be induced to joyn in the bu(ine& of the Militia, which they 
had twice refufed ; and to that purpofe, their old Friends oF 
the City in the fame numbers flocked to Weflminfier, but un- 
der the new, received, and allowed, ftyle of Petitioners ^ bat 
as unlike Petitioners to any of thofe Lords or Commons^ 
whom they underftood to be Malignant, as the other Tumults 
had been. From thcfe Herds there were two notable Peti- 
tions delivered to the Houfe of G>mmons, the one from the 
Porters, their number, as they (aid, confifting of fifteen 
Thoufand; rhe other under the title of many Thoufands oF 
poor People in, and about the City ofUmdan. The Porters, 
with great Eloquence, confeiTed "The unexprefEble pains, 
"that Honourable Houfe had taken for the Good of Cburcti 
"and State; which deferv'dto be Recorded to their Eternal 
" Fame, though the EfFefts of thofe unwearied endeavours 
" were not produced, by reafbn of the prevalence of that ad- 
^Werfe Maligniant, Blood-fiicking, Rebellious Party, by the 
"power of which the Privileges of Parliament, and the Li- 
"berty of the Subjed was trampled upon, the Rebellion in 
^^Ireland increafed, and all Succours and Relief for that King* 
"dom obftruded. They faid, "That Trade had been long 
^Hanguifbing, but was now dead by the Fears, Jealoufies, and 
*' Diftradions they lay under, for want of Fortification of the 
"Cinque Ports, which was a great incouragement to the Pa- 
^^pifts to make Infurredions, and did much animated For- 
"reign Power to invade us: that by the. deadnefs of Trade 
^they did want imployment in fuch a meafure, as did make 
"their Lives very uncomfortable; therefore their Requeft 
"was, that That extream neceffity of theirs might be taken 
" into ferious Confideration, and that the Honourable Houie 
^' of Commons would Bdl upon the (peedieft courfe for aba« 
"ting and quelling the Pride, Outrage, and Infblency of the 
"adverfe Party at Home; that the Land might be fecured by 
"Fortifying the Cinque Ports, and putting the People into 
"apofture of Defence, that all their Fears, or as many as 
"could, might be remov'd, and that Trade might be again 
" fet up and opened, that their wants might be in fome mea- 
"fure fuppliea. They fiirther defired that Tuftice might be 
"done upon Offenders, according as the Atrocity of their 
"Crimes had deferv'd; for if thofe things were any longer 
'^ iiifpended, they fliould be forced to Extremities not fit to be 
" named, and to make good that faying. That Neceffity hath 
" no Law. They faid they had nothing to lofe but ^eir 
" Lives, and thofe they would willingly expofe to the utmoft 
"peril, in defence of the Houfe of Commons, according to 
"their Proteftation, &c. 
T H B other was a Petition in the names of many Thoufand 
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of poor People^ and brought by a multitude of fuch, who 
feem'd prepared fbr any Exploit. I have thought fit, for the 
rareneis ot it, and thg rare EfFeft it produced, to infert that 
Petition in Terms as it was prefented. Thus, 

T0 the HmourabU the Houfe of Commons now ajfemhki in 
Fdrliamenu 

"The humble Petition of many Thoufands of poor People 
^'in and about the City o( London. 

^'H UMBLY iheweth, that your Petitioners have lain a 
''long time under great prefliires, and grievances both in Li- 
''bercies and Confciences, as hath been largely, and fundry 
"times, (hewed and declared, by feveral Petitions exhibited 
" to this Honourable AiTembly both by the Citizens, and Ap- 
"prentices of the City ofUmdon, and divers Counties and 
" parts of this Kingdom, from which we hoped long e're this, 
'^ oy your pious care to have been delivered. 

"But now we, who are of the meaneft Rank and Quality, 
"being touched with penury, are very fenfible of the ap- 
" proaching ftorms of Ruine, which hang over our Heads, and 
"threaten to overwhelm us, by reafon of the fad diftradions • 
"occafioned chiefly and originally, as your Petitioners hum* 
"bly conceive, by the prevalency or the Bifliops, and the 
"Popi/h Lords, and others of that Malignant Fadion; who 
"make abortive all good Motions, which tend to the Peace, 
" and Tranquillity of this Kingdom of England, and have 
" hitherto hlnder'd the fending relief to our Brethren in Ire^ 
*'Und, although they lye weltering in blood; which hath 
"given iiich head to the Adverfaries, that we juftly fear the 
"like calamities inevitably to befal us Here, when they have 
"vented their rage and malice There. 

"All which, occafions fo great a decay and ftop of Trade, 
"that your Petitioners are utterly impoveri(hed, and our mi- 
"(eries are grown infupportable, we having already fpent all 
"that litde means, which we had formerlv, by God's blel^ 
"fing, and our great labour, obtain'd; ana many of us have 
" not, nor cannot tell where to get bread to iiiftain our felves 
"and families; and others of us are almoft arrived at the 
"fame Port of calamity ; fo that unlefs fbme fpeedy remedv 
"be uken for the removal of all fuch obllrudions, which - 
"hinder the happy progrefs of your great endeavours, your 
"Petiuoners fhall not reft in quietnefs, but fhall be forced 
"to lay hold on the next remedy which is at hand, to remove 
"the difturbers of our Peace; Want and neceffity breaking 
"the bounds of Modefly ; and rather than your Petitioners 

"will 
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"will (ulfcrthemfelves, and their families, to perift through 
^* Hunger ami necdCty, though hitherto patiently groaned 
^ under, they cannot leave any meaw oneflkyed for their 
"relief. 

"The Cry therefore of the Poor, and Needy, vour Poor 
•'Petitioners, is, that fuch Perfons, who are the obftacles of 
*'our peace, and hinderers of the haopy proceedings of this 
"Parliament, and the enjoyment of tne looked for purity of 
"Religion, .Afety of our lives, and return of our welferes, 
^^ may be forthwith publickly declared, to the end they may 
'*be made manifeft; the removal of whom we humbly con- 
"ceive will be a Remedy to cure our miieries, and put a 
" period to thefe diftradions : and that thofe Noble Worthies 
"of the Houfe of Peers, who concur with your happy Votes, 
"may be eameftly defired to joyn with this Honourable 
^' Houfe, and to Sit and Vote as one entire body y whicli we 
"hope will remove from us our deftrudive Fears, and pre- 
"vent that, which Apprehenfion will make the Wifeft and 
"Peaceableft men to put into Execution. 

"For the Lord's fake hear us, and let our Religion, Lives, 
'^and Welfares be precious in your fight, that the loyns of 
" the Poor may blefi you, and pray, &e. 

After this icandalous and extravagant Petition delivered, 
the Houfe, accordii^ to its gracious cuftom, ordered thanks 
to be given for their great kindnefs. To die Which when 
it was delivered E>y the Speaker, who told them that the 
Houfe was in confideration of thofe things, whereof they 
complained, fbme of that Rabble, no doubt as they had been 
uught, replied, "That they never doubted the Houfe of 
" Commons, but they heard all ftuck in the Lords Hoafe, and 
"they defired to know the Names of thofe Peers, who hin- 
^^dered the agreement between the Good Lords and the 
"Commons: which they prefled with unheard of rudenefs 
and importunir^, and with a (eeming unwillingnefi withdrew, 
whilft the Houfe took the matter into further confideration. 

Yet notwithftanding this Provocation, and that it was 
urged by many Members, fbme of which had been affaulted 
and ill intreated by that Rabble in their pafiage to the Houfe, 
**That the countenancing fuch Licentious perfons and pro- 
"ceedings would be a great blemifh to their Counfels, they 
were again called in; and told, "That the Houfe of Com- 
"mons had endeavoured, and would continue thofe endea- 
**vours for their relief; and thev doubted not, when they 
*^ had delivered their Petition, and what they had faid, to the 
** Lords, which they would prefently do, the caufes of their 
"evils would be found out^ and fbme fpeedy courfe refolved 
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''upon for their relief; and therefore defired them with pa* 
'^tience to attend a further Anfwer. And accordingly tnat 
Petition was fblemnly read^ and delivered to the Lords at 
a Conference ; and the Conference no fboner ended, than 
M' Hofo, one of thofe Five whom the King had accufed a 
Month before of High Treafbn, was fent to the Lords in a 
Meflage to defire them, "That they would joyn with the 
"Houfe of Commons in their defire to the King about the 
** Militia 5 to which he added, "That if that defire of the 
'^Houfe of Commons was not afTented to, he defired thofe 
''Lords who were willing to concur, would find fbme means 
''to make themfelves known, that it might be known who 
"were againft them, and they might make it known to thofe 
*'that lent them. 

After which Motion, and Meflage, the Lords again re- 
fume the Debate; which the Earl o( NcrthumberUnd begun 
with a profeffion, "That whofoever refufed, in that parti* 
**cular, to joyn with the Houfe of Commons, were, m His 
"opinion. Enemies to the Common-wealth ; when the Ma- 
jor part of that Houfe had twice before refufed to concur 
with them in it. Yet when his Lordfhip was quefUon'd for 
that Unparliamentary language, all the other Lords of that 
Fa&ion joyned with him; and declared, "That it was Their 
"opinion likewife : the Rabble being at the door to execute 
whatever they were dire&ed: io that many Lords out of a 
juft indignation to fee their Honours,, and their Liberties Sa- 
crificed to the People by Themfelves; others, out of real 
fear of being murdered, if they (hould, in that conjundure 
of time, infift on their former refolutions, withdrawing them- 
felves; the Major parr of thofe, who ftayed, concluded fOTW Urit 
joyn with the Houle of Commons in their defire concem-JJ^f^** 
ing the Militia. um^i 

Within two days after this agreement, and fhbmiffion 
of the Lords, another Petition wasprefented totheCommonSj 
in die name of the inhabitants of the County of Stmy^ hf 
a multitude of People, who were, or pretended to be of that 
County, and Subfcribed by above two thoufand hands. Their 
Petition was of the ordinary ftrain, full of devotion to the 
Houfe of Commons, and offering to execute all their com- 
mands ; but with it they prefented likewife a Petition, which 
they intended to prefent to the Lords, if They approved it, 
and was Subfcribed by above two thoufand hands; bv which 
it may appear Where that Petition was drawn, ana When, 
however the hands were procured. The Petition to the Lords 
took notice "Of their happy concurrence with the Houfe of 
"Commons in fettling the Militia, and Forts, in fuch hands 
*'as the Common-wcalth might Cbnfide in, and the King- 
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'Mom in fuch a poftore as might be for its defence^ and fafe- 
<< guard : yet thev complained of the miferable condition of 
*^ Ireland, which they (aid, by the delay it had found amongft 
'^ their Lordfhips, notwithftanding the preffing endeavours of 
** the Houfe of Commons, together with many of their Lord- 
's/hips, had been expofed to the inhuman cruelties of their 
** merdlefs Enemies. With like grief they apprehended the 
**Diftradions of this Nation, thecompofure of which was 
"altogether hopelefs, fo long as the King's Throne was fur- 
*' rounded with evil Counfellors, and fo long as the Votes of 
''Popifli Lords and Bifliops were continued in their Houfe. 

"Wherefore they did humbly pray, and befeech their 
''Lordftiips, that they would go on in a conilant Union with 
" the Houfe of Commons, in providing for the Kingdom s 
*'fafety ; that all evil Counfellors might be found out. Ire- 
^'land reliev'dj that the Votes of the popifti Lords, and 
*s Bifhops might be fpeedilv removed ; that fo the Peace of 
**the Kingdom might be eftabli/h'd, the Privileges of Parlia- 
'^ ment vindicated, and the purity of Religion fettled,and pre- 
''ferved* And, they laid, they (hould be in duty obliged to 
^s defend, and maintain with their Lives andEftates, their 
*^ Lordihips, as far as they fliould be united with the Ho« 
^s nourable Houfe of Commons, in all their juft and pious 
"proceedings. 

Which Petition was read in the Houfe of Commons, and 

approved, and the Petitioners thanked for their kind expret 

iions therein; and then it was delivered by them at the Bar 

of the Houfe of Peers : who, within a day or two, paffed both 

tmdthtBiUs the Bill for taking away the Bi/hops Votes, ana that con- 

25^^,'^cerning Preffing, which had lain fo long defperate, whilft the 

MdPriffiMgl Lords came, and fat with freedom in the Houfe. And thefe 

'B»tb H$mfis marvellous things done, they again Adjourn both Houfes into 

^f9wm J- JJndon, to lay the Scene for future Aoion. 

ixmdonr UpoN the fecond day ofFehruarj, fome Members, ap- 

M$tk fhuTu^^^^^^^ y ^^^ Houfes, attended his Majefty at Wlndfor^ 

WHituJtht with their Petition, "That he would forthwith put the Tower 

^^^'•4!^/*of London^ and all other Forts, and die whole Militia of 

^JJts.Zu^^thz Kingdom, into the hands of fuch perfons, as fliould be 

^^''*»&c.«< recommended unto his Majefty by both Houfes of Parlia- 

* **• "ment; which, they affured themfelves, would be a hopeful 

** entrance into thote courfes, which, through God's bleffing, 

^' fliould be effedual for the removing all diffidence, and mif- 

'^apprehenfion between his Majefty and his People; and for 

** eftablifhingand enlarging the Honour, Greatnels, and Power 

"of his Majefty, and Royal pofterity; and for the reftoring 

"and confirming the Peace, and Happinefs, of his loyal Sub- 

" jefts in all his Donunions. And to tnat their moft necefTary 

^'Petition, 
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"Petition, they faid, they did, in all humility, expeSt his 
**fpeedy and gracious Anfwer, the great Diftraftions, and 
*'Diftempers of the Kingdom, not admitting any delay. 

At the fame time they likcwifc prefented anotner Petition 
to him, concerning the accufed Members; in which they be- 
fbught him, " To give diredions, that the Parliament might 
**be informed before Friday next (which was within two days) 
** what proof there was againft them, that accordingly tliey 
*' might be called to a legal Trial ; it being the undoubted 
*' right, and Privilege of Parliament, that no Member of Par- 
^'liament could be proceeded againft, without the confent 
^ of Parliament, 

His Majefty now found that thefe perfbns could not be 
compounded with, and that their purpofe was, by degrees, 
to get fo much Power into their hands that they need not 
care for what was left in His ; and that the Lords were in no 
degree to be relied upon to maintain their Own Privileges, 
much lefs to defend His Rights; and that they had the power 
generally to impofe upon the People's Underftanding contra- 
ry to their own Senfes, and to perfwade them, *^ That they 
**were in danger to be invadecl by Foreign Enemies, when 
the King was not only in peace with all Chriftian Princes, 
but almoft all other Nations fo imbroyled in War, that they 
all defired the Friend/hip and A/Bftance of England ; none 
was in cafe or condition to difturb it: "And that there was 
^z decay and deadnefs of Trade, and Want and Poverty 
** growing upon the whole Kingdom, when no man living 
had ever remember'd the like Plenty over the whole Land, 
and Trade was at that height, that the like had never been 
known. 

H E refolved therefore to remove himfelf to a greater di-^* King 
ftance from London, where the Fears and Jealoufies grew;|2!i^'^^ 
and conftantly to deny to pais any Aft, that /hould be recom-^*'«^» 
mended to him from the two Houfes, except what might ^ 
concern Ireland, till he might have a full profpeft of all they 
intended to demand, and an equal aflurance how far they in- 
tended to gratify him for all his condefcenfions; which refb- 
lution was very Parliamentary, it having been rarely known, 
till this prefent Parliament, that the King confented to any 
Afts, till the determination of theSeflion. 

The truth is, when his Majefty found the extream ill fiic- 
cefs of the accufation againft the Members, and that the Tu- 
mults, and the Petitioners, were no other than an Army at 
the difpofal of thofe, in whom he had no realbn to put his 
confidence, and that all fucb who expreffed any eminent 
zeal to his Service, would be taken from him under the ftyle 
of Delinquents and Malignants, he refolved that the Queen,

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who was very full of fears, (hould go to Portfineutb, Colonel 
Goring^ who was Govemour thereof^ having found means to 
make good imprefEons again in their Majefties of his Fide- 
lity ; and that Himfelf would go to Hull, where his Magazine 
of Qnon, Arms, and Ammunition was ; and that being fe- 
cured in thofe ftrong places, whither they who wiflied him 
well, might refort, and be protcded, he would fit ftill, till 
they who were over-aftive, would come to reafbn. 

But this, though rcfolved with fb much fecrecy, that it 
was not communicated to three perfons (as I have been fince 
aiTured by thofe who knew) whether by the Treachery of 
one of thofe few, or by the Curiofity of others (which I ra- 
ther believe) who found means to over-hear all private dif- 
courfes ( as both Bed-chambers were inhabited, and every 
corner poffeffed, by diligent Spies upon their Mafter, and 
Miftrefs; was imparted to thofe who procured thofe Orders 
before mentioned for Hull andPartfmoutb ; by reafon whereof, 
and the advice, and promife of many Lords, "That they 
" would firmly unite themfelves for the juft fupport of the 
** Regal power, with the extream apprehenfion the Queen 
had of danger, that Counfel was laid afide* That^ which 
wrought fo much upon the Queen's fears, befides the general 
obfervation how the King was betrayed, and how his Rights, 
and Power, were every day wrefted from him, was an ad- 
vertifemcnt, that (he had received, of a defign in thepreva- 
lent Party to have accufed her Majefty of High Treafon; of 
which, without doubt, there had been fbme difcourfe in their 
moft private dbals, and, I am perfivaded, was imparted to 
her upon defign, and by connivance (lEbr there were fbme 
incorporated into that Fadion, who ezaftlv knew her na- 
ture, paflions, and infirmities) that the difdain of it might 
transport her to fbmewhat which might give Them advan- 
tage. And (hortly after that difcovery to her Majefty, thofe 
perfons before mentioned were accuied of High Treafbn ; 
yet afterwards, when they had received the full fruits, they 
found means to complain, *' As a great argument of the ma- 
*'Hgnity of thofe perlbns of nearnefs to both their Majefties, 
*'that an infufion had been made to the Queen, that there 
"was a puipofe of accufing her of High Treafon, and fblemn- 
ly by Meflage "Befought her to difcover. Who had done 
"that malicious Office; when they very well knew Who it 
was, and for Whofe fake the Queen was brought to return 
Anfwer, *'That flie had heard fuch a difcourfe, but took no 
** notice of it, as never believing it^ whereas if /he could have 
been compelled to have difcovered, how they knew that tiie 
Queen had been informed, all the fecret would have appear- 
ed i the fame perfbn firft telling her what was in proje&ion 

againft 
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aglinft her, and then returning Intelhgence of ahv exprciP- 
lions, and diftemper, he might caiily obierve upon tne appre- 
henfion which the other begot. 

But both King and Queen were then upon that di(advan« 
rage, that all their words, and adions, which were the pure 
reiults of their own rcafons, and judgments upon what they 
(aw every day occurred, were called the cffefts of evil Coun- 
fels, that fo they might take the liberty to renroach them 
with the more licence; whilft what they received by the moft 
fecret perjury of Bed-Chamber Spies, or what they forged 
thcmfelves, was urged as the refult of common Fame, or the 
efFeds of their Fears and Jealoufies, to the rancor of which 
the moft precious balm of the Crown muft be applied. And 
therefore it was concluded, " That the Queen Ihould take the 
*^ opportunity of her Daughter the Princefs Mary's Journey 
'* into Holland ( who bad been before married to the young 
Prince o( Orange^ and was now folemnly defired by the States 
Embailadours to come into that Country) "To tranfport her 
" felf into Holland, patiently to exped an amendment of the 
** a/Fairs of England ; and that the King /hould retire into 
**the North, and refide at Tork^ and deny all Particulars, till 
^' the Whole alteration (hould be framed. But the firft refb- 
lution concerning the Queen was only publi/hed, the other^ 
concerning the King, communicated to very few; both their 
Majefties being reduced to fo great wants, that the Queen 
was compelled to coyn, or fell, her Chamber-Plate for the 
fapply 01 her moft neceffary occafions, there being no money 
in the Exchequer, or in the power of the Minifters of the Re- 
venue; the Officers of theCuftoms, out of which the allow- 
ance for the weekly fupport of their Majefties houftiold had 
been made, being enjoy ned by the Houie of Commons, not 
to liTue out any money, without their particular confent, and 
approbation. 

I T was evident now that the accufed Members were too 
mighty for the King or the Law, and that they would admit 
IK> other Judges of their guilt, than Themfelves, nor rules of 
proceedlng,than the Plurality of their own voices : and there- 
fore the King refolv'd to give over any more thought of that 
buiinefs. And fo to that Petition he Anfwer'd, "That as he 
" once conceived that he had ground enough to accule them^ 
*' fo Now he found as good caufe wholly to wave any profe- 
*' cution of them. The other Petition concerning the Mi- 
litia gave him more trouble; for though he was refolved in 
no degree to confent to it, yet he was willing, till all things 
could be ready for the Queen's Journey, and fo for his own 
remove, rather to Delay it, than deny it; left the fame Ar- 
my of Petitioners might come to Windfir to perfwade him, 
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which had converted, or prevailed over the Houfc of Peers. 
And he was pcrfwadcd by fome, who thought they knew 
the temper of both Houles,that though they were now united 
in the Matter, they might eafily be divided upon theCircum- 
ftances ; and tliat they would not be of one mind in the 
eledion of the Perfons to be Confided in. So that to that 
Petition his Majefty returned this Anfwer : 
ih9 King's "That he was willing to apply a remedy not only to 
^^^ititn **^l^eir Dangers, but to their Doubts and Fears ; and there- 
c^ncerning " forc that when he fliould know the extent of power, which 
iiMiAiUtU. cc^,^j intended to be eflabliftied in thofe perfons, whom they 
"defircd to be Commanders of the Militia in the feveral 
*' Counties, and likewife to what time it fliould be limited^ 
**that no power fliould be executed by his Majefty alone 
"without the advice of Parliament, Then he would* declare 
*'that he would be content to put in all the Forts, and over 
"the Militia, fuch Perfons as both Houfes of Parliament 
" fliould either approve, or recommend to him j fo that they 
*' before declared the names of the perfons, whom they would 
^'approve or recommend; and fb that no perfons fliould be 
"named by them, againft whom his Majefty fhould have jufl 
^'andUnqueflionable exception. 

Which Anfwer, though it was not a Confent, gave them 
notable encouragement, and exceedingly united the vulgar 
minds to them ; who concurred only with them, as they faw 
them like to prevail in what they went about. And there was 
no danger of^ any difunion in the Nomination of Perfons ; 
becaufe, though they fhould at firft admit fuch into the Num- 
ber, whom they could not fiifEciently truft^ nor plaufibly ex- 
cept againft, yet when they were once poflefled of the power 
of Nomination, they might eafily Weed out thofe which 
were not agreeable to the Soil they were planted in. How- 
ever this would take up fome time ; and therefore to keep the 
King's inclination to gratify them ( for £0 they would un- 
derftand it ) warm, the fame dav they received this Anfwer^ 
Tbe fUuft «/they returned a McfTage of thanks ; and defired his Majefly^ 
^'^^^•j^r'""Whilft they were preparing all other particulars according 
^X^\ sA^^to his command, that he would confer the cuftody of the 
It^h o» i." Tower upon S^jchn C^niers, whom they had lately recom- 
mit ^^ mended to his Majefty as a perfbn of great merit. With 
""^ '-'/'^ which being furprized, and delired likewife by S^ ^phn Bjrou 
r!^. to free him from the Agony and vexation of that place, which 
had expofed his perfbn and reputation to the rage and furv of 
the People^ and compelled him to fubmit to fuch reproacnes^ 
as a generous Spirit could not brook without mucn regret; 
for he had unon frivolous furmifes been fent for as a De- 
linquent , ana been brought upon his knees at the Bar of 
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both Houfes ; his Majcfty confented to that alteration, and tht King 
made S' John Comers Lieutenant of the Tower. Which was j;"^""' '^ 
fuch an inflance of his yielding upon Importunity, that from 
that time they thought themfdves even poffcffed of the whole 
Militia of the Kingdom. 

Whilst all diligence was ufed in making preparation 
for the Queen's Journey, to divert their Councils from other 
inquifition, the King ( wlio had receiv'd fo many fliarp ex- 
pollulations for breach ofPrivi leges, and other attempts upon 
their Reputations) refolv'd upon their publication of a bold 
(candal upon Himfclf by one of iheir principal Members, to 
expoftulate with them, and try what Satisfadion and Repara- 
tion they were prepared to give Him, who exaded fo much 
from Him. All opportunities had been taken in publick, and 
all licence given to Private and Clandeftine forgeries to lay 
odious, or envious imputation on the King and Queen, in 
the bufinefs o[ Ireland; and to impute the progrefs and fiic- 
cefs of that Rebellion to a connivance, if not a countenance, 
from the Court: the not Levying Men, and fending Provi- 
fions, imputed to his Majefty ; though he had, as is before 
obferv'd, offered to Levy ten Thou&nd Voluntiers for that 
Service, and had coniented chearfuUy to every Propofition, 
that had been made with the leaft reference to the a/fiftance 
of that Kingdom. Indeed he was (b alarmed with thofe per- 
petual odious fuggeftions, which he perceived wrought very 
pernicious effeds in the minds of the People, that he was 
compelled to confent to many things contrary to his Judg* 
ment and Kingly Policy, to prevent greater inconveniences 
by thofe fcandals, which he iaw were prepared for him. So 
when feveral Propofitions were recommended to him by the 
two Houfes concerning thofe Supplies, which were to be 
fcnt out of Scotland^ amongft the reft, there was one, **That 
^* the Scots fhould have the Command, and keeping of the 
"Town, and Caftle of Cirri^i^Vr^itf; and if any Regiments, 
** or Troops, in that Province fhould joyn witn them, that 
**they fliould receive Orders from the Commander of the 
^'Scottfb Forces. The King confented to all the reft, though 
there were matters unreaibnable enough in favour of that 
Nation; but, "That, He faid, "He could not approve of; 
and wifhed "The Houfes to take that Propofition again into 
"confederation, as a bufinefs of very great importance, which 
"he doubted might prove prejudicial to the Crown of £»^- 
** Und, and the Service intended. And he fald, if the Houfes 
^'defired it, he would be willing to fpeak with the ScifAp> 
^^CommifHoners, to fee what fatisfadion be could give them 
*' therein. This Anfwer was no fooner read, but both Houfes 
Voted, "Ths^c whofoever gave the King adyice, or Counfel,

**to fend that Anfwer, was an Enemy to the King and King- 
*'dom, and a Committee appointed to find out who thofe evil 
0>unfeliors were. So that, the Sctnijh Commiffioncrs preffing 
him, ** That being their Native King, he would not publifli 
*'a lefsTruft and Confidence in them, than their Neighbour 
^'Nation had done, his Majefty thought fit to confent to the 
whole, as the two Houfes had advifed. 

Then, in the carrying on the War, they allowed his 
Majefty fo little Power, that when he recommended fomc 
Officers of prime Qiality, Reputation, and Experience in the 
War, to the Lord Lieutenant to be imployed in that Service, 
the Houfe of Commons by exprcfs Order, and after they 
knew that his Majefty had recommended them,rejefted them^ 
becaufe they were taken notice of to have attended upon 
the King at IVblte-Hally as a Guard to his Pcrfon. And after 
all this, they took all occaHons to afperfe him with any 
omiifions that were in that great work, as M^^ Pym had more 
particularly done, in that Speech before taken notice of, at 
the Conference with the Lords, upon the delivery of thofe 
Seditious Petitions; of which the King could not take notice, 
left he Hiould be again reproached with breach of Privilege. 
But when that Speech was Printed by Order of the Houfe, 
the King thought he had an opportunity to require a vindi- 
cation ; and therefore, in a Letter to the Speaker, he fent this 
TW KP'g Meflage : " That he had taken notice ot a Speech pretend- 
^S'w/v'r"cd by the title to have been deliver'd by M^ Pjm in a 
<iii«f^rfj!Hi<' Conference, and Printed by Order of the Houfe of Com- 
%^cl"f^^^^^^^9 in which it was affirmed, that fince the ftop upon 
FymV. «*the Ports againft all Iri/b Papifts of both Houfes, many of 
*'the chief Commanders , now in the Head of the Retnels, 
**have been fufFered to pafs by his Majefty 's immediate War- 
^'rant: and being certain of having ufed extreme caution in 
"the granting of Pafs-Ports into Ireland, he conceived, ei- 
*'ther that Paper not to have been (b delivered, and Printed, 
^^as is pretended; or that Houfe to have received fbme mif^ 
** information. And therefore his Majefty defired to know, 
** whether that Speech had been fo delivered, and Printed; 
*'and if it had, that the Houfe would review, upon what in- 
^' formation that particular had been grounded, that either it 
"might be found upon reexamination falfe, and foboth the 
"Houfe, and his Majefty to have been injured by it; or that 
" his Majefty might know, by what means, and by whofe 
^' fault, his Authority had been fo highly abufed, as to be 
" made to conduce to the af&ftance of that Rebellion, which 
*' he fo much detefted and abhorred; and that he might fee 
*' himfjlf fully vindicated from all reflcdions of the leafl 
V fufpicion of' that kind. 
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It was ibme time before they would vauchfafe any An-7iifH«ii;}«/ 
fti'cr to the King upon this Mcllagc; but at laft they rctura'd,^*^)^*'' 
*^ that the Speech, mentioned in that Meflage, was Printed 
*^bv their Order, and what was therein delivered, was agree- 
•'able to the fenfe of the Houie : That they had received 
** divers Advertifements concerning the feveral Perlbns, Iftjb 
**Papifts, and others, who had obtained his Majefty's im- 
•' mediate Warrant for their pafling into Ireland^ fince the 
•* Order of reftraint of both Houfes; fome of which, as they 
*^had been inform'd, fince their coming into Ireland, had 
*^joyn'd with the Rebels, and been Commanders amongft 
*' them ; and fome others had been ftay'd, and were yet in 
**fafe cuftody. 

Then they named (bme, to whom Licences had been 
granted before the Order of reftraint, and were ftill in Eng- 
land; and faid, ** There were others, whofe names they had 
*' not yet received, but doubted not, upon examination, they 
''would be difcovered. 

T o this the King Reply'd, and told them, " That as He^*'* KJv"' 
" had expreffed a great defire to give Them all poflible fatif-*''*- 
'* fadion to all their juft requefts, and a readinefs to reftify, 
"or retrad, any thing done by himfelf, which might feem to 
*' intrench upon their Privileges by any roiftake of his; fo he 
** hoped. They would be ready, upon all occafions, to ma- 
'' nifeft an equal tendernefs and regard of his Honour, and 
** Reputation with his Subjeds : and therefore he expcfted 
'•they fliould review hisMeflage concerning M«'?jfw's Speech, 
"and their Anfwer, with which he could not reft fatisficd. 
" He faid, he was moft aiTurcd that no Perfon, who had Com** 
'^mand in the Head of the Rebels, had paffed by his War- 
"rant, or Privity. And then, he defired them to confider, 
" whether fuch a general Information, and Advertifement^ 
*^ as they implied in their Anlwer, without the name of any 
^ particular Perfon, was a ground enough for fuch a dired 
^and pofitive Affirmation, as was made in that Speech; 
"which in relped of the Place and Perfon, and being now 
"acknowlegedf to be according to the fenfe of the Houfe, 
"was of that Authority, that his Majefty might fuffer in the 
" AfFedions of many of his good Suojeds, and fall under a 
"pofEble conftrudion, confidering many fcandalous Pam^ 
"phlets to fuch apurpofe, of not being fenfible enough of 
^' that Rebellion, io horrid, and odious to all Chriftians, by 
''which, in that diftradion, fuch a danger might pofBblv 
"enfoe to his Majefty's Perfon, and Eftate, as he was well 
"affured they would endeavour to prevent. And therefore, 
^' he thought it very neceflarv^ and expeded that they fliould 
^' mme thofo Pcrloos who nad palled by his Licence, and 
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*' were then in the Head of the Rebels : or if, upon their re- 
*' examination, they did not find particular Evidence to prove 
**that Aflertion (as he was mod confident they never could) 
*' as that Affirmation, which refleded upon his Majefly, was 
**very Publick, fo they would publifh fuch a Declaration, 
** whereby that miftake might be diicovered ^ he being the 
" more tender in that particular which had reference to Ire^^ 
^Uand, and being mofl afTured, that he had been, and was 
*' from his Soul, refolv'd to difcharge his duty, for the Relief 
*'of his poor Proteflant Subjeds, and the utter rooting out 
*'that Rebellion; lb that Service had not fuffer'd for the 
"want of any thing propofed to him, and within his Power 
**to grant. 

He laid, ''In this matter he had diligently examined his 
"own Memory, and the notes of his Secretaries; and then 
named all the Irip> Perfons to whom he had given any Li- 
cences to go into that Kingdom, fince the beginning oi that 
Rebellion; and (aid, "He was well alTured, none of Them 
'^ were with the Rebels; and though Ibme of them might be 
" Papifts, yet he had no reafon to have any fufpicion of them, 
"in refpea of their Alfyance with Perfons of great Honour 
"and Power in that Kingdom, of whole Fidelity to him he 
'^ had good aflTurance ; and the Lords Juftices themfelves 
•^having declared, that they were fo far from owning a jea- 
^Moufy of all Papifts there, that they had put Arms into the 
** Hands of divers Noblemen of that Religion, within the Pale, 
''which the Parliament had well approved of. And therefore, 
" unleis the firft Affirmation of the Houfe of Commons could 
^'be made good by fome particulars he expeded a vindica- 
.^' tion by fuch a Declaration as he had propoied; which, h^ 
iaid, was, in Duty and Juftice, due to him. ' 

But this, and any thing elfe could be (aid, was fofar 
from procuring any Reparation, that when they perceived 
the King ftill preffed for that Juftice, and apprehended that 
many would believe it due to him, and that the prejudice 
they had raifed to him for Ireland would be remov'd there- 
by, they confidently publifhed another Declaration of feveral 
Perfons Names, to whom they faid the King had granted 
^paflTes, and were then Commanders in the Rebels Army, of 
whofe Names his Majefty had never before heard, to whom 
no PafTes had been granted, neither did he believe that there 
were fiich Men in Nature: and fo left the People to believe 
as they found themfelves inclined upon the King's denial, 
or Their lb particular, and pofitive Affirmation. 

These proceedings of the Parliament made a deep im- 
prcffion upon all Noble and Generous Perfons, who found 
that their Pride, and Ambition was fo great, that they rer - 
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fblved to remove all perfbns, who were like to ftand in their 
way, by oppofing any thing they defired, or by filling any 
Place, or Office, which they defiga'd ftiould be executed by 
fome other perfon, in whom they could Confide. The Earl 
of NeW'CafiU, who was Governour to the Prince, knew very 
well in what prejudice he flood with the Earls of EJfex, and 
Holland ( two very powerfiil perfbns ) upon the Account of 
the Challenge formerly mentioned to be fent by him to the 
latter of the two, who would be glad of any opportunity to 
expofe him to an affront; and that they would find occaiions 
enough upon the account of his known Affedions to the 
King's Service, from which it was not pofliblc to remove or 
ftartle him. He knew they liked not that he fhould have the 
Government of the Prince, as one, who would infufe fiich 

J>rinciples into him, as would not be agreeable to their De- 
igns, and would difpofe him to no kindnefs to their Perfons, 
and that they would not reft, till they faw another Man in 
that Province; in order to which, they would pick all Quar- 
rels they could, and load him with all Reproaches, which 
might blaft him with the People, with whom he had a very 
good Reputation. UponthofeconfiderationSyand fbme other ne eah «/ 
imaginations upon the profpeft of Affairs, he very wifely re- ^^^^' 
fblv'd to retire from the Court, where he had expended much hk pIm «/ 
of his own Fortune, and only made himfelf obnoxious to ^•^^"*^'* 
the Malice, and Envy of other pretenders; and defired the 
King to approve of this his reafbnable inclination, and to put 
the Prince under the Tuition of fbme Perfon of Honour of 
unquefUonable Fidelity to him, and above die reach of Popu- 
lar clii&pprobation ; and, at the fame time mentioned the Mar^ 
quis ot Hertford^ who was indeed Superior to any Tempta- 
tions. The King could not diflike the Earls Judgment upoa 
his own intcrefl and concernment; and did forefee likewifc 
that he might probably have occafion to ufe his Service un- 
der another qualification; and therefore was well contented 
to difmifs liim from the Prince. 

The Marquis of Hertford "was a Man of great Honour, neidMrjuiA 
Interefl, and Eftate, and of an univcrfal efteem over the'^^JJ^ '^ 
whole Kingdom; and though he had received many, znd him. 
continued difbbligations from the Court, from the time of 
this King's coming to the Crown, as well as during the Reign 
of King 7ames^ in both which fealbns, more than ordinary 
care had been taken to difcountenance and lefTen his Intereft ; 
yet he bad carried himfelf with notable fteadincfs, from the 
oeginning of the Parliament in the fupport and defence of 
the King's Power and Dignity,* notwithftanding all his Allies, 
and thole with whom he liad the greatefl: Familiarity and 
Prien40upj» were of the oppofite Party; and never ^oncurr'd 
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With them ^ainft the Earl ofStraffordj whom he was known 
not to love, nor in any other extravagancy. 

And then, he was not to be (haken in his Aife&ion to 
the Government of the Church; though it was enough 
known that he was in no degree byafTed to any great incli* 
nation to the Perfon of any Church-man. And with all this, 
that Party carried themfclves towards him with profound re- 
Iped, not prefuming to venture their own credit in endea- 
vouring t6 leffen his. 

It is very true, he wanted fome of thofe qualities, which 
might have been wiftied to be in a Perfon to be truftcd in the 
Education of a great, and hopeful Prince, and in forming of 
his Mind and Manners in fo tender an Age. He was of an 
Age not fit for much Adivity and Fatigue, and lov'd and 
was even wedded Co much to nis Eafe, that he lov'd his Book 
above all Exercifes; and had even contraded fuch a Lazinefs 
of Mind, that he had no delight in an open and liberal Con- 
verfation; and cared not to difcourfe, and argue on thofe 
points, which he underftood very well, only for the trouble 
of contending; and could never impofe upon himfelf the 
pain that was necefTary to be undergone in luch a perpetual 
attendance : but then thofe lefTer duties might be otherwise 
provided for, and he could well Support the Dignity of a Go- 
vernour, and exad that diligence from others, which he 
could not exerciie Himfelf; and his Honour was fb unble- 
mifhed, that none durft murmur againft the defignation ; and 
therefore his Majefty thought him very worthy of the high 
Truft, againf): which there was no other exception, but that 
he was not Ambitious of it, nor in truth willing to receive 
and undergo the Charge, fb contrary to his natural Confti- 
tution. But in his pure Zeal and AfFedion for the Crown^ 
and the Confciencc, that in this conjundure his fiibmif&on 
might Advance the King's Service, and that the refufing it 
might prove difadvantageons to his Majefly, He very chear- 
fully undertook the Province, to the general Satisfaaion and 
publick Toy of the whole Kingdom; and to the no little Ho- 
nour andf Credit of the Court, that fo important and beloved 
a Perfon would Attach himfelf to it under fuch a relation, 
when fb many, who had fcarce ever eaten any Bread but the 
Kings, Detacned themfelves from their depenaance, that they 
might without him, and againfl him, preferve and improve 
thofe Fortunes, which they had procured and gotten under 
hiiiiy and by his Bounty. 
ne Kj»i Now the Bill for taking away the Votes of Bifhops out 
^'%[*BiU^^^^^ Houfe of Peers, which was called a Bill for taking aw^y 
M^li'n/the all Temporal Jurifdidion from thofe in holy Orders, was no 
fl(/i./#K.r«.fpo^e|. pjfj-^ j|^^ jjQaf^ of Peers, than the King was earnelUy 
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defired ^ To give his Royal Affent to it. The King returned, 
** That it was a matter of great Concernment : and therefore, 
^ He would take time to Advife, and would return an Anfwer 
''in convenient time. But this delay pleafcd not their ap- 
petite^ thev could not attempt their pcrfed Reformation in 
Church and State, till thefe Votes were utterly abolifhcd; 
therefore they lent the fame day again to the King, who was 
yet at Wtndfmry and gave him reafons to perfwade him 
^ Immediately to confent to it ; One of which was die Griev- 
** ances the Subjeds fufFer'd bv the Bifliops exercifing of Tcm- 
^'poral Juriidldion, and their making a Party in the Lords 
•*Houfe; a Second, the great Content of all forts by the 
•'happy Conjundion of both Houfes in their abfence: and a 
•'Third, that the paffing of that Bill would be a comfortable 
" pledge of his Majefty's gracious Affent to the future Rcme- 
^*A\es of thofe EvJJS, which were to be prefented to him, this 
"once being pafled. 

Reasons fufficient to have Converted Him, if he had 
the leaft inclination or propenfity to have Concurred with 
Them. For it was, upon the matter, to perfvvade him to 
joyn with them in this, becaufe. That being done, he ftiould 
be able to deny them nothing. 

HowEV £R thofe of greateft Truft ^bout the King, and 
who were very faithful to his Service, though yi this parti- 
cular exceedingly deceived in their judgments, and not fuf- 
fidently acquainted with the Conftitution of the Kingdom, 
perfwaded him " That the paffing this Bill was the only way 
"to prefervc the Church, there b^ing fo united a Combina- 
•*tion in this particular, that he would not be able to with- 
"ftand it. Wnereas, by the paffing this Bill, fbmany per- 
"ions in both Houfes would be fully fatisfied, that thev 
'^ would joyn in no further alteration : but, on the other hana, 
"if they were crofled in this, they would violently endea- 
••voar an Extirpation of Bilhops, and a demolifhing of the 
•• whole Fabrick of the Church* 

Th b y alledged that he was, upon the matter, deprived 
•*of their Votes already, they being not fuifer'd to come to 
"the Houfe,and the Major part inPrifbn under an accufation 
"of High Treafon, of which there was not like to be any 
"Reformation, till thefe prefent Diftempers,were compofea^ 
*'and then that by his Power, and the memory of the indired 
^' means that had been ufed againft them, it would be eaficr 
"to bring them in again, than to keep them in now. They 
"told him, there were two matters of great Importance 
"prcflcd upon him for his Royal Affent, but they were not 
^' of equal confequence, and concernment to his Soveraign 
<^|V>wers tl^e Firll^p that Bill touching the Bifhops Votes; the 
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"OAcr, the whole Militia of the Kingdom^ the granting of 
*' which would abfblutcl^ diveft him of all Regal Powers 
''that he would not be able to deny Both; but by granting 
*' the former, in which he parted with no matter of Moment, 
*'hc would, it mav be, not be preiled in the fecond; or if 
*' he were, that as ne could not nave a more Popular Quarrel 
'' to take up Arms, than to defend himfelf,and to preferve that 
''Power in his hands, which the Law had vefted in him, and 
''without which he could not be a King; fo he could not 
*' have a more Unpopular argument for that G>ntention, tiian 
" the prefervation of the Biftiops in the Houfe of Peers, which 
"few Men thought Eflential and mod Men believ'd Preju- 
"dicial, to the Peace and Happineis of the Kingdom. 

Th BS £ arguments, though ufed by Men whom he moft 
trufted, and whom he knew to have oppoied that Bill in its 
paflage, and to be cordially Friends to the Church o( England 
m Di(cipline and Dodrine, prevail'd not {o much with his 
Majefty, as the perfwafionsot the Queen ; who was not only 

}»erfwaded to think thofe reafons valid (and there are that be* 
ieve that Infufion to have been made in Her by her own 
Priefts, by inftruftions from Frdnce^ and for reaibns of State 
of that Kingdom) but that her own Safety very much de- 
pended upon the King's confcnt to that Bill; and that, if 
he fliould refufe it. Her Journey into Holland would be crofled 
by the Parli^ent, and poffibly her Perfbn in danger either 
by the Tumults, which might eafily be brought to Windfor 
from Wefiminjiery or by the Infurredion of the Countries in 
her paflage from thence to Dover, where (he intended to 
take Shipping. Whereas by her Interceffion with the King 
to do it, (he would lay a moft Sealbnable and Popular Obli- 
gation upon the whole Nation, and leave a pleafant odour of 
her Grace and Favour to the People behind her, which would 

Erove much to her advantage in ner abience; and (he (hould 
ave the Thanks for that Aft, as acquired by her goodnefs, 
which otherwife would be extorted from the King, when (he 
was gone. 
ThiKyig Th£SB Infinuations and Difcourfes (o far (atisfied the 
$l£"w* QsL^cn, and (he the King, that, contrary to his moft pofitive 
f*« frfctr Reiblution, the King confented, and lent a Commiflion for 
F*r^^' the Enaftine both that Bill, and the other about Prefling; 
which was done accordingly, to the great Triumph of the 
Boutefeus, the King (ending the (ame day that he Pafs'd thofe 
Bills, which was the fourteenth of Febnucrjy a Meflage to 
lx)th Houfes; "That he was aflTured his having PaCs'd thofe 
'^ two Bills, being of (b great importance, (b fuddaInly,wottld- 
" (erve to aflure his Parliament, that he defircd nothing more 
" than the Satis£(ftion of his Kingdom. For b^lajid^ Ue (aid. 
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"as he had Concur'd in all Propofitions made for that Ser- 
*' vice by his Parliament, {6 he was Refolv'd to leave nothing 
"undone for their Relief, which fliould poflibly fall within 
" his Power, nor would refufe to venture his own Perfon in 
" that War, if the Parliament fliould think it convenient, for 
"reduftion of that miferable Kingdom. • 

The pafling that Bill for taking away the Bi/hops Votes, 
exceedingly weakened the King's Party ; not only as it (wept 
away fo confiderable a number out of the Houfe of Peers, 
which were conftancly devoted to him ; but as it made im- 
prefSon on others, whofc minds were in fufpence^ as when 
Foundations are Hiaken. Befides, they that were beft ac- 
quainted with the King's Nature, Opinions, and Refolutions, 
had reafon to believe, that no exigence could have wrought 
upon him to have confented to (b Anti-Monarchical an Aft; 
and therefore, never after retained any confidence, that he 
would deny what was Importunately asked ; and fo, either 
abfblutely withdrew themfelves from thole confultations, 
thereby avoiding the envy, and the danger of oppofing them, 
or quietly fuffered themfelves to be carried by the Stream, 
and to confent to any thing that was Boldly and Luftily at- 
tempted. 

And then it was fo far from dividing the other Party, 
that I do not remember One man, who vehemently infifted 
on, or indeed heartily wifhed, the pafling of that Bill, that 
ever deferted them, till the Kingdom was in a Flame: but 
on the contrary, very manv, who cordially and conftantly 
oppofed that Aft, as frienas rather to Monarchy than Reli*> 
gion, after that Bill, never confider'd or refilled anv attempt, 
or further alteration, in the Church, looking on the Biftiops 
as ufelels to Soveraignty, and fo not of Importance enough 
to be defended by the Sword. And I have heard the fame 
Men, who urged Before, "That their places in that Houla 
"had no relation to the,Difcipline of the Church, and their 
"Spiritual Jurifiiiftion, and therefore ought to be Sacrificed 
** to the Prefervation of the other, upon which the Peace, and 
'* Unity of Religion fo much depended, fince argue, "That 
"Since their Power in that Houfe, which was a good Out- 
^^ work to defend the King's from Invafion, was taken away^ 
"any other form of Government would be equally advanta- 
" gebus to his Majefty ; and therefore, that he ought not to 
^' infift on it, with the leaft inconvenience to his condition. 

But that which was above, or equal to all this, was that 
by his Majefty enafting thofe two Bills, he had, upon the 
matter approved the Circumftances of their palTage, which 
had been by direft violence, and almoft force of Arms; in 
which cafe^ he ought not to have confirmed the moft Poll-* 

tick, 
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tick, or the moft Pious Conftltutions: Malepofitd efi Lex^ 
qus tumuttuaric ft^td eft, was one of thofe pontioos of Ari^ 
ftotle, which hath Never been fincc contradided, and was 
an advantage, that, being well managed, and ftoutly infifted 
upon, would, in rpighc of all their Machinations which were 
not yet firmly and Iblidly formed, have brought them to a 
temper of being Treated with* But I have ibme caufe to 
believe, that even this Argument, which was Unanfwerable 
for the RejeAing that Bill, was applied for the Confirming 
it; and an opinion that the violence, and force, ufed in pro- 
curing it, rendered it abfolutely Invalid and Void, made the 
Confirmation of it lefs confider'd, as not being of ftrength to 
make that Aft good, which was in it Self Null. And I 
doubt this Logick had an influence upon other Afts of no 
lefs Moment than thefe : but it was an Erroneous and Un- 
skilful fuggeftion; for an Aft of Parliament, what Circum- 
ftances foever concurred in the contriving and framing it, 
will be always of too great reputation to be avoided, or to 
be declared Void, by the folc Authority of any Private Per- 
fons, or the Single power of the King Himfelf. And though 
the Wifiiom, Sobriety, and Power, of a future Parliament, if 
God /hall ever blefs the Kingdom with another Regularly 
Conftituted, may find caufe to declare this, or that Aft of 
Parliament, Voidi yet there will be the fame temper requifite 
to fiich a Declaration, as would ferve to Repeal it. And it 
may be Then, many men, who abhorr'd the thing when it 
was done, for the manner of doing it, will be of the Civi- 
lians opinion. Fieri non debuit, faSum valet; and never con- 
fent to the Altering of that, which they would never have 
confented to the Eftablifliing of; neither will that fingle Pre- 
fident of the Judges in the Cafe of King Henry the Seventh, 
when they declared the Aft of Attainder to be Void by the 
Acceffionof the Crown (though if he had in truth been the 
perfbn, upon whom the Crown had Lineally and Rightfiiliy 
defcended, it was good Law) find, or make, the Judges of 
another Age parallel to them, till the King hath as flronga 
Sword in his hand, and the People as much at his devotion 
and di^fal; and then the Making, and Declaring Law, will 
be of equal Facility, though it may be not of equal Jufticc. 
How much foever the King's Friends were, for the reaibns 
aforefaid, dejefted upon the paffing thofe two Afts, it is cer- 
uin. They who thought theV got whatsoever He loft, were 
mightily Exalted, ana tiiougnt Themfelves now Superior to 
any Oppofition : And what returns of duty and acknowledge- 
ment they made to the King for that Grace and Favour, is to 
be remembered in the next place. 
The fame day thole two Afts were by his Majeily's Com- 
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miflion pafled, and as ibon as a very /horc MeiTage of thanks 
for that favour, as much importing the.Safety of both King- 
doms, of England and Ireland y was confented to, an Ordi- 
nance for fettling the Militia was agreed on by both Houfos^ 
and, together with a lift of the Names of fuch Perfons, as 
for the prefent they meant to Confide in, was immediate- 
ly fent to the King for his Approbation i the which, being 
the moft Avowed foundation of all the Miferies that have 
followed, will be here neceflfary to be inferted in the very 
terms and form it was agreed upon, and prcfented i and was 
as followeth. 

An Ordinance cf both Houfes of Parliament far the order- .An om- 
it^ of the Militia of the Kitfgdcm ijf England, and Dp-^^'^I^ 
minion 0/ Wales. %ufet% 

** Whereas there hath been of late a moft dangerous '"^ 
*'and defperate defign upon the Houfe of Commons, which 
*' we have juft caufe to believe to be the efFed of the bloody 
**Counfels of the Paoifts, and other ill affeded Peribns, who 
*' have already raifed a Rebellion in the Kingdom of Ireland^ 
** and, by realon of many difcourfes, we cannot but fear they 
•'will proceed, not only to ftir up the like Rebellion, and 
^' Infurredion in this Kingdom ot England, but alio to back 
*' them with Forces from abroad ; tor the fafety therefore 
*'of his Majefty's Perfon, the Parliament, and Kingdom, in 
^'this time of imminent danger, it is ordain'd by the King, 
''the Lords, and Commons, now in Parliament aflembled^ 
'' That fhall have power to afTemble, and call 

''together all and fingular his Majefty's Subjeds within the 
•' County of as well within Liberties, as without, 

" that are meet and fit for theWars,and Them to Train, Exer- 
"cife, and put in readinefs, and them, after their Abilities, 
"and Faculties, well and fufHciendv, from time to time, to 
"caufe to be array 'd, and weaponea, and to take the Mufter 
" of them in places moft fit for that purpofe. And 
" (hall have power within the laid County, to nominate, and 
" appoint fuch peribns of Quality, as to him /hall feem meet, 
'* to be his Deputy Lieutenants, to be approved of by both 
'* Houfes of Parliament : and that any one, or more of the 
"faid Deputies, fo aflign'd and approv'd of, (hall in the ab- 
" fence, or by the Command of the laid have 

" Power and Authority to do and execute within the County 
'*of all fuch Powers and Authorities before in 

"this prefeqt Ordinance contain d; and Aall have power to 
** make Colonels, and Captains, and other Officers, and to 
"remove out of their places, and to make others from time to 

"time. 
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'*time, as he /hall think fit for that purpofc. And 
"his Deputies, G)lonels, and Captains, and other Officers, 
"fliall have further Power and Authority to Lead, Condud, 
**and Imploy, the pcrfons aforefaid, array 'd, and wcaponed, 
*'as well within the County of as within any 

''otlier part of this Realm of England, or Dominion of Wales, 
"for the fuppreffing of all Rebellions, Infurredions, and In- 
*' vafions, that may happen, according as they, from time to 
*'time, (hall receive dircdions by his Majefty's Authority, 
*' fignified unto them by the Lords and Commons, aflembled 
"in Parliament. And it is further Ordain'd, that fiich, as 
"(hall not obey in any of the Premifes, fhall an(wer their 
"negled and contempt to the Lords and Commons in a Par- 
**liamentary way, and not otherwife, nor elfewhere: and 
** that every the Powers, granted as aforefaid, fliall continue, 
" until it fhall be otherwife order'd, or declar'd by both Houfes 
*' of Parliament, and no longer. This to go 

"alfo to the Dominion of Wales. 

A fecond Ad of the fiime day, and the only way they took 
to return their thanks and acknowlegment to the Queen for 
her intercellion, and mediation in the paf&ng thofe Bills, was 
the opening a Letter they intercepted, which was direded 
to her Majeily. The Lord Digbj, after tlieir Majefty's going 
to Windfity when he found in what umbrage he flood with 
the powerful and prevailing Party, and that they were able 
to improve his going through a Town in a Coach and fix 
horfes to a Warlike appearance, and fb to expofc him to the 
fury of the People, at leafl to the power of tlie Counties, to 
be fupprefled, as they had done by their Order, or Proclama- 
tion of the twelfth of 7anuan, before remember'd, and ap- 
pointed to be read in all Market Towns throughout England; 
concluded for his own fecurity, and to free the King's Coun- 
cils from the imputation of his evil influence, to remove him- 
felf into fome parts beyond the Seas: and fb, by the King's 
leave, and by his licence, was tranfborted into lioUand, from 
whence he writ fome Letters to bis friends at London, to 
give them an account where he was, and for fupplving 
himfelf with fuch accommodations as he flood in need of. 
Amongfl thefe Letters there was one to his Brother in Law 
S' Lewis Dives, which, by the treachery of that perfbn, to 
whofe care it was intrufted for conveyance, was brought to 
theHoufe of Commons: and it being averred, ** That it came 
''from the Lord Dlgij whom they looked upon as a Fugi- 
tive^ they made no fcruple of opening it ^ and nnding another 
in it direfted to the Qieen, after a very little paufe they did 
th^ like; for which they made no other ezcuie (when upon 

a Meflage 
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aMefiage from the King they fent her the tranfcript, fot the 
Original they ftill kept) than, "That having opened the other 
"Letters, and finding in them (iindry expreflions full of afpe- 
"rity, and malignity to the Parliament, they thought it very 
"probable, that the like might be contained in that to her 
" Majefty ; and that it would have been difhonourable to her 
"Majefty, and dangerous to the Kingdom, if it (hould not 
"have been opened: and they befought the King to per- 
*'fwade her Majefty, tiiat flie would not vouchfafe any coun- 
** tenance to, or correfpondence with, the Lord D'^hj^ or 
"any other of the Fugitives or Tray tors, whofe offences were 
"under the examination and judgment of Parliament. 

I N that Letter to the Queen, were thefe words. If the 
" King betake himfelf to a lafe place, where he may avow 
"and proteft his Servants (from rage I mean and violence; 
"for from juftice I will never implore it) I fhall then live in 
"impatience, and in mifery, till I wait upon you. But if, 
"after all he hath done of late, he /hall betake himfelf to the 
'^eafieft and complyanteft ways of accommodation^ I am 
"confident, that then I fliallferve him more by my abfence, 
"than by all my induftry. And in that to S' Levins Dives, 
were thefe words: "God knows, I have not a thought tq 
"make me blu(h towards my Country, much lefs criminal; 
**but where Traytors have fb great a fway, the honefteft 
"thoughts may prove moft Treafonable. Which gave thofe, 
that thought themfelves concerned, fb great ofFence,tJiat with- 
in two days after, they accufed him of High Treafon; and 
finding no words in the Letter would amount to that offence, 
they accufed him of levying War againft the King; which 
could have relation to no A6t of his, but what was before 
mentioned at Kingfton upon Thames^ when to the terrour of 
the King's Subjeds, he was feen tiiere in a Coach with fix 
Horfes. * Though this extravagancy of theirs feems to be di- 
reded againft a particular perfon, I could not omit it in this 
place, being accompanied with thofe drcumftances. And it 
may be, pofterity may look upon the fevere profecution of a 
young Noble man of admirable parts, and eminent hopes, in 
fb implacable a manner, as a fnoft pertinent inftance of the 
Tyranny, and Injuftice of that time, not poffible to end, but 
in fo much wickednefs as hath fince been pradifed. 

A Third Ad of that day was the carrying up an Ini-'*'^'^ 
peachment to the Lords againft the King's Atturney General, iw^/^m^Iu 
"For malicioufly advifing and contriving the Articles upon*-^ '** ^••* 
"which the Lord Kimhlm, Uj HoUts, Urfym, W Hamh-"^'' 
*'den, M' Strode, and S' Arthur Haflefig^ had been accufed 
"by his Majefty of High Treafon; it being not thought fecu- 
rity and reparation enough^ that the King bad waved any 
Vol- 1. Part2t E c further 
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further proceeding againft them, except they left fuch a mo- 
nument of their power, that upon what occafion or provo- 
cation fbever, no man ftiould prefume to obey the King in the 
like command : fo that the fame fourteenth ofFebrudty^ that 
was celebrated for the Kine's condefcenfion to that Ad for 

Eutting the Bi/hops out of the Houfe of Peers, is famous 
kewiie for thofe tJiree Unoarallelled Afts of contempt upon 
the Soveraign power; the demand of thefole power overall 
the Militia of the Kingdom; the opening Letters direded to 
the Sacred perfon of the Queen; and the impeaching the At- 
turney General, for performing what he took to be the duty 
of his place, by his Matter's command. All which were very 
ill inftances of that application and compliance his Majefty 
had reafbn to exped, and fome men had promifed him he 
(hould receive. 
'ne Kim*f T H o u G H the King was refolved in no degree to confent 
m^X^^^ the Propofition for the Militia, yet he thought not the 
UiiittM. time feaibnable for his pofitive Denial, the Queen retaining 
ftill her fears of being ttopped in her Journey. Therefore, 
for the prefent, he returned Anfwer, "That his deareft Con- 
*'fort the Qgeen, and his dear Daughter the Princcfs Marj, 
^* being then upon their departure for Holland, he could not 
*'have fo good time to confider of a particular aniwer for a 
" matter of fo great weight, as That was; and therefore, he 
"^^ would refpite the fame till his return: the King intending 
to accompany the Queen to Dover , and as foon as flie was 
imbarked to return. They received this Anfwer with their 
ufual impatience, and the next day fent Meflengers to him, 
with that, which they called an Humble Petition ; in which 
Tlfff Hftj. they told him, " That they had, with a great deal of grief, 
*^rcceiv'd his Anfwer to their juft and neceflary Petition con- 
^'cerning the Militia of the Kingdom; whicn by a gracious 
'^MefTage formerly fent unto them, he had been pleafed to 
''promife fhould be put into fuch hands, as his Parliament 
**/hould approve of, the extent of their power, and the time 
"of their continuance, being likewife cleclared; the which 
" being now done, and the perfbns Nominated, his Majefly 
'*neverthelefs referved his refcdution to a longer, and a very 
'^ uncertain time ; which they faid, was as unfiitisfadory and 
**deftrudive as an abfolute Denial. Therefore, they once 
*^ again befought him to take their defire into his Royal 
^' thoughts, and to give them fuch an Anfwer, as might raife 
^'in them a Confidence, that tliey fhould not be expofed to 
*' the pradices of thofe who thirft after the mine of this King- 
^^dom, and the kindling of that cumbuftion in England^ 
^' which they had in fo great a meafiire effeded in Irel/mdi 
^^from whence^ as tiiey were informed, they intended to 
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"invade this Kingdom^with the affiftance of thePapifts here. 
**They (aid, nothing could prevent thofe evils, nor enable 
" them to iiipprefs the Rebellion in IreUnd,znd fecure Them- 
** jfel ves, but the Inftant granting of that their Petition ; which, 
'* thev hoped, his Majeftv would not deny to thofe, who 
" muu, in the difcharge or their duty to his Maiefty and the 
** Common- wealth, reprefent unto, him, what they found fo 
**ab(blutely neceffary for the prefervation of both; which 
** the Laws of God and man enjoyned them to fee put in exe- 
"cution, as (everal Counties by their daily Petitions defired 
'* Them to do, and in fomc places begun already to Do it of 
**Themfclves. Noiwithftanding all that importunity, the 
King made no other An(wer than formerly ne had done, 
" That he would give a full AnJRver at his return from D^er. 

I N the mean time, the Houfe of Commons, to whom eve- 
ry day Petitions are direded by the feveral Counties of £ii^- 
Und, profefling all Allegiance to them, govern Abfblutely, 
the Lords concurring, or rather fubmitting, to whatfbever is 
propofed; infomuch as when they had bailed the twelve J*f ^^^^ 
Bifliops, who were in the Tower for the Trealbn of their a'jj^^j^,** 
Proteftation, which they did the next day after the Bill was »*» T»wtr, 
paiTed for taking away their Votes, the Houfe of Commons J^'i'^J^"^ 
in great indignation expoilulated with them, and canfed them <*iMift ' 
Immediately again to be recommitted to the Tower. So****" 
they gave their private intimations to their Correfpondents in 
the Counties, that they (hould make fmall entries upon the 
Militia ; wliich was done in many places, thepeople choofing 
their Officers, and Lifting themfelves, and (o Training and 
Ezercifing under the name of Voluntiers: whereby they had ai^L tia 
opportunity to unite themfelves, to know their Confederates, "^T*" f*"' 
ooicrve thofe who were of other opinions, and to provide JSJJ'^/rti^ 
Arms and Ammunition againft they Ihould have occafion, Mi/i«>. 
The Tower of Ijondon was at their Devotion, and Hull was 
their own; the Mayor ofthat place having been lately fent 
for and reprehended, for having faid, " That they ought not 
**to have Soldiers billetted upon them by the Petition of 
** Right, and for rrfufing to (ubmit that Town, which was 
*'His charge, to the Government of M' Hotham-, and after a 
tedious and chargeable attendance, without being brought to 
a publick hearing, he was periwaded to fubmit^ andfe was 
difeharged. 

Then they fell to raifing of money under pretence ofM#»#7 rO^ 
the relief of Ireland, and, for that purpole, prepared, " An Ad ^,^f*^ 
**for the payment of four hundred thoufand pounds to fuch ^^»^^ 
''perfonsas were Nominated by themfelves, and to be dif-^'^"^ 
''ourfed and iflued in (lich manner, and to (iich ufes, as the 
y two Houfes (hould dircft, which the King confirmed ac- 
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'^cordingly ; whereby they had a ftock of credit to raife mo- 
nies, whenfoever they found themfelvcs put to it : And tliis 
could not be prevented ; for the King having committed the 
carrying on the War of Ireland to them,and they being engaged 
both for the payment of the arrears to the Officers of the 
Northern Army disbanded the Summer before, and of the 
three hundred thoufand pounds to the Scots, his Majefty was 
neceffitated to pafs the Ad with fuch General claufes, that it 
might be in their power to divert the money to other ufes 
than thofe to which it was given; as it afterwards fell out. 
The Shf*en T H E Qucen being /hipped for Hottand his Majefty returned 
HofiMd*' ^^ Greenwich, whither he had fent to the Marquis ofHert- 
t^ /S«ff f<f^^ to bring the Prince of Wales from Hampton-Court to 
oI!I^-" ^^^^ '^^"^^ ^^ which as foon as the Houfes were advertifed, 
wiS?"»fcw they ient a Meffage to the King, who was upon his way from 
the priHC€ Dover, to defire him, " That the Prince might not be removed 
****" ""'"from Hampton-Court, for that they conceived his removal 
"at That time, might be a caufc to promote Jealoufies and 
*' Fears in the hearts of his good Subjeds, which they thought 
^'neceflary to avoid ^ and, at the fame time, fent an exprefs 
Order to the Marquis of Hertford, "To require him not 
*'to fufFer the Prince to go to Greenwich; but his Lord/hip, 
chooiing rather to obey the King's commands than Theirs, 
carried his Highnefs to his Father; of which the Houfes no 
fboner were informed, than they fent fome Members of both 
Houfes to Greenwich "To bring the Prince from thence to 
London. But when they came thither, they found the King, 
whom they did not exped there ; and fo made no attempt, 
to perform that command. The reafbn of this extravagancy . 
(befides their natural humour to affront the King, and this 
feeming care of the Prince was a Popular thing) was pre- 
tended to be an information they had received from a Mem- 
ber of the Houfe. 

T H E R B was one Griffith a young Wellh-man, of no parts 
of reputation, but for eminent Licence ; this youth had long, 
with great boldnefs, followed the G>urt, and pretended to 
preferment there; and Co in the Houfe had always oppofed, 
as far as not confenting, all the undutiful Ads towards the 
King, and upon this ftock of merit, had prefTed more confi- 
dently for a reward ; and, when the Queen was ready to take 
ihipping at Dover for Holland, he barefaced importuned her 
to mediate to the King, " That he might be forthwith ad- 
**mitted of the Prince's Bed-Chambcr; the which her Maje- 
fty refiifing, he told his Companions, " That fince he could 
"not render himfelf confiderable by doing the King Service, 
" he would be confiderable by doing him Diifervice: and fo 
made great bafte to Lmicn, and openly in the Houie told

them (the fame day that the Prince was to go to Greenwich) 
**TIiac if they were not exadly careful, they would fpeedily 
** lofe the Prince ^ for, to His knowledge, there was a de- 
"fign and refolution immediately to carry him into frame. 
From which fenfelefs and groundlcfs information, he was 
taken into their favour ; and, his Malice fiippiying the defeift 
of other parts, was thenceforth taken into Truft, and ufed as 
their Bravo to jufUfy all their ExceiTes in Taverns and Ordi- 
naries» And I faw M' Hambden^ fhortly after this difcovery, 
take him in his Arms, telling him, ** His Soul rejoyced to fee, 
** that God had put it into his Heart to take the right way. 

To their MefTage the King fent them word, "That to 
** their Fears and Jealoufies he knew not what Anfwer to 
** give, not being able to imagine from what grounds they 
** proceeded; but if any information had been given to them 
**tocaufe thofe apprehenfions, he much defired the fame 
** might be examined to the bottom ; and then he hoped that 
** their Fears and Jealoufies would be hereafter continued 
**only with reference to his Maiefty's Rights and Honour. 

The Queen being gone, and the Prince come to his Fa-^' ^V' 
ther at Greenwich^ the King fent an Anfwer to the two HoufeS/iI!J^ Z^*^ 
concerning the Militia ; " That having, with his beft care and ^^'^f'? '*• 
*' anderflanding perufed and confidered that, which had been ^^''"^' 
** fent him from both Houfes, for the ordering the Militia to 
** be made an Ordinance of Parliament by the giving his Royal 
''Aflent, as he could by no means do it for many reafbns, 
*' fo he did not conceive himfelf obliged to it by any pro- 
**mi(e made to them in his Anfwer to their former Petition, 
"He faid he found great caufe to except againfl the Preface, 
"or Introdudion to that Order; which confefTcd a moftdan- 
'*gcroas and defoerate defign upon the Houfe of Commons 
"of late, fiippofed to be an effe<9: of the bloody Counfels of 
** Papifb,and other ill affeded Perfbns, by which many might 
*' underfbnd (looking upon other Printed Papers to that pur- 
" pofc) his own coming in Perfon to the Houfe of Com- 
"mons on the fourth oijanuarj^ which begot fo unhappy a 
" mifunderflanding between him and his People. And for 
**that, though he believ'd it, upon the information fince 
** given him, to be a breach of their Privileges, and had of- 
**fer'd, and was ready, to repair the fame for the future, by 
**any Ad fhould be defired from his Majefty; yet he muft 
"declare, and require to be believed, that he had no other 
"dciign upon that Houfe, or any Member of it, than to re- 
''quire, as he did, the Perfbns of thofe five Gentlemen he 
"had before accufed of High Treafon, and to declare tha^ 
"he meant to proceed againft them legally, and fpeedily; 
"upon which he believ'd that Houfe would have delivered 
♦'them up. Ee 3 "He 
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^'He called the Almighty God to witnefs, that he was £o 
'*' far from any intention, or thought, or Force,or Violence, al- 
^^ though that Houie had notdelivered them according to his 
"demand, or in any ^fe whatfoever, that he gave thofc his 
^^ Servants, and others, who then waited on his Majefty, ex- 
^' prefs char^ and command, that they /hould give no o£^ 
*' fence unto any Man ; nay if they received any provocation 
^'or injury, that they (hoidd bear it without return; and he 
"neither faw, nor knew, that any Perfon of his train had any 
^' other weapons, but his Penfioners and Guard, thofc with 
"which they ufually attend his Peribn to Parliament; and 
^^the other Gentlemen, Swords, And therefore he doubted 
**not, but the Parliament would be regardful of hisHonoiur 
** therein, that he fliould not undergo any imputation by the 
** rafti and indifcreet exprei&ons of any young Men then in his 
^^ train, or by any deiperate words uttcr'd bv others, who 
"might mingle with them without his Conieot or Appro- 
^'bation. 

"For the Perfons nominated to be the Lieutenants of the 
^' feveral Counties of England an4 IVales, hefaid he was con- 
"tented to allow that recommendation; only concerning the 
^'City of London, and fiich other G>rporations as by ancient 
^^ Charters had granted to them the Power of the Militia, he 
"did not conceive that it could ftand with Juftlce or Policy 
^'to alter their Government in that particular. And he was 
^^ willing forthwith to grant to every one of them, that of 
^' Londiom and other Corporations excepted, fuch Commiffions 
"as he had granted this Parliament, to (bme Lords Lieute- 
^' nants by their advice. But if that Power were not thought 
^'enough, but that more fliould be thought fit to be granted 
^* to thofc Perfons named, than, by the Law, is in the Crown, 
^' it fclf, he faid, he thought it realonable that the fcme fliould 
^* be by fome Law firft veiled in him, with Power to tranf- 
•* fer it to thofc Perfons ; which he would willingly do: and 
^'whatever that Power fliould be, to avoid all future doubts 
"and queilions, he defired it might be digefted into an k6t 
^^ of Parliament, rather than an Ordinance; fo that all his 
*' Subjeds might thereby particularly know, both what they 
^' were to do, and what they were to fuffer for their negle& ; 
**that fo there might be the leaft latitude for them to {ufier 
^* under any Arbitrary Power whatfoever. 

** T o the time deUred for the Continuance of the powers 
^' to be granted, he (aid, he could not confcnt to diveft him- 
"felfof the juft Power, which God, and the Laws of the 
" Kingdom, had placed in him for thedefcnce of his People, 
**i|nd to put it into the hands of others for any indefinite 
^' tim?. And fince ti^e ground of their re<]ueft to him was to 
^. , "fccurc 
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"fecurc their prefent Fears and Jealoufies, that they might 
** with lafety apply themfel ves to his Meflage of the 20'^ of y^- 
^^nuaty, he hoped that his Grace to them fince that time, in 
"yielding to fo many of their defires, and in agreeing to the 
*'Perfons now recommended to him, and the Power before 
^' exprefled to be placed in them, would wholly difpel thofc 
'^ Fears and Jealoufics; and he afTured them, that as he had 
" apply 'd this unufual remedy to their doubts; fo, if there 
^'fhould be caufe, he would continue the fame to fuch time^ 
*'as (hould be agreeable to the fame care he now exprcfled 
** towards them. 

"He faid, he was fo far from receding from any thing 
^ he had promiied, or intended to grant in his former An* 
^^(wer, that he had hereby confcnted to all that had been then 
"asked of him by that Petition, concerning the Militia of 
'' the Kingdom, except that o( London, and the other Corpo* 
** rations J which was, to put the fame into the hands of fuch 
" Peribns, as /hould be recommended to him by both Houfes 
"of Parliament. And he doubted not but they, upon well 
"weighing the particulars of that his Anfwer, would find 
** the lame more £itisfadory to their ends, and the Peace and 
"Welfare of all his good Subjeds, than the way propofed by 
"that intended Ordinance; to which, for thofe reafbns^ he 
** could not content. 

"And whereas he obferv*d by their late Petition, that in 
"fbme places, Ibmc Perfons begun already to intermeddle of 
"tliemlelves with the Militia, he laid, he expeded his Par- 
^'liament Aiould examine the particulars thereof, it being a 
"matter of high concernment, and very great coniequence. 
*' And he required, that if it fliould appear to them, that any 
*' Peribn whatfoever had prcfumed to Command the Militia 
" without lawful Authority, they might be proceeded againft 
"according to Law. 

It feems this was not the Anfwer they promifed thcm-v^*/**** 
felves ; for, at the publifliing it, they were marvelloufly tranf- J^ "^ 
ported, and immediately Voted, both Houfes concurring in it, 
**That tliofe who adviled his Majefty to give that Anfwer, 
"were Enemies to the State, and miichievous Projedors a- 
"gainft tie defence of the Kingdom: That that denial was 
**of that dangerous Confeqnence, that if his Majefty fhould 
"pcrfift in it, it would hazard the Peace and Safety of all 
"his Kingdoms, unlefs fbme fpeedy Remedy were apply'd by 
"the Wi&om, and Authority of both Houfes of Parliament : 
"And that fuch parts of the Kingdom, as had already put 
** themfel ves into a pofturc of Defence againft the Common 
^* Danger, had done nothing but what was juftifiablc, and was 
<*apprQv'dby both Houfes. And having cauied iliefe, and 
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fuch other Refblutions to be immediately publifhed in Print, 
that their Friends abroad might know what they had to do> 
they fent a Committee of both Hou(es to the King at Thco- 
^L^Jfc''*" *^'^^ with another Petition ; in which they told him, "That 
Uuf*»u *'fheir juft apprehenfions of Sorrow and Fear, in refped of 
Thw£f(k! '* ^'*^ pablick Dangers and Miferies like to fall upon his Ma- 
' '* jefty and the Kingdom, were much increafed upon the re- 
*• ceipt of his unexpeded denial of their moft Humble and 
^' NeceflTary Petition concerning the Militia of theKingdona; 
''and that they were efpecially griev'd, that wicked and miC- 
"chievous Counfellors fliould ftiJl have that Power with him, 
''as in that time of approaching and imminent Ruine, he 
**/hould rather incline to that, which was apt to further the 
^* accomplifhment of the defires of the moft Malignant Enc- 
'*mies of God's true Religion, and of the Peace and Safety 
*' of himfelf, and his Kingdom, than to the Dutiful and Faith- 
**ful Counfel of his Parliament. Wherefore, thev fiiid, they 
** were inforced in all Humility to proteft, that, it hisMajefty 
*' ftiould periift in that denial, the dangers and diftempers of 
** the Kingdom were fuch, as would endure no longer delay : 
*' but unlels he fliould be gracioufly pleafed to afTure them by 
''thofe Meflengers, that he would fpecdilv apply his Royal 
*' Affent to the fatisfadion of their former defires, they (hould 
*' be inforced, for the Safety of his Majefty and his Kingdoms, 
''to difpoie of the Militia by the Authotity of both Houfes, 
^' in fucQ a manner as had been propounded to him ; and they 
"refolv'd to do it accordingly. 

"They likewife moft Humbly befought his Majefty to 
"believe, that the dangerous and defperate defign upon the 
'* Houfe of Commons, mentioned in their Preamble, was not 
"infertcd with any intention to caft the leaft afperfion upon 
^^hisMajefty ; but therein they refleded upon that Malignant 
'* Party, ot whofe Bloody and Malicious pradices they had 
■'fb often experience, and from which they could never be 
^'fecure, unlefs his Majefty would be pleafed to put from 
'^ him thofe wicked and unfaithful G>un{elIors, who inter- 
" pofed their own corrupt and malicious defigns, betwixt his 
" Majefty's Goodnefs and Wifdom, and the profperity and 
'* contentment of himfelf, and of his People : And that tor the 
"difpatch of the great Affairs of the Kingdom, the Safety of 
'^his Perfon,the Protedion and Comfort of his Subjeds, be 
'' would be pleafed to continue his abode near to London, and 
^'ihe Parliament 5 and not to withdraw himfelf to any the 
'* remoter parts, which if he (hould do, muft needs be a caufe 
"of great danger and diftradion. 

'*Th AT He would likewife be gracioufly pleaied to con-? 
^*tinu€ the Prince's Highncfs in thofe parts at S^James\ 
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*' or any other of his Hoojfes near London ; whereby the de- 
*' iigns, which the Enemies of the Religion, and Peace of the 
** Kingdom might have upon his Perlbn, and the Jcaloufies 
*'and Fears of his People might be prevented. 

And they belbught him to be mform'd by them, that, 
** By the Laws of the Kingdom, the Power qf raifing, order- 
**ing, and difpofing of the Militia within any City, Town, 
'* or other Place, could not be granted to any Corporation by 
** Charter, or otherwifc, without the Authority and Confent 
'^ of Parliament : And that thofe parts of the Kingdom, which 
*' had put themfelves in a pofture of Defence againft the 
''Common danger, had therein done nothing but according 
*' to the Declaration and Diredion of both Houles, and what 
** was juftifiable by the Laws of the Kingdom. All which 
** their moft bumble Counfel and Deiires they prayed him to 
''accept, as the efFeft of that Duty and Allegiance, which 
"they owed unto him, and which would not fufFer them to 
"admit of any thoughts, intentions, or endeavours, but fuch 
"as were neceflary and advantageous for his Greatnefs, and 
"Honour, and the Safety, and Profperity of the Kingdom, 
"according to that Truft and Power which the Laws had re- 
"pofed in them. 

As so ON as the Petition was read, the King told them^»K.«/» 
that prefented it, *'That he was fo much amazed at their J^f'*'**' 
"Meflage, tiiat he knew not what to Anfwer. He faid, they 
♦'fpoke of Jealoufies, and Fears, but he defired them to lay 
" their hands to their hearts, and ask themfelves, whether He 
"might not likewife be difturbed with Fears and Jealoufies ? 
"and if fo, he affured them, that Meflage had nothing Icf- 
"fenedthem. 

"For the Militia, he faid, he had thought fo much of it 
"before he fent his Anfwer, and was fo well aflured that the 
"Anfwer was agreeable to what, in juftice or reafbn. They 
"could ask, or He in Honour grant, that he fliould not alter 
"it in any point. 

"For his Refidence near them, he faid, he wiftied it might 
" be (o^iafe and Honourable, that he had no caufe to abfent 
" himfelf from Wbite-HaB : He bid them ask themfelves, whc- 
" ther he had not ? For his Son, " He faid, he fhould take that 
"care of him, which Ihould juftify him to God, as a Father; 
^' and to his Dominions, as a King. To conclude, he affured 
"them upon his Honour, that he had no thought but of 
"Peace, and Tuitice to his People; which he would by all 
"fair means feek to preferve and maintain, relying upon the 
"Goodnefs and Providence of God for the prefervation of 
"himfelf, and his Rights. 

This being fuddainly, and with more thai\ ufiial quick- 
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qefs fpoken by the King^ much appall'd them ; but they were 
too far engaged to retire ; and therefore^ aiToon as it was re- 
Tb# /?#/i/iH ported to the Houfes, they refolv'd, upon Debate, "That the 
^fuifl^n "Kingdom /hould be forthwith put into a pofture of De- 
i$, ** fence, by Authority of both Houfes, in fuch a* way as had 

**been formerly agreed upon by both Houfes ; and that a De- 
''claration fliould be fpeedily lent unto the King, containing 
^* the caufes of their juft Fears and Jealoufies, and to make Ic 
<< evident that any that were entertained againft Them were 
"groundlefs; Ordering at the &me time, "That ail the 
^' Lords Lieutenants or any Counties in England, who had 
*'been formerly fo conftituted by the King by his Commif- 
" fions under the great Seal of England, (hould immediately 
"bring in thofe Commiflions to be cancelled as illegal : Albeit 
fome fuch Commi/Iions had been granted, upon their own 
defire, fince the beginning of the Parliament, as particukrljr 
to the Earl of Effex to be Lord Lieutenant oiTarkcJbire^ and 
to the Earl ofSalisbutj for Dorfet-Jbire. 
ThejfmUn Then both Houses fent to the Earl of NartbumberUnd, 
Nonhl,™. being High Admiral of England, "That they had received 
beriandr* '* advertifement of extraordinary preparations made, by the 
^f' * " Neighbouring Princes, both by Land and Sea j by which an 
^'apprehenfion was raifed in both Houfes, that the publick 
"Honour, Peace, and Safctv of hisMaiefty,and his Kingdom, 
*' could not be fecured, uniefs a timely courfe was taken for 
<^ the putting the Kingdom into a condition of Defence at 
^' Sea, as well as at Land : and they did therefore Order him 
^'forthwith to give efFedual diredion that all the Ships be- 
*' longing to his Majefty s Navy, and fit for Service, and not 
^«' already abroad, or defign'd tor the Summers Fleet, /hould 
"be Rigged, and put in ^ch a readiness, as that they might 
" be foon fitted for the Sea : and that his Lordfliip would alio 
''make known to the Mafters, and Owners of other Ships, 
^4n anv of the Harbouos of the Kingdom, as might be of ufe 
^'for the Publick Defence, that it would be an acceptable 
** Service to the King and Parliament, if they would likewife 
*'caufe their Ship to be Rigged, and fb far put into a readi- 
**nefs, as they might, at a fliort warning, likewife to be fet to 
*' Sea upon any emergent occafion ; which would be a means 
^*of great Security to his Majefly and bis Dominions* To 
which the Earl returned an Anfwer full of SubmifEon and 
Obedience. 

I H A V B been afTured from Perfbns of very good Credit, 
and converfant with thofe G)nncils, that they had in Delibe^r 
ration and debate to fend, and take the Prince from his Fa« 
thcr at Theobalds by force; but that defign was quickly laid 
af^Q, wh^n they heard (hat the King was removed from

thence to Nfw-Markft, and was like to make a further pro- 
grefs. $0 they ufcd all pofEble expedition in preparing cneir vmr duI^ 
Declaration^ which they direded to his Majcfty, and in'^'V**" 
which they told him^ '^ That although that Anfwer, he had 
*^ given to their Petition at Theobalds, did give juft caufe of 
•* forrow to them j yet it was not without fome mixture of 
^^ Confidence and Hope, confidering thofe exprcflions {pro- 
'^ceeded from the milapprehenfions of their Adions and In- 
*^ tentions ; which, having no ground of truth or reality, 
** might, by his Juftice and Wildom, be removed, when he 
^^/hould be fully informed, that thofe Fears and Jealoufics of 
•* theirs, which hisMajefty thought to be caufelefs, and with- 
*'out any juft ground, did ncceflarily and clearly arife from 
^' thofe dangers and diftempers, into which the mifchievous 
*'and evil Councils about nim had brought the Kingdom. 
**And that thofe other Fears and TealouHes, by which his 
'^Favour, his Royal Prefence, and Confidence, had been 
^'withdrawn from his Parliament, had no foundation, or fub* 
"fiflence inany Adion, Intention, or Mifcarriage of Theirs j 
'^but were meerly grounded upon the falfehood and malice 
•* of thofe who, for the fupportmg and fomenting their own 
''wicked defigns againft their Religion, and Peace of the 
''Kingdom, did feek to deprive his Majefty of the ftrength, 
" and the affedion of his People; and Them of hisGrace and 
"Protedion; and thereby, to fubjcd both his Perfbn, and 
"the whole Kingdom, toRuine and Deftradion* 

" Th A T to fatisfy his Majelly's Judgment and Confcience 
"in both thofe Points, they defired. to make a free, and clear 
" Declaration of the caufes of their Fears and Jealoufies, in 
^' fbme particulars. 

!• "That the defign of altering Religion, in this and his 
"other Kingdoms, had been potently carried on, by thofe 
"in greateft Authority about hun, for divers years togethef : 
"and that the Queen's Agent at Romey and the Pope's Agent, 
"or Nuntio, Here, were not only evidences of that defign, 
"but had been great Adors in it. 

a. "That the War with Scotland was procured to make 
"way for that intent, and chiefly fomented by the Papifts, 
'^and others Popifhly afFeded, whereof they had many evi- 
"dences, efpecially their free and general contribution to it. 

3. "Th AT the Rebellion in Inland was framed, and <;on- 
" trived, here in England ^ and that the Engltfb Papifts Hiould 
"have rifen about the fame time, they had ifeveral teftimo- 
"nies and advertifements from Ireland \ and that it was a 
"common Speech amongft the Rebels (with \vhich, they 
"faid, other evidences did concur, as the information of a 
^'Miidfter vho oime ou( ofJrct4ndi tlje Letter gf one Trl- 
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^'jlram Whetcomb in Ireland to his Brother in Ef^land, and 
*'many others) that they would recover unto his Majcfty his 
"Royal Prerogative, wrefted from him by the Puritan Fa- 
^'dion in the Houfcs of Parliament in England-, and would 
'* maintain Epifcopal Jurifdidion, and the lawfulnefs thereof j 
"which, they {aid, were the two quarrels, upon which his . 
"late Army in the North (hould have been inccnfed again ft 
"them. 

4. "The caufe they had to doubt that the late defign, 
"ftyl'd the Queen's Pious intention, was for the alteration of 
"Religion in this Kingdom, for fuccefs whereof the Pope's 
"Nuntio (the Count Rozetti) enjoyn'd Fafting and Praying 
"to be oblerv'd every week by the Engli/h Papifb; which^ 
*'they faid, appear'd to them by one of the original Letters 
*'direfted by aim to a Prieft in Lancajbire. 

y. "The boldnefs of the Jrj/& Rebels in affirming they 
"do nothing but by Authority from the King; that they call 
"themfelvcs the Queen's Army; that the prey and booty 
*'they take from the EngD/b, they mark with the Queen's 
** mark; that their purpo(e was to come into England, when 
" their bufinefs was done in Ireland ; and fimdry other things 
"of that kind, which, thev (aid, were prov'd by one Oconellj^ 
" and others ; but cfpecially in the foremention'd Letter from 
^^TrtftramfVhetcimbfVfhcrtin there was this paflage. That ma- 
^^ny other Speeches they utter, concerning Religion, and our 
^* Court o£ England, which he dares not commit to Paper, 

<J. "The many attempts to provoke his late Army, and 
"the Army of the Scots, and to raife a FaAion in the City of 
^^ London, and other parts of the Kingdom. That thofe who 
" had been Adors in thefe bufinefles, had their dependance, 
'^ their countenance, and encouragement, from the Court j 
"witnefs the Treafon, whereof M'^ipm/w, and others ftood 
^'accufed; who, they {aid, was tranfported beyond Seas by 
"Warrant under bis Majefty's own hand, after he had given 
**aflurance to his Parliament, that he had laid a ftrid Com* 
'*mand upon his Servants, that none of them fhould depart 
**from Court. And that dangerous Petition delivered to 
"Captain Leg by his Majefty's own hand, accompanied with 
"a direftion Sign'd with C R. 

7. "The falfe and icandalous accufation againft the Lord 
^'KimMton, and the five Members of theHoufe ofCom- 
"mons, tcnder'd to the Parliament by his own Command, 
"and endeavoured to be juftify'd in the City by his own Pre- 
" fence and Perfwafion, and to be put in execution upon their 
" Pcrfbns by his demand of them m the Houfe of Commons, 
" in Co terrible and violent a manner, as far exceeded all for- 
"mcr breaches of Privileges of Parliament adlcd by hisMa- 
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"jefty, or any of his Prcdeceflbrs : and they faid, whatever 
'* his own intentions were, divers bloody and defperate Per- 
^* fons, that attended him, difcover'd their AfFeftions, and re- 
'* Iblutions, to have Maffacred and deftroy'd the Members 
*' of that Houfe, if the abfence of thofe pcrfbns accufed had 
**not, by God's Providence, ftop'd the giving that W^ordy 
" which they exueded for the letting them upon that barba- 
*' rous and blooay Ad : The lifting of Officers and Souldlers, 
*'for a Guard at IVhite-Hall, and fuch other particulars. 

8. *' T H A T, after a Vote had pafled in the Houfe of Com- 
" mons declaring that the Lord Dlgiy had appear'd in a War- 
*'like manner at Kingfton upon Thames, to the terrour and 
** affright of his Majefty's good Subjeds, and difturbance of 
** the publick Peace of the Kinii;dom, he fhould neverthelels 
*'be in that credit with his Majefty, as to be fent away by 
*'his Majefty's own Warrant to S'/. Pennington to land him 
*' beyond Seas: from whence he vented his own Trayterous 
"conceptions, that his Majefty fhould declare himfelf, and 
*' retire to a place of ftrength j as if he could not be fiife 
*' amongft his People. Which fal/e and malicious counfel, and 
*' advice, they faid, they had great caufe to doubt, made too 
"deep an impreflion upon his Majefty, confidering the courfe 
•'he was plealed to take ofabfenting himfelf from his Parlia- 
" ment, and carrying the Prince with him ; which feem'd to 
•'exprefi a purpofe in his Majefty to keep himfelf in a read!- 
•'nels for the ading of it. 

9. "The many advertifements they had from Rome, Pa^ 
^^ris, Vemce, and other parts, that they ftiil expeded that his 
"Majefty had fbme great defign in hand, for the altering of 
"Religion, and the breaking the neck of his Parliament. 
**That the Pope's Nuntio had follicited the Kings o( France, 
"and Spain, to lend his Majefty four thoufand Men apiece, 
" to help to maintain his Royalty againft the Parliament. 
*'And they faid, as that Forreign Force was the moft per- 
" nlcious, and Mah'gnant defign of all the reft ; Co they hoped 
'* it was, and fhould always be, fartheft from his Majefty's 
"thoughts; becaufe no Man would believe he would give 
" up his People, and Kingdom, to be fpoil'd by Strangers, if 
'* he did not likewife intend to change both his own Pro- 
"feflion in Religion, and the Publick profefBon of the King- 
"dom, that fohe might be ftill more afTured of thofe For- 
" reign States of the Popifh Religion for their future Support, 
"and Defence. 

"These, they faid, were fome of the grounds of their 
"Fears and Jealoufies, which had made them fo earnefUy im- 
" plore his Royal Authority, and Protedion, for their Dc- 
" fence, and Security, iq ail the ways of Humility and Sub- 
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''miflion 5 which being denied by his Majcfty, feduced by 
**evil Counfel, they did* with forrow for the great and un- 
^' avoidable mifcry and danger^ which was thereby like to fall 
*' upon his own Pcrfon, and his Kingdoois, apply themfelvcs 
"to the afe of that Power for the fecurity and defence of 
"both, which, by the fundamental Laws and Conftitiition^ 
**of the Kingdom,, refided in them ; yet ftill refolving to keep 
*' themfclves within the bounds of Faithfulncfs, and Allc- 
" gtance to his Sacred Perfon, and Crown. 

"To the Fears and Jealoufies cxprefled by his Majcfty, 
"when he faid, that for his Refidence near the Parliament, 
''he wifhed it might be fo fafe and honourable, that he had 
" no eaufc to abfent himfelf from White-Hall : That, they (aid, 
''they took as the greateft breach of Privilege, that could be 
"ofFer'd ; as the hcavieft mifery to Himfelf, and imputation 
"upon Them, that could be imagin'd, and the moft miG* 
'^chicvous effed of evil Counfels; it rooted up the ftrongcft 
" Foundation of the fafcty, and honour, the Crown afforded ; 
''it feem'd as much as might be, they laid, to caft upon the 
"Parliament fuch a Charge, as was inconfiftent with the na- 
"ture of that great Council, being the Body, of which his 
" Majefty was the Head j it ftruck at the very Being both of 
" the King and Parliament, depriving his Majefty, in his own 
" apprehenfion, of Their Fidelity, and Them of His Protc^ 
"Aion; which are the natural bonds and liipit>rts of Go- 
"vemment, and Subjeftion. 

"They faid, they had according to his Majefty 's defire, 
"laid their hands upon their hearts; they had asked them- 
'* felves in the ftrideft examination of their Confciences ; they 
"had fearched their afFedions, their thoughts, conlidered 
"their adions; and they found none, that could give his 
" Majefty any juft occafion to abfent himfelf from White-HaU, 
" and his Parliament; but that he might, with more honour 
"and fafety, continue There, than in any other place. They 
" laid , his Majefty laid a General Tax upon them : if he 
" would be gracioufly pleafed to let them know the Particu- 
" lars, thev fliould give a clear and fatisfadory Anfwer. But, 
" they laid, they could have no hope of ever giving his Ma- 
'*iefty fatisfadion, when thofe Particulars, which he had 
"oeen made believe were true, yet, being produced, and 
"made known to them, appeared to be falfe; and his Ma- 
'*jefty notwithftanding would neither punifti, nor produce 
**the Authors, but go on to contrad new Fears and Jealou- 
•'fies, upon General and Uncertain grounds; aftbrding them 
*'no means, or poffibility of Particular Anfwer to the clearing 
•'of themfclves, of which they gave him thefe Inftances, 
"i. The Speeches pretcnted to be fpoken ziKntfington con- 
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''cernlng the Queen, which had been denied and difavowed; 
^'yet his Majefty had not named the Authors, '2. The 
*' Charge and Accufation of the Lord Kimbolton, and the five 
"Members, who refufed no Trial or Examination, which 
''might ftand with the Privileges of Parliament; yet no Au- 
" thors, no Witncflcs, were produced, againft whom they 
** might have reparation for the great injury, and infamy caft 
" upon them. 

"They befbught his Majefty to confider in what State 
'* he was, how eaiy and fair a way he had to Happinefs, Ho- 
"nour,Greatne(s, and Plenty, ana Security, if he would joyn 
'' with his Parliament, and his faithful Subjefts, in the de- 
"fence of the Religion, and the Publick Gcfod of the King* 
" dom. That, they faid, was all they txpcAcd from him, and 
** for that, they would return to him their Lives, Fortunes, 
'* and utmoft endeavours to fupport his Majefty, his Juft So- 
" veraignty, and a Power over them. But, they faid, it was 
*' not Words that could fecure them in thofe their Humble 
"defiresj they could not but too well and forrowfully re- 
*' member, what gracious MefTages they had from him the laft 
''Summer J when, with his privity, the bringing up of the 
" Army was in agitation : They could not but with the like 
"afFedions recall to their minds, how, not two days before 
** he gave direftion for the aforementioned Accufation, and 
"his own coming to the Commons Houfe, that Houle re- 
"ceiv*d from him a Gracious MefTage, that he would always 
"have care of Their Privileges, as of his Own Peroga- 
*' tive ; and of the fafety of Their Perfons, as of his Own 
"Children. 

"They &id, that which they expe&ed, and which would 
"give them afTurance that he had no thought but of Peace, 
*'and Juftice to his People, muft be fbme real cffcSt of his 
*' Goodnefs to them, in granting thofe things, which the pre* 
"fent neceility of the Kingdom did inforce them to denre. 
"And in the firft place, that he would be gracioufly pleafed 
" to put from him thofe wicked, and mifchievous Counfel-f 
"lors, which had caufed all thofe dangers, and diftradions; 
"and to continue his own Refidence, and the Prince's, near 
" London, and the Parliament, which, they hoped, would be 
"a happy beginning of Contentment, and Confidence between 
"Him and his People; and be followed with many fucceed- 
" ing BlefEngs of Honour and Greatnefs to his Majefty, and 
"of Security and Profperity to Them. 

In the Debate of this Declaration, the like whereof had 
never before been heard of in Parliament, in which they took 
his Majefty 's doubt of his fafety at Whlu-Hdl fb heavily, that, 
they faid^i " It feemed to caft fucb a charge upon the Parlia- 
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^^ment^ as was inconfiftent with the nature of that great 
*' Council (fo apprehenfive they were of the leaft fufpicion of 
want of freedom ) the Prevalent Party carried themfelves 
with that pride, and impetuofity, that tney would endure no 
opoofition or dlfpute ; in(bmuch as S^ Ralph Hopton (who 
inaeed was very grievous to them for not complying with 
them ) for objeding againft fome /harp exprcflions m the De- 
claration ( before it pafTed the Houie, and when the Que- 
ftion was, whether it /hould pais) as being. too diftant from 
that reverence, which ought to be ufed to the King; and fi>r 
faying, upon aClaufe, in which they mcntlon'd their General 
Intelligence from Rome^ Vents, Parisy and other places, of 
fome defign the King had upon Religion, and the Parliament, 
from whence they feem'd to conclude that tJic Khig would 
change his Religion, " That they leem'd to ground an opinion 
" of the King's Apoftacy, upon a lefi evidence, than would 
** ferve to hang a Fellow for ftealing a Horie, was committed 
to the Tower o£ London, "For laying an imputation upon 
^'that Committee, which had drawn up the Declaration. 
Notwithftanding which, after they had imprifbn'd him, they 
thought fit to make That ezpremon lefs grofs, and pofitiye; 
though as it is fet down above (in which words it paued, and 
was delivered to the King) it was thought by (landers by to 
be very unagreeable to the Gravity of a wife Court, and to tho 
Duty of Subjeds, 

But in this particular, in oppref&ng all thofe who were 
of different opinions from them, their carriage was fo no- 
torious and terrible, that Spies were fet upon, and inquiries 
made upon all private, light, caiiial difcouries, which fell from 
thofe who were not Gracious to them: As lAF Drelatsmej, a 
Member of theHoufe of Commons, and a Merchant of great 
reputation^ was expelled the Houfe, and committed to Pri« 
fon, for having faid, in a Private difcourfe in the Gty, to a 
Friend, ''That the Houfe could not appoint a Guard for 
" themfelves without the King's confent, under pain of High- 
''Treafon: Which was proved by a Fellow, who pretended 
to overhear himj when thePerfon himfelf, with whom the 
conference was held, declared, ''That he (aid, it Might be 
^'imputed to them for High-Treafbn : and it was confefled on 
all parts, that the words were fpoken long before the difco-. 
very, and fome days before the Houfe hadRefblved, "That 
"they would have a Guard. And afterwards, upon the old 
fiock of their diflike, when the War begun to break out, they 
again impriibned this honeft Gentleman ; feized upon all his 
Eftate, wnich was very good; and fuifer'd him to dye in Pri- 
£>n for want of ordinary relief^ and refre/hment. 

And in this very time^ we /peak of^ and in the very bu* 
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fincfs of the Militia, when everyday very great multitudes of 
Petitions from molt of the Counties of England, and from 
the City of Lwdw, were prefented to both Houfes, to de- 
firc they might be put into a pofture of defence; and that 
they would caufe the Ordinance for the Militia to be ipeedi- 
ly executed, which was alledge J to be an inftance of the peo- 
ple's defire thr<!Highout the Kingdom, and the chief ground 
of their proceeding; the moft fubftantial Citizens o( London 
both in Reputation and Eftate, finding that the Militia of that 
City, with which by their Charter, and Conftant Pradice^ 
the Lord Mayor had been always intruded, was now with a 
moft extravagant power to be committed to a Number of 
Fadious perions of the City, part of whom confided of men 
of no fortune, or repuution, refolv'd to Petition both Hou- 
fes ^' Not to alter the original conftitution, and right of their 
**City : and, to that purpofe, a Petition was figned by fomc 
hundreds, and very probably would in few days have been 
iiibicribed by all, or moft ot the fubftantial Citizens of Lpit- 
don. The Houfe had notice of this Petition, which they call- 
ed another Conspiracy and Plot againft the Parliament, and 
immediately imploycd a Member of their own to procure a 
fight of it; who, under a truft of redelivering it, got it into 
his hands, and brought it to ttje Houfe of Commons; upoa 
which, Ibme principal Citizens, who had fubicribed it, were 
examined, and committed to Prifbn; and a diredion given, 
that a Charge, and Impeachment fliould be prepared againft 
the Recorder of London, who, they heard, had been of Coun- 
cil in the drawing up, and preparing that Petition, and they 
knew, was oppofite to their Tumultuary proceedings. So 
when the chief Gendemen o( Oxfordftfire heard, that a Pe- 
tition had been delivered to the Hou& of Commons in their 
Name, and the name of that County, againft the eftablifhed 
Government of the Church, and for the exercife of the Mili- 
tia, they aflembled together to draw up a Petition diiavowing 
the former, and to defire, ^'That the fetded Laws might be ob^ 
**ferved; of which the Lord 5^ having notice, he procured 
the chief Gentlemen to be fent for as Delinquents, and fo 
fupprefled that Addrefs : And this was the meafure of their 
Jufticein many other particulars of the fame nature, receivine 
suid cherifbing all mutinous, and feditious Petions, and di^ 
countenancing fiich as befought the continuance, and vindi- 
cation, of the £o long celebrated and happy Government in 
Church and State; the prime leaders ot that Fadion not 
bluAiing, in publick Debates in the Houfe, to aver "That 
''no man ought to Petition for the Government eftablifti- 
''ed by Law, becaufe he had already his WiAi; but they 
^'that defired an Alteration, could not otherwife have 
Vol L Part a. Ff ^* their 
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" their defircs known, and therefore were to be countc- 
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iTrey ukf T H E Committce, which prefented the Declaration to the 
n^i^/Cj^x"'^*"^ at NeW'Market, prefented iikewifc additional Reafons, 
mith i?M- as thev called theo), for his Majefty's return, and continuance 
finsftrhh j^g^j. jjjg Parliament; as a matter, in their apprehension, of 
iiMr the lo great necefntv, and importance towards the prelervauon or 
farhdment. jjj^ Perfon, ana his Kingdom : and they faid, 

"They could not think they difchargcd their duties in 
" the fingle expreffion of their defire, unleis they added fbmc 
" farther reafons to back it with. i. His Majefty's abfence 
*Svould caufe men to believe, that it was out of deiign to 
"difcouragethe undertakers, and hinder the other proviiions 
" for raiCng money for defence of Ireland. 2- It would very 
''much hearten the Rebels There, and diiafFefted Perfbns in 
" This Kingdom, as being an evidence, and effed of thcjea- 
•* loufy and Divifion between his Majefty, and his people. 
"3. That it would much weaken, and withdraw the AiFc- 
^'dion of the Subjed from his Majefty; witliout which, a 
" Prince is deprived of his chiefeft ftrength, and luftre, and 
'^ left naked to the grcateft dangers and miferies, that can be 
" imagined. 4. That it would invite, and incourage the Ene- 
" mies of our Religion and the State in forreign parts, to the 
"attempting, and a&ing of their evildeiigns, and intentions 
'* towards us. That it did caufe a great interruption in the 
" proceedings of Parliament. Thofeconfideration$,they fkid, 
'' threaten 'd fo great dangers to his Perfon, and to all his Do*- 
*' minions, that, as his Great G>uncil, they held it neceflfary 
" to reprefent to him this their faithful Advice, that fo, what- 
**foever (hould follow. They might be excufed before God, 
"and Man. 

Whilst that Declaration was reading, his Majefty ex- 
prefled fome pafSon upon particular expreffions; and once, 
when that paflage was read, that takes notice "Of the tranfpor- 
"tation ot MFyermyn by his Majefty 's own Warrant, after 
" he had given his word, that he had commanded that none 
"of his Servants fhould depart from Court, interrupted the 
Earl oi Holland^ who read it, and (aid, " That's Falfe; and 
when he was told, " It related not to the Date, but the Exe- 
" cution of the Warrant, his Majeftv faid, " It might have 
" been better exprefled then : It is an high thing to tax a King 
"with breach of Promife. But after both the Declarations, 
and Reaibns were read, the King after a fliort paufe,faid to 
them, 
M *«<;#- " I A M confident that you exped not I fliould give yon a 
iJ'k'^b.^?^^! Anfwer to this ftrange, and unexpeded Declara- 
" tion j and I am forry^ in the diftradion of this Kingdom, 
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'* you fhould think This way of Addrcfs to be more conve- 
*' nient, than That propounded, by my Meflage of the twen- 
'* tieth of January laft, to both Houles. As concerning the 
*^ grounds of your Fears and Jealoufies, I will take time to 
*' Anlwer them particularly ^ and doubt not but I fliall do it to 
** the fatisfaftion of all the world, God in His good time will, 
'*I hope, difcover the fccrets and bottoms of all Plots, and 
** Treafons ; and then I ftiall (land right in the ^yts of all my 
''People. In the mean time I muft tell you, that I rather ex- 
''pefted a vindication for the imputation laid upon me in 
•' M' Fjm\ Speech, than that any More General rumors, and 
''difcourfes, /hould get credit with vou. For My fears and * 
"Doubts, I did not think they fliould have been thought fo 
** trivial and groundlcfe, whilft fo many fedltious Pamphlets, 
**and Sermons, are looked upon, ana fo great Tumults re- 
"meraber'd, unpuni/h'd and unincjuired into. I lUll confefs 
*'my Fears, and call God to witnels, that they are greater for 
*' the true Proteltant profe£Gon, my People and Laws, than 
"for my own rights or fafety ; though I muft tell you, I con- 
**ceive none of thefe are free from danger. What would yoii 
•'have? Have I violated your Laws? Have I denied to paft 
*'any one Bill for the eate, and fecurity of my Subjeds ? I 
"do not ask you what You have done for me. Are my Peo- 
••pie tranfported with Fears and Apprehenfions? I have of- 
"fer'd as tree, and general a Pardon as your felves can de- 
" vife. There is a Judgment from Heaven upon this Nation, 
"if thefe diftradions continue. God fo deal with Me, and 
•'Mine, as all my thoughts, and intentions, are upright for 
"the maintenance of the true Proteftant profeiBon, and for 
"the obfervation and prefervation of the Laws of the Land : 
" and I hope God will blefs, and aflift thofe Laws for my pre-* 
"fervation. 

This being fuddainly, and with fomc vehemence, fpoken 
by his Majefty, and he having taken further time to Anfwer 
the Declaration, and the Rcafons, the Committee bcfought 
him, " Since they were to carry back with them no other An- 
" iwer, that his Majefty would vouchfafc to give them what 
" he had fpoken, in writing ; which, the next morning, he 
did: And then the Earl oi Holland again defired him, ''That 
" he would refide nearer his Parliament ; whereunto the King 
briefly Anfwered, "I would you had given mecaufej but I 
"am fure this Declaration is not the way to it. Then being 
asked by the Earl of P^wirtfi^, whether the Militia might not 
be granted, as was defired by the Parliament, for a time? He 
Anlwered, *'By God, not for an hour. You have asked that 
"of me in this, was never asked of a King, and with which 
"I will not truft my Wife, and Children, He told them, 
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^ he could not have believed the Parliament would have fcnt 
''him fnch a Declaration, if he had not (een it brought by 
^ fiich Perfbns : and iaid he was (brry for the Parliament, but 
*'Glad he had it; for by that he doubted not to fatisfy his 
'' People. He laid they (poke of ill Councils; but he was con- 
''fident They had worie Information, than he had Councils. 
''He told them, the bufinefs of Ireland would never be done 
'*in the way they were in, four hundred would never do that 
''work; it muft be put into the hands of One: and, he laid, 
^'if He were trufted with it, he would pawn his Head to end 
*' that work. 

As SOON as the Committee returned and reported, what 
Anfwer they had received, and in what dilpofition and tem- 
per they found, and left the King; it was Order'd, that dieir 
Declaration, which they had lent to him, Ihould be Ipeedily 
printed, and carefully difperled throughout the Kingdom,that 
the People might fee u[K>n what terms they ftood ; and all 
other polEble courles were taken to poylbn the hearts, and 
affeftions of the Subjeds, and to fapprefsall thole, who, in 
any degree, leemed to diflike their high proceedings. Above 
all, care was taken to place fuch Preachers, and Lefturers, in 
the moft populous Towns and Parilhes, as were well known 
to Abhor the prelent Government, and temperature of Church 
and State; many of whom were recommended, and poli- 
tively injoyned, and impoled upon Parilhes, by the Houle of 
Commons; and others, by fuch Faftious Members, whole 
reputation was moft current: and all Canonical Clergy-men, 
and Orthodox Divines, were, with equal induftry, difcounte- 
nanced, imprilbned, or forced to a long attendance upon Com- 
mittees, or the Houle (which was worle than Impnlbnment) 
under the notion and imputation of Scandalous MinUlers. 
Which charge and reproach reached all men whole Inclina- 
tions they liked not, or whole Opinions they fuipeded. And 
that they might be liire to be as ftrong and ablolute at Sea, 
as at Land, they appointed the Lord Admiral to fend the 
Names of all thole Qiptains of Ships, who were to attend the 
Fleet for that Summer Service, to them, to the end they might 
have fuch men, in whom they might Confide; which his 
Lordlhip moft pundually oblervod. By which they helped 
to free nim ot thole Officers whom he could not olauubly 
have difcharged; and ftnick out the names of thole, whole 
Affeftions, or Relations they thought themfdves not fecure 
in. 
n« Kp^i The King thought it now time, according to his former 
M^/^« r* relblution,which he had not communicated to many,to remove 
Ubu*!^j ^o Tifrkj which was a place of good reception, and conveni- 
»• York, ency, for tliole who were willing to attcn4 him ; and to the 
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end that there might be publlck notice of it, he fent from 
Hntuit^M^ when he was upon his Journey, a Meilage to 
both Houfes, ^ That being then in his remove to his City of 
^^Ttrkj^ where he intended to make his Relidence for (ome 
*' time^ he thought fie to fend that Meflage to them, and very 
^^earneiUy to deiire them, that they would ufe all pofEble 
'^induftry in expediting the bufineis oflreUnd; in which they 
^'fliould find fb chearfiil a concurrence from his Maiefty, that 
^^ no inconvenience /hould happen to that Service oy nis ab- 
^' fence, he having all that pamon for the reducing that King* 
"dom, which he had exprefled in his former Meflages, and 
'^ being, bv words, unable to manifeft more afFewUon to it, 
^'than he had endeavoured to do by thofe Meflages: having 
^'likewife done all fiicb Ads, as he had been moved unto by ^ 
^' his Parliament* Therefore, if the Misfortunes and Calanu* 
'^ ties of his poor Proteftant Subjeds there fhould grow upon 
"them (though he (hould be deeplv concerned in, and lcn» 
^'fible of their fufFerings) hefaid, ne fhould wafli his bands 
'* before the World from the leaffc imputation of flacknefs in 
^' that moft neceilary, and pious work. 

^'And, that he might leave no way unattempted, which 
'^ might beget a eood underftanding between him and his 
^Paniament, he faid, he thought it necefTary to declare, that, 
''as He had been fb tender of the Privileges of Parliament, 
''that he had been ready and forward to retrad any Ad of 
"his own, which he had been informed had trenched upon 
"their Privileges ^ fb he expeded an equal tendernefs in 
^ them of his known Prerogatives, which are the unqueftion* 
"able Privileges of the Kingdom ; amongft which, he was 
^'aflured, it was a Fundamental one, that hisSubjeds could 
''not be obliged to obey any Ad, Order, or Injundion, to 
"which he had not given his Q>ni(ent. 

" Am D^ therefore, he thought it neceilary to publi/h, that 
" he expeded, and thereby required. Obedience from all his 
"loving Sttbjeds to the Laws eftablifhed; and that they 
"prefumed not upon any pretence of Order, orOrdinance^ 
" to which his Majefty was no Party, concerning the Militia^ 
"or any other thing, to do, or execute what was not war« 
"rantable by tho& Laws; he being refblved to keep the 
" Laws himfelf, and to require Obedience to them from all 
"hisSubjeds. 

"He once more recommended unto them the fubftance of 
" bis Meflage of the twentieth oij^mmrf laft ^ that they would 
" compofe, and digeft with all fpeed, fuch Ads as they /hould 
"think fit for the prefent, and future eftabli/hment of their 
" Privileges, the free and quiet enjoying their Eftates and For* 
" tuncSj w libcJties pf their Pedons, the fecurity of the true 
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''Religion then profeffed in the Church of Englsmd^ the 
** maintaining his Regal and Juft Authority, and Icttling his 
"Revenue ; he being moft defifous to take all fitting and juft 
"ways, which might beget a liapoy underftanding between 
"him and his Parliament, in which he conceived his greateft 
"Power, and Riches did confift. 
8«r«r HM./f/ I H A V E not known both Houfes in more choler and rage 
^inf^b€ ^^^^ "P°" ^^^' receiving this Mcflagc, which came early to 
UiiitiM. them on Wednefday the fixtcenth of March. Now the day 
before had been fpent in preparing all things ready for the 
execution of the Ordinance oi the Militia; They had Voted, 
and Refolved, "that it was not any way againft the Oath of 
" Allegiance, that all the Commiflions to Lieutenants under 
*'the great Seal were illegal, and void ; and that whofocver 
" fhould execute any Power over the Militia by colour of any 
** Commiflion of Lieutenancy,without confent of both Houfes 
^ of Parliament, fliould be accounted a dillurber of the Peace 
"of the Kingdom. Then they agreed upon this Propofi- 
tion, "That the Kingdom had been of late, and ftill was, 
"in fo evident and imminent danger, both from Enemies 
"abroad, and a Popifh and difcontented Party at home, that 
"there was an urgent, and inevitable neceflity of putting his 
*' Majefty's Subjefts into a pofture of defence, for the lafe- 
" guard both ot the King, and his People; and that the Lords 
"and Commons, apprehending that danger, and being fen- 
" fible of their own duty to provide a {uitable prevention, 
" had, in feveral Petitions, addreflcd themfelves to his Ma- 
"jefty for the ordering and difpofing the Militia of the 
"Kingdom in fuch a way, as was agreed upon, by the Wit 
"dom of both Houfes, to be moft proper for the prefent exi- 
"gcnce of the Kingdom: Yet they could not obuin it; but 
"his Majefty did feveral times rdfufe to give his Royal Af- 
**fent thereunto. Upon this Propofition, they Refolved, 
"that in that cafe ot extreme danger, and of his Majefty's 
** refufel, the Ordinance agreed on by both Houies for the Mi-- 
^Mitia did oblige tlie People, and ought to be obeyed, by the 
*' Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom ; and that fuch Perfons 
** as fliouId be nominated Deputy Lieutenants, and approved 
^'of by both Houfes, fliould receive the Commands of both 
*' Houfes, to take upon them to execute their Ofiices. All 
which Refolutions were ordered, the fame night, to be Print- 
ed and Publi/hed. So that, when the King's MefTage from 
Jiunttngton was read the next morning, and feemed to be 
againft their Votes of the day before, they concluded, "That 
"it could not be fcnt from the King, but that it had been In- 
^'ferted in blanks left in the Town for fuch purpofes; and 
immdiardy piade « Committee, "To find out by whom 

"that 
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**that Meflage was framed. But when they remembery, that 
they had Voted as much a week before, and had examined 
the Gentlemen who brought it, and had received it from the 
King's own hand, they proceeded no further in that inquifi* 
tioa ; but fatisfied themfelves with a new Vote, ** That thofe 
" Perfons, who advifed his Majefty to abfent himfelf frofti 
" the Parliament, and thofe that advifed him to that Mcflage, 
''were Enemies to the Peace of the Kingdom, and juftly to 
" be fiifpeded to be favourers of the Rebellion in Ireland^ 
And for the matter it fclf they refolv'd to infift upon their 
former Votes; and withall declared, "That when the Lords 
*'and Commons in Parliament, which is the fupreme G>urt 
"of Judicature in the Kingdom, fliould declare what the Law 
*'of the Land is, to have that not only queltion'd, and con- 
"troverted, but contradiftcd, and a Command that it fliould 
'' not be obeyed, was a high breach of the Privilege of Par- 
**Iiament. 

And this likewife they caufed to be fpeedily Printed ; left 
the King /hould be able to perfwade the Subjeds, that an Or- 
der of theirs, without His confent, was no Law to compel 
their Obedience. And from this laft Refolution, by which 
the Law of the Land, and confequently the Liberty of the 
Subjed, was refolved into a Vote of the twoHoufes, which 
pailed without any difpute or hefitation, all Sober Men dif- 
cemed the fatal period of both, and faw a foundation laid for 
all the Anarchy and Confufion, that hath followed. 

It was now known, that the King was gone to Tari^, which w»v ordsr 
made them apprehend their Principality oitiull might be in^jj^""' 
danger; and therefore they immediately Refolve, " That no 
'^ Forces whatfoever fliall be admitted in that Town, without 
'' the immediate confent of both Houfes : which Order was 
*' fent thither by an Exprefs. And having prepared the People 
to be ready for the Militia, by publi&ing ^' That, in cafe 
**of extrelne danger, thev were to obey that Ordinance; 
*'they were, in the next place, to find the danger to be ex*- 
**trcme; and, to that purpofe, they produced Letters with- 
out any name, pretended to be written from Amfierdam, figni- 
fying '* That they had intelligence there, that there was an 
*'Army ready in Denmark^ to be Tranfported into England, 
^^and was to be Landed at HuUi which, they faid, had been 
** confirmed to them, by a Perfbn of Reputation, fromNirw/- 
"Mdrkft, who confirmed the intelligence of Denmark^: and 
« added, that there were likewife Forces ready in France to 
''be Landed at Hn/Z. 

O p this, how grofs and ridiculous foever it appeared to 
Wife Men,they made a double ufe (befides the general impref^ 
fioo in the People) the one to colour and countenance their 

F f 4 Orders 
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Orders to their Govemour there ; the other, to make the 
King's Refidence in thofe parts fufpeded and grievous^as if he 
came thither only to bring in Forreign iForces upon them* 
With thele Alarms of Forreign Forces, they mingled other In- 
telligence of the Papifts in Et^landy* That they had a purpofe 
*'of making an Infurreftlon; and therefore they proceeded in 

{preparing a Bill to fecure the Perfons of thofe of thebeft Qiwi- 
ity, and greateft Intereft, and injoyning the Oath of Supre- 
macy to be taken with great rigour ^ and, amongft other icra- 
tagems they had to humble the Papifts, I remember, upon an 
information that they ufed their Proteftant Tenants worfe in 
the raiiing tlieir Rents, than thev did thofe of their own Re- 
ligion, there was an Order, " That they fliould not raife the 
** Rents of their Tenants, above the rates that the Proteftant 
** Landlords adjoyning received from their Tenants: by vir- 
tue of which, in ibme places, they undertook to determine 
what Rents their Tenants fliould pay to them. But, in this 
zeal againft the Papifts, they could not endure that the King 
fliould have any fliare ; and therefore, when they found, that 
his Majefty had publiflied a Proclamation in his Journey to- 
wards Tbrio^'Commandingall the Judges>and Juftices of Peace^ 
*^and other Officers, to put in due execution all the Laws, and 
^'Statutes of the Kingdom, againft PopifliRecufants, without 
•* favour or connivance, they prefently fent for the Sheriffs of 
Lmiirn to the Houfe of (Emmons » and examined them^ 
•* Why feven Priefts, who were in Newgate^ and had been long 
** G)ndemned, were not executed ? the reafon whereof they 
well knew ; and when the Sheriffs faid, ''That they had re^ 
^'ceived a Reprieve for them under the King's hand, they 
publiflied that with great care in their Prints to take off the 
Credit of the new Proclamation ; and appointed their Mef- 
{engers, whom they were then fending to the King with a new 
Declaration, to move his Majefty, ''That he would take off 
*' his Reprieve, and fufFer thofe feven Condemned Priefts to be 
*' Executed, according to the Judgments they had received. 

They proceeded now to provide all neceflary means for 
the raifing great fums of Money, by the diligent colledion of 
what was granted by former Ads, and by a new Bill for the 
raifingof four hundred thoufand pounds, for the payment of 
the great Debts of the Kingdom ( by which thev meant the 
remainder of the three hundred thoufand pounas, they iiad 
bountifully given to their Brethren of Scotland) and the fup» 
port of the War of IrelMd: all which Monies were to be re- 
ceived, ^nddifpofed as thetwoHoufes fliould dired, of which 
though the King faw the danger, that might, and did after 
enfue thereupon, yet he thought that probable inconvenience 
find niifchict tp b( lefs^ di^n that^ which t)ie fcaodal of deny-

n% tnv thing, upon which the recovery oiluUnd feem^d to 
cepend, would inevitably bring upon him i and fb ratified 
▼hatfoever they brought to him oi that kind. 

Amongst other Expedients for raifing of Money for the J*JTf ^^ 
V^ar oflreiMd, about this time, they made certain Propo-/^i^^' 
(kions to incourage Men to be Adventurers in that Traffick, l^'f^J* 
Thus: They concluded "That, in fo general a Rebellion, " 
** very much Land muft Efcheat to the Crown by the for- 
** feiture of Treafbn, and that, out of fuch forfeitures, fatif- 
^' fadion might be given to thofe, who Aiould disburfe Money 
• towards the fuppreffion of the Rebels ; fo many Acres of 
^ Land to be allowed for (b much Money, according to the 
** value of the Lands in the feveral Provinces, which was fpe- 
^ cificd in the Propofitions; which, having pafled both Houfcs, 
were prefented to the King, who (it being about the begin- 
ning cfFehudry^ when the breach of their Privileges rung in 
all Mens Ears) Anfwered, '* That as he had offer'd, and was 
fiill ready to venture, his ownPerfbn for the recovery of that 
^Kingdom, if his Parliament ihould advife him thereunto; 
*^£o he would not deny to contribute any other aififtance he 
*^ could to that Service, by parting with any profit or advan- 
^ ugc of his own there; and therefore, relying upon theWif- 
*<dom of his Parliament, he did confent to every Propofition,n« Kp^ 
^Dow made to him, without taking time to confider, stud^l^'^ 
'^examine, whether that courfe might not retard the reducing 
** that Kingdom, by exafperating the Rebels, and rendering 
^ diem desperate of being received into Grace, if they /hould 
*' return to their Obedience. And, he laid, he would be ready 
^*to give his Royal Aflent to fuch Bills, $s (hould b^ tender 'd 
<< to him by his Parliament for the confiriDation of thofe Pro- 
^'pofitions. 

Which Anfwer, together with their Propofitions, they 
caaftd forthwith to be Printed; made their Committees, in 
all places, to foUicite Subfcriptions, and to receive the Mo- 
nies, the Principal and moil adive Perfofis Subfcribing firft, 
for the example of others; and delayed the framing, and 
OTefenting the Bill to the King, till they had received great 
Inms of Money, and procured very many Perfons of ail Con- 
ditions toSubicribe, many coming in out of pure Covetoufnefs 
to raife great Fortunes ; five hundred Acres of Land being af- 
fign'd for one hundred pound in Ibme G>unties,and not much 
under that proportion m others: fome out of pure fear, and 
to win Credit with the Powerful Party, which made this new 
pfojed a nieafiue of Men's Afledions, and a trysd how fiir 
they might be trufted, and rely'd on. 

T H fi N they fent thofe Propofitions digefted into a Bill to 
fbe Kio^ wItQ fiicli Cbafes mVowV to tbemt and Diminu- 
tion 
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tion of his own, that upon the matter^ he pat the making a 
Viupj^'m ^^^^^ ^^^^ ^^^ Rebels there out of his Power, though upon 
Ji^Mfw- the moft advantageous terms; which he was likewile necef- 
/•A fitated to pafs. 

But notwithftanding all thefe preparations on this fide 
the Sea, the relief, and provifion was very flowlv fupplied to 
the other fide; where the Rebels ftiil increafed in ftrength, 
and by the fame of thefe Propofitions, inlaiged their Power, 
yery many Perfons of Honour, and Fortune, who till then had 
fete ftill, and either were, or leem'd to be avcrfe to the Re- 
bellion, joyning with them, as being defpcrate, and conceiv- 
ing the utter fuppreffing their Religion, and the very extir- 
pation of their Nation, to be decreed againfl them. And with- 
out doubt, the great Reformers here were willing enough to 
drive them to any extremity, both out of revenge and con- 
tempt, as a People eafy to be rooted out, and that the War 
might be kept up ftill ; fince they feared an Union in that 
Kingdom might much prejudice their defigns in this, both as 
it might fupply the King with Power, and take away much 
of theirs; whereas now they had opportunity, with reference 
to Ireland, to raife both Men and Money, which they might 
be able to imploy upon more preifing occafions, as tney will 
be found afterwards to have done. Neither was it out of their 
expeftation and view, that, by the King's confenting to that 
fevere Decree, he might very probably difcourage his Catfao- 
lickSubjefts, in his other Dominions, from any extraordinary 
Ads ofduty, and afFedion: at leaft, that it would render 
him lefs confidered by moft Catholick Princes. And they 
knew well what u(e to make of any Diminution of his In- 
tereft, or Reputation. Thefe matters thus fettled, for the 
cafe of the two Houfes, who were now like to have much to 
do, they appointed the whole bufinefs of IreUnd to be ma- 
naged by Commif&on under the great Seal of England, by four 
lx>rds, and eight Commoners, whom they recommended to 
the King, and who were always to receive inflrudions from 
Themfelves. And in this fUte, and difpofition, were the Af- 
fairs of Ireland, when the King went to JVri^, where let us now 
refort to him.

SSOON as the King came to Torl^, 
vibich was about the end of the Year 
2^41, and found his Reception there 
to be equal to his expedation, the Gen- 
try, and Men of Ability of that great 
and Populous County ( fome very few 
excepted^ expreffing great alacrity for 
his Majeuy's oeing with them, and no 
left fenfe of the infblent proceedings of the Parliament ; 
thereupon, he refolv'd to treat with the two Houfes in ano- 
ther manner than he had done, and to let them clearly know, 
**That as he would deny them nothing that was fit for Them, 
*'to ask, {o he would yield to nothing that was unreafonable 
^* for Him to grant ; and that he would have nothing extorted 
' "from him, that he was not very well inclined to confent to. 
So, within few davs after his coming thither, he fent them 
a Declaration ( wnich he caufed to be Printed, and, in thq 
Frontifpiece, recommended to t;he confideration of all his 
loving Subjeds) in Aniwer to that prefented t& him at New-- 
Market fome days before: He told them, 

"That^ though that Declaration, prefented to him ^itnkyujtfyu 
^* New-Market from both Houfes of Parliament, was of fo ^«'^r.'«''*» 
"ftrange a Nature, in refpeA of what he expefted ( after {oilb!^ch%. * 
*' many Ads of Grace ana Favour to his People) and fome '^4«' 
'^cxpreffions in it fo different from the ufual Language to 
** Princes, that he might well take a very long time to confi- 
"der it J yet the cicamcfs and uprightnefs of his Confcicnce 

"to 
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^ to God and love to his Subjefts^ had iiipplied liim with a. 
''ipeedy Anfwer ; and his unalterable afFedion to his People 
'' prevailed with him to fupprefs that paffion, which might 
''well enough become him upon fuch mvitation. He &id, 
^'he had reconiider'd his Anfwer of the firft of that Month 
'' at Theobalds, which was urg'd to have given juft cauie of 
^'{brrow to his Subieds; but, he (aid, whoever looked oirer 
^' that Meflage (woich was in efFed to tell him, that if he 
*' would not joyn with them in an Ad, which he conceived 
''might prove prejudicial and dangerous to him, and the 
'^ whole Kingdom, they would make a Law without him, and 
''impofe it upon his People) would not think that fuddain 
*' Anfwer could be excepted to. He faid, he had little in- 
*' couragdment to replies of that Nature, when he was told 
*'of how little value his words were like to be with them^ 
'^ though they came accompanied with all the Adions of 
^'Love, and Juftice (where there was room for Adions to 
^'accoinpany them) yet he could not but difavow the having 
''any mch evil Couniel, or Counfellors about him, to his 
''knowledge, as were mentioned by them ; and if any fuch 
"fliould be difcover'd, lie would leave them to the Coifiire^ 
"and Judgment of his Parliament. In the mean time he 
"could wi/h, that his own immediate Adions, which he did 
"avow, and his own Honour, might not be fb roughly cen* 
"lured and wounded^ under that common (Ule of evil Coun* 
"fellorst For his faithful and zealous AfFedion to the true 
"ProtefWot profeffion, and his Reiblution to concur with 
"his Parliament in any po£SbIe courfe for the propagation of 
"it, and the fuppr^on of Popery, He laid he could fay no 
"more than he had already exprefled in his Declaration to 
" all his loving Subjeds, publi/hed m7dnudTj laft, bv the ad-» 
" vice of his Privy council ; in which he endeavour a to make 
"as lively a ConfeiEon of himfelf in that point, as he was 
"able, being moft afTured, that the conftant pradice of his 
" Life had been anfwerable thereunto: And therefore, he did 
" rather exped aTeitimony, and acknowledgment of fiich his 
"Zeal and Piety, than thofe expreffions he met with in that 
"Peclaration of any defign of altering Religion in thisKing^ 
"dom, And4e faid, he did, out of the innocency of his 
"Soul, wifli, that the judgments of Heaven might be manl* 
"fefled upon thofe, who have, or had, any fuch defign. 

" As for the Scots Troubles, He told them, he had thought, 
" that thofe unhappy differences had been wrapped up in per* 
"petual filence by the Ad of Oblivion; which, being fb* 
^' Icmnly pafTed in the Parliaments of both Kingdoms, flopped 
'* his own Mouth from any other Reply, than to (hew his 
" great difjike for reviving the Memory qi^reof. He faid, if 
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** the Rebellion in IreUnd, (b odious to all Cbriftians^ feem'd 

''to have been framed, and malntain'd in England, or to 

'* faa?e any Countenance from hence^ he conjured both his 

''Hoofes of Parliament, and all his loving Subjeds whatfo- 

''erer, to nfe all poflible means to difcover, and find fuch 

''oat, that he might joyn in the mod exemplary Vengeance 

"upon them, that could be imagin'd. But, he told them, 

"he muft think himfelf highly, and caufelefly injured in his 

^Reputation, if any Declaration, Adion, or Expreflion of 

"tbc Ifi/b Rebels; and Letters from tlie Count Rjoaetti to 

"the Papifts, for Fading and Praying; or from Tiriftram 

^Wheumb, of ftrange Speeches uttered in IreUnd, fhould 

"beget any Jealoufy, or Mi&ppreheniion in hisSubjeds of his 

^ Juftice, Pietv, and AfFedion : it being evident to all under- 

" Handings, that thofe mifchievous and wicked Rebels, are 

" not fi> capable of great advantage, as by having their falfe 

" difcoarfes Co far bdiev'd, as to raife Fears and Jealoufies to 

"the diftradion of this Kingdom ; the oniv way to their Se«* 

" caritjr. He (aid, he could not enrefs a deeper fenfe of the 

"iiifterings of his poor ProteftantSubjeds in that Kingdom, 

" dbm he had done in his often Meflages to both Houfes ; by 

"which he had ofFer'd, and was ftiU ready, to venture his 

"Royal Peribn for their redemption, well knowing that as 

"he was, in his own Interefts, more concerned in them ; & 

"he was to make a ftrid Account to Almighty God for 4ny 

"ncgled of his Duty, or their Preiervation. 

"For the manifold Attetnpts to provoke his late Army, 

"and the Army of the Scots, and to raife a Fadion in the 

"Citv oiLmd$n, and other parts of the Kingdom, if it were 

" laid as relating to Him, he could not without great Indigna- 

"tion, foffer himielf to be reproached to have intended the 

"leaft force, or threarning to hi$ Parliament; as the being 

" Privy to the bringing up the Army would implv. Whereas, 

" he called God to Witnefs, he never had any inch thought, 

'*nor knew of any fuchRefblution concerning his late Arm v. 

"For the Petition Ihewed to him by Captain Legy he &ia, 

" he well remember'd the fame, and the occafion of that Con-* 

" ference. Captain Leg being lately come out of the North, 

"and repairii^ to him at White-Hally his Majefty asked him 

"of the ftate of his Army ; and, after fbme relation of it^ he 

"told his Majeity, that the Commanders and Officers of^die 

"Army, had a mind to Petition the Parliament, as others of 

^ his People had done, and (hewed him the Copy of a Peti* 

"tion; which he read, and finding it to be very humble, de* 

'* firing the Parliament might receive no interruption in the 

'* R^mnation of Church, and State, to the Model of Qgeen 

^£/iMtoik*s days^ his Majefty tol4 him, that he iaw no harm 
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"in it; whereupon Giptain Leg replied, that hcbelicv'd all 
*' the Officers ot the Army would like it, only, he thought, 
^^^ Jacob Afilej would be unwilling to fign it, out of fear that 
*' it would difpleafe him. His Majefty then read the Petition 
*^over again ^ and obferving nothing in Matter or Form he 
"conceiv'd could poffibly givejuftcauie of Offence, he deli- 
" vered it to him again, bidding him give it to S^JacohAfil^^ 
*' for whofe {atisfadion he writ C. R. upon it, to teftify his 
"Approbation; and he wished that the Petition might be 
^'feen and publi/hed, and then he believ'd it would appear 
"no dangerous one, nor a juft ground for the leailJeaioi£(y, 
" or Mifapprehenfion. 

** F o K M' Jermjny he faid, it was well known that he was 
*' gone from IVhite-HaU, before he receiv'd the defire of both 
"Houfes for the reftralnt of his Servants ; neither returned 
**he thither, or paflfed over by any Warrant granted by him 
" after that time. For the breach of Privilege in the Accu- 
"fation of the Lord Kimbolt0n, and the five Members of the 
"Houfe of Commons, he told them, he thought, he had 
"given fh ample fatisfadion in his feveral Mefla^s to that 
^^purpoie, that it fhould have been no more prefled againft 
*^him ; being confident, if the breach of Privilege had been 
*' greater than ever had been before offered, his acknowledge- 
*' ment and retraftion had been greater than ever King had 
*' given : befides the not Examining how many of his Privi- 
" leges had been invaded in defence and vindication of the 
*^ other. And therefore, he hoped his true, and earneft pro- 
^'teftatlon in his Anfw^r to their Order concerning the Mi- ' 
" litia, would fo far have £itisfied them of his Intentions then, 
'^ that they would no more have entertained any Imagination 
•*of any other defign, than he there expreiled. But why the 
"lifting fo many Officers, and entertaming them at White- 
** HdUi fliould be mifconftrued, he faid, he much Marvelled, 
"when it was notorioudy known the Tumults at fVeftminfter 
"were (b great, and their demeanour fb fcandalous and fedi- 
^^tious, that he had good caufe to fuppofe his own Perfbn, 
." and thofe of his Wife and Children, to be in apparant dan- 
^'ger i and therefore he had great reafbn to appoint a guard 
"about him, and to accept the dutiful tender of the Services 
"of any of his loving Subjeds, which was all he did to the 
"Gentlemen of the Inns of Court. 

"For the Lord Digbj, he afTured them in the Word of 
"a King» that he had his Warrant to pafs the Seas, and had 
"left his Court, before ever he heard of the Vote of the 
"Houfe of Commons, or had any caufe to imagine that his 
*' abfence would have been excepted againft. What their Ad- 
*^ ?ertif«aiCAtt Wfsre from Bmf, Venw, Park, and other parts. 
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^^ or what the Pope s Nuncio ibUicites the Kings oi France and 

^^ Spdtn^ to do ; or from what Perfons fuch informations come 

^^ to them, or how the Credit and Reputation of fuch Per* 

^^ibns had been fifted and examined, he iaid, he knew not; 

*^ but was confident no Sober Honeit Man in his Kingdoms 

** could believe, tJiat he was fo defperate, or fo fenfelefs, to 

^^ entertain fuch deiigns^as would not only burv this his King:- 

'Mom in {uddain dillraftion and ruine, but nis own Name 

''and Poilerity in perpetual Scorn, and Infamy. And there- 

*'fore, he {aid, he could have vidflied in matters of fo high 

^'and tender a Nature, wherewith the minds of his good 

^'Subjeds muft needs be ftartled,ail the expreffions had been 

*^ lb plain and eafy, that nothing might ftick with them that 

'^ reneded upon his Majefty ; fince they thought fit to publifli 

"itataU. 

''And having now dealt thus plainly and freely with 
''them, by way of Anfwer to the particular grounds of their 
''Fears, he faid, he hoped, upon a due confideration and 
" weighing of both together, they would not find the grounds 
" to be of that moment to beget, or longer to continue, a 
" mifunderftanding between them ; or force them to apply 
"thcmfelves to the ufe of any other power, than what the 
" Law had given them : the which he always intended fbould 
"be the meafure of his own Power, and expeded it ihould 
" be the rule of his Subjeds Obedience. 

"Concerning his own Fears and Jealoufies, as he had 
*'no Intention of accufing them, fo he faid, he was iiire no 
" words (poken by him on the fuddain at Tbepbaids would 
"bear that Interpretation. He bad'faid, for his Refidence 
"near them, he wi/hed it might be fo fafe and honourable^ 
"that he had no caufe to abfent himfelf from Wbite-HM^ 
"and how that could be a breach of Privilege of Parliament 
" he could not underftand. He laid, he had explain&l his 
" meaning in his Anfwer at New-Markft, at the preientation 
"of that Declaration, -concerning the printed feaitious Pam- 
" phlets, and Sermpns, and the great Tumults at Wefimi^eri . 
"And he laid, he muft appeal to them, and all the VITorld, 
"whether he might not juftly fuppoie himfelf in danger of 
" either. And ifhe were now at Wbite-Hdtt, he asked them, 
" what iecurity he had, that the like fboold not be Again f 
'^efpecially if any Delinquents of that Nature had been ap- 
"prehended by the Minifters of Juftice, and had been re- 
" Icued bv the people, and fo as yet had efcaped Unpuniihed. 
" He told them, it they had not yet been iniormed of the &- 
"ditions words ufed in, and the circumftances of thole Tu- 
" molts, and would appoint Ibme way for the examination of 
"them, he would require (bme of his learned Council to at- 
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^tend with iuch Evidence as might fatisfy them; and till 
^' that were done» or fome other courfe (hould be taken for 
**his fecurity, he faid, they could not with reafbn^ wonder, 
^'that he intended not to be, where he moft defired to be. 

^* H B asked them, whether there could Yet want evidence 
**of his heartv and importunate defire to jojrn with his Par^ 
^'liament, and all his faithful Subjeds, in defence of the Re* 
^'ligion, and publick good of the Kingdom? Whether he 
** had given them no other earneft but Words, to fecure them 
"of thofe defires ? He told them the very Remonftrance of 
*' the Uoufe of Commons (publifhed in November laft) of the 
''Sute of the Kingdom allowed him a more RealTeftimon^ 
'^of his good Aflfedions^ than Words ^ that Remonftrance 
*< valued his Ads of Grace and Juftice at fo high a rate, that 
''it declared the Kingdom to be then a Gainer, though it 
''had charged it felf by Bills of Subfidies and Poll-money, 
"with the levy of fix hundred thoufand pounds, befides the 
"contrading a debt of two hundred and twenty thoufand 
"pounds more to his Subjeds of Smldnd. He asked them, 
"whether the Bills for the Triennial Parliament, for relln- 
" quifhing hisTitle of impofing upon Merchandize, and power 
" of preffing of Soldiers, for the uking away theStar-Cham- 
"ber, and High-CommiiEon Courts, for the regulating the 
" Coucil Table, were but Words ? Whether the Bilb for the 
"Forrefts, the Stannary Courts, the Clarke of the Market, 
" and the taking away the Votes of Bifhops out of the Lords 
"Houfe, were but Words ? Laftly, what greater earneft of 
"his Truft, and Relvance on his Parliament could he give, 
"than the Paffing the Bill for the continuance of this Pre- 
"fent Parliament t The length of which, he faid, he hoped, 
" would never alter the Nature of Parliaments, and the Con- 
"flitution of this Kingdom; or invite his Subjeds fb much 
"to abufe his Confidence, as to efteem any thing fit for this 
" Parliament to do, which were not fit, if it were in his power 
"to Diflblve. it to Morrow. And after all thefe, and many 
"other Ads of Grace on his part, that he might be fure of a 
" perfed reconciliation between him and all his Subjeds, he 
" liad oflfer'd, and was flill ready to grant, a free and general 
"Pardon, as ample as themfelves /hould think fit. Now if 
"thofe were not real Expreflions of the AfFedions of his foul 
"for the Publick good of this Kingdom, he faid, he muft 
"confefs that he wanted skill to manifeft them. 

"To conclude, although he thought his Anfwer already 
"full to that point concerning his return to Londm, he told 
"them, that he was willing to declare, that he looked upon 
" it as a matter of fo great weight, as with reference to the 
f' Affairs of this Kingdona, and to his own inclinations and 

"defires 
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"defires, that if he could Say, or Do, could raift a mutual 

** Confidence (the only way, with Gods bleffing, to make « 

" them all happy) and, by their incouragement, the Laws of 

*'the Land, and the Government of the City of London, 

" might recover Ibme life for his Security ; he would ovcr- 

** take their defires, and be aflbon with them, as they could 

*'wUh. And in the mean time, lie would be fure that nci- 

*' ther the bufinels of Ireland, por any other advantage for 

"This Kingdom (hould fuffer through His Default, or by his 

'* Abfence j he being fo far from repenting the Ads of his 

**Juftice and Grace, which he had already performed to his 

*• People, that, he faid, he Ihould, with the lame alacrity, be 

" ftill ready to add fuch New ones, as might bcft advance the 

** Peace, Honour, and Profperity of this Nation. 

They who now read this Declaration, and remember 
only the iniblent and undutiful ExprefCons in that Declara- 
tion, to which this was an Anfwer, and the more iniblent and 
fcditious Anions which preceedcd, accompanied,and attended 
it, may think that the ftyle was not anfwcrable to the Pro- 
vocation, nor Princely enough for fuch a Conteft ; and may 
believe, that if his Majcfty had then expreffed himfelfwith 
more Indignation for what he had fufFer'd, and more Refblu- 
tion, "That he would no more endure thofe Sufferings, thejr 
who were not yet grown to the hardinels of Avowing the 
contempt of the King (and moft of them having defigns to 
be great With, and by Him, whom they provoked ) would 
fboner have been checked, and recovered their Loyalty and 
Obedience. But they again who confider and remember that 
jundure of time, the incredible difadvantage his Majefty fuf- 
fer'd by the mifunderftanding of his going to the Houfe of 
Commons, and by the Popular miftake of Privilege of Par- 
liament, and confcquently of the breach of thofe Privileges : 
And, on the contrary, the great height and reputation the 
Fadious Party had arrived to, the ftratagems they ufed, and 
the infufions they made into the People, "Of the King's diA 
"inclination to the Laws of the Land^ and efpecially, "That 
** he had confented to all thofe excellent Laws made this Par- 
" liament ( of which the People were pofleffed J very unwil* 
" lingly, and meant to avoid them : That the Queen had an 
" irrcconcileable Hatred to the Religion profeffed, and to the 
" whole Nation,and that her Power was unqueftionablc : That 
^' there was a defign to fend the Prince beyond the Seas, and to 
^^ marry him to ibme Papift : Above all (which the principal 
"of them, with wonderful Confidence, in all places avowed 
to be true) " That the Rebellion in Ireland was fomented, and 
" countenanced at leall, by the Queen, that good terms might 
"be got for the Catholicks in England: I (ay^ whoever re* 
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members all this/and^ that though it might be prefumed^ that 
the exorbitancy of the Parliament might be very ofFenfive to 
fomc Sober and difcerning Men, yet his Majefty had no rea- 
fbn to prefome of their eminent and vehement Zeal on his 
bdialf^ fincc he fiw all thofe (fomc few only excepted) from 
whom he might challenge the dutv, and faith of Servants 
ufque dd araSy and for whofe fake he bad undergone many 
difficulties, eitlier totally alienated from his fervice, and in- 
gagcd againft Him, or, like Men in a Trance, unapplicable 
to it : He will, I fay, conclude tiut it concern'd his Majefty, 
by all gentlcnefsanacondeicenfion,to undeceive, and recover 
Men to their fobriety and underftanding, before he could hope 
to make them apprehenfive of their own duty, or the reve- 
rence that was aue to him ; and therefore, that he was to 
defcend to all poffible Arts, and Means to that purpofe, it be- 
ing very evident, that Men would no fooner aifcern his 
Princely Juftice and Clemency, than they muft be fenfible of 
the Indignities which were oflfer'd to him; and incenfcd againft 
thofe who were the Authors of them. 

A N D the truth is (which I fpeak knowingly) at that time, 
the King's Relblution was to Shelter himfelf wholly under 
the Law ; to grant any thing, that by the Law he was obliged 
to grant; and to deny, what by the Law was in his own 
power, and which he found inconvenient to confcnt to; 
and to oppofe and punifh any extravagant attempt by the 
force and power of the Law, preiuming that the King and 
the Law together would have been ftrong enough for any 
encounter that could happen; and that the Law was fo fen* 
fible a thing, that the People would eafily perceive who en- 
deavoured to Preferve, and who to Supprefs it, and difpofe 
themfelves accordingly. 

The day before this Anfwer of his Majefty came to the 

Members then Sitting at Wejbmnfier, though they knew they 

fliould fpeedily receive it, left fomewhat in it might Anfwer, 

and fo prevent fome other fcandals they had a Mind to lay to 

his Majefty's Charge, they fent a Petition to him, in the 

Name of the Lords and Commons, uponoccaGonofthefliort 

curfory Speech he made to their Committee (which is before 

mentioned) at the delivery of their Declaration at New* 

Markft, in which they told him, 

i?'i*I'uJ2 "That the Lords and Commons in Parliament could 

si$d c!Z *' not conceive, that that Declaration, which he received from 

m0Hsfrt- ^*^them at New-Markft, was fuch as did deferve that cenfure 

ullffy^''*'^^^ Majefty was pleafed to lav upon them in that Speech, 

York Mir.** which nis Majefty made to tneir Committee; their addrefs 

a«. 164*. «j|,gj^|jj^ being accompanied with plainnefs, humility, and 

^faithfulneis, they thought more proper for the removing 

«thc

''the diftradion of the Kingdom^ than If thejr had then pro* 
'^ ceeded according to his Meflage of the twentieth of^anud-- 
^^rj; by which he was pleafed to deflre, that they would de-^ 
**clare, what they intended to do for his Majefty, and what 
**thcy expeded to be done for Them/elves ; in both which^ 
•* they faid, they had been very much hinder'd by his Maje* 
^fty's denial to fecure them, and the whole Kingdom, by 
''difpofing the Militia as they had divers times moft Humbly 
•' Petitioned. And yet, they faid, they had not been altoge- 
"ther negligent of either, having lately made good proceed- 
**ings In preparing a Book of Rates, to be pafTed in a Bill 
'^ of Tonnage and Poundage, and likewife the moft material 
'^ heads of thofe humble defires, which they intended to mak^ 
'' to his Majefty for the good and contentment of his Maje- 
**fty and his People ^ but none of thofe could be perfefted 
*' before the Kingdom be put in fafety, by fettling the Mill* 
'^ da : And until his Majefty fhould be pleafed to concur with 
^'lils Parliament in thofc neceflary things, they held it im<« 
••poflible for his Majefty to give the World, or his People, 
''liich (atisfadion concerning the Fears and Jealoufies, which 
*'they had expreflfed, as they hoped his Maieily had already 
''received touching that exception, which he was pleafed to 
"take to M' Pjm's Speech, As for his Majefty 's Fears and 
"Doubts, the ground whereof was from feditious Pamphlets 
'^ and Sermons, they faid, they fhould be as careful to endea*^ 
*' vour the removal of them, aflbon as thcv fhould underftantf 
" what Pamphlets and Sermons were by his Majefty intend* 
"ed, as they had been to prevent all dangerous Tumults^ 
"And if any extraordinary Concourfe of People out of the 
"City to Wefiminiir had the face and fhew ot Tumult and 
"Danger, in his Majefty 's apprehenfion, it would appear to 
" be cauled by his Majefty's denial of iuch a Guard to bis Par- 
"liament, as they might have caufe to Confide in$ and by 
"taking into White- Hdi fuch a Guard for himfelf, as gave 
" juft caufe of Jealouly to the Parliament, and of Terrour 
"and Offence to his People. They told him, they fought 
"nothing but his Majefty s Honour, and the Peace and Pixh 
'* fperitvof his Kingdoms ; and that they were heartily forry, 
"they had fuch plentiful matter for an Anfwer to thatQue-> 
"ftion, whether his Majefty had violated their Laws? They 
"befought his Majefty to remember, that the Government of 
"this Kingdom, as it was^ in a great part, managed by his 
"Miniftcrs before the beginning of this Parliament^conflfted 
"of many continued and multitolied Adsof violation of Laws; 
" the wounds whereof were fcarcely heal'd, when the E15- 
"tremity of all thofe violations was far exceeded by the late 
"Strange^ and unhear'd of breach of their Laws ia the Ac- 
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''cufation of the Lord Kimbolt9n, and the five Meiiiber$ of 
''the Commons Houfe, and in the proceedings thereupon; 
''for wJiich tliey had yet received no full fatisfadion. 

"To his Majefty's next Qieftion^ whether he had denied 
"any Bill for the cafe and fecurity of his Subjeds^ They 
"wiflied they could ftop in the midft of their Anfwer ; that 
"with much thankfulnefs they acknowledged, that his Ma- 
"jefty had palTedmany good Bills full of contentment and 
" advantage to his People : but Truth and Neceffity inforced 
*' them to add this, that even in, or about the time of paffing 
"thofe Bills, fome dcfign or other had been on foot, which, 
"if it had taken effed, would not only have deprived them 
" of the fruit of thofe Bills, but have reduced them to a worfe 
"condition of Confuiion, than that wherein the Parliament 
"found them. 

" A N D if his Majefty had asked them the third Queftion 
" intimated in that Speech, what They had done for Him ? 
'^ they told him, their Anfwer would have been much more 
"eafy; Tliat they had paid two Armies with which the 
" Kingdom was burthen a the laft year, and had undergone 
" the Charge of the War in luUnd at this time, when through 
"many other exceflive Charges and Preffures, his Subjeds 
"had been exhaufted, and the ftock of the Kingdom very 
"muchdiminifticd; which great mifchiefs, and the charges 
"thereupon enfuing, had been occafioned by the evil Coun* 
"fels fo powerful witli his Majefty, which had and would 
"coft this Kingdom more than two Millions; all which, in 
" juftice, ought to have been born by his Majefty. 

"As for that free and general pardon his Majelty had been 
^'pleaied to oiFer, they &id, it could be no iecurity to their 
"rears and Jealoufies, for which his Majefty feem'd to oro- 
"pound it; becaufe they arofe not from any Guilt of their 
"own Adions, but from the evil defigns, and attempts of * 
"others. 

"To that their Humble An(wer to that Speech, they de- 
" fired to add an Information, which they had lately received 
"from the Deputy Governour of the Merchant Adventurers 
*^zt Rotterdam in HdUndy that an unknown Perfbn, apper- 
" raining to the Lord Dlgbj^ did lately fblicit one James f/wi- 
"Ar a Mariner, to go to Elfenore, and to take charge of a 
"Ship in the Fleet of the King of Denmark^ there prepared; 
"which he ftould condud to HuU. In which Fleet likewife, 
" he faid, a great Army was to be transported ; and although 
"they were not apt to give credit to Informations of that 
" Nature, yet thejr could not altogether think it fit to be neg- 
" ieded ; but that it might juftly add fomewhat to the weight 
"of their Fears and Je'aloufies, confidering with what cir- 
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*' cumftances it was accompanied j with the Lord Tyigh)\ prc- 
** ceding expreflions in his Letter to her Majefty, and S' 
*^ Lewis Dives ; and his Majefty 's fucceeding courfc ofwith- 
*' drawing himfelf Northward from his Parliament, in a 
•' manner very fuitable and correfpondcnt to that evil Coun- 
**lel; which, they doubted, would make much deeper im- 
" preflion in the generality of his People : and therefore, they 
**moft humbly advifed, and befought his Majefty, for the 
^' procuring and fettling the confidence of his Parliament and 
"all his Subjefts, and for the other important reafbnscon* 
*'cemingthe recovery of Ireland, and fecuring this King- 
'' dom, which had been formerly prefented to him, he would 
" be gracioufly pleafcd, with all convenient (peed, to return 
** to thofe Ports, and to clofe with the Couniel and Defire of 
" his Parliament ; where he fhould find their dutiful Affedi- 
**ons and Endeavours ready to attend his Majefty with (uch 
*' entertainment, as ftiould not only give him juft caufe of fe«» 
'^curity in their faithfulhcfs, but other manifold evidences 
*^ of their earneft intentions, and endeavours to advance his 
** Majefty 's Service, Honour, and Contentment ; and to efta- 
**bli/h it upon the fure Foundation of the Peace, and Profpe- 
**rity of all his Kingdoms. 

This, which they called a Petition, being prefented to 
die King, his Majefty immediately return'd, by the fameMef^ 
fengers, his Anfwer in thefe words : 

*'If you would have had the patience to have expcded^ *y"xV 
*'our Anfwer to your laft Declaration ( which, confidering*'*^^* 
*^the nature of it, hath not been long in coming) We be- 
*'lieve, you would have faved your felves the labour of fay* 
^'ing much of this Meilage. And we could wifh, that our 
"Privileges on all parts were Co ftated, that this way of Cor- 
" refjx>ndency might be preferved with that freedom, which 
"hath been uled of old. For we muft tell you, that if you 
*'may ask any thing of us bv Meflage or Petition, and in 
"what Language Thow unufual foever) you think fit, and 
^'we muft neither deny the thing you ask, nor give a reafbn 
"why we cannot grant it, without being taxed of breaking 
*'your Privileges, or being Counfelled by thofe, who are Ene- 
•* mies to the Peace of the Kingdom, and Favourers of the 
^^Irifl) Rebellion (for we have fecn your Printed Votes up- 
"on our Meflage from Huntington) you will reduce all our 
*'Anfwers hereafter into a very little room ; in plain EngRft>, 
"it is to take away the freedom of our Vote j which, were 
" We but a Subjeft, were high injuftice, but being your 
"King, wc leave all the World to judge what it is, 

^*ls this the way to compofeall mifimderftandings? We 
** thought, we flicwcd you one, by our MefTage of the twen» 
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''tietb oijMUAtyy if you have a better or readier, We /hall 
"willingly hearken to it, for hithcrco you have fhewed iis 
** none. But why the refusal to confent to your Order, wliich 
«« you call a denial of the Militia^ (hould be any interrupcion 
**to it, we cannot underftand. For the Militia, whick -we 
*' always thought neceflary to be fettled, we never denied th^ 
** thing (as we told you in our Anlwer of the 28'* of ^m^ 
^^nuarj) to the Petition of the Houfe of Commons, for we 
*' accepted the Perfbns, except for Corporations; we onJy 
^'denied the way. You ask it by way of Ordinance, and wich 
"iuch a Preface, as we can neither with Juftice to our Honour, 
^*or Innocency confent to. You exclude us from any Power 
**in the difpofition or execution of it together with you, and 
**for a time utterly unlimited. We tell you, we would have 
*'the thing done; allow the Perfbns, with that exception ^ 
^'defire a Bill, the only good old way of impofing on our 
^^ Subicds : We are extremely unfatisfied what an Ordinance 
'4s, but well fatisfied, that without our Confent it is no- 
^' thing, nor binding: and it is evident by the long timefpent 
^Mn this Argument, the necefQty and danger was not fb im* 
^'minent, but a Bill might have been prepared; which if it 
^'fhall yet be done, with that due regard to us and Care of 
**our People, in the limitation of the Power and other Cir*' 
*' cumftances we (hall recede from nothing we formerly ex^ 
^'prefled in that Anfwer to your Order; otherwife, we muft 
^Meclare to all the World, that we are not fatisfied with, or 
*'fhall ever allow our SubjeAs to be bound by, your Printed 
^* Votes of the fifteenth or fixteenth of this Month; or that 
'^ under pretence of declaring what the Law of the Land is, 
^' you fliall, without Us, make a new Law, which is plainly 
^^ the cafe of the Militia : and what is this but to introduce an 
•'Arbitrary way of Government? 

** Concerning Pytn's Speech, you will have foupd, by 
^'what the Lord Ofmpton and M'' Bajnton brought from us 
^'in Anfwer to that Meflage they brought to us, that, as yet, 
^* we reft nothing fatisfied in that particular. 

'*As for the Seditious Pamphlets and Sermons, We are 
^* both fbrry and afhamcd (in fo great variety, and in which 
^'our Rights, Honour, and Authority, are fo mfblently flight- 
** ed and vilified, and in which the Dignity and Freedom of 
^' Parliaments is fo much invaded, and violated) it fhould be 
** asked of us to Name any. The mentioning *of the Prote^ 
^'flation Pix>tefled, the Apprentices Protefbition, T0 yim 
^^ Tents O Ifrael, or any other, would be too great an excufe 
•*for the reft: If you think them not worth your enquiry, 
^'wc have done. But we think it moA ftrange to be told, 
^*tha^ oi|r denial of <)Guard (whici) we yet never denied, but 
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*' granted in another manner, and under a Command at that 
^ time moft accuftomed in the Kingdom ) or the denial of 
*'any thing elfe (which is in our Power legally to deny) 
^ which in onr underftanding, of which God hath liircly given 
''us fomc ufe, is not fit to be granted, fhould be any excufe 
^ for (b dangerous a Gjncourfe of People ^ which, not only 
*' in our apprehenfion, but, we believe, in the interpretation 
*'of the Law it felf, hath been always held moft Tumul- 
** tuous, and Seditious. And we mull wonder, what, and 
''whence come the Inftrudions and Informations, that thofe 
''People have, who can fo eafiljr think themfelves obliged by 
"the Proteftation to Aflemble in fuch a manner for the dc- 
" fence of Privileges, which cannot be fb clearly known to 
" any of them, and fo negligently pafsover the confideratlon^ 
"and defence of our Rights, fo beneficial and neceffary for 
'* themfelves, and fcarce unknown to any of them ; which by 
"their Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and even by the 
*' fame Proteftation, they are at leaft equally obliged to de- 
"fcnd. And what interruptions fuch kind ofAflemblics may 
" be to the freedom of future Parliaments ( if not feaibnably 
^'diicountenanced and fupprefled) We muft adviie you to 
"confider^ as likewife, waether both our Rights and Powers 
"may not by fuch means be ufurped, by hands not trufted by 
"the Conftitution of this Kingdom, For our Guard, we rc- 
"fer you to our Anfwer to your Declaration. 

"By that Queftion of violating your (.aws^ by which we 
"endeavour'd toexprefs our care, and reiblution toobierve 
*' them> we did not expeft» you would have been invited to 
"have looked back fb many years, for which vou have had 
"fo ample reparation j neither looked we to have been re- 
"proacned with the Adions of our Minifters then aga^nft 
^' the Laws, whilft we exprefs fo great Zeal for the prefcnt 
"defence of them j it bcmg our Refolution, upon ooferva- 
'* tion of the mKchief which then grew by Arbitrary Power 
•'(although made plaufible to us by the fuggeftion of Nece{^ 
" £ty and imminent Danger, and take you heed, vou fall not 
" into the &me error, upon the &me fuggeftions) nereafter to 
*'kccp the Rule our felf, and to our Power require the lame 
"from all others. But above all, we muft be moft fenfible 
"of what you caft upon us for requital of thofe good Bills, 
^'yott cannot deny, We have denied any fuch defign; and 
"as God Almighty muft judge in that point between us, who 
"knows our upright intentions at the paffing thofe Laws, 
^ lb in the mean time we defy the Devil to prove, that there 
"was any defign (with our Knowledge, or Privity) in or about 
"the time ofpaffing thofe Bills, that, had it taken effed, 
^^wuld have deprived our Subjeds of the fruit of thcm« 
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^' And therefore vc demand full repiration in this point, that 
^ wc may be cleared in the fight of all the World, and chiefly 
^'in the eyes of our Lovings Siibjeds» from fi> nqtorioas and 
^falfe an impuution, as this is. 

** We are^ from denying what yon have done; for we 
^acknowledge the charge our People hath fiilbined in keep- 
**ing the two Annies » and in relieving heUmi ; of which 
^we are fo fenfibic, that in regard of ihofc great Burthens 
"our People have undergone, wc have, and do patiently 
"fuffer thofe extreme Pcribnal Wants, as our Praieceflbrs 
'*have been feldom put to, rather than we would prefs upon 
^'them; which we hope in time, will be confidered on your 
** parts. 

*'I N our offer of a general Pardon, our intent was to com- 
**pofc and fecure the general condition of our SubjeAs, con- 
"ceivin^that, in thcfe times of great diftradions, the good 
^'Laws of the Land have not been enough ob^rved ^ but it 
**is a ftrange World, when Princes prcfered Favours are 
♦* counted Reproaches j yet if you like not this our offer, wc 
*'have done. 

"Concerning any difcourfes of Forreign Forces, 
"though we have given you a fiill Aniwer in ours to your laft 
•'Declaration, yet we muft tell you, wc have neither fo ill 
"an opinion of our own Merit, or the Affcdions of our 
**good Subjeds, as to think our felf in need of any Forreign 
"Forces to prefcrve us from Oppreffion ; and we (hall not 
'* need for any other purpofe : but are confident, through 
•* God's Providence, not to want the good Wifties and Ai^ 
*' (iftance of the whole Kingdom, being reiblv'd to build upon 
"that furc Foundation, the Law of the Lands and we uke 
**it very ill, that general difcourfes between an unknown 
** Perfbn and a Mariner, or inferences upon Letters, fliould 
** be able to prevail in matters fo improbable in themfelves, 
"and fcandalous to us; for which we cannot but likewife ask 
"reparation, not only for the vindication of our own Ho« 
*'nour, but alfo thereby to fettle the minds of our Subjeds, 
^*whofc Fears and Jealoufies would foon vanifh, were they 
"not fed and maintained by fuch falfe and malicious Ru« 
"mours as thefe. 

*' For our return to our Parliament, We have given you 
*'a full Anfwer in ours to your Declaration ; and you ought 
•*to look on us as not Gone, but Driven (we fay not By 
♦'you, yet) From you. And if it be not fo eafy for you to 
"make our rcfidcnce in London fbSafe, as we could defire, 
"we are and will be contented, that our Parliament be Ad- 
♦^ journ'd to fiich a place, where we may be fitly and Cifcly 
•'with you. For though wc arc not ple^iicd to l>e ^x this dl- 
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**Ilancc, yet you are not to expeft our Prefcncc, until you 
"/hall both fecurc us concerning our juft ApprchcDfions of 
''Tumultuary Iftfolences, and likewife give us j&tisfadion for 
^'thofe infiipportable and infblent Scandals^ that are raifcd 
'*upon us. 

"To conclude, as we have or /hall not refufe any agree- 
*' able wav to Juftice or Honour, which /hall be ofFcr'd to us 
^ for the begetting a right underftanding between us ; fo we 
^ are refblvcd that no ftreights or neccffitics, to which we 
^ may be driven, /hall ever compel us to do that, which the 
'^ reafbn and underftanding that God hath given us, and our 
* Honour and Intereft, with which God hath trufted us for 
^ the good of our Pofterity and Kingdoms, /hall render un- 
'^ pleafant and grievous to us. And we a/Ture you , how 
** meanly foevcr you are pleafed to value the difcharge of our 
** Publick Duty, we are fo Confcious to our felf of having 
"done our part fincc this Parliament, that in what/bever 
** Condition we now ftand, we are confident of the continued 
** Proteftion from Almighty God, and the conftant Gratitude, 
** Obedience, and AfFedion from our People, And we /hall 
truft God with all. 

Thbsb quick Anfwers from the King gave them very 
much trouble, and made it evident to them, that he would 
no more be Swagger'd into Conce/fions that he thought un- 
reafonable, or perfwaded to them upon general Promifes, or 
an implicit Confidence in their future Modefty ; but that he 
demanded reparation for the breach of his Privileges, and fo 
Fought with them with their own Weapons, troubled them 
much more ; apprehending that in a /hort time, the People 
might be perfwaded to believe, that the King was in the right, 
and had not been well dealt with : and though fome few 
who thought themfelves too far ingaged to retire, were glad 
of the /harpnefs of thefe Paper-Skirmi/hes, which they be- 
lieved made the wound ftill wider, and more incurable; yet 
the Major part which had been induced to Joyn with them 
out of Conhdence that the King would yield, and that their 
boldnefs, and importunity in asking, would prevail with his 
Majefty to confent^ wi/hed themfelvcs fairly unintangled ^ 
and I have heard many of the Fierceft Concurrers, and who 
have ever fince kept them Company, at that time profefs, 
** That if any expedient might be found to reconcile the pre- 
*^fent difference about the Militia, they would no more Ad- 
*' venture upon Demands of the like Nature: and the Earl of 
Effex himfelf was ftartled^and confe/Ted to his Friends, "That 
*' he deiired a more mo4erate proceeding /hould be in Parlia* 
"mentj and that the King, who had given fo much, /hould 
^f repeiye fomip fatisia^on, But tbofe of the Court, who 
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thought their faults to their Mafter more unpardonable^ could 
not endure that the Youneeft Courtier, fliould be the EldeJl 
Convert; and therefore by repeating what the King and 
Queen had faid of him heretofore^ and by frefh IntelUgence^ 
which they procured from Tark^ of what the King then 
thought or him, they pcriwaded him, "That his Conditioa 
^'was too deiperate to recede: and all Men were perfwaded, 
that this fteady deportment of the King, proceeded from 
ibme new evil Councilors, who would be as fbon Deftroyed 
asDiicovered; and that then they would Co carry themfelves^ 
that the King fliould owe his Greatneis, and his Glory ( for 
they ft ill laid, "He fliould excel all his PredeccflTors in both) 
CO their formed Counfels and Adivity, and not to the 
whifpers of thole who thought to do his buiinefs without 
them. And I am perfwaded that even then, and I was at 
that time no ftranger to the Perfons of moft that Governed, 
and a diligent oblerver of their Carriage, they had rather a 
defign of making themfelves powerful with the King, and 
great at Court, than of leflening the Power of the One, or 
reforming the Difcipline of the Other: but, no doubt, there 
were fpme few in the number that looked further j yet by 
pretending that, kept up the Mettal of Writings and inclined 
them for their Honour to new Declarations. 

The King found himfelf at fbme eale, and moft Perfons 
of Qiiality ot that great County, and of the Counties adja* 
cent, retorted to him, and many Perfons of Condition from 
l^ndon, and thole parts, who had not die Courage to attend 
upon him at WhiU-HM-^ fb that the Court appeared with 
fbme Luftre. And now he begun to think of executing fbme 
of thofe Refblutions, which he had made with the Qiieen be* 
fore her departure 5 One of which was, and to be firftdonc^ 
the removing the Earls of Effix^znd Holland from their Offices 
in the Court, the one of Chamberlain, the other of Groom 
of the Stole, which hath the reputation and benefit of being 
firft Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber. Indeed no Man could 
fpeak in the juftification ofeitherof them^yet no Man thought 
them equally culpable. The Earl ofliolldnd was a Per&n 
meerly of the King's, and his Father's Creation i railed from 
the Condition of a private Gentleman, a Younger Brother 
of an Extradion that lay under a great blemifli, and without 
any Fortune, to a great height by their meer Favour, and 
Bounty. And they had not only adorn'd him with Titles, 
Honours and Offices, but inabled him to fupport thofe in 
the higheft Luftre, and with the largeft Expence : and this 
King had drawn many inconveniences^ and great difadvan-^ 
tages, upon himfelf and his Service, by his preferring him to 
fomQ Trufts^ vhich Others did not only think Themfelves,, 
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i)ut really were, worthier of; but cfpecially by indulging 
him fo far in the rigorous Execution of his Office of Chief 
Juftice in Eyre, in which he brought more prejudice upon 
the Court, and more difcontcnt upon the King, from the moil 
conliderable part of the Nobility and Gentry in England, than 
proceeded from any one Adion, that had its rife from the 
King's Will and Pleafure, though it was not without fome 
Warrant from Law; but having not been pradifed for fome 
hundreds of Years, was looked upon as a terrible Innovation 
and Exadion upon Perfbns, who knew not that they were in 
any fault ; nor was any imputed to them, but the Original 
Sin of their Fore-fatlicrs, even for which they were obliged 
to pay great Penalties and Ranfoms. That fuch a Servant 
(bould uifFcr his Zeal to leffen and decay toward fuch a Mailer, 
and that he /hould keep a Title to lodge in his Bed-Chamber, 
from whofc Court he had, upon the matter withdrawn him- 
(elf, and adhered to, and amftcd thofe, who affronted and 
contemned his Majcfty fb notorioufly, would admit of no 
manner of Interpoiition and Excufc. 

L B s s was to be obieded againft the Earl ofEJfex, who as 
he had been, all his Lite, without obligations from the Court^ 
and belicv'd he had undergone oppreffion there, fo he was, in 
all refpeds, the lame Man he had always profeifed himfclf 
to be, when the King put him into that Office ; and in re- 
ceiving of which, many Men believ'd, that he rather grati- 
fied the King, than that his Majefty bad obliged him in con- 
ferring it ; and it had been, no doubt, the chief reafbn of 
putting the Staff in his hand, becaufe in that Conjundure no 
other Man, who would in any degree have appeared worthy 
of it, had the Courage to receive it. However having taken 
the Charge upon him, he ought, no doubt, to have taken all 
bis Mailer's Concernments more to Heart, than he had done; 
and he can never be excufed for Haying in WhiU-Hall, when 
the King was with that Outrage driven from thence, and for 
choofing to behold the Triumph of the Members return to 
lVffimif$er^ rather than to attend his Majefty 's Perfbn in £q 
great perplexity to Hampton-Court; which had been his duty 
to have done, and for failing wherein, no other excufe can be 
made, but tHat,after he had taken fo full a Reiblution to have 
waited upon his Majefty thither, that he had dreffed himfclf 
in his Travelling Habit, he was diverted from it by the Earl 
ofHolUnd, who ought to have accompanied him in the Ser- 
vice, and by liis averment, ^' That if ne went, he ftiould be 
^'Aflaffinated; which it was not podibl^ ihould have ever 
l^ren fo much as thought of. 

Notwithstanding all this, the Perfbns trufted by 
bis Majefty 4|i4 renaainin^ ziL^ndn^^ bad no ^n^r notice of 
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it (which his Majcfty fcnt to thcm^ that he might be advifed 
the bcft way of doing it) but they did all they could to dif- 
fwade the purfuing it. They did not think it a good Con- 
jundure to make thofe two Peribns defoerate ; and they knew 
that they were not of the Temper and Inclinations of thofe, 
who had too much Credit with theiii, nor did defire to drive 
** things to the utmoft Extremities, which could never better 
their Conditions j and that they did both rather defire to 
find any Expedients, by which they might make a fafe and an 
honourable Retreat, than to Advance in the way they were 
ingagcd in. But the Argument they chiefly innfted on to 
the King, was, ** That being depriv*d of their Offices, thev 
*' would be able to do more miichief, and ready to imbark 
** themfelves with the moft defperate Perfbns, in the moft 
'*defperate Attempts; which fell out accordingly. And there 
is great reafon to believe, that if that Refolution the King 
had taken, had not been too obftinately purfued at that time, 
many of the mifchieft, which afterwards fell out, would have 
been prevented ; and, without doubt, if theStafFhad remain- 
ed ftiU in the hands of the Earl of Effex, hy which he waj 
Charged with the Defence and Security of the King's Perfon, 
he would never have been prevail'd with to have taken upon 
him the Command of that Army, which was afterwards railed 
againft the King, and with whicn fo many Battles were Fought. 
And there can be as little doubt in any Man, who knew well 
the Nature and Temper of that Time, that it had been vcry^ 
difficult, if not utterly impoffible, for the twoHoufes of Par- 
liament to have raifed an Army then, if the Earl of EJfex had 
not confented to be General of that Army. 

But the King was inexorable in the point; He was ob- 
liged by promife to the Queen at parting, which he would 
not break; and her Majefty had Contrafted (b great an in* 
dignation againft the Earl of HolUndy whofe ingratitude in- 
deed towards Her was very odious, that flie had faid, "She 
"would never live in the Court, if He kept his place. And 
fo the King fent an Order to Littleton the Lord Keeper of the 
great Seal, "That he fhould require the Staff and Key from 
*' the One, and the Other, and receive them into his Cuftody. 
The Keeper trembled at the Office, and had not Courage to 
undertake it. He went preferitly to the Lord Falkland^ and 
defired him to ailift him in making his excufe to the King. 
He made many profeflions of his Duty to the King, "Who, 
"he hoped, would not Command him in an Affair founfuit* 
"able to the Office he held under him : that no Keeper had 
"been imployed in fiich a Service ; that if he (hould execute 
^'thc Order he had rccciv'd, it would in the ficft place be 
" Vottfd a breach of Privilege in him, being a Peer; and the 
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**Hoa(e would commit him to Prifbn, by which the King 
"would receive the greateft affront, though He fliould be 
"ruin'di whereas the thing it felf might be done by a more 
'* proper Officer, without any inconvenience. 

How weak focver the Reafons were, the Paflion was 
ftrongi and the Lord Falkland could notrefufc to convey his 
Letter to the King, which contained liis Anfwcr in his own 
words, with all the imaginable profeflions of Duty and Zeal 
for his Service, How ill fbever his Majefty was latisficd, he 
law the bufinefs would not be done that way ; and therefore 
he writ immediately a Letter, all in his own hand, to the Lord 
Falkland ; in which- with fome gracious expreflions of excufe 
for putting that work upon Him, he Commanded him ''To 
*' require the furrender of the Enfigns of their Offices from 
'^ thofe two Earls. The Lord Falkland was a little troubled 
in receiving the G)mmand; They were Perlbns from whom 
he had always received great Civilities, and with whom he 
had much Credit; and this harfli Office might have been 
more Naturally, and as Effectually perform *d bv a Gentle- 
man U/her, as the fame Staff had been demanded oefore from 
the Earl ofPembtQkf, within Icfs than a Year. However, he 
would make no excufe, being a very pun&ual and exad Per- 
Ion in the performances of his Duty; and {o went to both of 
them, and met them coming to the Houfe, and imparted his 
Meflage to them: They defired him very civily, "That he 
*' would give them leave to confer a little together, and they 
** would, within half an hour, fend for him into the Houle 
^' of Commons; whither he went, and they, within leis time, 
ient to him to meet them in S' Thomas Cotton's Garden ( a 
place adjacent, where the Members of both Houfes ufed fre- 
quently to walk) and there with very few words, they deli- 
vered theSuff and the Key into his hands, who immediately 
carried them to his Lodging; and They went up to the Houfe 
of Peers: and prefently both Houfes took notice of it, and 
with PafHon, and bitter ExprefBons againft the evil Counfel- 
lors, who iiad given hisMajelly that Ojunfcl, they concurred 
in a Vote, " That whofbever prefumed to accept of either of 
*' thofe Offices, fhould be reputed an Enemy to his Country ; 
and then they proceeded with more impetuofity in the buii^ 
nefs of the Militia, and all other matters which moft trenched 
upon the King's Authority. 

Wh I l s t they were fb eager in purfuit of the Militia, and 
pretended the neceflity fo imminent, that they could not defer 
the difpofition thereof till it might be Formally, and Regu- 
larly fettled by Bill, they had their Eye upon another Militia, 
the Royal Navy; without recovering or which to their own 
power (though they were fatisfy'd by thcpulfe of the People, 
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that they would joyn with them, and be gefierally obe4ienc 
to their Commands ) they had no mind to venture upon tho 
execution of their Land Ordinance. And therefore, in the 
beginning of the Spring, when the Fleet for that Year was 
provided, after they had excepted againft fuch Perfbns to be 
Captains of Ships, as they thought notdevoi;ed to them (as 
is before mentioned) they (cnt a formal Meflage to the Lords^ 
^'That the Earl of Nmhumterland Lord Admiral, might be 
** moved to conftitute the Earl of fT^ffi/iVi^ his Admiral of the 
•* Fleet for that Years Service, being a Perfon of fiich Honour 
'^and experience, as they might fafely Confide in him; and 
"that the Earl oflVarwhk^might bedefired to undertake that 
" Service. The Lords thought fit that the King's approba- 
tion might be firft defircd, before it was recommended to the 
Earl o( NarthumberUnd; but the Commons thought that fu- 
perfluous, fince the Officers of the Fleet were abfblutely in 
the Earl's difpofal ; and therefore refiiied to fend to the King, 
but of Themfelves fent to both the one Earl and the other; 
and the Earl ofWarwUk^ being well pleafed with theTruft, 
very frankly, without waiting the King's conient, declared^ 
" That he was ready to undertake the imployment. But this 
being fo publickly agitated, theKinR could not but take no- 
tice of it; and fiinding that the buunefs /hould not be pro- 
pofed to him, thought it neceflary to fignify his pleafure in 
It, that ib at leaft the Lord Admiral might not pretend inno- 
cence, if ought /hould be done to his dUTervice ; and there- 
fore, he appointed M** Secretary Nlcholiis to write to the Earl 
of NmbumberUni, ''That his Majefty ejcpefted that S^John 
'' Pennington fhould Command that Fleet, as he had done two 
''or thee Years before. This Letter being communicated to 
both Houfes, and the Lord Admiral being thereby upon the 
difadvantage of a Single conteft witli the King, the Hoafe 
of Commons, rather out of kindnefs and refped to the Earl^ 
than of duty to the King, Condefcended to joyn with the 
Lords in a Meflage to his Majefty; which they fent not by 
Members of their own, but direded the Lord Keeper, "To 
" inclofe it in a Letter to the Secretary attending the King, 
"and to fend the &me to Ttrkj which he did accordingly. 
The MefTage was : 
^ u^kgt *'Th AT the Lords and Commons, in this prefent Parlia- 
^^^^'^*fc,"ment afTembled, having found it neceiTary to provide, and 
iy»j. Mar. ««fet to Sea, a ftrong and powerful Navy for the Defence of 
%M. 164a. cf ^Y^ Kingdom againft Forreign force, and for the Security of 
" his Majefty '9 other Dominions, the Charge whereof was to 
"be bom by the Common-wealth: and taking notice of the 
"indifpofition of the Lord Admiral, which difabled him, at 
;" that time^ for Comm^ndip^ the Fleet in bis own PeHbn, did 
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** thereupon recommend unto his Lord/hip the Earl of Wat'- 
^*fs/ick^ a Perfon offuch Qualities and Abilites^ as in whom 
•*thcy might beft Confide, to fupply his Lordftiips room for 
^^this Ifflployment; and underftandlng that his Majefty hath 
'* fince fignity'd his Pleafure concerning that Command for 
^'^obnPenningtony they faid, they did hold it their Duty to 
•*repreient to his Majefty the great danger, and mifthiet the 
*' Common-wealth was like to fiiftain by fuch interruption ; 
*^ and therefore did humbly befccch ms Majefty, that the 
** Noble Perfon, recommended by both Houfes ofrarliament 
^'fbr this Service, might be no longer detained from it, out 
** of any particular rei^ft to any other Perfon whatfoever. 

The fame day that this Meiiage came to his Majefty, heTiw K««v 
difpatchcd an Anfwer to the Lord Keeper j in which he told*^-^*^* 
him, "That he wondered both at the Form, and Matter of 
^'tbat indofed Paper he had fent to him, in the Name of 
"both Houfes of Parliament : It being neither by the way 
** of Petition, Declaration, or Letter 5 and for the Matter, he 
"believ'd, it was the firft time, that the Houfes of Parlia- 
" ment had taken upon them the Nomination, or Recom- 
"mendation of the chief Sea-Commander ; but it added to 
** the wonder, that S^John Fenningtw being already appoint- 
^' ed by Him for that Service, upon the Recommendation of 
^ his Admiral, and no fault fo much as alledged againft him, 
*^ another fhould be recommended to him. Therefore, he 
'*faid, his Refolution upon that point was, that he would 
'* not alter him, whom he had already appointed to Com- 
c'mand that Years Fleet; whofe every ways Sufficiency was 
^^fbUniverially known, the which he was confident his Ad- 
^'fbiral, if there (hould be occafiod, would make tnoft evi- 
**dent; againft whofe teftimony he fuppoled his Parliament 
"would not except. And though there were yet None ap- 
'^ pointed, or the faid S' ^ohn, through (bme accident, not 
"able to perform the Service} yet he laid, the men of that 
^'fMTofeifion were fo well known to him, befides many other 
"reafons, that (his Admiral excepted, becaufe of hisblace) 
"recommendations of that kind would not be accept^ole to 
"him. 

This Anfwer was no other than tfiey expeded, though 
they (eem'd troubled at it, and pretended that they had many 
things of Mifdemeanour to objed againft S' ^ohn Fenntngtm^ 
at leaft fuch matters as would render him incapable or that 
Truft; the greateft of which was that he had conveyed the 
Lord Dffihp over Sea; though they well knew (as is before 
mentioned j that he had the King's Warrant and Command 
lor that purpofo; and therefore moved the Lords that he might 
be fent for to be examined upon many particulars : and in 
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the mean cimcj whilft they caufed him to attend their leifure 
to be examined^ they proceeded in haftning the Earl of If4r- 
wic}^ to make himfeir ready for the Service, who made no 
fcruple of undertaking it ; and thie Earl of Northumberland 
receiving the Order, and Defire of both Houfes " To grant 
''his G>mmiiEon to him to be Admiral of that Fleet, thought 
himfelf fufficiently excufed towards the King, and did it ac- 
cordingly. The two Houfes in the mean time, without any 
further thought of procuring the King's Confent, preparing 
reafons to iatisfy his Majcfty for the Neceflity, or Conve- 
niency of their proceedings 

Many Men , especially they who at a diftance obierv'd 
and difcern'd the Difficulties the Kin^was like to Encounter, 
wohder'd that upon fo apparent a breach of Truft, and aft of 
Undutifulnefs, nis Majefty did not at that time revoke the 
Lord Admiral's CommifEon, which was but during pleafiire; 
and fo put that fixrcGu^rd of the Kingdom, his Navy, under 
« fuch a command as h&*tnight depend upon. But the truth is, 
it was not Then Couniellable^ for (befides that it was eafier 
to Refolve, "That it was fit to remove the Earl ofNtfrtbum- 
^' berUniy than to find a Man competent for the place ) that 
way it might have been pofEble to have prevented the going 
out of any Fleet to Sea, which would have confirmed the 
frantick Jealoufies of bringing in Forreign Forces; but not 
have reduced it to his own Obedience. 

They had by degrees, fo order d theCoUedion of Ton- 
nage and Poundage, by paiEng Bills for fix weeks or two 
months at a time, and putting thofe, who fhould Receive or 
Pav thofe Duties, otherwife than they were granted by thofe 
Bills, into a Prsmunire; and fo terrified the old Cuftomers, 
that the King had no other means of (etting out his Fleet, 
than by the Monies arifing by the Cuftoms, which they ab* 
fblutely diibofed of; and at this time had Contraded with 
the Vidualler, made the Ships ready, and hired many Mer- 
chants Ships to joyn in that Fleet for the Guard of the Seas, 
And whilft this matter of the Admiral was in fufpence, they 
luffered the former Bill of Tonnage and Poundage to expire, 
and did not, till the very Night before, pafs a new Bill ; 
which could not have the Royal Aflent till many days after, 
the King being then at Torks Yet the Houfe of G>mmons, 
to falve all Danger of the Prxmunire, on the 24* of March, 
being the very day that the former Bill expired, lent an Order 
to all the Colledors of the Cuftoms, many of which could 
not receive it in ten days after; 

"Th AT the new Bill being pafled by both Houfes for the 
''continuance of thofe payments until the third day of M^jf 
^' (which could not yet receive the Royal AfTent^ in regard 
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*'of the remotenefs of his Majeftv's Perfon from the Parlia* 
** ment) which Monies to be colleded by tliat Bill were to 
**bc employ *d in the ncceflary Guarding of the Seas, and Dc- 
'* fence of the Common-wealth: It was therefore order'd by 
^'thc Commons in Parliament, that the feveral Officers be- 
•'longing to the Cuftom Houfe^ both in the Port in London^ 
'' and the out-Ports, fliould not permit any Merchant or other 
*'to Lade^ or Unlade any Goods, or Merchandizes, before 
*'fuch Perfbns do make due Entries thereof in the Cuiiom 
** Houfe. And it was declared alfo by the faid Commons^ 
*'thac fuch Oificers, upon the refpe&ive Entry made by any 
''Merchant as aforefaid, fhould intimate to mch Merchant, 
"that it was the advice of the Commons, for the better eafe 
"of the faid Merchants, and in regard the refpedive Duties 
"would relate, and become due as from that day; that the 
" laid Merchants upon Entry of their Goods, as ufually they 
"did, when a Law was in force to that purpofe, would de- 
*' pofite ib much Money as the feveral Cunoms would amount 
^unto, in the hands of fuch Officers, to be by diem account- 
" ed to his Majefty, as the refpedivc Cuftoms due by the 
"faid Bill, when the faid Bill fhould have the Royal Aflent 9 
" or otherwife, his Majefly refufing the paffing thereof, the 
"laid Monies to be reltored, upon demand, unto the feveral 
*' Merchants refpedively. 

By which Oraer, which was a more abfolute Difpenfation 
for a Ffdtnunire, than ever any Nim obfidnte granted by the 
Crown, tiie Cufloms were as frankly, and fully paid, as if an 
AA of Parliament had been pafTed to that purpofe; and af^ 
fbon as the Commiflion could be ient, and returned from 
Tofk^ the Ad was pafTed. But no doubt they had a further 
defign in fuflfering the Bill totally to expire, before they pre- 
pared a new One, than at that time was apprehended; and 
intended, under fuch a Popular ncceffity, wnich feem'd to be 
occafioned by the King's abfence, to bring their own Orders 
in fuch a reputation, that in another neceffity which They 
fhould Declare, they might by the Precedent of this, which 
was the only Indemnity all thofe Merchants who paid, and 
the Officers who received, Culloms, had for the prefervatioa 
of their Eflates, be currently and abfblutely obeyed and fub-* 
mitted to. 

B Y this it appears the King could not at that time, with 
conveniency or fafety to his Affairs, difplace the Earl of 
Northumberland; and He bcliev'd, if his occafions fhould 
Hereafter require it, that the Time would be much more fea- 
fonable, when the Fleet was at Sea ; and the Thing it felf 
more pradicable: which was a true condufion. However, 
he expreffed fo much diilike ^afnft the Earl of Warwick's^ 
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Commanding that Fleet, that he was not willing that any 
Officers whom he valued, fhould take imployment under 
him 5 which he had /hortly after caufe to repent. For, by 
ihis means, the Vice-Admiralty, which was dcfigh'd to Gip- 
tain Cartwr'tght^ the Controller of the Navy, who hath fincc 
fufficiently teftify'd bow advantageoufly to his Majefty he 
would have managed that Cliarge, upon His refuial (which 
was otcafioned by intimation n'om nis Majefty, as fliall be 
hereafter mentioned) was Conferr'd upon Batten^ an obfcure 
Fellow ; and, though a good Sea-man, unknown to the Navy, 
till he was, two or three Years before, for money, made Sur- 
veyor, who executed it ever fincc with great animofity againft 
the King's Service, of which more hereafter. 

B E I N G, by this means, fecure at Sea, they proceeded with 
more vigour at Land; and, though they thought it not Yet 
feafonable to execute their Ordinance for the Militia with any 
Form and Pomp, they direftcd. Underhand, their Agents 
and Emiffaries, "That the People, of Themfelves, fhould 
^choofe Captains and Officers, and Train under the name 
•*of Volunticrsi which begun to be praftifed in many places 
of the Kingdom, but only in thofe CoVporations, and by 
thole Inferiour People, who were notorious for Fadion, and 
Schifm in Religion. The King's Declarations, which were 
now carefully publifhed, gave them fbme trouble, and made 
great imprefnon, in Sober Men, who were moved with the 
Reafon, and in Rich Men, who were fhtrtled at the Com- 
mands in them. But that Claufe in the King's Anfwer to 
their Declaration, prefented to him ztNeW'Mark^t^\n which 
He told them, ** That if they had not been inform'd of the 
^'feditious Words ufed in, and the circumftances of the Tu- 
'* mults, and would appoint fbme way for the examination 
*'of them, that he would require fome of his Learned Coun- 
*' cil to attend with fixch Evidence as might fatisfy them, 
troubled them much more. For if there were ftill u> much 
Courage left in the King's Council, that they durft appear to 
inform aigainft any of thofe proceeding, which They fa- 
Touredj they fhould find Men grow more afraid of the Lav 
than of Them ; which would deftrov all their defigns. 
Therefore they Refblv'd to proceed witn all expedition, and 
Icverely againft the Atturney General for his Trcfpafs and 
Prefiimption upon their Privileges, in the Accufation of the 
five Members, and the Lord Kimbolton: of the circumftances 
of which Proceeding, and Judgment thereupon, being as ex- 
traordinary, and as diftant from the Rules of Juftice, at Icaft 
of Pradice, as any thing that then happened, it will not be 
amifs to fet down two or three particulars. 

Shortly after they had Impeached him (which is men- 
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tioned before) and the King had found it ncceflary to give 
over any profecution againft the Others, his Maiefty being 
defirous now he had freed Them, that They /hould free His 
Atcurney, writ a Letter from Rojjkn^ when, he was in his 
way to TiBtk^ to the Lord Keeper ^ in which he told him, 
" Tiiat the Articles which had been preferred againft the Mem- 
** bcrs, were, by Himleif delivered to his Atturney General 
''engrofled in Paper; and that he had then commanded him 
" to accufe thole Peribns, upon thofe Articles of High Trea-* 
*'lbn, and other Mifdemeanours ; and, in His Name to de* 
*^f]re a G>mmittee of Lords might be appointed to take the 
*' examination of fuch Witnefles as /hould be produced, as 
*' formerly had been done in cafes of like nature, according to 
•*thc Juftice of the Houfe. And his Majefty did further de-^ 
" dare. That his faid Atturney did not advifc or contrive the 
•*laid Articles, nor had any thing to do with, or in advifing, 
"any breach of Privilege that followed after. And for what 
"he did in obedience to His Commands, he conceived he 
"was bound by Oath,.and the duty of his Place, and by th« 
"Truft repofed in him by his Majefty, fo to do: and that 
"if he had refuied to obey his Majefty tlicrcin, his Majefty 
"would have queftion'd him for breach of Oath, Duty, ani 
"Truft; butnoi^ having declared that he found caufe whol- 
*My to defift from proceeding againft the Perfons accufed, he 
"kad commanded him to proceed no further therein, nor to 
** produce, nor difcover any Proof concerning the fame. 

Though this Teftimony of iiis Majefty 's clearly abfolved 
him from the Guilt, with which he was charged, yet it rather 
haften'd the Trial, and fcarpen'd the edge, that was before 
keen enough againft him ; and the day of Trial being come, 
when the Members of the Commons, who were appointed 
for the Pro/ecution, found that Counfel was ready Twhich 
liad been affigned by the Lords) for the defence of tne At- 
turney General, they profeffed, *' That they would admit no 
"Council; that it was below the Dignity of the Houfe of 
*^ Commons to plead againft Fee'd Council; that whoever 
" prefumed to be of Council with a Perfon accufed by the 
"Commons o( England, rtiould be taught better to know his 
" duty, and /hould have caufe to repent it. The Lords feem'd 
much moved with this reproach, that their Ads of Judica- 
ture (hould be queftioned, aod the Council, which had beea 
juftly, and regularly aflign'd by them, ftiould be threatcn'd 
for lubmitting to Their Order. But tiiat which troubled them 
moft, was, that the Council, which was aflign'd by them, upon 
this reprehenfion, and threat of the Commons, poiitively re- 
fiifed to meddle further in the bufinefs, or to make any De- 
fence for the Atturney. Hereupon, they put oft' the Trial, 
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and covosxxit to the Tower of London S' Thomas Beddlngfieldy 
and S' Thomas Gardiner, for their contempt in refufing to be of 
Council with the Atturncy upon Their Affignment : ftanders 
by,looking upon the juftice of Parliament with leis reverence, 
to fee the Subjed, between the contradiftory, and oppolite 
Commands of both Hoafes (the difpleafure of either being 
infupportablc) punirtied and imprifoned for doing, by One, 
what he was ftreightly inhibitca from doing by tlie other. 

However, this difference gave only refpite for Ibmc days 
to the Atturney, who was quickly again called before his 
Judges. To what was paflionatcly and unreafonahly objeded 

. againft him, "Of breach of Privilege and Scandal, he confi- 
dently alledg*d "The Duty of his place: that his Matter's 
'Xommand was warrant for what he had done; and that 
" he had been jufUy punifhablc if he had refufed to do it, 
*^when Commanded J that there had never been a Pretence 
** of Privilege in Cafe of Treafon, the contrary whereof was 
" not only underftood by the Law, but had been by Them- 
•* felves confefled, in a Petition delivered by them in the bc- 
" ginning of this King's Reign, upon, the imprifbnment qf 
*'thc Earl of Arundel; in which it was acknowledged, that 
** the Privileges of Parliament extended not to Treafon, Fe- 
** lony, or refufal to find Sureties for the Peace ; that he had 
"no reaibn to fufped the executing the Duty of his place, 

.** would have been imputed to him for any Trelpaft, fincc 
^^ the very fame thing he had now done, and of which he ftood 
•*accufed, was done, in the firft year of this King's Reign, 
*'by S' Robert Heath, the then Atturncy General; who ex- 
"hibited Articles of High Treafon before their Lordfliips, 
"againft the Earl ofBrlftol, which was not then underftood 
^'to be any breach of Privilege; and therefore, having fo 
*'late a Precedent, moft of their Lord(hips being then Judges, 
^'he hoped he /hould be held excufable for not being able 
** to difoern that to be a crime, which they had yet never de- 
*' dared to be fo. The undeniable reafons of his Defence 
(againft which nothing vras replied, "But the inconvenience 
"and mifchief, which wouldattend a Parliament, if the Mem- 
**bers might be accufed of High Treafon without their con- 
**fent) prevailed fo far with the Major part of the Houfe of 
Peers, ttiough the Profecution was carried on with all imagina- 
ble fharpnefs, and vehemence by the Houfe of Commons, 
and entertained by thofc Peers, who were of that Party, as 
a matter of vaft concernment to all their hopcs^ that the Que- 
ftions being put, Whether he /hould be deprived of his place 
of Atturney ? Whether he (hould be Fined to the King ? Whe- 
ther he (hould pay Damages to the Perfons accufed? and. Whe- 
ther he fhould be committed to the Tower? which were the 
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feveral parts of the Sentence, which many of the Lords had 
prefled he fhould undergo, the Negative prevailed in every 
one of the Particulars i fo that the Atturney was underftood 
by all Men, who undcritood the Rules and Praftice of Par- 
liament, to be abiblutely ablblvcd from that Charge and Im- 
peachment, by the Judgment of the Houfe of Peers, 

The Houfe of Commons exprcffed all poffible refent- 
tnent, and declared " That they would not rcll fatisfy'd with 
**the Judgment; and fome Lords even of thofe who had 
acquitted him, were very defirous to find out an Expedient, 
wJiereby the Houfe of Commons might be compounded with; 
and it was believed, that the Atturney liimlelf was much 
/haken with the torrent of Malice and Prejudice, which the 
Houfe of Commons fccm'd now to threaten him with; con- 
ceiving, " That He and his Office now Triumphed over the 
** whole Body, and not over fix Members only : and there- 
fore, after fome days, the Houfe of Peers confidering, "That 
"his Difeharge was but Negative, that he (hould not be pu- 
^' nifhcd in this and that degree ; and that he bad no Abiolu" 
*' tion from the Crimes, with which he was charged, proceed- 
ed to a new Judgment (contrary to all courfe and praftice of 
Parliament, or of any Judicial Court) and complying with all 
their other Votes, Refolv'd, by way of Judgment upon him, 
" That he (hould be dilabled trom ever being a Parliament 
** Man ; incapable of any place of Judicature, or other Pre- 
** ferment, than of Atturney General ; which they could not 
deprive him of, by reafon of the former Vote : and ** That he 
"(hoald be committed to the Prifon of the Fleet. Which 
Sentence was with all Formality pronounced againft him, and 
he committed to the Fleet accordingly : with which Sen- 
tence the Commons were no more fatisfy'd than with the 
Former ; fome of them looking that their Favourite, the Sol- 
Ucitor, fliould have the place of Atturney ; Others, that the 
Accufed Membqrs (houla receive ample Damages by way of 
reparation; without which they could not think themfelves 
focore from the like Attempts. 

Hating, by this extraordinary and exemplary proceed- 
ing, fortify 'd their Privileges againft fuch Attempts, and fe* 
cured their Perfons from being Accufed, or proceeded againft 
by Law, they ufed no lefs feverity, againft all thofe who pre* 
fumed to queftion the juftice, or prudence of their Aftions, 
efpedally againft thofe, who, following the Method that had 
done fo much hurt, drew the People to Petition for that 
which they had no mind to grant; and In this profecntion 
they were not lefs fevere, and vehement, than againit the 
biglieft Treaibn could be imagined. 

Uf ON the Petition mention d before, that was framed in 
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Lwion againft their fettling the Militia, they committed one 
Gearge Binwiy a Citizen of great Reputation for Wealth and 
Wifdom, and who was indeed a very Sober Man, After he 
had lain ibme time in Prifon,'the Lords, according to Law, 
Ball'd him j but the Commons caufed him the next day to 
be recommitted, and preferr'd an Impeachment againft bimj 
for no other Crime, but ** Advifing and contriving that Pc- 
**titIon. The Gentleman defended himfelf, "That it was 
^^always held, and fo publickly declared this Parliament, to 
*'be Lawful, in a modeft way, to Petition for the removal, or 
" prevention of any Grievance : that oblcrving very many Pe- 
•*titions to be delivered, and received, for the icttllng the 
** Militia, in an other way than was then agreeable to the Law, 
"or iiad been praSifed, and conceiving that the fame would 
"prove very prejudicial to the City of London, of which he 
" was a Member, he had joyn'd with many other Citizens, 
"of known Ability and Integrity,in aPetition againft fogreac 
•'an inconvenience; which, he prefumed, was Lawful for 
*^him to do. How reafonable foever this Defence was, tlie 
^'Houfe of Peers adjudged him "To be Disfranchifed, and 
" incapable of any Office in the City ^ to be committed to the 
^Common Goal ofCoIchefter (for his Reputation was fo great 
in London, that they would not iruft him in a City Prifon) 
and'Fin'd him three Thoafand pounds. 

A B o u T the fame time, at the General A/Hzes in Kent, the 
Juftices of Peace, and principal Gentlemen of that County, 
prepared a Petition to be prcfcnted to the two Houfcs, with 
a defirc, "That the Militia might not be otherwife exercifed 
"in that County, than the known Law permitted : and that 
"the Book of Common- Prayer, eftablifticd by Law, might be 
"obferved. This Petition was Communicated by many to 
their Friends, and Copies thereof fent abroad, before the^ub* 
fcription was ready; whereupon the Houfe of Pcers-took no- 
tice of it, as tending to fbme Commotion in Kent-, and, in 
the Debate, the Earl of Bri/lol taking notice, "That he had 
*'feen a Copy of it, and had had fome Conference about it 
" with Judge Mallet, who was then Judge of Aflize in Kent^ and 
newly return'd out of his Circuit, both the Earl and Judge, 
for having but leen the Petition, were prefently committed 
to the Tower; and a Declaration publi/hed, "That none 
*' ftiould prefumc to deliver that, or the like Pctition,to either 
"Houfe. Notwithftanding which, fome Gentlemen of Kent, 
with a great number of the Subftantial Inhabitants of that 
County, came to the City; which, upon the Alarum, was put 
in Arms ; ftrong Guards placed at London Bridge, where die 
petitioners werddifarmed, and only fome few fufFcrcd to pafe 
yritl^ thei; I'ctitioR XP Wefimmfieri the reft forced to return 
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to their.Country. And, upon the delivery thereof to the 
Houfe of Commons (though the fime was very modeft, and 
in a more dutiful Dialed than moil Pedtions delivered to 
them) the bringcrs of the Petition were Iharply reprehend- 
ed j two or three of them committed to feveral Priions; the 
|)rincipal Gentlemen of the Ojuntry, who had Subfcribed and 
Advifed it, fent for as Delinquents ; Charges, and Articles 
of Impeachment, drawn up againfl them ^ a;id a Declaration 
publijh'd, "That whofoever ftiould henceforth Advife, or 
*' Confrive the like Petitions, ftiould be proceeded againft, as 
** Enemies to the Common-wealth. So unlike, and different 
were theirTempers, and reception of thofcmodcft Addreflcs, 
which were for Duty and Obedience to the Laws efta- 
bli/hed; and thofe which prefled, and brought on Alteration 
and Innovation. But that injuftice gave great life, and in- 
cooragcment to their own Profelytes j and taught others to 
know that their being Innocent would not be long eafy or 
iafe : and this kind of Juftice extended it feJf in the lame 
meafure to their own Members, who oppofed their irregular 
determinations ; who, befides the Agony and Vexation of 
having the moft plain Reaibn, and confeued Law, rejeded, 
and over-ruled with contempt and noife, were liable to all 
the Pergonal Reproaches ^d Dlfcountenance, that the Pride 
and Petulancy of the other Party, could lay upon them ; and 
were ibmetimes imprifon'd and dilgraced, for freely fpeaking 
their Opinions, and Confcjftftc^in Debate. 

All forts of Men being thus tcrriftr'd, the Commons re- 
member'd, that a great Magazine of the King's Ammunition 
lav ftill at HuU ; and though that Town was in the Cullody 
0/ a Confident of their own, yet they were not willing to 
venture fo great a Treafure fo near the King, who continued 
at Tark^ with a great refort of Perfons of Honour and Quality 
from all parts; and therefore they Relblv'd, under pretence 
of fupplying /rWW, to remove it fpcedily from thence; and 
moved the Lords, ** To joyn with them in an Order to that 
**purpofe. The Lords, wlio proceeded with lefs Fury, and 
more Formality, defircd '* That it might be done with the 
" King's Confent. After a long Debate, the one thinking thejr 
Merited much by thatQvility, the other contented to gratify 
thofe in the Ceremony, who, they knew, would in the end 
Concur with them, a Petition was agreed upon to be fent to 
his Majefty ; in which, that he might the fooner yield to 
them in this matter, they Refolv'd to remember him of that 
which, they thought, would reflcd on him with the ^People, 
imd to ''Move him to take off the Reprieve from the fix 
*' Priefts, which is before mentioned. And fo they fent their 
Petition to him» telling him, ''That they jEbund die Stores, 
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\A T*titi*n "of Arms, and Ammunition in the Tower o(LQnd0n much 
HiZi^*^^ " diminirtied ; and that the neccflity for fupply of his King- 
m^'tlT' " dom of Ireland (for which they had been illuea from thence) 
^^taii " ^^^^y increafed ; and that the occafion, for which the Ma- 
*'gazinc was placed at Hull, was now taken away; and con- 
"hdering it would be kept at London with lefs tharge, and 
** more Safety, andTranfportcd thence with much more con- 
*'venience for the Service of the Kingdom of Ireland ; they 
"therefore humbly prayed, that his Majefty would be gra- 
"ciouQy pleafcd to give leave, that the iaici Arms, Cannon, 
"and Ammunition, now in the Magazine of HuB, might be 
"removed to tlic Tower of London, according as fliould be 
" direfted by both his Houfcs of Parliament : And whereas 
** fix Priefts, then in Newgate, were condemn'd to dye, and 
"by his Majefty had been Reprieved, they humbly prayed 
"his Majefty to be pleafcd, that the faid Reprieves might be 
"taken off, and the Priefts executed according to Law. To 
which Petition his Majefty immediately returned Anfwer in 
thefe words s 
^yU)€fy*t "We rather expeded, and have done long, that you 
^^ff/vff. f'/hould have given Us an account, why aGarriibn hath bJeen 
** placed in our Town of /&*, without our G>nfent, and 
*' Soldiers Billeted there againft Law, and exprefs words of 
"the Petition of Right, than to be moved, for the avoiding 
^'of a needlefs Charge you have put upon your feives, to give 
"ourConfent for the removal of our Magazine and Muni* 
" tion, our own proper Goods, upon fucli general Reafbns 
^' as indeed give no latisfadion to our Judgment : And fince 
**you have made the bufinefe of Hull your Argument, We 
"would gladly be informed, why our own inclination, on the 
"general Rumour of the defigns of Papifts in the Northern 
"Parts, was not thought iiifficient ground for us to put a 
"Perfbn of Honour, Fortune, and unblemifbed Reputation, 
"into a Town and Fort of our own, where our own Maga* 
*' zine lay : and yet the fame Rumour be Warrant enough 
"for you to commit the fame Town and Fort, without our 
"Confent, to the hands of S^ John Hotham, with a power 
^* unagreeable to the Law of the Land, or the Liberty of the 
^'Subjed, 

"And yet of this, in point of Right, or Privilege, for 
** furc We are no? without Privilege too , we have not all 
"this while complained: and being confident that the place, 
^'whatfoeverdifcouri? there is of Publick or Private Inftru- 
^' dioni to the contrary, (hall be fpeedily given up, if we 
"fliall reauiie it, we fhall be contented to difpofe our Mu- 
"nition ^ncre, as we have done in other places, for th^ 
^'Publick eafc and beneQt. as» upon particular advice, we 
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'^ /hall find con?enient ; though we cannot think it fit, or 
^'confcnt, that the whole Magazine be removed together. 
'* But when you (hall agree upon fiich. proportions, as fliall 
** be held neceflary for any particular Service, we fliall fign 
^' fuch Warrants as fhall be agreeable to WifHom and Reafbn ; 
**and if any of them be defign'd for Vlfier^ or Lemfter, you 
'* know well the Conveyance will be more eafy, and conve- 
'*nicot from the place they are now in. Yet we muft tell 
^ you, that if the Fears are fo great from the Papifts at home, 
*^or of Forreign Force, as is pretended, it fcems ftrange that 
^ you make not provifion of Arms, and Munition, for defence 
*^ of this Kbigdom, rather than feek to carry any more from 
** hence, without fome courfe taken for iiipply ; efpecially, 
^*i{ you remember your Engagement to our Scoti/b Subjed^, 
**for that proportion of Arms, which is contained in your 
^Treaty. We fpeak not this, as not thinking the fending 
"of Arms to luUmd very neceflary, but only for the way 
•*of the provifion. For you know what great quantities wp 
^'have Amgn'd out of the feveral Stores, which, in due time, 
** we hope, you will feerepleniflied. For the Charge of look^ 
*^ing to the Magazine at Hni, as it was undertaken Volun* 
**tarily by you at firft, and, to (ay no more Unneceflarily; 
'^ (o you may free our good People of that (Charge, and leave 
*'it to Us to look to, who are the proper Owner of it. An^ 
^ this, we hope, will give you full &tisfadion in this point, 
*'and that ya do not, as you have done in the bufinefs of 
^the Militia, (end this MefTage out of Compliment and Ce- 
**remony, reiblvine to be your own Carvers at la(l. For we 
*^ muft tell you, i(^any Attempt fliall be made or given in 
*^ this matter, without our Confent or Approbation, we fliali 
^^efteem it as an Aft of Violence againft us j and declare it 
^^to all the World, as the greateft Violation of our Right, 
"and breach of our Privilege. 

"CoNCBRNiNG the (ix Prie(b condemned, it is true, 
**they were Reprieved by our Warrant, we being informed 
^that they were, by fome reftraint, diiabled to take the 
^benefit of our former Proclamation ; (ince that, we have 
^^IffvLcd, out another, for the due execution of the Laws 
"againft Papifb; and have moft (blemnly promi(6d, in the 
**word of a King, never to pardon any Prieft, without your 
^'Confent, which fliall be found guilty by Law; defiring to 
" banifli the(e, having herewith (ent our Warrant to that pur* 
"po(e,if, upon fecond thoughts,you do not diiapprove there- 
^*of. But if you think the Execution of thefePerfons fo very 
"neceflary to the great, and pious work of Reformation, we 
"refer it whoUv to you; declaring hereby, that upon fuch 
<*your Refoladfoo (ignify'd tp (he Minifters of Juftice, our 
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^^ITarrant for their Reprieve is determined^ and the Law to 
'' have the courfe. And now let us ask you ( for we are 
*' willing to husband time^ and to diipatch as much as nuiy 
''be under one Meflage; God knows the diftradions of this 
''Kingdom want a prefent Remedy) will there never be a 
"time to Offer to, as well as to ask of us? We will propofe 
"no more particulars to you, having no luck to pleafe, or 
" to be unaerftood by tou ; take your own' time for whac 
"concerns our particular: but be fuxe you haveanearly^ 
"fpeedy Care of the Publickj that is, of the only Rule that 
"preferves the Publick, the Law of the Land j prefcrve the 
*' Dignity and Reverence due to that. It was well faid ia 
"a Speech, made by a private Peribn ^ it was M'^m's Speech 
"agakift the Earl ofStrafferd, but publiihed by Order of the 
'^ Houfe of Common^ this Parliament : The Law, is that 
"which Duts a difference betwixt Good and Evil, betwixt 
"Tuft and Unjuft. If you take away the Law, all things will 
^tall into a Confufion, every Man will become a Law unto 
'^ himfeifi which, in the depraved Condition of Human Na* 
" ture, muft needs produce many great Enormities. Luft will 
"become a Law, and Envv will become a Laws Coveteouf* 
"nefs and Ambition will become Laws; and what didates, 
" what decifions, fuch Laws will produce, may eafily be diP 
"cerned. So iaid that Gentleman, and much au>re, very 
^'well, in defence of the Law, and againft Arbitrary Power. 
" It is worth looking over and confidering : and ifthe moft 
" Zealous Defence of the true Proteftant ProfefCon, and the 
"mofl Refblv'd Protedion of the Law, be the moft neceflary 
^'duty of a Prince, we cannot believe this miferabie diftance, 
"ana mifiinderftanding, can be long continued between us; 
" we having often , and earpcftly declared them to be the 
"chiefeft defires of our Soul, and the End and Rule of all 
"our Adions. For Ireland ^ we have fufficiently, and we 
''hope fatisfadorily, exprefTed to all our Good Subjeds our 
^'hearty fcnfe of that faa buiSnefs, in our feveral Meflages on . 
"that Argument, but efpecially in our laft of the eighth of 
''this Months concerning our Refblution for that Service; 
''for the Speedy, Honourable, and full Performance whereof, 
^' we conjure you to yield all poflible ailtftance, and prefent 
"advice. 

This Anfwer was received with the ufiial circumlbmces 
of trouble and difcontent, the taxing of evil Counfellors, and 
Malignant Perfbns about the King ; and that Qauft about 
|he Condemned Priefb exceedingly di^leaied them; for by 
the King's reference of the matter entirely to them, he had 
removed the icandal from Himfelf, and laid it at Their doors ; 
9nd though tbaf^j were wcU content^ and deiirous^ that they 
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fliould ha?e been Executed by the King's Warrant for taking , 
off his own Repriere ( whereby they fhouJd have made him 
retraA an Ad of his own Mercy, and undeniably within his 
own Powers and thereby have leflened much of tne Devotion 
of that People to him, when they flipuld have feen him quit 
his Power of preferving them in the leaft degree) yet, for 
many reafons, they were not willing to take that harfli part 
upon Thcmfelves; and fo thofe G>ndemn'd Priefts were no 
more profecuted, and were much iafer under that Reference 
for their Execution, than they could have been, at that time, 
by a Pardon under the Great Seal ofEngUnd. For the other 
part of the Anfwer concerning the Magazine , it made no 
paiife with themj but within few days after, they fent a War- 
rant to their own Govemour, S^ John Hotbam, to deliver 
it; and to their own Admiral, the Earl x>{lVdrwkk^ to tranf- 

Eon it to London ; which was, notwithftanding the King's in- 
ibition, done accordingly. Butthey had at that time another 
Meflage from the King, which was referred to in the kft 
Qauie of that Aniwer, atKl came to their hands ibme few d^ifys 
before, that gave them (bme ferious trouble and apprebenfion i 
the grounds and reafbns of which were thefe. 

Thb King finding, that notwithlbnding all the profef- 
fions, and proteftations he could make, the bufincfs of hrt^ 
Idnd was ftill unreafbnably objeded to him, as if he werq not 
cordial in the fuppreffing that Rebellion, fent a MeiTage to 
both Houfes : 

*'Th AT being griev'd at the very Soul for the Calamities iati«fiA^f 
•^of his Good Subjeds of Ireland, and being moft tenderly JJjfg^^* 
^'(enfible of the falfe, and fcandalous Reports difperfed a- Apr.8.itf4t* 
*♦ mongft the People concerning the Rebellion there i which jf^l^',^ 
^'not only wounded his Majefty in Honour, but likewifeMUeUo^T 
^'greatly retarded the Reducing that unhappy Kingdom, and 
**multiply*d the diftradions at Home, by weakning the mu- 
*'tual Confidence betweem Him, and his People : out of his 
^' Pious Zeal to the Honour of Almighty God, In eftabliihing 
^'the true Proteftant Profeilion in that Kingdom, and bis 
'^Princely Care for the good of all his Dominions, he had 
" firmly refolv'd to go with all convenient fpeed into Ireland, 
^* to Cliaftifc thoft wicked and deteftable Rebels, odious to 
''God, and all Good Men ; thereby fo to fettle the Peace 
•'of that Kingdom, and the Security of Thi5, that the very 
"name of Fears and Jealoufies mi^ht b^ no more heard of 
'^amongft them. 

''And He laid, as he donbted not, but his Parliament 
"would cheerfully give all pc^le Affiftance to this good 
•'Work, £0 he required them, and all his Loving Subjefts, to 
^*\>c\kYe, that he vould^ upon thoie confidcnitJOBS> as earr? 

•'peAly 
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^' neftly purfue that Dcfign, not declining any hazard of his 
^' Per(on in performing that duty, which he ow'd to the dc* 
*' fence of God's true Religion^ and his diftrefled Subjeds^ 
*'as he Undertook it for thofe only ends; to the fincenty o£ 
^' which profeflion, he called God to Witnefs, with this fur- 
'' ther afiiirance^ that he would never conient, upo« what- 
*'focver pretence, to a Toleradon of the Popifli Profe£Eon 
''there, or the Abolition of the Laws now in force againft 
''Popifh Recufants in that Kingdoou 

''His Majefty further advertifed them, that, towards thb 
"Work, he intended to raife forthwith, by his Commiffions^ 
"in the Counties near Wefi-Chefier^ a Guard for his own Per- 
"ibn (when he fhould come into Inland) confifting of two 
"thoufand Foot, and two hundred Horfe, which (hould be 
" Arm'd at Wejl-Cbefter, from his Magazine ztHuB; at which 
" time, he faid, all the Officers and Soldiers, ihould take the 
"Oaths of Supremacy, and Allegiance; the Charge of raifing 
"and paying whereof, he defired the Parliament to add to 
^'the former Undertakings for that War; which he would 
"not only well accept, but, if their Pay (hould be found too 
"great a burden to his good Subjeds^ he would be willing^ 
^' by the advice of his Parliament, to Sell, or Pawn, anv of his 
"Parks, Lands, or Houfes, towards the Supplies of the Ser- 
"vice of Ireland. With the addition of theie Levies to the 
"former oi Englifh and Scots, agreed upon in Parliament, 
" he faid, he hoped fb to appear in that Adioo^ that by the 
" Afliibmce of Almighty God, that Kingdom, in afhort time^ 
"might be wholly reduced, and reftored to Peace, and fome 
"meafure of Happinefs; whereby he might cheerfully return, 
"to be welcomed Home with the Affeftions and BleiCngs of 
"all his good Englijb People. 

"Towards this good Work, he faid, as he had lately 
"made difpatchcs into Scotland, to quicken the Levies there 
"for Vlfier, fohe heartily wi/hed, that this Parliament would 
"give all poflible Expedition to thoie, which they had Re- 
^' folv*d (or Manner and Canaugbt; and hoi>ed the encourage- 
"ment which the Adventurers, of whofe interefts he would 
" be always very careful, would hereby receive, would raiie 
"full Sums of Money for the doing thereof. He told them, 
"that out of his earneft defire to remove all occafions, which 
"did unhappily multiply mifunderftandings between him 
^'and his Parliament, nc had likewise prepared a Bill to be 
"offer'd to them by his Attumey concerning the Militia ; 
"whereby he hoped, the Peace and Safety ot the Kingdom 
" might be fully (ecured to the general fatisnidion of all Men, 
"without Violation of his Majefty 'sjuft Rights, or prejudice 
" to the Liberty of the Subjed« If thi$ (hould be thankfully 
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^'receiv'dy he iaid^ he (hould be glad of it; if refufed^ he 
•• fliaft call God, and all the World, to judge on Whofe Part 
*' the defaalt was ; only he required, if the Bill (houla be 
•* approved of, that if any Corporation fliould make their 
^Lawful Rights appear, they might be referv'd to them. 
^ He IJiid, before he would part from England, he would take 
''all due care to entruft fiich Perfbns with fuch Authority in 
'^ his abfence, as he fhould find to be requifite for the Peace 
*'and Safety of the Kingdom, and the happy progrefs of the 
*' Parliament. 

They neither before or after ever received any Meflage 
from his Majefty, that more difcompofed them; and fb much 
the more , oecaufe that which gave them moft Umbrage, 
could not be publickly and iafely avowed by them* For 
though, to thoie who had a due reverence to the King's Per- 
son, and an impatient defire, that all mifunderftandings might 
be compofed, they urged *'The hazard, and danger to his 
^'Majefty's Perfon, in fuch an Expedition, and the increafe 
^ of Jealoufies and Diftradions, that would enfue in this King- 
«dom by his Abfence; and to others, who firom the barba- 
rity, inhumanity, and unheard of cruelty, exerciied by the 
Rdiels in IteUni upon the Englilb Proteftants ( of which 
they every day receiv'd frefli ana bleeding evidence) had 
coatrafted a great animofity againft that whole Nation, and 
were perfwaded that the work of Extirpation was not fo dif- 
ficult as in truth it was; and to the Adventurers, who had dif- 
burfed great (iims of Money, and had difgeited a full Aflu- 
rance of ample Recompence by Q>nfifcatlons, and Forfei- 
tures ^ "That by this Voyage of the King, a Peace would be 
*'in a fliort time concluded in that Kingdom, to their great 
<<diiadvantage and damage; yet the true Reafons, which fur- 
prifcd and (brtled them, were, that hereby the managing the 
War of Ireland would be taken out of their hands; and fb, 
inftead of having aNurfery of Soldiers of their own, which 
thev might imploy as thejr faw occafion ; and a power of 
raiung what Money they pleafed in this Kingdom under 
that Title, which they might difpofe, as they found moft 
fit for their affairs; the King would probably in a (hort time 
recover one entire Kingdom to his Obedience, by which he 
might be able to preferve the Peace of the other two. How- 
ever, working by feveral impreflions upon feveral Affedions, 
they found it no difficult thing to perlwade, almoft an Una- 
nimous avcrfion from approving the Journey ; they who 
ufually oppofed their advice, not enduring to think of (lay- 
ing in England^ where the power, at leaft for a time, would 
be in Them, whole Government, they knew, would be ter- 
rible when his Majefly fhould be in Ireland. Upon this they 
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dlfpatched a Magtilvlal An(wer to the King^ in which the/ 
told him ; 
rke .Mflm << T H A T the Lofds and G)aiiiK>iis in t^arliamcnt^ had duly 
»<«* f# bm *' confidcred the Meflage, rccei v'd from his Majefty^ concern- 
Mf/v/r'/ "ing his purpofe of going into Ireland in his own Peribn to 
JS-/*^ " ptofecuie the War there, with the bodies of his EngR/b Sub- 
perfhn inu '^ jcds, Levied^Tranfported^ and roaintain'dat their Charge; 
Ap!*r«.' "which he was pleafed to propound to them, not as a matter 
164&. * ^'wherein he defired the advice of his Parliament, but as al- 
" ready firmly Rcfolv'd on, and forthwith to be put in Exe- 
'* cation, by granting outCommiffions for the Levying of two 
^ thouiand Foot, and two hundred Horfe, for a Guard for his 
'^ Perfon when he fhould come into that Kingdom ; wherein, 
** they (aid, they could not but, with all reverence and humi- 
**lity to his Majefty, obferve, that he had declined his Great 
*' Council, the Parliament, and varied from the uiiialCourfe 
'^ of his Royal Predeceflburs ; that a bufinefs of (0 great Im- 
^' portance concerning the Peace and Safetj of all hisSubjeds, 
''and wherein they have a fpecial intereft, by his Majefty 's 
'' promife, and by thoic great fums, which they had disburfed, 
'' and for which they ilood engaged, (hould be concluded, and 
''undertaken without their advice: whereupon, they {aid, 
" they held it their duty to declare, that if, at that time, his 
^'Majefty ihould go into Ireland, he would very much en* 
" danger the iafety of his Royal Peribn, and Kingdoms, and 
^' of all other States profei£ng the ProteiUnt Religion in QM* 
^^tendom, and make way to the execution of that cruel, and 
•'bloody defign of the Papifts, every where to root out and 
"deftroy the Reformed Religion ; as the hri/b Papifts had al* 
" ready, in a great part, effefted in that Kingdom $ and, in 
•'all likely hood, would quickly be attempted in other places, 
•'if the consideration or the ftrength, and union of the two 
'^ Nations of England and Scotland, did not much hinder, and 
•' difcourage the execution of any fuch defign. And that they 
•' might manifeft to his Majefty the danger and miiery, whicn 
^'foch a Journey and Enterprife wduld produce, they pre^ 
^fented to his Majefty the reafbns of that their humble opi-> 
•'nion and advice; 

I. "His Royal Perfon would be fubjeft, not only to the 
"cafiialty of War, but to fecretPradices and Conipiracies; 
"efpecially his Majefty continuing his profefiion to maintain 
"the Proteftant Religion in that Kingdom, which the Papifts 
"were generally bound by their vow to extirpate, 

a. '^It would exceedingly encourage the Rebels; who 
^' did generally profefs and declare, that his Majefty did fa* 
" vour and allow, their proceedings, and that this Inmrreftioa 
"was undertaken by the Warrant of hisCommMon; and it 
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''would make good their expeftacion of great advanuge, by 
''I|is Majefty's prefcocc at tnat time^ of {b much diftradion 
•*in this Kingdom, whereby they might hope the two Hoafes 
*'of ParliamcDt would be difabled to fupply the War there, 
** efpecially there appearing lefs neceffity of his Majefty's Jour- 
'* ney at that time, by reafbn of the manifold Succefles, which, 
''God had given againft them. 

3. ''It would much hinder, and impair the means where- 
"by the War was to be Supported, and increafe the Charge 
**of it, and in both thefe refpefts make it more infiipportable 
"to the Sttbjeft; and this, tney (aid, they could confidently 
" affirm i becaufe many of the Adventurers, who had already 
"fttbfcribcd, did, upon the knowledge of his Majefty's inten- 
*'tion, declare their Refolution not to pay in their Money; 
** and others, very willing to have fiibfcribed, do Now pro^ 
^fefs th^ontrary. 

4^ *'H I s Majefty's abfence muft neceflarily very much in- 
"temipt the proceedings of Parliament j and deprive his 
''Subjefts of the benefit of thofe further Afts of Grace and 
'* Juftice, which they fhould humbly expeft from his Majefiy 
*'for the eftablifhing a perfeft Union, and mutual Conh- 
*^dence between his Majefty^and his People, and procuring 
"and confirming the profperity, and happinefs of DOth. 

c. "It would exceedingly increafe the Fears and Jealou- 
*'nes of his People; and render their doubts more probable, 
"of fbme Force intended, by fome evil G>unfels near liis 
"Majefty, in oppofition of the Parliament, and favour of the 
•* Malignant Party of this Kingdom. 

tf. "It would bereave his Parliament of that advantage, 
"whereby they were induced to undertake that War, upon 
"his Majcfty'j promife that it fhould be managed by Their 
"advice; whicli could not be done, if hisMajefty, contrary 
"to their G)unfels, fhould undertake to order, and govern it 
"in his own Perfbn. 

"Upon which, and divers other reafbns, they (aid, they 
*'had Refolved, by the fnll and concurrent Agreement of 
"both Houfes, that they could not, with difchar^e of their 
"duty, confent to any Levies or raiiing of Soldiers to be 
" made by his Majefty, for that his intended expedition into 
"Jftr/iTwrf ; or to the payment of any Army, or Soldiers there, 
"but fuch as fhould be impl&yed, and governed according to 
"their advice, and diredion i.'and that, if fuch Levies fhould 
"be made by any CommifEon of his Majefty's, not agreed 
^ to by both Houfes of Parliament, they fhould be forced 
,"to interpret th6jame to be raifed to the Terrour of his 
"People, and Difturbance of the Publick Peace ; and did 
"Ma themfelves bound, by the Laws of the Kingdom, to 
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'^apply tb6 Authority of Parliament to fupprels the fame. 

"And, they faid, they did further moft humbly declare^ 
^^that if his Majefty Aiould by ill Couofel be peffwaded to 
^' go, contrary to that advice of his Parliament (which they 
'' hoped his Majefty would not) they did not, in that cafe, hold 
''themfelves bound to fubmit to any Commii&oners, which 
*^his Majefty (hoold cfaoofe; but did Refohre to Prefcrve 
^'and govern the Kingdom, by the Counieland Advice of 
^ Parliament, for his Majefty and his Pofterity, according 
"to their Allegiance, and the Law of the Land: wherefore, 
** they did molt humbly pray, and advife his Majefty, to dc- 
^' iift from that his intended paflage Into hdand^ and from 
^'ali preparation of Men and Arms tending thereunto; and 
^'co leave the managing of that War to his Parliament ac- 
'* cording to hispromife made unto them, and hisCommif- 
*'fion granted under his Great Seal of England, by advice of 
"both Houfes; in profecution whereof, by God's bleffing, 
" they had already made a profperous entrance, by many de* 
^^ feats of the Reikis, whereby tney were much wcaknea and 
'Mifheartned ; and had no probable means of fubfiftence, if 
^' the proceedings of the two Houfes were not interrupted 
^by tnat interpofition of his Majefty 's Journey : but they 
^^ hoped, upon |;ood grounds, that, within a fliort time, with- 
*^out hazard of his Perfbn, and {a much dangerous confufion 
^'in his Kingdoms, which muft needs enfue, if he fliould 
^^ proceed in that refolution, tliey fhould be enabled fiilly to 
"vindicate his Majefty's Right, and Authority in that King- 
*Mom ; and punifti thofe horrible, outragious cruelties, which 
^'had been committed in the murdering, and fpoiling fo 
"many of his Subjeds; and to bring that Realm to fuch a 
"conaition, as might be much to the Advantage of his Ma- 
"jefty and the Crown, and the Honour of his Government, 
*'and Contentment of his People : for the better and more 
•^fpecdy efFeding whereof, thev did again renew their hum- 
" ble defires of his return to nis Parliament ^ and that he 
*^ would pleale to rejeft all Counfels, and Apprehenfions, 
"which might any way derogate from the faitntiilneis, and 
'* Allegiance, which, in truth and fincerity, they had always 
"born and profefTed to his Majeftv, and fhould ever maKe 
"good, to tne uttermoft, with their Lives and Fortunes, 

To this Petition (the Matter whereof finding a general 
concurrence, there was the lefs Debate, and Contradidion 
upon the Manner of expreflion) being font to the King to 
Tark^i and, in the mean time, all preparations being fiif^ 
pended for the neceflary relief for Ireland^ infomuch as with 
the Votes (which were prcfently printed) againft the King's 
Journey^ tnere was Ukewife an Order printed to difcourage 
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the Adventurers from bringing in their Money ; the which, 
though it had no approbation from either Houfe, and feem'd 
to be angrily interpreted by rhem, and the Printer was or- 
dered to be found out and puniflied, yet did wholly ftop that 
Service; and by the no-enquiry, or punishment of that bold- 
neft aopear'd to be done by defign} his Majcfty {peedily re- 
tarn'd this Anfwer. 

"That he was fo troubled^ and aftoni/hed to find that7»# Kin^» 
*' unezpeded reception, and mifunderftanding of his Meflfage ^^'^"^ 
*' concerning his Irtfb Journey, tiiat (being fb much diiap-i»f» ir^ 
"pointed of the Approbation, and thanks he looked for to*"^ 
^' that Declaration) he had great caufe to doubt, whether it 
•* were in his power, to fay, or do any tiling, which would 
"not fall within the like interpretation : but he faid, as he 
«*had^ in thatMeflaee, called God toWitnefs thefincerity 
*'of the profeffion of his only ends for the undertaking that 
*' Journey ; fo he muft Appeal to all his good Subjefts, and 
" the whole World, whether the reafbns alledged againft that 
'* Journey, were of Weight to iatisfy his underftanding; or 
" the G>unfel, prefented to diflwade him from it, were full of 
** that Duty, as was like to prevail over his AfFedions. For 
*'the refolving of fo great a bufinefs without the Advice of 
'^ his Parliament, he faid, he muft remember them, how often, 
**by his MefTage, he made the feme offer, if They fliould ad- 
** vife him thereunto ^ to which they never gave him the leafl 
" Anfwer i but, in their late Declaration, told him, that they 
** were not to be fetisfy'd with Words : io that he had reafon 
•'to conceive, they rather avoided, out of regard to his Per- 
•* fon, to give him Counfel to run that hazard, than that they 
"difapproved the inclination. And, he asked them, what 
"greater comfort, or fecurity the Proteftants of Chrtjiendom 
"could receive, than by feeing a Proteftant King venture, and 
"engage his Perfon for the Defence of that Religion, and 
" the Suppre/Hon of Popery ? to which he folemnly protefted, 
"in that MefTage, never to grant a Toleration, upon what 
** pretence foever, or any abolition of any of the Laws there 
"m force againft the Profeflbrs of it. And, he faid, when 
" he fconfidered the great Calamities, and unheard of Cruel- 
*' ties, his poor Proteftant Subjcds in that Kingdom had un- 
"dergone for the fpace of near, or full fix Months 3 the 
"growth and incr^ale of the ftrength of thofe barbarous Re- 
"bels; and the evident probabilitv of forreign fupplies, if 
*'they were not fpeedily fupprefTed; the very flowluccours 
" hitherto fcnt them from hence : that the Officers of feveral 
" Regiments, who had long time been allowed entertainment 
** from them for that Service, had not raifed any fupply, or 
" fuccoiir for that Kingdom > that many Troops of Horfe had

*^ long Iain near Chefiet untranfported j that the Lord Lieute- 
** nant of Ireland, on whom he relied principally for the con- 
*'dud, and managing of AfTairs there^ was ftill in this King- 
^*dom, notwithftanding his Majefty's earneftnefs exprefled^ 
^'that he (hould repair co his Command: and when he con- 
^iider'd the many and great icandals raifed upon himfelf by 
^'report of the Rebels^ and not fufficiently difcountenanced 
"Here, notwithftanding fo mahy profeflions of his Majefty ; 
**and had feen a Book, lately printed by the Order of the 
"Houfe of Commons, cntituled aRemonftrance of divers re- 
^'markable paflages concerning the Church and Kingdom of 
^'Ireland, wherein fome Examinations were fet down ( how 
''improbable or impoflible foever) which might make an im- 
^'preffion in the minds of many of his weak Subjeds : And 
'^laftly, when he had duely weighed the difhonour that would 
*' perpetually lie upon this Kingdom^ if full and fpeedy relief 
''were not difpatched thither; his Majefty could not think 
*' of a better way to difchaf ge his Duty to Almighty God, for 
** the defence of the true Proteftant Religion, or to manifeft 
''his AfFedion to his three Kingdoms, for their prefervation, 
" than by engaging his Perfbn in that expedition, as many 
"of his Royal Progenitors had done, even in Forreign Parts, 
"upon caufes of lefs importance and piety, with great Ho- 
" nour to themfelves, and Advantage to this Kingdom. And 
"therefore, he expeded at leaft Thanks for fuch his in- 
*^ clination. 

*' F o R the danger to his Perfon, he laid. He conceived it 
"neceflary, and worthy of a King, to adventure his Life to 
''preferve his Kingdoms; neither could it be imagined that 
" ne would fit ftill, and fufFer his Kingdoms to be loft, and 
" his good Proteftant Subjeds to be MaiTacr'd, without cx- 
" poling his own Perfon to the utmoft hazard for their relief 
^' and prelervation ^ his life, when it was tnoft pleafant, being 
" nothing (b precious to him, as it was, and Ihould be, to go- 
*' vern and preferve his People with Honour, and Juftice. 

"FoK an encouragement to the Rebels, becauie of the 
•* Reports they raifed, he faid. He could not conceive, that the 
•'Reoels were capable of a greater terrour, than by the'Pre- 
"fence of their Lawful King, in the head of an Army, to 
^'chaftife them. Befides, it would be an unfpeakable advan- 
" tagc to them , if any report of Theirs i:ould hinder him 
"from doing any thing, which were fit for him to do, if fuch 
^report were not raifed : that would quickly teach them, in 
" this Jealous age, to prevent, by fuch reports, any other Per- 
fons coming againft them, whom they had no mind /hould 
"beimploy'd. 

"H B told them^ that he marvelled^ that the Adventurers, 
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*' whole advantage was a principal motive ( next the reafbns 
'^ before mention'd) to him, (hould fo much miilake his pur- 
" pofe \ whole intereft he conceived muft be much improved 
** by the expedition he hoped, by God s bieffing, to ufe in 
**that Service J that being the moft probable way for the 
**fpccdy Conqueft of the Rebels, their Lands were fixfficient- 
"ly feciired by Ad of Parliament. 

"He told thera^ he thought himfcif not kindly ufed, that 
*' the addition of (o few Men to their Levies (for a Guard to 
*' his Perfon in Ireland) fliould be thought fit for their re- 
''fulal; and much more, that having ufed fb many cautions 
*' in that Meilkge, both in the fmallnefs of the number ; in 
*'his having raifed none, until their Anlwer; in their being 
**to be railed only near the place of /hipping; in their be- 
ing There to be armed, and that not till they were ready 
to be (hipp'd ; in the provifion, by the Oaths, that none 
*'of them fhould be Papifts (all which were fufficient to de- 
" ftroy all grounds of Jealoufy of any Force intended by them 
in oppontion to the Parliament, or favour to any Malignant 
Party) any fufpicion fhould^ notwithftanding, be grounded 
upon it. 

"Neither, he (aid, could it be underftood, that when 
he recommended the managing of that War to Them, he 
*^ intended to exclude himfelf, or not to be concerned in 
•* their Counfels, that if he found any Expedient (which, in 
^' his confcience and underftanding, he thought necefTary for 
'' that great work) he might not put it in pradice. He told 
"them, he looked upon them as his great Council, whofe 
*' advice he always had, and would, with great regard and 
"deliberation, weigh and confider : but he looked upon him- 
" felf as neither deprived of his Underftanding, or divefted 
"of any Right he had, if there were no Parliament fitting. 
"He faid, he called them together, by his own Writ and Au- 
*' thority (without which they could not have met) to give 
" him faithful Counfel about his Great Affairs ; but he re- 
**figned not up his own Intereft, and Freedom; he never 
" fubjeded himfelf to their abfolute Determination; He had 
"always weighed their Counfels, as proceeding from a Body 
"intrufted by him ; and when he had diiTentcd from them, 
"he had returned them the realbns, which had prevailed with 
" his confcience and underftanding, with that Candour, which 
" a Prince fhould ufe towards his Subjeds ; and that Affe- 
" dion, which a Father could exprefe to his Children. What • 

"application had been ufed to redify his Underftanding by 
" Reafbns, or what Motives had been given to perfwade his 
" AfFedions, he would leave all the world to Judge. And 
"then, he faid, he muft tell them, howibever a Major part 
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"might bind Them in matter of opinion, he heldHlmfelf 
"(and he was furc the Law and Conttitution of the King- 
"dom had always held the fame) as free to diflent, till his 
"Reafon was convinced, for the General Good, as if they 
** had delivered No opinion, 

"For his Journey it felf, he told them the circumftances 
"of their Petition were fuch, as he knew not well what An- 
"fwer to return, or whether he were beft to give Any; that 
" part which pretended to carry Reafon with it, did no way 
*'latisfy him 5 the Other, which was rather Reprehenfioii 
" and Menace , than Advice , could not ftagger him. His 
"Anfwer therefore was, that he fliould be very glad to find 
" the work of luUni fo eafy, as they feem'a to think it ; 
*• which did not fo appear by any thing known to him, when 
*' he fcnt his Mcffage : and though he would never refufe, or 
"be unwilling, to venture his Perfon, for the Good and 
"Safety of his People, he was not fo weary of his life, as to 
"hazard it Impertinently j and therefore, fince they (eem'd 
"to have received Advertifements of fome late; and great 
"fucceffes in that Kingdom, he would ftay fome time to fee 
'^ the event of thofe, and not purfue his relblution till he had 
" given them a fecond notice : but, if he found the miierable 
"condition of his poor Subjefts of that Kingdom were not 
**fpecdily relieved, he would, with God*s Afliflance, vifit 
"tnem with fuch Succours, as his particular credit and in- 
** tereft could fupply him with, if They refiifed tojoynwith 
" him. And he doubted not but the Levies he (hould make 
"(in which he would obferve pundually the former^ and all 
^^otbcr cautions^ as might beft prevent all Fears and Jea«- 
" loufies; and to ufe no Power but what was Legal ) would 
^'be ib much to the fatisfadion of his Subjeds, as no perfon 
^' would dare prefume to refift his Commands; and if they 
"ihould, at their Peril be it. In the mean time, he hoped 
^' his forwardnefs, fo remarkable to that Service, fliould be 
"notorious to all the world; and that all fcandals, laid on 
**him in that bufinefs, fliould be clearly wiped away. 

"He told them, he had been fo careful that his Journey 
" into Ireland fliould not interrupt the proceedings of Par- 
** liament, nor deprive his Subjeds of any Ads of Juftice, or 
"further Ads of Grace for the real benefit of his People, that 
"he had made a free offer of leaving fiich power benind, as 
"fliould not only be neceflary for the Peace and Safety of 
, " the Kingdom, but fully provide for the happy progrcis of 

"the Parliament: and therefore he could not but wonder, 
** fince fuch power had been always left here, by Commifllon, 
"for the Government of this Kingdom, when his Progeni- 
^ tors had been out of the iame^ during the fitting of Parlia- 
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*^ ments ; and fince them(elvesde(ired that fuch a power might 
*'bc left here by his Majefty, at his laft going into Scotland ; 
*' what Law of the Land they had now found to dilbenfc with 
'^them from fubmitting to fuch Authority, legally derived 
**from him, in his abfence; and to enable them to govern 
** the Kingdom by their own meer Authority. 

"For his return to London, he {aid, he had given them 
"fo full Anfwers in his late Declaration, and Anlwers, that 
*^he knew not what to add to, if they would not provide for 
*' his Security with them, nor agree to remove to another 
*' place, where there might not be the fame danger to his Ma- 
** jefty. He told them. He expedked, that (fince he had been 
**fo particular in the caufes and grounds of his Fears) thev 
^^/hould have fent him word, that they had publi/hed fuca 
** Declarations againft future Tumults and unlawful Affem- 
^'blies, and taken fuch Courfes for the fuppreffing Seditious 
'^Pamphlets and Sermons, that his Fears of that kind might 
^be laid afide, before they fhould prefs his return. 

"To conclude, he told them. He could wifh, that they 
^ would, with the feme ftridnefs and feverity, weigh and 
*' examine their Meflages, and exprefftons to him, as they 
**did thofc they received from him. For he was very con- 
** fident, that it they examined his Rights and Privileges, by 
^ what his Predeceflbrs had enjoy *d j and their own Addret 
"fes, by the ufiial courfes obfervcd by their Anceftors; they 
^' woula find many Expreffions in that Petition, warranted only 
" by their own Authority ; which indeed he forbore to take 
" notice of, or to give Anfwer to, left he fhould be tempted, 
*^in a juft indignation, to exprefs a greater pafSon, than he 
" was yet willing to put on. God In his good time, he hoped, 
"would ib inform the hearts of all hisSubjeds, that he fliould 
"recover from the mifchief, and danger of that diftcmjpcr ; 
^^on whole good pleafure, he faid, he would wait with all P^r 
"tience, and Humility. 

Froni this time the purpofe was never rcfumed' of his 
Majefty 's Perfonal Expedition into Ireland, and fo they were 
freed from that appretienfion. The truth is, that Counlel 
for his Majefty's journey into Ireland was very fuddainly 
taken, and Communicated to very few, without confideration 
of the objedions, that would naturally arife againft it^ and 
was father refblved as a probable Stratagem, to compofe the 
two Houfes to a better Temper and Sobriety, upon the Ap- 
prehenfion of the King's abfence from them, ana the incon^ 
veniences that might thence enfue, than fufficicntly confi* 
der'd and digeftcd for Execution. For none were more vio- 
lent againft it than they who ferved the King moft faithfully 
in the Houfes^ who, in the King's abfence, and after fuch a 
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Grant of the Militia, as was then oftcr'd, looked upipn them- 
felves as facrificed to the Pride and Fury of thofe, wliofe in- 
clinations, and temper had begot the Confufions they com- 
plained of. But if it had been (o duclv weighed and con- 
iiilted, and Men fo difpofed^ that it might nave been executed^ 
and the King had taken a fit Council, and Retinae about him, 
it would at that time, have been no hard matter fpeedily to 
have reduced Ireland: and by the Reputation, and Authority 
of that, the other two Kingdoms might have been contained 
within their proper bounds. But, as it fell out, the Over- 
ture proved difadvantageous to the King, and gave the other 
Party new caufe of Triumpli, that they had plainly Thrcat- 
ned nim out of what he pretended to have firmly refolvcd 
to do; which difadvantage was improved by the other Pro* 
pofition, that attended it, concerning the Militia, For the 
Bill, fent by the King upon that Argument, brought the bufi- 
nefs again into Debate ^ and though nothing was concluded 
upon it, the King was a lofer by the Propofition, though not 
fb much as he fear'd he Aiould have been, when he faw bis 
Tourney in to Iff /4»^derperate; upon the fiippofition of which, 
lie had only made that tender. 

The Bill fent by the King, and preferred to the Houfe of 
Peers, by the Atturney General, granted the Militia^ for one 
year, to the Perfons firft nominated by the Houfes in their 
Ordinances to his Majefty ; and made thofe Perfons, in the 
Execution of thatTruft, lubjed to the Authority of his Ma- 
jefty, and the two Houfes joyntly, whilft his Majefty was 
witnin the Kingdom ; and, in his abfence, of the two Houfes 
only. What alterations^ and amendments they made in it 
before they returned it again for the Royal affent, will befl 
appear by the King's Aniwer, which he lent to them at the 
time of his rcfufal to pafs it : which was, 
tikyujefft "That he had, with great deliberation and patience, 
J!/fX«/i/ "weighed and confidcr'd (as it concerned him much to weigh 
Apr. 2«. "the confcquenccs of everv Law before he pafTed it) their 
I^i 'fell " '^'^^ \^tt\y fent to him for the fettling the Militia ; and 
T^ufu u ** though it had not been ufual to give any Reafon for the re- 

^fS'lhlm- '* ^^^^ ^^ P^ ^"y ®^'^' " being abfolutely in his power to 
litu, * *" "pafs, or not to paft any A A fent to him, if he conceived it 
"prejudicial to himfelf, or inconvenient to hisSubjeds, for 
^^ whom he was trufted, and muft one day give an account ; 
"yet, in that bufinefs of the Militia, which, being mifimder- 
" ftood amongft his good Subjeds, had been ufed as an Argu* 
" mcnt, as if he were not vigilant enough for the Publick 
" Safety, and left he fhould be thought Icfs Conftant in his 
" Refblucions, and that Biii to be the fame he had fent to 
"thcin, he thought fit to give them, and all tiic World, par- 
ticular 
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'^ticular fatisfadion^ why he could not, ought not, mull not 
*'pafs that Bill, being the tirft publick Bill he had refufcd 
*' this Parliament ; and therefore, he told them, he muft com- 
** plain, that having expreflTcd himfelf fo clearly and particu* 
"larly to them in that point, they (hould prefs any thing up- 
''on him, which they could not but foreiee he muft refiife; 
'' except he departed from thofe R.efolutions, grounded upon 
^' {o much realon, he had fb eameftly before acquainted them 
^^ wich, and againft which they liad not given one Argument 
*^to iatisfy his judgment. 

^*Hb told them. He was pleafcd, they had declined the 
*^ unwarrantable courfe of their Ordinance (to the which, he 
** was confident, his good Subjeds would never have yielded 
^^ their con(ent) and chofen that only right way ofimpofing^ 
^ upon the People, which he would have allowed but for the 
" Reaibns following : 

*^H fi (aid. He had refufed to con&nt to their Ordinance^ 
''as for other things, fb for that the power was put into the 
'' Perfbns nominated therein by diredion of botn Houfes of 
*' Parliament, excluding his Majefty from any power in the 
^'difpofition, or execution of it together with chem : He had 
*' then advifed them, for many Reaibns, that a Bill /hould be 
*' prepared j and after in his Anfwcr of the 2.6^ of March to 
''the Petition of both Houfes, he had told them, if fuch a 
" Bill (hould be prepared with that due regard to his Majefty^ 
"and care of lus People, in the limitation of the power, and 
"other circumftances, he ihould recede from nothing he for- 
"merly exprefled. 

"What pafled (enough to have difcouraged him from 
"being further Solicitous in that Argument) after his full, 
"and gracious Aniwers, he was content to forget. When 
"he refelv'd on his Journey into JreUnd, fo that by reafon 
"of his abfence, there might be no want of fettling that 
"power; befides complying with their Fears; he fent, to- 
" gether with aMefTage of that his purpofe, a Bill for fettling 
^' die power for a Year ; hoping in that time to return to 
*' them, and being fure that, in much lefs time, they might 
" do the buiinefs, for which at firft they feem'd to defirc this; 
"which was, that they might fecurely coniider his Meflage 
*' of the 2o(b of January laft. By that Bill, which he fent, he 
" confented to thofe Names they propofed in their Ordinance, 
"and to the limitation of the power; provided, that himfelf 
" (hould not be able to execute any thing but by their advice ; 
"and, when he fliould be out of the Kingdom, the fole Exe- 
^'^cution to be in them ; with many other things, of fo Arbi- 
"trary,anduncircumfcribeda power, that he fliould not have 
^'contented to^ but with reference to the abfence of his own 
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"Pcrfbn out of the Kingdom; and thought it the more fuP- 
"ferable, in refpcft the time was but for a Year. Whether 
*^ tliat Bill, they had fent to him to pafs^ were the famQ^ the 
** World would judge. 

'' H B faid. They had, by that Bill tendered to his Majclhr, 
^* without taking notice ot him, put the Power of the whole 
^* Kingdom, the Life and Liberties of the Subjeds of all de- 
^'grees, and qualities, into the hands of particular Men, for 
^^ two Years. He asked them, if they could imagine he would 
" truft fuch an Abfolute Power in the hands of particular 
^' Perfons, which he had refufed to commit to both Houfes 
*' of Parliament ? Nay, if the Power it felf were not too Ab- 
*'folute, too Unlimited, to be committed into any private 
** Hands ? Whether S' John Hotham's high Infolence /hewed 
•* him not, what he might cxped from an Exorbitant Legal 
** Power, when he, by a Power not warrantable by Law, durft 
^'venture upon a Treaibnable difbbedience ? But his Majefty 
^^ would willingly know, and indeed fiich an account in ordl- 
•^nary Civility, he faid, he might have expeded, why he 
*'was, by that Ad, abfolutely Excluded from any Power, or 
^' Authority, in the Execution of the Militia. He (aid, fure 
''their Fears and Jealoufies were not of fuch a Nature, as 
''were capable of no other Remedy, than by leaving him no 
" Power in a point of the greateft Importance ; in which God, 
" and the Law^ had trufted him Solely, and wliich he had 
"been contented to Share with them by his own Bill, by 
''putting it, and a Greater, into the hands of particular Suth 
"jcds. He asked them, what all Chriftian Princes would 
*' think of him, after he had paffed fuch a Bill ? How they 
"would value his Soveraignty ? And yet, he faid. Sure His 
*' Reputation with Forrcign Princes was fome ground of their 
^'Security. Nay, he was confident, by that time they had 
*' throughly coniidcr'd the poffible confequence of that Bill, 
^'upon Themfelves, and the reft of his good Subjeds, they 
^' would all give him Thanks for not confenting to it; find- 
^' ing their G>ndition, if i^ rtiould have paflcd, would not 
^* have been fb pleaiing to them. He told them, he hoped 
^' that Animadverfion would be no breach of their Privileges, 
" In that throng of tmiinefs and diftemper of AiFedions, it 
^'was poffible, fecond thoughts might prcfcnt ibmewhat to 
^' rhcfr Coniiderations, which efcaped them before. 

*' H E remcmber'd them, that lie had pafTed a Bill, this Par- 
'• liamcnt, at their entreaty, concerning the Captives ofAl- 
^^giers, and waved many obicdionS of his own to the con- 
^^trary, upon information tnat the bufinefs had been many 
^'Months confider'd by them; whether it proved fuitable to 
f' their intentions, or wl;icthcr they had pot. by fpmc private 
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*' Order fiifpended that Aft of Parliament upon view of the 
*' miflakes, themielves beft knew ; as Tikcwife, what other 
*^ great alterations they had made upon other Bills, paiTed this 
**Se£Eon. He told them, he coulu not pafs over tne putting 
•'their Names out of that Bill, whom before they had re- 
** commended to him in their Ordinance, not thinking fir, it 
** (eem'd^ to truft thofe who would obey no Guide but the 
^Law of the Land (he imagined they would not wifh he 
^(hoald in his eftimation of others follow that their R^ule) 
*^and the leaving out, by fpecial provifion, the prefent Lord 
"Mayor ofUndan, as a Pcrfon in their disfavour; whereas 
** he faid, he moil tell them, his demeanour had been fuch 
" that the City, and the whole Kingdom, was beholding to 
*' him for his example. 

"To conclude, he faid, he did not find himfelf poflefled 
"of fuch an excefs of Power, that it was fit to transfer, or con- 
** fent it fhould be in other Perlbns, as was direfted by that 
"Bill; and therefore, he /hould relv upon that Royal Right 
"and Turiidiftion, which God, ana the Law had given him, 
"for the fupprefBng of Rebellion, and refitting Forreign In- 
"vafion; which had preferved the Kingdom in the time of 
*'all his Anceftors,and which, he doubted not, but he (hould 
"be 4ble to execute. And, not more for his own Honour 
"and Right, than for the Liberty and Safety of his People, 
"he could not confent to pafs that BiJL 

Th o u 6 H no Sober Man could deny the reafonablenefs of ' 
that Anfwer, and that there was indeed fo great a difference 
becween the Bill lent by his Majefty, and that prefented to 
him from the two Houles, that it could not foberly be ima- 
gined he would confent to it ; yet, it had been better for his 
Majefty, that the firft Overture from himfelf had never been 
made ; it giving new life, fpirit, and hopes to them ; and 
they making the People believfe^(who underftood not the dif- 
ference, and knew not that the King's Pleafiire, fignify'd bv 
b(^hHoaies of Parliament, was in effeft the Pleafure of both 
Hoafes without the King) that his Majefty now refufcd to 
coaient to what himfelf had ofkr'd, and propofcd ; whilft his 
own Party (for fb thofe begun now to be called, who pre- 
ferv'd their Duty, and Allegiance intire) was as much trou- 
bled to find fb Soveraign a Power of the Crown ofFer'd to be 
parted with to the two Houfes, as was tender'd to them by 
the King's own Bill ; and that it was poffible for his Majefty 
to recede from his firmeft Refblves, even in a point, that 
would not mturally admit of the le4ft divifion, or dimi* 
nutioo. 

The King, being well pleafed that he had gone through 
one of l)is {lefolutioas^ ^4 no% tmck troubled a( the anger 
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it had produced, and finding his Court full of Pcrfbns of Qga- 
lity of the Country, who made all cxpreffions of Affe£tion 
and Duty, which they thought would be moft acceptable to 
him, relblv'd to undertake another Enterprife, which was of 
more importance, and which in truth was the folc motive of 
his Jburney into thofe parts. The great Magazine of Arms 
and Ammunition, which was left upon the disbanding the 
Army, remained ftill at HuUy and was a nobler proportioa 
than remained in the Tower of London, or all other bis Ma- 
jefty's Stores ; and there had been formerly a purpofe to have 
fecured the fame by the Earl of Niw-C4/f/f's jPrcfcncc there, 
which had been disappointed, as hath been before mention 'd, 
and S' John Hotham lent thither to look to it: who was now 
there only with one of the Companies of theTrain'd-iandsi 
and fb the King reiblv'd that he would Himfelf make a Jour- 
ney thither, with his own ufual Train ; and being there, that 
he would (lay there, till he had fecured the place to him. 
This was hts purpofe ; which he concealed to that degree, 
that very few about him knew any thing of it« 

A s s oo N as it was known that his Majefty meant to refide 
in Tork^ it was ealily fufpeded, that he had an Eye upon 
that Magazine,' and therefore they made an Order in both 
Houies, "That the Magazine ftiould be remov'd from HuB to 
"the Tower; and Ships were making ready for the Tranf- 
portation j fo that his Majefty could no longer defer the 
execution of what hcdefign'd. And, being perfwaded, by 
fome who believ'd themielves, that if he went thither, it 
would neither be in S^Jobn Hotbams Will, nor his Power, 
to keep him out of that Town ; and that, being poflefled of 
fo confiderable a Poft, and of the Magazine there, he (hoald 
find a better temper towards a Modcft and Dutifid Treaty; 
his Majefty took the opportunity of a Petition prefented to 
him by the Gentlemen ofTorkJhire (who in truth were much 
troubled at the Order for removing the Magazine fix>m 
HhU; and were ready to appear in any thing for his Service) 
in which, **They dehred him to catt his Eye, and Thoughts 
"upon the fafety of his own Perfon, and his Princely Iflhe, 
" and that whole County, a great means whereof, they faid, 
"did confift in the Arms, and Ammunition at HuB, placed 
** there by his Princely care and charge; and fince, upon ge- 
" neral apprchenfions of dangers from Forreign Parts, thought 
" fit to be continued : and they did very eameftly befeech 
" him, that he would take fuch courfe, that it might ftill re- 
"main there, for the better iecuring thofe, and the reft of 
" the Northern parts. Hereupon, he refolv'd to go thithev 
himfelf ; and, the night before ; he fent his Son the Duke 
ot'Tork^ who was lately arrived (rom Richmond, accompanied 
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with the Prince Eleftor, thither, with ibme other Perfons of 
Honour ; who knew no more, than that it was a Journey 
given to the Pleafure, and Curiofity of the Duke. S^ ^chn 
^Jotbam receiv'd them with that Duty, and Civility that be- 
came him. The next morning early, the King took Horfe 
from Ttfkji and attended with two or three hundred of his 
Servants, and Gentlemen of the Country, rode thither i and, 
isirhen he came within a Mile of the town, fent a Gentleman 
to S^Jobn Hotbam^ *'To let him know that the King would 
*^ that day Dine with him^ with which he was ftrangely fur- 
prifed, or fcem*d to be fo. 

The Man was of a fearful nature, and perplexed undcr- 
ftanding, and could better refolve upon deliberation than on 
a fiiddain ; and many were of opinion, that if he had been 
prepared dexteroufly before hand, and in confidence, he would 
have conformed to the King's Pleafure ^ for he was Mafter of 
a Noble Fortune in Land, and Rich In Money; of a very 
ancient Family, and well Allied j his Affedions to the Go^ 
vcrnment very good; and no Man Icfs defired to fee the Na- 
tion involved in a Civil War, than He : and, when he ac- 
cepted this Imployovent from the Parliament, he never ima- 
gined it would engage him in Rebellion ; but believed, that 
the King would find it neceflary to comply with the Advice 
of his two Houfes; and that the preferving that Magazine 
from being poflefled by him, woula likewife prevent any poP 
fible rupture into Arms. He was now in great Confufion ; and 
calling fbme of the chief Magiftrates, and other Officers to- 
gether to Confult, they perfwaded him, not to fufFer the King 
to enter into the Town* And his Majefty coming within an 
hour after hisMeflfenger, found the Gate (hut, and the Bridges 
drawn, and the Walls Mann'd ; all things being in a readinefs 
for the reception of an Enemv. S^JohnHotbam himfelf from 
the Walls, with feveral proreffions of Duty, and many ex- 
preifions of Fear, telling hi$ Majcfty **That he durft not open 
**the Gates, being trufted by the Parliament; the King told 
him, •^That he belicv'd he had no Order from the Parlia- 
'^ ment to (hut the Gates againft him, or to keep him out of 
** the Town. He replied, " That his Train was (o great, that 
**if it were admitted, he (hould not be able to give a good 
** account of the Town. Whereupon the King ofFer'd " To 
** enter with twenty Horfe only, and that the reft ftiould ftay 
"without. The which the Other refiiiing, the King defired 
him ''To come to him, that he might confer with him, upon 
**his Princely word of fafety, and liberty to return. And 
when he excufed himfelf likewife from that, his Majeily told 
him, "That as this AA of his was unparallel'd, fo it would 
"produce fbme notable E£fefts ^bat it was not po/fible for

''him to fie down by fuch an Indignity^ but that he woald 
'' immediately Proclaim him Tray tor^ and proceed againfl 
'' him as fuch ; that this Difbbedience of his would orobabljr 
''bring manv Miferies upon the Kingdom^ and much lofs of 
"Blood; all which might be prevented^ if he performed the 
"Duty of a Subjed; and therefore advifed him to thiok 
"fadly of it, at^d to prevent the neceflary growth of fb maoy 
"Gilamities, which muft lie all upon his Confcience. The 
Gentleman, with much diftradion in his looks, talked con- 
fufedly of the " Truft he had from the Parliament; then fell 
on his knees, and wiflied, "That God would bring Confufion 
"upon Him, and His, if he were not a Loyal and Faithful 
" Subjeft to his Majefty ; but, in conclufion, plainly denied 
to fufter his Majefty to come into the Town. Whereupon, 
the King caufed him immediately to be prodaim'd a Tray^. 
tor; which the other receiv'd witli ibme cxpreffions of Un- 
dutifulneis and Contempt. And fb the King, after the Duke 
of Tbri^, and the Prince Eledor, with their Retinue, were 
come out of the Town, where they were kept fome hoars, 
" was forced to retire that night to Beverly y four Miles from 
that place; and the next day returned to Tnk^ fiill of 
Trouble, and indignation for the Affront he had received ; 
which he forefaw would produce a very great deal of MifV 
chief. 
nt KJitg*s •The King fcnt an Exprefs to the two Houfes with a Mef^ 
r^^'ffl fage, declaring what had pafTed ; and " That S' j0bn HfftbAm 
fit fncfrn^ "had jufUfy'd his Treason and Difloyalty, by pretence of an 
•V Hull cc Order and Truft from them ; which as He could not pro- 
"duce, fb, his Majefty was confident. They would not own j 
"but would be highlv fenfible of the Scandal he had kid 
" upon Them , as well as of his Difloyaltv to his Majefty^ 
"and therefore he demanded Juftice of them againft him, 
"according to Law. The Houfes had heard before of the 
King's going out of Tbrit thither, and were in terrible appre- 
henhon that he had pofTefTed himfelf of the Town; and that 
S^Jobn HQtham ( for they were not conBdent of him, as of a 
Man of their own Faith) by Promifes or Menaces, had given 
up the place to Him; and, with this apprehenfion, thev were 
exceedingly dejeAedj but when they neard the trutn, and 
found that Hull was ftill in their Hands> they were equally 
exalted, magnifying their trufty Governour's Faith, and Fide- 
lity againft the King. In the mean time, th^ Gentlemen of 
the North exprefTed a marvellous fenfe and paffion on his Ma- 
jefty 's behalt ; and offered to raife the Force of the County 
to take the Town by Force. But the King chofe, for many 
^eafbns, to fend again to th^ Houfes another M^flage, iq 
which he told theiQ, 
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"That He was fo much concern'd in the undutifiil tS'm»\u]tfft 

'* front (an Indignity all his good Subjefts muft difdain in his>«^ M«r- 

*' behalf) he had received from S' %ftii Hothm at Hull, thztZ' Hufii 

*' he was impatient till he rcceiva Juftice from thera^ and ««*»»«« 

**was compelled to call again for an Anfwer, being confi-^"^ 

^^ dent, however they had been fb careful^ though without his 

** confent, to put a Garrilbn into that his Town, to fecure it, 

*^ and his Magazine againft any Attempt of the Papifts, that 

''they never intended to difpofe, and maintain it againft 

'' Him, their Sovereign. Therefore, he required them forth- 

*' with (for the bulinefs would admit no delay) to take fomc 

** Speedy courfe, that his faid Town and Magazine might be 

''immediately delivered up unto him; and that fuch fevere 

"exemplary proceedings fliould be againft thofePerfon$,who 

^' had ofTer'd that infupportable Affront and Injury to him, 

"as by the Law was provided ; and, till that fliould be don^ 

'^ he would intend no bufinefs whatibever, other than the 

'* bufinefs of Ireland. For, he faid, if he were brought into 

"a condition fo much worfe than any of his Subjefts, that, 

'^whilft They all enjoyed their Privileges, and might not 

"have their rofleffions difturbed, or their Titles queftioned, 

'* He only might be fpoiled, thrown out of his Towns, and 

" his Goods taken from him, it was time to examine how he 

'*had loft thofe Privileges; and to try all pofEble ways, by 

'*the help of God, the Law of the Land, and the Anedion 

'^ of his goodSubjeds to recover them, and to vindicate him- 

"fclf from thofe Injuries; and, if he fhould mifcarry there- 

'* in, he fhould be the firft Prince of this Kingdom, wliich 

'^had done fb, having no other end but to defend the true 

'* Proteftant ReUgion, the Law of the Land, and the Liberty 

"of the Subjed ; and he defired God £o to deal with I^m, 

"as he continued in thofe Refblutions. 

Instbad of any Anfwer to his Majefty upon thefe two 
• M^ges, or iadly confidering how this breach might be 
made up, they immediately publifh (together with a Declara- 
tion of their former jealouues of thePapifts; of the Malignant 
Party; of the Lord Dlgbj's Letter intercepted; of the Earl of 
New-Cafilii being fcnt thither, upon which they had firft fent 
down a Govemour, and put a Garrifon into Hull) feveral 
Votes and Relblutions, by which they Declared, 

**That S^Jobn Hotbam had done nothing but in obe- 
" dicnce to the Command of both Houfes of Parliament, and 
**rbat the Declaring him a Traytor, being a Member of the 
*^Houfe of G>mmons, was a high breach of the Privilege 
"of Parliament, and being without due procefs of Law, was 
^'againft the Liberty of the Subjed, and againft the Law of 
f' the Land. 
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And hearing at the fame time, that a Letter coming from 
Hull to them the m'ght after the King's being there, had been 
intercepted by fome of his Majefty's Servants, they declared 
<' That all fuch intercepting otany Letters fent to Them was 
^^a high breach of the Privilege of Parliament, which by the 
^'Laws of the Kingdom, and the Proteftation, tliey were 
^^ bound to defend with their Lives, and their Fortunes, and 
*'to bring the Violator thereof to condign PunifhmenL Then 
they order'd that the Sheriffs, and Juftices of the Peace of 
of the Counties of Tork^^ and Lincoln^ and all others his Maje- 
fty's Officers, (hould fupprefs all Forces, that (hould be railed 
or gathered together in thofe Counties, either to force the 
Town ofHull, or ftop the pafTages to, and from the fame, or 
in any other way to difturb the Peace of the Kingdom. AH 
which Votes, Orders, and Declarations, being printed, and 
diligently difperfed throughout the Kingdom before any Ad- 
dreis made to hisMajefty in Anfwer of his Meflages, and 
coming to his View, the King publifhed an Aniwer to thofe 
Votes and Declarations, in which he faid : 
m yujiffi ''Since his gracious Meflages to both Houfes of Parlia- 
j^^"^JJ|[^^'*ment, demanding Jullice for the high and unheard of Af- 
filns, ••/""front ofFer'd unto him, at the Gates o( Hull, by S^ J^tm 
^'"'itT*' ** jHl?rA4w, were not thought worthy of an Anfwer; but that 
mif " inftead thereof, they had thought tit, bv their printed Votes, 
" to own and avow that unparallel'd Act to be done in obe- 
"dience to the Command of both Houfes of Parliament 
"(though at that time he could produce no fuch Command) 
"and with other Refolutions agalnft his proceedings there, 
"to publifli a Declaration concerning that bufineis, as an 
<' Appeal to the People, and as if their intercourfe with his 
^'Majefty, and for his fatisfaAion, were now to no more pur- 
" pole ; though he knew that Courfe of theirs to be very un- 
" liiitable to the modefty, and duty of Former times, and un- 
'* warrantable by any Precedents but what Themielves had 
"made; yet, he was not unwilling to joy n iiTue with them 
^'in That way, and to kt all the World know, how necef- 
"iary, juft, and lawful all his Proceedings had been in that 
"point, and that the Defence of thofe Proceedings, was th^ 
"Defence of the Law of the Land, of the Liberty, and Pro- 
" perty of the Subjed ; and that by the fame Rule of Jufticc 
•'which was now ofFer'd to him, all the Private Intereft, and 
"title of all his good Subje&s to all their Lands and Goods, 
<< was confounded and deftroyed. He remembered them, that 
" M' Fjm had £iid in his Speech againft the Earl of Straf- 
*'fard { which was publifhed by Order of the Commons 
•*Houlc) The Law is the fafeguard, the Cuftody of all pri- 
•*vatc Intereft; your Honours, your Lives, your Liberties, 
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*^ and Eftates are all in the keeping of the Law; without this 
*' every Man hath a like Right to any thing. And he faid, 
•*hc would fain be Anfwer'd what Title any Subjcft of his 
^^ Kingdom had to His Houie and Land, that He had not to 
•'his Town of Hull} Or what right any Subjeft had to his 
•' Money, Plate, or Jewels, that hisMajefty had not to his Ma- 
*'gazine, and Munition there? If he had ever fuch a Title, 
'* he faid he would know, when he Loft it ? And if that Ma- 
*'gazine and Munition, bought with his own Money, were 
*' ever His, when and how that Property went out of Him ? 
•'He very well knew the great and unlimited power of a 
^' Parliament; but he knew as well, that it was only in that 
•'fenfe, as He was a Part of that Parliament; without Him, 
*' and againft His confent, the Votes of either or both Houfes 
"together, muft not, could not, fliould not (if he could 
•' help it, for h^ Subjeds fake, as well as his own) forbid any 
" thing that was enjoyn'd by the Law, or enjoyn any thing 
•' that was forbidden by the Law. Bur in any fuch altera- 
*• tion, which might be for the Peace, and Happinefs of the 
" Kingdom, he had not, Ihould not refufe,^to confent. And 
^' he doubted not, but that all his good Subjeds would eafily 
** difcern, in what a miferable Infecurity and Confufion, thev 
" muft necefTarily and inevitably be, if Defcents might be al- 
^*tcr'd; Purchafes avoided; AfTurances and Conveyances 
" cancelled ; the Sovereign Legal Authority defpifed, and re- 
** fitted by Votes, or Orders of Either, or both Houfes. And 
'^ this, he faid, he was furc, was his Cafe at Hull; and as it 
** was His this day, by the fame Rule, it might be Theirs to 
'^Morrow. 

"Against any defperate Defign of thePapifis, of which 
^^ they difcourfed fo much, he had fuificiently exprefTed his 
^' Zeal and Intentions ; and (hould be as forward to adven* 
**ture Ills own Life, and Fortune, to oppofe any fuch defigns 
"as the meaneft Subjed in his Kingdoms. 

*'FoR the Malignant Party, he faid, as the Law had nor, 
"to his knowledge, defined their Condition, fo neither Houfe 
" had Prefented them' to his Maicfty, under fuch a Notion, 
"as he might well underftand, whom they intended ; and he 
** fhould therefore only enquire after, and avoid the Malignant 
** Party, under the Charader of Perfons dilaffcded to the 
** Peace, and Government of the Kingdom, and fuch who, 
" negledingand defpifing theLaw of theLand,had given them- 
" felves other Rules to walk by, and (b difpenfed with their 
"Obedience to Authority; otthofe Perfons, as Deftrudivc 
"to the Common-wealth, he (hould take all poflible caution.

" whereinHe mention d a retreat to a place of Safety, fhould 
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^'hinder him from viiiting his own Fort, and how he had 
''oppofed any ways of Accommodation with his Parliament^ 
**and what Ways, and Overtures had been oiFcr'd in any way, 
^'or like any defire of fuch Accommodation ^ or whether ills 
**Meffage of the twentieth oijAnuAYj laft> fo often in vain 
^'prefled by him, had ndt fufficiently ezprefled his eameft 
^*defire of it, he faid, all the world fliould judge; neither 
*' was it in the power of any Perfons to incline him to take 
^'Arms againft his Parliament, and his good Subjeds, and 
^'miierably to imbroil the Kingdom in Civil Wars. He had 
*' given fufficient Evidence to the world how much his Af- 
*' fe&ions abhorred, and how much his heart did bleed at, the 
'^apprehenfion of a Civil War. And, he faid, God and the 
** World muft judge, if his Care and Induftry were not, only 
** to defend and proted the Liberty of the Subjed, the Law 
**of the Kingdom, his own juft Rights (part of that Law) and 
*'his Honour much more precious than his Life: and if, in 
"oppofition to thefe, anyClivil War fliould arile, upon Whofe 
^'account the Blood and Deftrudion that muft follow, muft 
'^be caft : God, and his own Confcience, told him, that He 
•*was clear. 

"For Capuin Le^% being fent heretofore to //«//, or for 
^•the Earl or New-Caftlc being fent thither by his Warrant 
*'and Authority, he laid, he had asked a queftion long ago, 
*'in his Anfwer to both Houfes concerning the Magazine ac 
^* Hull, which, he had caufe to think, was not eafy to be An-* 
*'fwcr'dj Why the general Rumour of the defign of Papifts, 
^Hn the Northern Parts, fbould not be thought fufficient 
*' ground for his Majefty to put fuch a Perfon of Honour, 
*^ Fortune, and unblemiflied Reputation, as the Earl oiNnu/^ 
*^ CafiU was known to be, into a Town and Fort of his own, 
^^ where his own Magazine lay; and yet the fame Rumour 
^'be warrant enough to commit the lame Town and Fort, 
•'without his confent, to the hands of S^ John Hotbdtn, with 
•'fuch a power as was now too well known, and underftood } 
''How his refufal to have that Magazine remov'd, upon the 
'' Petition of both Houies, could give any advantage againft 
"him, to have it taken from liim, and wnether it was a Re- 
"fulal, all men would eafily underftand, who read his An* 
''fwer to that Petition; to which it had not yet been thought 
"fit, to make any Reply. 

"For the Condition of thofe Perfons, who prefentcd the 
'^ Petition to him at 7Vrit(whom that Declaration call'd feme 
"few ill AfFeded Perfons about the City of Tork^) to con- 
'^ tinue the Magazine at Hull-, he faid, he made no doubt, 
" but that Petition would appear to be attefted, both in Num-* 
'^ber, and Weight, by Perfons of Honour and Integrity, and 
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*'mach more converfant with the AfFeftions of the whole 
'* Country, than moft of thofe Petitions, which had been te- 
rcel v'd with fo much Confent, and Approbation. And for 
**the Prefumption of interpofing Their advice, his Majefty 
** the more wonder'd at that exception, when fuch encourage- 
^* ment had been given, and Thanks declar'd to Multitudes 
** of mean, unknown People, Apprentices, and Porters who 
** had accompanied Petitions of very ftrange Natures. 

"For the manner of his going to Hull^ he faid, he had 
*' clearly fet forth the fame, in his Mcflage to both Houfes 
"of that buiineiss and for any Intelligence given to S' John 
^^ Hotham of an intention to deprive Him of his Life, as he 
"knew there was no fuch intention in him, having given 
*'him all poflible AfTurance of the fame, at his being there, 
" fb he was confident, no fiich Intelligence was given, or if 
" it were, it was by fbme Villain, who had nothing but Ma- 
" lice, or Defign to fright him from his due Obedience j and 
^^ S' John Hotham bad all the realbn to aiTure himfelf, that 
" his Life would be in much more danger by refufing to ad- 
" mit his King into his own Town and Fort, than by yield- 
" ing him that Obedience, which he ow'd by his Oaths of 
*^ AUegiancc and Supremacy, and the Proteftation, which he 
" knew was due ana warrantable, by the Laws of the Land. 
" For the Number of his Attendants, though that could be 
" no Warrant for fuch a dilbbedience in a Subjed, he faid, 
*' it was well known (as his Majefty had expreffed in his Mef- 
**{age to both Houfes, to which Credit ought to have been 
" given ) that he ofFer'd to go into the Town with twenty 
** Horfe only, his whole Train being Unarm'd ; and whofo- 
"cver thought that too great an Attendance for his Majefty, 
" and his two Sons, had fure an intention to bring him to 
•* a meaner Retinue, than they would yet avow. 

''Here then , he faid, was his Cafe, of which all the 
** World fhould judge : His Majefty endeavoured to vifit a 
"Town and Fort of his own, wherein his own Magazine 
"lay; a Subjed, in defiance of him, (huts the Gates againft 
**him; with Armed Men refifts, denies, and oppofes his En- 
" trance; tells him, in plain terms, he fhould not come in. 
** He (aid, he did not pretend to underftand much Law, yet 
*'in the point of Treaion, he had had mucli Learning taught 
" him this Parliament; and if the fenfe of the Statute of the 
«< 2^ih Year of Edward the III. Chap. 2. were not very differ- 
'* ing from the Letter, S' John Hotham's Aft was no lefs 
** than plain High-Trcafon : and he had been contemptibly 
'*ftapia, if he had after all thofe circumftances of Grace and 
** Favour then fhew'd to him, made any fcruple to proclaim 
^'him Tray tor. And whether he were fo, or no, if he would 
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" render himlelf^ his Majefty would require no other Trial, 
*'than that which the Law had appointed to every Subjeft, 
^'and which he was confident he had not, in the leaft degree, 
^Wiolated in thofe proceedings; no more than he had done 
" the Privilege of Parliament, by endeavouring, in a juft way, 
"to challenge his own unqueftionable Privileges.- So that, 
*Mn fuch a Cafe, the declaring him Tray tor, being a Member 
''of the Houie of Commons, without proceis of Law,fliould 
•*bc a breach of Privilege of Parliament (of which he was 
*' fiire none extended toTreafbn, Felony, or breach of Peace) 
^'againft the Liberty of the Subjed, or againft the Law of 
''the Land, he muft have Other Reafbns than bare Votes. 
"He faid, he would know \i%^John Hotham had, with the 
"Forces by which he kept him out of his. Town ofHuU, put- 
"fued him to the Gates of 3>ri^ which he might as legally 
"have done, whether his Majefty mull have flayed from de« 
•* daring him Traytor till procefs of Law might have iflued 
"againft him? Would Fears and Jealoufies di^nie with ne- 
" ceilarv, and real Forms } And muft his Majefty, when adual 
" War is levied upon him, obferve Forms which the Law it 
•*felf doth not en)oyn ? The Cafe, he (aid, was truly ftated, 
*' let all the World judge (unlefs the mere fitting of a Parlia- 
**ment did fufpend all Laws, and his Majefty was the only 
^* Perfon in England againft whom Trealbn could not be com- 
' ** mitted ) where the fault was ; and whatfoever courfe he 
** (hould be driven to for the Vindication of that his Privi- 
"lege, and for the Recovery and Maintenance of his known 
"undoubted Rights, he doth promiie, in the prefence of Al* 
" mighty God, and as he hopes for his Bleffing in his Succefs, 
"that he would, to the utmoft of his power, defend and 
"maintain the true Proteftant Profeffion, the Law of the 
" Land, the Liberty of the Subjed, and the juft Privilege, and 
"Freedom of Parliament. 

"Fo R the Order of Affiftance given to the Committees of 
<' both Houfes, concerning their going to Hull, he faid. He 
^' fhould fay no more, but that thofe Perfbns, named in that 
" Order, he prefum'd, w6uld give no Commands, or his good 
"Subjeds Obey other, than what were warranted by the 
*^ Law ( how large and unlimited fbever the Diredions are, 
"or the Inftrudions might be) for to that Rule he fhould 
"apply his own Adions, and by it require an Account from 
"other Men; and that all his good Subjeds might the better 
^ know their duty in matters of this Nature, he wifhed them 
^* carefully to perufe the Statute of the iV^ Year of King 
*' Henri VIL Chap. i. He (aid, he would conclude with 
"M' Pjm's own words : If the Prerogative of the King ovcr- 
*' whelm the Liberty of the People, it will be turn'd to Ty- 

"rannyj 
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•'ranny; if Liberty undermine the Prerogative, it would 
*'grow into Anarchy, and fo into Confufion. 

B B s I D fi s their Declaration, Votes, and Orders in the 
jofiification of S' Jcbfi Hptham, for his better Encouragement, 
and for a ground of his Son's reiidence at Hull, in whom they 
liad in truth a firmer Confidence than in the Father, they 
Qrdet'd, « That if, by any Force or Accident, S^ ^ohn /A- 
^'tbdrn (hould lofe his Life, or Otherwife die in that Service, 
'^that his Son fliould fucceed him in the Government; and 
having thus declared themfelves, they thought fit at laft to 
fend Ibme particular Aniwer to the King upon that bufinefs; 
which they were the rather inclined to do, that under that 
pretence, they might fend down a Committee of their own 
to refide at Ttrl^; whereby they might receive conilant 
Animadverfions of what happen'd, and what was defign'd, 
and their Friends, and Dependants in that large. Populous, 
and Rich County, be the better confirmed in their afFcdlons, 
and Devotions to them; and, to that purpofe, they lent 
down the Lord HtwMfd of Efcrigg, the Lord FiurfAx, S' Hugh 
Cb^lmlj (a faft firiend to S' John Hotbam ) S' Fbilip StapUton, 
who had likewife married Hotbam's Daughter, and S' Udtry 
Cbelndj, who prefented their Anfwer in writing to his Majefty ; 
the which, being of a Mould unufual, and a Diale<% higher and 
rougher than even themfelves had yet ufed, I have thought 
fit to infert in the fame words it was delivered; thus. 

Tbe m$ft bumUe Anfwer of the Lords and Commons in Parlia^ 
vum to two Meffagfs from your Sacred Majefty concerning 
S^ John Hotham i refufal to give jour Majtftj entrance into 
tbe Town c/HuU. 

•* You R Majefty may be pleafed to underftand, that We,n# ^nfrntf 
**your Great Council, finding manifold evidences of the]^^*^^;^* 
^^ wicked Counfels, and Praftices of fbme in near Trull:, ztiAm^nst^hu 
"Authority about You, to put the Kingdom into a Com-JJ;J^*2^' 
^'bufUon, by drawing your Majefty into places of ftrength,«»iiV,r^M^ 
"remote from your Parliament, and by exciting your People "***'• 
"to Commotions, under pretence of Serving your Majefty 
"againft your Parliament, left this Malignant Party, by the 
" advantage of the Town, and M^g^zine at Hullj (hould be 
"enabled to go through with their mifchievous Intentions, 
"did, in dilcharge of the great Truft that lies upon us, and 
'* by that Power which in Cafes of this Nature refides in us, 
"Command the Town oi Hull to be fecured by a Garrifbn 
"of the adjoyning Train d*bands, under the Government of 
**S» j^to Hotbam j requiring him to keep the fame for the 
** Service of your Majefty and the Kinguom : wherein We 
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'^ have done nothing contrary to your Royal Soveraignty ia 
"that Town, or Legal Propriety in the Magazine. 

**Upon confideration of S' Jtbn Hetbams proceeding 
•'at your Majefty's being there. We have upon very good 
•'ground, adjudged, that he could not dlfcharge theTruft, 
•'upon which, nor make good the end, for which he was 
•' placed in the Guard of that Town and Magazine, if he had 
•'let in your Majefty with fuch Councilors, and G>mpany as 
"were then about you. 

"Wherefore, upon fiill Refblution of both Houfes, 
"We have declared S' ft>bn Hotbam to be clear from that 
•'odious Crime of Treafon; and have avowed, that he hath 
•' therein done nothing but in obedience to the Conmiand of 
" both Houfes of Parliament; afliiring our felves that, upon 
"mature Deliberation, vour Majefty will not interpret his 
"obedience to fuch Authority, to be an Affront to your Ma- 
"jefty, or to be of that Nature, as to require anyjuftice to 
"be done upon him, or fatisfadion to be ma^e to your Ma* 
"jefty : but that you will fee juft caufe of joyning with vour 
"Parliament, in preferving and fecuring the Peace ot the 
•'Kingdom; fuppreiltng this wicked and Malignant Party; 
"who by falfe colours and pretenfions of maintaining your 
"Majefty's Prerogative againft the Parliament (wherein they 
•'fuUy agree with the Rebels in IrelMd) have been thecaufes 
•'of all our Diftempeis and Dangers. 

"For prevention whereof We know no better remedy, 
•' than fetuing the Militia of the Kingdom, according to the 
"Bill, which we have fent your Majefty, without any inten- 
"tion of defcrting, or declining the validity, or obiervance 
" of that Ordinance, which paft both Houfes, upon your Ma- 
" jefty 's former refufal : but We ftill hold, that Ordinance to 
"be effeftnal by the Laws of this Kingdom. And we (hall 
•'be exceeding glad, if your Majefty by approving thefe our 
•'juft, dutiful, and neceuary proceedings, mall be pleafed to 
•'entertain fuch Counfel, as We afTure our felves, by God's 
"bleffing, will prove very advanugeous for the Honour, and 
"Greatnefs of your Majefty; the Safety, and Peace of your 
"People; atpongft which. We know none more likely to 
•' produce fuch good efFefts, than a Declaration from your 
" Majefty of your purpofe to lay afidc all thoughts of going 
^^ into Ireland, and to make a Ipeedy return into thefe parts, 
•' to be near your Parliament. Which as it is our moft hum- 
•'ble defire, and eameft Petition, lb fhall it be feconded with 
"our moft dutiful Care for the Safety of your Royal Perfbn, 
•'and conftant Prayers, that it may prove Honourable, and 
"Succefsful, in the Happinefs of your Majefty, and all your 
** Kingdoms. 

To 
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T o this An(wer, with all formality deli ver'd to his Majefty 
by the Committee, the King return'd a guick Reply: 

"That he had been in good hope, that the reafon, why/ftM*i/*/!/i 
" they had (o long deferr'd their Anlwer to hisMeflages con-^'i''J'- 
"ceming Hull, had been; that they might the better have 
*' given him fatisfadion therein, \(^hich now added the more 
**to his Aftoni(hment, finding their Anfwer, after fb long ad- 
** vifement, to be of that nature, which could not but rather 
•^increafe, than dirainifh their prefent diftraftions, if con- 
" ftantly adher'd to by the Parliament. He asked them, whe- 
"ther it was not too much, that his Town of Hull had a 
•'Garrifbn put into it, to the great Charge of the Country, 
^^and Inconvenience to the poor Inhabitants, without his 
*'Confent and Approbation, under colour at that time of 
^^Forreign Invafion, and Apprehenfions of the Popifli Party; 
^'but that now the reafons thereof fhould be enlarged with 
" a Scandal to his Majefty, and his faithful Servants, only to 
** bring in the more fpecious Pretext for the avowing S' jfohn 
^^Hotbam's Infolence, and Treafon ? 

"He faid. He had often heard of the great Truft, that by 
^'the Law of God and Man, was committed to the King for 
** the Defence, and Safetv of his People; but as yet he never 
** underftood, what Truft or Power was committed to either, 
"or both Houfes of Parliament, without the King; They 
** being fummon*d to CouAfel, and Advife the King. But 
** by what Law or Authority, they poffefc themfelves of his 
" Majefty 's Right and Inheritance, he was confident, that as 
^' thev had not, fb they could not fhew. He told them, that 
^^he had not hitherto given the leslft interruption to Publick 
"Tuftice; but they, rather than fufFer one of their Mem* 
"bers, to come fo much as to a legal Trial for the Highcft 
" Crime^ would make ufe of an Order of Parliament to coun- 
"tcnance Treafon, by declaring him free from that guilt, 
^ which all former Ages never accounted other; and that 
"without Co much as enquiring the opinion of the Judges; 
•* for he was confident, they would have mentioned their opi- 
"nion, if they had asked it, 

"Therefore he expeded, that upon further and better 
"confideration of the great, and neceflary confequcnce of the 
"bufinefs of /ft//, and lerioufly weighing, how much it did 
^'concern the P^ace and Quiet of the Kingdom, they would 
" without further inftance from his Majefty, give him full, and 
"fpeedv Juftice againft S'7ohn Hctham. And, he faid, he 
" would, leave all his good People to think, what hope of 
"Juftice there was left for them, when they Refiifed, or 
" Delayed to give their own Sovereign fatisfadion. And , 
"as be had already faid, till that /hould be done, he would 
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"intend no bufincfs whatfoever other than that of Ireldnd. 

*' A N D he faid. He like wife expe&ed that They would not 
*'put the Militia in execution, until they could ftiew him 
•* oy what Law thev had Authority to do the fame, without 
^* hisConfent ; or it thev did, he was confident, that he fliould 
''find much more obedience according to Law, than they 
''would do againft Law. And he fhould efteem all thofe, 
"who fliould obey them therein, to be difturbers of the Peace 
"of the Kingdom , and would, in due Seafbn, call them to 
"a Legal account for the fame. 

"Concerning his return, he told them, he never heard 
"that the flanderlngof a King's Government, and his faith- 
"ful Servants, the refiifing of him Juftice, and in a Cafe of 
" Treafon, and the feeking to uke away his undoubted and 
" Legal Authority, under the pretence of putting the King* 
"dom into a pofture of Defence, were Arguments to induce 
'* a King to come near, or hearken to his Parliament. 

The King difpatched this Anfwer the fboner, that the 
Country might be freed from the ImprefEon, the Prefcncc and 
Adlvity of the Committee made in them ; but when he 
deliver'd it to them, and required them to make all conve- 
nient hafte with it to the Houfes, they told him, "They 
" would fend it by an Exprefs, but that tfaemfelves were re- 
" Quired, and appointed flill to refide at Tfrk* The King told 
"tnem, that he liked not fuch Supervifors near him, and 
"wi/hed them to be very careful in their carriage; that the 
•'Country was vifibly then very well affeded; and if he found 
"any declenfion, he well knew to whom to impute it ; and 
" /hould be compelled to proceed in another manner againft 
"them, than, with reference to their Perfbns (for they were 
all then reputed Moderate Men, and had not been tliought 
dilaffefted to the Government of Church or Sute) "Heihould 
"be willing to do. They anfwer'd with a fuUen confidence, 
"that they fliould demean themfelves according to their In- 
"ftrudionsi and would perform the Truft repofed in them 
"by the two Houfes of Parliament. Yet fuch was the tidc- 
liflmefs of the King's Condition, that, though it was moft evi- 
dent that their coming, and flaying there was to pervert, and 
corrupt the Loyalty, and AfFcdions of thofe parts, and to in- 
fufe into them Inclinations contrary to their Allegiance, it 
was not thought Counfellable at that time, either to commit 
them to Priibn, or to expel them from that City, or to fn* 
hibit them the freedom of his own Court, and Prefence^ and 
fo they continued, for the fpace of above a Month, in Tork^ 
even in Defiance of the King. 

The Mi;itia was the Argument, which they found made 
deepcrt impj:efEon in the People, being totally ignorant what 

it 
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ic waSy or what the conlequence of it might be; and fb be- 
lieving whatfoevcr they told them concerning it. And there- 
fore they Refblv'd to drive that Nail home; and though, for 
want of their Imminent Danger, and during the time of the 
King's Treaty, and Overture of a Bill, they had forborn the 
execution of their Ordinance ; yet the frequent Mufters of 
Volimtiers without Order, almoft in all G>untries,by the bare 
Authority of their Voces, gave them fuificicnt Evidence how 
open the People were to their Commands ; at leaft how un- 
prepared Authority was to refift, and oppofe them : and there- 
fore, after the King had difplaccd their two Favourites, and 
refilled to pafs the Bill for the Militia, and S^ John Hotham 
had refilled to let the King come into the Town of Hull, and 
They had juftify'd him for fo doing, they prepared a Decla- 
ration concerning the whole State of the Militia, as the Re- 
iblution of the Lords and Commons upon that matter; in 
which they ^d, 

** T H A T holding it neceflary for the Peace, and Safety of ^''. ^4^ 
•^ the Kingdom, to fettle the Militia thereof, they had, for'!!^*'}^^ 
** that purpofe, prepared an Ordinance of Parliament, and with ^•»». '*• 
^'all humility had prefented the fame to his Majeltv for his^y'^; 
'^ Royal Aflent. li^ho^ notwithftanding the faithful Advice iM* 
'^ of his Parliament, and the feveral Realbns offer'd by them, 
** of the neceflitv thereof for the fecuring of his Majcfty'sPer- 
^'fbn, and the Peace and Safety of his People, did refufe to 
** give his Confent ; and thereupon they were ncceflitated, 
*'in difeharge of the Truft repofed in them, as the Repre- 
^'fentative Body of the Kingdom, to make an Ordinance^ 
"by the Authority of both Houfes, to fettle the Militia, war- 
" ranted thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land: 
•* that his Majefty, taking notice thereof, did, by feveral MeP- 
"lages, invite them to fettle the fame by Ad of Parliament; 
•* affirming in his Meflage fent in Anfwer to the Petition of 
^ both Houfes prefented to his Maicfty at Tark^ March 2.6. 
" That he always thought it necdlary the fame (bould be 
^ fettled, and that he never denied the thing, only denied the 
"Way; and for the Matter of it, took exception only to the 
** Preface, as a thing not ftanding with his Honour to con- 
*'fent to; and that Himfelf was excluded in the Execution, 
** and for a time unlimited ; whereupon the Lords and Com- 
^'mons, being defirous to give his Majefty all fatisfadion that 
*' might be, even to the leaft Title of Form and Circum- 
^' dances, when his Majefty had pleafed to offer tlicm a Bill 
** ready drawn, had, for no other caufe, than to manifeft their 
*' heany AfFedion to comply with his Majefty 's dcfires, and 
'^obtain his confent, entertain'd the fame, in the mean time no 
^way declining their Ordinance; and to exprels their earneft 
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"Zeal to correfpond with his Majcfty s deiires (in all tilings 
"that might confift with the Peace, and Safety of the King- 
**dom, and the Truft repofed in thcra) did pafs that Bill, 
**and therein omitted the Preamble inferred before the Or- 
"dinance; limited the time tolefs than two Years i and con- 
" fined the Authority of the Lieutenants to thefe three par» 
^'ticulars, namely. Rebellion, Infurredion, andForreign In- 
^Wafion; and return'd the fame to his Majcfty for his Royal 
"AfTent: but all thefc expreffions of AfTedion and Loyalty, 
^'all thofe defires, and earneft endeavours to comply with his 
**Majefty, had, to their great grief and forrow, produced no 
*^ better EfFeds than an abfblute denial, even of that which 
'* his Majcfty by his former MeflTages, as they conceived, bad 
" promi(cd : the Advice of evil and wicked Councils receiving 
" ftill more Credit with him, than that of his Great Council 
*' of Parliament in a matter of fo high Importance, that the 
*' Safety of his Kingdom, and Peace of his People, depended 
•* upon it. 

*' B u T now, what muft be the exceptions to that Bill ? Not 
*' any fure that were to the Ordinance ; for a care had been 
^' taken to give ^tisfadion in all thofe particulars. Then the 
^'exception was, becaufe that the dilpofing and execution 
" thereof was referred to both Houfes of Parliament, and his 
'* Majefty excluded j and now that, by the Bill, the Power 
^' and Execution was afcercain'd, and reduced to particulars^ 
'^ and the Law of the Realm made the Rule thereof, his Ma- 
" jefty would not truft the Perfons. The Power was too great^ 
*' too unlimited, to truft them with. But what was that Power? 
*' Was it any other, but, in exprefs terms, to fuppreft Re* 
"bellion, Infurredion, and Forreign Invafion? And who 
*' were thofe Perfons ? Were not they fuch as were nominated 
*' by the Great Council of the Kingdom, and Aflented to by 
*' his Majefty ? And was it too great a Power, to truft tliole 
*' Perfons with the fuppreflion of Rebellion, Infurredion, and 
** Forreign Invafion? Surely, they faid, the moft wicked of 
" them who advifod his Majefty to that Anfwer, could not 
*' fuggeft, but that it was necclfary for the fafety of his Ma- 
*' jefty's Royal Perfon, and the Peace of the Kingdom, inch 
^' a Power fliould be put in fome hands, and there was no 
*' pretence for exception to the Perfons. They faid, his Ma- 
^'jefty h^d,for the foace of above fifteen ycari» together, not 
** thought a Power, far exceeding that, to be too great to in- 
^* truft ps^rticujar Perfons with, to whofe Will the Lives, and 
*' Liberties of his People, by Martial Laws, were made Sub- 
♦'jcd; for fuch was the Power gfven Lord Lieutenants, and 
*' Deputy Lieutenants, in every County of this Kingdom , 
^' and tll^t without the ^oni^nt of the People, or Authority 
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"of Law. But now in cafe of extreme NcccfGty, upon the 
** advice of both Houfes of Parliament, for no longer (pace 
" than two years, a leffer Power, and that for the lafety of 
*'King and People, was thought too great to truft particular 
^'Perfons with, though named by both Houfes of Parliament, 
*' and approved by his Majefty fiimfelf : and furely, if thrre 
** were a neceflity to fettle tne Militia ( which his Majefty 
**was pleafed to confefs) the Perfons could not be intrufted 
^^ with lefs Power than that, to have it at all effedual. And 
*^ the Precedents of former Ages, when there happen'd a ne- 
**ceffity to raife fuch a Power, never ftreighten'd that Power 
*^ to a narrower compafs ,• witncfs the Commiffions of Array 
** in fevcral Kings Reigns^ and often ifTued out by the Con- 
^^fent and Authority of Parliament. 

"The Lords and G>mmons therefore, intrufted with the 
** Safety of the Kingdom, and Peace of the People ( which, 
''they called God to witnefi, was their only aim ) finding 
'' themfelves denied thofe their fo necefTary and juft Demands, 
^'and that they could never be difehargcd before God or 
"Man, if they Should fiiffer the Safety of the Kingdom, and 
''Peace of the People, to be expofed to the Malice of the 
" Malignant Party at Home, or the Fury of Enemies Abroad : 
"and knowing no other way to encounter the imminent, and 
^'approaching Danger, but by putting the People into a fit 
'•pofture of Defence, did Refolve to put their faid Ordinance 
'*in prefent execution; and did require*ali Perfons in Autho- 
"rity, by virtue of the laid Ordinance, forthwith to put the 
"fame in execution ; and all others to obey it, according to 
" the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom in fuch cafes, as 
" they tendcr'd the upholding of the true Protcftant Rcli- 
"gion, the Safety of his Majefty 's Perfon, and his Royal Po- 
"fterity, the Peace of the Kingdom, and the Being of this 
" Common- wealth. This Declaration (being in Anfwer to 
a Meilage from his Majefty) was Printed, and, witii the ufual 
care and dexterity, difperfed throughout the Kingdom, with- 
out £o much as fending it to the King ; and , thereupon , 
Warrants and Diredions ifTued into all parts, for the Exer- 
cifing the Mllieia« 

This being the firft Declaration they had in plain terms 
publiAied againft the King, without ever communicating it, 
or prefenting it to him, as they had done all the reft, his lAz- 
jefty was the more troubled how to take notice of it ; but 
conceiving it neceflary to apply fome Antidote to this Poy* 
Ton, the violent operation whereof he had reafon to appre* 
hend, he pubii(hed a Declaration by way of Anlwer to that 
Peclarj^tioHi ip whi^h he fzxA^ 

"That 
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^'Th AT he very well underftood, how tnach it was bc- 
*How the High and Royal Dignity (wherein God had placed 
^'him) to take notice of, much more to trouble himfelf 
''with Aniwering, thoie many Scandalous, Seditious Pam- 
'' phlets, and Printed Papers, which were fcatter'd, with fuch 
''great licence throughout the Kingdom ( notwithftaoding 
"his Majefty's earneft defire, Co often in vain preiled^ for 
"a Reformation) though he found it evident, that the minds 
"of many of his weak Subjeds, had been, and ftill were poy- 
" Cond by thofe means ; and that (b general a terroar had 
"poflTeiTed the minds and hearts of all Men, that whilft the 
" Preflcs (warm'd with, and every day produced, new Trads 
"againft the cftabliAied Government ofthe Church and State, 
" moft Men wanted the G>arage, or the Confcience to write, 
^or the opportunity and encouragement to publiih fuch 
"compofed, ibbcr Animadverfions, as might either preferve 
"the minds of his good Subjeds from fuch infedion, or re* 
" (lore and recover them, when they were fb inieded : but, 
" his Majefty faid. He was contented to let himfelf fall to any 
"Office, that might undeceive his People, and to take more 
"pains that way by his own Pen, than ever King had done, 
"when he found any thing that feem'd to carry the Repu- 
"tation and Authority of eitJier, or both Houfes of Parlia- 
"ment, and would not have the fame refuted, and difputed 
"by Vulgar and Common Pens, till he fliould be throughly 
"informed whether thofe Ads had in truth that Gounte- 
"nance and Warrant, thev pretend : which regard of his, 
" his Majefty doubted not but, in time, would recover that 
"due Reverence (the ablence whereof he had too much rea- 
"fbn to complain of) to his Perfbn and his Meflages, which 
"in all Ages had been paid, and, no doubt^ was due to the 
«' Crown of England. 

He faid, he bad therefore taken notice of a Printed Pa<> 
per, Entituled, "A Declaration of both Houfes in Aniwer to 
"hi;5 laft Meflfage concerning the Militia, publiflied by Com- 
"mand> the which he was unwilling to believe (both for 
"the matter of it, the expreffions in it, and the manner of 
" publifhing it) could refult from the confent of both Hooles; 
" neither did his Majefty know by what Lawful Command, 
"fuch Uncomely, Irreverent mention of Him could bcpub- 
" liftied to the World : and, diough Declarations of that kind 
"had of late, with too much boldnels, broken in upon his 
"Majcdy, and the whole Kingdom, when one, or both 
"Houfes had thought fit to communicate their Counfels, 
'*and Rcfolutions to thp People ; yet, he iaid, he was un- 
" willing to believe, that fuch a Declaration as that could be 
"publiihcd in Anfwtr to his Meflage^ without vouchiafing 
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*^at leaft to fend it to his Majcfty as their Anfwcr. Their 
*' bafineis, for which thev were met by his Writ and Autho- 
**rity, being to Counfel him for the good of his People, not 
^^ to write againft him to his People ; nor had any conlenc 
^of his Majefty for their long continuing together enabled 
^'them to do any thing, but what they were tirft fummond 
" by his Writ to do. At leaft he would believe, though mif- 
'^ anderftanding and jealoufy (the Tuftice of God, he (aid, 
''would overtake the Fomenters ot that jealoufy, and the 
*' Promoters and Contrivers of that mifunderftanding) might 
•'produce, to fay no worfc, thofe very untoward Expreffions, 
''that if thofe Houfes had contrived that Declaration as an 
" Anfwcr to his Meflage, they would have vouchfafed fome 
" Anfwcr to the Queftions propofed in his, which, he pro- 
" feiled, did, and muft evidently prevail over his ander- 
"(fauiding; and in their WiiHom and Gravity, they would 
"have been furc to have ttated the matters of Fad, as Tat 
" leaft to ordinary underftandings) might be unqueftionablci 
"neither of which was done by that Declaration. 

^'His Majefty defired to know, why he was by that Aft 
"abfolutely excluded from any Power, or Authority in the 
"execution of the Militia; and, he faid, he muft appeal to 
" all the World, whether fuch an Attempt, were not a greater 
"and jufter ground for Fear and Jealoufy in Him, than any 
"one dtat was avowed for thofe Deftruftive Fears and Jean 
" loa£es which were fo publickly own'd, alm(^, to the ruinc 
"of the Kiugdom. But his Majefty had been told, that he 
"moft not be jealous of his Great Council of both Houfes 
"of Parliament: He faid, he was not, no more than they 
"were of his Majefty, their King; and hitherto they had not 
"avow'd any Jealoufy of, or DifafFedion to his Perfbn; but 
"impated all to his evil Counfellors, to a Malignant I^rty, 
"that was not of their minds ; fo his Majefty did (and, he 
" (aid, he did it from his Soul) profefs no Jealoufy of his P^r- 
" liament^ but of fome Turbulent, Seditious, and Ambitious 
" Natures ; which, being not fo cleariy difcern'd, might have 
''an influence even uoon the Aftions of both Houfes: and 
"if diat Declarauon bad pafled by that confent (which he 
" was not willing to believe ) he faid, it was not impoffible, 
" buttliat the apprehenfion offuch Tumults, which had driven 
"his Majefty from his Citv ofLendon, for the Safety of his 
" Perfon, might make fucn an imprellion upon other Men, 
"not able to remove from the danger, to make them 0>nfent, 
" or not to own a Difl^nt, in matters not agreeable to their 
" G>nfeience, or Underftanding. 

"He faid. He had mention'd in that his Anfwer, his dif- 
"like of putting their Names out of the Bill, whom before 
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'*thcy recommended to his Majefty, in their pretended Or- 
"dinance, and the leaving out, by fpecial Provifion, the pre- 
"fent Lord Mayor o( London; to all which the Declaration 
** afforded no Anfweri and therefore he could notfiippofe 
''it was intended for an Anfwcr to that his Meflage, wnich 
*' whofoever looked upon, would find to be in no degree An- 
*' fwer'd by that Declaration ; but it informed all his Majefty 's 
*'Subjeds, after the mention with what humility the Ordi- 
** nance was prepared, and prefented to his Majefty (a mat- 
" ter very evident in the Petitions, and Meflages concerning 
** it) and his refufal to give his Confent, notwithftanding the 
"feveral reafbns ofFer'd of the neceffity thereof for the fe- 
** curing of his Perfon, and the Peace and Safety of his Peo- 
*' pie ( whether any fuch reafbns were given, the weight of 
*' them, and whether they were not clearly and candidly An- 
*' fwer'd by his Majefty, the world would eafliy judge ) that 
"they were at laft neccffitated to make an Ordinance by 
** Authority of both Houfes,- to fettle the Militia, warranted 
'* thereunto bv the Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, his 
*' Majefty faia> if that Declaration had indeed intended to 
**have Anfwer'd him, it would have told his good Subjeds 
*' what thofe Fundamental Laws of the Land were, and where 
" to be found J and would, at leaft, have mentioned one Or- 
^'dinancc, from the firft beginning of Parliaments to this 
" prefent Parliament, which endeavour'd to impofe any thing 
" upon the Subjed without the King's Confent ^ for of fiich, 
*^ he faid, all the enquiry he could make could never produce 
*' him one inftance. And if there were fuch a Secret of the 
^' Law, which had lain hid from the beginning of the World 
^'to that time, and now was dilcover'd to take away the 
** Juft, Legal Power of the King, he wifhed there were not 
"fome other Secret (to be difcover'd when they pleafed) 
** for the mine, and deftruftion of the Liberty of theSubJeft. 
"For, he faid, there was no doubt if the Votes of both 
"Houfes had any fuch Authority to make a new Law, it had 
'' the fame Authority to repeal the old; and then, what would 
"become of the long efltablifhed Rights and Liberties of 
" the King and Subjcd, and particularly of Magna Cbana, 
*' would be eafily aifcern'd by the moft ordinary Under- 
" ftanding. 

"He faid, it was true, that he had (out of tendernefs of 
" the Conftitution of the Kingdom, and care of the Law, 
"which he was bound to defend, and being moftaffured of 
"the uojuftifiablcnefs of the pretended Ordinance! invited 
"and dclircd both Houfes of Parliament to fettle whatfoever 
"fhould be fit of that nature by Ad of Parliament, But was 
^ \}c therefore obh'ged to pafs whatfoever fhould be brought 
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''to him of that kind ? He did iav in his Anfwer to the Pe- 
*'tition of both Houfes prefented to him at Twl^ the 2,6^ 
**o{Maub laft (and he had iaid the fame in other meflfages . 
** before j that he always thought it neceflarythat thebufi- 
''nefs or the Militia (hould be fettled, andf that he never 
** denied the Thing, only denied the Wayj and he kid the 
''lame ftill^ and that iince the many Difputes and Votes, 
''upon Lord Lieutenants and their G)mmif£ons (which had 
'' not been begun by his Majefty, nor his Father) liad {o dif« 
''countenanced that Authority, which for many years toge* 
" thcr was happily looked upon with reverence, and obedience 
"by the People, his Majefty did think it very neceffary, that 
" fome whotefome Law ihould be provided for that Bufi* 
"neis; bgt lie had declared in his Anfwer to thepre tended 
"Ordinance, that he expefted, that that neccflary Power 
"fliould be firft invefted in his Majefty, before he confented 
^' to transfer it toother men^ neither could it ever be ima^ 
^'gined that he would confent that a greater Power (hould 
"be in the hands of a Subjed, than he was thought worthy 
"to be trufted with Himfelf. And if it /hould not be thought 
"fit to make a new Aft or Declaration in the point of the 
"Militia, he doubted not, but he ihould be able to grant fuch 
" Commiifions as /hould very legally enable thofe he trufted, 
"to do all Offices for the peace and quiet of the Kingdom, 
"if any difturbance fliould happen. 

"But it was faid, he had been pleafed to offer them a 
"Bill ready drawn, and that They, to expreis their earneft 
^ Zeal to correfpond with his dcfire, did pafs that Bill ; and 
*' yet all that ezpreffion of Aftedion and Loyalty, all that 
** earneft de/ire of theirs to comply with his Majefty, pro- 
" duccd no better eiFeA than an aoiolute denial, even of what 
" by his former Meflages his Majefty had promifed; and fb 
"that Declaration, he j&id, proceeded, under the pretence of 
^'mentioning evil and wicked G>uncils, to cenfure and re- 
" proach his Majefty in a Dialed, that, he was confident, his . 
" good Subjeds would read, on bis behalf, with much Indigna* 
" tion. But, his Majefty laid, fure, if that Declaration had 
"pafTed the examination of both Houfes of Parliament, they 
" would never have affirmed, that the Bill he had refuied to 
'' pafs, was the fame he had fent to them, or have thought 
" that liis MeiTage, wherein the difference, and contrariety 
" between the two Bills, was ib particularly fet down, would 
" be Anfwer'd with the bare Averring them to be one and 
"the fame Bill: nor would they have dedar'd, when his ex- 
"ceptions to the Ordinance, and the Bill, were fo noto- 
" rioufly known to all, that care being taken to give fatif- 
"£^on in all the particulaurs he had excepted againft in the 
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*' Ordinance, he had found New exceptions to the Bill; and 
*' yec the very Declaration confefled, that his exception to 
^ tlie Ordinance was, that in the difpofing and execation 
^'thereof, his Majefty was Excluded: and was not that an 
^'exprefs reafon in his Anfwer, for his refiifal of the Bill ^ 
^^ which that Declaration would needs confute ? 

**BuT the Power was no other than tofuppreis Rebel- 
'4ion, Infurredion, and Forrei^n Invafion: and the Perfbns 
'^ trufted, no other than fuch as were nominated hj the Great 
^'Council of the Kingdom, and aflented to by his Majefty : 
** and they asked, if that were too great a Power to tnift 
^'thofe Peribns with ? Indeed, his Majcfty faid, whilft (6 
^' great Liberty was u(ed in Voting, and Declaring men to 
^'be Enemies to the Common-wealth (a phrafe Us Majefty 
** fcarce underftood) and in cenTuring men for their Senricc, 
^*and Attendance upon his Majefty s Perfon^ and In his law- 
^'ful Commands, great heed muft be taken into what hands 
*Mie committed fuch a Power to fiipprefs Infiirreftion, and 
'^Rebellion; and if Infurredion ana Rebellion had found 
*^ other Definitions than what the Law had given, his Majefty 
*' muft be fure that no Lawfol Power /hould Juftify thofe De- 
^'finitions: and If there were Leamine found out to make 
^^S^Jobn HotbAms taking Arms againft him, and keeping his 
** Majefty's Town and Fort (torn him, to be no Treafon or 
^* Rebellion, he knew not whether a new Dilcovery might 
^'not find it Rebellion in his Majefty to Defend himielf 
** from fuch Arms, and to endeavour to recover what was €o 
*<uken from him; and therefore, he faid, it concem'4 him^ 
^' till the known Laws of the Land were allow'd to be Judge 
^ between them, to take heed into what hands he committed 
**fuch power. 

*' B £ s I D E s, he asked, whether it could be thought, that 
^'becaufe he was willing to truft certain Peribns, that he was 
•'obliged to truft them in Whatfoever they were willing to 
^be trufted } He (aid, no Private hands were fit for fuch 
^z Truft; neither had he departed from any thing, in the 
'* leaft degree, he had ofFer'd or promifed before ; though He 
•' might with as much reafon have withdrawn his Truft fi-om 
*'fome Perfons, whom before he had accepted, as They had 
*^ done from others, whom they had recommended. For the 
•' power which he was charged to have committed to parti- 
•'cular Perfons, for the fpace of fifteen years, by his Com- 
•'miifions of Lieutenancy, it was notorioufly known that it 
^was not a power created by his Majefty, but continued 
•Wery many years, and in the moft happy times this King- 
•Mom had enjoyed, even thofo of his renown'd Predecel- 
•'fors^ Qgeen EliiAbetb, and his Father of haf^y memory; 
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''and whatCTcr Authority had been granted by thofeC>m- 
*' miiSons^ which had been kept in the old forms, the fame 
''was determinable at his Majefty's pleafure ; and he knew 
'' noty that they produced any of thofe Calamities, which 
*' might give his ^>od Subjeds caufe to be fo weary of them, 
''as CO ran the hai^rd of £> much Miichief, as that Bill^ 
" which he had refufed might po/iibly have produced, 

" F^o R the Precedents of former Ages in the Commiilions 
"of Array, his Majefty doubted no^ bat when any fuch had 
" iflucd out, that the King's confent was always obuln'd, and 
"the Commiffions determinable at His pleafure; and then 
"what the extent of Power was, would be nothing applicable 
" to that Cafe of the Ordinance. 

"Bu T^ whether that Declaration had refuted his Majefty's 
"reafbns for his refufal to pafs the Bill, or no, it reiolved, 
'^and required all perlbns in Authority thereby to put the 
"Ordinance in prefent execution ; and all Others to obey it 
" according to tne Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, his 
"Majefty (aid. He, whom God had trufled to maintain and 
"defend thofe Fundamental Laws, which, he hoped, God 
"would blefs to fecure him, did declare, that there was no 
'* Legal Power in either, or both Houfes, upon any pretence 
"wlttcfbever, without his Majefty's confent, to Command any 
"part of the Militia of the Kingdom ; nor had the like ever 
"been commanded by eithen or both Houfes, fince the firft 
"foundation of the Laws ot the Land ; and that the Exe* 
" cation of, or the Obedience to that pretended Ordinance, 
" was againft the Fundamental Laws of the Land, againft the 
"Liberty of theSabjed, and the Right of Parliaments, and a 
"High Crime in any that fliould execute the fame : and his 
"Majefty did therefore chai^, and command all his loving 
"Subjcffc of what degree or quality (bever, upon their Al- 
"legiance, and as they tendered the peace of the Kingdom, 
"from thenceforth nottoMufter, Levy, or Array, orSum- 
" mon, or Warn any of the Train'd-bands to Rife, Mufter, or 
"March, by Virtue, or under Colour, of chat pretended Or* 
"dinance: and to that Declaration, and Command of his 
" Majefty's he iaid, he expeded and required a full Submiffion, 
"and Obedience from all his loving Subjeds, upon their AU 
'Megiance, as they would Anfwer the Contrary at their Pe- 
**ril5, and as they tendered the upholding of the TruePro- 
"tcftant Religion,, the iafety of liis Perfon, and his Royal 
" Pofterity, the Peace, and Being of the Kingdom. 

Notwithstanding thefe fhaip Declarations (infal- 
lible Symptoms of fliarper Adions) which were with equal 
Diligence difperfed by either fide among the People, fave that 
the Agents for the Parliattent took as much care to Suppress 
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the King's, as to Pablifli their own ; whereas the King's de- 
fire was that they might be both impartially read and exa- 
mined, and to that purpofe always caufed thofe from the Par- 
liament to be Printed with his own. They had the power 
and skill to perfwadeMen, who, but by that periwafion, could 
not have been Seduced, and-without Seducing of whom they 
could have made but a very forry progrels in mifchief,"That 
''all would be well $ that they were well afTured diat the 
'' King would, in the end, yield to what they defired ; at 
'Meaft, that they /hould prevail for a good Part, if not for 
*' All, and that there (hould be no War: though themfelves 
well knew, that the Fire was too much kindled, to be eztin- 
guifh'd without a flame, and made preparations accordingly. 
For the raifing and procuring of Money (befides the vail 
Sums colleded and contributed for Ireland^ which they dif* 
burfed very Icifurely^ the Supplies for that Kingdom, not-^ 
withftanding the importunity and complaint from thence, 
being not difpatch'd thither, both in quantity and quality, 
with that Expedition as was pretended ) they (ent out very 
ftrift Warrants for the gathering all thofe Sums of Money, 
which had been granted by any Bills of Subfidy, or Poll-Bill ; 
in the coUedion of all which there had been great negli- 
gence, probably that They might have it the more at their 
own dilpoial in their Need ^ by which they now recover'd 
great Sums into their hands. For the raifing of Men (though 
it was not Yet time for them to avow the raifing an Army) 
befides the diipofing the whole Kingdom to fubjed them- 
felves to their Ordinance of the Militia, and, by That, lifUng 
in all places Companies of Voluntiers, who would be ready 
when they were called, they made more hafte than they bad 
done in the Levies of Men, both Horfe and Foot, for the 
relief of IrW4if(<, under Officers chofen, or approv'd by Them- 
* felves; and proposed the raifing of an Army apart, of fix or 
eight thouiand, under the Command of the Lord Wharton 
(a man very fail to them) for Munfier^ under the ftyle of the 
Adventurers Army, and to have no dependance upon, nor be 
fubjed to, the Lord Lieutenant o( Ireland, but only to re- 
ceive Orders from the two Houfes, and from a Committee 
to be appointed by them, which fhould be always with that 
Army : but the King, eafily difcerning the confequence of 
that defign, refufed to grant fuch a Commifiion as they de- 
fir 'dj fo that they were forced to be content, only with the 
advantage of New Exclamations againft the King, "For hm- 
'Mering the Supplies for Ireland, upon the occafion of his 
denial of that unreafbnable ConunifSon, and to proceed in 
their Levies the ordinary way j which they did wich great 
Expedition. To confirm and encourage the Fa&ious and 
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SchinnatiCdl Party of the Kingdom, which thought the Jjace 
towards the Reformation was not brisk, and furious enough, 
and was with great difficulty contain'd in fb flow a March, 
They, had, a little before, publi/bed a Declaration : 

**That they intended a due, and neceffary Reformation 7T»# w 
"of the Government, and Liturgy of the Church, and to take^^^^.^-^^ 
"away nothing in the One or the Other, but what /hould htcnc^ming 
" Evil, and juftly OfFenfive, or at leaft Unneceflary, and Bur-^yj;;^* 
'Menfom; and, for the better efFeding thereof, fpeedily torw^j! ' 
" have confiilration with Godly and Learned Divines : and, 
"becaafe that would never of it felf attain the end fought . 
"therein, they would therefore ufe their utmoft endeavours 
"to eftablifli Learned, and Preaching Minifters, with a good 
"and (iifficient maintenance throughout the whole Kingdom ; 
"wherein many dark 0>rners were miferably deftitute of the ( 

" means of Salvation, and many poor Minifters wanted ne-* 
"ceflary provifion. 

This Declaration, Printed, and appointed to be publiflied 
by the Sheriffs in their feveral Counties, in all the Market 
Towns within the Kingdom of England, and Dominion of 
WaleSy was not more intended to the heartning of thofe who 
were impatient for a Reformation (who in truth had (b im- 
plicit a Faith in their Leaders, that they expcded another 
manner of Reformation than was publickl v promifed ) than 
to the lulling thofe afleep, who begun to be awake with the 
apprehenfion of that confufion, they apprehended from the 
pradice and licence, they faw praftifcd againft the received 
Governiment, and Do&rine of the Church j and to be per- 
fwaded that it was time to oppofe that Current. And, in this 
projed, they were not difappointed : for though this warily 
worded Declaration was evidence enough to Wife men, that 
They intended, and Logically comprehended, an Alteration 
as great, as has been fince attempted, and made; yet to lazy 
and Quiet men, who could not difcern confequences, and 
were not willing to Antedate their miferies, by lufpefting 
worfe was to come, than thev felt, or law in their View ; their 
fears were much abated, and. the intentions of the Parliament 
fecm'd not fo bad, as they had been told by fbme, that they 
were : and as this very Declaration of a due Reformation 
to be made of the Government of the Church, and the Li- 
turgy, would, a year before, have given great Umbrage and' 
Scandal to the People, when, generally, there was a due fub- 
miflion to the Government, and a Angular reverence of the* 
Liturgy of the Church o( England ; fo Now, when there was 
a General fear and apprehenfion inculcated into them, of 
a parpofe utterly to fubvert the Government, and utterly to 
abollfli the Liturgy, they thought the taking away nothing in 
Vol, L Part z. Ll the 
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the One or the Other, but what (hould be Evil^ and Juftlj 
ofTenfive^ or, at leaft, UnnecefTary and Burdenfbm, was an 
cafy Compofitionj and fo, by degrees, they fufFer'd thcm- 
felves to be ftill prevailed on towards ends they exa-emely 
abhorred ; and what at firft feem'd Prophane and Impious to 
them, in a little time appear'd only Inconvenient^ and what, 
in the beginning, they thought matter of Confcience and Re- 
ligion, (hortly after thev looked upon, as fomewhat rather 
to be wiihed than pofiuvely Infifted on ; and confequently 
not to be laid in the balance with the Publick Peace, whicn 
they would imagin to be endangered by oppofing the fenfe 
that then prevailed ; and £0, by Undenralning many particu- 
lars r whicn they Truly eftecm'd) as rather to be confented 
to, than that the general (hould fufFer, they Brought, or Suf- 
fered the Publick to be brought to all the fufferings it (ince 
underwent. 
lu ^gtm^ And now they (hew'd what G>nfultation they meant to 
I'^y^^' have with Godlv and Learned Divines, and what Reforma- 
tion they intended, by appointing the Knights and Burgefles 
to bring in the Names ot fuch Divines for the feveral Coun- 
ties, as they thought fit to conftitute an Aflembly for the 
framing a new Model for the Government of the Churchy 
which was done accordingly; thofe who were true Sons of 
the Church, not fo much as endeavouring the Nomination 
of Sober, and Learned Men, abhorring fuch a Reformation^ 
as begun with the Invafion, and SupprefCon of the Church's 
Rights in a Synod, as well known as Magnd CbMrU : and if 
any well affeded Member, not enough confidering the fcaa- 
dal, and the coniequence of that Violation, did Name an Or* 
thodox, and well reputed Divine, to afUft in that Aflembly, 
it was Argument enough againft him, that he was nomi- 
nated by a Perfon in whom they had no Confidence; and 
They only had reputation enough to Commend to this Con- 
fultation, who were known to defire the utter demoliihing 
of the whole Fabrick of the Church : fo that of about one 
hundred and twenty, of which that Aflembly was to confift 
(though, by the recommendation of two or three Members of 
the Commons, whom they were not willing to difpleale, and 
by the Authority of the Lords, who added a fmall Number 
to thole named by the Houfe of Commons, a few very Re- 
verend, and W^orthy men were inferted ; yet of the whole 
Number) they were not above Twenty, who were not de- 
clared, and avow'd Enemies to the Dodrine, or Difcipline of 
the Church of England; feme of them infamous in their lives, 
and converfations ; and moft of them of very mean parts iu 
Learning, if not of Scandalous Ignorance; and of no other 
Imputations than of malice to the Chorch of Emland^ fo that 
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that Convention hath not fince produced anv thing, that 
might not Then reafonably have been cxpeded from it. 

But that which gave greateft power, and ftrength to their 
growing Fadion, was the feverity they uied againil all thole, 
of what Qi^lity or Degree Ibeyer, who oppoled their Coun- 
fels, and Proceedings. If any Lord, who had any place of 
Honour, or Truft from the King, concurred not with them, 
they made an inqulfition into the whole paflages of his Lifej 
and if they tould find no Fault, or no Folly (for any Levity, 
or Indifcretion, ferved for a Charge) to reproach him with, it 
was enough ( That They could not Contide in him: fo they 
threatned the Earl ofPortUnd, who with extraordinary viva- 
city crofled their Confultations, " That they would remove 
** him from his Charge and Government of the Ifle oflVight 
(which at iaft they did defd&o, by committing him to Pri- • 
Ion without fo much as affigning a Caufe ) and to that pur- 
pofe, objeded all the Ads of good fellowfliip; all the wafte 
of Powcwr, and all the walle of Wine, in the drinking of 
Healths; and other Ads of Jollity, whenever he had ^en 
at his Government, from the firft hour of his entering upon • 
it : fo that the leaft inconvenience a man in their Di^jfavour . 
was to exped, was to have his Name and Reputation ufed, 
for two or three hours, in the Houie of Commons with what 
Licence and Virulency they pleafed. None were perfecuted 
with more rigour, than the Ucrgy j whereof whofoever pub- 
lickly, or privately, cenfured their Adions, or fiifpeded their 
Intentions, was either committed to prifon, or compelled to 
a chargeable and long Attendance, as incon?enient as Impri- 
fonment. And this meaiiire of proceeding was Equally, if 
not with more animoiity, applied to thofe, who, in former 
times, had been looked upon by that Party with moft reve- 
rence. On the contrary, whoever Concurred, Voted, and 
Sided with them, in their extravagant concluiions, let the in* 
iamy of his former life, or prefent pradice be what it would; 
his injuftice and opprefEon never fo foandalous, and noto- 
rious J He was receiv d, countenanc'd and protedcd with mar- 
veUous demonftrations of Affedlon: fo that, between thofe 
that Loved them, and thofe that Fear'd them ; thofe that 
did not love the Church, and thofe that did not love fome 
Church*men ; thofe whom the Court had oppreiIed,and thofe 
who had helped the Court toopprefs Others^ thofe who fear'd 
their Power, and thofe who fear'd their Juftice; their Party 
was grown over the Kingdom , but efpecially in the City^ 
juftly Formidable. 

I N the mean time, the King omitted no opportunity to 

Erovide againft the Storm he faw was coming; and, though 
e ought .not Yet own the apprehenfion of that danger he 
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really found himfelf in, he negledcd not the provifion of 
what he thought moft neceflary for his defence $ oe caufed all 
his Declarations, Mcflages, and Anfwers, to be induftrioufly 
communicated throughout his Dominions y of which he found 
good effedsj and, by their reception, difcover'd that the 
People univerfally were not fo irrecoverably poifon'd, as he 
before had caufe to fear: He caufed private intimations to be 
given, and iniinuations to be made to the Gentry ** That Their 
'^prefence would be acceptable to him^ and to thofe, who 
came to him, he ufed much gracious freedom, and exprefled 
all poffible demonftrations, that he was glad of thek Atten- 
dance: fo that, in a fliort time, the refort to Tofi^was very 
great ; and, at leaft, a good face of a Court there. 

B E YD N D the Seas, the Queen was as intent to do Her part j 

' and to provide that fo good Company, as fhe heard was daily 
gathered together about the King, (hould not be diifoived for 
want of Weapons to defend one another: and therefore, with 
as much fecrecy, as could be ufed in thofo Cafes, and in thofe 
places where /he had fo many Spies upon her, (he caufed, by 

* the Sale or Pawning of her own , and fome of the Crown 
Jewek, a good quantity of Powder and Arms to be in a rea- 
dineis in Hottand^ againft the time that it /hould be found 
neceflary to tran/port it to his Majefty : fo that both Sides, 
whilft they entertain'd each other with difoour/es of Peace 
(which always carried a /harpnefs with them, that whetted 
their appetite to War) provided for tliatWar, which they /aw 
• would not be prevented. 

H I T H E RT o the greateft Afts of Ho/tility, /aving that at 
jFftfl, were pcrform'd by Votes, and Orders; for tiiere was 
Yet no vi/ible, formal execution of the Ordinance for the Mi- 
litia, in any one County of England : for the appearance of 
Voluntiers in fome fadious Corporations was rather Coun- 
tenanced, than po/itivelv direded and enjoyn'd by the Houfes : 
and moil places pretended an Authority, granted by the King 
in the Cbarteffs, by which tho/e Corporations were ereded, 
or conftituted ; but now they .thought it time to /atisfy 
the King, and the People, that they were in Earne/l (who 
were hardly perfwaded, that they had in truth the courage 
to execute their own Ordinance) and Refolved, "That, on 
"the Tenth of May , they would have all the Train'd-bands 
"of Jbrndtm Mu/ler'd in the Fields, where that exerdfe 
''ufually was performed ; and accordingly, on that day, their 
own new Officer, Serjeant-Major-General Skippon^ appeared 
in Fmshury Fields, with all the Train'd-bands of Londtm^ 
con/iiUng of above eight thoufand Soldiers, difpofed into 
fix Regiments, and onder fuch Captains and Colonels, as 
they had cauie to Confide in. At this fir/l triumphant Mufter, 
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the Members of both Houfes appeared In grofi; there be- 
ing a Tent purpofely fct up for them, and an Entertainment 
at the Charge of the City to the value of near a thoufand 
pounds; all Men preiGiming, that this Example o£ London^ 
with fuch Ceremony and Solemnity, would be eafily foliow'd 
throughout the Kingdom; and many believing, they had 
made no fmall jprogrels towards the end they aimed at, by 
having engaged the very body of the City in a Guilt equal to 
their own : for though they had before lulKcient evidence of 
the Inclinations of the Mean, and Common People to them, 
and reafbnable afTurance, that thofe in Authority would bard* 
ly be able to contain them; yet, till this day, they had no 
inftance of the Concurrence of the City in an Aft exprefsly 
onlawful. But now they prefumed all difficulties were over; 
and fo fent their Directions to the Counties adjacent, "fpeedily 
** to execute the fame Ordinance ; and appomted ^1 tne Ma- 
gazines of the feveral Counties of England and IVales, to fiich 
Cuftody, as their Lord Lieutenants, or their Deputy Lieute- 
nants /hould appoint; and that not only the Counties /hould 
increafe thofe Magazines to what proportion foever they 
thought convenient, but that any private Perfbns, that were 
well Affeded, (hould fupply themfelves with what Arms and 
Ammunition they pleaied. By which means, beiides the 
Kind's Magazines, all which were in their pofTeffion, thev 
cauled great quantities of all forts of Arms to be providea, 
and difpofed to fiich Places and Perfons, as they thought 
fitteft to be trufted ; efpecially in thofe Fadious Corporations^ 
which had Lifted moft Voluntiers for their Service. 

Th B Kine now faw the Storm coming apace upon htm; 
that (notwithftanding his Proclamation publi/hed againft the 
Ordinance of the Militia, in which he let down the Laws and 
Statutes, which were infringed thereby, and by which the 
execution of that Ordinance would be no lefs than High 
Trealbn) the Votes, and Declaration of both Houfes " That 
•^ thofe Proclamations were illegal, and that thofe ASts of Par- 
^liaments could not Controle the Ads, and Orders of both 
*' Houfes (which the Subjeds were, by the Fundamenul 
** Laws of the Kingdom, to obey) prevaird fo far, that obc*- 
dience was given to them ; that he was fo far from being 
like to have Hull reftored to him, that the Garrifon there 
daily increafed, and forced the Country to fubmit to fuch 
Commands, as they pleafed to lay on them ; and that S^Jobn 
Haiham was more likely to be able to Take Tifrkj than his 
Majeftj to Recover Hull; he thought it, therefore, high time, 
by their example, to put himfelf into a pofture of Defence; 
the Danger being much more imminent to his Majefty, than 
to thofe who had begot that Ordinance. Hereupon, at a 
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publick meeting of the Country, his Majeftv declared, " Tlwt 

*' he was Re(blv'd in regard of the Publick: Dlftempers, and 

*' the Neighbourhood of //«£, to have a Guard for his Pcrfon 5 

'' but of fuch Perfons, and with fuch Circumftances, as (hould 

**adminifter nooccafion of Jealoufy to the moft Sufpicioos ; 

''and wiAied the Gentlemen of Quality, who attended, to 

"confider, and advife of the way: Who fhortly after (not- 

withftanding the oppoHtion given by the Committee, which 

ftill refided there ; and the Fa<flious Party of the County, 

which was inflamed, and governed by thenO cxprefled a great 

alacrity to comply with his Majefty's deure, in whatsoever 

(hould be propofed to them j and a lenfe, "That they thought 

**a fufficient Guard was very neceffary for the Security of his 

*'Majefty's Perfon. Hereupon, the King appointed fuch 

" Gentlemen as were willing, to Lift thcmfelves into a Troop 

of Horfe, and made the Prince of Wales their Captain; and 

*' made choice of one Regiment of the Train'd-bands, con- 

fifting of about fix hundred, whom he caufed every Saiutdaj^ 

to be paid at his own Charge ; when he had little more in his 

Coffers, than would defray the weekly Expence 9f his Table : 

and this Troop, with this Regiment, was the Guard of his 

Perfon ; it being firft declared by Iiis Majefty, " That noPcr- 

** fon (hould be fuffer'd, either in the Troop, or the Regi* 

"ment, who did not, before his Admi(Eon into the Service, 

*^ take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy ; that {o he 

. might be free from the fcandal of entertaining Papifh for his 

Security. 

But this caution would not (erve ; the Fears and Jealouiies 
were C4pable of no other Remedies, than fuch as were pre*- 
fcribed by thofe Phyficians, who were praftiied in the Difeafe^ 
AfToon as the intelligence was arrivd at Lmdon, that the 
King aftually had a Guard (thou(;h the Circumftances wer^ 
as well known that were u(ed in the raifing it) both Houies 
publi(hed the/e three Votes, and difper(ed them. 

I . " T H A T it appeared, that the King, feduced by wicked 
^'Counfel, intended to make War againft the Parliament; 
^' who, in all their Confultations and Adions, had propofed ^ 
•' no other end unto themfelves, but the care of his King«> * 
^'doms, and the performance of all Duty, and Loyalty to his 
♦•Perfon. 

a. "That whenfoever the King maketh War upon the 
*' Parliament, it is a breach of theTruft repofed in him by 
^' his People, contrary to his Oath^ and tending to the Diir 
♦'folutioirof the Government. 

3. "That who(bever (hould Serve him, or AiEit him in 
♦'fuch Wars, are Tray tors by the Fundamental Laws of the 
♦* Kingdom ; ^nd have been fo adjudged by tv'O Ads of 

"^ ^ '^Parlia* 
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" Parliament, 2 Rkb. 11. and i Hen. i v. and ought.to fuffcr as 
"Traytors. 

These lufty Votes they fent to the King to Torl^y toge- 
ther with a /hort Petition, in which they told him, 

"That his Loyal SubjeAs, the Lords and Commons in7*#/»# 
** Parliament did humbly reprefent unto his Majcfty, that not- "i^f^J*^*' 
** withftanding his freauent profeffions to his Parliament, and Ki»g f 
"the Kingdom, that his defire, and intention was only the ^^j^'/^' ** 
*'preferving the true Proteftant Profeffion, the Laws of the May ^Z* 
•* Land, the Liberty of his People, and the Peace of the King- '^♦*- 
••domj nevertheless, they perceived with great grief, by his 
•'Speech of the Twelfth of Mijr,and the Paper, Printed in his 
**Majefty's Name, in the form of a Proclamation, bearing 
*' date the Fourteenth oiMaj\ and other Evidences, that, un- 
*'der colour of raifing a Guard to fecure his Pcrfbn, of which 
** Guard (confidering the Fidelity, and Care of his Parlia- 
** ment) there could be no ufe, his Majefty did Command 
** Troops, both of Horfe and Foot to ailemble at ToYk,\ the 
"very beginnirgs whereof were apprehended by the Inhabi- 
^ tants ofthat Countv to be an Affrightment^ and Difturbance 
"of his Liege People, as appeared by their Petition pre- 
** fented to him ; the continuing, and increafing of which 
** Forces, was to his Parliament, and muft needs be, a juft Caufc 
•* of great Jealoufy, and Danger to his whole Kingdom. 

** Therefore, they did humbly befcech his Majefty 
*' to Disband all fuch Forces, as, by his Command, were al- 
"fcmbied, and relying for his Security (as his Predeccflbrs 
^had done) upon the Laws, and AfFeftions of his People, 
*'he would he pleafed to dcfift from any further defigns of 
^ that nature, contenting himfelf with his ufual,and ordinary 
"Guards; otherwife, they fliould hold themfelves bound in 
•* duty towards God, and the Truft repofed in them by the 
"People, and the Fundamental Laws and Conftitutions of 
"the Kingdom, to imploy their Care, and utmoft Power to 
" fecure the Parliament, and to prefervc the Peace, and Quiet 
"of the Kingdom. 

^ To this Petition, deliver'd publickly, and read with an 
equal Confidence, by their Lieger Committee, his Majefty 
Anlwer'd, 

"That he could not but extremely wonder, that the »/ yuj*- 
"oiufelefs Jealoufies concerning his Majefty, raifed and ^^'%l^^ 
"mented by a Malignant Party in the Kingdom, which de- 
** fired nothing more than to match to themfelves particu- 
"lar Advantages out of a general Combuftion (which means 
"of advantage fhould never be miniftcr'd to them by His 
"fiiult, or feeking) fhould not only be able to fcduce a Weak 
"Party in the Kingdom^ but fcem to find fo much Countc- 
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'^ nance even from both Houfcs, as tliat his raifingof a Guards 
** without further defign than for the (afety of his Perfbn, an 
** Adiion fo legal, in a manner (b Peaceable, upon Cauics £o 
*' evident and neceffarv, fliould not only be looked upop^ 
^^and Petition'd againlt by them, as a caufe of Jealoufy j but 
^* declared to be raifing ot a War againft them,, contrary to 
^^ his former profeffions of his care of Religion, and Law ; 
"and he no lefs wonder'd,that That Adion of his /hould be 
"faid to be apprehended by the Inhabitants of that County, 
'*as an AfFrigtitment, and Difturbance to his People, having 
** been as well receiv'd there, as it was every wnere to be 
*^juftify'd; and (he /pake of the general, not of a few fe- 
" duc?d particulars) afEfted, and fped by that County, with 
*'that Loyal AfFedion and Alacrity, as was a moft excellent 
'^ example fet to the reft of the Kingdom, of their care of 
** his fafety upon all occafions; and /hould never be forgotten 
^^by Him, nor he hoped, by his Pofteritys but (hould be 
" ever paid to them, in that, which is the proper expreflion 
**of a Prince's gratitude, a perpetual, vigilant care to govern 
^^ them juftly, and to preferve the only Rule, by which they 
*' can be fo governed, the Law of the Land : and, he faid, he 
*^was confident, th^t if they were tbemfelves Eve-witnefles, 
**they would fo fee the contrary, as to give little prefent 
"Thanks, and, hereafter, little Credit to their Informers; 
^'and, if they had no better information, and intelligence of 
*' the Inclinations, ^nd AfFedions of the reft of the Kingdom, 
*' ceruinly the minds of his People (which to fome Ends, 
" and Purppfes, they did reprefent) were but ill reprefented 
^* unto them. 

" He asked them, when they had {o m^ny Months toge- 
^Uher not contented th^mfelves to rely for Security, as their 
*^ PredecefTors had done, upon the AfFedion of the People, 
^but by their own fingle Authority had raifed to themfelvcs 
**a Guard (and that fometimes of no ordinary Numbers, 
^^and in no ordinary W^y) and yet all thofe Pikes, and Pro- 
^' teftations, that Army, on one fide, and that Navy, oo the 
** other, had not periy^aded his M4j>fty to Command them 
*^ to Disband tl^eir Forces, ^nd to content themfelvcs with * 
" their Ordinary, that was, ho Guard; or work in him an 
** opinion that they appeared to levy War againft him, or had 
^'any further dcfign; how it was poffible, that the fame Per- 
^* fons (hould be fo apt to fufped, and condemn his Majefty, 
^*who had been fo unapt, in the fame matter, upon much 
*'morp ground, to tax or fufped Them ? This, he faid, was 
^'his Cafe, notwithftanding the Care and Fidelity of his Par-? 
^Miaraent, his Fort was kept by Arm'd Men againft him; his 
^'proper Goods firfl dctain'd from him, ^nd then, contrary 
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•^ ro his Command, by ftrong Hand offered to be carried away ; 
** in which, at once, all his Property, as ajprivate Perfbn ; all 
** his Authority, as a King, was wrcfted from him : and yet 
" for him to fecure himfclf in a Legal way, that S' ^ohn Ha- 
** th4m might not by the fame Forces, or by more, raifed by 
^* pretence of the lame Authority (for he daily raifed feme, 
•^ and it was no new thing for him to pretend Others, which 
** he could not fhew) continue the War that he had Levied 
** ^ainft his Majefty ; and as well Imprifon his Perfon, as dc- 
•* tain his Goods; and as y<!Q\\ fliut him up in Tork^j as (hut 
♦* him out of HtJl\ was now faid to be elleem'd a caufe of 
** great Jealoufy to the Parliament, a raifing a War againft 
•* them, and of danger to the whole Kingdom : whilft thefe 
** InjulUces,and Indignities ofFer'd to him were countenanced 
**by them, who ought to be molt forward in his Vindica- 
** tion, and their Punifhment, in obfervation of their Oaths, 
^* and Truft repofed in them by the People, and to avoid the 
** Diflblution of the prefent Government. Upon which Cafe, 
^* hc&id,the whole World was to judge, whether his Majefty 
^*had not reafbn, not wholly to rely upon the Care, and 
•* Fidelity of his Parliament, being fb ftrangely blinded by 
^^ Malignant Spirits, as not to perceive his Injuries; but to 
''take (bme care of his own Perfon, and, in order to that, to 
^* make u/e of that Authority, which the Laws declared to be 
•*in his Majeily; and, whether that Petition, with fuch a 
"threatning Conclufion, accompanied with more thrcatning 
** Votes, gave him notcaufc, rather to increale, than to di- 
*' mini/h his Guards; efpecially, fince he had fcen, before the 
** Petition, a Printed Paper dated the feventcenth of Maj^ 
*' underwritten by the clerk of the Houfe of Commons , 
'' commanding in the name of both Lords ^nd Commons, the 
*' Sheriffs of all Counties to raife the power of all thofc Coun- 
" ties, to fuppr^fs fucb of his Subjects, as by any of his Ma- 
" jefty's Coipmands, /hould be drawn together, and put (as 
•* that Paper called it) in a pofture of War ; Charging all Bis 
'* Majefty *s Officers, and Subjeds to affift them in it, at their 
** Perils. For tboughi he faid, he could not fufpeft, that That 
"Paper; qr any bare Votes, not grounded upon Law or 
^'Reafon; or Quotations of repealed Statutes, asthofewerc 
"ofthe2foViSr. ii. and i Hem, iv, fhould have any ill influence 
"upon his good People, who knew their Duties too well not; 
** to know that to t^ke up Arms againft thofc, who upon a 
"Legal Command of his Majeftv, came together to a moft 
"Legal end (that was, his Majefty *s Security, and Prelbrva-. 
"tion) were to Levy War againft his Majefty ^ yet, if that 
^* Paper were really the Ad of both Houfes, he could not 
^^ but loojs; ypqn it, ^$ the higheft pf Scpxns and Indignities j 
' "firft^ 
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*' Firft^ to iiTue oat G>mmand^ of Force againft him i and 
*' after thofe had appcar'd ufelefi, to offer, by Petition, to 
*' perfwade him to that which that Force fliould have ef- 
"fefted. 

** H B faid, He concluded his Anfwer to their Petition with 
*'iiis Counfel to them, that they would joyn with him in cz- 
'^ading fatisfiidion for thatiinparallerd^and yet unpunifhed 
^' Adion of S'' ^obn H^thdm; and that thev would command 
''his Fort, and Goods to be returned to his own hands: tftat 
''they would lay down all pretences (under pretence of Ne- 
^'ceflity, or declaring what is Law) to make Laws wichout 
"his Majefty, and, by con(equence, but a Cipher of his Ma- 
" jefty : that they would declare efFeftually againft Tumults, 
"and call in fuch Pamphlets (punifliing the Authors and 
"Publifhers of them) as Seditioufly endeavour to diiable his 
" Majefty from proteding his People, by weakning, by felfe 
"Afperfions and new falfc Dodrines, his Autboritv with 
"them, and their Confidence in him: the particulars of 
"which Tumults, and Pamplilets, he feid, he would long 
" fince have taken care, his Learned Council (hould have 
"been enabled to give in evidence, if, upon his former offer, 
"his Majefty had received any return of encouragement from 
*'them m it: and, he faid, if they did that, they would 
^'then, and hardly till then, perfwade the World, that they 
^'haddifcharged their Duty to God, the Truft refpofed in 
" them by the People, and the Fundamental Laws, and Con- 
^^ ftitutions of the Kingdom ; and imploy'd their care, and ut- 
^' moft Power, to fecure the Parliament (for, he faid, he was 
^'ftiU a part of the Parliament, and fhould be, till this well 
^'teniper'd Monarchy was. turned to a Ddmocracy) and to 
" preferve the Peace and Quiet of the Kingdom ; which, to- 
"gether with the Defence of the Proteftant Religion, the 
^'Laws of the Land, and his own juft Prerogative (as a part 
"of, and a defence of thofe Laws) had been the main end, 
^ which in his Confiiltations and Adions, h^ had propofed 
^'to Himfelf. 

It Will be wonder'd at hereafter, that in a judging and 
difcerning State, where Men had, or feem'd to have, their 
faculties of Reafon, and Underftanding at the height; in a 
Kingdom then unapt, and generally unihclined to War (how 
wantonly fbever it hath fince feem'd to throw away it*s 
Peace) thofe Men, who had the skill and cunning, out of 
froward and peevifh humours andindifpofitions to compound 
Fears and Jealoufies, and to animate and inflame thofe Fears 
and Jealoufies into the moft prodigious, and the boldeftRe^ 
bcllion, that any Age, or Country ever brought forth; who 
v^ry well faw^^ and felt tliat tiie King had not only, to a 
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degree^ wound himfclf out of that Labyrinth, in which, four 
^^onths before, tbejr had involv'd him, with their Privileges, 
Fears, and Je^ouues ; but had even fb well informed the 
People, that they begun to oueftion both their Logick and 
r heir Law, and to fiifpeft, ana cenfure the improvement, and 
^adation of their Fears, and the extent, and latitude of their 
Privileges; and that they were not only denied by the King, 
ivhat they required, but that the King's Reafons of his de- 
nial made veiy many conclude the unreafonablenefs of their 
demands: I fay, it may feem ftrange, that the/e Men could 
entertain the hope, and confidence to obtrude fucb a Decla- 
ration, and Vote, upon the People, "That the King did 
^intend to make War againft the Parliament ; when they 
were fo far from apprehending, that he would be able to get 
an Army to difturb them, that they were moil aiTured, he 
would not be able to get Bread to fuftain Himfelf three 
Months, without fubmitting all his Counfels to their Con- 
dud, and Controle : and that the ofFering^to impofi^ it, did 
not awaken the People to an indignation, which might have 
confounded them : for, befides their Prefumption in endea- 
vouring to Search, what the Scripture it (elf told them was 
Uafearchable, the Heart of the King ; the very Law of the 
Land, whofe defence they pretended, makes no conclufion 
of the intention of the meaneft Subjed, in a matter of the 
higheft, and tendered Confideration, even Treafon it felf 
againft the Life of the King, without fome overt, unlawful 
Ad, from whence, and other circumftances, the ill intention 
may be reafbnably made appear ; and therefore, to declare 
that the King intended to make War againft his Parliament, 
when he had neither Ship, Habour, Arms nor Money, and 
knew not how to get any of them, and when he ofler'd to 
Grant any thing to them, which they could pretend a jufti* 
fiable reafon for asking, was an undertaking of that Nature, 
that even the Alqiigbtineis of a Parliament ought have de- 
fpair'd to fucceed in. 

But, notwithftanding all this, they very well knew what 
they did, and underftood what infinite advantage that Vote 
would (as it did) bring to them; and that a Natural way 
would never bring them to their unnatural end. The Power 
and Reputation of Parliament, they bcliev'd, would impli- 
citly prevail over many; and amaze and terrify others from 
diiputing, or cenfuring what they did, and upon whai 
grounds thev did it. The difficulty was, to procure the judg- 
ment of Paruament; and to incline thofe different Conftitu- 
tions, and different Affedions^ to fuch a G>ncurrence, as the 
judgment might not be diforedited, by the number of the 
yi^entcrsi nor wounded^ orpreju4ic<?d by (IteR^eafons, and 
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Arguments given againft it : and then, their judgments of 
the Cure being to be grounded upon the nature, and infor- 
mation of the Difeafe, it was neceflary to confine, and con- 
trad their fancies and opinions within fome bounds, and li- 
mits: the myftery of Rebellion challenging the fanoe encou- 
ragement with other Sciences, to grow by ; that there may 
be certain Poftulata, fome Principles and Foundations, upon 
which the main building may fuofift. So, in the cale of the 
Militia, an imminent danger muft be firft fuppofed, by which 
the Kingdom is in apparent hazard, and then the King's re- 
fufal to apply any remedy againft that danger, before the two 
Houfes would pretend to the Power of difpofing that Militia : 
it being too ridiculous to have pretended the natural and or- 
dinary JuriCiidion over it: but, in cafe of danger, and dan- 
ger ib imminent, that the ufual recourfe would not ferve the 
turn, and for the laving of a Kingdom, which muft other- 
wile be loft, many Good Men thought it was reafbnable to 
apply a yery Extmordinary prevention, without imagining 
fuch a fuppofition might poflibly engage them in any Aduon, 
contrary to their own Inclinations; and, without doubt ^ 
very many who frankly Voted that imminent nece/lity, were 
induced to it, as an Argument, that the King Ihould be there- 
fore import un*d to confent to the Settlement j which would 
not have appeared fb neceflary a Requeft, if the occafioh had 
not been important ; never fulpeding, that it would have 
been improved into an Argument to them, to adventure the 
doing it without the King's conlent. And it is not here un- 
fca(bnable ( how merry Ibever it may leem to be ) as an in- 
ftance of the Incogitancy, and Inadvertency of thofe kind of 
Votes and Tranfadions, to remember that the firft Reiblu- 
tion of the Power of the Militia being grounded upon a fup-> 
po/ition of an imminent neceflity, the Ordinance firft fent 
up, from the Commons, to the Lords, for the execution of 
the Militia, exprefled an eminent neceffity ; whereupon, Ibme 
Lords, who underftood the difference or the Words, and that 
an eminent neceflitv might be fupplied by the ordinary pro- 
vifion, which, po/Iibly, an imminent neceffity might not fafely 
attend, defircd a Conference with the Commons, for the 
Amendment; which, I remember, was at laft, with great 
difficulty, confented to: many (who, I prefume, are not yet 
grown up to conceive the difference ) fuppofing it an unne- 
ceflary contention for a Word, and fo yielding to them, for 
(kvir,b; of time, rather than difpute a thing which to them 
llrcni'd of no great moment. 

Thev, who contriv'd this Scene, never doubted, but 

^frer a Refclution what was to be done upon a Suppoled ne-* 

c-;ffi:y, they would eafily, when they found it convenient, 
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make that necefScy Real. It was no hard matter to make 
the Fearful, apprehenfive of dangers; and the Jealous, of de- 
iigns I and they wanted not Evidence of all kinds ; of Letters 
from abroad, and Difcoveries at home, to make thole appre- 
henfions formidable enough; and then^ though^ before the 
Reiblution, there was a great latitude in Law and Reafon. 
what was Lawfully to be done, they had Now forejudgea 
themfelves^ and Refolv'd of the Proper remedy, except they 
would argue againft the Evidence ; which Ufually would 
have been to difcountenance or undervalue fbme Pcrfon of 
notable reputation, or his Correipondence ; and always to 
have oppoledThat that was of fuch an Allay, as, in truth, 
did operate upon the Major Part. So, in the Cafe upon which 
we now difcourfe, if they had in the moft advantageous Ar- 
ticle of their fury, profeued the raifing an Army againft the 
King, there was yet that reverence toMajefty, and that Spirit 
of Subjeftion and Allegiance in moft Men, that they would 
have looked upon it with Oppofition and Horrour: but De- 
fenfive Arms were more plaulible Divinity, and if the King 
ftiould commit fuch an Outrage, as to levy War againft his 
Parliament, to deftroy the Religion, Laws, and Liberty of 
the Kingdom, Good men were perfwaded, that fuch a refi- 
ftance might be made, as might preferve the Whole: and he 
that would have argued againft thisTheiis, befides the Imper- 
tinency of arguing againft a fuppofition, that was not like to 
be Real, and in which the Corrupt confideration of Safety 
feem'd to bribe moft Men, could never eicape the cenfure 
of promodng Tyranny, and lawlefs Dominion. Then to in- 
cline Men to concur in the Declaration '^ Of the King's In- 
'* tention to make War againft the Parliament, they were 
perfwaded it might have a Good, and could have no ill ef- 
fed: : the remedies, that were to be applied upon an Adual 
levying of War, were not juftifiable upon the Intention; and 
the declaring this Intention, and the Dangers it carried with 
it to the King himfelf, and to all thofe who Ihould affift him, 
would be a probable means of reforming iiich Intention, and 
preventing the Execution : Inconvenience it could produce 
none ( for the difquieting or difpleaiing the King was not 
thought Inconvenient ) if there were no progrefs in the fup^ 
pofed Intention; if there were, it were ht the whole King- 
dom fhould ftand upon it's Guard, and not be Surpriied to it's 
confufion. 

B V thefe falfe and fallacious Mediums, the clearnefs of 
Men's underftandings were dazlcd; and upon the matter, all 
their opinions, and judgments for the Future, captivated and 
prasengaged by their own Votes, and Determinations. For, 
iiow cafy a matter is it to make it appear to that Man, who 
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confented that the King intended to make War againft the 
Parliament ; that when he (hould Do it^ he had broken his 
" Oath, and difTolved his Government; and, that whoibever 
/hould affift him were Tray tors ; I fay, how eafy was it to 
perfwade That man, that he was obliged to defend the Par- 
liament i to endeavour to uphold That Government; and to 
refill Thofe Traytors ? and, whofoever confiders that the 
nature of Men, efpecially of Men in Authority, is inclined . 
rather to G>mmit two errours, than to Retrad one, will not 
marvel, that from this Root of unadvifednefs, fb manv, and 
tall Branches of mifchief have proceeded* And therefore^ it 
were to be wifhed, that thofe who have the honour to be 
trailed in Publick Con(ultations, were indued with fo much 
natural Logick, to difcern the confequences of every publick 
Ad, and Conclufion; and with io much G)nicience and 
Courage, to watch the firft impreiSons upon their under^ 
ftanding and compliance: and that neither out of the Imper- 
tinency of the thing, which men are all apt to conclude out 
of impatiency of difpatch ; or out of Straugem to make men 
Odious (as in this Parliament many forbore to oppofe unrea- 
{bnable refolutions, out of an opinion that they would make 
the Contrivers Odious) or upon any other (though feemjng 
never fo Politick ) confiderations, they conient not to any 
Propofitions, by which Truth or Juftice are invaded. I am 
conndcnt, with very good Warrant, that many men have, 
from their Souls, abhorred every Article of this Rebellion ; 
and heartily deprecated the miferies, and defolatlon wc have 
fuffer'd by it, who have Themfelves, with great alacrity and 
induftry, contributed to, if not contrived, thofe very Votes 
and Conclufions, from whence the Evils they abhor, have 
moft naturally and regularly flowed, and been deduced; and 
which they could not reafbnably, upon their own conceflions^ 
contradid and oppofe. 

But to conclude, a man Ihall not unprofitably (pend his 
contemplation, that, upon this occafion, confiders the method 
of God's Juftice (a method terribly remarkable in many Paf- 
iages, and upon many Perfbns; which we fhall be compelled 
to remember in this dlfeourfe) that the fame Principles, and 
the fame Application of thofe Principles, (hould be ufed to 
the wrefting all Sovereign Power from the Crown, which 
the Crown had a little before made ufe of for the extending 
it's Authority, and Power, beyond it's bounds, to the pre- 
judice of the juft Rights of the Subjed. A fuppofed Necef- 
lity was Then thought ground enough to create a Power, and 
a bare Averment of thatNeceffity, to beget a Pradice to im- 
pofe what Tax they thought convenient upon die Subjed, by 
Writs of Sbip-monef never before known} and a fuppofed 
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'Nece/Ety now^ ancf a bare Averment of that NeceiHty^ is as 
confidently^ and more Fatally^ concluded a good ground to 
exclude the Crown from the ufe of any Power, by an Ordi- 
nance never before beard of ^ and the fame Maxim of Salut 
Populi Supretna JLfx, which had been ufed to the infringing the 
Liberty of the One^ made uie of for the deftroying the Rights 
of the other : only that of the Pfalmift is yet Inverted; for 
many of thofe, who were the Principal makers of the firft 
Pit, are fo far from falling into it, that they have been the 
chiefeft Diggers of the fecond Ditch, in which {o many have 
been confounded. 

Though they had yet.no real Apprehenfion^that theKing 
would be aUe, in the ieaft degree, to raiie a Force againft 
them, yet they were heartily enraged to find that he lived 
more like a King, than they wilhed he /hould ; that there was 
fo great reibrt to him from all parts : and that whereas little 
more than two months before, bis own Servants durft hardly 
avow the waiting on him. Now the chief Gentlemen of all 
Counties Travelled to him, to tender their Service ; which im- 
plied a Difapprobation at Ieaft, if not a Contempt of the two 
Houfes carriage towards him. Therefore, to prevent this 
mifchief, they eafily found exception to, and information 
againft, fome Perfbns, who had reforted to Tork^; whom they 
fent the Serjeant of the Houfe of Commons to apprehend, and 
bring them before the Houfe as Delinquents, to Anfwer iiich 
matters, as ihould be objeded againft them. In tJiis Num- 
ber th^re was one Becl^itb, a Gentleman of T&rkjblre^ who, 
as S' John Hotbam had fent them word, had endeavour'd to 
corrupt fome Officers of the Garrifbn to deliver HuU up to the 
King; this they declared to be a very heinous crime, and 
little lefs than High-Treafbn, and therefore concluded him a 
Delinquent, and to be fent for to attend them : it was thought 
ftrangely ridiculous by Staoders by, that S' John Hatham 
fhould be juftify'd for keeping the Town againft the King, 
and another Gentleman be Voted a Delinquent for defigning 
to recover it to it's Allegiance; and that They, who, but few 
days before, when the King had (enc a Warrant to require 
Serjeant-Major Skifpon to attend his Majefty at T(ffk^ Re- 
fblv'd, and publiflied their Refblution in Print (as they did 
all things, which they conceived might diminifti the Reputa« 
tion of the King, or his Authority) "That fuch Command 
*'from his Majefty was againft the Law of the Land, and the 
*' Liberty of the Subjeft, and likewife (the Perfon being im^ 
''ploy'd by Them to attend Their Service) againft the Privi- 
*^ lege of Parliament j and therefore,tha t their Serjeant-Major* 
^^ General of the Forces of Umdan (that was his Style) fhould 
*' continue to attend thq Service of both Houfi^ according to 
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** their former Commands; fliould exped that their Warrant 
(hoiild be fubmltted to by thofe, who were waiting on the 
King, whofe known legal Authority, fevered from any thing 
that might be underftood to relate to the Parliament, or it's 
Privileges, they had fb flatly coatradided and contemned^ 
that the fame day on which they re^eem'd their Officer 
Skippon from his Auegiance, and Duty of going to the King, 
being inform'd, that the King had fent a Writ to Adjourn the 
Term (Midfummcr Term) to Tork^ from Wefimlnfier^ which, 
without all queflion, was in his power legally to do, they 
declared, "That the King's removing of the Term to 21wi^ 
**from IVfjlminJier, fitting the Parliament, was illegal; and 
Order'd, " That the Lord Keeper fhould not ifTue out any 
** Writs, or Seal anv Proclamation, to that purpofe ; which 
was by him obferv a accordingly, notwithflanding the King s 
Command for the Adjournment. 

When their Officer came to Tarl^ for the apprehenfion of 
the Delinquents, he found the fame negled There of the Par- 
liament, as was found Above of the King; and was fb ill 
intreated by thofe, whom he looked upon as his Prifoners, 
that if the King's extraordinary provifion had not been inter- 
pofed, the Meflcnger would fcarce have return'd to have re- 
ported how uncurrent fuch Warrants were like to be in Tark, 
and how perillous fuch Voyages might prove to the Adven- 
turers: But how amazed, or furprifed foever they feem'd to 
be with this new contradidion, it was no more than they 
looked for; for their Dilemma was, if their Meflenger re- 
turn'd with his Prize, all the refort to, and all the glory of 
Tbfi^ was determined; for no man would repair thither, from 
whence the bare Voting him a Delinquent would remove him 
with thofe other inconvenient Circumflances of Cenfure, and 
Imprifonment : if He return'd negleded and affronted, as they 
prefumed he would, they had a new Reproach for the King, 
*' Of proteding Delinquents againft the Juflice of Parliament ; 
which would be a new breach of their Privileges, as Heinous 
and Unpopular, as had yet been made, and for the vindica- 
tion whereof their Proteflation would no lefs oblige them, 
than it had done on the behalf of the five Members. And 
fuch Votes they paffed upon the return of their Officer ; and 
had in rcadinefs prepared two voluminous Declarations to the 
People, which tJiey publifli'd about the fame time ; the One 
fiird with all the reiterated G)mplaints, and invenom'd re- 
)etitions, of what had been done> or been Thought to have 
)een done amifs in the whole Reign of the King, to render 
lis Perfbn odious, or unacceptable; the Other undervaluing 
lis Royal Power, and declaring againft it^ to make his Au- 
thority defpxfed^ at leaft not Fear'd, 
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The firft was of the nineteenth o(Maj^ in which they 
declared. 

That the infinite Mercy, and Providence of tlie Al-^^^^^J^ 
** mighty God had been abundantly manifefted, fince the be- ^'jJirlL/* 
*' ginning of this Parliament, in great variety of Prote<aions,»M» '-•^ 
^'andBleifings; whereby he had not only delivered Them^,a,,"^ay 
*'from many wicked Plots and Defigns, which, if they had i^**^**- 
*' taken efFed, would have brought Ruine and Deftrudion up- 
^' on the Kingdom ; but, out of thofe Attempts, had pro- 
*' duced divers evident and remarkable Advantages, to the fur- 
*^ therance of thofe Services, which they had been defirous to 
** perform to their Sovereign Lord the King, and to the 
** Church and State, in providing for the publick Peace, and 
"Profoerity of his Majeftv, and all his Realms; which, in the 
** pretence of the fame All-feeing Deity, they protcfted to 
"have been, and ftill to be, the only End of all their Coun- 
**fels and Endeavours; wherein they had Refolv'd to conti- 
'*nue freed, and enlarged from all Private aims, Perfonal re« 
**fpeds, or Paffions whatfbever. 

** I N which Reiblution, they faid, they were nothing diG- 
** couraged, although the Heads of the Malignant Party difap- 
** pointed of their Prey, the Religion and Liberty of the 
" Kingdom, which they were ready to feife upon, and de- 
*' vour before the Beginning of this Parliament, had {i]l{ per- 
** filled by new pradices, both of force and fubtility, to re-* 
*' cover the fame again ; for which purpofe they had made 
*' leveral Attempts for bringing up the Army ; they afterwards 
*'projefted the falfe Accufation of the Lord Kimboltony and 
** the five Members of the Houfe of Commons, which being 
*^in it felf of an odious Nature, they had yet fo far prevail'd 
** with his Majefty, as to procure him to take it upon him- 
**felf ; but when the unchangeable Duty and Faithfulnefs of 
" the Parliament could not be wroughtupon,by fuch a Fact as 
*'that, to withdraw any part of their Reverence and Obe- 
^^dience from his Majefty, they had, with much Art and In- 
"duftry, advifed his Majefty fo fufFer divers unjuft Scandals, 
*'and Imputations upon the Parliament, to be publi(hed in 
*^his Name, whereby rhey might make it odious to the Peo- 
** pie, and, by Their help, deftroy that, which hitherto had 
^^been the only means of their own Prefervation. 

** F o R this purpofe, they had drawn his Majefty into the 
** Northern Parts far from the Parliament; that fo falfe Ru- 
"mours might have time to get Credit, and the juft Defences 
** of the Parliament find a more tedious, difficult, and difad- 
'' vantageous Accefs, after thofe falfe Imputations, and Slan- 
" dershad been firft rooted in the apprchenfion of his Majefty, 
*'and his Subjcds ; which the more fpeedily to effed^ they 
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^* had caufed a Prefs to be tranfported to Tork^y from whence 
*' feveral Papers, and Writings of that kind were conveyed ro 
''all parts of the Kingdom, without the Authority of the 
*' Great Seal, in an unufual and illegal manner, and without 
** the Advice of his Majefty's Privy Council ; from the greater 
*'and better part whereof having withdrawn himielf, as well 
"as from his Great Council of Parliament, he was thereby ex- 
" pofed to the wicked and unfaithful Couniels of fuch, as had 
" made the Wifdom and Juftice of the Parliament dangerous 
" to themfelves ; and that danger they labour'd to prevent by 
"hiding their own Guilt under the Name, and fliadow of the 
"King; Infufing into him their own Fears, and, as much as 
"in them lay, afperfing his Royal Perfon and Honour with 
"their own Infamy; from both which it had always been as 
"much the Care, as it was the Duty, of the Parliament 
" to preierve his Majefty, and to fix the Guilt of all evil 
^^ Adions and Couniels upon thofe who had been the Au- 
"thors of them. 

"Among divers Writings of that kind, they faid. They 
*^the Lords and Commons in Parliament, had taken into 
" their confiderations two printed Papers ; thefirft containing 
"a Declaration, which they had received from his Majefty in 
'^ Anfwer to that which had been prefented to his Majefty 
" from bothHoufes at JVi?M/-M4ri^r, the ninth of M^r^A 1^41. 
•*'the otlier, his Majefty's Anfwer to the Petition of both 
*^Houfes, prefented to his Majefty the 2d'^ oi March 1^42. 
" Both which were filled with harfti Cenfures, and cauflefs 
" Charges upon the Parliament; concerning which they held 
" it neceffary to give fatisfadion to the Kingdom ; feeing they 
" found it very difficult to fatisfy his Majefty, whom, to their 
"great grief, they had found to be (b engaged to, and pot 
"fcffed by thofe miiapprehenfions, whidi evil Counfeliors 
^' have wrought in him, that their moft humble and faithful 
" Remonftrances had rather irritated and imbitter'd,than any 
** thing allay 'd, or mitigated the (harp Expreffions, which his 
" Majefty had been pleafed to make in Anfwer to them; for 
** the manifeftation whereof, and of their own Innocency,they 
" defired that all his Majefty's loving Subjefts might take no- 
**tice of thefe Particulars : 

"They knew no occafion given by them, which might 
*.*move his Majefty to tell them, that in their Declaration, 
** prefented at New-Market^ there were fonie Expreffions dif- 
*' fcrent from the ufual Language to Princes : neither did they 
"tell his Majefty, cither in Words or in Effed, that if he 
^.^did not joyn with them in an Ad, which he conceived might 
" prove pYejudidal and dangerous to Himfelf, and the whole 
<< King4om3 they would make a Law without Him^ and im- 
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** pofe it upon the People. That which they dcfired, they 
*' faid, was, that in regard of the Imminent Danger of the 
"Kingdom, the Militia, for the Security of his Majefty and 
" his People, might be put under the Command of fuch noble 
**and faithful Perfons, as they had all caufe to Confide in: 
•' and fuch was the neceflity of this Prefervation, that they dc- 
** clared, that if his Majefty fhould refufe to joyn with them 
*' therein, the two Houfes of Parliament, being the fuprcme 
** Court and higheft Council of the Kingdom, were enabled, 
*' by their own Authority, to provide for the repulfing of fuch 
"Imminent and Evident Danger, not by any New Law of 
'* their own making, as had been untruly luggetted to his 
** Majefty, but by the moft Ancient Law of the Kingdom, 
^^even chat which is fundamenul and effential to the Conftl- 
"tution and Subfiftance of it. 

** Although they never defired, they faid, to encourage 
" his Majefty to fuch Replies as might produce any contefta- 
"tion between him and his Parliament, of which they never 
*' found better efFed,than loft of Time, and hindrance of the 
^^Publick Affairs; vet they had been far from telling him of 
** how little value his Words would be with them, much lefs 
"when they were accompanied with Aftions of Love, and 
" Juftice. They faid, he had more reafon to find fault with 
*'thofe wicked Counfellors, who had fo often bereaved Him 
"of the Honour, and his People of the Fruit of many gra- 
" cious Speeches which he had made to them, fuch as thofe 
**in the end of the laft Parliament; that, on the word of a 
" King, and as he was a Gentleman, he would redrcfs the 
** Grievances of his People, as well out of Parliament, as in it. 
** They asked, if the fearching the Studies and Chambers, yea, 
" the Pockets of fome, both of the Nobility and Commons, 
"the very next day; the Commitment of M' BeBacisyS' John 
*^JHfotham, and M^Crew; the continued Oppreffions by Ship- 
** money. Coat and Condad-mony ; with the manifold Im- 
" prifonmcnts, and other Vexations thereupon, and other en- 
** iuing Violations of the Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom 
*' (all which were the effcdsof evil Counfel, and abundantly 
" declar'd in their Remonftrance of the State of the King- 
"dom) were Adions of Love and Juftice, fuitable to iiich 
" Words as thofe ? 

^' A s gracious was his Majefty 's Speech in the beginning of 
"this Parliament; that he wasRcfolv'd to put himfelf freely 
" and clearly upon the Love, and Affedion of his Engli/h Sub- 
"jeds. They asked whether his cauflefs Complaints and 
^' Tealoufies, the unjuft Imputations fo often caft upon his 
*' Parliament, his denial of their neceffary Defence by the Or- 
" dlnance of the Militia, his dangerous abfen ting hiouelf from 
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'*his Great Council, like to produce fuch a miichievous Di- 
^' vifion in the Kingdom, had not been more fiiitable to other 
*' Men's evil Counfels, than to bis own Words? Neither, 
*' they iaid, had his latter Speeches been better ufed, and prc- 
^'ferved by thofe evil, and wicked G>uniellors: Could any 
** Words be fuller of Love and Juftice, and thofe in his An- 
**fwer to the Meflage fent to the Houfe of Commons, the 
*' 31* ofDecemb. 1641. We do engage unto you fblemnly the 
•'Word of a King, that the Security of all, and every one of 
•'you from Violence, is. and ever fhall be, as much our Care, 
•' as the Prefervation ot Us and our Children? and could any 
•* Adions be fuller of Injuftice and Violence, than that of the 
"Attumey General, in falfly accufing the fix Members of 
•'Parliament, and the other proceedings thereupon, within 
•'three or four days after that Meflage? For the full view 
"whereof, they defired the Declaration made of thoie Pro- 
"ccedings might be perufed; and by thofe Inftances (they 
"could add many more) the World might judge who dc- 
•*fcrved to be taxed with difvaluing his Majefty's Words, 
•'they who had, as much as in them lay, ftain'd and fiilly'd 
"them with fuch foul Counfels^ or the Parliament, who had 
•'ever manifefted, with joy and delight, their humble Thank- 
•'fulnefs for thofe gracious Words and Adions of Love and 
•'Juftice, which had been conformable thereunto. 

"The King, they faid, had been pleafed to Diiavow the 
•'having, any fuch evil Counfel or Counfellors as were mcn- 
"tion'd in their Declaration, to his Knowledge; and they 
•'held it their Duty humbly to Avow there were fuch; or 
" elfc they muft fay, that all the ill things done of late in his 
•' JMajefty's name, had been done by Himfelf ; wherein they 
•' fhould neither follow the Diredion of the Law, nor the at- 
"fedion of their own Hearts, which was, as much as might 
•'be, to clear his Majefty from all imputation of Mifgovern- 
•' ment, and to lay tlie fault upon his Minifters. The falfc 
•'accufing of fix Members of Parliament; the juftifying 
•' JM^ Attumey in that falfe accufation ; the violent coming to 
•' the Houie of Commons ; the denial of the Militia ; the fliarp 
•'Meflages of both Houfes contrary to the cuftoms of former 
•'Kings; the long and remote Abfence of his Majefty from 
•'Parliament; the heavy and wrongful Taxes upon both 
•' Houfes ; the cheriihing and countenancing a difcontented 
•' Party in the Kingdom againft them, were certainly the fruits 
•'ofvery evil Counfels, apt to put the Kingdom into a Com- 
•'buftion, to hinder the fupplies of Iff /^mi, and to countenance 
••the Proceedings and Pretentions of the Rebels there: and 
•'the Authors of thefe evil Counfels, they conceived, muft 
^peed^ be known tq his Majefty; and they hoped Their la- 
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'^ bouring with his Majefty, to have thofe difcovered and 
" brought to a juft Cenfure, would not fo much wound his 
'^ Honour in the opinion of his good Subjeds, as his labour- 
**ing to preferve and conceal them. 

**And whereas his Majefty had faid. He could wifli that 
^^his own immediate Adions which heavow'd^ and his own 
** Honour might not be fb roughly cenfured under the com- 
** mon Style of evil Counfellors; they iaid, that they could 
'^ alfb heartily wi(h that they had not caufe to make that Style 
^^ fb common ; but how often, and undutifully fbever, thoie 
*' wicked Counfcliors fhould fix their Difhonour upon the 
'* King, by making his Majefty the Author of thofe evil 
** Aftions, which were the efreds of their own evil G>unfels. 
** They his Majefty 's Loyal and Dutiful Subjeds could nfe no 
** other Style, according to that Maxim of the Law, The King 
^'can do no Wrong; but if any ill were committed in matter 
•* of State, the Council s if in matter of Juftice, the Judges 
"mult aniwer for it. 

•* T H B Y faid. They had laid no Charge upon his Majefty^ 
^^ which fhould put him upon that Apology, concerning his 
**faithful and zealous AfFedion of the Proteftant Profeffion: 
*' neither did his Majefty endeavour to clear thofe in greateft 
^' Authority about him, by whom they had faid that defiga 
** had been potently carried on for divers years ; and they * 
^'rather wiflied that the Mercies of Heaven, than the Judg- 
'^ ments, might be manifefted upon them ; but that there had 
** been fuch, there were fuch plentiful and frequent Evidences, 
**that they believ'd there was none, either Proteftant or Pa- 
** pift, who had had any reaibnable view of the PafTages of 
** later Times, but, either in fear or hope, did exped a fud- 
*^dain iflue of that defign. 

**Th B Y faid. They had no way tranfgrelTed againft the 
" Ad of Oblivion, by remembring the intended War againft 
*^ Sc9tUndy as a Branch of that Defign to alter Religion by 
^* thofe wicked Counfels, from which God did then deliver 
**them, which they ought never to forget. 

**That the Rebellion in Ireland was framed and che- 
" rifhed by the Popifh, and Malignant Party in England^ was 
**not only affirm'd by the Rebels, but, they laid, might be 
" dear'd by many other Proofs : the ftme Rebellious Prin- 
*' ciples of pretended Religion, the fame politick Ends were 
"apparent in both, and their malicious Defigns and Pradices 
^ were mafqued, and difguifed witJi the fame falfe colour of 
*« their carneft Zeal to vindicate his Majefty 's Prerogative, 
** from the fuppofed opprefEon of the Parliament. How much 
•* thofe treacherous Pretences had been countenanced, by 
^'fome evil Council about his Majefty, might appear in this

^that the Proclamation, whereby they were declared Tray- 
^tors, was fo long withheld, as to the lecond oiJanuMrjj 
^though the Rebellion broke forth in OHober before, and 
'then no more than forty Copies appointed to be Printed; 

* with a fpecial Command from his Majefty not to exceed 
'that number; and that none of them fhould bcpubiifhed, 
'till his Majefty 's Pleafure was further fignify'd, as by the 
'Warrant appears, a true Copy whereof was annex'd to this 
^ Declaration ,• fo that a few only could take notice of it ; 
' which was made more obfervable, by the late contrary Pro- 
'ceedings againft the Scots^ who were in a very quick and 
^/harp manner Proclaimed; and thole Proclamations forth- 
' with difperfed, with as much diligence as might be, through- 
' out all the Kingdom, and order 'd to be read in all Churches, 
' accompanied with Publick Prayers, and Execrations. An- 
' other Evidence of favour and countenance to the Rebels, 
'in fome of Power about his Majefty, was this, that they 
' had put forth, in his Majefty's Name, a caudefs complaint 
'againft the Parliament, which foeaks the fame Language of 
' the Parliament which the Rebels do, thereby to raife a be- 

"lief in Men s minds, that his Majefty's AfFedions were alie- 

*'nated, as well as his Perfon was removed, from that his 

' Great Council, All which, they faid, did exceeedingly re- 

'tard the fiipplies o( Ireland y and more advance the Pro- 

* ceedings or the Rebels, than any Jealoufy or Mifappre- 
' henfion begotten in his Subjeds, by the Declaration ot the 
'Rebels, Injundion of Ri^/irrW, or Information ofTrijham 
^IVhetcomb; fo that confidering the prefent State and Tem- 
' per of both Kingdoms, his Royal Prefence was far more 
'neceflary here, than it could be in Ireland, for redemption 
'or protedion of his Subjeds there. 

"And whether there were caufe of his Majefty's great 
'Indignation, for being reproached to have intended Force 
^or Threatning to the Parliament, they defii'ed them to con- 
' fider who ftiould read their Declaration, in which there 
^was no word tending to any fuch reproach; and certainly, 
^they faid, they had been more tender of his Majcftv's Ho- 
'nour in that point, than he, whofoever he was, tnat did 
' write that Declaration ; where, in his Majcftj's Name, he 
'did call God to vvitnefs, he never had any luch Thought, 
'or knew of any fuch Refolucion of bringing up the Army; 
^ which truly, they ftid, would feem ftrangc to thofe, who 
^/hould read theDepofition ofM'Gcringy the Information 
^ofM^'Piercj/y and divers other Examinations of M' Wilmet, 
'H' Pcllardy and others; the other Examination of Captain 

Leg, S^ Jacob Ajblej , and S' John Conj/ers-, and confidcr 
^ the concution and nature of the Petition, which was font 
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" unto S^ Jacob Ajblejy under the approbation of C R. which 
** his Majclly had now acknowledged to be his own Hand ; 
'*and, being full of Scandal to the Parliament, might have 
** proved dangerous to the whole Kingdom , if the Armj^ 
*' (hould have interpofed betwfxt the King and them, as was 
^Mefired. 

•*They did not affirm that his Majefty's Warrant was 
"granted for the Paffage ofM^Jermjn^ after the defire of 
** both Houfes for reftraint of his Servants; but only that he 
** did pais over, after that reftraint, by virtue of fuch a War- 
** rant. They knew the Warrant bore date the day before 
** their defire ; yet they laid, it feem'd ftrange to thofe, who 
" knew how great relpeft and power M^Jertnyn had in Court, 
**that he /hould begin his Journey in fuch hafte, and in Ap- 
^' parel fb unfit for Travel, as a black Sattin Suit, and white 
** Boots, if his going aw^y was defign'd the day before. 

**The Accufation of the Lord Kimbolton^ and the five 
"Members of the Houfe of Commons, was called a breach 
"of Privilege ; and truly fo it was, and a very high one, far 
" above any fatisfadion, that had been yet given : for, they 
•*ask'd, how it could be faid to be largely fatisfy'd, fo long 
** as his Majefty laboured to preferve M' Atturney from pu- 
**nifhment, who was the vifible Aftor in it? So long as his 
** Majefty had not only juftify'd him, but by his Letter de- 
^'clar'd, that it was his Duty to accufe them, and that he 
"would have puniflied him. If he had not done it ? So long 
"as thofe Members had not the means of clearing their In- 
** nocency,and the Authors of that malicious Charge were un- 
"difeovcr'd, though both Houfes of Parliament had feveral 
** times Petitioned his Majefty to difcover them, and that, not 
"only upon the grounds of Common Juftice, but by Aft of 
" Parliament, his Majefty was bound to do it ? So long as the 
" King refafed to pafs a Bill for their difcharge, alledging 
^' that the Narrative in that Bill was againft his Honour ; 
*' whereby he feem'd ftill to avow the Matter of that falfe and 
" fcandalous Accufation, though he deferted the Profecution, 
'* offering to pafs a Bill for their Acquittal i yet with inti- 
** mation that they muft defert the avowing their own Inno- 
"cency, which would more wound them in Honour, than fe- 
*^ cure them in Law ? And in Vindication of that great Privi- 
*' lege of Parliament, they did not know that they had in- 
" vadcd any Privilege belonging to his Majefty, as had been 
^'alledg'd in that Declaration. 

"But, they faid, they looked not upon that only in the 
*' notion of a breach of Privilege, which might be, though the 
**Accufetion were true or falfe; but under the notion of a 
" heinous Crime in the Atturney, and all other Subjects, who 
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**had a Hand in it ; a Crime againft the Law of Nature, 
**againft the Rules of Juftice; that Innocent Men ftiould be 
•'charged with fo great an Offence asTreafon, in the face of 
** the higheft Judicatory of the Kingdom^ whereby their Lives 
•'and Eftates, their Blood and Honour were endanger'd, 
''without Witnefs, without Evidence, without all poflibl- 
**lity of Reparation in a legal Courfe j yet a Crime of fiich 
"a Nature, that his Majcfty s Command can no more War- 
«*rant, than it can any other Ad of Injuftice. Thefe things 
« which were evil in their own Nature, fuch as a falfe Tefti- 
*'mony or falfe Accufation, could not be the fiibjeft of any 
*' Command, or induce any obligation of Obedience upon any 
•'Man, by any Authority whatfoever: therefore the Attur- 
«' ney, in that cafe, was bound to have refufed to execute fuch 
•' a Command, unlcfs he had fbme fiich Evidence or Tefti^ 
"mony, as might have Warranted him againft the Parties, 
^*and be lyable to make fatisfadion if it (hould prove falfe; 
"and it was fufficiently known to every Man, and adjudg'd 
^'in Parliament, that the King could be neither the Relator, 
** Informer, or Witnefe. If it fhould reft as it was, without 
*' further fatisfadion, no future Parliament could be fafe, but 
^'that the Members might be taken, and deflroy'd, at plea- 
**fure; yea, the very Principles of Government, andjuftice 
** would be in danger to be aifTolved. 

"They faid, they did not conceive, that Numbers did 
^'make an AfTembly unlawful, but when either the end, or 
'' manner of their carriage fhould be unlawful. Divers juft 
*'occafions, might draw the Citizens to Weftmn/ieri where 
''many publick and private Petitions, and other Caufes were 
^' depending in Parliament ; and why that fhould be found 
*' more faulty in the Citizens, than the rcfort every day in the 
**Term of great Numbers to the ordinary Courts of Juftice, 
^' they knew not: that thofe Citizens were notorioufly pro- 
''vokcd, and afTauIted at W^efimnfter by Colonel Lunsfard, 
^'Captain I^de, and others, and by fbme of the Servants of 
*'the Arch-BiAiop of Tcrkj, was fufficiently prov'd; and that 
''afterwards they were more violently wounded, and moft 
^' barbaroufly mangled with Swords, by the Officers and Sol- 
^'diers near WTjite-Hall, many of them being without Wea- 
^'pons, and giving no caufe of diftafte, was likewife proved 
"by feveral Teltimonies; but of any Scandalous or Seditious 
^'Milderticanours of Theirs, that might give hisMajefty good 
" caufc to fuppofe his own Pcrfon, or thofe of his Royal Con- 
'■fort or Children, to be in apparant danger, they h4d no 
** proof ever offer 'd to either Houfe; and if there had been 
"any complaint of that kind, it was no doubt th? Houfcs 
^- would have been as for^\ ard to jpyn ip an Ord^r, for the 
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** fapprefling of foch Tumults, as they were, not long before 
*' upon another Occafion, when they made an Order to that 
'* purpofe; whereas thofe Officers and Soldiers, which com- 
^' mitted that Violence upon fo many of the Citizens at Whtte- 
^^ HaSiy were cheriftied and fofter'd in his Majcfty's Houfe ; 
*^ and when, not long after, the Gammon Council of London 
*' prefentcd a Petition to his Majefty for Reparation of thofc 
•* injuries, his Majefty's Anfwer was, without hearing the 
** proof of the Complaints, that if any Citizen were wounded 
** or ill entreated, his Majeftv was confidently aflfrred, that it 
** happen'd bv their own evil, and corrupt Demeanours. 

^^Thby laid, they hoped, it could not be thought con- 
*'trary to the Duty and Wi^om of a Parliament, if many 
'* concurring, and frequently reiterated, and rcnew'd Adver- 
'* tifemcnts from Rcmcy Venice, Paris, and other Parts ; if the 
**Sollicitations of the Pope's Nuncio, and their own difcon- 
** tented Fugitives, did make them jealous, and watchful for 
*• the fafety of the State : and they had been very careful to 
**make their expreilions thereof fo ealy, and fo plain to the 
** Capacity and Underftanding of the People, that nothing 
** might juftly ftick with them, with Refledion upon the Per- 
**fon of his Majefty : wherein they appeard to the Judgment 
*' of any indifferent Perfon, who fhouid read and perufe their 
"own words. 

*' T H B Y faid, they muft maintain the ground of their Fears 
"to be of that moment, that they could not difcharge the 
" Truft and Duty that lay upon them, unlefs they did apply 
^'themfelves to the ufe of thofe means, to which the Law 
**had enabled them in cafes of that nature, for the neceffary 
"Defence of the Kingdom; and as his Majefty did gra- 
"cioufly declare, that the Law fhouid be the meafure of his 
" Power; fo did they moft heartily profcfs, that they fhouid 
"always make it the Rule of their Obedience. Then they 
"obferved, that there were certain Prudent Omiflions in his 
" Majefty 's Anfwer; and faid, that the next point of their 
^'Declaration, was, with much caution, artificially pafTed over 
"bv him who drew his Majefty 's Anfwer ; it being indeed 
♦'the Foundation of all Their Mlfery, and his Majefty 's 
" Trouble, that he was pleafed to hear general Taxes upon his 
" Parliament, without any particular Charge, to which they 
"might give fatisfadion ; and that he had often conceiv'd 
** Difoleafure againft particular Perfons, upon Mifmformation; 
'^ and although thofe Informations, had been clearly proved 
*'to be falle, vet he would never bring the Acculbrs to quc- 
** ftion ; whi^q did lay an impoffibility upon honcft Men of 
"clearing thcmfelves, and gave an encouragement to faUe, 
**and unworthy P^^rfons tP ^rouble him with yntruc and 
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" groundlefs informations. Three particulars they had men- 
"tion'd in their Declaration, which the Penner of his Ma- 
** jcfty's Anfwer had good caufe to omit: the words fuppofed 
*' to have been fpokcn atKenfington-y the pretended Articles 
**againft the Queen; and the groundlefs Accufation of the 
^fix Members of Parliament ; there being nothing to be laid 
' in Defence, or Dem'al of any of them. 

*^CoNCBKNiNG his Majefty's defire to joyn with his 
' Parliament, and with his faithful Subjeds, in defence of 
^Religion, and the Publick good of the Kingdom, they (aid, 
** they doubted not he would do it fullv, when evil Coun- 
'^fcUors fhould be removed from about Iiim; and until that 
"ftiould be, as they had /hew'd before of Words, ib muft 
^they alfo fay of Laws, that they could not fecure them : 
^ wirncfs the Petition of Right, which had been foUow'd with 
' fuch an Inundation of illegal Taxes, that they had juft 
^ caufc to think, that the payment of Eight hundred and twen- 
^ ty thoufand Pounds, was an eafy burthen to the Common- 
*' wealth in exchange of them -, and they could not but juftly 
** think, that if there were a continuance of fuch illCoun- 
" fellors, and Favour to them, they would, by fomc wicked 
*' device or other, make the Bill for the Triennial Parliament, 
^'and thofe other excellent Laws mentioned in his Majefty's 
"Declaration, of Icfs value than words. That excellent Bill 
"for the continuance of this Parliament, they faid, was fo nc- 
'^ceflary, that without it, they could not have raifed fo great 
^ Sums of Money for the Service of his Majefty and the Com* 
^ mon-wealth, as they had done, and without which theruine 
"and deftrudion of the Kingdom, muft needs have fbllow'd: 
' and, they were refolv'd, the gracious favour of his Majefty, 
^exprefTed in that Bill, and the advantage and fecurity which 
^thereby they had from being DifTolv'd, fhould not encou- 
^ rage them to do any thing, which otherwile had not been 
" fit to have been done. And they were ready to make it 
''good, before all the World, that though his Majefty had 
^ paflTed many Bills very advantageous for the S'ubjed, yet in 
^ none of them had they bereaved his Majefty of any juft, ne- 
^ccflary^ or profitable Prerogative of the Crown. 

"They faid, they fo earneftly defired his Majefty's Re- 
ctum to London, for that upon it, they conceived, depended 
" the very Safety, and Being of both his Kingdoms : and 
*' therefore they muft proteft, that as for the time paft, nei- 
" thcr the Government o( London, nor any Laws of tne Land, 
" had lott their Life and Force for his Security, fo for the 
" future they fhould be ready to do, or fay any thing, that 
** might ftand with the Duty, or Honour of a Parliament, 
^' which might raife a mutual Confidence between his Majefty 
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*^ and them, as they did wift, and as the Affairs of the King- 
**dom did require. 

'^Thus far, they (aid, the Anfwer to that, which was 

** called his Majefty's Declaration, had led thcra. Now they 

**came to that, which was encitulcd his Majclly's Anfwer to 

'* the Petition of both Houfes, prefented to him at Tork^thz 

**ad'^ of March 1642. In the beginning whereof his Ma- 

*' jefty wiflied, that their Privileges on all parts were (0 Hated, 

** chat That way of Correlpondency might be preferred with 

*' that Freedom, which had been ufcd of old. They faid, 

*' they knew nothing introduced by them', that gave any Im- 

'^ pediment thereunto^ neither had they affirm'd their Pri- 

** vileges to be broken, when his Majefty denied them any 

*' thing, or gave a Reafon why he could not grant it ; or 

*' that thofe, who advifed fuch Denial, were Enemies to the 

** Peace of the Kingdom, and Favourers of the btjh Rcbel- 

**lion ; in which Afperfion, that was turn'd to a general Af- 

*^ferfion, which, in their Votes, was applied to a particular 

*^ cafe ; wherefore they muft maintain their Votes, that to 

^' contradid that, which both Houfes, in the Quefyon con- 

** cerning the Militia, had declared to be Law, and Com- 

*^ mand it fhould not be obeyed, is a high breach of Privilege, 

''and that thofe, who advifed his Majefly to abfent himfclf 

'* from his Parliament,were Enemies to the Peace of the King- 

**dom, and juftly to be fufpefted to be Favourers of the Re- 

** hellion in Ireland, The reafons of both were evident, be- 

*'caufe, in the Firft, there was as great a derogation from the 

^'Trufl and Authority of Parliament; and, in the Second, as 

** much advantage to the proceedings, and hopes of the Re- 

'*bels, as might be; and they held it a very cauflefs Impu- 

** tation upon the Parliament, that they had therein any way 

*' impeached, much lefs taken away the Freedom of hisMa- 

** jelly's Vote; which did not import a Liberty in his Ma- 

** jefty, to deny any thing how neceflary ibcver for the Pre- 

'* fervation of the Kingdom, much lefs a Licence to evil Coun- 

*' fellors, to advife any thing, th9ugh never fo deftruaive to 

•*his Majefly and his People. 

**B Y the Meflage of the twentieth of January, his Majefty 
*'had propunded to both Houfes of Parliament, that they 
"would, with all fpeed, fall into a lerious Confidcraiion of 
**all thofe particulars which they thought neceflary, as well 
^* for the upholding and maintaining of his Majefty 'b Juft, and 
" Regal Authority, and for the fettling his Revenue, as for 
**the prefent and future cftablifhing their Privileges; the 
"free and quiet enjoying their Eftates ; the Liberties of their 
**Perfons; the Security of the true Religion, profclild in the 
'* Church o( England', andUie fettling of Ceremonies, in fuch 
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^'a manner^ as might take away all juft Offence^ and digeft ic 
"into one entire Body. 

** T o that point ot upholding, and maintaining his Royal 
" Authority, They faid, nothing had been done to the pre- 
" judice otit, that (hould require any new Provifion: to the 
** other of fettling the Revenue, the Parliament had no way 
"abridged, or difordercd his juft Revenue j but it was true, 
" that much wafte, and ConfuSon of his Majefty's Eftate, had 
"been made by thofe evil and unfaithful Miniftersu whom 
"he had imploy'd in the managing ofitj whereby his own 
"ordinary Expences would have been difappointed, and the 
*' Safety of the Kingdom more endangered, if the Parliament 
" had not, in fome meafure, provided for his HouHiold, and 
"for fome of the Forts, more than they were bound to do; 
"and they were ftill willing to fertle fuch aRevenue upon his 
"Majefty, as might make him live Royally, Plentifully, and 
** Safely J but they could not, in Wifdom, and Fidelity to the 
*' Common-wealth, do that, till he ftiould choofe fuch Coun- 
*'fellors, and Officers, as might order and di(po(e it to the 
"Publick Good, and not apply it to the Ruine, and Deftru- 
"ftion of his People, as heretofore it had been. Bat that, 
"and the otiicr matters concerning themfelves, being works 
"of great Importance, and full of Intricacy, would require 
"fo long a time of Deliberation, that the Kingdom might 
" be ruin'd before they could effeft them : Therefore they 
" thought it neceffary, firft to be Suitors to his Majefty, fb to 
"order the Militia, that, the Kingdom being fecured, they 
" might, with more eafe and fafety, apply themfelves to de- 
"bate of thatMeffage, wherein mey had been interrupted, 
" by his Majefty's denial of the Ordinance concerning the 
" fame ; becaufc it would have been in vain for them to La- 
"bour in other things, and in the mean time, to leave them* 
" (elves naked to the Malice of fo many Enemies, both at 
** Home and Abroad; yet they had not been altogether negli- 
" gent of thofe things, which his Majefty had been pleaied to 
^' propound in that Mcflage: They had agreed upon a Book 
*' of Rates in a larger proportion, than had been granted to 
**any of his Majefty's Preaeceflbrs, which was a Confidcrable 
" fupport of his Majefty's Publick Charge; and had likewile 
** prepared divers Propofitions, and Bills, for Prefervation of 
^^ their Religion and Liberties, which they intended fhortly 
*' to prefcnt to his Majefty; and to do whatfbever was fit for 
**thcm, to make up that unpleafant breach between hisMa* 
"jefty and the Parliament. 

"Whereas divers exceptions had been taken conccm- 
"ing the Militia; Firlt, that his Majefty never denied the 
«' Thing,but accepted the Perfons (except for Corporations,) 
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•* only that he denied the Way ; to which they Anj[wer*d, 

" Tliat that Exception took off London, and all other great 

**Xowns and Cities, which make a great part of thcKing- 

**dom ; and for the Way of Ordinance, it is ancient, more 

*^ {peedy, more eafily alterable, and in all theie, and other 

•* refpe&s, more proper, and more applicable to the prelent 

^ occafion, than a Bill ; which his Majefty called the good 

•* Old Way of impofing upon the Subjeds : it ftiould {eem> 

•* that neither his Majefty 's Royal Predeceflbrs, nor their An- 

** ceftors, had heretofore been of that opinion ; 37 Edw. III. 

•* they faid, they found this Record, The Chancellor made 

" Declaration of the Challenge of the Parliament; the King 

**dcfires to know the Griefs of his Subjeds, and to redreu 

•* Bnormities. The laft day of the Parliament, the King de» 

•• manded of the whole Eftates, whether they would have iucb 

•* things as they agreed on, by way of Ordinance or Statute? 

** who Anfwer'd by wav of Ordinance, for that they might 

*' amend the fame at tneir pleafure ; and fo it was. 

**B u T his Majefty objeded further, that there was fome- 
"what in the Preface, to which he could not cohfent with 
*' ]uftice to his Honour and Innocence; and that thereby he 
** was Excluded from any power in the difpoCng of it. Thefe 
** Objedions, they faid, might feem fomcwhat, but indeed 
^^ would appear nothing, when it ftiould be coniider'd, that 
'^ nothing in the Preamble laid any charge upon his Majefty, 
**or in the body of the Ordinance, that excludes his Royal 
** Authority in the difpofing, or execution oLit: But only it 
" was provided, that it ftiould be fignify'd by both Houfes 
"of Parliament, as that Channel, through which it would be 
*'beft derived, and moft certainly to thofe ends for which it 
"was intended; and let all the World judge whether they 
"had not reafbn to infift upon it, that the ftrength of the 
" Kingdom ftiould rather be order'd according to the Advice, 
"or Diredion of the great Council of the Lard, intrufted by 
"the King, and by the Kingdom, than that the fafety of the 
"King, Parliament, and Kingdom, ftiould be left at the de- 
" votion of a few unknown Counfellors, many of them not in- 
" truftcd at all by the King in any pubUck way, nor at all Con- 
"fided in by the Kingdom. 

"The Y wifticd the Danger were not Imminent, or not 
"ftill continuing, but could not conceive, that the long time 
"fpent in that Debate was evidence fufiicient, that there was 
" no fuch neccflity or danger, but a Bill might eafily have 
" been prepared ; for, when many caufcs do concur to the 
** danger of a State, the interruption of any one might hinder 
"the execution of the reft, and yet the defign be ftill kept 
"on foot, for better opportunities. Who knew, whether the 
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'*ill fuccefs of the Rebels in luUni had not hinder'd the In- 
*' furredion of the Papifts here ? Whether the prefervation 
"of the fix Menabers of the Parliament, falfely accufed, had 
"not prevented that Plot of the breaking the neck of this 
"Parliament, of which they were inform'd from ftdnu^ not 
**long before they were accufed; Yet fince hisMajefty had 
" been plcafed to exprefs his plcafiire rather for a Bill, than 
**an Ordinance, ana that he fent in one for that purpofe, 
**they readily entertain'd it; and, with fome fmall and ne- 
" ccflary alterations, fpeedily pailed the fame. But contrary to 
"the cuftom of Parliament, and their cxpeftation, grounded 
" upon his Majefty's own Invitation of them to that way, and 
"other reafons raanifeftcd in their Declaration concerning 
"the Militia of the fifth of MiijF, inftead of the Royal Affcnt, 
"they met with an abfolute Refufal. 

"For their Votes of the fifteenth and fixteenth o£Marcb^ 
"they faid, if the Matter of thofe Votes were according to 
" Law, they hoped his Majefty would allow the SubjeAs to 
"be bound by them, becaufe he had faid, he would make 
"the Law the Rule of his Power; and if the Queftion were, 
*' whether that were Law, which the Lords and Commons, 
** had once declar'd to be fb. Who fhould be the judge ? Not 
*' his Majefty ; for the King judgeth not of Matters of Law, 
" but by his Courts ; and his Courts, though fitting by his 
•'Authority, expeAed not his AfTent in Matters of Law: nor 
*'any other Courts ; for they could not judge in that cafe, 
*' becaufe they#jvere Inferiour, no Appeal lying to them from 
" Parliament, the judgment whereof is, in the eye of the Law, 
** the King's judgment in his higheft Court, though the King 
"in his Perfon be neither prefent, nor afTenting thereunto. 

*' The Votes at which bis Majeftj took^excepticn were thefe: 

1. " T H AT the King's Abfence fo far remote from his Par- 
" liament, was not only an Obftruftion, but might prove a 
"Deftrudion to the Affairs o( Ireland. 

2. "That when the Lords and Commons (hall declare 
*• what the Law of the Land is, to have this not only que- 
"flion'd and controverted, but contradided, and a Command 
"that it fhould Not be obeyed, was a high Breach of the Pri- 
"vilege of Parliament. 

J. "That thofe Perfons, who advifed his Majefly to ab- 
•' fent himfelf from the Parliament, are Enemies to the Peace 
" of the Kingdom, and juftly may be fufpeded to be favourers 
"of the Rebellion in Ireland. 

"That the Kingdom had been of late, and ftill was, in 
^ fo Immiilent danger^ both from Enemies abroad, and from 
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*- a Popi/h and Difcontented Party at home, that there was 
*'an urgent, and inevitable neceflSty of putting liis Majefty*s 
** SubjeAs into a pofture of Defence, for the lafeguard both 
** of his Majefty and his People. 

**That the Lords and Commons, fully apprehending 
"this Danger, and being fenfible of their own Duty, to pro- 
'* vide a fuitable Prevention, had in fcveral Petitions, addrefled 
** themfelves to his Majefty for the ordering, and difpofing 
/*the Militia of the Kingdom in fu^h a way, as was agreed 
'* upon, by the wifdpm of both Houfes, to be moft efFedual, 
** and proper for the prefent Exigence of the Kingdom, yet 
'* coula not obtain it ; but his Majefty did, feveral times, re- 
** fufe to give his Koyal Affent thereunto. 

"That, in this Cafe of extreme Danger and his Ma- 
*Mefty's Re&fal, the Ordinance of Parliament, agreed upon 
"by both Houfes, for the Militia, doth oblige the People, 
"and ought to be obeyed, by the Fundamental Laws of this 
** Kingdom. 

"By all which, they faid, it did appear, that there had 
"been no colour of that Tax, that they went about to in- 
"troduce a new Law, much lefs to exercife an Arbitrary 
"power, but indeed to prevent it: for this Law was as old 
*'as the Kingdom ; that the Kingdom muft not be without a 
** means to preferve it felf ; which that it might be done with- 
" out confufion, this Nation had intrufted certain Hands with 
'* Power to provide, in an orderly and regular way, for the 
**Good and Safety of the Whole; which Power, by theCon- 
" ftitution of the Kingdom, was in his Majefty, and in his 
" Parliament together : yet fince the Prince, being but one 
"Perfon, is more fubjed to accidents of Nature and Chance, 
"whereby the Common-wealth may be deprived of the Fruit 
"of that Truft, which was, in part, repofed in him; in cafes 
*'of fuch Neceflity, that the Kingdom may not be inforced 
"prefently to return to it's firft Principles, and every man 
"left to do what is right in his own Eyes, without either 
"Guide or Rule; the Wifdom of this State hath intrufted 
" the Houfes of Parliament with a Power to fupply, what 
^^ ftiould be wanting on the part of the Prince, as is evident 
" by the conftant Cuftom, and Pradice thereof, in cafes of 
" Nonage, natural Difability, and Captivity ; and the like 
"reafon doth, and muft hold for the exercife of the fame 
** Power in fuch cafes, where the Royal Truft cannot be, or 
" is not difcharged, and that the Kingdom runs an Evident, 
"and Imminent Danger thereby ; which Danger having been 
" declared by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, there 
^' needs uQt the Authority of any Perfon or Court to affirm. 
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** nor is it in the power of any Pcrfon or Court to revoke that 
'* Judgment. 

"They iaid, they knew, the King had ways enough, in 
*' his ordinary Courts of Juftice, to puni/h fuch ieditious Pam- 
*^ phlets and Sermons, as were any wavs prejudicial to his 
** Rights, Honour, and Authority j and it any of them had 
•^ been fo infolently violated and vilify 'd, his Majefty's own 
** Council and OiEcers had been to blame, and not die Parlia- 
**ment: They never had reftrain'd any proceedings of that 
** kind in other Courts, nor refufed any tit complaint to Them . 
** The Proteftation protefted, had been referr'd by the Com- 
*'mons Houfe to a Committee, and, the Author being not 
*' produced, the Printer committed to Prifon, and the Book 
" Voted by that Committee to be burn'd ; but S' Edward 
*^Deenngi who was to make that Report of the Votes of that 
** Committee, neglefted to make it. The, Apprentices Pro- 
^' reflation was never complained of; but the other feditious 
"Pamphlet, TojourTents^ O Ifiael, was once queftion'd, and 
** the tuU profecution of it was not interrupted by any fault 
*^ of either Houfe, whofe forwardnefs to do his Majefty all 
^* right therein might plainly appear, in that a Committee of 
'' Lords and Commons was purpofely appointed, to take fuch 
** Informations as the King's Council mould prefent concern- 
**ing feditious Words, Pradices or Tumults, Pamphlets or 
*' Sermons, tending to the derogation of his Majefty's Rights 
** or Prerogative, and his Council had been enjoyn d by that 
** Committee , to enquire and prefent them ; who feveral 
*' times met thereupon and received this Anfwer andDecIa- 
"ration from the King's Council, that they knew of no fuch 
" thing as yet. 

"They faid, if his Majefty had ufed the Service of fuch 
^'a One in penning that Anfwer, who underftood the Laws 
"and Government of this Kingdom, he would not have 
^' tliought it Legally in his power to deny his Parliament 
"a Guard, when they ftood in need of it ; fince every ordi- 
"nary Court hath it: neither would his Majefty, if he had 
"been well informed of the Laws, Jiave refufed liich a Guard 
"as they defircd, it being in the power of Inferiour Courts 
'^ to command their own Guard ; neither would he have im- 
" pofed upon them fuch a Guard, under a Commander which 
** they could not have Confided in ; which is clearly againft 
"the Privileges of Parliament, and of which they found very 
** dangerous efFeds ; and therefore defircd to have it difchar- 
*'ged; But fuch a Guard, and fo Commanded, as the Houfes 
*• of Parliament dcfired, they could never obtain of hisMaje- 
*' fty J and the placing a Guard about them, contrary to their 
"dcfire^ was not to grant a Guard to them^ but in c&& to 
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**(et one Upon them: all which confider'd, they believ'd, in 
** the judgment of any Indifferent Perfons, it would not be 
** thought ftrangc, if there were a more than ordinary reibrt 
•'of People to Wefiminflety of fuch as came willingly, of their 
•' own accord, to be Witnefles, and Helpers of the (afety of 
** Them, whom all his Majefty's good Subjeds are bound to 
** defend from Violence, and Danger; or that fuch aCon- 
*'courfe as that (ihey carrying themfelves quietly and peace- 
*'ably, as they did) ought in his Majefty's apprehenfion, or 
•' could, in the interpretation of the Law, be held Tumul- 
*' tuary and Seditious. 

" T H B y faid, when his Majefty, in that Queftion of Vio- 
•Mation of the Laws, had exprefled the obfervation of them 
*' indefinitely, without any limitation of Time, although they 
^' never faid, or thought any thing, that might look like a 
** Reproach to his Majefty, yet they had reafon to rcmem- 
** bcr that it had been otherwife, left they fhould ieem to de- 
**fert their former Complaints, and Proceedings thereupon, 
^' as his Majefty did feem but little to like or approve them ; 
"for though he did acknowledge here that great mifchief, 
*' that grew by that Arbitrary Power then complain'd of; yet 
^'fiich were continually preferred and countenanced, as were 
*' Friends, or Favourers, or Related to the chief Authors and 
•* Adors of that Arbitrary Power, and, of thofe falfe colours, 
"and fuggeftions of Imminent danger and neceflity, whereby 
"they did make it plaufible unto his Majefty: and, on the 
''other fide, fuch as did appear againft them were daily dif^ 
"countenanced, and difgraced: which whilft it fhould oe fb, 
"thev had no reafon to believe the difeafe to be yet killed, 
*'ana dead at Root, and therefore no Reafon to bury it in 
"Oblivion; and, whilft they beheld the Spawns ot thofe 
"mifcliievous Principles cherifhed, and fofter'd in that new 
"generation of Counfeliors, Friends and Abettors of the for- 
" mer, or at leaft G>ncurring with them in their Malignancy 
"againft the proceeding of this Parliament, they could not 
" think themlelves fecure from the like, or a worie danger. 

" T H B V obferv'd, the Penner of his Majefty's Anfwer bc- 
" ftowed here an admonition upon the Parliament, bidding 
" them take heed They fell not upon the &me errour, upon 
"the fame fuggeftions; but, they faid, he might well have 
"fpared that, till he could have (hewed wherein they had 
"exercifed any power, otherwife than by the Rule of the 
" Law ; or could have found a more Authentick, or a Higher 
"Judge in matters of Law, than the high Court of Parlia- 
"ment. 

"It was dcdar'd in his Majefty's Name, that he refolv'd 
1 " to keep the Rule Himfelf , and., to his power, to require 
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**thc fame of all others. They faid, thejr muft needs ac- 
** knowledge, that fuch a refolution was like to bring much 
*'happinefs, and bleffing to his Majefty, and all his King- 
"doms; yet, with humility, they muft confefs, they had not 
** the Fruit of it in that Cafe of the Lord Kimbptt^n, and the 
** other five Members, accufed contrary to Law, both Com- 
**mon and the Statute Law ; and yet remained unfatisfy'd: 
''Which Cafe had been remember'd in their Declaration, 
''as a ftrange and unheard of Violation of their Laws : Bat 
"the Penner of that Anfiver thought fit to pafi it over, 
'* hoping that many would read his Majefty 's Anfwer, which 
"had been fo carefully difperfed, who would not read their 
"Declaration. 

"Whereas, after their ample thanks, and acknowledge 
"mcnt of his Majcfty*s £ivour in pafSng manv good Bills, 
"they had faid, that truth and neceflity inforcea them to add 
"this, that in, or about the time of paiEng tliofe Bilk, fbme 
"Defign or other had been on foot, which, if it had taken 
" effeft, would not only have deprived them of the Fruit of 
" thofc Bills, but would have reduced them to a worfe con- 
"dition of confufion, than that wherein the Parliament found 
"them: it was now told them, that the King muft be moft 
"fenfible of what they had caft upon him, for the requital of 
" thofe good BiUs; whereas, out of their ufiial tendemefs of 
"his Majefty's honour, they did not mention Him at all; 
'^but fo injurious, they (aid, were thofe wicked CounfeUprs 
"to the Name, and Honour of their Matter and Soveraign, 
"that as much as they could, they laid their own Infamy and 
"Guilt upon his Shoulders. 

"Here, they obferved, God alfb was called to wimefs 
"his Majeftv's upright intentions at the pafHng of thofe 
*'Laws; which, they feid, they would not queftion, neither 
*'^did they give any occafion for fuch a folemn Aifeveration, 
"as that was ; the Devil was likewife defied to prove there 
"was any Defign, with his Majefty's knowledge or privity. 
" That might well have been fpared ; for they fpake no- 
" thing of his Majefty : but fince they were fo far taxed, as 
^'to have it affirmed, that they had laid a falfe, and notorious 
" Impuution upon his Majefty, they thought it ncceflary, 
"forxhe juft defence of their own Innocency, to caufethe 
"Oaths and Examinations, which had been taken, concem- 
"ing the Defign, to be publiHied in a full Narration, for fa- 
"tisfaftion of all his Majefty's Subjeds; out of which they 
"would now oilFer fome few Particulars, by which the world 
" might judge, whether they could proceed with more tender* 
"nefs towards his Majefty, than they had done. M' Gmi^ 
*'confefled, that the King firft asked hin?, whether he were 
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^engaged in any Cabal concerning the Army? and command- 
^*ed him to joyn with M' fietcjy and M' jermyn, and fbme 
** others whom they (hould find at M' Fiercfs Chamber; 
•* where they took the Oath of Secrecy, and then debated of 
•*a defign propofed by M^^ermjn, to fecure the Tower, and 
*'to confider of bringing up the Army to London : and Cap- 
**tain Leg confefled, he had received the draught of a Per 
**tition, in the King's prefcnce; and his Majelty acknow* 
**ledgeth, it was from his own hand : and whofbever reads 
"the Sum of that Petition, as it was proved by the TelHmony 
^* of S' ^acob Ajblejy S' John Conyers, and Captain Leg^ will 
**eafily perceive fomc Points in it, apt to beget in them fome 
*'Difcontents againft the Parliament. And could any Man 
** believe there was no Defign in the Accufation of the Lord 
^Kimbotton, and the reft, in which his Majefty doth avow 
*' himfelf to be both a Commander, and an Aftor ? Thefe 
'^things being fo, it would eafily appear to be as much a* 
'Againft the Rules of Prudence, that the Penner of that An- 
**iwer ftiould entangle hisMajedy in that unneceflary Apo- 
*'logy, as it was againft the Rules of Juftice, that any Repa- 
*' ration from them (hould be either yielded or dcmandea. 

*'It wasprofeffcd in his Ma jetty's Name, that he is truly 
''fcnfible of the Burthens of his People j which made them 
'' hope that he would take that courie, which would be moft 
''eflfcdual to eafe them of thofe burdens, that was, to joyn 
"with his Parliament in preferving the Peace of the King- 
**dom, which, by his Abfence from them, had been much 
"endangered J and which, by hindering the voluntary Ad- 
** ventures for the recovery otlreUnd, and di£ibling the Sub- 
" jeds to difcharge the great Tax impofed on them, was like 
" to make the War much more heavy to the Kingdom, And 
"for his Majefty *s wants, the Parliament had been no caufe 
"of them; They had not diminifhed his juft Revenue, but 
"had much eafed his Publick Charge, and fomewhat his 
•'Private ; that they fhould be ready in a Parliamentary way, 
"to fettle his Revenue in fuch an Honourable proportion, as 
** might be anfwerable to both, when he fhould put himfelf 
" into fuch a pofture of Government, that his Subjeds might 
•*be fecure to enjoy his juft Protedion for their Religion, 
"Laws, and Liberties. 

"They faid, they never refufed his Majefty 's gracious 
** Offer, of a free and general Pardon, only they faid, it could 
"be no Security to their prefent Fears and Jealoufies : and 
"they gave a Reafon for it; that thpfe Fears did not arife 
"out of any Guilt of their own Adions, but out of the evil 
"Defigns and Attempts of others ; and they left the World to 
^^judge, whether They therein had deferved fo heavy a Tax 
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"and Exclamation ? (That it was a ftrange World, when 
^'Princes profer'd Favours were counted Reproaches: fiich 
*'were the words of his Majefty's Anfwer) who did efteem 
*'that Offer as an Aft of Princely Grace and Bounty, which, 
"fincc the Parliament begun, they had humbly defired they 
''might obtain, and did lUU hold it very neceffary, and ad- 
"vantageous for the generality of the Subjed, upon whom 
"the Taxes and Subfidies lie heavieft : but, they faid, they 
** faw, upon every Occafion, how unhappy they were in his 
**Majefty's mifapprehenfions of their Words, and Adions. 

"They faid, they were fully of the King's mind, as it 
" was there declared, that he might reft fo fecure of the AfFe- 
'^dions of his Subjeds, that he (hould not iland in need of 
" Forreign Force to preferve him fromOppreflion ; and were 
"confident, that he fliould never want an abundant evidence 
^* of the good Wi/hes, and Afliftance of his whole Kingdom ; 
" efpecialJy if he would be pleafed to hold to that gracious 
"Re(oIution of building upon that fiire Foundation, tlie Law 
"of the Land; but why his Majeily fliould take it ill, that 
" they, having received Informations fo deeply concerning 
" the fafety of the Kingdom, fliould think them fit to be con- 
•* fider'd of, they could not conceive ; for although the Name 
•*of the Perfon was unknown, yet that which was more Sub- 
"ftantial to the probability of the report was known, that is, 
"that he was fervant to the Lord Dighj ; who, in his pre- 
"i'umptuous Letter to the Queen's Majcfty, and other Let- 
"ters to S' Lewis Dives, had intimated fome wicked Propo- 
^'fition, fuitable to that Information ; but that this fliould 
"require Reparation, they held it as far from Juftice, as it 
^' was from Truth that they had mixed any Malice with thofe 
"Rumours, thereby to feed the Fears and Jealoufies of the 
"People. 

"It wasafErmed, that his Majefty was driven From them, 
"but not By them j yet perchance, they faid, hereafter, if 
" there fliould be opportunity of gaining more credit, there 
"would not be wanting who fliould fuggeft unto his Majefty, 
^•that it was done By them : and if his Majefty were driven 
"from them, they hoped it was not by his own Fears, but 
"by the Fears of the Lord Digbj, and his Retinue of Cava- 
** liers ; and thofe no Fears of any Tumultuary violence, but 
*'of their Juft punifliment for their manifold infolence, and 
'intended violence againft the Parliament : And this was ex- 
" preflTed bv the Lord Dlgby himfelf, when he told thofe Ca- 
** valiers, tnat the principal caufe of his Majefty 's going out 
"of Town, was to fave Them from being trampled in the 
" Dirt : but of his Majelty*s Perfon, there was no caufe ofFear; 
"in the greateft heat of the People's Indignation, after the 
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'* AccuCition, and hisMajefty's violent coming to the Houfe, 
"there was no /hew of any evil intention againft his Regal 
*^Perfon; of which there could be no better Evidence than 
**this, that he came the next day without a Guard into the 
*^City, where he heard nothing but Prayers and Petitions, no 
** Threatnings, or irreverent Speeches, that might give him 
"any juftoccafions of Fear, that they had heard of, or that 
** his Majefty expreflcd j for he ftay'd near a week after at 
*' Wbite-HaU, in a fecure and peaceable Condition ; whereby 
" they were induced to believe, that there was no difficultvr, 
** or doubt at all, but his Majeftv's rcfidence near London mignt 
** be as (afe, as in any part of the Kingdom. They faid, they 
**were moft aflurcd or the faithfulnefs of the City, and Sub- 
"urbsj and for themfelves, they fhoold quicken the Vigour 
**of the Laws, and Induftry of the Magiftrate, the Authority 
"of Parliament, for the mppreffing of all Tumultuary Inlb- 
"Icncy whatfoever, and for the vindicating of his Honour 
"from all infupportable and infolent Scandals, if any fuch 
" fhall be found to be raifed upon him, as were mentioned in 
" that Anfwer : and therefore they thought it altogether un- 
^'ncceflary, and exceeding inconvenient, to Adjourn the Par- 
'^liament to any other place. 

*' W H E R E the defire of a good underftanding betwixt the 
*' King and Parliament, was on both fides (b earned, as was 
" there profeflTed by his Majefty to be in Him, and they had 
" fufEciently teftify'd to be in Themfelves, it fcem'd ftrange 
"they (hould be, they (aid, fo long afundcr j it could be no- 
" thing elfe but evil and malicious Counfel in mifreprefenting 
** their Carriage to his Majefty, and in difpofing nis Favour 
" to them. And as it ftiould be far from them to take any 
"advantage of his Majefty 's fuppofed ftreights, as to defire, 
"much leis compel him to that, whict his Honour or In- 
"tcreft might render unpleafant, or grievous to him j fb, 
"they hoped, his Majefty would noc make his own Un- 
"dcrftanding or Reafon the Rule of his Government ; but 
"would fuflfer himfclf to be affifted with a Wife and Pru- 
"dent Council, that might deal faithfully betwixt Him and 
" his People : and that he would remember, that his Refo- 
"lutions did concern Kingdoms; and therefore ought not 
** to be moulded by his own, much lefs by any Private Per- 
*'fons, which was not alike proportionable to fo great a 
^'Truft : And therefore they ttill defired and hoped, that his 
" Majefty would not be guided by his own Underftanding, 
"or think thofe Courfes, Streights and Neceflities, to which 
" he fliould be adviied by the Wildom of both Houfcs of 
" Parliament, which arc the Eyes in the Politick Body, whcre- 
^* by his Majefty was by the Conftitution of the Kingdom, 
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"to difccrn the difference of thofe things, which concern 
*' I he Publick Peace and Safety thereof. 

"They faid, they had given hisMajefty no caufe to fay, 
"that they did mainly Value the diicharge of his Publick 
"Ducy^ whatfoever Afts of Grace or Juftice had been done, 
"they proceeded from his Majefty by the Advice and Coun- 
"fel ot his Parliament, yet they had and fhould always An- 
" fwcr them with conftant Gratitude, and Obedience, and 
" Affeftion^ and although many thin«i;s iiad been done, fince 
"this Parliament, of another nature, yet they ftiould not 
"ceafe to defire the continued Proteftion of Almighty God 
*' upon his Majefty, and moft humbly Petition him lo caft 
"from him all thofe evil, and contrary Counfcls, which had, 
**in many particulars formerly mcntion'd, much detraded 
" from the Honour of his Government, the Happinefs of his 
"own Eftate, and Profperity of his People. 

"And having paflTed fo many Dangers from abroad, £o 
" many Confpiracies at Home, and brought on the Publick 
" Work fo far, through the greateft Difficulties that ever ftood 
"in oppofition to a Parliament, to/uch a degree of faccefs, 
*'that nothing fccm'd to be left in the way able to hinder 
"the full Accomplishment of their defires, and Endeavours 
"for the Publick Good, unlefs God in his Juftice did fend 
"a grievous Curfe upon them, as to turn the ftrength of the 
^' Kingdom againft it felf, and to effcA that by their own 
*' Folly and Credulity, which the Power and Subtilty of their 
"Enemies could not attain; that was, to divide the People 
" from the Parliament, and to make them ferviceable to the 
"Ends, and Aims of thofe who would deftroy them: There* 
"fore thev dcfircd the Kingdom to take notice of that laft 
** moft defperate, and mifchievous Plot of the Malignant Party,, 
"that was adted and profecuted in many parts of the King- 
^Mom, under plaufiblc notions of ftirring them up to a care 
"ofpreferving the King's Prerogative; maintaining the Dif- 
^'cipline of tlie Church; upholding and continuing the Re- 
'* verence and Solemnity ot God's Service; and encouraging 
*' of Learning : And, upon thofe grounds, divers mutinous 
*' Petitions had been framed in London, Kent, and other Coun-r 
''ties; and fundry of his Majefty 's Subjeds, had been foUir 
*' cited to declare thcmfelvcs for the King againft the Par- 
^'liament; and many falie and foul Afperfions had been caft 
"upon their Proceedings, as if they had been not only negli? 
**gent, but averfe in thofe Points; whereas they defired no- 
" thing more, than to maintain the purity and power of Re- 
" ligion, and to honour the King in all his juft Prerogatives; 
"and for encouragement and advancement of Piety and 
" Learning, they had very earneftly endeavour'd,and ftill did, 
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'*to the utmoft of their Power, that all Parifhes might have 
** Learned, Pious, and Sufficient Preachers, and all fuch 
** Preachers, competent Livings, 

''Many other Bills and Propofitions, they faid, were in 
" preparation, for the King's Profit and Honour, the People's 
''Safety and Profperity ; in the proceedings whereof, they 
" were much hinder'd by his Majefty's Abfence from the Par- 
" liament y which was altogether contrary to the ufe of his 
" Predeceflbrs,and the Privilege of Parliament, whereby their 
" tiaie was confumed by a multitude of unnecedary Meflages, 
" and tlieir Innocency wounded by cauflefs and /harp In- 
" vedives ; yet they doubted not but they /hould overcome 
" all this at laft, if the People fufFer not themfelves to be de* 
"laded with falie and fpecious (hews, and £o drawn to be- 
" tray Them to their own undoing, who had ever been wil- 
'* ling to hazard the undoing of themfelves, that they mi^ht 
" not be betrayed, by their negled of the Truft repoied in 
"them: But it it were not poilible they /hould prevail hcre- 
"in, yet they would not fail, through God's Grace, ftill to 
** perfill in their Duties, and to look beyond their own Lives, 
^'Eftates and Advantages, as thofe who think nothing worth 
"the enjoying without the Liberty, Peace, and Safety of the 
" Kingdom ; nor any thing too cood to be hazarded in dif^ 
"charge of their Confciences; tor the obtaining of it: And 
"/hould always repofe themfelves upon the Protedion of 
" Almighty God, which, they were confident, would never 
"be wanting to them (while thev fought His Glory) as they 
"had found it, hitherto, wondermlly going along with them, 
'* in all their Proceedings. 

With this Declaration they publifhed the Examinations 
of M' Goring, M' Piercfs Letter to the Earl of Northumber- 
land ^ which were the great Evidence they had of the Plot 
of bringing up the Army, to awe the Parliament; and /eve* 
ral other Letters andDepofitions,or rather fuch parts of De* 
pofitions, as contributed moft to their purpo/e. For the truth 
IS, as they never publi/hed, fo much as to the Houfes which 
were to Judge, many Depofitions of Witnefles, whofe Tefti* 
monies, in a manner, vindicated the King from thoie A/per- 
fions, which they had a mind /hould ftick upon him ffor many 
fuch there were) fb of thofe which they did publi/h, they 
left out many parts, which, being added, would either have 
ob/cured, or contradiAed, or difcredited much of that, out 
of which they made the People believe much to the King s 
diilervlce. And yet with all thofe ill Arts and Omi/Eons, I 
prefume many, who without pa/Eon do now read tho/e Dc- 
po(itions (for they are in all hands to be read) do much mar- 
vel how fuch condufions could refult to his Majefty's difad- 
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vantage, out of the worft part of all that Evidence; which 
could not, naturally, carry that fenfe to which it was wrcftcd. 
About this time (which I fhall mention before the other 
Declaration, becaufe it interven'd) there happen'd an Acci- 
dent, that gave them much troubIe,and the more,becaufc an- 
looked for, by the Lord Keeper's quitdng them and rcfoit- 
ing to Tifrk , by which the King got the poffeflion of his awn 
Great Seal ; wnich by all Parties was, at that time, thought 
a moft confiderable advantage. The King was very much 
unfatisfy'd with the Lord Keeper Littleton , who did nor ap- 
pear fb ufefiil for his Service as he ezpeded, and, from the 
time of the Accufing the Members, had loft all his Vigour, 
and inftead of making any oppoHtions to any of their extra- 
vagant Debates, he had hlently fufFer'd all things to be car- 
ried ; and not only declined the performing the Office the 
King had enjoyn'd him, with reference to the Earls ofEJfex 
and Holland ( before niention'd ) but very much complied 
with, and courted that Party of both Houfes, which frequently 
reforted to him ; and of late in a qucftion, which had been 

Eut in the Houfe of Peers, in the point of the Militia, he 
ad given his Vote both againft the King and the Law, to 
the infinite Offence and Scandal of all thofe who adhered to 
the King. 

H E was a Man of great Reputation in the profefiion of the 
Law ; for Learning, and all other Advantages, which attend 
the moft Eminent Men ; he was of a very good Extradion 
in Sbrop'Jblre, and inherited a &ir Fortune, and Inheritance 
from his Father; he was a handfome, and a proper Man, of 
a very graceful Prefence, and notorious for Courage, which, 
in his Youth, he had manifefted with his Sword; he had taken 
great nains in the hardeft, and moft knotty part of the Law, 
as well as that which was more cuftomary, and was not only 
very readv and expert in the Books, but exceedingly verfed 
in Records, in ftudying and examining whereof, he had kept 
M*^ SeUeu company, with whom he had great friendship, and 
who had mucn affifted him ; fo that he was looked upon 
the bett Antiquary of the Profeffion, who gave himfelf^up 
to Pradice ; ana, upon the meet ftrength of his own Abi- 
lities, he had raifed himfelf into the firil rank of the Pra- 
dicers in the Common Law Courts, and was chofen Recor- 
der of London before he was called to the Bench, and grew 
prefently into the higheft Pradice in all the other Courts, 
as well as tho/e of the Law. When the King looked more 
narrowly into his buiinefs, and found that he fhould have 
much to do in IVeftminfter-HaU, he removed an old, ufelefs, 
illiterate Perfbn, who had been put into that Office by the 
favour of the Duke of Buckingham, and made Littleton his 
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SoUicitor General, much to his Honour, but not to his Pro- 
fit; the obligation of Attendance upon tliat Office, depriving 
him of much benefit he ufed to acquire by his Pradice, be- 
fore he had that relation. Upon the death of my Lord O- 
ventrjy Ftncb being made Keeper, He was made Chief Jufticc 
of the Common Pleas, then the beft Office of the Law, and 
that which he was wont to fay, in his higheft Ambition, in 
his own private wifhes, he had mod defired; and it was in- 
deed the Sphere in which he moved moft gracefully, and 
with moft advantage, being a Mafter of all that Learning 
and Knowledge, which that Place required, and an excel- 
lent Judge, of great Gravity, and above all fufpicion of Cor- 
ruption. 

W H I L s T he held this Place, he was by the favour of the 
Arch-Bifhop oi Canterbury y and the Earl oi Strafford ^ who 
had a great efteem of him, recommended to the King to be 
called to the Council Table , where he kept up his good 
Name; and, upon the Lord Ftnch's leaving the Kingdom, in 
the beginning of the Parliament, he was thought, in many re- 
ipefts, to be the fitteft to be entrufted in that Office ; and, 
upon the defire of the Earl of Strafford after he was in the 
Tower, was Created a Baron, out ofexpedation that, by his 
Authority and Knowledge of the Law, he would have been 
of great ufe in reftraining thofe extraordinary, and unwar- 
rantable Proceedings; but, from the time he had the Great 
Seal, he feem'd to be out of his Element, and in fomc per- 
plexity and irrefolution in the Chancery it felf, though he 
had great experience in the pradice, and proceedings of that 
Court ; and made not that difpatch, that was expeftcd, at the 
Council Table ; and in the Parliament he did not preferve 
any dignity ; and appeared fo totally difpirited, that tew Men 
/hewed any refped to him, but they who moft oppofcd the 
King, who indeed did ^ceedingly apply themfelves to him, 
and were with equal kindnefs received by him. This won- 
derful alteration in him,his Friends believed to have proceed- 
ed from a great (icknefs, which had feifed upon him quickly 
after he was Created a Baron, infbmuch as every Man be- 
lieved he would die ; and by this means, he did not attend the 
Houfe in fome Months; and lb performed none of thofe Of- 
fices toward the Earl ofStraffordy the expedation whereof 
had been the fole Motive to tiiat Promotion : From that time 
he never did appear the fame Man ; but furc there were other 
Caufes for it, and he was pofleflcd with fome melancholy ap- 
prehenfions, which he could not Mafter, and had no Friend 
to whom he durft entirely communicate them. 

M' Hjify one of thofe who was moft trufted by the King 
in the Hoofe of Commons^ and had always a great refpect 
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for the Keeper, was as much troubled at his behaviour, as 
any Man ; and ufing frequently to go to him, went upon that 
occaiion ; and with great freedom and plainnefs, told him, 
^^How much he had loft the efteem of all Good Men, and 
*' that the King could not but be exceedingly diflatisfy'd with 
" him ; and dilcourfcd over the matter of that Vote, Though 
he did not know, that the King did at that time put fo great 
a fecret Truft in M^ Hjit^ yet he knew very well, that the 
King had a very good opinion of him, and had heard his Ma- 
jefty often, from the beginning of the Parliament, when the 
diicourie happened to be of the Lawyers of the Houfe, take 
an occaiion from thence to mention M*^ Hjie^ as a Man of 
whom he heard very well; which the Keeper had many 
times taken notice of to him: and then he knew the Fricnd- 
fliip that was between the Lord FdlkLmd and M' f^de, and 
had lieard the many Jealoufics which were contraded, upon 
the great communication he had with the two new Couniel* 
lors ; and ib no doubt believed, that he knew much of the 
King's mind. So that afToon as he had enter'd upon this dif- 
courfe, which he heard with all attention (they being by 
themfelves in his Study, at Exeter Houfe ) He rote from his 
Chair, and went to the Door; and finding (bme Perfbns in 
the next Room, he bad them to withdraw; and locking both 
the Door of that Room, and of his Study^ he kt down him- 
felf, and making W Hyde fit down too, he begun, "With 
'^ giving him many thanks for his Friendfliip to him^ which, 
*' he faid, he had ever efteem'd, and he coula not more mani- / 
*'feft the efteem he had of it and him, than by ufing that 
*' freedom again with him, which he meant to do. Then he 
^' lamented his own Condition; and that he had been preferred 
''from the Common Pleas, where he knew both the Bufinefs 
^'and the Peribns he had to deal with, to the other high Of- 
"fice he now held, which obliged him toconverfe and tranf- 
*'ad with another fort of Men, who were not known to him, 
^^and in Affairs, which he underftood not, and had not one 
''Friend among them, with whom he could confer upon any 
*' doubt, which occurred to him. 

He fpoke then of the unhappy ftateand condition of the 
King's bufinefs; how much he had been, and was ftill, be- 
trayed by Perfbns who were about him ; and with all pof&ble 
indignation againft the proceedings of the Parliament ; and 
(aid " They would never do this, if they were not refolvcd 
'' to do more : that he knew the King too well, and obferved 
''the Carriage of particular Men too much, and the whole 
" current of publickTranfadions thefe laft five or fix Months, 
'' not to forefee that it could not be lopg, before there would 
''be a War between the King and the two Houfes ; and of 
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*' the importance, in that Sea(bn, that the Great Seal Hiould 

** be witn the King. Then he fell into many expreffions of 

his Duty, and AfFedion to the King's Perfon, as well as to 

his high Degree ; and "That no Man fhoiild be more ready, 

•* ro peri/h with, and for his Majefty, than He would be ^ that 

** the profpcd he had of this ncceffity, had made him carry 

** liimfelf towards that Party with {o much complyancc, that 

** he might be gracious with them, at Icaft, that they might 

** have no diftruft of him \ which, he knew, many Iiad en- 

**deavoured to infufe into them; and that there had been 

** a confultation within few days, whether, in regard he might 

*' be fent for by the King, or that the Seal might be taken 

*^ from him, it would not be beft to appoint the Seal to be 

** kept in fome fuch fecure place, as that there might be no 

•* danger of loiing it; and tnat the Keeper /hould always re- 

**ceive it, for the execution of his Office; they having no 

** purpofe to difbblige him. And the knowledge he had of 

*' this confultation, and fear he had of the execution of it, 

** had been the reafbn, why in the late Debate upon the Mi- 

'* litia, he had given his Vote in fuch a manner, as he knew, 

*' would make very ill impreflions with the King, and many 

"others who did not know him very well; but that, if he 

** had not, in that Point, fubmitted to their opinion, the Seal 

" had been taken from him that Night ; whereas by this 

^' complyance in that Vote, which could only prejudice him- 

^' felf, and not the King, he had gotten fo much into their 

*^ Confidence, that he fhould be able to preferve the Seal in 

*^ his own hands, till the King required it ; and then he would 

" be as ready to attend his Majefty with it. 

M' H)ie was very well picaled with this difcourfe ; and 
asked him, "whether he would give him leave, when there 
*' (hould be a fit occafion, to affure the King, that he would 
*^ perform this Service, when the King fliould reauire it? He 
defired, " That he would do fo, and pafs his Word for the per-' 
^'formance of it^ affoon as his Majefty pleafed; and fo they 
''parted- 

It was within very few days after, that the King, ex- 
ceedingly difpleafcd and provoked with the Keeper's beha- 
viour, fent an Order to the Lord Falktand^ ** To require the 
" Seal from him ; in which the King was very pofitive, though 
he was not refolved to what hand to commit it. His Ma- 
jefty wifhed them ( for he always included the other Two 
in iuch references) to confider, "Whether he (hould give it 
"to the Lord Chief Jufticc Banks (againft whom he made 
fome objeAion himfelf) *'or into the hands of M^ Sclden ; 
^'and to fend their opinions to him. The Order was pofitive 
for requirinjf it from the prcfent QiEcer, but they knew not 
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who to advift for a Succeffor. The Lord Chief Tufticc BMhi 
appeared to be as much afraid^ as the other; andTnot thought 
equal to that Charge, in a time of fo much diforder; though 
otherwife he was a Man of great Abilities, and unbiemUh'd 
integrity : they did not doubt of M' Seldens AfFedion to the 
King, but withal they knew him fo well, that they concluded 
he would abfolutely refufe the place, if it were ofFer'd to 
him. He was in years, and ot a tender Conftitution j he 
had for many years enjoyed his cafe, which he loved j was 
Rich; and would not have made a Journey to Tork^^ or have 
Iain out of his own Bed^ for any Preferment; which be had 
never aflTefted. 

B E I N G all Three of one mind, that it would not be fit to 
offer it to the one or the other; hereupon M^I^ie told them 
the Conference he had with the Keeper, and tne profeffions 
he had made ; and was very confident, that he would vcrypun- 
dually perform it ; and therefore propofed, that *They might, 
"with their Opinions of the other Perfons^ likewise advife 
*' his Majefty to fufpend his Refolution concerning the Lord 
** Keeper, and rather to write kindly to him, to bring the 
"Seal to his Majefty, inftead of fending for the Seal it felf, 
"and catt him off; and offer'd to venture his own Credit with 
the King, that the Keeper would coniply with his Majefty s 
Commands. Neither of them were ofhis opinion; and had 
both no efteem of the Keeper, nor believed, that he would 
go to his Majefty, if he were fent for, but that he would find 
fbme trick toexcufe himfelf; and therefore were not wilhng, 
that M' Hyde fhould venture his Reputation upon it. He 
defired them theij "To confider how abfolutely necefiary it 
** was, that the King /hould firft refolvc into what hand to 
*^put the Seal, before he removed it; for that it could not 
"be unimploy'd one hour, but that the whole Juftice of the 
*' Kingdom would be put out of order, and draw a greater and 
" a jufter clamour, than had been yet : That there was as much 
** care to be taken, that it (houla not be in the power of any 
"Man to refuie it; which would be yet more prejudicial to 
" his Majefty. He defired them above all, to weigh weU, 
"that the bufinefs confifted only in having the Great Seal in 
^'the place where his Majefty refolved to be; and if the 
*' Keeper would keep his promife, and defired to fervc the 
*' King, it would be unaueftionably the beft way, that He 
" and the Seal were both there : if, on the other fide, he were 
" not an Honeft Man, and cared not for offending the King, 
" he would then refufe to deliver it ; and inform the Lords of 
" it : who would juftify him for his difobedience, and reward 
"and cheriflx him; and he muft then hereafter fcr\'c Their 
" turn ; the mifchief whereof would be greater, than could be 
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^* eafily imagined : and his Majefty's own Great Seal fliould 
*' be every dav ufed againft liim^ nor would it be poffible in 
** many Montns to procure a New one to be made. 

These Objedions appear'd of weight to them ; and they 
Refblv'd to give an account of the whole to the King> and to 
cxped Ills Order : and both the Lord Falkland, and WHydc, 
ivrit to his Majefty, and Tent their Letters away that very 
Night. The King was fatisiy'd with the Rcafons, and was 
very glad that M*^ Hyde was fo confident of the Keeper; 
though, he (aid, ^* He remained ftill in doubt; and Reiolv'd 
*' that he would, fuch a day of the Week following, fend for 
^' the Keeper and the Seal ; and that it fhould be, as had been 
advifed, upon a Saturday Afternoon, affoon as the Houfe of 
Lords fhould rife; becaufe then no notice could be taken of 
it till Monday. M' Hyde, who had continued to fee the Keeper 
frequently, and was confirmed in his confidence of his Inte- 
grity, went now to him ; and finding him firm to his Refo- 
lution, and of opinion, in regard of the high Proceedings of 
the Houfes, that it fhould not be long deferr'd; he told him, 
*' That he might exped a MefTcnger the next Week, and that 
^* he fhould once more fee him, when he would tell him the 
^'Day ; and that he would then go himfelf away before him 
^' to Tark, with which he was much pleafed, and it was agreed 
between the Three, that it was now time, that he fhould be 
gone (the King having fent for him fome time before) after 
a day or two ; in which time the Declaration of the nine- 
teenth oiMdy would be paiTed. 

On the Saturday following, between two or three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, M' Ell'tot, a Groom of the Bed- 
chamber to the Prince, came to the Keeper, and found him 
alone in the Room where he ufed to fit, and delivered him a 
Letter from the King in his own hand; wherein he required 
him, with many exprefEons of kindnefs and eileem, '^ To 
'^ make lufte to him ; and if his indifpofition (for he was often 
troubled with gravel and fharpnefs oi Urine) '^ would not fuf- 
*^ fer him to make fuch hafte upon the Journey, as the occafion 
*' required, that he fhould deliver the Seal to the Perfon who 
*' gave him the Letter ; who, being a ftrong voung Man, 
^' would make fuch hafte as was neceflary ; and tnat he might 
*^ make his own Journey, by thofe degrees which his Health 
*' required. The Keeper was fiirprifed with the Meflenger, 
whom he did not like ; and more when he found that he 
knew the contents of the Letter, which, he hoped, would not 
have been communicated to any Man, who fhould be fent: 
He Anfwer'd him with much refervation, and when the other 
with bluntnefs, as he was no polite Man, demanded the Seal 
of him, which he had not thought of putting out of his own 
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hands: he AnfWcr*d him, **Thac he would not deliver it 
**into any hands, but the King's; butprefently recollecting 
hioifelf, and looking over his Letter again, he quickly con- 
fider'd, that it would be hazardous to carry the Seal liimfelf 
fuch a Journey ; and that if by any purfuit of him, which be 
could not but fufpeft, he fhould be feifed upon, the King 
would be very unhappily dlfappointed of tiie Seal, which he 
had reafon fb much to depend upon; and that his misfortune 
would be wholly imputed to his own fault and infidelity 
(which without doubt he abhorr'd with his heart) and the 
only way to prevent that mifchief^ or to appear innocent un- 
der it, was to deliver the Seal to the Perion trufted by the 
King himfelf to receive it; and fb, without telling him any 
thing of his own purpo(e,he delivered the Seal into his hands; 
who forthwith put himfelf on his Horfe, and with wonderful 
expedition prelented the Great Seal into his Majcfty's own 
hands, who was infinitely pleafcd with it, and with the Mef- 
fenger. 

The Keeper, that Evening, pretended to be indifoofed, 
and that he would take his reft early, and tlierefore that no 
body Aiould be admitted to fpeak with him : and then he 
called Serjeant Let to him, who was the Serjeant who waited 
upon the Seal, and in whom he had great Confidence, as he 
well might; and told him freely, "That he was refolv'd, the 
*'next Morning, to go to the King, who had fent for him; 
"that he knew well, how much malice he fhould contraA 
"by it from the Parliament, which would ufe all the means 
*'they could to apprehend him ; and he himfelf knew not 
" how he fhould perform the Journey, therefore he out him- 
" felf entirely into his hands; that he fhould caufc his Horfes 
"to be ready againft the next Morning, and only his own 
"Groom to attend them, and he to guide the beft way, and 
*' that he would not impart it to any other Perfbn. The ho- 
neft Serjeant was very glad of the Refolution, and cheerfully 
undertook all things for the Journey ; and fb fending the 
Horfes out of the Town, the Keeper put himfelf in his Coach 
very early the neict Morning, and aftoon as they were out of 
the Town, He and the Serjeant, and one Groom, took their 
Horfes, and made fb great a Tourney that day, it being about 
the beginning of June, that before the end of the third day, 
he kifTed the King's hand at Tork, 

H fi had purpofely procured the Houfe of Peers to be Ad- 
journed to a later hour, in the Morning for Mundajy than it 
ufed to be. Sundai pafled without any Man's taking notice 
of the Keeper's being abfent ; and many, who knew that he 
was not at nis Houfe, thought he had been gone to Cranford, 
to his Country Houfe, whither he frequently went on Satur- 
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^^ nights, and was early enough at the Parliament on M0ifif4)r 
^dornings ; and fo the Lords the more willingly confented 
CO the later Adjournments for tliofe days. But on Monday 
^omingj when it was known when, ana in what manner he 
liad left his Hou(e, the confufion in both Houfes was very 
great; and they who had thought that their intereft was (o 
great in him, that they knew all his thoughts, and had va^ 
lued themfelves, and were valued by others, upon that ac- 
count, hung down their heads, and were even diitraded with 
fliame : However they could not but conclude, that he was 
out of their reach before the Lords met j yet to fhew their 
indignation againft him, and it may be in hope that his Infir- 
mities would detain him long in the Journev (as no body in- 
deed thought that he could have performea it, with that ex- 
pedition) they liTued out iuch a Warrant for the apprehending 
liim, as had oeen in the cafe of the fouleft Felon or Mur- 
derer; and Printed it, and cauied it to be difperied by Ex- 
prefles, over all the Kingdom with great liafte. All which 
circumilances both before, and after the Keeper's Journey to 
Tark^y are the more particularly, and at large fet down, out of 
juftice to the memory of that noble Perfon; whofe Honouc 
fufFer'd then much in the opinion of many, by the confident 
report of the Perfon, who was fent for, and receiv'd the Seal, 
and who was a loud and bold Talker, and defired to have it 
believed, that his Manhood had ravifhed the great Seal from, 
the Keeper, even in foight of his teeth ; which how impof^ 
fible foever in it felf, found too much credit ; and is theretbre 
cleared by this verv true and pundual Relation, which in 
truth is but due to nim/ 

B u T the Trouble and Diftradion, which at this timepof* 
feided them was vifibly very great ; and their deiedion mch, 
that the fame day the Earl of NartbumberUnd (wno had been 
of another temper) ipoved, **That a Committee might be ap- 
''pointed, to conhdef how there might be an Accommodation 
** between the King and his People, for the Good, Happi- 
*' ne(s, and Safety of both King and Kingdom; which Com- 
mittee was appointed accordingly. 

This temper of Accommodation troubled them not long, 
new Warmth and Vigour being quickly infuied into them 
by the unbroken, and undaunted Spirits of the Houfc of 
Commons; which, to fhew how little they valued the Power 
or Authority of the King, though fupporred by having now 
his Great Seal by him, on the 26^ of Mdy agreed on a new 
Remonftrance to the People ; in which, the Lords concur- 
ring, they informed them, ^^ ^^ 

''That although the great Affairs pf the Kingdom, andH*w»//r#. 
"the miferable bleeding Condition of the Kingdom of Ireland "^^^^ 

•* afforded x6^* ' 
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** afforded them little leifure, to fpend their time in Dccla- 
*' rations, and in Anfwers, and Replies, yet the Malignant 
^' Party about his Majefty taking all occafions to multiply 
^* Calumnies upon the Houfes of Parliament, and to pubuih 
*'(harp inve&ives, under his Majefty 's Name againft them, 
**and their proceedings (a new Engine they had invented to 
^'heighten the Diftradions of this Kingdom, and to beget, 
«*and increafe diftruft, and difaffedion between the King and 
" his Parliament, and the People) they could not be fo much 
** wanting to their own Innocency, or to the duty of their 
" Truft, as not to clear thcmfelves from thofe falfe afperfions, 
*' and (which was their chiefeft care) to difabufe the People's 
"minds, and open their Eyes, that, under the falfc fhews, 
*'and pretexts of the Law of the Land, and of their own 
*' Rights, and Liberties, they may not be carried into the 
"Road way, that leadeth to the utter Ruine, andSubverfion 
** thereof A late occafion tliat thofe wicked Spirits of divi- 
"fion had taken to defame, and indeed to arraign the pro- 
"ceedings of both Houfes of Parliament , had been n:om 
*' their Votes of the 28'^* o( April, and their Declaration con- 
"ceming the bufincfs of //«//, which becaufe they put forth, 
"before they could fend their Anfwcr concerning that matter 
"unto his Majefty, thofe Mifchievous Inftruments of diflen- 
"fion, between the King, and the Parliament, and the People, 
**whofe chief Labour, and Study, was to mifreprefent their 
" Aftions to his Majefty, and to the Kingdom, would needs 
** interpret this as an Appeal to the People, and a declining 
" of all intercourfe between his Majefty and them ; as if they 
" thought it to no purpofe, to endeavour any more, to give 
" his Majefty fatisfadion ; and, without expeding any longer 
•'their Anfwer, under the Name of a Meflage from his Ma- 
** jefty to both Houfes, they themfelves had indeed made an 
"Appeal to the People, as the Meflage it felf did in a man- 
"ner grant it to be, offering to joyn iffue with them in that 
"way, and in the nature thereof did clearly fliew it felf to 
*'be no other; Therefore They would likewife Addrefs their 
"Anlwer to the Kingdom, not by way of Appeal (as they 
"were charged) but to prevent them from being their own 
" Executioners, and from being perfwaded under felfc colours 
"of defending the Law, and their own Liberties, to deftroy 
**both with their own hands, bv taking their Lives, Liber- 
"ties, and Eftates out of Their hands, whom they had cho- 
. "Ifen, and entrufted therewith, and refigning them up unto 
** fomc evil Counfellors, about his Majefty, who could lay no 
" other foundation of their own greatnefs, but upon the Ruine 
*' of this, and, in It, of all Parliaments ; and in Them, of the 
" true Religion, and the Freedom of this Nation. And thefe, 
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** they &id, were the Men that would pcrfwade the People, 
'*that both Houfes of Parliament, containing all the Peers, 
**and reprefenting all the Commons of JEii^/4ii/{, would de- 
*' ftroy the Laws of the Land, and Liberties of the People j 
'* wherein, befides the Truft of the whole, they thcmfelves in 
** their own particulars, had fo great an Intereft of Honour, 
'* and Eftate, that they hoped it would gain little Credit 
^^ with any, that had the lealt u(e of Reafbn, that fuch, as rauft 
'^ have {6 great a fliare in the Mifcry, /hould take fo much 
*^ pains in the procuring thereof i and (pend fo much time, 
'^ and run fo many hazards to make themfelves Slaves, and to 
•*deftroy the property of their Eftates. But that they might 
'^ give particular latisfadion to the leveral Imputations caft 
'^ upon them, they would take them in order> as they were 
*^]aid upon them in that MelTage. 

"First they were charged for the avowing that Aft of 
**S' John Hotbam; which was term'd unparallel'd, and an 
'' high, and unheard of Affront unto his Majefty, and as if 
•* they needed not to have done it ^ he being able, as was al- 
** ledg'd to produce no fuch Command of the Houfes of Par- 
*^ I laments They faid, although S' ^obn Hotbam had not an 
*' Order, that did expreis every Circumftance of that Cafe,yec 
'* he might have produced an Order of both Houfes, which 
'^did comprehena this Cafe, not only in the clear Intention, 
** but in the very Words thereof; which they knowing in 
^' their Confciences to be fo, and to be moft neceflary for 
** the Safety of the Kingdom, they could not but in Honour 
'^and Juftice avow that Ad of His; which, they were con- 
*^ fident, would appear to all the World to be fo far from 
'^ being an Affront to the King, that it would be found to have 
*^been an Aft of great Loyalty to his Majefly, and to his 
"Kingdom. 

*'Th e next Charge upon them was, that inflead of giving 
''his Majefly fatisfaftion, they publi/hed a Declaration con- 
cerning that bu^nefs, as an Appeal to the People, and as if 
'* their intercourfe with his Majefly, and for his fatisfaftion, 
" were now to no more purpofe ; which courfe was alledg'd to 
** be very unagreeable to theModefty andDuty of former times, 
*' and not warrantable by any Precedents, but what Them- 
" fclvcs had made. They faid, if the Pcnner of that Meffage 
*'had expeftcd a while, or had not expefted that two Houfes 
"of Parliament (efpecially burthen'd as they were at that 
''time. With fo many prefling and urgent Affairs} fhould 
" have moved as faft as himfelf, he would not have laid, that 
"Declaration was inflead of an Anfwer to his Majefty ; which 
"they did difpatch with all the fpeed, and diligence they 
"could, and had fent it to his Majefty by a Committee of bota 
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" Houfes ; whereby It appear'd^ that they did it not upon that 
^'ground, that they thought it was no more to any porpoie, 
**to endeavour to give his Majefty fatts&ftion. 

" A N D as for the Duty and Modefty of former times, from 

•'which they are feid to have varied, and to want the War- 

**rant of any Precedents therein, but what Themfelves had 

•'made : ifthey had made any Precedents this Parliament, 

"they Jiad made them for Pofterity, upon the fame, or better 

•'grounds of Reafbn and Law, than thofe were upon, which 

" their PredeceflTors firft made for Them : and as fome Pre- 

" cedents ought not to be rules for them to follow, fo none 

" could be limits to bound their Proceedings; which might, 

" and muft vary, according to the different condition of Times. 

"And for that Particular, of iettbg forth Declarations for 

"the fatisfaAion of the People, who hadchofen, and cn- 

" trufted them with all that was deareft to them : If there 

"were no example for it, it was becaufe there were never 

" any Monflers before, that ever attempted to diiafFeA the 

" People from a Parliament, or could ever harbour a thought 

" that it might be effeded. Were there ever fiich pradices 

"to poifon the People with an ill apprehenfion of the Parlia- 

" ment ? W^ere there ever fuch imputations, and fcandals laid 

" upon the Proceedings of both Houies ? Were there ever fb 

" many, and fo great breaches of Privilege of Parliament? 

" Were there ever fb many, and fb defperate defigns of force 

" and violence againfl the Parliamenc,and the Members there- 

"of? If they had Done more than ever their Anceftors had 

"Done, they &id, they had Suffered more than ever They 

" had SufFer'd; and yet, in point of Modefly and Duty, they 

^' would not yield to the oeft of former times; and they 

^' would put tnat in ifTue, whether the higheft, and moft un- 

" warrantable Precedentsof anv of his Majefty's Prcdeceflbrs; 

*'did not fall fhort, and mucn below, what had been done 

" to them this Parliament ? And on the other fide, whether, 

"if they fhould make the higheft Precedents of other Parlia- 

"ments their Patterns, there would be caufe to complain of 

"want of modefly, and duty in Them; when they nad nor 

^' fo much as fuffered fiich thmgs to enter into their Thoughts, 

^' which all the world knew They put in Ad ? 

"Another Charge which was laid very high upon 
"tliem, and which were indeed a very great Crime ifthey 
" were found guilty thereof, was, that by avowing that Ad 
*'of S' John Hotbam, they did, in confequence, confound and 
"deftroy the title, and intereft of all his Majefty 's good Sub- 
"jeds to their Lands and Goods; and that, upon this ground; 
"that his Majeftv had the fame Title to his Town of //«ff, 
'f which any of his Subjeds had to th9ir Houfes or Lands, 
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'^ and the &me to his Magazine and Munition there^ that any 
"Man had to hiis Money, Plate, or Jewels: And dierefore, 
** that they ought not to have been difpofed of, without, or 
•* againft his Confent, no more than the Houfe, Land, Money, 
** Plate, or Jewels of any Subjeftoughtto be, without, or 
** againft his Will. 

"Herb, they faid, that was laid down for a Principle, 
•* which would indeed pull up the very foundation of the U- 
'^ berty, property, and intereft of every Subjeft in particular, 
** and or all the Subjefts in general, if they fhould admit it 
** for a truth, that his Majefty had the fame right and title to 
^ his Towns, and to his Magazines (bought with the publick 
** Moneys, as they conceived that at HuU to have been) that 
** every particular Man hath to his Houfe, Lands, and Goods. 
** For nis Majefty 's Towns were no more his own, than his 
^ Kingdom was his own ; and his Kingdom was no more his 
"own, than his People are his own; and if the King had a 
*' property in all his Towns, what would become of the Sub- 
•* jeds propriety in their Houfes therein ? and if he had a pro- 
^'priety in his Kingdom, what would become of the Subjefts 
•* property in their Lands throughout the Kingdom? or of 
** their Liberties, if his Majefty had the fame right in their 
" Perjfons, that every Subjeft hath in his Lands, and Goods ? 
'' and what would becom%of all the Subjeds intercfts in the 
** Towns, and Forts of the Kingdom, and in the Kingdom it 
"felf, if Iris Majefty might fell, or give them away, ordif. 
"pofe of them at his pleafure, as a particular Man might do 
**with his Lands, and with his Goods? This erroneous 
^' Maxim being infufed into Princes, that their Kingdoms are 
** their own, and that they may do with them what they will, 
*'a$ if their Kingdoms were for Them, and not They for 
^' their Kingdoms, was, they faid, the Root of all the Sub- 
"jefts mifery, and of the invading of their juft Rights, and 
"Liberties; whereas, indeed, they are only entruftedwith 
** their Kingdoms, and with their Towns, and with their 
"People, and with the publick Treafure of theCommon- 
** wealth, and whatfoever is bought therewith; and, by the 
** known Law of this Kingdom, the very Jewels of the Crown 
*'are not the King's proper Goods, but are only entrufted to 
'*hira, for the ufe and ornament thereof: as the Towns, 
" Forts, Treafure, Magazines, Offices, and the People of the 
" Kingdom, and the whole Kingdom it felf is entrufted unto 
"him, for the good, and (afety, and beft advantage thereof: 
"and as this Tnift is for the ufe of the Kingdom, (o ought it 
"to be managed by the advice of the Houfes of Parliament, 
" whom the Kingdom hath trufted for that purpofe; it being 
" their duty to lee it di/charged according to the condition 
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'^ and true intent thereof; and as much as In them lies, by all 
*' poffible means, to prevent the contrary ; which, if it had 
"been their chief care, and only aim, in thcdifpodng of the 
•*Town and Magazine of Hui in fuch manner as they had 
**done, they hoped it would appear clearly to all the world, 
**that they had difcharged their own Truft, and not invaded 
** that of nis Majefty, much lefs his Property j which^ in that 
*' cafe, they could not do. 

"But admitting his Majefty had indetd a Property in the 
" Town and Magazine of Hull-y who doubted bat that a Par- 
"liament may dilpofe of any thing, wherein his Majefty or 
*^any Siibjcd hath a right, in fuch a way, as that the Kii^- 
'^dom may not be expofcd to Hazard, or Danger thereby? 
"Which was Their cafe, in the difpofing of the Town and 
" Magazine of Hull. A nd whereas his Majefty did allow this, 
^'and a greater power to a Parliament, but in that {enfe only, 
"as he himfelf was a Part thereof ^ they appealed to every 
" man's confcience, that had obferv'd their proceedings, whe- 
" ther tliey disjoyn'd his Majefty from his Parliament, who 
" had in all bumble ways fought his concurrence with them, 
" as in that particular about Hullj and for the removal of the 
^'Magazine there, fo alfo in all other things; or whether 
"thoic evil Councils about him, had not (eparated him (rom 
"his Parliament; not only in diftuce of place, but alio in the 
^'difcharge of the joynt Truft with them, for the Peace and 
''Safety of the Kingdom in that, and fome other Particulars. 
"They had given no occafion to liis Majefty, they iaid, 
^ to declare with fo much earneftnefs his resolution, that he 
^' would not fufFcr either, or both Houfes by their Votes, 
•'without, or againft his Confent, to enjoyn any thing that 
'^ was forbidden by the Law, or to forbid any tiling that was 
^enjoyn'd by the Law; for their Votes had done no (uch 
^ thing: And as they (hould be very tender of the Law 
"(which they did acknowledge to be the fafeguard, and cu- 
"ftody of all publick and private Interefts) fb they would 
" never allow a few private Perlbns about the King, nor his 
"Majefty himfelf in his own Perfon, and out of his Courts, 
" to be judge of the Law, and that contrary to the Judgment 
" of the higheft Court of Judicature. In like manner, that 
•Miis Majefty had not refuied to confent to any thing, that 
** might be for the Peace and Happinefs of the Kingdom, 
^'they could not admit it in any other fcnfe, but as his Ma- 
*' jefty taketh the meafure of what will be for the Peace and 
"Happinefi of his Kingdom, from fomc few ill aifeded Per- 
"fons about him, contrary to the Advice, and Judgment or 
*'his great Council of Parliament. And becauie the Advice 
"of both Hgufes of Parliament had^ thrpugl) tb« fugg^on 
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''of evil CounfcUors, been (o much undervalued of late, and 

** €o abfblutely rejefted and refufed, they faid, they held it fit 

*^ to declare unto the Kingdom, whofe Honour and Intereft 

** was fo much concern'd in it, what was the Privilege of 

*^the Great G>uncil of Parliament herein; and what was 

^'the Obligation that lay upon the Kings of this Realm, to 

''pafs fuch Bills, as are oftcr'd to them by both Houfes of 

'* Parliament, in the Naifie, and for the Good of the whole 

'* Kingdom, whereunto they ftand engaged both in Con- 

'*fcience, and Juftice, to give their Royal Aflent: in Con- 

** fcience, in regard of the Oath, that is, or ought to be taken 

" by the Kings of this Realm at their Coronation, as well to 

'^confirm by their Royal Aflent fuch good Laws, as thePeo- 

•' pie ftiall choofc, and to remedy by Law fuch inconveniences, 

**as the Kingdom may fufFer; as to keep, and proted: the 

"Laws already in being; as may appear both bv the Form 

**of the Oath upon Record, and in Books of good Authority, 

"and by the Statute of the 2y of Edward the IIL Entituled, 

"the Statute of Provifors of Benefices; the Form of which 

"Oath, and the Claufc of the Statute that concerneth it, arc 

*'as fblloweth:

A Qaufe in the FreambU of a Statute made the 2;. £dw, IIL 
EntltMledj the Statute of Prmfirs of Benefices. 

Whbreupom the faid Commons have prayed our faid 
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Lord the King; That fith the Right of the Crown of £i^- 
Undy and the Law of the faid Readm is fuch, that upon the 
mifchiefs and damages^ which happen to this Realm^ He 
ought, and is bound by his Oath, with the accord of his Peo- 
ple in his Parliament, thereof to make Remedy and Law, and 
in removing the mifchiefs, and damages which thereof eaiue, 
that it may pleafe Him thereupon to ordain Remedy. 

Our Lord the King feeing the mifchiefs and damages bc' 
fore mentioned, and having regard to the Statute made in the 
time of hb £iid Grandfather, and to the Caufes contain'd in 
the fame, which Statute holdcth always his Force, and was 
never defeated, repealed, or annulled in any point, and by ib 
much he is bound by his Oath to caufe the fame to be kept 
as the Law of his Realm, though that, by fufferance and negu^ 
eence, it hath been fithencc attempted to the contrary : AJfo 
having regard to the grievous complaints made to him by his 
People, in divers his Parliaments holden heretofore, willing 
to ordain Remedy for the great damages, and mifchiefs which 
have happened, and daily do happen, to the Church oiEi^Umd 
by the &id Caufe: 

** H E R B, they faid, the Lords, and Commons claim it di- 
*' redly as the Right of the Crown of England, and of the 
^^Law of the Land, and that the King is bound by his Oath 
*' with the accord of his People in Parliament^ to make Re- 
^' medy and Law, upon the mifchiefs and damages, which 
^^ happen to this Realm ; and the King doth not deny it, al- 
^' though he take occafion from a Statute formerly made by 
^' his Grandfather, which was laid as part of the grounds of 
^^this Petition, to fix his Anfwer upon another branch of his 
^' Oath, and pretermits that which is claimed by the Lords and 
^' Commons, which he would not have done^ if it might 
*'have been excepted againft. 

*'I N Jufticc, tney faid, they are oblig'd thereunto, in re- 
**fpeA of the Trult repofed in them 5 which is as well to 
*' preferve the Kingdom by the making new Lavi-s, where 
*' there ihallbe need, as by obferving of Laws already made: 
*'a Kingdom being, many times, as much expofed to ruine, 
" for the want of a new Law, as by the violation of thofe that 
*'are in being: and this is fo clear a Right, that, no doubt, 
^'his Majefty would acknowledge it to be as due to his Peo* 
•* pie, as his Protcdion, But how far forth he was oblig'd 
to follow the judgment of his Parliament therein, that is the 
Qucftion. And certainly, bcfides the words in the King's 
Oath, referring unto fuch Laws as the People /hall choofe, 
** as iu fuch things which concern the Publick Weal and Good 
"of rhe Kingdom, They are the mofl proper judges^ who 
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•'arcfcnt from the whole Kingdom for that very purpofe; fo 
**thev did not find, that fince Laws have pafled by way of 
** Bills (which are read Thrice in both Houfes, and Com- 
**mittedj and every part, and circumftance of them fully 
** weighed, and debated upon the Commitment, and after- 
*' wards paiTed in both Houfes) that ever the Kings of this 
** Realm did deny them, otherwife than is cxpreflcd in that 
**ufaal Anfwer, Le Raj S'avifera ; which fignines rather a fa- 
'^fpenfion, than a Rerufal or the Royal Affent. And in thofe 
*• other Laws, which arc framed by way of Petitions of Right, 
** the Houies of Parliament have taken themfel ves to be fo far 
'^Judges of the Right claimed by them, that when the King's 
** Anfwer hath not, in every point, been fully according to 
** their defires, they have ftill infiftcd upon their claim, and 
*' never refted fatisty'd, till fiich time as they had an Anfwer 
** according to their demand ; as had been done in the late Pe- 
**tition of Right, and in former times upon the like occafion. 
^^Andif the Parliament be fudge between the King and his 
**People in the Queftion of Right ^as by the manner in the 
"claim in Petitions of Right, and by Judgments in Parlia- 
^'ment, in cafes of illegal Impofitions and Taxes, and the 
**like it appears to be) why fhould they not be fo alfo, in 
** the Queuion of the Gammon Good, and Neceflitv of the 
^'Kingdom; wherein the Kingdom hath as clear a Right alfo 
**to have the benefit, and remedy of Law, as in any thing 
**whatfoever? And yet they did notdeoy, but that in Pri- 
^'vate Bills, and alfo in Publick Afts of Grace, as Pardons, 
^^and the like Grants of Favour, his Majefty might have 
**a greater latitude of Granting, or Denying, as he fliould 
•* think fit. 

"All this confider'd, they faid, they could not but won- 
"der, that the 0>ntriver of that Meflagefliould conceive, the 
^^ People of this Land to be fo void of Common ienfe, as to 
"enter into fo deep a raiftruft of thofe, whom they have, aitd 
'* his Majefty ought to repofc fo great a Truft in, as to de- 
**fpair otany fccurity in toeir private Eftatcs, by Defeents, 
**Purchafcs, AfTurances, or Conveyances; unlefs his Majefty 
"/hould, by His Vote, prevent the prejudice, thcv might re- 
" ceive therein by the Votes of both Houfes of Parliament ; as 
"if Thejr, who are efpecially chofen, and entrufted for that 
"purpoie, and who tnemfelves rouft needs have fo great a 
"fharc in all Grievances of theSubjed, had wholly caftofF 
'^aU care of the Subje&s Good, and his Majefty had folely 
"taken it up; and as if it could be imagined, that They 
"ftiould, by their Votes, overthrow the Rights ofDefcents, 
"Parchafes, or of any Conveyance or Aflfurance, in whole 
^'Judgment the whole Kingdom hath placed all their parti- 
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^^cular Interefts, if any of them (hould be called in queftion, 
'' in any of thofe cafes ; and that (as not knowing where to 
** place them, with greater fecurity) without any Appeal 
** from Them to any other Perfon, or G>urt whatfoever. 

** B u T indeed they were very much to (eek, how the Cafe 
*'of Hull could concern Defcents and Purchafes, or Con- 
*' veyances and AfTurances ; unlefs it were in procuring more 
" fecurity to Men in their Private Intcrefts, by the prefcrva- 
** tion or the Wliolc from Confufion, and Deilrudion ; and 
" much lefs did they undcrftand, how the Soveraign Power 
*'was refifted, and aefpifed therein. Certainly no Command 
^' from his Majefly , and his High Court of Parliament (where 
** the Soveraign Power refides) was difobeyed by S' ^obn 
•' Hotham ', nor yet was his Ma jelly's Authority deriv'd out 
♦'of any or her Court, nor by any legal Commiflion, or by 
** any other way, wherein the Law had appointed bis Ma* 
** jelly's Commands to be deriv'd to his Subjeds; and of what 
•'validity Ixis Verbal Commands are, without any fuch ftamp 
**of his Authority upon them, and againft the Order of both 
^'Houfes of Parliament, and whether the not fubmittlng 
♦'thereunto, be a refilling anddcfpifingof the Soveraign Au- 
♦'tiiority, they would leave to all Men to judge, that doat all 
♦♦underftand the Government of this Kingdom. 

♦♦They acknowledged that his Majefty had made many 
•♦cxpre/Iions of his Zeal, and Intentions againft the defperate 
*' deligns of the Papifts ; but yet it was alfb as true, that the 
♦'Counfels, which had prevail d of late with him, had been 
^'little fuitable to thole ExpreflSons, and Intentions. For 
**what did more advance the open, and bloody defign of the 
*' Papifts in Ireland (whereon the lecret Plots of the Papifts 
*'herc did, in all likely hood depend) than his Majefty'sab- 
•' Tenting himfelf, in that manner that he did, from his Parlia- 
^'mcntj and letting forth fuch fharplnvedives againft them, 
^' notwithftanding all the humble Petitions, and other means, 
^' which his Parliament had addrefled unto him, for his re- 
^' turn, and for his fatisfadion concerning their proceedings^ 
*' And what was more likely to give a rife to the defigns of 
^' the Papifts (whereof there were ib many in the North, near 
^'to the Town of Hull) and of other Malignant, and ill Af- 
''feded Perfons (which were ready to joyn with them) or to 
^' the Attempts of Forrcigners from abroad, than the conti- 
^- nuing of that great Magazine zzHuUj at this time, and con- 
" trary to the deure 4nd advice of both Houfes of Parliament ? 
^' So that they had too much caufe to believe, that the Pa* 
*' pifts had ftill fome way and means, whereby they had 
*' influence upon his Majefty 's Counfek for their own ad» 
*' vantage. 

^'Fon 
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** F o R the Malignant Party, they faid, his Ma jefty needed 
" not a definition of the Law, nor yet a more full Charader 
'* of them from both Houies of Parliament, for to find them 
^*out, if he would pleafe only to apply the Charafter, that 
** Himfelf had made of them, to thole, unto whom it doth 
*' properly and truly belong. Who arc fo much difafFAled to 
*^the Peace of the Kingdom, as they that endeavour lodif- 
*'afFeft his Majefty from the Houfcs of Parliament, and per- 
•*fwade him to be at fuch a diftancc from them, both in 
** place and affection ? Who are more difaflfeded to the Go- 
**vernment of the Kingdom, than fuch as lead his Majefty 
*« away from hearkning to his Parliament ; which by the Con- 
** ftitution of the Kingdom, is his greateft and beft Council ; 
''and perfwade him to follow the malicious Counfelsof ibme 
** private Men, in oppofing and contradiding the wholefomc 
''Advices, and juft Proceedings of that his moft faithful 
" Council, and higheft Court ? Who are they, that not only 
"negled and defpife, but labour to undermine the Law un- 
" der colour of maintaining it, but they that endeavour to de- 
*'ftroy the Fountain and Confervatory of the Law, which is 
" the Parliament ? and who are they that fet up other Rules 
"for themfelves to walk by, than fuch as were according to 
" Law, but they that will make other Judges of the Law than 
'*the Law hath appointed ; and fodifpence with their Obc- 
" dience to that, which the Law callcth Authority, and to 
" their determinations and refolutions, to whom die judg- 
ement doth appertain by Law? For, when private Perfons 
'^fhallmake the Law to be their Rule according to their own 
" underftanding, contrary to the judgment of thofe that are 
"the competent Judges thereof, they fet up unto themfelves 
'^ other Rules than the Law doth acknowledge. Who thofe 
'* Perfons were, none knew better than his Majefty himfelf: 
"And if he would pleafe to take all poffible caution of them, ' 
"as deftrudive to the Common-wealth and Himfelf, and 
** would remove them from about him, it would be the moft 
"efFcftual means to compofe all the Diftradions, and to cure 
"the Diftempers of the Kingdom. 

" F o R the Lord Dtgbj'% Letter, they faid, they did not 
'^make mention of it as a ground to hinder his Majefty from 
** vifiting his own Fort; but they appealed to the judgment of 
"any indifferent Man, that ftiould read that Letter, and com- 
" pare it with the pofture that his Majefty then did, and ftill 
** doth, ftand in towards the Parliament, and with the circum- 
'*ftances of that late Aftion of his Majefty 's going to //«//, 
** whether the advifers of that Journey intended only a Vifit 
f^ of that Fort, and Magazine? 
*^ As to the ways and overtures of Accommodation, and 
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''the Meflagc of the twentieth of Jiumm laft, fo often 
*' prefled, but ftill in vain, as was alledg'd : Their Anfwer was, 
'' That although fb often as that MeiTage of the twentieth of 
** JanuATj bad been preffed,fo often had their Privileges been 
''clearly infringed, that a way ^d method of proceedings 
" flioun be prefbribed to them, as well for the fettling of his 
**Majefty's Revenue, as for the prefcnting of their own De- 
" fires (a thing which in former rarliaments had always been 
"excepted againft, as a breach of Privilege) yet, in refbeft 
^ to the matter contained in that Meflage, and out of tiieir 
"earned defire to beget a good underftanding between his 
" Majefty and them, thev fwallow'd down all matters of Cir- 
"cumftance; and had e re that time prefented the chief of 
"their defires to his Majefty, had they not been interrupted 
"with continual Denials, even of thofe things that were ne- 
''ceflarv for their prefent Security, and Subfiftence; and had 
" not tnofe Denials been followed with perpetual Invedives 
"againft Them, and their Proceedings f and had not thoie 
" Invedives been heap'd upon them fo thick one after another 
"(who were in a manner already taken up wholly with the 
"preiSng Affairs of this Kingdom, and of the Kingdom of 
^*IuUnd)thaLt as they had little encouragement from thence, 
" to hope for any good Anfwers to their Defires, fo they had 
" not {o much time left them to perfeft them in iiich a vmlxxt- 
"ner, as to offer them to his Majefty* 

"They confefled it to be a Refblution moft worths of a 
"Prince, and of his Majefty, to (hut his Ears againft any 
^' that would incline him to a Civil War; and to abhor the 
^'very apprehenfion of it. But they could not believe that 
^'mind to have been in them, that came with his Majefty to 
''the Houfe of Commons; or in them that accompanied 
*' his Majefty to HkmptafhCowrt, and appeared in a Warlike 
''manner at Kingftan upon Thames^ or in divers of them, 
''who followed his Majefty lately to Hutf ; or in them, who 
"after drew their Swords in TdfrJi, demanding, IVh ti/0M be 
"/i^r the Ki^i nor in them that advifed his Majefty to de- 
"clare S' fchn Htftham a Tray tor, before the MeUage was 
"fent concerning that bufinefs to the Parliament, or to make 
"Propofitions to the Gentlemen of the County of Tiri^ to af- 
"fift his Majefty to proceed againft him in a way of Force, 
"before he nad, or podibly could receive an Anfwer from 
" the Parliament, to whom he had fent to demand Tuftice of 
" them againft S' ^obn Hmbam for that Fad; and if thofe 
" Malignant Spirits fhould ever force them to defend their 
" Religion, the Kingdom, the Privileges of Parliament, and 
" the Rights, and Liberties oftheSubjeds, with their Swords; 
^' the Bloody and Deftru£kion that ftioold eafue thereupon, 
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^*niuft;bc wholly caft upon their Account^ God, and their 
** own Conicicnces told them, that they were clear j and they 
** doubted not, but God, and the whole World would clear 
*^* them therein. 

"For Captain Leg, they had not (aid that he was accufed, 

*' or that there was any Charge againft him, for the brmging 

** up of the Army j but that he was employ'd in that bufinefs. 

*^And for that concerning the Earl ot New-CaftU, men- 

** tion*d by his Maiefty, which was faid to have been asked 

^ long fince, and that it was not eafy to be Anfwer'd: They 

^* conceiv'd it was a Queftion of more difficulty, and harder 

^'to be Aniwer'd, why, when his Majefty held it neceflary, 

^^upon the fame grounds that firft moved from the Houfes of 

** Parliament, that a Governour /hould be placed in that Town, 

** S' Jnhn Hotham^ a Gentleman of known Fortune and In- 

^^tegrity, and a Perfon of whom both Houfes of Parliament 

•* had expreiled their Confidence, fliould be refufed by his Ma- 

** jcfty; and the Earl ofNew-Caftle (who, bv the way, was fo 

*'far named in the buiineis of bringing up tne Army, that al- 

** though there was not ground enough for a Judicial Proceed- 

**ing, yet there was ground of fufpicion j at lead his Repu- 

*^ tation was not left io unblemifh'd thereby, as that he (hould 

*^ be thought the fitteft Man in England for that Employment 

**of Hull) ihould be fent down, in a private way from his 

'^Majefty to take upon him that Government? And why hf 

^* ihould di/guife himfelf under another Name, when he came 

^' thither, as he did } But whofoever ihould coniider, together 

** with thofe circumftances, that of the time when S'Jobn Ho- 

^Ubam was appointed, by both Houfes of Parliament, to take 

^'upon him that Employment, which was preientlv after his 

** Majefty 's coming to the Houfe of Commons, and upon the 

^'retiring himklf to Han^ton-Ccnrt^ and the Lord's Di^^'s af- 

^'fembling of Cavaliers ^zKingSan upon Thames, would find 

*realbn enough, why that Town of Hull (hould be com- 

*' mitted rather to S^ypbn Hotbam, by the Authority of both 

^* Houfes of Parliament, than to the Earl ofNew-CaftU, fcnt 

''from his Majefty in that manner that he was. And for the 

'' Power, that S' ^obn Hctbdm had from the two Houfes of 

'' Parliament, the better it was known and underftood, they 

''were confident the more it would be approv'd and jufti- 

'*fied: and as they did not conceive, that his Majefty 's re- 

'^fufal to have that Magazine remov'd, could give any advan- 

" tage againft him to have it taken from him -, and as no fuch 

"thing was done, fo they could not conceive, for what other 

*'Rcafon anvfhould Counfel his Majefty, not to fufFer it to 

^' be remov'd, upon the defire of both Houfes of Parliament; 

"except it were, that they h^d aA intc^ition to make ufe of 

*' it agaioft them. " T h b y 
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"Th E V faid, they did not except againft thofe that pre- 
*' fentcd a Petition to hisMajefty at T^k^ for the continuance 
*' of the Magazine at flii//, in refpeft of their Condition, or in 
" refped of their Number ; becaufe they were mean Pcrfons, . 
*' or becaufe they were few ; but becaufe they being but a 
"few, and there being fb many more in the County of as 
*'good Quality as themfelves (who had, by their Petition to 
"his Majefly, difavow'd that Ad of theirs) that they flioald 
"take upon them the Style of all the Gentry, and Inhabitants 
"of that County; and, under that Title, fhould prefiime to 
" interpofe their Advice contrary to the Votes of both Houies 
"of Parliament : And, if it could be made to appear, that any 
^^of thofe Petitions, that are faid to have been prefented to 
"the Houfes of Parliament, and to have been of a fhange 
"nature, were of fuch a nature as that, they were confident, 
"that they were never received with their Confent and Ap- 
" probation. 

"Whether there was an intention to deprive S'^^fai 
^^Hotbam of his Life, if his Majefty had been admitted into 
^^HuU; and whether the Information were fuch, as that he 
" had ground to believe it, they would not bring intoquefUon; 
" for that was not, nor ought to have been, the ground for 
" doing what he did : Neither was the Number of his Ma- 
" jefly's Attendants, for being more or fewer, much confider- 
"ablc in this Cafe; for although it were true, that if his 
** Majefty had enter'd with twenty Horfe only, he might hap- 
"pily have found means for to have forced the Entrance of 
"the refl of his Train; who, being once in the Town, would 
" not have been long without Arms ; yet that was not the 
"ground, upon which S^ John Hotham was to proceed; but 
"upon the Admittance of the King into the Town at all, 
" fo as to deliver up the Town and Magazine unto him, and 
" to whomfbever he fhould give the Command thereof, with- 
"out the Knowledge and Confent of both Houfes of Par- 
"liament, by whom he was entrufled to the contrary: and 
^'his Majefty having declared that to be his intention con- 
"cerning the Town, in a MefTage that he fent to the Parh*a« 
" ment, not long before he went to Hull-j faying, that he did 
*^not doubt, but that Town fhould be delivered up to him, 
"whenfoever he pleafed, as fuppofing it to be kept againfk 
"him; and inUke manner concerning his Magazine, in bis 
"Meifage of the 24* of Aprils wherein it is exprefled, that 
'^ his Majefly went thither, with a purpofe to take into his 
" hands the Magazine^ and to difpofe of it in fuch manner, as 
" he fhould think fit : Upon thofe Terms, S^Jobn H$thm 
"could not have admitted his Majefty, and have made good 
"his Truft to the Parliament^ though nis Majefty would have 
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*' entered alone, without any Attendants at all of his own, 
^*or of the Prince or Duke his Son j which they did not 
'* wifti to be lefs, than they were, in their Number, but could 
'•heartily wifli that they were generally better in their Con- 
•'dition. 

"In the ciofe of that MeflTage, his Majefty ftated the Cafe 
** of H«iK; and thereupon inferr'd, that the Aft oiS^Johu 
^^Hotham was levying War againft the King; and confe- 
** quently, that i% was no lefs than HighTrea(bn, by the Let- 
'* ter of the Statute of the 2f Edw. III. cb. 2. unlefs the fenfe 
'^of that Statute were very far differing from the Letter 
** thereof. 

''In the ftating of that Cafe^ they faid» divers Particulap 
** might be obferv'd, wherein it was not rightly ftated : As, 

I. "That his Majefty going to HhU, was only an cn- 
**deavour to vifit a Town, and Fort of his: whereas it was 
*' indeed toPoflefe himfelf of theTown, and Magazine there, 
^'and to difpofe of them, as he himfelf (hould think good^ 
*' without, and contrary to the Advice, and Orders of both . 
•^ Houfes of parliament 5 as did clearly appear by his Majefty '$ 
^'own Declaration of his Intentions therein, by his Meflages 
•* to both Houfes immediately before, and after that Journey. 
** Nor could they believe, that any Man, who /hould confider 
'^the circumftances of that Journey to HuB, could think^ 
^' that his Majefty would have gone thither at that time, and 
'^ in that pofture, that he was pleafed to put himfelf in to- 
'' wards the Parliament, if he had intended only a Vifit of 
** the Town and Magazine. 

a, "It was faid to be his Majefty 's own Town, and his 
^'own Magazine, which being underftood in that fenfe, as was 
*' before exprefTed, as if his Majefty had a private Intereft of 
** Propriety therein, they could not admit it to be fo. 

3. "Which was the main Point of all, S^ ^ohnHftbdm 
''was faid to have fhut the Gates againft his Majefty, and to 
''have made refiftance with Armed Men, in denance of liis 
*' Majefty ; whereas is was indeed in obedience to hisMajefty, 
** andf his Authority, and for his Service, and the Service of 
** the Kingdom -, for which ufe only, all that Intereft is, that 
** the King hath in the Town; and it is no further his to dif- 
" pofe of, than he ufed it for that end : and S' ^obn Hotbam 
" oeing Conunandcd to keep the Town and Magazine^ for his 
** Majefty and the Kingdom, and not to deliver them up, but 
** by his Majefty 's Authority fignified bv both Houfes of Par- 
*' liament, all tnat was to be underftooa by thofe exprefiions, 
*' of his denying, and oppofing his Majefty's entrance, and 
" telling him in plain terms, that hfi fhould not come in, was 
f'only thls^ that h« humbly deiired his Majefty to forbear

^'his entrance till he niieht acquaint the Parliament; and 
*'that his Authority might come fignified to him by boHi 
**Houfcs of Parliament, according to the Truft repoled in 
*'him. And certainly, if the Letter of the Statute of the 
'*2y £^^1II. ch.i. be thought to import this. That no War 
^'can be Levied againft the King, but what is direAed, and 
''intended againft his Pcrfon, or that every Levying of Forces 
*'for the Defence of the Kings Authority, and of his King- 
'Mom, ^inft the Perfbnal Commands cf the King oppofed 
** thereunto, though accompanied with his Prcfence, is Lc- 
** vying War againft the King, it is very far fiom the Scnfc 
''of that Statute ; and fb much the Statute it felf fpeaks (be- 
" fides the Authority of Book-Cafes ; Precedents of divers 
** Tray tors condemn d upon that interpretation thereof) For 
**if the Claufe of Levying of War had been meant only a- 
•'gainft the King's Perfon, what need had there been thereof 
" after the other branch of Treafon, in the fame Statote, of 
^' compafEng the King's Death, which would neceflarily have 
** implied this? And becaufe the former Canfe doth implj 
**this, it feems not at all to be intended in this latter branch; 
^^but onlv the Levying of War againft the King, that is, 
*^ againft his Laws and Authority : and the Levying of War 
^ againft his Laws and Authority, though not againft his Per* 
^fon, is Levying War againft the King; but the Levying of 
^ Force againft his Perfbnal Commands, though accompanied 
**with his Prefence, and not againft his Laws and Authority, 
*' but in the maintenance thereof,is no Levying of War againft 
**the King, but for him. 

''Here was then, they faid, their Ca(e: In a time of fb 
''many fuccefEve Plots, andDefigns of Force againft thePar- 
"liament, and the Kingdom; in a time of probable Invafion 
"from abroad, and that to begin at if&l, and to take the op- 
"portunity of feizing upon fo great a Magazine there ; in a 
"time of fb great diftance and alienation of his Majefly's Af- 
"fedion from his Parliament (and in Them from his King- 
"dom, which they reprefent ) by the wicked fiiggeftions of 
"a few Malignant Peribns, by whofe mlfchievous Counfels 
"he was wholly led away from his Parliament, and their 
"faithful Advices and Counfels: In fuch a time, the Lonls 
"and Commons in Parliament command S** J^ Hpthdm, to 
"draw in fome of the Train'd-bands of the parts adjacent to 
" the Town of Hull, for the fecuring that Town and Maga- 
" zine for the Service of his Maiefty, and of the Kingdom : 
"of the fafety whereof there is a higher Truft repofed in 
"Them, than anv where ellc; and they arc the proper Judges 
"of the danger thereof 
"This Town and Magazine being citfnift^ to S^^h 
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*^ Uothdm, with' exprefs order not to deliver tliem up^ bot by 
** the King's Authority fignified by both Houfes of ParHamenc^ 
** his Majefty, contrary to the Advice and Directions of both 
** Houfes of Parliament,without the Authority of any Courts oc 
** any Legal way, wherein the Law appoints the King tof^eak 
'^and command, accompanied with the fame evil G>uncil 
*^ about him that he had before, by a Verbal command requires 
^^S^^bn Hotbam to admit Iiim into the Town, that he might 
*' diipofe of It, and of the Magazine there, according to his 
**own, or rather according to the pleaiure of thofe evil 
*^ Counfellors, who are ftill in fo much credit about him ^ ta 
'^ like manner as the Lord Digh had continual recourie unto^ 
*'and countenance from, the Queen's Majefty in £M/4im/; bv 
^' which means he had opportunity ftill to communicate his 
^^ Traiterous conceptions, and fuggeftions to both their Ma-* 
^^ jefties; fuch as thofe were concerning hisMajefiy's retiring 
^^ to a place of Strength, and declaring himfelt, and his own 
'^ advancing Iiis Majefty's Service jn fuch a way beyond the 
^^ Seas, and after that refbrting to his Majefty in fuch a place 
*'of ftrength; and divers other things of that nature, coa- 
•* talned in his Letter to the Queen's Majefty, an J to S» Lewis 
^^ Dhes y a Perfbn, that had not the leaft part in this late bud- 
^^nefs of HuUj and was prefently difpatched away into Hri* 
^*Und, fbon after his Majefty 's return from HuUi for what 
•^Purpofe, they left the world to judge. 

/^ Up ON the refufal of S'^^n Hotbdtn to admit his Ma- 
** jefty into Hull, prefently, without any due procefs of Law^ 
*^ before his Majeity had tent up the narration of his Fad to 
*^ the Parliament, he was proclaimed Tray tor i and yet it was 
''(aid, that therein was no violation of the Subjeds Rights, 
''nor any breach of the Law, nor of the Privilege of ParUa- 
"ment, though S^JohnHotbam be a Member of the Hoafe 
"of Commons ; and that his Majefty muft have bener rea- 
'^fbn than bare Votes, to believe the contrary; although the 
"Votes of the Lords and Commons in Parliament, being the 
'^ Great Council of the Kingdom, are the reafon of the King;» 
"and of the Kingdom : yet thefe Votes, they laid, did not 
" want clear and apparent reafon for them; for if the fblemn 
'^ proclaiming him a Tray tor fignify any thing, it puts aMan, 
" and all thofe tliat any way aid, ai&ft, or adhere unto him, 
"in the fame condition of Tray tors; and draws upon him 
" ail the confeauences of Treafbn : And if that might be done 
"by Law, witnout due procefs of Law, the SnbjeA hath a 
"very poor defence of the Law, and a very fmall, if any, 
"proportion of Liberty thereby. And it is as little fatif- 
" faftion to a Man, that fhall be expofed to fuch Penalties, 
'*by that Declaration of him to be Tray tor, to fay he fliall 
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^' have a legal Tryal afterwards, as it is to condemn a lirlan 
" firft, and try him afterwards. And if there could be a ne- 
^'cedity for any fucb proclaiming a Man a Tray tor without 
**due procels of Law, yet there was none in this cafe; for 
'^ his Majefty might as well have expeded the judgment c^ 
** Parliament ( which was the right way ) as he had lelfure 
'^ to (end to them to demand juftice againft S^y^l^n Hotbam. 
** And the breach of Privilege of Parliament was as clear in 
*' this dfe, as the fubverfion of the Subjeds Common right: 
*'For, though the Privileges of Parliament do not extend to 
'*thofe Cafes, mention'd in the Declaration, of Treafon, Fc- 
" lony, and Breach of Peace, fo as to exempt the Metnbers 
*' of Parliament from punishment, nor from all manner of 
** Procefs and Tryal, as it doth in other Cafes; yet itdoth Pri- 
*Wilege them in the Way, and Method of their Tryal and 
** Punilhment J and that the Parliament fliould have the Caiife 
**firft brought before them, that they may judge of the Fad^ 
** and of the grounds of the Accufation ; ana how far forth the 
** manner of their Tryal may concern, or not concern the Pii- 
** vilege of Parliament. Otherwife it would be in the power, 
"not only of his Majefty, but of every Private Man, under 
** pretenuons of Treafons, or thofe other Crimes, to take any 
^'Man from his Service in Parliament^ and £0 as many» one 
'^ after another, as he pleafeth ; and, coniequcntly, to make 
"a Parliament what he wiU, when he will; which would be 
*' a breach of foEffential a Privilege of Parliament, as tliat the 
*'very Being thereof depends upon it. And therefore they 
''no ways doubted but every One, that had taken the Pro- 
"teftation, would, according to his Solemn Vow, and Oath, 
** defend it with his Life, and Fortune. Neither did the fit- 
*' ting of a Parliament fuipend all, or any Law, in maintain- 
*'ing that Law, which upholds the Privilege of Parliament; 
''which upholds the Parliament; which upholds the King- 
*' dom. And they were £0 far from believing, that his Ma- 
" iefty was the only Perfon againft whom Treafon could not 
''be committed, that, in fome fenfc, they acknowledged he 
" was the only Perfon againft whom it Could be committed; 
" that is, as he is King : and that Treafon which is againft 
"the Kingdom, is more againft the King, than that which is 
"againft his Perfon j becaufe he is King: For that veryTrea- 
" fon is not Treafon, as it is againft him as a Man, but as 
"a Man that is a King; and as he hath relation to the King- 
"dom, and ftands as a Perfon entrufted with the Kingdom, 
"and difcharging thatTruft. 

"Now, they faid, the Cafe was truly ftated, and all the 
"world might judge where the Fault was; although they 
^' moft avow,th4t there could be no competent Judge of this, 
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**or anv the like Cafe, bat a Parliament. And they were as 

•^confident, that his Majefty fliouid never have caufe to re-- 

** fort to any other Court, or Courfe, for the vindication of 

" his juft Privileges, and for the recovery and maintenance 

**of his known, and undoubted Rights, if there fhould be any 

*'Invafion, or Violation thereof, than to his high Court of 

** Parliament : And, in cafe thofe wicked Counlellors about 

**him, fliould drive him into any other Courfe from, and 

^^againft his Pariiaoient, what ever his Majefty's expreffions, 

•^and intentions were, they fliould appear to all men's Con- 

** (ciences i and defire, that they fliould lay their hands upoa 

*' their hearts, and think with themfelves, whether fuch Per- 

** fons, has had of late, and ftill did refort unto his Majefty, 

**and had his ear, and favour moft, either had been, or were 

** more Zealous Afltrtors of the true Proteftant Profeflion 

** (although they believed they were morcearneft in the Pro- 

**tcflant ProfefEon, than in the Proteftant Reh'gion) or the 

*' Law of the Land, the Liberty of the Subjeft, and t6e Privi- 

*' leges of the Parliament, than the Members of both Houfes 

** of Parliament ; who were infinuated to be the Deferters, 

** if not the Deftroyers of them : And whether if they could 

**naafter this Parliament by force, they would not hold up 

** the fame power to deprive us of all Parliaments; which are 

''the Ground, and Pillar of the Subjeds Liberty, and that 

'^ which only maketh England a free Monarchy. 

**Fo R the Order of Affiftance to the Committee of both 
^' Houfes ; as they had no Diredions or Inftrudions, but 
'* what had the Laws for their Limits, and the Safety of the 
^' Land for their Ends, fo they doubted not but all Perfons 
*' mentioned in that Order, and all his Majefty 's good Sub?- 
•* jeAs, would yield Obedience to his Majefly's Authority, 
*^ fignified therein bv both Houfes of Parliament. And that 
'* all Men might the better know their duty in matters of that 
"nature, and upon how fiire a ground Tney go, that follow 
**the judgment of Parliament for their Guide, they wiflied 
" them judicioufly to confider the true meaning, ana ground 
**of that Statute made in the eleventh Year of Kingi/r».VII. 
" ch. I. which was printed at large in the end of his Majefty 's 
*' Meflfagc of the fourth of M^jr : That Statute provides, that 
"none who fliall attend upon the King, and do him trueSer- 
" vice, fhould be attainted, or forfeit any thing. What was 
" the Scope of that Statute ? To provide that Men fhould not 
" fuffcr as Tray tors, for ferving the King in his Wars accord- 
'^ing to the duty of their Allegiance? If this had been all, 
"it liad been a very necdlefs, and ridiculous Statute. Was 
"it then intended (asThev feem'd to take the meaning of it 
"to be, that caufed it to be printed after his Majefty's Mef- 
Vol. L Part 2* Pp "fage) 
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<'fage) that They (hould be free from all Crime and Pc- 
*'nalty, that (hould follow the King, and fcrve him in War 
'4n any cafe whatfoevcr j whether it were for, or againft the 
** Kingdom, and the Laws thereof? That could not be^ f^r 
'^that could not ftand with the Duty of their Allegiance ; 
*^ which, in the beginning of the Statute, was expreflcd to be 
<*to ferve the King for the time being in his Wars, for the 
** defence of Him, and the Land; and therefore if it be 
** againft the Land ( as it cannot be underftood to be othcr- 
"wifc, if it be againft the Parliament, the Reprefentatirc 
**body of the Kingdom) it is a declining from the duty of 
'^Allegiance; which this Statute fuppofed may be dcme, 
*' though Men fliould follow the King's Perfon in the War: 
"Otherwife there had been no need of fuch a Provifo in the 
*' end of the Statute, that none ftiould take the benefit thcrc- 
*«by, that (hould decline from their Allegiance. That therc- 
**fore which is the principal Verb in this Statute is. The 
**ferving of the King for the time being; which could not 
<^be meant of JP^ri^m ^4rA^r)l^, or any that (hould call himielf 
*^King; but fuch a One, as whatever his Title might prove, 
*' cither in Himfelf, or in his Anceftors, (hould be received, 
*^and acknowledged for fuch by the Kingdom ; the Confent 
** whereof cannot be difcern'd but by Parliament; the Ad 
•'whereof is the Aft of the whole Kingdom, by the Perfbnal 
"Suffrage of the Peers, and the delegate Confent of all the 
"Commons o( England. 

"And Henry the VII. a wife King, confidering that what 
"was the cafe ofRich. III. his Predeceffor, mighty by chance 
"of Battle, be his own ; and that he might at once, by inch 
" a Statute as this, fatisfy fuch, as had ferv'd his Predeceflbr 
"in his Wars, and alfo lecure thofe, which would ferve him, 
*'who might ocherwife fear to ferve him in the Wars; left, 
"by chance of Battle, that might happen to him alfo (if a 
"Duke ofTork^ had fet up a Title' againft him) which had 
"happened to his Predeceffor; he procured this Statute to be 
'^made. That no man (hould be accounted a Traytor for 
" fcrving the King, in his Wars, for the time being, that is, 
*^which was for the prefent allowed, and received by the 
^'Parliament in behalf of the Kingdom: And, as it is tniiy 
*^ fuggefted, in the preamble of the Statute, it is not agreeable 
*'toReafon or Confcience that it (hould be oiherwilci fce- 
^^ing Men /hould be put upon an Impoflibility of knowing 
" their Duty, if the judgment of the higheft Court fhould not 
"be a Rule, and Guide to them* And if the judgment theie- 
" of /hould be followed, where the Queftion is, who is King? 
*' much more, what is the beft Service of the King, and King- 
"dom? and therefore thofe, who /hould guide themfelvcs 
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*'by the judgment of Parliament ought, whatever happen, 
** to be fecure and free from all Account and Penalties, upon 
*' the Grounds and Equity of this very Statute. 

*'Th e y faid. They would conclude, that although thofe 
^'wicked Counfellors about his Majefty, had prefum'd, un- 
"dcr his Majefty 's Name, to put that dishonour, and affront 
**upon both.Houfes of Parliament; and to make Them the 
**countcnancers of Treafbn, enough to havediflblv'd all the 
** bands, and finews of confidence between his Majefty, and 
**his Parliament (of whom the Maxim of the Law is, that a 
'* diftionourabJe thing ought not to be imagin'd of them) yet 
'* they doubted not, but it (hould, in the end, appear to all 
*' the world, that their endeavours had been moft hearty and 
"fincerc, for the maintenance of the true Protcftant Reli- 
'^gion; the King's juft Prerogative; the Laws, and Liberties 
'*of the Land; and the Privileges of Parliament : in which 
** endeavours, by the Grace of God, they would ftill perfift, 
** though they /hould peri/h in the work; which if it fliould 
*'be,it was much to be fear'd, that Religion, Laws, Liberties^ 
*'and Parliaments, would not be long lived ajftcr them. 

This Declaration wrought more upon the minds of Men, 
than all that they had done ; for the buiinefs at HuU was, by 
very many, thought to be done before projeded ; and the Ar- 
gument of the Militia to be entered upon at firft in paffion, 
and afterwards purfued with that vehemence, infenfioly, by 
being engaged ; and that both extravagancies had fo mucn 
weighed down the King's Trelpafles, in coming to the Houfe 
and accufing the Members, that a reafonable agreement would 
have been the fooner confented to on all liands. But when, 
by this Declaration, they faw Foundations laid, upon which 
not only what had been already done, would be well jufti- 
fied, but whatfbcver they fliould, hereafter, find convenient 
to fecond what was already done; and that not only the King, 
but the Regal Power was either fupprefled, or depofited in 
other hands ; the irregularity, ana monftroufhcls of which 
Principles found little oppofition or refiftance, even for the 
Irregularity and Monftroufnefs: Very many thought it as un* 
fafe to be prcfent at thofe Confultations, as to confent to the 
Conclufions ; and fo great Numbers of the Members of both 
Houfes abfcnting themfelves ; and many, efpecially of the 
Houfc of Peers, re/brtcd to his Majefty at Tork. So that, in 
the Debates of the higheft confequence there was not ufual- 
ly prcfent, in the Houfe of Commons, the fifth part of their 
jull Numbers; and very often, not above a Dozen or Thir- 
teen, in the Houfe of Peers. In the mean time the King 
had a full Court, and receiv'd all Comers with great clemen- 
cy^ and grace ; calling always all the Peers to Council, and 
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communicating with them all fuch Declarations, as he thought 
fit to publifh in Anfwer to thofe of the Parliament ; and ail 
MelTages, and whatever clfe was neceffary to be done for the 
improvement of his condition : And having now the Great 
Seal with him, ifTued fuch Proclamations, as were feafbnablc 
for the Prefervation of the Peace of the Kingdom. Firft he 
publifh'd a Declaration in Anfo'er to that of the nineteenth 
oiMay^ in which his Majefty faid, 
ift M4»i;V " Th at if he could be weary of taking any pains for the 
*^^JV* /' fatisfadion of his People, and to undeceive them of tbofe 
I»#ii#/#6i **fpecious, mifchievous infiifions, which were daily inftiU'd 
1916 •/ «4nto them to fhake, and corrupt their Loyalty, and Aflfe- 
*^* *' ftion to his Majefty and his Government, after £0 full, and 
•'ample Declaration bf himfelf and Intentions, and fo fair 
''and iatisfadory Anfwers to all fuch matters as had been 
"objeded to him, by a Major part prefent to both Houfes 
*' of Parliament, He might well give over that labour of his 
** Pen ; and fit ftill, till it fliould pleafe God to enlighten the 
•'aifedions, and underftandings of his good Subjeds on his 
*' behalf (which he doubted not, but that, in His good Time, 
•'he would do) that they might fee His fuflerings w^crc 
** Their fufferines : but fince, inftead of applying themfelves 
" to the method, propofed by his Majefty, of making fuch 
•'fblid particular Propofitions, as might efbiblifti a good un- 
*' derftanding between them, or of following the advice of 
•' his CouncU of Scotland ( with whom they communicated 
•' their affairs ) in forbearing all means that might make the 
•'breach wider, and the wound deeper; they had choien to 
•' purfue his Majefty with new Reproaches, or rather to con- 
•'tinue and improve the old, by adding, and varying little 
•' Circumftances and Language, in matters formerly urged by 
•'them, and fully Anfwer'd by his Majefty, He had prevaii'd 
•' with himfelf, upon very mature and particular confidera- 
"tion of it, to Anfwer the late printed Book, Entituled, 
•' A Declaration, or Remonftrance of the Lords and G)m- 
•' mons, which was order'd^ the nineteenth of M4; laft, to be 
•'printed and publiftied ; hoping then, that they would put 
"his Majefty to no more of that trouble, but that Tnat 
••(hould have been the laft of (iich a Nature they would have 
•' communicated to his People ; and that they would not, as 
•'they had done fince, have thought fit to aflkult him with 
•' a newer Declaration, indeed of a very New nature, and 
••Learning; which fhould have another Anfwer: and he 
•'doubted not, but that his good Subjeds would, in Aort 
•' time, be fb well inftruded in the differences, and miflakings, 
"between them, that they would plainly difcem, without re- 
•'figning their rcafbn and underltanding to His Prerogative, 
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^*or the Infallibility of a now Major part of both Houles of 
** Parliament (infeded by a few Malignant Spirits) where 
** the Fault was. 

"His Majefty faid. Though he fliould, with all humility 

** and alacrity, be always forward to acknowledge the Infinite 

" Mercy, and Providence of Almighty God, vouchfafcd, fo 

**many fcveralways, toHimfelf and this Nation; yet fince 

"God himielf doth not allow, that we ftiould fancy, and 

*' create dangers to our felves, that we might manifell, and 

** publifli his Mercy in our Deliverance; he muft profefs, that 

" he did not know thofe Deliverances, mentioned in the be- 

** ginning of that Declaration, from fo many wicked Plots 

" and Defigns, fince the beginning of this Parliament; which^ 

"if they had taken efFeft, would have brought ruine andde- 

" ftruftion upon this Kingdom, His Majefty well knew the 

"great labour and skill, which had been ufed to amufe, and 

" affright his good Subjeds with fears, and apprehcnfions of 

"Plots and Confpiracies; the feveral Pampnlets publifti'd, 

** and Letters fcatter'd up and down, fullot fuch ridiculous 

** contemptible Animadverfions to that purpofe, as (though 

*^ they found, for what end God knows, very unufual counte- 

" nance) no Sober Man would be moved with them. But, 

**he muft confefs, he had never been able to inform himfelf 

'*of any fuch pernidous, form'd defign againft the Peace of 

*' the Kingdom, fince the beginning of this Parliament, as 

''was mentioned in that Declaration ; or which might be any 

"Warrant to thofe great fears, both Houfes of Parliament 

**feem*d to be tranfported with ; but he had great reafon to 

"believe, that more mifchief and danger had been raifed and 

"begotten, to the difturbance of the Kingdom, than cured 

"and prevented, by thofe Fears, and Jealoufies. And there- 

"forc, however the rumour, and difcourfe of Plots and Con- 

**fpiracies, might have been neceffary to the dcfigns of par- 

"ticularMen, they fliould do well not to pay any falfc Devo- 

"tions to Almighty God, who difcerns whether our dangers 

**are real, or pretended. 

"For the bringing up of the Armv (o London, as his Ma* 
" jefty had heretofore, by no other diredion than the tefti- 
"mony of a good Confcience, call'd God to witncfs that he 
"never had, or knew of any fuch Refolution; lb he faid, 
*' upon the view of the Depofitions now publifti'd with that 
" Declaration, it was not evident to his Majefty, that there 
"was ever fiich a Dcfjgn; unlefs every loofe Difcourfe, or 
"Argument, be evidence enough of a Defign: And it>vas 
"apparent, that what had been faid of it, was near three 
"Months before the difcovery to both Houfes of Parlia- 
" ment J fo that if there were any danger threatcn'd that way, 
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^it vanirtied without any refiftance or prevention by the Wi(^ 
^donx. Power, or Authority of them. 

"It feem'd the intention of that Declaration, whatfoever 
^ other end it had, was to Anfwer a Declaration, they had 
receiv'd from his Majefty, in Anfwer to that which was pre- 
^ fented to his Majefty at New-Market the ninth of March 
4aft ; and likcwife his Anfwer to the Petition of both 
^Houfcs, prefented to him at Tcrk^ the 2^^*^ of March: But, 
^before it fell upon any particular of his Maiefty's Decla- 
^ ration or Anfwer, it complain'd that the Heads of the Ma- 
^lignant Party had, with much Art and Induftry, advifcd bim 
^to fiiffer divers unjuft Scandals, and Imputations upon the 
'Parliament, to be publifhed in His Name, whereby tlicy 
^ might make it odious to the People, and, by their help, 
'dellroy it: but not inftancing in any one Scandal, or Im- 
^ putation, fo publifhcd by his Majefty, he was, he laid, ftiil 
* to feek for the Heads of that Malignant Party. But his good 
'Subjefts would eafily underftand, that if he were guilty of 
^that Afoerfion, he muft not only be adive in railing the 
'Scandal, but paffive in the mifchief begotten by that Scan- 
*dal, his Majefty being an EflTcntial part of the Parliament; 
''and he hoped the juft defence of Himfclf and his Autho- 
'^rity, and the neceflary vindication of his Innocence and 
' Juftice from the Imputations laid on him, by a Major part 
^ then prefent of either or both Houies, fhould no more be 
^ caird a Scandal upon the Parliament, than the opinion of 
^ fuch a part be reputed an Ad of Parliament : And he hoped 
' his good Subjeds would not be long mifled, by that com- 
^mon expre/Eon in all the Declarations, wherein they ufurp 
**the word Parliament, and apply it to countenance any Re- 
"'iblution or Vote fome few had a mind to make, by calling 
'it the Refolution of Parliament ; which could never be 
''without his Majefty s Confent; neither could the Vote of 
'' either or both Houles make a greater alteration in the Laws 
' of the Kingdom (fo folemnly made by the Advice of their 
'* Predeceflbrs, with the Concurrence of his Majefty and his 
'^ Anceftors) either by Commanding or Inhibiting any thing 
^(befides the known rule of the Law) than his fingle Dire- 
" dion or Mandate could do, to which he did not afcribe that 
^ Authority. 

"But that Declaration informed the People, that the Ma- 

Mignant Party had drawn his Majefty into the Northern 

'parts, far from his Parliament. It might, his Majefty laid, 

*' more truly and properly have laid, that it had Driven, than 

"Drawn him thither j for, heconfelTed, his Journey thither 

( for which he had no other reafon to be lorry, than with 

reference to the Caule of it) was only forced upon him, by 
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'' the true Malignant Party ; which contrived and countc- 

** nanced thofe barbarous Tumults, and other Seditious Cir- 

^^ cumftances, of which he had fo often complained ,^and here- 

** after /hall fay more j and which indeed threatened fo much 

•* danger to his Perfon, and laid fo much Scandal upon the 

** Privilege, and Dignity of Parliament, that he wondcr'd it 

" could be mentioned without blufties or indignation : But of 

** that, anon : But why the Malignant Party fliould be charged 

** with t!ie caufing a Preft to be tranfportcd to Tbri^, his Ma- 

" jcfty faid, he could not imagine; neither had any Papers or 

''Writings iffued from thence, to his knowledge, but what 

*' had been extorted from him by fuch Provocations, as had 

** not been before offered to a King. And, no doubt, it would 

"appear a moft trivial, and fond Exception, when all Pfefles 

*' were open to vent whatfocver they thought fit to (ay to the 

"People (a tiling unwarranted by former cultom) that his 

**Majefty fliould not make ufe of all lawful means to publifh 

**his jull, and ncccflary Anfwers thereunto. As for tne Au- 

**thoricy of the Great Seal (though he did not know that it 

** had been ncceflary to things of that nature) the lame /hould 

" be more frequently ufed hereafter, as occafion /hould re- 

'* quire ; to which he made no doubt, but the greater, and 

** better part of his Privy Council would Concur ^ and whofc 

*' Advice he was refolv'd to follow, as far as it /hould be 

** agreeable to the Good, and Welfare of the Kingdom. 

'^Before that Declaration vouchfafcd to infill upon any 
** particula^rs, it was pleafed to cenfure both his Majelly's De- 
*'claration and Anfwer to be tiU'd with har/h Ceniurcs, and 
"cauflefs Charges upon the Parliament (ftill mifapplying the 
" word Parliament to the Vote of both Houfcs ) concerning 
** which they rcfolve to give fatisfadion to the Kingdom, fince 
"they found it very difficult to fatisfy his Ma jcfty. If, as in 
**thc ufage of the word Parliament, they had left hisMajefty 
''out of their thoughts; fo by the word Kingdom, they in- 
** tended to exclude all his People who were not within their 
** Walls (for that was grown another Phrafc of the time, the 
"Vote of the Major part of both Houfcs, and fometimcs of 
*'one, was now caird the Refolution of the whole Kingdom) 
** his Majefty belie v'd, it might not be hard to give latiC- 
**fadion to thcmfelves; otherwife he was confident (and, he 
"faid, his confidence proceeded from the uprightncfs of his 
**own Confcicnce) they would never be aWe to fever the 
^* AfFedions of his Majefty and his Kingdom, that what could 
"not be fatisfaftion to the One, fliould be to the Other: 
"Neither would the ftyle of Humble, and Faithful, and tel- 
**ling his Majefty, that they will make him a Great and Glo- 
!* nous King, in their Petitions and Remonftrances^ fo deceive 
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«' liis good Subjeds^ that they would pafs over the Reproaches, 
" Threats, and Menaces they were IfaifFed with; which fiiic- 
^*ly could not be more gently reprehended by his Majefty, 
«* than by faying, their Exprcfiions were different from the 
<' ufual Language to Princes ; which that Declaration tdd 
«* him, he had no occafion to fiy : But he believ'd, whofocver 
*' looked over that Declaration, prefcnted to him at New- 
^^ Market y to which his was an Anfwer, would find the Lan- 
*' guage throughout it to be fo unufual, that, before this Par- 
**liament, it could never be parallel'd; whilft under pretence 
«*of juftifying their Fears, they gave fo much countenance to 
**the difcourfc of the Rebels odreUndy as if they had a mind 
*Miis good Subjects fliould give credit to it: Otherwife, being 
** warranted by the lame evidence, which they have fincc pub- 
'* lifhcd, thev would have as well declared. That thofe Re- 
*' bels publickly threaten the rooting out the Name of the 
^^Engl'yh, and that they will have a King of their o\m, and 
** no longer be governed by his Majelly, as that they fay, 
*' That they do nothing, but by his Majefty*s Authority ; and 
*' that they call themfelves the Queen's Army. And therefore 
** he had great reafon to complain of the abfcnce of Jufticc 
^^and Integrity in that Declaration; befides the unfitnefs of 
*^ other Expreffions. 

"Neither did his M^jefty miftake theSubftance, or 
^^Logick of their MefTage to him, at Theobalds, concerning 
''the Militia; which was no other, and was ftated to be no 
** other, even by that Declaration that reproved him, than a 
'^ plain Threat, That if his Majefty refulea to joy n with them, 
**they would make a Law without him: Nor had the Pra- 
*^aice fincc that time been other ^ which would never be ju- 
'^ ftified to the moft ordinary if not partial underftandings, 
*'by the meer averring it to be accordmg to the Fundamental 
''Laws of this Kingdom, without giving any dire&ions, that 
''the moft Cunning and Learned Men in the Laws, might be 
"able to find thofe Foundations. And he would appeal unto 
'^all the World, whether they might not, with as much Ju- 
"ftfce, and by as much Law, have ieifed upon the Efltate 
"of every Member of both Houfes, who difleiited from that 
"pretended Ordinance (which much the Major part of the 
"Houfe of Peers did, two or three feveral times) as they 
" had invaded that Power of His over the Militia, becauie he, 
"upon reafbns they had not lb much as pretended to An- 
"fwer, rcfufed to Confent to that Propofition. 

'' A N D if no better Effefts, than Io(s of Time, and hinder- 
"ancc of the Publick Affairs, had been found by his Anfwcrs 
"and Replies, all Good Men might judge by whofe Default, 
"and whofe want of Duty, fuch Effeds bad bccns for as his 
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^^ End, indeed his only End, in thofe Anfwcrs and Replies, 
•* had been the fettlcment and compofurc of Publick Affairs 5 
^' toy he was aiTured, and moft Men did believe, that if that 
** due regard and reverence had been given to his words, and 
** that confcnt and obedience to his Counfels, which he cx- 
peded, there had been, before that time, a chcarful calm 
upon the face of the whole Kingdom ; every Man enjoying 
ins own, with all poffible Peace and Security that can be 
imagin'd ; which furely thofe Men did not deure,who (after 
*^all thofe Ads ofjuflice, and Favour palTed by him, this 
** Parliament; all thofe Sufferings, and Affronts, endured and 
** undergone by him) thought fit flill to reproach him with 
** Ship-money, Coat and Condud-moncy, and other things 
*' fb abundantly declar'd, as that Declaration it felf confeffed, 
^*in the general Remonfirance of the State of the Kingdom, 
**publifhed in November laftj which his Majcfty wondcr'd to 
**find now avow'd to be the Remonflrance of both Houfesj 
**and which, he was fure, was prcfcntcd to him only by the 
** Houfe of Commons ; and did never, and, he was confident, 
•*in that time could never have paffed the Houfe of Peers; 
**thc Concurrence, and Authority of which, was not then 
** thought neceffary. Should his Majefly believe thofe Re- 
** proaches to be the Voipe of the Kingdom oi England ? That 
**all his loving Subjeds eafcd, refreihed, ftrengthen'd, and 
"abundantly latisfied with his Ads of Grace and Favour to- 
" wards them, were willing to be involved in thofe unthank- 
'*ful Expreifions? He would appeal to the Thanks, and Ac- 
"knowledgments publifhed in the Petitions of moft of the 
"Counties ofEngUnd; to thcTeftimony, and Thanks, he 
"had received from both Houfes of Parliament ; how fea- 
"fbnable, how agreeable that ufagc was to hisMajefty's Mc- 
" rit, or their former Expreffions. 

"His Majeftv faid. He had not at all fwerved, or departed 
"from his Refblutions, or Words, in the beginning of this 
'* Parliament : he had faid, he was refolved to put himfclf free- 
"ly, and clearly upon the Love and Affedion of his Engl\P) 
" Subjeds ; and he faid fo ftill, as far as concerns England. 
^' Andf he call'd Almighty God to witnefs, all his Complaints 
'*and Jealoufies, which had never been cauflefs, nor of his 
**Houles of Parliament fbut of fome fewSchifmatical, Fadi* 
''ons,and Ambitions Spirits; and upon grounds, as he fear'd, 
"a fhort time would juftify to the World) his Denial of the 
^'Militia, his abfenting himfelf from London, had been the 
" effeds of an upright,and faithful Affedion to his Engli/b Sub- 
^Meds; that he might be able, through all the inconveniences 
^'ne might be compell'd to wreftle with, at laft topre.'crve, 
*'and reftore their Religion, Laws^ and Liberties unto them. 

*^SlNCB 
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^' Since the Proceeding againft the Lord KimMftfii, and 
''the five Members, was ftill looked upon, and fo often 
^'prefTcd, as fb great an advantage againft his Majefty, chat 
"no Retraction made by him, nor no AAion, fince that time 
** committed againft Him, and the Law of the Land^ nnder 
"the pretence of Vindication of Privilege, could fatisfy the 
" Contrivers of that Declaration, but that they would have 
**his good Subjeds believe, the Accufation of thofe fix 
'* Members muft be a Plot for the breaking the Neck of the 
"Parliament (a ftrange Arrogance if any of thofe Members 
"had the Penning of that Declaration) and that it was fo 
"often urged againft him, as if by that fingle, cafoal Mi- 
"ftake of his, in form only, he had forfeited all Duty, Cre- 
"dit, and Allegiance from his People, he faid, he would, 
"without endeavouring to excufe that, which in truth was an 
"Error (his going to the Houfe of G)mmons) give his Peo- 
"ple, a full, and clear Narration of the matter of Fad; af- 
" luring himfelf, that his good Subjeds would not find his 
*' carriage in that bufinefs, fuch as had been reported. 

"His Majefty faid. That when he rcfolv'd, upon fiich 
"grounds, as when they ftiould be publifhed, would fatisfy 
*'the World, that it was fit for his own Safety, and Honour, 
"and the Peace of the Kingdom, to proceed againil thofe 
**Perfons; though he well knew, there was no degree of 
" Privilege in that Cafe ; yet to fhew his defire of Correfpon- 
"dence with the two Houfes of Parliament, he chofe rather 
"than to apprehend their Perfons by the ordinary Miniilers 
"of Juftice (which, according to the opinion,, and pradice 
**of former times, he might have done) to Command his 
" Atturney General, to acquaint his Houfe of Peers with his 
*^ intention, and the general matters of his Charge (which 
^'was yet more particular, than a meer Accufation) and to 
" proceed aceoraingly ; and at the fame time lent a fworn 
"Servant, a Serjeant at Arms, to the Houfe of Commons, 
"to acquaint them, that his Majefty didaccufe,and intended 
**to profecute the five Members of that Houfe for High 
"Treafon ; and did require, that their Perfons might be fe- 
" cured in Cuftody. This he did, not only to fhew that he 
*' intended not to Violate, or Invade their Privileges, but to 
"ufe more Ceremony towards them, than he then conceived 
"in juftice might be required of him; and expeded at leaft 
"fuch an Anfwer, as might inform him, if he were out of 
" the way j but he received none at all j only, in the inftant, 
" without offering any thing of their Privileges to his Confi- 
" deration, an Order was made, and the fame Night publifh- 
" ed in Print, That if any Perfbn whatfoever, fhould offer to 
* Arreft the Perfon of any Member of that Hoafe^ without 

"firft I 
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*' firft acquainting that Houfe therewith, and receiving further 

** Order from that Houfe, that it fliould be Lawful for fuch 

*' Member, or any Perfon, to refift them, and to Hand upon 

•* his, or their Guard of Defence; and to make rcfiftancc, 

** according to the Proteftation taken to defend the Privilege 

*^of Parliament: And this was the firft time that he heard 

** the Proteftation might be wrefted to fuch a fenfe, or that in 

*' anv Calc, though of the moft undoubted and unqueftion- 

*' able Privilege, it might be Lawful for any Perfon to refift, 

'* and ufe violence againft a Publick Miniftcr of Juftice,arm'd 

*' with Lawful Authoritv; though his Majcfty well knew, 

**^ that even fuch a Minifter might be puniflicd for executing 

*'fuch Authority. 

**Upon viewing that Order, his Majefty confeffed, he 

*^was (bmewhat amaz'd, having never fcen, or heard of the 

*• like ; though he had known Members of either Houfe com- 

**mitted, without fb much formality as he had ufed, and 

*'upon Crimes of a far infcriour nature to thofe he had fug- 

** gcftcd ; and having no courlc propofed him for his Pro- 

** ceeding, he was, upon the matter, only told, that againft 

*^ thofe Perfons he was not to proceed at all ; that they were 

** above His reach, or the reach of the Law. It was not eafy 

** for him to refolve what to do: If he imploy'd his Minifters 

^'of Jufticein the ufuai way for their apprehcnfion, who 

** without doubt would not have refufed to have executed 

*^his Lawful Commands, he (aw what oppofition, and re- 

*' (iftance, was like to be made ; which, very probably, might 

"have coilfomc Blood: If he fat ftill, and defifted upon 

'* that Terrour, he (hould, at the beft, have confeffed his 

*'own want of Power, and the weaknefs of the Law. In that 

•* ftreight, he put on a fuddain Rcfolution, to try whether his 

*'own Prefence, and a clear difcovery of his Intention, which 

" happily might not liave been fo well underftood, could re- 

**move thofe Doubts, and prevent thofe Inconvenicncies, 

"which feem'd to have been threaten'd; and thereupon, he 

*'Refolv'd to go in his own Perfon, to the Houfe of Com- 

"monsj which he difcover'd not, till the very minute of his 

*' going; when hefcntout Orders, that his Servants, and 

"fuch Gentlemen as were then in his Court^ fliould attend 

"him to Wefiminflery but giving them exprefs Command as 

"he had exprefled in his Anfwer to the Ordinance, that no 

"Accidents, or Provocation, fliould draw them to any fuch 

" Aftion, as might imply a purpofe of Force in his Majefty; 

"and Himfelf, requiring thole of his Train not to come 

" within the Door, went into the Houfe of Commons ; the 

" bare doing of which, he did not then conceive, would have 

"been thought more a breach qf Privilege, than if he had 

" gone 
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''gone ta the Hoafe of Peers, and Tent for tbem to come co 
''him ; which was the ufual Cuftom. 

'* H E ufed the bcft Expreflions he could, to aflore than 
'* how far he was from any intention of violating their Pri- 
''vilegesj that he intended to proceed legally, andfpeedily 
''aeainft the Perfons he had accufed; and deilred therefore, 
** it they were in the Houfe, that they might be delivered ta 
'' him ; or if abfent, that fuch courfe might be taken for tfaeii 
" forth coming, as might fatisly his juft Demands; and {o he 
** departed, having no other purpoie of Force, if they h^ 
*' been in the Houfe, than he had before protefted, before 
**God, in his Anfwer to the Ordinance. They had an ac- 
''count now of his part of that ftory fully ; his People might 
"judge freely of it, What foUow'd on their part (though 
"that Declaration faid, it could not withdraw any part of 
"their Reverence and Obedience from his Maiefty ; it might 
" be any part 6f theirs it did not) he fliould have too much 
*'caufe hereafter to inform the World. 

"His Majcfty /aid, there would be no end of this difcourfc, 
"and of upbraiding him with evil Counfellors, if, upon his 
"conftant denial of knowing any, they would not vouchfafe 
"to inform him of them ; and after eight Months amufing 
"the Kingdom with the expedation of the difcavery of a 
"Malignant Party, and of evil Counfellors, they would not 
^' at lalt name any, nor deferibe them. Let the Adions or 
" Lives of Men be examined, who had Contrived, Coun- 
" felled, aduallv confcnted to Grieve, and Burden his Peo- 
"plc; and if luch were now about his Majefty, or any 
"againft whom any notorious, malicious Crime could be 
'^proved, if he flielter'd and proteded any fuch, let his In- 
"juftice be publiflicd to the World: but till that were done 
"particularly and manifeftly (for he (hould never conclude 
"any Man upon a bare, general Vote of the Major part of 
"either, or both Houfes, till it were evident, that That Ma- 
" jor part was without Paflion or AfFedion) he muft look 
"upon the charge that Declaration put upon him,of cherifh- 
" ing and countenancing a Difcontented Party of the King- 
"dom agalnft them, as a heavier and unjufter Tax upon his 
"Juftice and Honour, than any He had, or could lay upon 
" the Framers of that Declaration* And now, to countenance 
" thofe unhandfbme Expreflions, whereby they ufually had 
"implied his Majefty's Connivance at, or want, of Zeal againft 
"the Rebellion of Ireland (Co odious to all Good Men) they 
" had found a new way or exprobration : That the Procla- 
"mation againll thofe bloody Traytors came not out, till 
'^thc beginning of ^dnuary, though that Rebellion broke 
'*out ill OSoberi and then, by fbccial Command from his 

"Majefty,

** Majefty^ but forty Copies were appointed to be Printed, 
'* His Majefty faid, it was weU known where he was at that 
*' time, when that Rebellion broke forth ; in Scotland : That 
** He immediately, from thence, recommended the Care of 
** that Bufinefs to both Houfes of Parliament here, after he 
*' h^d provided for all fitting Supplies from his Kingdom of 
*' Scotland : That after his return hither, he obferv'd all thofe 
*' Forms for that Service, which he was advifed to by his 
** Council of Ireland, or both Houfes of Parliament here ; and 
^' if no Proclamation iiTued out fooner (of which, for the pre- 
'^fent, he was not certain; but thought that others, by his 
'^dircdions, were iflued before that time) it was, becaufe 
** the Lords Juftices of the Kingdom defired them no fooner; 
**and when thev did, the number they defired was but 
"Twenty; whicn they advifed might be fign'd by his Ma- 
^* jefty ; which he, for expedition ofthe Service, commanded 
** to be Printed j a Circumftance not required by them : there- 
** upon he fign'd more of them, than his Juftices defired; all 
** which was very well known to fome Members of one, or 
*' both Houfes of Parliament; who had the more to Anfwer, 
•^ if they forbore to exprefs it at the pafEng of that Declara- 
** tion; and if they did exprefs it, he had the greater reafon 
^^ to complain, that fo envious an Afperfion /hould be caft on 
*' his Majefty to his People, when they knew well how to An- 
*' fwer their own Objeftion. 

** Wh A T that Complaint was againft the Parliament, put 
^* forth in his Name, which was fuch an Evidence and Coun- 
** tcnance to the Rebels, and fpoke the fame Language ofthe 
'^Parliament which the Rebels did ; he (aid he could not un- 
^'derftand. All his Anfwersand Declarations had been, and 
''were, own'd by himfelf; and had been attefted under his 
"own hand; if any other had been publifhed in his Name^ 
"and without his Authority, it would be eafy for both Houfes 
"of Parliament to difcover, and apprehend the Authors: 
"And he wiftied, that whofoever was trufted with the Draw- 
ling, and Penning that Declaration, had no more Authority, 
"or Cunning to impofe upon, or deceive a Major part of 
"thofe Votes, by which it paifed, than any Man had to pre- 
'* vail with his Majefty to publifh in his Name any thing, but 
"the Scnfe, and Refolution of his own Heart; or that the 
** Contriver of that Declaration could, with as good a Con- 
"fcience, call God to witnefs, that all his Counfels and En- 
"deavours and been free from all private Aims, perfonal 
" Refpefts or Paffions whatfbever, as his Majeftv had done, 
"and did. That he never had, or knew of any fiicn Refolution 
"of bringing up the Army to London. 

'^ And fince that new Device was found out^ inftead of 
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''Anfwcring hisreafons, orfatisfyiDg his juft demands to blaft 
''bis Declarations and Anfwers^ as if they were not his own , 
** a bold, fenflefs Imputation : He faid he was fare, that every 
''Anfwer^ and Declaration, publifhed by bis Majefty^ was 
^'much more his own, than any one of thofe bold, theatning, 
^^and reproachful Petitions, and Remonftrances, were the 
" Ads ot either, or both Houfes. And if the Penner of that 
** Declaration had been careful of the Truft repofed in him, 
''he would never have denied (and thereupon found fault 
*' with hisMajcfty's, juft indignation) in the Text or Margenr, 
*' that his Majefty had never been charged with the Intention 
"of any Force; and that in their whole Declaration^ there 
**was no one word tending to any fiich reproach ; the con- 
**trary whereof was fb evident, that his Majefty was, in ex- 
''prels terms, charged in that Declaration, chat he hadfent 
'* them gracious Meflages^ when, with his Privity, bringing 
''up the Army was in agitation; and, even in that Dedara- 
"tion, they fought to make the People believe fome fuch 
"thing to be proved, in tbeDepofitions therewith publiflicd; 
^'wherein, his Majefty doubted not, they would as much fail, 
" as they did in their Cenfure of that Petition, ftiew'd for- 
" merly to his Majefty by Captain Legy and fubfcribed by him 
" C R. which, notwithftanding bis Majefty 's fuli, and parti- 
"cular Narration of the fubftance of tnat Petition, the cir- 
" cumftances of feeing and approving it, that Declaration was 
"plcafed to fay, was full of^Scandal to the Parliament, and 
"might have proved dangerous to the whole Kingdom. If 
" they had that dangerous Petition in their hands,his Majcfly 
"faia, he had no reafbn to believe any tendernefs towards 
" Him had kept them from communicating it; if they had it 
" not, his Majefty ought to have been believ'd : But that all 
"good People might compute their other pretended dangers 
" by their clear underftanding of that, the noife whereof had 
"not been inferiour to any of the reft, his Majefty faid, he 
"had recover'd a true Copy of the very Petition he had fign'd 
"with C. R. which (hould, in fit time, be publifli'd; and 
"which, he hoped, would open the eyes of his good People. 

"Concerning his Warrant for M^ Jermjns PafTage, 
"his Anfwer was true, and full ; but for his black Satten Suit, 
"and white Boots, he could give no Account. 

"His Majefty had complain'd in his Declaration, and, as 
"often as he ftiould have occafion to mention his return, and 
"refidence near London, he ihould complain, of the barbarous 
"and feditiousTumults at IVhite-Hally^nd Wejiminjler , which 
" indeed had been fb full of Scandal to his Government, and 
" danger to his Perfon, that he (hould never think of his re- 
' turn thither, till he had Juftice for what was paft, and Se- 
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^ ourity for the time to come: And if there were fb great a 
^ neceffity, or defire of his return, as was pretended^ in all 
^ xhkh time, upon (b often preffing his defires, and upon caufes 

* fo notorious, he fliould at leaft have procured fome Order 
^ fcDr the future. But that Declaration told his Majefty he was, 

* upon the matter miftaken^ the refort of the Citizens to 

'^ t^rftmlnfier was as lawful, as the refoft of great Numbers 

^ • every day in the Term to the Ordinary Courts of Juftice ; 

'* They knew no Tumults. Strange ! Was the diforderly ap- 

** pearance of fb many thoufand People, with Staves and 

•* Swords, crying through the Streets, Wefimlnfter-HaU^ the 

'^ Pailage between both Houfes ( infbmuch as the Members 

'^ could hardly pafs to and fro) No Bijbops, dtm/n with the 

** Bi/bofs, No Tumults ? What Member was there of either 

** lioule, that faw not thofe Numbcis, and heard not thofe 

*' Cries? And yet lawfiil Aflemblies! Were not feveral Mcm- 

**bers of either Houie, aflaulted, threatened, and evilly en- 

*' treated ? And yet no Tumults! Why made the Houfe qf 

*• Peers a Declaration, and fent it down to the Houfe of Com- 

** mens for the fupprefling of Tumults, if there were no Tu- 

** mnlts? And if there were anv, why was not fuch a Decla- 

^* ration consented to, and puoli/hed? When the Attempts 

** were fo vifible, and threats fb loud to pull down the Abby 

^^ at IV^infin, had not his Majefty juft caufe to apprehend, 

^* that fuch People might continue their work to White-Hall ? 

''Yet no Tumults? What a ftrange time are We in, that 

^'a few impudent, malicious (to give them no worfe term) 

*' Men, fhould caft fuch a Mift of errour before the eyes of 

^' both Houfes of Parliament, as that they either could not, or 

** would not, fee how manifelUy they injured themfelves, by 

" maintaining thofe vifible untruths. His Majefty fzid, he 

•* would fay no more: by the help of God ana the Law, he 

" would have Juflice for thofe Tumults. 

** F R o M excepting, how weightily every Man might judge, 
'' to what his Majefty had faid, that Declaration proceeded to 
^'cenfure him for what he had not faid^ for the prudent 
**OmifEons in his Anfwers: His Majefty had fbrborn to fay 
*'any thing of the words fpoken at Kenfington; or the Arti- 
''cies againft his deareft Confort, and the Accufation of the 
*'fix Members: Of the laft, his Majefty faid, He had fpoken 
*' often ; and he thought, enough or the other two; but hav- 
^^ ing never accufed any ^though God knew what truth there 
*^ might be in either^ he nad no reafbn to give any particular 
** Anlwer. 

"H B did. He did not reckon himfelf bereav'd of any part 
** of his Prerogative ; which he was pleafed freely, for a time, 
^'to part with by Bill j yet he muft fay, He exprefTed a great 
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**Truft in his two Houfes of Parliament, when he divefted 
'* himfelf of the power of diiTolving this Parliament ; whicb 
"was a juft, neceflary, and proper Prerogative. But he was 
'^ glad to hear their refolution, that it (hould not encourage 
'^ them to do any thing which otherwife had not been fit to 
*' have been done : If it did, it would be fuch a breach of 
^^ Truft, as God would require an Account for at their hands. 

"For the Militia, he had laid fo much of itl)eforc, and 
'^ the Point was fo well underftood by all Men, that he wcMxId 
** wafte time no more in that Difpute. He never had iaid, 
^^ there was no fuch thing as an Ordinance, though he knew 
*^that they had been longdifufed, but that there was never 
"any Orainance, or could be any, without the King's con- 
**fcnt ; and that was true: And the unneceflkry Precedent, 
** cited in that Declaration, did not offer to prove the contni- 
^' ry« But enough of that ; God and the Law mufl determine 
"that bufinefs. 

'^Neither had that Declaration, given his Majefty any 
** fatisfadion concerning the Votes of the fifteenth and lix- 
'^ teenth of M^r^ib laft ; which he muft declare, and appeal to 
"all the World in the Point, to bethegreateft violation of his 
"Majeftv's Privilege, the Law of the Land, the Liberty of 
" the Subjed, and the Right of Parliament, that could be 
*' imagin'd. One of thofe Votes was, and there would need 
" no other to deftroy the King and People, That when the 
"Lords and C)mmon$ (it is well the C>mmons are admitted 
** to their part in Judicature) (hall declare what the Law of 
*' die Land is, the lame muft be alTented to and obeyed : that 
" is the fenfe in few words. Where is every Man's Proper- 
"tyj every Man's Liberty? Ifthe Major part of both Houies 
"declare, that the Law is that the younger Brother fnall in- 
"herit; what is become of all the Families, and Eftates in 
**the Kingdom? If they declare, that by the Fundamental 
"Laws of the Land, fiich a ra(h A<9:ion, fuch an unadvifed 
** Word, ought to be punifh'd by perpetual Imprifbnment, is 
'^ not the Liberty of the Subjed, durante teneplacitOy remc- 
^Milefs? That Declaration confefTes, they pretend not tea 
** power of making new Laws^ that without his Majefty, they 
** could not do That: They needed no fuch power, if their 
** Declaration could fiifpend this Statute from being obcy'd, 
** or executed. If they had power to declare the Lord Digbj's 
"waiting upon his Majefty, at Hampton-Court, and thence 
" vifiting fome Officers at King/Ion, with a Coach and fix 
"Horfes, to be levying of War, and High Treafon; and 
"S^ ^ohu Hctbam's defying his Majefty to his face, keeping his 
"Majefty's Town, Fort, and Goods againft him, by tbrceof 
"Arpas, to be an Aft of Affeftion^ and Loyalty^ What 

" needed 
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•* needed a power of making new Laws ? Or would there be 
*' fuch a thing as Law left? 

** H B dcfired his good Subjefts to mark the reafon^ and 

*' coiifcqucnce of thole Votes; the progrefs they had already 

" made, and how infinite the progrels mfght be. Firft, they 

** Voted the Kingdom was in Imminent danger (it was now 

"above three Months fince they difcern'd it) from Enemies 

** abroad, and from aPopifh, and dilaffefted Party at home; 

**that is matter of Fsift; the Law follows: This Vote had 

** given them Authority by Law, the Fundamental Laws of 

** the Kingdom, to order and difpofe of the Militia of the 

** Kingdom ; and, with this Power, and to prevent that dan- 

** ger, to enter into his Majcfty's Towns, leifc upon his Ma- 

** gazine, and, by Force, keep both from him. Was not that 

**his Majefty'sCafe? Firft, they Vote he had an Intention 

**to levy War againft his Parliament ; that is matter of Faft: 

**Then they declare fuch as ftall aflift him, to be guilty of 

**High Treafon j that is the Law, and proved by two Sta- 

** tutesThemfelves knew to be repealed. No matter for that, 

** They declare it. Upon this ground they cxercifc the Mi- 

** Htia ; and fo adually do that upon his Majefty, which they 

** had Voted he intended to do upon Them* Who could not 

"fee the confufion, that muft follow upon fuch Power of 

** Declaring? If they (hould now Vote that his Majetty did 

** not write this Declaration, bu^ that fuch a One did it, which 

'*was ftill matter of Fad 5 and then Declare, that, for fo do- 

**ing, he was an Enemy to the G>mmon-wealth ; what was 

" become of the Law that man was born to ? And if all their 

**Zeal for the defence of the Law, were but to defend that 

** which They Declared to be Law, their own Votes j it 

** would not be in their power to fatisfy any Man of thei^ 

"good Intentions to the publick Peace, but fuch who were 

** willing to relinguifli their Title loMagna Chartay and hold 

** their Lives, and Fortunes, by a Vote of the Major part of 

"both Houies. In a word, his Majefty denied not, but they 

** might have power to declare in a particular, doubtful Cafe, 

"regularly brought before them, what Law is: but to make 

**a general Declaration, whereby the known rule of the Law 

" might be croflcd or alter'd, they had no power ; nor could 

"exercife any, without bringing the Life and Liberty of the 

t* Subject to a Lawlefs, and Arbitrary Subjeftion. 

**His Majefty had complain'd (and the world might 
"Judge of the Juftice, and Neccflity of that complaint) of 
*^the multitude of feditious Pamphlets, and Sermons; and 
^* that Declaration told him, thev knew he had ways enough 
*Mn his ordinary Courts of Juftice, to punifti tbote; fo his 
*' Majefty faid, he had Cp paiufli Tumults and Kiots^ and yet 
Yol.l.Paifa. Qji "they 
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*' they would not ferve his turn to keep his Towns, his For- 
"rcfts, and Parks from violence. Ana it might be, though 
*' tboic Courts had ftili the Power to puniih, they might have 
*' loft the skill to deBne, what Tumults and Raots are ^ other- 
wife a Jury in S^uthwMxkj^ legally impannell'd to examine a 
^ the 



cc 



Riot there, would not have been fuperfeded, and the She- 
•^ rifF enjoy n'd not to proceed, by virtue of an Order of the 
'^ Houfe oi Commons ; which, it (eem'd, at that time had the 
**fole power of Declaring. But it was no wonder that they 
^' who could not fee the Tumults, did not confider the Para- 
*' phlets and Sermons; though the Author of the ProtefiatUm 
'^Proteftfdy were well known to be Burton (that infamous 
'Mifturber of the Peace of the Church and State) and that he 
^'Preach'd it at Weftmlnfter, in the hearing of divers Members 
*' of the Houfe of Commons. But of fuch Pamphlets and io- 
^Mitious Preachers (divers whereof had been recommended, 
"if not impofed upon Teveral Parishes, by ifome Members of 
'' both Houfes, by what Authority his Majefty knew not) he 
^' would hereafter take a further Account. 

''His Majefty faid. He confefTed he had litde skill in the 
"Laws; and thofe that had had mod, he found now were 
" much to ieek; Yet he could not underftand or believe, that 
" every ordinary Court, or any Court, had power to raile 
''what Guard tliey pleafed, and under what Command they 
*' pleafed. Neither could he imagine, what dangerous Efieds 
^ they found by the Guard he appointed them ; or indeed any 
" the leaft occafion, why they needed any Guard at all. 

"But of all the Imputations, {o cauflefly and unjuftly 
"laid upon his Majefty by that Declaration, he iaia, He 
"muft wonder at that charge fo apparently, and evidently 
" Untrue; That fuch were continuaUy preferr'd and coonte^ 
"nanced by him, who were friends or favourers or related 
" unto the chief Authors, and Aftors of that Arbitrary Power 
" heretofore pradifed, and complain'd of: Aiui on tne other 
" fide, that fuch as did appear againft it, were daily difcounte- 
" nanced, and difgraced. He faid, he would know One Per- 
"ibn that contributed to the ills of thoie times, or had de- 
"pendance upon thofe that did, whom he did, or lately had 
"countenanced, or preferr'd; nay he was confident (and he 
"looked for no other at their hands) as they had been always 
" moft Eminent AfTerters of the publlck Liberties; fb if they 
"found his Majefty inclined to any thing not agreeable iq 
^'Honour and JufUce, they would leave him to morrow. 
"W^hether different Perfons had not, and did not receive 
"countenance elfewhere, and upon what grounds, all men 
" might judge ; and whether his Majefty had not been for* 
"ward enough to honour and prefer thofe of the moft coo* 
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•'trary opinion, how little comfprt fbever he had of thofe 
*' Preferments, in beftowing of which, hereafter, he would be 
** more guickfd by Men's Adions, than Opinions. And there- 
** fore he Md gcKod caufc to bcftow that admonition (for his 
** Majcfty alTur'd them, it was an admonition of his Ou'n ) 
•'upon both his Houfes of Parliament, to take heed of in- 
*' dining, under the fpecious (hews of Neccfficy and Danger, 
"to the excrcife of iuch an Arbitrary Power, they before com- 
** plain'd of: the Advice would do no harm, anci he /hould be 
•* glad to fee ic followed. 

** H I s Majefty asked> if all the fpecious Promiles, and loud 
" Profefllons, of making him a Great and Glorious King; of 
^' fettling a greater Revenue upon his Majefty, than any of 
'*his Anceftors had enjoy 'd; of making him to be honour'd 
*'at home, and fear'd abroad^ were relblv'd into this. That 
"they would be ready to fettle his Revenue in an Honour- 
**able proportion, when he /hould put himfelf in fuch a po- 
*'fture of Government, that hisSubjeds might be iecure to 
•*enjoj his juft Protedion for their Religion, Laws, and Li-, 
*'berties? What pofture of Government they intended, he 
"knew not; nor could he imagine what fccurity his good 
"Subjeds could dcCre for their Religion, Laws, and Liber- 
"ties, which he had not offered or fully given. And was it 
•*fuitable to the Duty, and Dignity of both Houfes of Parlia- 
'* ment, to Anfwer his particular, weighty Expr^flions of the 
" caufes of his remove from London^ fo generally known to 
*'the Kingdom, with a Scoff; That they hoped he was driven 
"from thence, not by his own fears, but by the fears of the 
^' Lord Digbj/y and his retinue of Cavaliers? Sure, his Majefty 
"(aid the Penner of that Declaration, inferted that ungrave 
"and infblent ExprefSon, as he had done divers others, with- 
"ou.t the confent, or examination of both Houfes; who 
"would not lb lightly have departed from their former pro- 
**fefEons of Duty to his Majefty. 

"Whether the way to a good underlbnding between 
" his Majefty, and his People, had been as zealouily prefTed 
"by Them, as it had been profelfed, and defired by Him» 
"would be eafily difcern'd by them who obfcrv'd that He 
"had left no publick Ad undone on His part, which, in the 
"leaft degree, might be neceflary to the peace, plenty, and 
*'fecurity of his Subjeds: And that They had not difpatch'd 
"one Ad, which had given the ieaft evidence of their parti- 
" cular aftcdion, and kindnefs to his Majefty ; but on the con- 
*^trary, had difcountenanced and hinder'd the Teftimony 
"other Men would give to him of their affedions. Witnete 
"the ftopping,and keeping back the Bill of Subfidies, granted 
"|>y the Clergy almoft a yeir fince; which, though his Per- 
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'*(bnal wants were fo notorioufly known, they would not, to 
"that time, pafs, fo not only turbearing to fupply his Ma- 
" jefty thcmfelves, but keeping the love and bounty of other 
"Men from him; and affording no 6ther Anfwers to all his 
"defires, all his realbns (indeed not to be Anfwer'd) than that 
"he muft not make his underftanding, or reafon, the Rule 
"of his Government; but fuffer himfelf to be a/lifted (which 
**his Majcfty never denied) by his Great Council. He laid, 
** he required no other Liberty to liis Will, than the meaneft 
" of Them did ( he wifhed they would always ufe thar Li- 
**berty ) not to confcnt to any thing evidently contrary to 
" his confclence, and underftanding: And he had, and ihould 
** always give as much cftimatibn, and regard to the Advice, 
** and Counfel of both Houfes of Parliament, as ever Prince 
"had done: But he fhould never, and he hoped his People, 
"would never, account the Contrivance of a few Fadious, Se- 
"ditious Perfons, a Malignant Party, who would facrifice the 
** Common-wealth to theif own fury and ambition, the Wif- 
**dom of Parliament j and that the juftifying, and defending 
"of fuch Perfons (of whom, and of their particular, finifter 
**ways, to compals their own bad ends, his Majeffy would 
**fliortly inform the world) was not the way to prefervc Par- 
" liaments, but was the oppofing, and preferring a few un- 
" worthy Perfons, before their Duty to their King, or their 
"Care of the Kingdom. They would have his Majefty re- 
*' member, that His Refblutions did concern Kingdoms, and 
**tJierefore not to be moulded by his own underftanding: He 
"faid, he did well remember it; but he would have Them 
*' remember, that when their Confiiltations endeavoar'd to 
"leflen the Office, and Dignity of a King, they meddled witir 
" that which is not wltliin their determination, and of which 
**his Majefty muft give an account to God, and his other 
" Kingdom^, and muft maintain with the Sacrifice of his Life. 
"Lastly, that Declaration told the People of a prefenr, 
*Melperate, and malicious Plot the Malignant Party was then 
^'afting, under the plaufible notions of ftirring Men up to a 
*^care of preferving the King's Prerogative; maintaining the 
"difcipline of the Churchy upholding and continuing the re- 
"verence, and folemnlty of God's Service; and encouraging 
** Learning (indeed plaufible, and Honourable notions to aA 
*^ any thing upon) and that upon thofe grounds divers rauci- 
**nous Petitions had been framed In Landpn^ Kent, and other 
** places : His Majefty asked upon what grounds thefe Mea 
** would have Petitions framed^ Had fo many Petitions, e?ca 
"againft the form, and conftitution of the Kingdom, and the 
"Laws eftabliih'd, been joyfully received, and accepted ? And 
^^fliould Petitions framed upon thofe grounds be cail'd Ma- 

"tinotts? 
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•* tinous ? Had a malcitudc of mean, unknown, inconfidera- 

•* blc, contemptible Perlbns, about the City, and Suburbs of 

•* Abandon, had liberty to Petition againft the Government of 

*• theChurcb^ againft the Book of Common-Prayer; againft 

*^ the Freedom, and Privilege of Parliament j and been thank- 

*• cd for it; and fliould it be call'd Mutiny, in the greatcft and 

** bcft Citizens o£ London, and the Gcptry and Commonalty 

*^ of Kent, to frame Petitions upon thofe grounds ; and to dc- 

** fire to be governed by the known Laws of the L,and, not 

*' by Orders and Votes of either, or both Houfes ? Could this 

'^ be thought the Wifdom, and Jufticc of both Houfes of Par- 

** liament? Was it not evidently the work of a FavSkton,within 

*^ or without both Houfes, who deceived the Truft repofed in 

*' them ; and had now told his Majefty, what Mutiny was ? 

** To ftir men up to a care of preferving his Prerogative, 

^ maintaining the Difcipline of the Church, upholding and 

** continuing the Reverence, and Solemnity of God's Service, 

^ encouraging of Learning, was Mutiny. Let Heaven and 

** Earth, God and Man, judge between bis Majefty and thefe 

** Men : And however mch Petitions were there called Mu^- 

'^ tinous ; and the Petitioners threatened, difcountenanced, 

** ceniured, and imprifon'd ; if they brought fuch Petitions 

'* to his Majefty, he would gracioully receive them ; and dc-» 

*' fend them and their Rights, againft what Power foever, 

^with the utmoft hazard of his being. 

"His Majefty (aid, he had bee^n the longer, to his very 
•'great pain, in this Anfwer, that he might give the World 
"latisfadion, even in the moft trivial particulars, which had 
•'been objeded againft him ; and that he might not be again 
••rcproach'd, with any more prudent Omiffions. If he had 
•*been compell'd to /harper Language than his Majefty af- 
** fe&ed, it might be confider'd, how vile, how infufferahle 
** his Provocations had been : And, except to repel force were 
•'to ailault, and to give punt^ual and oecefTary Anfwers to 
•'rough and in(blent Demands, were to make Invedives, he 
••was confident the World would accufe his Majefty of too 
•' much mildneis ; and all his good Subjeds would think, he 
••was not well dealt with ; and would judge of his Majefty, 
•' and of their own happinefs, and fecurity in him, by his 
" Adions; which he defired might no longer Profpcr, or have 
"aBlefSng from God upon them, and his Majefty, than they 
"fliould be direded to the Glory of God in the maintenance 
'•of the true Protcftant Profeflion j to the Prefervation of the 
•'Property and Liberty of the Subjed, in tlie obfervation of 
"the Laws; and to the maintenance of the Rights and Freer 
''dom of Parliament, in the allowance and protedion of ail 
"their juft Privileges. 
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This Declaration was no fooner publiftied, bat his Ma- 
jcfty likewife fet forth an Anfwer to that other Deciaratioa, 
n»^V of the atf*'* of M47 ; in which he faid, "That whoibeVer 
^hf'DJL ''looked over the late Remonftrance, EntituJed A DccUta- 
TAtUncf '^tton of the Lords and Commons, of the 26^ of May, would 
^slx^^' " ^^^ ^\\in\i that his Majefty had great reafon to be plcalcd 
**with iti yet he could not but commend the plain dealing, 
"and ingenuity of the framers, and contrivers of that Decla- 
" ration (which had been wrought in a hotter and quicker 
"Forge than any of the reft) who would no longer fuflfer his 
" Majefty to be Affronted by being told, They would make 
"him a Great and Glorious King; whilft they ufed all pof- 
*' fible skill, to reduce him to extreme want, and indigency ; 
*' and that they would make him to be loved at Home, and 
"feared Abroad j whilft they endeavour 'd, by all poflible 
" ways, to render him odious to his good Subjeds, and con- 
"temptible to all Forreign Princes; but, like round dealing 
" Men, told him, in plain Engll/b, That they had done him 
^' no wrong, becaufe he was not capable of receiving any; and 
*'that they had taken nothing from him, becaufe he had nc- 
" ver any thing of his own to lo(e. If that Dodrine were true, 
"and that indeed he ought to be of no other confidcration, 
"than they had inform'd his People in that Declaration, that 
"Gentleman was much more excufable, that faid publickly, 
**unreproved. That the happinels of the Kingdom did not 
"depend on his Majefty, or upon any of the Royal Branches 
^' of that Root : And the other, who faid. His Majefty was 
** not worthy to be King of England : Language very mon- 
**ftrous to be allow 'd by either Houjfc of Parliament; and of 
** which, by the help of God, and the Law, he muft have 
** fome Examination. But, he doubted not, all his good Sub- 
** jeds did now plainly dilcerri, through the raafque and vi- 
"zard of their Hypocrify, what their defign was; and would 
"no more look upoh the framers and contrivers of that De- 
"claration, as upon both Houfcs of Parliament (whofe Free- 
"dom, and juft Privileges he would always maintain; and 
" in whofe behalf, he was as much fcandaliz'd as for Himfelf) 
"but as a Fadion of Malignant, and Schifmatical, and Am- 
"bitiousPerfons; whofe defign was, and always had been, to 
"alter the whole frame of Government, both of Church and 
** State; and to fubjed both King and People to their own 
"Lawlefs, Arbitrary Power, and Government : of whofe Pcr- 
" fons,and of whofe Defigns, his Majefty faid, he would, with- 
'*in a very /hort time, give his good Subjeds and the world 
•*a full, and, he hoped, a fatisfadory Narration. 

"The Contrivers and Penners of that Declaration (of 
** whom his Majefty would be only underftood to ipeak^ when 
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**hc mcntion'd any of their undutiful Ads againft him) fiid, 

^*that the great Affairs of the Kingdom, and the miierable 

*"* Heeding Condition of Ireland, would afford tliem little 

**leifure to Ipend their time in Declarations, Anfwcrs, and 

** Replies. Indeed, his Maiefty faid, the miferable, and de- 

^* plorable Condition of both Kingdoms, would require ibme- 

** what elfe at their hands : But he would gladly know how 

*^ thev had foent their time fince the recc(s { then almoft 

** eignt Months) but in Declarations, Remonftrances,and In- 

*^ vedlves againft his Majefty, and his Government ; or in 

** preparing matter for them. Had his Majefty invited them 

** ft) any fuch expence of time, by beginning Arguments of 

''that Nature? Their Leifure, or their Inclination, was not 

''as they pretended: And what was their Printing and Pub- 

'* li/hing their Petitions to him; their Declarations, and Re- 

"monftrances of him; their odious Votes and Reibhitions, 

•*lbmetimes of one, fometimes of both Houfes, againft his 

'* Majefty (never in that manner communicated before this 

"Parliament) but an Appeal to the People? And, in God's 

'^Name, let them Judge of the Perfons they I^id truftcd. 

** T H E I R firft Qiiarrel was (as it was always, to let them 
"into their frank exprcflions of his Majefty, and his Adions) 
'* againft the Malignant Party 5 whom they were pleafed ftill 
" to call, and never to prove to be, his evil Counfellors. But 
"indeed nothing was more evident by their whole Proceed*- 
" ings, than that by the Malignant Party, they intended all 
"the Members of l)Oth Houfes who agreed not with them in 
*' their Opinions (thence had come their diftin&ion of good, 
'*and bad Lords; of Perfons ill affeded to theHoufc of Com- 
"mons; who had been profcribed, and their Names lifted, 
"and read in Tumults) and all the Perfons of the Kingdom 
"who approve not of their Anions. So that, if in truth they 
" would be ingenuous, and name the Perfons they intended ; 
"Who would be the Men, upon whom the imputation of 
"Malignity would be caft, but they who had ftood ftoucly, 
"and immutably for the Religion, the Liberties, the Laws; 
"for all Publick Intereft? (fo long as there was any to be 
"ftood for) They, who had always been, and ftill were, as 
"zealous Profeflbrs, and forae of them as able, and earneft 
"Defenders of the Proteftant Doftrine againft the Church of 
"Rtfi»^, as any were; who had often, and carncftly bcfought 
"his Majefty to confent, that no indifferent, and unncceflTary 
"Ceremony might be preffed upon weak, and tender Con- 
"iciences,and that he would agree to a Bill for that purpofo? 
"They to whofe Wi(Hom, Courage, and Counfcl, tnc King- 
"dom ow'd as much as it could toSubjefts; and upon whole 
"unblemifli'd Lives, Envy it felf could lay no imputation; 
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''nor cndeavoar'd to lay any, until their virtues broo^ 
''them to his Majcfty's Knowledge, and Favoor ? His Ma- 
"jcfty laid, if the Contrivers of that Declaration would be 
'^ faithful to themfelves, and confider all thofe Peribns of boch 
"Houfcs, whora they, in their own Confciences, knew to 
"diflent from them in the Matter, and Language of that De- 
"claration, and in all thole undutiful Adions of which be 
"complain'd, they would be found in Honour, Fortune, Wjf- 
"dom, Reputation, and Weight, if not in Number, much fa- 
"perior to them. So much for the evil Councilors. 

"Then what was the evil Counfel it felf ? His Majefty's 
"coming from London (where He, and many, whole afw- 
" Aions to him were very eminent, were in danger every day 
"to be torn in pieces) to Torkj where his Majefty, and all 
"fuch as would put themfelves under his Protcdion, might 
'Mive, he thanked God and the Loyalty and AflFcdion of that 
"good People, very fecurely : His not fubmitting hionlelf 
"abfolutely (and renouncing bis own undcrftanding) to the 
'* Votes, and Reiblutions of the Contrivers of that Deda- 
" ration, when they told his M^efty, that they were above 
" him ; and might, py his own Authority, do with hisMaiefly 
^* what they pledfed : and his not being contented, that all his 
" good Subjcds Lives, and Fortunes, (hould be difpofed of 
"by their Votes; but by the known Law of the Land. This 
" was the evil Counfel given, and ukcn : And would not all 
"Men believe, there needed much power and skill ofthcMa* 

' "lignant Party, to infufe that Counfel into him? And then, 
"to apply the Argument the Contrivers of that Declaration 
^*made for themfelves, was it probable or poffiblc, that fuch 
"Men, whom his Majefty had mentioned (who muft have fb 
'^ great a (hare in the mifery ) Hiould take fuch pains in the 
"procuring thereof; and fpend fo much time, and run ib 
^^many hazards, to make themfelves Slaves, and to mine the 
•^Freedom of this Nation ? 

^'H I s Majefty faid (with a clear, and upright Confcience 
^'to God Almighty) whofbever harbour'd the Icaft thought 
'4n his breaft, of ruining or violating the Publick Liberty, or 
"Religion of the Kingdom, or the juft Freedom and Privi- 
'Mege of Parliament, let him beaccurfed; and heftiould be 
"no Counfcllor of His, that would not fay Jmen. For tlic 
"Contrivers of that Declaration, he bad not faid any thing, 
"which might imply anv inclination in them to be Slaves. 
"That which he had cnarged them with, was invading 

. *Uhc Publick Liberty; ^nd his prcfumption might be very 
"ftrong and vehement, that, though they had no mind to be 
'* Slaves, they were not unwilling to hie Tyrants: What is 
" Tyranny, but fo jjdnait no rules togoyern l>y^ but their own 

^'Wills? 
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«^ Wills ? And they knew the miferv oi Athens was at the 
*'higheft, when it wffer'd under the thirty Tyrants. 

'^His Majefty laid, if that Declaration had told him (as 
^^ indeed icmight^ and as in juftice it ought to havedone) that 
*^the Precedents of any of his Anceftors did fall fhort, and 
^'n3ach below what had been done by Hina, this Parliament^ 
^*in point of Grace, and Favour to his People; he fliould not 
c^otberwife have wonder'd at it, than at fuch a truth in fuch 
«'a place. But when to juftify their having done more than 
<'cver their PredeceflTors did, it told h^ good Subjeds (as 
^^ moft injurioufly and infblendy it did) that the higheft, and 
«^aioft unwarrantable Precedents of any of his Predeccflbrs 
«< did fall /hort, and much below what had been done to them 
<' this Parliament by him, he muft confefs himfelf amazed, 
<' and not able to underftand them ; and he muft tell thofe 
•^ ungrateful Men (who durft tell their King, that they might, 
«* without want ot Modefty and Duty, Depofe him) that the 
<« Condition of his Subjeds, when, by whatfoever Accidents 
«^and G)njundures of time, it was at worft under his power, 
^< unto which, by no default of his, they (hould be ever again 
<« reduced, was, by many degrees, more pleafant and happy, 
<'than that to which their furious pretence of Rcformauon 
'' had brought them. Neither was his Majefty affraid of the 
** higheft Precedents of other Parliaments, wnich thofe Men 
*^ boldly (his good Subjeds would call it worfe) told him 
♦* they might, without want of Modefty or Duty, make their 
''Patterns. If he had no other fecurity againft thofe Prece- 
<' dents, but their Modefty and Duty, he was in a miferable 
'^ Condition, as all Perfbns would be who depended upon 
"Them. 

"Th AT Declaration would not allow his Inference, that 
"by avowing the Ad oi'^^J^bn Hgtbam^ they did deftroy 
'f the Title, and Incereft of all his Subjeds to their Lands, 
**and Goods; but confefled, if they were found Guilty of 
**that Charge, it were indeed a very great Crime. And did 
''they not, in that Declaration, admit themfelves Guilty of 
**that very Crime? Did they not fay. Who doubts but that 
''a Parliament may difpofe of any thing, wherein bis Ma- 
'' jefty, or his Subjeds had a right, in fuch a way, as that the 
** Kingdom might not be in danger thereby? Did they not 
'Uhen call Themfelves this Parliament, and challenge that, 
*Tower without his Confcnt ? Did they not extend that 
**Power to all Cafes, where the Neceflity or Comnaon Good 
**of the Kingdom was concerned? And did they not arrp- 
'fgate to themfelves alone, the Judgment of that Danger, 
*^that Necefficy, and that Common Good of the Kingdom ? 
^^y^hzi w^is, if that were not, to unf^ttl^ the Security of all 
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'^ Men's Eftates ; and to expofe them to an Arbit^ry Powo* 
^'of their own ? If a Faftion fliouid at anv time by cunnings 
^'or force^ or abfence, or accident, prevail o?er a Major part 
''of both Houfes ; and pretend that there were evil Coiin- 
^'fellors, a Mah'gnant Party about the King; bv whom the 
"Religion, and Liberty of the Kingdom, were both in dan- 
*'ger (this they might do, they had done it then} they might 
'*take away, be it from the King, or People, whatfbever 
''they, in their judgments fhould think fit. This was Law- 
"fill, they had dfeclag'd it fo: Let the World judge, whether 
"hisMajefty had charged them unjuftly; and whether they 
"were not Guilty of the Crime, which themfelves confefled 
"f being proved) was a great One ; and how fafcly his Ma- 
"jefty mtght commit the power, thofe People deured, into 
"their Hands ^ who, in aU probability, would be no fooner 
^^pofleffed of it, than they would revive that Tragedy, whidi 
"M^ HiH^ker related of the Anabaptifts in Gtrmanj ^ who, 
** talking of nothing but Faith, and of the true Fear of God, 
"and that Riches and Honour were Vanitv; at firi^ upon 
"the great opinion of their Humility, Zeal, and Devotion, 
^'procured much Reverence, and Eftimation with the People ; 
"after, finding how many Perfons they bad enfhared with 
"their Hvpocrify, they begun to propofe to themfelves- to 
" reform both the Ecclefiaftical, and Civil Government of the 
"State : Then, becaufe uoffibly they might meet with fome 
"oppofition, they fecretiy enter'd into a League of Aflbda- 
"tion; and Aioruy after, finding the power they hadgonen 
" with the credulous People,enrich'd themfelves with all kind 
** of Spoil and Pillage, and juftify'd themfelves upon our Sa- 
*' viour's ^TomlkyThe meekJbaU inbertt the Earth ; and declared* 
"their Title was the fame which the Righteous Ifraelites had 
" to the Goods of the Wicked Egyptians : His Majelly faid, 
** this ilory was worth the reading at large^ and needed no 
^'application. 

"But liis Majefty might by no means fay, that He had 
" the fame Title to nis Town of Hull^ and the Ammunition 
^' there, as any of his Subjeds had to their Land, or Money : 
"That was a principle, that pull'd up the Foundation of the 
" Liberty, and Prc^rty of every Subjed. Why ? becaufe 
**the King's Property in his Towns, and in his Goods bought 
" with the Publick Money, as they conceive his Magazine at 
** HuU to be, was inconfiftcnt with the Subjeds Property in 
"their Lands, Goods, and Liberty. Did thofe Men think, 
'* that as they afTumed a power of declaring Law (and what- 
" fbcver contradided that Declaration broke their rrivileges) 
**fo that they had a power of declaring Senfe, and Reafon, 
" and impofing Logick, andSyllogifals on the Schools, as well

''as Law upon the People? Did not all Mankind know that 
**feveral Men might have feveral Rights, and Interefts in the 
** felf fame Hoafe and Land, and yet neither deftroy the other ? 
*^ Was not tlie Intereft of the Lord Paramount confident with 
** that of the Mefne Lord j and his with that of the Tenant ; 
''and yet their Properties or Interefts not at all confounded? 
"And why might not his Majefty then have a full, lawful 
'* Intereft, and Property in his Town ofHuU, and yet hisSub- 
" jeds have a Property in their Houfcs too ? But he could 
"not fell, or give away at hisPleafure this Town and Fort, as 
" a private Man might do his Lands or Goods. What then ? 
•* Many Men have no Authority to lett, or fet their Lcafes, or 
'* fell their Land, have they therefore no title to them, or In- 
'* tereft in them ? May they be taken from them, becaufc they 
** cannot fell them? He (aid, the purpofc of his Journey to 
"//«//, was neither to fell, or give it away, 

"But for the Magazine, the Munition there, that he 
"bought with his own Money, he miglit furely have fold that, 
" lent, or given it away. No ; he bought it with the Pubiick 
"Money, and the proof is. They conceive it fo; and, upon 
" that (Jonceit, had Voted, that it (hould be taken from him. 
" Excellent Jufticel Suppofe his Majefty had kept that Mo- 
**ncy by him, and hot Bought Arms with it, would they have 
** taken it from him upon that Conceit : Nay, might they 
*'not, wherefoever that Money was ( for through how many 
" hands fbever it hath paffed, it is the Pubiick Money ftill, if 
'*ever it were) feife it, and take it from the owners? But the 
" Towns, Forts, Magazine, and Kingdom, is entrufted to his 
"Majefty; and he is a Perfon truftcd. His Majefty faid, he 
"was fo; God, and the Law had trufted him; and he had 
" taken an Oath to difcharge that Truft, for the good and 
"fefety of the People. What Oaths they had taken, he knew 
" not, unlefs thofe, which, in that violence, they had mani- 
"fcftly, maliciouflv violated. Might any thing be taken from 
"a Man, becaufe ne is trufted with it? Nay, may the Perfon 
'* himfelf take away the thing he trufts, when he will, and io 
"what manner he will? The Law had been otherwife, and, 
"he believ'd, would be fo held, notwithftanding their De- 
"clarations. 

**BuT that Truft ought to be managed by their Advice, 
"and the Kingdom had trufted them for that purpofe. Im* 
"poffible that the feme Truft fhould be irrevocably com- 
" mitted to his Majefty, and his Heirs for ever, and the feme 
"Truft, and a Power above tiwt Truft (for fo was the Power 
**they pretended) be committed to others. Did not the Peo- 
"ple, tnat font them, look upon them as a Body but Tempo- 
"rary, and DifTolvable at his Majefty's Pleafnre? And could 
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''it be believ*d^ that they intended them for bis Guardians^ 
''and Controllers in the managing of that Truft, which God 
"and the Law had granted to Him, and to his Pofterity for 
'*cver ? What the extent of the G>mmiifion, and Tmft'was, 
"nothing could better teach them than the Writ, whereby 
"they are met. His Majefty j(aid> he call'd them (and with- 
"out that callj they could not have come together) to be liis 
''Counfellors, not Commanders (for however they frcqpent- 
'My confounded them, the Offices were feveral) and Coun- 
"lellors, not in all things, but in fome things, ie tpubufdam 
^^drduit, &c. And they would eafily find among their Pre- 
^'cedents, that Queen EUz,. upon whofe time aU good Men 
*' looked with reverence, committed one IVentwartb, a Mem- 
"bcrof the Houfe of Commons, to the Tower, fitting the 
*'Houfe, but for propofing that they might advife the Queen 
*' in a matter She thought they had nothing to do to meddle 
**in. But his Majefty is Truttedr And is He the only Pcr- 
•'fon Trufted? And might they do what their own inclina- 
*'tion and fury led them to? Were they not Trufted by his 
** Majefty, when he firft fcnt for them ; and were they not 
^^ Trufted by him, when he pafled them his promife, that he 
*' would not Diflblve them ? Could it be preiumed (and pre- 
^^ fumptions go far with them ) that he trufted them with a 
*' power to deftroy himfelf, and to Diflblve his Government, 
" and Authority ? If the People might be allowed to make an 
" equitable conftrudion of the Laws and Statutes, a Doftrlne 
" avowed by them, would not all his good Subjefts fwear, he 
"never intended by that Aft of Continuance, that they ftiould 
*'do what they have fincc done? Were they not Trufted by 
" thofc that fent them ? And were they Trufted to alter the 
^'Government of Church and State ^ and to make tbemfelves 
** perpetual Didators over the King, and People ? Did they 
"intend, that the Law it felf fhould be fubjed to their Votes; 
*' and that whatibever they faid, or did, /hould be Lawful, 
''becaufe they declared it fo? The Oaths they had taken 
" who fent them, and without taking which, themfelves were 
"not capable of their place in Parliament, made the one h-* 
** capable of giving, and the other of receiving fuch a Truft; 
^'unlefs they could perfwade his good Subjeds, that his 
"Majefty is the only Supreme Head, and Governour m all 
**Caules, and over all Perfbns, within his Dominions; and 
*'yet that they had a Power over him to conftrain him to 
** manage his Truft, and Govern his Power, according to 
*^ their Difcretion. 

"The Contrivers of that Declaration told his Majefty 
^'that they would never allow him (an humble, and dutiful 
"cxpreflion) to be Judge of th? Lawj That belonged only 

"to 
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*^ to Them ; They might, and muft, judge and declare. His 

*^ Aiajefty faid, they all knew what power the Pope, under 

** pretence of interpreting Scriptures, and declaring Articles 

** of Faith, though lie decline the making the one or the other, 

*' had ufurped over Men's Confciences; and that, under co- 

** lour of having power of ordering all things for the Good of 

^' ^en's Souls, he entitles himfelf to all the Kingdoms of th« 

*' world ; He woidd not accufe the Framers of that Dedara* 

*^ tion (how bold foever they were with his Majefty) that 

''they inclined to Popery, of which another Maxim was, 

'' that all Men muft lubmit their Reafon and Underftand- 

" ing, and the Scripture it felf, to that declaring power of 

*' his : Neither would he tell them, though They had told 

*' Him fo, that they ufe the very Language of the Rebels of 

*' Ireland : and yet they fey thofe Rebels declare, that what* 

"foever they do, is for the Good of the King and King- 

'' dom. But his good Subjeds would eafily put the cafe to 

*^ themfelves, whether if the Papifts in Ireland in truth were, 

**or by Art or Accident, had made themfelves the Major 

'* part of both Houfes of Parliament there j and had pre- 

^' tended the Truft in that Declaration from the Kingdom of 

^* Ireland; thereupon, had Voted their Religion and Liberty 

*' to be in danger of extirpation from a Malignant Party of 

** Proteftants and Puritans ; and therefore, that they would 

• **put themfelves into a pofture of Defence ^ that the Forts, 

'*and the Militia of that Kingdom were to be put into the 

*' hands of fuch Perfbns, as they could Confide in; that his 

** Majefly was indeed trufled with the Towns, Forts, Maga- 

" zines, Treafures, Offices and People of the Kingdom, toe 

**the good, fafety, and befl advantage thereof j but as his 

*' Truft IS for the ufe of the Kingdom, fb it ought to be ma- 

**naged by the Advice of both Houfes of Parliament, whom 

** the Kingdom had trufled for that purpofc, it being their 

'* duty to fee it difcharged according to the condition, and 

*'true intent thereof, and by all poffible means to prevent 

**the contrary: His Majefty faid, let all his good Subjeds 

"confider, if^that Rebellion had been plotted with all that 

•'formality, and thofe circumftances declar'd to be legal, at 

*Meaft according to the equitable fenfc of the Law, and to be 

"for the publick good, and juftifiable by neceffity, of which 

"They were the only Judges, whether, though they might 

"have thought their defign to be more Cunning, they would 

" believe it the more juftifiable. 

** N A Y let the Framers of that Declaration ask themfelves, 

"if the evil Counfellors, the Malignant Party, the Perfbns 

"ill aflFcdcd, the Popifh Lords and their Adherents, fhould 

"prove now, or hereafter, to be a Major part of both Houfes 

^ "(for 
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^'^for it had been declared that a great part of both Hoofcs 
** nad been fuch, and fo might have been the Greater ^ Nay, 
**the greater part of the Houfe of Peers was ftill dedar'd to 
^' be fuch, and his Majefty had not heard of any of their con- 
**verfion; and thereupon it had been earneftly prefled, that 
^ the Major part of the Lords might joyn with the Major 
*'part of the Houfe of Commons) would his Majefly be 
'f bound to confent co all fuch alterations^as thole Men /hould 
^'propofe to hUn, and Refblve to be for the publick Good : 
*'and fliould the Liberty, Property, and Security of all hl^ 
''Subjeds, depend on what iiich Votes /hould declare to be 
*' Law ? Was the Order of the Militia unfit, and unlawful, 
'^whilft the Major part of the Lords refuled to joyn in it 
^(as they had done two or three feveral times, and it was 
'^ never heard, before this Parliament, that they (hould be ib, 
*^and fb often prefled after a Diflent declared } and did it 
^' grow immediately neceflary for the publick £ifcty, and law- 
'^Ful by the Law of the Land, aflbon as fb many of the di(^ 
*' fcnting Peers was driven away (after their Names bad been 
*' required at the Bar, contrary to the freedom, and foun- 
^'dation of Parliament ) that the other Opinion prevailed? 
''Did the Life, and Liberty of the Subjed depend upon iudi 
''Accidents of days, and hours, that it was impoflible for 
"him to know his Right in either? God forbid. 

"But now, to juftiiy their Invafion of his Majefty 's an- 
"cient, unqueftion'd, undoubted Right , iettled and cfta* 
" blilh'd on his Majefty and his Pofterity by God himfelf ; 
"confirmed, and ftrengthen'd by all pomble Titles of G>m* 
"pad. Laws, Oaths, perpetual and uncontradided Cuftom, 
"by his People j What had they alledg'd to declare to the 
" Kingdom, as they j&y, the obligation that lieth upon the 
"Kings of this Realm to pafs all fiich Bills, as are ofFer'd 
"unto them by both Houies of Parliament ? A thing never 
"heard of till that day: An Oath (Authority enough for 
"them to break all theirs) that is, or ought to be, taken by 
" the Kings of this Realm, which is as well to remedy by 
" Law fuch Inconveniences the King may TufFer, as to keep, 
"and proted the Laws already in being: And the Form of 
" this Oath, they faid, did appear upon a Record there cited; 
"and by a Claufe in the Preamble of a Statute, made in the 
"2j^Yearof£(/w^.IIL 

"His Majefty iaid, he was not enough acquainted with 
" Records to know whether that were fully, and ingenuoully 
'* cited; and when, and how, and why, the feveral Claulej 
'^had been inferted^ or taken out of the Oaths former] v ad- 
"minlfter'd to the Kings of this Realm: Yet he could not 
"pol&bly imagine the aJSTertion that Peclaration made^ could 
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'^ be deduced from the words^ or the matter of thatOath: for 
'^ unlefs they had a power of declaring Latin^ as u«ell as Law^ 
*^ fiire^ elegerit, fignified bdtb chofen^ as well as wiB choole^ 
'^ and that it Signified fo there (befides the Authority of the 
'^ perpetual PraSice of all fucceeding times : a better later- 
'^preterthan their Votes) it was evideot, by the reference 
'^it had to cuftoms, cmfuetfidtnes quas yidgm eligerk: And 
^^ could that be a Cuftom, which the People (hould chooie a& 
*^ ter this Oath taken ? And fliould a King be fworn to defend 
'^ fiich Cuftoms ? Befides could it be imagined, that he ihould 
^* be bound by Oath to pafs fuch Laws (and fuch a Law was 
*' the Bill they brought to him of the Militia) as ihould pox 
*' the power, wherewith he was trufted, out of Himfelf into 
*' the bands of other Men ; and diveft and difable himfelf of 
*'all poflible power to oerform the great bufinefs of the Oath i 
" which was to protea them? If his Majefty gave away all 
his power, or if it were taken from him, be could not pro- 
*' teSt anv Man : And what difcharge would it be for his Ma- 
** jefty either before God or Mao, when his Good Subjeds, 
^* whom God and the Law had committed to his charge ^^ 
*' fhould be worried and fpoiled, to fay that he trufted others 
*' to proted them ? That is, to do that Duty for him, which 
'^ was efTentially and infeparably his own. But that all his 
^' good Subjeds might fee how taithfuUv thefe Men, who af- 
" fumed thisTruft from them, defired to difcharge their Truftj 
^* he would be contented to publiih, for their latisfadion Ta 
^'matter notorious enough, but what he himfelf never thought 
**to have been pat to publifb, and of which the Framers of 
'^ that Declaration might as well have made iife,as of a Latin 
^^ Record they knew many of his good Subjeds could not, and 
^^ many of themfelves did not underfbind^ the Oath it felf he 
''took at his Coronation, warranted and enjoyn'd to it by 
''the Cufloms, and Diredions of hisPredecefiors; and the 
"Ceremony of theirs, and his taking it; they might find it 
" in the Records of the Exchequer ^ This it is: 

The Sermon being done, the Arch*Bi(hop goerh to the 
King, and asks his willingnefe fo take the Oath ufually taken 
by his PredecefTors : 

The King Hieweth himfelf willing, and goeth to the Al- 
ur ; the Arch-Bifhop adminifters diefe Qjiefttons, and the 
King Anfwercth them feverally : 

Eflfc$fu$. S% W^iil you grant, and keep, and by your Oath 
confirm to the People of EitglMnd, the Laws and Cufloms to 
them granted by the Kings of England, your LawfiU and Re* 
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ligiotts Predeceflbrs : And namely the Laws, Cuftoms, ari 
Franchifcft granted to the Clergy, by the Glorious King Saim 
Eiwardy your Predeceflbr, according to the Laws of God, 
the true Profe/Iion of the Gof pel eftablifli'd in this Kingdom, 
and agreeable to the Prerog;ative of the Kings thereof^ and 
the Ancient Guftoms of this Realm } 

Rex. I grant, and promife to keep them. 

Epifc. S% Will you keep Peace, and godly agreement en- 
tirely, according to your Power, both to "God, die Holy 
Church, the Clergy, and the People ? 

Rex. I will keep it. 

Efifc. S', Will you to vour Power, caufe Law, Jaftice, and 
Difcretion, in Mercy ana Truth, to be executed in all your 
Judgments > 

Rex. I wiU. 

Epifc. S% Will you grant to bold, and keep the Laws, and 
rightful Cuftoms, which the Commonalty of this your King- 
dom have ; and will you defend, and uphold them to the 
Honour of God^ fb much as in you lieth ? 

Rex, I grant, and promife fb to do. 

Then one of the BiHiops reads this Admonition to the 
King, before the People, with a loud Voice. 

Our Lord and King, we beleech you, to pardon, and to 
grant, and to preferve unto us, and to the Qiurches com- 
mitted to our Charge, all Canonical Privileges, and due Law, 
and Juftice; and that you would proteft, and defend as, as 
every good King in his Kingdom ought to be Prote&or, and 
Defender of the Bifhops, and Churches under their Govern- 
ment 

The King Anfwereth; 

With a willing and devout Heart I promife, and grant 
my Pardon ; and that I will preferve and maintain to you, 
and the Churches committed to your Charge, all Canonical 
Privileges, and due Law, and Juftice, and that I will be your 
Proteftor and Defender, to my Power> by the affifUnce of 
God, as every good King in his Kingdom in right ought to 
prote&, and idkni tb^fii/hops^ ao4 d^e Ch^^clle$ under their 
Government* 

Then 
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Then the King arifetb, and is led to the Communion 
Tabic : where he makes a fblemn Oath in fight of all the 
People^ to obiervc the Premifes i and laying his Hand upon 
the Book, fayeth : 

The Oath. 

The things which I before promifed, I fliall perform, and 
keep : So help me God, and the Contents of this Book. 

His Majefty faid, "All the World might judge, whether 

** ftich Doiarine, or iiich Conclufions, as thofe Men brought, 

*' could follow, or have the leaft pretenqe, from that Oath: 

*'For the Preamble of the Statute they cited, that told his 

" Majefty, that the King was bound to remedy, by Law, the 

'' miichie^ and damages which happen to his People : his 

•'Majefty faid, he was lb j but asked whether the King were 

•'bound by the Preamble of that Statute, to renounce his 

**own Judgment, his own Underftanding in thofe mifchiefs, 

"and of thefc remedies? How far forth he was obliged to 

•'follow the Judgment of his Parliament, that Declaration ftill 

•' confefted to be a queftion. Without queftion, he faid, none 

" could take upon them to remedy even mifchieft, but by 

" Law, for fear of greater mifcJiiefs than thofe they go about 

*'to remedy. 

•* B u T his Majefty was bound in juftice to confent to their 

** Propofals, becauie there was a Truft repofed in his Majeftv 

•*to preferve the Kingdom, by making new Laws : He laid, 

"he was glad there was fo; then he was fure no new Law, 

•* could be made without His Confent ; and that the gentle- 

"nefs of his Anfwer, Le R^ S'avifera, if it be no Denial, it 

•'is no Confent; and then the matter was not great. They 

•'would yet allow his Majefty a greater latitude of granting 

''or denying, as he fhoula think fit, in publick Ads of Grace, 

"as Pardons, or the like Grants of Favour : Why did they 

" fo? If thofe Pardons, and publick Adts of Grace were for 

"the publick Good (which they might Vote them to be) 

"thev would then be abfolutely in their own difpofal: But 

" haa they left that power to his Majefty ? They had fure, at 

"leaft, ftiared it with him ; How elle had they got the power 

"to pardon Serjeant-Major-Gencral Skippcn (a new OflScer 

"of J)tate, and aSubjcd his Majefty had no Authority to fend 

" to Ipeak with) and all other Pcrfons imploy'd by them; and 

"fuch as had imploy'd themfelves for them, not only for 

" what they had done, but for what they (hould do ? It they 

" had power to declare fuch Adions to be no Treafon, whica 

" his Majefty would not pardon ; fuch Adions to be Treafon, 

" which need no pardon ^ the Latitude they allgw'd bis Ma- 

VoLLParta. Rr "jefty 
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^'jefty of granting, or denying of Pardons, was a Jewel they 
'* might ftill be content to lufFcr his Majefty to wear in hk 
" Crown, and never think themfelves the more in danger. 

"All this Confider'd, the G)ntriver of that Mci£ige 
** (fince they would afford his Majefty no better Title) whom 
** they were angry with, did not conceive, the People of this 
''Land to be fo void of Common Senfe, as to believe his 
'' Majefty, who had denied no one thing for the eafe, and be- 
** nefat of them, which in Juftice or Prudence could be asked, 
"or in Honour and Confcience could be granted, to have 
"caft off all care of the Subjeds Good; and the Fiamen, 
"and Devifers of that Declaration (who had endeavoor'd 
f **to render his Majefty odious to his Subjeds, and then dif- 
" loyal to him, by pretending fuch a Truft in Them) to have 
**only taken it up : Neither, he was confident, would they 
"be latified, when they felt the mifery and the burdens, 
** which the fury and the malice of thofe People would bring 
''upon them, with being told that calamity proceeded from 
"evil Counfellors, whom no body could name; from Plots 
" and Conspiracies, which no Man could difcover ; and from 
" Fears and Jealoufies, which no Man underftood : And there- 
" fore that the confideratioD of it (hould be left to the Con- 
*'fcience, Reafon, AfFeftion, and Loyalty of his good Sub- 
" jeds, who do underftand the Government of this Kingdom, ^ 
*4iis Majefty (aid, he was well content. 

"His Majefty ask'd, where the folly and madnefs of thole 
'" people would end, who would have bis People believe, that 
^'nis abienting himfelf from LondcHy where, with his fafety, 
^'he could not ftay, and the continuing his Magazine at 
^^ HttUy proceeded from the fecret Plots of the Papifts here, 
^^and to advance the defign of the Papifts in IreUnd ? But it 
•*'was no wonder that they, who could believe S^ J$lmlA- 
^'tham's /hutting his Majefty out of //mA, to be an AA of 
'^AfFedion and Lovalty, would believe that tbePapifts^ or 
"the Turk perfwaded him to go thither. 

"And could any fober Man think that Declaration to be 
*'the confent of either, or both Houfes of Parliament, an- 
^'awed either by fraud or force ; wliich (after fo many Thanks, 
^'and humble j^ckoowledgments of his gracious &vour ii^ 
"his Meflage of the twentieth of January y fo often, and fi> 
" unanimouflv prefented to his Majefty .from both Houfes of 
"Parliament) now told him, that the Medage at firft was, 
"and, as often as it had been fince mentioned by him, had 
"been a breach of Privilege (of which they had not uied to 
"have been fo negligent, as in four Months not to have com- 
**plain'd, if fiich a breach had been) and that their own Me- 
"(hod of procc^ing ihould not be propofed to them: as if 

"his 
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*^ his Majefty had only Authority to call them together, not 
•* CO tell them what they were to do, not fo much as with re- 
** ibrence to his own Affairs. What their own Method had 
** been, and whither it had led Them, and brought the King- 
** dom, all Men fee, what His would have been, if feafonably 
** and timelv applied unto, all Men might judge j his Ma- 
** jetty would fpeak no more of it. 

'' B u T fee now what excellent Inftances, they had found 
** out, to prove an inclination, if not in his Majefty, in fome 
** about htm , to Civil War : Their going with his Majefty 
** to the Houfe of Commons ( fb often urg'd, and fo fully 
** Anfwer'd) their attending on him to Hampton-Court, and 
«' appearing in a Warlike manner at Kingfion upon Thames ^ 
*' Wis going to Hull ; their drawing their Swords at Tork , 
** demanding, who would be for the King? the declaring 
** S'John Hotbam Traytor before the Meflage fent to thePar- 
**liament ; the Propofitions to the Gentry in Torkjhire, to 
**afEft his Majefty againft S' John Hotham, before he had 
**receiv'd an Anfwcr from the Parliament: All defperate In- 
**ftances of an inclination to a Civil War. Examine them 
^' again; The manner, and intent of his going to the Houfe 
** of Commons, he had fet forth at large, in his Aniwer to 
** their Declaration of the nineteenth of M47 ; all Men might 
'* judge of it. Next, did they themfelves believe, to what 
^' purpofe fbever that Rumour had ferv'd their turn, that there 
^^was an appearance in Warlike manner at Kingfion upon 
*' Thames ? Did they not know, that whenfoever his Majefty 
*^had been at Hampton-Court, fince his firft coming to the 
''Crown, there was never a lefs appearance, or in a lefs 
'^ Warlike manner, than at the time they meant? He faid^ 
^ he would fay no more, but that His appearance in a War- 
''like manner at King/Ion upon Thames, and Theirs at King' 
^^ficn upon Hull, was very different? What was meant by 
•* the drawing of Swords at Torkj and demanding, who would 
'' be for the King, muft be enquired zvLondon; for, his Ma- 
'* jefly believed, very few in Tork^undQV&ood the meaning of 
''it. For his going to Hull, which they would by no means 
*' endure fhouid be called a Vifit, whether it were not the 
''way to prevent, rather than to make a Civil War, was very 
"obvious: And the declaring him a Traytor in the very Aft 
/'of his Treafon, would never be thought unreafonable, but 
" by thofe who believed him to be a loving, and loyal Sub* 
"jed; no more than the endeavouring to make the Gentle- 
"men of that County ftnfibic of that Treafon (which they 
" were in an honourable, and dutiful degree ) before he re* 
**ceiv'd the Aniwer from both Houfes of Parliament: For, 
"if they had been as his Majefty expefted they fhouid have 
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"been, fenfiblc of that intollerable injury oflfer'd to him, 
'^ might he not have had occafion to have ufed the affedioo 
"of thefc Gentlemen? Was he furc that S' ^§lm lAtbdm, who 
'' bad kept him out without their Order (he fpake of a pub- 
" lick Order) would have let him in, when they had forbid- 
''dcn him ? And if they had not fuch a fenfe of him (as the 
**cafe falls out to be) had he not more reaibn to make Pro- 
" portions to thofe Gentlemen, whofe readinefs and aifeAioa 
**he, or his Pofterity, would never forget. 

<' B u T this bufinefs of ifjvB fticks ftill with them ; and find- 
"Ing his Queftions hard, they are pleafed to Aniwer his Ma- 
" jetty by asking other Queftions of Him : No matter for the 
** exceptions againft the Earl oiNew-CafiU (wliich have been 
"fo otten urged, as one of the principal grounds of their 
"Fears and Jealoufies; and which drew that Qneftion from 
" him) They asked his Majeftv, why, when he held it neccf- 
"fary, that a Governour ftiould be placed in HuUy S^^^ 
*' Hctham ftiould be refufed by him, and the Earl of ZVlrw- 
^^Cafile fent down ? His Majefty Anfwer'd becaufe he had 
^'a better opinion of the Earl of New-Cafile than ofS'^§bn 
^* Hotham j and defircd to have fuch a Governour over his 
'* Towns, if he muft have any, as ftiould keep them for, and 
'' not againft him : And if his going down were in a more 
*' private way than S' John Hotham's, it was becaufe he had 
^' not that Authority to make a noife by levying and billet- 
'' ing of Soldiers, in a peaceable time, upon his good Sub- 
" jeds, as it feem'd S' yohn Hotham carried down with him. 
'* And the Imputation which is caft by the way upon that 
^' Earl, to make his reputation not {o unblemifti'd, as he con- 
**ceiv'd, and the World believes it to be; and which, though 
** it was not ground enough fbr Judicial Proceeding ( it is 
** wonder it was not) was yet ground enough for fufpicion, 
*'muft be the cafe of every Subjed in England (and he wiflied 
"it went no higher) if every vile Afpernon, contriv'd by un- 
" known hands, upon unknown or unimaginable grounds, 
^' which is the way pradifed to bring any Vertuous and de- 
"ferving Men into obloquy, ftiould receive the leaft credit, 
^'or countenance in the world. 

'^They tell him, Their excention to thofe Gentlemen, 
**who delivered their Petition to him at Tork^ was that they 
'•prcfumed to take the Style upon them of all the Gentry, 
^*and Inhabitants of that County ; whereas^ they fay, ib many 
**more of as good Quality as themfelves, of that County, 
"were of another opinion ; and have fince, by their Peddon 
" to his Majefty, difavowed that AA. Their Information 
*Mn that point, his Majefty faid, was no better than it ufeth 
"to be j and they would find, that neither the Number, or

** the Quality of tliofe who have, or will difavow that Peti- 

** tion, was as they imagine ^ though too many weak Perfons 

*^ were mifled ^ which they did, and would every day more 

^'and more underftand) by the Fadion, Skill, and Induftry 

*^ of that; True Malignant Party, of which he did, and had 

** reafon to complain. They faid, they had rcceiv'd no Pcti- 

*^ tion of lb ftrange a nature: What nature ? Contrary to the 

** Votes of both Houfes : that is, they had receiv'd no Peti- 

* * tion they had no mind to receive. But his Majefty had told 

** them again, and all his good Subjeds would tell them, that 

'*thcy had received Petitions, with joy and approbation, 

** againft the Votes of both Houfes of their Predeccflbrs, con- 

^^ firm'd and eftablifh'd into Laws by the confent of his Ma- 

*'jcfty, and his Anceftors ; and allow 'd thofe Petitions to 

"carry the Style, and to feem to carry the defires of Cities, 

** Towns and Counties^ when, of either City, Town or Coun- 

** ty, very few known, or confiderable Perfons, had been privy 

** tofuch Petitions: whereas, in truth, the Petitions delivered 

*^ to his Maiefty^ againft which they except, carried not the 

^' Style of all, out fome of the Gentry and Inhabitants; and 

'' implied no other confent, tlian fiich as went Viiibly along 

"with it. 

"But his Majefty was all tiiis while in a miftake ; the Ma- 
"gazine at Hull was not taken from him. Who told them 
^' lo? They who aiTure them ( and whom without breaking 
"their Privileges they muft believe) that S' John Hotbums 
*^ /hutting the Gates againft his Majefty, and refilling his en- 
" trance with arm'd Men (though he thought it in deBance 
"of him) was indeed in obedience to him, and his Autho* 
" rity ; and for His Service, and the Service of the Kingdom. 
"He was to let none in, but fuch as came with his Majefty 's 
** Authority, fignified by both Houfes of Parliament : himfelf 
*' and they had order'd it fo. And therefore he kept his Ma- 
*' jefbr out, only, till his Majefty or he hirofelf might fend for 
" their Direftions. His Majefty faid, he knew not whether 
" the Contrivers of that Declaration meant, that his good 
"Subjefts Hiould ib foon underftand, though it was plain 
•'enough to be underftood, the meaning of the King's Au- 
" thority fignified by both Houfes of Parliament : But fare the 
"world would now eafily difcern in what mifcrable cafe he 
" had, by this time, been (it is bad enough as it is) if he ha4 
"confcnted to their Bill, or to their Ordinance of the Mill- 
" tia, and given thofe Men power to have raifed all the Arms 
"of the Kingdom againft him, for the Common Good, by 
''his own Authority; Would thcv not as they had kept him 
"from //«//, by this time have beaten him rrom Terk^ and 
^'purfaed him out of tbe Kingdom, in his owq behalf? Nay 
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^^ might not this Munition, which is not taken from him, be 
^Mmploy'd againft him; notagainft his Authority (ignified 
^'by both Houies of Parliament, but only to kill tho(e III 
^'Counfellors, the Malignant Party which is about him^ and 
*'yet for his Good, for the Publick Good (they would declare 
"it fo) and Co no Trealbn within the Statute of 2y.£rf«/.III? 
** which, by their Interpretation, had left his Majefty, the 
" King of EngUndy abfolutely lefe provided for, in point of 
** fafety, than the meaneft Subjed ot the Kingdom : And every 
^* Subjed of this Land (for whofe fecurity that Law was made, 
^•that they may know their duty, and their danger in break- 
**ing of it) may be made a Traytor when thefe Men pleafe 
^'to fay, he is to. But did they think That, upon fuch an 
''Interpretation (upon pretence of Authority otBookCa(es 
** and Precedents, which, without doubt, they would have 
** cited, if they had been to their purpofe) out of which no- 
^* thing can relult, but confufion to King and People, would 
'* find any credit with his good Subjects ? And that fo ex- 
"cellent a Law, made both for fecurity of King and People, 
^' (hall be fo eluded, by an interpretation no Learned Lawyer 
^' in EngUnd would at this hour, he believed, iet under his 
''hand, notwithftanding the Authority of that Declaration; 
^' which, he hoped, Hiall bring nothing but Infamy upon the 
^'Contrivers of it? 

"Now to their Privileges : Though it be true, they (ay, 
^'that their Privileges do not extend to Treafon, Felony, or 
*' breach of the Peace, fo as to exempt the Members from all 
^* manner of Procefs,andTryal; yet it doth privilege them in 
*' the way, or method of their Tryal : the Caufo muft be firft 
*' brought before Them, and Their confent asked, before you 
''can proceed. Why then their Privileges extend as far in 
^' thefe Cafes, as in any that are moft unqueftion'd; for no 
*' Privilege whatfoever, exempts them from all manner of 
^'Proceb and Tryal, if you firft acquaint the Houfe with it, 
^*and they give you leave to proceed by thofe Procefles, or to 
^' that Tryal: But, by this Rule, ifa Member of either Houfe 
^'commit a Murder, you muft by no means meddle with 
^' him, till you have acquainted that Houfe of which he is a 
^' Member, and received their diredioti for your Proceeding, 
^'afluring your felf, he will not ftir from that place where 
^'you left him, till you return with their confent; fhouldit 
*'be otherwife, it would be in the power of every Man, undet 
^'the pretence of Murder, to take one after another, and as 
^'many as he pleaieth; and fo, confequently, bring a Parlia-r 
^^ment to what he plcafeth, when he pleafeth. If a Member 
<' of either Houfe fhall take a Purfe at Twk^ (he may as pro^ 
^' \>zh\y t^kp a Purf^ frqffj « Subje^^ «s Aws againft the 
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** King) you muft ride to London^ to know what to do, 

** and He may ride with you, and take a new Purfe every 

^* Stage, and muft not be apprehended, or declared a Felon, 

^* till you have asked that Houfe of which he is a Member; 

** fhould it be otherwife, it might be in every Man's power 

** to accufe as many Members as he would of taking Purfcs ; 

^^ and lb bring aPariiament, and fo all Parliaments to nothing. 

** Would thefe Men be believ'd ? And yet they make no 

** doubt but every one who hath taken the Proteftation, would 

*^ defend this Dodrine with his Life and Fortune. Would 

^* not his Subjeds believe, that they had impoied a pretty 

** Proteftation upon them i and that they had a very good 

*'end in the doing of it, if it obligeth them to fuch hazards, 

^' to fuch undertakings? Muft they forget or negled his Ma* 

•* jetty's Perfon, Honour, and Eftate, which, by that Prote- 

^^ftation, they are bound to defend; and, in fbme degree, 

^^ do undcrftand ? And muft they only venture their Lives 

"and Fortunes to juftify Privileges they know not, or ever 

•* heard of before? Or are they bound by that Proteftatio^i 

** to believe, that theFramers of that Declaration have power 

** to extend their own Privileges, as far as they think fit ; an4 

**to contrad his Majefty's Rights, as much as they pleafe; 

''and that they are bound to believe them in either, and to 

** venture their Lives and Fortunes in that Quarrel ? 

*' F R o M declaring how mean a Perfon his Majefty is, an4 ' 

'' how much the Kingdom hath been miftaken in the under* 

'^ftanding of the Statute of the z^.EdwMl. concerningTrea- 

"fon, and that all Men need not fear Levying War againft 

**him, fo they have their Order to Warrant them; They 

'* proceed, in the Spirit of declaring, to certify his Subjeds 

'^ in the miftakings, which, near one hundred and fifty years, 

"have been receiv'd concerning the Statute of the zHenMlh 

^^cb. I. (a Statute all good Subjeds will read with Comfort). 

**and tell them, that the fcrving of the King for the tim^ 

** being, cannot be meant o£ Perk^ IVarbeck, or of any that 

" ihould call himielf King ; but iiich a One as is allow a, and 

"received by the Parliament in the behalf of the Kingdom: 

"And was not his Majefty fo allow'd? However, through a 

"dark mift of words, and urging their old Privileges (which, 

" he hoped, he had fufficiently Anfwer'd, and will be every 

"day more confuted by the Adions of his good Subjeds) 

"they conclude, that thofe that (hall guide themfclves by 

"the judgment of Parliament, which they fay is their own, 

"ought, whatfoever happen, to be fecnre, and free from all 

"Account and Penalties, upon the ground and equity of that 

"very Sutute: How far their own Chancellors may h'Au 

"them in th^t equity, his Majefty knew not^ but bv cl.l 
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^^help of God, and that good Law, He would allow no {itch 
*'equitv : So then, there is the Dodrine of that Declaration ; 
"and tnefe are the Portions of the Contrivers of it. 



1. That they have an abfblate Power of declaring the 
Law ; and that whatlbever they declare to be fo, ought not 
to be queftion'd by liis Majefty, or any Subjeft : So that ail 
Right and Safety of Him and his People, moft depend upon 
their Pleafure. 

2. T H AT no Precedents can be limits to bound their Pro- 
ceedings: So they may do what they pleafe. 

3. T H A T the Parliament may difpoie of any thing, where- 
in the King or Sobjed hath ^ Right, for the Piiblick Good; 
that they, without the King, are this Parliament, and judge 
of this Publick Good; and that his Majefty 's Confent is ooc 
neceflary : So the Life and Liberty of the Subjed, and all the 
good Laws made for the fecurity of them, may be diipo(ed 
of, and repeal'd by the Major part of both Houfes at any time 
prefent, and by any ways and means procured fb to be; and 
his Majefty had no Power to proteft them. 

4. T H A T no Member of either Houfe ought to be trou- 
bled or meddled with forTreafbn, Felony, or any other Crime, 
without the Caufe firft brought before Them, that they may 
judge of the Fad, and their leave obtain'd to proceed. 

y. That the Soveraign Power reiSdes in both Houies of 
Parliament ; and that his Majefty had no Negative Voice : 
So then his Majefty Himfelf muft be fiibjed co their Com- 
mands. 

tf . T H a T the Levying of Forces againft the Pergonal Com* 
mands of the King, though accompanied with his Preieoce, 
is not Levying War againft the King; but the Levying War 
againft his Laws and Authority ( which they have Power to 
declare and fignify) though not againft his Perfon, is Levy- 
ing War againft the King: And that Treafon cannot be com- 
mitted againft his Perfon, otherwife than as he is entrufted 
With the Kingdom, and difcharging that Truft ; and that 
They have a Power to judge, whether he difcharges that 
Truft or no. 

7. Th AT if they fhould make the higheft Precedents of 
other Parliaments their Patterns, there would be no caofe to 
complain of want of Modefty or Duty in them ; that is, they 
may Depofe his Majefty when they will, and are not to be 
blamed for {o doing. 

''And now (as if the meer publiftiing of their Refoln* 
"tions, would not only prevail with the People, but, in the 
"inftant, deftroy all Spirit, and Courage in his Majelhr to 
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•* prcfcnre his own Right, and Honour) they have fince taken 

^' the boldnefs to ailault him with certain Propofitions: which 

** they call the moft neceflary efFedual means for the remo- 

** ving thofe Jealoufies, and Differences between his Majefty 

** and his People, that is, that he would be content to de- 

** vcft himfelfof all his Regal rights, and dignities ; be con- 

** tent with the Title of a King, and fuffer Them, according 

^^ to their difcretion to govern Him, and the Kingdom, and 

'* to difpofe of his Children. How fuitable and agreeable this 

**Dodnne, and thefe Demands were to the Affedion of his 

** loving Subjeds, under whofe Truft thefe Men pretend to 

** (ay, and do thefe Monftrous Things ; and to defign not 

*^ only the mine of his Perfon, but of Monarchy it felf( which, 

** he might juftly fay, was more than ever was ofFer'd in any 

'*of his Predeceifors times; for though the Perfon of the 

'^ King had been fbmetimes unjufWy Depofed, yet the Regal 

** Power was never, before this time, ftruck at ) he believes 

^' his good Subjeds would find ibme way to let Them, and 

"the World know: And, from this time, fuch who had been 

** nufled, bj their ill Counfels, to have any hand in the exe- 

** cution of^the Militia, would fee to what Ends their Service 

*' was defign'd ; and therefore if they fhould prefume here- 

" after to meddle in it, they muft exped, that he would im- 

^* mediately proceed againft them as adual raifers of Sedition, 

** and as Enemies to his Sovcraign Power. 

'* H I s Majefty faid, he had done : And fhould now exped 
•* the worft Adions thefe Men had Power to commit againft 
**him; worfe words they could not give him : and he doubt- 
•'cd not, but the Major part of both Houfes of Parliament, 
"when they might come together with their Honour and 
"Safety (as well thofe who were furprifed at the pafling of 
"it, and underftood not the malice in it, and the confiifion 
"that muft grow by it, if believ'd ; as thofe who were ab- 
"fent, orinvolv'd) would fo far refcntthe indignity offer'd 
" to his Majefty, the difhonour to Themfelves, and the mif- 
''chief to the whole Kingdom, by that Declaration ; that 
"they would fpecdily make the foul Contrivers of it inftances 
"of their exemplary Jufticej and brand Them, and their 
"Dodrine, with the mtfks of their perpetual Scorn and In- 
''dignation. 

Whilst this Anfwer, and Declaration of his Majefty's 
was preparing and publifhing, which was done with all 
imagmable hafte, and to which they made no Reply till 
manv Months after the War was begun, they proceeded in 
all their Counfels towards the leflening his Majefty, both in 
Reputation, and Power j and towards the improving their 
ownlnt^refts; For the firft^ upon the advantage of their 
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former Vote, of the King's Intention to Levy War againft his 
Parliament, in the tuAofMaj they publifhed Orders^ **Tliat 
*' the Sheriffs of the adjacent Counties (hoiild hinder, and 
'' make ftay of all Arms and Ammanitlon carrying towards 
*' Torkji until they had given notice thereof unto the Lords 
**and Commons; and (hould have received their farther Di- 
''rcftion ; and that they fhould prevent the coming together 
"of any Soldiers^ Horfe or Foot, by any Warrant of his Ma- 
" jefty, without their Advice or Confent : Which they did, 
not upon any opinion that there would be any Arms or Am- 
munition carrymg to his Majefty, they having entirely pof- 
feiled themfelves of all his Stores ^ or that they indeed be- 
liev'd, there was any Commiflion or Warrant to raife Sol- 
diers, which they well knew there was not; bat that, by this 
means, their Agents in the Country ( which many Sheriflfs 
and Juftices of Peace were ; and moft Conftabies, and Infe- 
rior Officers) might upon this Pretence, hinder the Reibrt- 
ing to his Majefty, which they did with that Induftry, chat 
few Perfons, who, foreseeing the defign of thofe Orders, did 
not decline the great Koads,and made not pretences of Tra- 
velling to (bme other place, and Traveli'd in any Equipage 
towards his Majefty, efcapcd without being ftay'd by fiicb 
watches: And moft that were ib ftay'd, finding it to no par- 
pofe to attend the Refblution, or Juftice of the Houfes, who 
always commended the Vigilance of their Minifters, and did 
not exped they (hould be bound up by the Letter of their 
Orders, made mift to efcape with their own Perfons, and were 
contented to leave their Horfes behind them : They who at- 
tended to be repaired by the Juftice of the Houfes, nnding fo 
many delays, and thoie delays to be fb chargable, and them- 
felves cxpofed to fo many Queftions, and fuch an Inquiiition, 
that they thought their Liberty a great prize, whatever they 
left behind them. 

For the improving their Intereft,and Dependence, though 
they had as much of the Affedion of the City as could rea- 
ibnably beexpeded; and by their exercife ofthe Militia, had 
united them in a firm Bond, the communication of Guilt ; 
yet they well underftood their true ftrength confifted in the 
Rabble of the People; for the greateft part of the fubftantial, 
and wealthy Citizens, being not of their Party, and except 
fome Expedient were found out, whereby they might be in- 
volv 'd ,an(k:oncern'd in their Pro§)erity or Ruine,they thought 
themfelves not fb much in truth poffeffed of that City, as 
they (ccm'd to be. They had heard it faid, that Edwari the 
Fourth of England recover*d the City of London, and by that 
the Kingdom, by the vaft Debts that jie owed there; Men 
looking upon the helping of Him to the Crown, as the helping 
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Themfelves to their Money, which was elfe defpcrate. Upon 
this ground, they had taken the firft opportunity of borrow- 
ing great Sams of them, in the beginning of this Parliament; 
when the Richeft and beft AfFeAed Men, upon a Preemption 
that hereby the Scots Army would fuddainly march into their 
own Country, and the Englifb as ibon be Disbanded, cbear* 
fully furni/hed that Money. Upon this ground they ftill for- 
bore to repay thofc Sums, dllpofing what was brought in 
upon the Bills of Subfidy, and other Pubiick Bills, to other 
purpofes. And now, to make themfelves more fure of them; 
they borrowed another Sum of looooo^ of them, upon pre- 
tence of the ercat Exigences o( Ireland i which was their two- 
edged Sword, to lead them into the Liberty of laying what 
imputations, they thought moft convenient for their pur- 
poles, upon the King and Queen; and to draw what Money 
they thought fit from the City ; and ferv'd them now to 
another important end, to raife Soldiers; but that Service ic 
felf, in order to fiippreffing the Rebellion there, was not, in 
any degree, advanced. Having by thefe means, thus provided 
for their main Ends, they made the People believe, they were 
preparing Proportions to fend to the King; and the People 
were yet fb Innocent as to believe, that they would never fend 
Propofitions that were not reafonable : For though the un- 
ufual A&s which had been done by the King, as the going 
to the Houfe of Commons, and demanding the Members 
there, had put them into as unufual appreheniions; and thoie, 
by the warmth and heat of Declarations and Anfwers, had 
drawn from them by degrees, another kind of Language » 
than had before been ufed ; yet moft Men believ'd, when 
tbofe Paifions were difgefted, and that any Propofitions fhould 
be made by them ( which the King had long call'd for and 
invited ) that they could not but be fuch, as would open a 
door for that Afiedion, Confidence, Duty, and Trufl, upon 
which the Peace of the Kingdom might bereafbnably founded. 
And Propofitions they did fend to the King, in the begin- 
ning of June I which were prefented to his Majefty, with great 
Solemnity, by their Committee reGdent there; which, in this 
place, are very neceflary to be inferred in the very t<?rins in 
which they were prefented, as followeth :

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^^nezt to the Honour and immediate Service of God, tka 
*'the Juft and faithful performance of their Duty to rax 
^'Kfajefty and this Kingdom : And being very ienfible d 
'^ the great diftradions and diftempers, and of the Immi- 
^'nent dangers and calamities^ whidi thole diftraAions asi 
'^diftempers are like to bring apon voor Majefty^and josr 
^'Subjeds (all which have proceeded from the fiibtleLh 
^'formations, mifchievoos Pradices, and evil Coanieis of 
^' Men difaife&ed to God's tme Religion^ your Nfajefijs 
*' Honour and Safetv ; and the Publick Peace, and Profpe- 
*' rity of your People) after a ferious Obfervatioa of tiie 
^' Caufes of thoremifchie&, do in all humility and imcerity, 
^'prefent to your Majefty their moft dutifiu Pedtion and 
"Advice : That, out ot your Princely Wiflom fbr the 
''eftablifhing your own Honour and Safety, and gracioos 
" tendernefs of the Welfare and Security of your Subjeds 
^'atid Dominions, you will be pleafed to -grants and accept 
^'thefe their humble Defires and Propofitions, as the moft 
^'neceflary and efFedual mean^, through God's bleffing, of 
^'removing thole Jealoufies and Differences, which have 
^'unhappily fallen out betwixt you and your People and 
^' procuring both your Majefty and them^ aconftant courfe 
^' of Honour, Peace, and Happineis. 

The Ff^pdfii'ms. 

1. "That the Lords and others of your Majefty *s Privy 
^' Council, and fuch great Officers and Minifters of State, 
^'either at Home or beyond the Seas, may be put from 
*' your Privy Q>uncil, and from thofc Offices and Imploy- 
^'ments, excepting fuch as (hail be approved by both Houles 
*' of Parliament: And that the Perions, put into the Places 
''and Implovments of thoie that are removed, may be ap- 
*' prov'd of by both Houfes of Parliament: and that Privy 
'' Counfellors fhall tal^e an Oath, for th^ due execution of 
''their Places, in fuch Form as fhall be agreed upon by 
''both Houfes of Parliament. 

2. "That the great Affairs of the Kingdom may not be 
"concluded, or tranfaded by the Advice of private Men, 
"or by any unknown, or unlworn Counfellors; but that 
"fuch matters as concern the Publick, and are proper for 
"the High Court of Parliament, which IsyourMajeffy's 
'' great and fupreme Council, may be debated, refblv'd, and 
" tran&ded only in Parliament, and not elfewhere : And 
"fuch as fhall prefume to do any thing to the contrary, 
"fhall be referv'd to the Cenfure and Judgment of Par- 
" liament : And fuch other Matters of State;, as are proper 
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''for yoor Majefty's Privy G>imcil, /hall be Debated and 
''concluded by fuch of the Nobility, and Others, as (hall^ 
"from time to time, be chofen for that Place, by appro- 
, "bation of both Houies of Parliament: and that no pub- 
"lick AA concerning the Affairs of the Kingdom, wnich 
" are proper for your Privy Council, may be efteem'd of 
"any Validity, as proceeding from the Royal Authority^ 
"unlefs it bejdone by the Advice and Confent of theMa« 
" jor part of the Council, attefted under their Hands : And 
"that your Council may be limited to a certain Number^ 
"not exceeding twenty five, nor under fifteen; and if any 
"Counfellor's place happen to be Void in the interval of 
" Parliament, it (hall not be fupplied without the AiTenc 
"of the Major part of the Council; which choice, (hall 
"be confirm'd at the next fitting of Parliament, or eOe tQ 
"be void. 

3. "That the Lord High Steward of England, Lord High 
"Conftable, Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the Great 
"Seal, Lord Treafurer, Lord Privy Seal, Earl Marftial, 
"Lord Admiral, Warden of the Cinque Ports, chief Go- 
"vernour of Ireland, Chancellor of the Exchequer, Matter 
"of the Wards, Secrewries of State, two Chief Juftices, 
"and Chief Baron, may always be chofen with the ap* 
"probation of both Houfes of Parliament ; and in the ia* 
^•tervals of Parliaments, by the AflTent of the Major part 
"of the Council, in fuch manner as is before exprefled itk 
"the Choice of Counfellors. 

4* "That He, or They, unto whom the Government and 
"Education pf the King's Children (ball be committed, 
" (hall be approved of by both Houfes of Parliament; and 
"in the intervals of Parliament, By the AiTent of the Ma- 
"jor part of the Council, in fuch manner as is before ex- 
"prefled in the choice of Counfellors j And that all fucb 
"Servants as are now about them, againft whom botk 
"Houfes (hall have any juft exceptions, ihall be removed. 

y. "That no Marriage (hall be concluded, or treated, for 
"any of the King's Children, with any Forreign Prince, 
" or other Perfbn whatfoever, Abroad or at Home, without 
" the Confent of Parliament, under the Penalty of a Prae- 
"munire, unto fuch as fhall conclude, or treat of any Mar* 
" riage as aforefaid : And that the faid Penalty fhall not be 
"pardon'd, or difpenfed with, but by the Confent of both 
"Houfes of Parliament. 

6. "That the Laws in force againft Jefuits, Priefb, and 
"Popifli Recufants, be ftriftlv put in Execution without 
"any Toleration, or Difpenfation to the contrary: And 
^'tbat fome more effe^ual courfe may be enafted, by Au- 
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^'thorltv of Parliament^ to difable them from making riy 
^Mifturbance in the Sute^ or eluding the Laws by Tmi^ 
*^orotherwife. 

7. "That the Votes of Popllh Lords in the Houfe of Peers 
^'may be taken a\(^a]r» fb long as they continue Papiits: 
'* And that your Majefty will conienc to fuch a Bill^ zs ihaB 
''be drawn, for the Education of the Children of Paplih, 
"by Pfoteftants, in the Proteftant Religion. 

8. "That your Majefty will be pleai^ to conient, that 
" fuch a Reformation be made of the Church Government, 
"and Liturgy, as both Houfes of Parliament (hall adFile^ 
"wherein they intend to have confutations with Divines, 
" as is exprcfled in their Declaration to that purpole : And 
"that your Majefty will contribute your beft auifiancc to 
"them, for the raifing of a fufficient maintenance for 
"Preaching Minifters through the Kingdom : And that 
" your Majefty will be pleafed to give your con&nt to Laws, 
" for the taking away of Innovations, and Superftition, and 
"of Pluralities, and againft icandaions Minifters. 

9. "That your Majefty will be pleafed to reft fatisfied with 
^' that courfe, that the Lords and Commons, have appointed, 
" for ordering of the Militia, until the fame /hall be farther 
"fettled by a Bill : and that your Majefty will recall your 
"Declarations, and Proclamations againft the Ordinance 
"made by the Lords and Commons concerning it. • 

JO. "That fuch Members of either Houfe of Parliament, 
"as have, during this prefent Parliament, been put out of 
'^any Place and OfEce, may either be reftor'd to that Place 
''and Office, or otherwife have fatisfaftion for the fame, 
"upon the Petition of that Houfe, whereof He, or They 
"are Members. 

{I. "That all Privy Counfellors and Judges may take an 
" Oath, the Form whereof to be agreed on and tettled by 
"Ad of Parliament, for the maintaining of the Petition of 
"Right, and of certain Sututes made by tliis Parliament, 
"which fhall be mention d bv both Houses of Parliament; 
"and that an enquiry of all Breaches, and Violations of 
**thofe Laws, roav be given in charge by the Juftices of 
**the King's Bencn every Term, and by the Judges of At 
" fize in their Circuits, and Juftices of the Peace at the Sef^ 
"fions, to be preiented and punifhed according to Law. 

X2. "That alt the Judges, and all the Officers, placed by 
"approbation of both Houfes of Parliament, may hold their 
^' places quamdlu bene fe lefferint. 

1 3 • " T H A T the Juftice ofParliament may pafs upon all De- 
"linquents, whether they be within the Kingdom, or fled 
"out of it : And that all Perfons cited by either Houfe of 
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^'Parliament, may appear, and abide tiie Cenfiire of Par* 
**Iiament. 

JT *|.. *' T H A T the General Pardon, offer 'd by your Majefty, 
^'tnay be granted with fuch Exceptions, as (hall be adviied 
*'by both Houfes of Parliament. 

I y. "That the Forts, and Caftles of this Kingdom, may 
** be put under the Command and Cuftody of Inch Perfbns, 
"as your Majefty fliall appoint with the approbation of your 
" Parliament^ and, in the intervals of Parliament, with ap- 
** probation of theMajor part of thcCouncil, in (iich man- 
**Der as is before exprefled in the choice of Counfellors. 

I ^. ** T H A T the extraordinary Guards, and Military Forces 
" now attending your Majefty, may be removed and di& 
''charged; and that, for the future, you will raife no fuch 
''Guards or extraordinary Forces, but, according to the 
"Law, in cafe of Adual Rebellion, or Invafion. 
X 7. "That your Majefty will be plea fed to enter into a more 
"ftrift Alliance with the States of the Vnited Provinces, and 
" other neighbour Princes and States of the Proteftant Re- 
"ligion, for the defence and maintenance thereof againft 
^'all Defigns and Attempts of the Pope, and his Adherents, 
" to fubvert and fupprefs it ; whereby your Majelhr will 
"obtain great «ccels pf ftrength and reputation, ana your 
" Snbjeds be much encouraged and enabled, in a Parlia- 
*^mcntary way, for your Aid, and Aififtance, in reftoring 
"your Royal Sifter, and her Princely IfTueto thofeDIgni- 
"ties and Dominions, which belong unto them; and re- 
"lieving the other diftrefled ProteiUnt Princes, who have 
"fufTer'd in the fame Caufe. 

18. "That your Majefty will be plealed by Ad of Parlia- 
"ment, to clear the Lord Kimbplton, and the five Members 
"of the Houfe of Commons, in fiich manner that future 
" Parliaments may be fecured from the Confequence of 
" that evil Precedent. 

19. "That your Majefty will be graciouflv pleafed to paft 
"a Bill for reftraining Peers made hereafter, from Sitting 
**or Voting in Parliament, unlefs they be admitted there* 
"unto with the Confent of both Houles of Parliament. 

'* A N D thefe our humble Defires being granted by your Ma- 
"jcfty. We (hall forthwith apply our felves to regulate 
** your prefcnt Revenue, in fucn fort as may be for your 
"bcft advantage; and likewife to fettle fuch an ordinary,, 
" and conftant increafe of it, as (hall be fufficient to fupport 
"your Royal Dignity in Honour, and Plenty, bevond the 
"proportion of any former Grants of the Subjeas of this 
"Kingdom to your Majefty 's Royal PredeceiTors : We (hall 
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'^likewife put the Town of ffiiU into fuch hands^ as yocr 
'^ Majefty fhall appoint with the confent and approbati-Jt! 
"of Parliament; and deliver up a juft Account of all djc 
"Magazine; and cheerfully imploy the uttermoft ofOi: 
"power and endeavours, in the real ezpreflion, and pcr- 
"formance of our moft Dutiful and Loyal AfTeftions, to the 
" preferring and maintaining the Royal Honoor^Greatnefs, 
**and Safety of your Majefty, and your Pofterity. 

The fama day that thefe Articles of Depofition were pafid 
the Houfcs, that his Majefty might fee how unable he was 
like to be to contend with them, they declared by an Order 
the fame day printed and carefully difperfed, " That they had 
^^ received Information (and indeed tneh: Infornutions were 
wonderful particular, from all parts beyond Sea, of whatfo- 
ever was agitated on the King s behalf; as well as from his 
Court, of whatfoever was defign'd, or almoft but thought cf 
to himfelf : Befides they could pretend to receive Informa- 
tion of whatfoever would any way conduce to their purpoic, 
true or fal/e ) "That the Jewels of the Crown (which, they 
" faid, by the Law of the Land ought not to be ah'ened) were 
"either pawn'd or fold in Amfterdam, or fomc other pans 
"beyond Seas; and thereby great Sums o£ Money provided 
"to be return'd to Tarky or to fome of his Majefty 's Servants 
*'or Agents, for his Majefty 's ixCe: And becaufe, they faid, it 
*'was tpore than probable that great provifion of Moneys, 
"in fuch an extraordinary way, was to mainuin the intend- 
•'ed War againft the Parliament; and thereby to bring the 
*' whole Kingdom into utter mine, and combuftion: It was 
o,dn%ftk€ "therefore declared, by the Lords and Commons in Parlia- 
'•V*'^ "nftent, that whofoever had been, or fliould be, an A^ftor in 
^v»iiif tk€ " the felling or pawning of any Jewels of the Crown ; or had, 
fmdt #/ €€ Qf ftiould pay, lend, fend, or bring any Money in Specie 
• '•■^ "into this Kingdom for, or upon, any of thole Jewels ; or 
"whofoever had, or fliould accept of any Bill from beyond 
"the Seas for the payment of any Sum of Money, for or 
"upon any of thofe Jewels, and fliould pay anv Sum accord- 
'^ ing to fuch Bill, after notice of that Order, without acquaint- 
"ing that Houfe with the Receipt of that Bill, before he ac- 
"cept the fame; or if he had already accepted any fuch Bill, 
" then with the Acceptance thereof, before the payment of 
"the Money, everv fuch Perfon fliould be held and accounted 
**a Promoter of tnat intended War, an Enemy to the State, 
'^and ought to give fatisfadion for the publick damage out 
"ofhJsownEftate. 

U p o K this confident Aflumption, ^' That it was not in the 
" King's power to diipofe thejewels of the Crown j that whtc- 
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foevcr Jewels were ofFer*d to be pawn'd or fold, bjr any of 
the King's Minifters beyond the Seas, were the Jewels of 
•* the Crown, and no other ; and that all Money, retum'd 
** from thence for his Majeity's Service, was Money fo ralfed 
•* and procured ; they lb mucn terrified Men of all Conditions^ 
that tne Queen, having, by the Sale of fome of her own 
Jewels, and&y her other Dexterity, procured ibme Money for 
the King's fupply, could not in a long time find any means 
to tranfmit it. However, this made no impreffion upon the 
King's Refblution; and though it might have (bme influence 
upon Mercbantly Men, yet it ftirr'd up mofl: Generous minds 
to an indignation on the King's behalf; and was new Evi- 
dence, if there had wanted any, what kind of Greatnefs he 
was to expeft from complying with fuch immodeft, and ex- 
travagant Propofers. 

The King was once Reiblv'd to have retum'd no Anfwer 
to them upon thofe Propofitions *, but to let the People alone 
tojudge of the unreafonablenefs of them,and of the Indignity 
ofter'd to him in the delivery of them ; and that was the 
reafbn of the ihort mention he made of them in the clofe of 
his Declaration to theirs of the z6^^ of May: But he was af- 
terwards perfwaded to vouchfafe a further notice of them^ 
there being fome particulars Popular enough, and others , 
that, at the firft View, feem'd not altogether fo derogatory 
to him, and fo inconvenient to the People, as in truth they 
were; and that therefore it was neceflary to let the People 
know, that whatfoever was reafonable, and might be bene- 
ficial to the Kingdom, had been, for the moft part, before 
ofFer'd by his Majefty ; and fliould all be readily granted by 
him : and fo to unfold the reft to them, that they might 
difcern tlieir own Welfare, and Security, to be as much en- 
danger'd by thofe Demands, as the King's Rights, Honour^, 
and Dignity. So that, in a fhort time after he receiv'd them, 
he fent to the two Houfes, and publifh'd to the Kingdom, his 
Anfwer to thofe Nineteen Propofitions, whereof it will be 
fufficient to repeat fome few Particulars. 

"In which he firft remember'd them of their method, they iw Aif. 
"had obferv'd in their Proceedings towards him: That thev-^^^^** 
"had firft totally fupprefTed the known Laws of the Lana, ^«/i»«r r# 
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" and denied His power to be neceffary to the making New,^^^* 
*^ reducing the whole to their own Declarations, and fingle 
" Votes : That they had pofTefTed themfelves of his Maga- 
" zines. Forts, and Milhia : That they had fo aw'd his Sub- • 
**jedswithPurfuivants, long cheargeabie Attendance; heavy 
"Cenfures ; illegal Imprifonments ; that few of them durft 
** offer to prefent their tendernefs of his Majefty 's Sufferings, 
** their own juft Grievances, and their fenfe of thofe Viola- 
Vol.I.Part2. Sf "tions 
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"tions of the Law (the Birth-right of every Sabjeft of the 
*' Kingdom) though In an humble Petition to both Houles: 
"and if any did, it was ftifled in the Birth; call'd Sedition; 
"aftd burn'd by the Common Hangman: That they had re- 
**ftrain'd the attendance of his Ordinary, and Neceffary 
^'Hoafhould-Servantft : and feiied upon thoie fmall Sums of 
^' Money, which his Credit had provided to buy him Bread ; 
''with Injundions that no money fliould be fufler'd to be 
*' convey 'd or returned to his Majefty to Tbri^, or to any of 
*' his Peers, or Servants with him ; fb that, in cfFeft, they 
'^ had biock'd him up in that County : That they had fill'd 
** the Ears of his People with Fears and Jealoufies (though 
*' taken up upon trull) Tale of Skippers, Salt-Fleets, and 
**fuch like : oy which Alarms they might prepare them to 
** receive fuch Impreilions, as might beft advance their De- 
"fign, when it mould be ripe. And now, it feem'd, they 
** thought his Majefty fufiiciently prepared for thole bitter 
*' Pills; that he was in a handfbmc pofture to receive thofe 
** humble Defires; which, probably, were intended to make 
**way for a Superfbetation of a yet higher Nature; for they 
*'dia not tell him. This was All. He laid, he muft obfcrve, 
** that thofe Contrivers (the better to advance their true ends) 
"in thofe Propofitions, dilguifed, as much as they could, 
•'their Intents with a mixture of Ibme things really to be ap- 
•*prov'd by every honeft Man; others. Specious and Popu- 
•'lar ; and fome which were already granted by his Majefty: 
•'All which were cunningly twifted, and mixed with thofe 
*• other things of their main delign, of Ambition and private 
••intercft, in hope that^ at the firft View, every Eye might 
•'not fo dearly difcern them in their proper Colours. 

•'His Maiefty faid, if the 1,2,3,4,5,9,10,1 f,!^,!?, De- 
•'mands had oeen Writ, and Printed, in a Tongue unbiown 
•'to his Majefty and his People, it might have been poiSble, 
•'that He, and They might have charitably believ'd the Pro- 
•' politions to be fuch, as might have been in order to the 
•'Ends pretended in the Petition ; to wit, the Eftablilhment 
•'of his Honour and Safety ; the Welfare and Security of his 
•'Subjeds and Dominions; and the removing thofe Jealoulies 
••and Difierences^ which were laid to have unhappily fallen 
•'betwixt his Majefty and his People; and procuring both 
•'his Majefty, and Them^ a conftant courle of Honour, 
•'Peace and Happinels; but being read and underftood by 
••all, he could not but afliire Himfelf, that that Profeffion, 
•' joyn'd to thofe Propofitions, would rather appear a Mocke- 
•'ry, and a Scorn; the Demands being fuch, that he were 
•'unworthy the Truft repofed in him by the Law, and of his 
••Defcent from fo many Great and Famous An^eftors, if he 

•'could 
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could be brought to abandon chat Po\^'er, which atone could 
enable him to perform what he was Sworn to^ in proteft* 
ing his People, and the Laws ; and fb afTume others into it^ 
as to diveft Himfelf of it, although not only his prefent 
Condition were more . Neceflicous than it was ( which it 
could hardly be) and he were both Vanqui/hed, and a Pri- 
Ibner, and in a worfe Condition than ever the moft unfor- 
tunate of his Predeccflbrs had been reduced to, by the moft 
Criminalof their Subjeds y and though the Bait laid to dra\y 
him to it, and to keep hisSubjeds from Indignation at the 
mention of it, the Promifes of a plentiful and unparalleled 
Revenue, were reduced from Generals (which fignify no- 
thing) to clear and certain Particulars ; (ince fuch a bargain 
would have but too great a refemblance of that of Efau's, if 
he would part with fuch flowers of his Crown, as were worth 
all the reltof the Garland, and liad been tranfmitted to him 
from fb many Anceftors, and had been found fo u/eful and 
neceffary forthe Welfare and Security ofhisSubjedSjforany 
prefent NeceiHty, or for any low ana fordid Confiderations 
of Wealth and Gain. And therefore, all Men knowing 
that thofe Accommodations are moft eafily made, and moft 
exadly obferved, that are grounded upon reafonable and 
equal conditions, his Majefty had great caufe to believe 
that the Contrivers of thole Propofltions, had no Intention 
of fettling any firm Accommodation; but to increafe thofe 
Jealoufies, and widen that Divifion, which not by his Ma- 
icfty's fault, was now unhappily ^'n between Him and 
both Houies. 

"It was asked, that all Lords and others of his Privy 
Council, and fuch great Officers and Minifters of State, 
either at home or beyond the Seas (for, he faid, care was 
taken to leave out no Perfbn, or Place, that his difhonour 
might be fure not to be bounded within this Kingdom^ 
fhould be put from his Privv Council, and from thole Of- 
fices and Imployments, unlefs they fhould be approved by 
both Houfes of Parliament, how faithful foever nis Majefty 
had found them to Him, and to the Publick ; and how far 
foever they had been from offending againft any Law, the 
only Rule they had, or any Others ought to have, to walk 
by. His Majefty therefore to that part of that Demand re- 
turned this Anfwer, That he was willing to grant, that they 
fhould take a larger Oath, than they themlelves defir'd in 
the eleventh Demand, for maintaining not of any Part, 
but the Whole Law. And, he faid, he bad, and did afTure, 
them, that he would be careful to make Eledion of fuch 
Perfbns in thofe Places of Truft, as had given good Tefti- 
monies of their Abilities and Integrities, and againft whom 
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•'there could be nojuft caufe of Exception, whereon tea&Kk- 
•'ably to ground a Diffidence : That if he had, or ihouldbe 
•• miltaken in his Eledion, he had, and did afTure them, that 
•' there was no Man fo near to him, in Place or AfFe^oo, 
•'whom he would not leave to the Juftice of the Law, if they 
•< flionld bring a particular Charge,and fufficient Proof againft 
•'him : That he liad given them a Triennial Parliament (xhc 
•' beft pledge of the EfFeds of fuch a Promife on His part, 
••and the beft Security for the performance of their Duty on 
••Theirs) the apprehenfion of whofe Juftice, would, in all 
•• probability, make Them wary how they provoked it, and 
•'his Majefty wary, how he choie fuch as Dy the difcovery 
••of their faults, might in any degree feem to difcredit his 
•'Eleftion^ but that without any (hadow of a fault objeded, 
•'only perhaps becaufe they follow their G>nlciences, and pre- 
<' ferved the eftablifhed Laws, and agree not in fuch Votes, or 
•' aflent not to fuch Bills, as fome Perfons, who had then too 
•'great an Influence even upon bothHou(es,judged,or ieem'd 
" to judge, to be for the pnblick good, and as were agreeable 
•'to that new Utopia of Religion and Government, into 
*• which they endeavoured to transform this Kingdom (for, he 
•' faid, he remember'd what Names, and for what Rcafbns, 
••they left out in the Bill ofFer'd him concerning the Militia, 
•• which they had themfelves recommended in the Ordinance) 
••he would never confent to the difplacing of any, whom 
•' for their former Merits from, and Affedion to his Majefty 
•• and the Publick, he had entrufted ; fince, he conceived, that 
•'to do fb, would take away both from the Afiedion of his 
•• Servants, and care of his Service, and the Honour of his 
•'Juftice : And, he faid, he the more wondered, that it /hould 
•• oe asked by them, fince it appears by the twelfth Demand, 
•'that Themfelves counted it reafonable, after the preicnt 
•'Turn was ferv'd, that the Judges and Officers who were 
••then placed, might hold their Places, qusm dm ft tenegefc-^ 
^^rlnt: And he was Refblv'd to be as careful of thofe whom 
•'He had chofen, as they were of thofe They would choofe ; 
•'and to remove none, till they appeared to him to have 
•'otherwife behaved themfelves, orfliould be evided, by Le* 
•'gal Proceedings, to have done fb. 

••But, his Majefty faid, that Demand, as unreafbnable as 
•• it was, was but one Link of a great Chain, and but the firft 
•'Round of that Ladder, by which his Majefty 's Juft, Anci- 
•'ent, Regal.Power, was endeavour'd to be fetch d down to 
•'the ground j for it appeared plainly that it was not with 
•'the Perfons now cholen, but with his Maiefly's Choofing, 
•• that chey were difpleafed. For they demanded, that the Per- 
••fbos put into the Places and Imployments of thofe, who 
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Aiould be removed, might be approv'd by both Houfes ; 
which was fo far from being Ick toan the power of Nomi- 
nation, that of two things, of which he would never grant 
either, he would fboncr be contented, that They ftiould No- 
mioate, and he Approve, than They Approve, and his Ma- 
jefty Nominate j tne meer Nomination being fb far from 
being anv thing, that if he could do no more, he would 
never ta^e the pains to do that; when he /hould onhr ha- 
zard whom he efteem'd to the Scorn of a Refufal, it they 
happened not to be agreeable not only to the Judgment, 
but to the Pafiion, Incereft, or Humour of the prefent Ma- 
jor part of either Houfe : Not to fpeak of the great Fadi- 
ons, Animofities, and Divifions, wnich that Power would 
introduce in both Houfes, and in the feveral Counties for 
the choice of Perfons to be fent to that Place, where that 
Power was J and between the Perfons that were fo chofeh* 
Neither was that ftrange Portion preforibed to him only for 
once, for the Cure of a prefent pre/Sng, defperate Difeafe j 
but for a Diet to Him, and his Pofterity. It was demand- 
ed, that his Counfellors, all Chief Officers both of Law' 
and State, Commanders of Forts and Caftles, and all Peers 
hereafter made, be Approved of, that is Chofen, by Them 
from time to time : And rather than it (hould ever be left 
to the Crown (to whom it only did, and (hould belong) if 
any place fall void in the intermifCon of Parliament, the 
Major part of the approved Council was to approve them. 
Neither was it only demanded that hisMajefty fliould quit 
the Power, and Right, his PredeceflTors had had of appoint- 
ing Perfons in thofe Places j but for Counfellors, he was 
to be refbrain'd, as well in the Number as in the Perfons; 
and a Power muft be annexed to thofe Places, which their 
PredeceflTors had not. And indeed, if that Power were 
paflfed to them, he faid, it would not be fit He /hould be 
trufted to choofe thofe who were to be trufted as much as 
Himfelf 

''He told them, To grant theh: Demands in the manner 
they propofed them, that all matters that concerned the Pub- 
lick, &c. fliould be refolv'd, and tranfaded only in Parlia- 
ment, and fuch other matters of State, &c. by the Privy 
Counfel fo chofen, was in efFed at once to depofe Himfelf, 
and his Pollerity. He faid, many exprcflions in their De-» 
mands, had a greater Latitude of fignification, than they 
feem'd to have ; and that it concern d his Majefty therefore 
the more, that they fhould fpeak out; that both He, and 
his People, might either know the bottom of their De- 
mands, or know them to be bottomleis. Nothing more 
^ CODcecn d the Publlck* and was indeed more proper for the 
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*'High Court of Parliament^ than the making of Laws; 
'^ which HOC only ought there to be tranfaded, but could be 
^' tranfaded no whece elfe. But then they muft admit Jiis 
"Majefty to be a part of the Parliament; they muft not (as 
''the feme was of that part of that Demand, if it had any) 
*'deny the freedom of his Anfwer, when He had as much 
*' right to rejed what he thought unreafonable, as They had 
'* CO propofe what they thought convenient, or neceflary. 
**Nor was it poflible his Anfwers, either to Bills or any 
*' other Propofitions, fliould be wholly free, if he might 
** not ufe the liberty, that every one of Them, and every 
*'Subjed took to receive Advice (without their danger who 
*' fliould give it) from any Perfon known or unknown, fworn 
^^ or unfworn, in thofe matters in which the manage of his 
^'Vote is tniftcd, by the Law, to his own Judgment and 
*' Confcience ; which how beft to inform was, and ever 
''fliould be, left likewife to Him. He faid, he would always 
'' with due Confideration, weigh the Advices both of his 
'* Great, and Privy Council ; yet he fliould likewife look on 
'^ their Advices, as Advices, not as Commands, or Impofl- 
^'tions; upon them, as his Counfellors, not as hisTutors, 
*^ or Guardians ; and upon Himfelf^as their King, not as their 
^' Pupil, or Ward: For, he faid, whatfoever of Regality was, 
"by the modefty of Interpretation, left in his Majefly,in the 
**firft part of the fecond Demand, as to the Parliament, was 
^^taken from him, in the fecond part of die fame, and placed 
"in that new fangled kind of Counfellors, whofe power was 
** fucli, and fb exprefTed by it, that in all Publick Ads conr 
^'cerningthe Affairs of the Kingdom, which are proper for 
*' the Privy Council (for whofe Advice all Publick Ads arc 
" fometimes proper, though never neceffary ) they were de- 
*' fired to be admitted joynt Patentees with his Majcfty in 
"the Regality. And it was not plainly exprefTed, whether they 
^' meant his Majefty fo much as a fingle Vote in thofe Affairs ; 
^'but it was plain they meant him no more, at moft, than a 
5' fingle Vote in them; and no more power, than every one 
^^ of the reft of his fellow Counfellors. 

A N D fb after a fharpdifcourfe, and explanation of the unr 
re^nablenefs of the feveral Demands, or the greateft part 
of them, and the confufion that, by confenting thereunto, 
)¥ould redound to the Subied in general, as well as the dif- 
honour to his Majcfty (which may be read at large by it 
felf)He told them, "To all thofe unrcafonable Demands, his 
^^ Anfwer was, nolumus Leges Anglu mutari: But renewed 
"his Promife to them, for a very pundual and ftrid obler- 
" vation of the known Laws eftabliftied ; to which purpofe he 
*'was willing an Oath fliould be framed by them, and taken 
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**by all this Privy Counfellors. And for any Alteration in 
*' the Government of the Churchy that a National Synod 
**(hould be call'd, to propofe what fliould be found nccefTary 
** or convenient : And that for the Advancement of the Pro- 
''teftant Religion againft the Papifts, they had not propofed 
**Ib much to his Majefty, as he was willing to grant, or as 
**he had himfelf ofFer'd before. He concluded with conju- 
gating Them, and all Men, to reft fatisfy'd with the truth of 
**hisMajcfty's Profcflions, and the reality of his Intentions; 
**and not to ask fuch things as denied themfelves : That they 
*' would declare againft Tumults, and punifh the Authors: 
**That they would allow his Majefty nis Property in his 
** Towns, Arms, and Goods; and his /hare in the Lcgifla- 
**tivc Power; which would be counted in him not only 
** breach of Privilege, but Tyranny, and Subverfion of Parlla- 
*' ments, to deny them : And when they fliould have given 
*' him fatisfeaion upon thofe Perfons, who had taken away 
'' the One, and recall'd thofe Declarations ( particularly that 
** of the 26'h of M4y J and thofe in the point of the Militia, 
" his juft Rights wherein he would no more part with, than 
'^ with his Crown, left he enabled others by tliem to take 
" that from him ) which would take away the Other ; and 
^' declined the beginnings of a War againft his Majefty, under 
'^ pretence of his intention of making one againft Them ; 
'*as he had never oppofed the Firft part of the thirteenth 
''Demand, fo he would be ready to Concur with them in the 
" Latter ; and being then confident that the Credit of thofe 
" Men who defire a general Combuftion, would be fo weak- 
'' en'd with them, that they would not be able to do this 
'^ Kingdom any more hurt, he would be willing to grant his 
^' General Pardon, with fuch Exceptions as fliould be thought 
^' fit ; and fliould receive much more joy in the hope of a foil, 
''and conftant happinefs of his People in the true Religion, 
"and under the protedion of the Law, by a bleffcd Union 
''between his Majefty and his Parliament, than in any fuch 
"increafe of his own Revenue, how much foever beyond 
" former Grants, as (when his Subjeds were wealthicft) his 
"Parliament could have fettled upon his Majefty. 

Though the King now liv'd at Tark^ in a much more 
Princely Condition, than he could have hoped to have done 
near London ; and had fo great a Train and Refort of the No* 
bility and Gentry, that there was not left a fifth part of the 
Houfe of Peers at IVeftmin/ler, and truly I do not believe, that 
there was near a Moiety of the Houfe of Commons who con- 
tinued there; yet hisMajefty made noother ufe/oi* the prefent^ 
of their prefence with Him, and of their abfence from the two 
Houfcs> than to luve fo many the more, and the more crc« 
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dible Witnefles of his Counfels and Carriage ^ and to andc- 
ceive the People by his clear Anfwers to all the Scandals and 
Reproaches wnich were laid on him, and by his ample pro- 
femons and proteftations of his fincere Zeal to Religion, and 
Juftice ; and to make it appear to them, how far the Qualitv 
and the Number of thote who thought, or feem'd to think 
otherwiie, was, from what they might imagine it to be. And 
it cannot be denied, but the People were every day vifihiy 
reform'd in their underftandings, from the SuperfHcious Re- 
verence they had paid the two Houfes^ and grew (eniible of 
their Duty to the King, and of thofe Invafions which were 
ofFer'd to his Regal Dignity. 

O N the other fide, the two Houfcs flacken'd not their race 
H jot, proceeded with great and unufual (harpnefsagainil thofe 
Members who were gone to the King ; Proclaiming ibmc of 
them by Name " To be Enemies to the Kingdom, and, br a 
Formal Judgment, Sentencing Nine Peers together, ** To be 
^' incapable of fitting again in Parliament, whilft this (hoald 
'' continue : The Houle of Commons having carried up an 
Impeachment of Mifdemeanours againft them ( which was 
^s illegal in point of Juftice, and as extravagant in point of 
Privilege, as any thing they could do) ''for being ab(entand 
^'refufing to attend, upon a Summons from the Houie of 
^' Peers: And upon their own Members they impofed a fine 
of 100^ apiece, on every one who was gone to the King, and 
upon thofe, who being in other places, thev thought were 
well aflFeded to his Service : Yet, left they (hould upon this 
proceeding return again, to difturb,and crois their Counfels, 
they provided, ''That no Man upon whom that Sentence fell, 
f'/hould fit again in the Houfe (though he paid his fine) till 
^'he had been examined by a Committee, and lb given the 
f Houfe latisfaftion in the caufe of his abfence. And, by 
(hofe means, they thought both to remove the Scandal, that 
fo many Members were abfent, and to prevent any inconve* 
nience too, that might befall them by their return. For they 
well knew, if the Members of both Houfes were obliged to 
a conftant and ftrid Attendance, it would not be poflible that 
t|iey could compafs their mifchievous Defigns. 

Then they profecuted their great Bufinefs of the Militia, 
not only near London^ where they were in no danger of op? 
pofition, but in thofe Northern Counties near his Majefty, 
as Leicefter-Jbirc , Cbejbire, Ltncoln-fhire ^ where whoioever 
rcfuicd to give Obecuencc to them, or publiHicd the King's 
Proclamations againft their proceedings (for the King had yet 
practiced no Expedient to prevent the growth of that miA 
chief, but tl^e publifbing his Proclamation againft it) were 
fent {ox as Qclinqucnts j and pot f^tisfied jiercwi^h^ tl^at they 
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might be as well able to Pay an Army, as f hey found they 
fhould be to raife one, on the tenth o( June (for the time 
will be very neceffary to be remember'd, that it may be the 
better ftatcd. Who took up the Defenfive Arms ) they pub- 
liftied Proportions, " For the bringing in of Money or Pl^tep^^^yy,,^,^ 
^^ to maintain Horie, Horfe-men, and Arms, for the Prefer- 4«^orifri#/ 
"vation of the Publick Peace, and for the defence of the j.;;'' J;<^ 
''King and both Houfes of Parliament; the Reafbns and/« Mmij 
** Grounds whereof they declar'd to be the King's Intention l^^^'^'Jf^ 
*'to make war againft his Parliament; That, under pretcqcerl;«v^'*' 
**of a Guard for his Perfon, he had aftually begun to Levy *J^»^^^ 
*' Forces, both of Horfe and Foot ; and fent out Summonsi^j^l"' 
** throughout the County oiTork^ for the calling together of 
*' greater Numbers ; and fome ill affeded Perfons, in other 
** parts, bad been employed to raife Troops, under the co- 
" lour of his Majefty's Service; making large offers of reward 
*'and preferment to fuch as would come in: That his Ma- 
^' jefty did, with a high and forcible hand, proted, and keep 
*' away Delinquents, not permitting them to make their ap- 
'^ pearance to Anfwer fuch Affronts and Injuries, as had been 
" oy them offer 'd to the Parliament ; and thofe MefTengers, 
** which had been (ent from the Houfes for them, had been 
^* abufed, beaten, and imprifbn'd, fo as the Orders of Parlia- 
*'ment, the higheft Court of Juftice in the Reahn, were not 
**obey'd; and the Authority of it was altogether fcorn'd, and 
*'vilined; and fuch Perfons as ftood well affeded to it, and 
^' declar'd themfelves (enfible of thofe Publick Calamities, and 
"of the violations of the Privileges of Parliament, and Com- 
**mon Liberty of the Subjed, were baffled, and injur'd by 
'^feveral forts of Malignant Men, who were about the King; 
" fome whereof, under the name of Cavaliers, without ha- 
" ving refped to the Laws of the Land, or any fear either of 
** God or Man, were ready to commit all manner of Out- 
"rage and Violence; which muft needs tend to the diflcv 
**lution of the Government ; the deftrudion of their Rcli- 
''gion. Laws, Liberties, Properties; all which would be ex- 
*^ pofed to the Malice and Violence of fuch defperate Per- 
'^ ions, as muft be imploy'd in fo horrid and unnatural an 
"Ad, as the overthrowing a Parliament by Force; which was 
**the fupport, and prefervation of them. Thofe particulars, 
*^ they laid, being duly confider'd by the Lords and Com- 
^' mons, and how great an obligation lay upon them, in Ho<* 
**nour, Confcience, and Duty, according to the high Truft 
'^repofod in them to ufe all poffible means, in fuch cafes, to 
^'prevent fo great and irrecoverable Evils, they had thought 
*^nt to publifh their fcnfe, and apprehenfion of that Immi- 
^' oem q^ngerj thereby tQ cxcit? W weU aflfei^Qd Perfons, to 
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^'contribute their beft tiEftance,according to their IblemA lov 
'^andProteftation, to the Preparations neceflary for the op- 
*' pofing, and fupprefling of the Trayterous Attempts of tkSfe 
'' W^icked, and Malignant Couniellors, who fought toeng^ 
'' the King in fb dangerous and deftruAive an encerpriie, and 
** the whole Kingdom in a Civil War j and deftioy the Priri- 
*Meges and Being of Parliaments. 

"This recourfe to the good afFedions of thofe, that ten- 
''der their Religion and juft Liberties, and the enjoyment of 
** the blefled fruits of this prefent Parliament which were 
*' almoft ready to be reaped, and were now as ready to be 
''ruin'd by thoie wicked hands, being, they iaid, the only 
*' remedy left them under God ; and without which they 
^*were no longer able to preferve Thcmfclves, or Thofe l^ 
** whom they were entrufted : Therefore they declar'd that 
** whofbever would bring in any proportion of ready McMiey 
^' or Plate, or would underwrite to furnifii and maintain any 
** number of Horfe, Horfe-men, and Arms, for the prefer- 
*Wationof the Publick Peace, and for the defence of the 
** King, and both Houfes of Parliament, from force and Vio- 
"lence, and to uphold the Power and Privileges of Parliament 
^' according to his Proteftation ; it fhould be held a good and 
** acceptable Service to the Common-wealth, and a Tcfti- 
** mony of his good afFedion to the Proteftant Religion^ the 
^'Laws, Liberties, and Peace of the kingdom ; and to the 
"Parliament, and Privileges thereof. And they further dc- 
^' clared, that whofoever brought in money or Plate, orfiir- 
^^ nifli'd and Maintain'd Horfe, Horfe-men, and Arms^ upon 
*' thefe Propofitions, and to thofe purpofes, Aould be repaid 
** their Money with interefl of eignt ^rr Cent ; for which they 
**did engage the Publick Faith, and they appointed theGuild- 
^'Hall in Lpndon for the Place whither, this Money, or Plate, 
^' (hould be brought ; and four Aldermen of Lmdgm to be 
" their Treafurcrs for the receiving the fame ; and likewife 
** other Confiding men to receive, and Prize fuch Hories and 
^' Arms, as fliould be brought in for their Service. And 
'^laftly, for their better encouragement, the Members of both 
*' Houfes appointed a Solemn Day to (et down their own Sub* 
"Icriptions ; which they performed liberally. 

Mos T of thofe who abhorr'd their impious DeGgns, not 
thinking it lawful for them to be prefent at fuch Confulta- 
tions, withdrew before the day came, or abfented themfelves 
then. But many had the Courage to be prefent, and ftontly 
to refulc what they thought they could not honeftly confeot 
to. S' Htnrj KiUigrew, who was a remarkable Enemy to all 
their devices, being call'd upon, told them, '' If there were 
'^ occ^lion, he would provlqe ^ good Horfe^ and a gpod 
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- ** Swdrd; and made no qucftion but he /hould fin^ a good 
** Caufc. But, within very few days, both He, and all thofc 
wrho were taken notice of jfbr refufing, found it fafctt for 
\. them to leave the Town i ;here being very vifibly great Ani- 
: mofityagainft them both within, and without the Walls. And 
I a Gentleman of good Quality afliired me afterwards, that, 
v^ithin few days after he had refufcd to Subfcribe, he waj» pri- 
; vately advifed by one of the otiier Faftion, who yet retained 
: {bme kindnefs to him, "To leave the Town, left his Brains 
*^ were beaten out by the Boys in the Streets. And many of 
thofe who too impotcntly defired not to be look'd upon as 
Rcfraftory Perlbns, and had pleafed themlelves with Subfcri- 
bing more Articulately for the defence of the King's Pcrfon, 
found it afterwards neceflary to fiipply whatibever they had 
Subfcribed, to be employed that way, as was declared to be, for , 
the defence of the King's Perfbn, whatfocver their intention 
v^asat firit, or their opinion after. And it is hardly credible, 
what a vaft proportion of Plate was brought into their Trea- 
furers within ten days; there being hardly Men enough to 
receive it, or Room to lay it in ; and the Throng being fo 
great of the Bringers, that, in two days attendance, many 
could not be difcharged of their Seditious Offerings. And ,the 
very next day after thefe Propofitions, they further Order'd, 
** That there fhould be a ftria fearch and examination made, 
*^by the Juftices of Peace, Mayors, Bayliffs, and Conftables, 
*'near all the Northern Roads, for the fcifing all Horfcs for 
*' Service in the Wars, or great Saddles, that ftiould be carried, 
"towards the North parts ofEngUnd, without the Privity or 
^'Diredion of one or both Houfes of Parliament; which 
was a great improvement of their former Order, which ex- 
tended only to Arms and Ammunition ; though, the truth 
is, the Dexterity and Spirit of their Minifters, who knew 
their Meaning, made the former almoft as inconvenient and 
dangerous to Paflcngers, as the latter. 

It was bv many impatiently wonder'd at then, and, no 
doubt, will DC more cenfured hereafter, that notwithftanding 
aH thefe Invafions, and Breaches upon the Regal Power, 
and all thefe vaft Preparations to deftroy him, the King, hi- 
therto, put not himfelf into a pofture of Safety ; or provided 
for the refiftance of that Power, which threatened him; and 
which, he could not but know, intended whatfoever it hath 
fince donci And though they had not yet form'd an Army, 
and choien a General, yet, he well knew, they had Materials 
abundantly ready for the Firft, and particular, digcftcd Rc!'o- 
lutions, in the Second^ which they could reduce to publick 
Ads whenfoever they pleafed. It is very true, he did know 
all this, and the unipeakablp hazards he ran, in nut preparing 
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againft it. But the hazards, which pre(ented themfelves'iinio 
him on the other fide, were not Icfs Prodigious : He had a 
very great appearance of the Nobility; not only of ehofc, 
who had from the beginning walked, and govem'd them- 
{elves by the Rules the Law prefcribed, and, in that re^d, 
were unblameable to King and People: But of others who 
had pa/Eonately and peevifhly to fay no worle) concurr'd io 
all tae moft violent Votes and Aftions, which had been done 
from the beginning : For befides the Lord Sfencer (who had 
been chofen their Lieutenant of Northdrnptan-Jbire, but was 
recover'd to a right underftanding, of which he was very ca- 

i>able, by his Uncle the Earl o£ Soutbamptw) the Lord P^get 
ikewife, who had contributed all his Faculties to Their Ser- 
vice, and to the prejudice of the King's from before the 
beginning of the Parliament; had been one of their Teizers 
to broach thofe bold high Overtures, Soberer Mea were 
not, at firft, willing to be fecn in ; and had been, as a Man 
moft worthy to be Confided in, chofen Lord Lieutenant of 
one of the moft Confiding Counties, the County of Bkfl^ng^ 
ham ^where he had, with great Solemnity ana Pomp, exe* 
cutea their Ordinance,in defyanceof thcKing'sProcIamation) 
and had Subfcribed a greater number of Horfesfor their Ser- 
vice, upon their Propofitions, than any other of the fame 
Quality; convinced in his Confcience, fled from them, and 
befbught the King's Pardon : And, for the better manifefting 
the tendernefs of his Compundion, and the horrour he had 
of his former Guilt, he franklv difcovcr'd whatfoever he liad 
known of their Counfels; and aggravated all the ill they had 
done, with declaring it to be done to worfe and more horrid 
Ends, than many good Men believ'd to be poifible for them 
to propolc to themfelves. 

Notwithstanding, this Glorious Convention was 
rather an Ornament to his Court, than any great Advantage 
to his Counfels; and the ufe of them more to difcredit the 
fmall remainder at Wefiminfiety and that the People might 
fee the Number and Quality of the Diffenters, than that they 
contriv'd any thing to the adive improvement of his Affairs ; 
every Man thinking it high merit m him, that he abfented 
himlclf from the Company and Place, where all the mi (chief 
was done; and that the keeping himfelf Negatively inno- 
cent, was as much as he ow'd his King and Cbuntry. I am 
willing to impute it to the drowfy and unadive Genius of 
the Kingdom (contraded by long eafe and quiet) which fo 
much abliorr'd the thoughts of a Civil War, that it thought 
a lively and vigorous Preparation againft it, was to invite it ^ 
and there were very few of all the great Lords, who did at^ 
t^nd upon the King> who did not declare^ *'That the Parlia^ 
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^ ment durft not in truth (whatever ibcvs^y made in hope 

** to fliake his Majefty's conftancy) make a War^ and if they 

•* ftiould attempt it, the People would unanimoufly rife for 

^'che King, who would be moft fafe by not intending his 

** own fafety. AVhereas, if he raifcd Forces, the Parliament 

*• would procure themfclves to be believ'd, that it was to 

** overthrow Religion, and fupprefs the Laws, and Liberties 

**of the People. They who were of another opinion, and 

could have fpoken more reafon, held it not iafe to exprcfs 

rhem(clves but in the King's own Ear ; there being in the 

great Council of the Peers, who, for ftatc, were frequently Af- 

lembled, and bv whom in truth the King then defir'd to have 

tranfaded all tnings of Moment, fbmc who were not good 

Counfel-Keepers, and others who were look'd upon, and be- 

liev'd to be 5pies iipon the relh But that which made the 

thought of raifing rorces (whatever Arguments there were 

for it ) abCblutely unreafbnable, was, that the King had no 

poflibility to procure either Arms, or Munition, but from Hel^ 

land; from whence he daily expeded iupply : And till that 

arriv'd, let his Provocations and Sufferings be wJiat they 

could be, he was to fubmit and bear it patiently. 

In the mean time, for a ground of further proceeding 
upon occaiion, the King defir'd the Peers in Council, to iet > 
down in writing the Affronts, and Violence, which had been 
offer'd to them at Londan, by which their Prefence in the 
great Council of the Kingdom was rendered both unfafe, and 
difhonourable ; the which they the more willingly conde- 
fcended to, for that the London Pamphlets already afberfed 
them, as Deferters of the Parliament, and Betrayers of the Li- 
berty of their Country: An Inftrument being drawn up, and 
agreed upon between them, in which they fet down " The 
•'Tumults, and the Violence offer'd to particular Perfons in 
"thofe Tumults; the Threats and Menaces of the Rabble, 
'^at the doors of the Houfe, when tliey had a mind any Ex« 
^'orbitant thing ihould pafs; the Breach and Violation of the 
*'old Orders, and Rules of Parliament, whilft Matters were 
'Mn Debate, and the refuming Matters again in a thin Houfe; 
"and reverting, waving, or contradlding Refblutions made 
*Mn a full Houfe : And, lafUy, M' Hollis's coming to the Bar, 
*'and demanding the Names of thofe Lords who refufed to 
"confcnt to the Militia, when the multitude without, me- 
" naced and threaten'd all thofe Diflenters : after which, they 
faid^They conceived, they could not be prefent there, with 
** Honour, Freedom, or Safety; and therefore forbore to be 
**any more prefent; and fo all thofe Votes, Conclufions, and 
"Declarations had pafled, which bad begot thole Diltradions 
"throughout the Kingdom. And this they delivered to the 

King, 
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King, figncd under their Hands. And yet (which is a fufi- 
cient Inltance how uncndewed Men were with that Splrr 
and Courage, which was requifite) the next day after the de- 
livery, many Lords came to his Majeftv, and befought hie 
** That he would by no means publifti that Paper, but kecph 
"in his own hands; Ibme of them faying, "That, if it wcr. j 
"publi/hcd, they would difavow it: fo that material anc 
weighty Evidence, which Then might have been of Soverair: 
ufe to the King, was rendered utterly ineiFedual to his Ser- 
vice ; his Mijetty finding it neceflary to engage his Princck 
word to them, "Never to make it publtck without Tbcir 
•'confent; which he performed moft pundually^ and fo, to 
this day, it was never divulged. 

T o make fome little amends for this want of mettle ( for 

it proceeded from nothing elfe. They being moft fliy in fub- 

foribing, and moft paflionate againft pubUftiing, who were 

of unqueftionable Affedion to his Majefty, and Integrity to 

his Caufe ) and that the World might fee, there was a Com- 

bination among good Men, to af&it his Majefty in the defence 

of the Law, as well as there was againft both by Others: 

Upon the King's declaring himielf fully in Council, where 

Wi M^/r/f// all the Ptcrs were prefent, **That, as He would not require 

^'rlTu^**^^ exaft any obedience from them, but what fliould be 

'IttJding " warranted by the known Law of the Land; fo be did cx- 

YOTk'^ n " P^^ ^^^^ They would not yield to any Coounands not Ic- 

xT'ii^ "gaily grounded, or impofed bv any other: That he would 

" defend every one of them, and all luch as fhould refufe any 

"fuch Commands, whether they proceeded from Votes, ani 

** Orders of both Houfes, or any other way, from all dan- 

'' gers and hazards whatfoever. That his Majefty would de- 

" fend the true Protcftant Religion, eibblifhed by the Law 

"of the Land ; the Lawfiil Liberties of the Subje^ ofEng- 

*U4nd ; and juft Privileges of all the three Eftates of Parlia- 

^'menti and would require no further Obedience from thetn, 

^^ than as accordingly he /hould perform the fame : and his 

*' Majefty did forther declare, that he would not, as was falfc- 

" ly pretended, engage them, or any of them, in any War 

"againft the Parliament; except it were for his neceflary 

" defence and fafety, againft fuch as did infolently Invade 

^^or Attempt againft his Majefty, or fuch as (hould adhere to 

" his Majefty : All the Peers engaged themfelves, " Not to 

ntfnmir* **obey any Orders, or Commands whatfoevcr, not warranted 

^Indlthni* "^y ^^^ known Laws of the Land; and to defend his Ma- 

Tker^Z' "jeftv's Perfon, Crown, and Dignity, together with bis juft 

" and Legal Prerogative, againft all Perfons and Power wbat- 

"foever : That thev would defend the true Proteftant Reli- 

"gion, eftabliibed oy the Law pf the Land ^ the Lawful Li- 

" berries 
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' bertics of the Subjeft of England; and juft Privileges of 
' his JMajefty, and both hisHoules of Parliament : Andlaftly, 

* They engaged thenoielves not to obey any Rule, Order, or 
^ Ordinance whatfoever, concerning any Militia, that had 

* not the Royal Aflcnt : 

This being Subfcribed by their Lordfliips, was, with their 
'' conient imtaediately Printed, and carefully divulged over 
the Kingdom, bearing date at Tark^ thirteenth of ^unc 
i<^42. with the Names of the Subfcribers. Two days after, 
his Ma|efty in Council taking notice of the Rumours fpread, 
and Intormations given, which might induce many to be- 
lieve that his Maje% intended to make War againft his Par- 
liament, " Profeffecl before God, and faid, he declared to«^»*^'^V 
"all the World, that he always had, and did abhor all fuch :^;^;^^ 
" Defigns, and defired all liis Nobility and Council, who were •« •/Juno 
•* there upon the place, to declare, whether they had not i,yiJ^J^ 
" been Witnefles of his frequent and earncft Declarations and ^y imH- 
" Profeffions to that purpofe : Whether they faw any Colour f^^ *^J^^ 
" of Preparations or Counfels, that might reafonably beget a * 

''belief of any fuch Defign; and whether they were not 
'' fully perfwaaed, that his Majefty had no fuch Intention : 
" But that all his Endeavours, according to his miny ProfeP- 
'' fions, tended to the firm and conftant Setdement of the true 
"Protcftant Religion; the juft Privileges of Parliament j the 
" Liberty of the Subjed j the Law, Peace, and Profperity 
''of this Kingdom : 

Whbkeupon all the Lords, and Counfellors prefent^ 
unanimouily agreed, and did fign a Paper in thefe words: 

•" W B wnofe Names are under written, in Obedience to t*# zvr/^ 
"his Majefty's defire, and out of the Duty which we owe^^J^^^^ 




"Defigns of making War upon his Parliament; and not fee-^ 
" ing any colour of Preparations or Counfels, that might 
"reaibnably beget the belief of any iiich Defigns, do profefs 
"before God, and teftify to all the World, that we are fully 
"perfwaded that his Majefty hath no fuch intention: But 
"that all his Endeavours tend to the firm and conftant fettle- 
" ment of the true Proteftant Religion ; the juft Privileges of 
"Parliament; the Liberty of the Subjed; the Law, Peace, 
"and Profperity of this Kingdom. Which Teftimony, and 
Declaration was Subfcribed by. 
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This Tefticnonj of the Lords and Counfellots was ioime- 
diately printed, and publifhed^ together with a Declaration 
of his Majeftv's; in which he laid, 
HmM^jV ''That though he had, in the laft (even Months^ met 
5/L^ib^" with fo niany fcveral encounters of ftrangc and unufual Dc- 
''ckrations, under the Name of both his Houfes of Parlia- 
'' ment, that he fhould not be amazed at any new Prodigy of 
" that kind; and though their laft of the il6^ dlh/Uj gave 
*' him a fair warning, that the Contrivers of it having {pent 
''all their ftockofbitter and reproachful Language upon him, 
*' he was now to exped they fhould break out into fome bold, 
"and difloyal Adions againft him: And, having by that De« 
"daration, as far as in them lay, devefted his Majefty of that 
"Praeeminence and Authority, which God, the Law, the 
^'Cuftom and Confent of this Nation had placed in him,and 
"affumed it to Themfclves, that thev Ihould likewife, with 
" expedition, put forth the fruits of that Supreme Power, for 
*'the violating and fuprefSng the other wluch they defpifed 
*'(an cfFed of which refolution, he feid, their Declaration 
"againft his Proclamation concerning the pretended Oidi- 
" nance for the Militia, and their punching of the Prodaimers 
"appeared to be) vet, he muft confefs, in their laft Attempt 
"The faid, he fpoke of the laft he knew; th^y might proba- 
*'bly fince, or at that prefent, have outdone That too) they 
*'had outdone what his Majefty had conceiv'd was their pre- 
"fent intention. And whofoever heard of Propo{itions,and 
"Orders, for the bringing in of Money or Plate to mainuin 
" Horfe, and Horfe-men, and Arms, for the prefervation of 
"the Publick Peace, or for Defence of the King and both 
" Houfos of Parliament (fuch was their Declaration, or what 
•'they pleafe to call it, of the tenth of June) would furcly 
•'believe the Peace of the Kingdom to be extremely fbaken; 

"and 
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^ and at leaft, the Kine himfelf to be confulted with, and 

** privy to thofc Propomions. But he faid, he hoped, that 

*• when his good Subjefts fliould find, that that goodly Pre- 

'* tence of defending the King, was but a fpecious baic to le- 

**duce weak, and inconfiderate Men into the higheft Ads of 

**difobedicnce and diiloyalty againft his Majefty, and of vio- 

^' ience and deftrudion upon the Laws and Conftitutions of 

*' the Kingdom, they would no longer be captivated by an 

*' implicit reverence to the Name of both Houfes of Parlia- 

•* ment j but would carefully examine, and confider what Num- 

•*bcr ofPerfons were prefent; and what Peribns were prc- 

•* valent in thofc Confultations ; and how the Debates were 

•* probably managed, from whence fuch horrid and monftrous 

*' Conclaiions did refult; and would at leaft weigh the Repu« 

** tation, Wi(dom, and AfFeftion of thofc, who were noto- 

**rioufly known out of the very horror of their Proceedings 

** to have withdrawn themfclves; or, by their skill and vio- 

** Ience to be driven from Them, and their G)uncil$. 

"His Majefty (aid, whilft their Fears and Jealoufies did 
**arife, or were infiifed into the People, from diicourfcs of the 
** Rebels in IrtUnd, of Skippers at koterdam, of Forces from 
** Denmark^ Erance, or Spdin^ (ho^ff improbable and ridicu*» 
'^louslbever that bundle of Information appear'd to all wifc, 
^^ and knowing Men^ it was no wonder if the eafineis to de* 
•* ceive^ and the willingnefs to be deceiv'd, did prevail over 
'^many of his weak Subjeds to believe, that the dangers, 
** which they did not fee, might proceed from caufcs which 
*' they did not underftand : But for them to declare to all the 
"world, that his Majefty intended to make War againft his 
" Parliament (whilft he fat ftill complaining to God Almighty 
"of the injury ofFer'd to Him, and to the very Being of Far- 
"liaments) and that he had already begun actually to levy 
" Forces both of Horfc and Foot ( whilft he had only, in a 
** legal way, provided a fmaller Guard for the fecurity of his 
*^own Perlbn fo near a Rebellion ztHuU, than They had, 
" without Lawful Authority, above thefc eight Months, upon 
" imaginary and impoiEble dangers) to impofc upon his Peo- 
^* pies Senfe, as well as their Underftanding, by telling them 
"his Majefty was doing that which they faw he was not do- 
" ing, and intending that, they all knew, as much as Inten* 
** tions could be known, he was not intending, was a Boldnefi^ 
"agreeable to no power but theOmnipotency of thofc Votes, 
"whofe abfolute Supremacy had almoft brought confufion 
" upon the King and People ; and againft which no know<» 
** ledge in matter of Fad, or Confcnt and Authority in mat- 
"ter of Law, they would endure ftiould be oppofcci* 

"His Majefty iald^ he had^ upon all occafions^ with all 
Vol. I. Part 2. Tt "pofEble 
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''poflible exprefllons, profeflfed his firm and onftiakeii rdblo- 
*' cions for Peace. And^ be faid, he did again, ia the prc- 
'^ fence of Almighty God, his Maker and Redeemer, aflure 
''the world, that he had no more thought of Making War 
''againft his Parliament, than againft his own Children: Thti 
'^ he would obfenre, and mainuin the Afts aflented to by him 
''this Parliament without violation; of which. That for the 
*' frequent Aflembling of Parliaments was one : And that he 
''had not, nor would have, any thought of ufing any FcMre; 
'*unlefs he (hould be driven to it, for the (ecurity or his Pcr- 
** fon, and for the defence of the Religion, Laws, and Liberty 
''of the Kingdom^ and the juft Rights and Privileges of Par- 
"liament : and therefore he hoped the Malignant Party, who 
" had fb much defpifed his Perlbn, and uiurped his Office, 
"ibould not, by their fbecious fraudulent inimuations, pit- 
"vail with his good SuDJeds to give credit to their wicked 
" Aflertions; and (b to contribute their Power, and AiEftance 
"for the ruine and deftrudion of Themielves, and his Ma« 
"jefty. 

"For the Guard about his Perlbn (which, he laid, not fi> 
"much their Example, as their Provocation had enforced him 
"to uke) it was known it coafifted of the prime Gentry, in 
"fortune and reputation^ of that G>untry; and of One Re- 
" giment of Train'd-bands; who had been fb far from offering 
"anv AflFronts, Injuries, or Difturbance to any of his good 
"Subje&s, that their principal End was to prevent fuch; and 
"fb, might be Security, could be no Grievance to his People. 
"That ibme ill aflfedbed Perfbns, or any Perfbns, had been 
" imploy'd in other parts to raife Troops, under colour of his 
"Majeflty's Service $ or that fiich had made large, or any, of- 
"fers ot reward, and preferment to fuch as woidd come in, 
"which had been alledged by them, was, he laid, for ought 
"he knew, or believ'd, an untruth devifed by the Contrivers 
"of that falfe Rumour. His Maiefty di&vow'd it, and faid, 
•'he was confident there would be no need of any fiich Art, 
^or Induftrv, to induce his loving Subjeds, when they fhould 
" fee his Majefty oppreffed, and £eir Liberties and Laws con- 
" founded (and till Then he would not call on them) to come 
"in to him, and to afEft him. 

"For the Delinquents, whom his Majefty was faid with 
"a high and forcible hand to proted, he wiflied they mighc 
"be named, and their Delinquency : And if his Majefty gave 
"not fatis^dion to Juftice, when he fliould have receivd 
"fatisfadion concerning S^Jobntiotbam by his legal Tryal, 
*' Then let him be blamed. But if the defign were, as it was 
^'well known to be, after his Majeftv had been driven by 
5'forc^ frqm hl» City of L$fid9H, and kept by force from his 
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**Town oiHuXLj to proteft all thofe who were Delinquents 

*' againft him, and to make all thofe Delinquents who attended 

''on him^ or executed his Lawful Commands, he iaid, he 

'* had great reafbn to be fatisfied in the truth and juftice of 

•*fuch Accufation, left to be his Majefty's Servant, and to be 

**a Delinquent, grew to be Terms io convertible, that, in a 

''/hort time, he were left as naked in Attendance, as they 

** would have him in Power; and fo compel him to be waited 

''upon only by (uch whom they fhould appoint, and allow; 

''and in wnofe prefence he ihould be more miferably alone 

"than in defblation itfelf. And if the feditious Contrivers 

"and Fomenters of that Scandal upon his Majefty, fliould 

"have, as they had had, the power to miflead the Major part 

"prefent of either or both Houifes to make fuch Orders, and 

" lend fiich Meflages and Meflengers, as they had lately done, 

"for the apprehenfion of the great Earls and Barons of £ii^-p 

" /4jwf, as itthcy were Rogues or Felons; and whereby Per-« 

"fons of Honour and Quality were made Delinquents, meer* 

"ly for attending upon his Majefty and upon his Summons; 

"whilft other Men were forbid to come near him, though 

"oblig'd by the duty of their Place and Oaths, upon his Law- 

"ful Commands : It was no wonder if fiich Meflengers wer^ 

"not very well intreated : and fuch Orders not well obey 'd ; 

"neither could there be a furer, or a cunninger way found 

"out to render the Authority of both Houfes fcorn'd and vi«^ 

"lified, than to aflume to themfelves (meerly upon the Au- 

"thority of the Name of Parliament ) a Power monftrous to 

"all underftanding; and to do Adions, and to make Orders, 

"evidently and demonftrably contrary to all known Law, 

''and Reafbn (as to take up Arms againft his Majefty under 

"colour of defending him ; to caufe Money to be brought in 

''to Them, and to forbid his own Money to be paid to his 

"Majefty, or to his ufe, under colour that he would imploy 

"it ill; to beat him, and ftarve him for his own Good, and 

"by His Power and Authority) which would in ftiort time 

"make the greateft Court, and greateft Perfon, cheap and of 

"noeftimation. 

"Who thofe fenfible Men were of the publlck Calamities^ 
"of the violations of the Privileges of Parliament, and the 
"Common Liberty of theSubjeA, who had been baffled, and 
" injured by Malignant Men, and Cavaliers about his Majefty, 
"his Majefty faid, he could not imagine. And if thole Ca- 
" valiers were {o much without the fear of God and Man, and 
*^i^ ready to commit all manner of outrage and violence, as 
''was pretended, his Majefty's Government ought to be the 
''more efteem'd, which had kept them from doing lb; info- 
"ffiuch as he beUev'd, no Perion had caufe to complain of any 
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'Mnjury, or of any damage^ in the Icaft degree, by any Man 
'* about his Maiefty, or who had ofFer'd his Service to him. 
^* All which beings he (aid, duly confider'd, if the Contriveis 
'<of thofe Propofitions and Orders had been truly feifible of 
'*tbe obligations, which lay upon them in Honour^ Coo- 
^'fctence, and Duty, according to the high Truft repoled in 
^'them by his Majefty, and his People, they would not lufc 
^'publiAied fuch a feme and apprehenfion of Imminent Dan- 
''ger, when themfclves, in their Coniciences, knew tbtt the 
^*greateft, and indeed only danger, which threatened the 
*' Church and Sure, the blefled Religion and Liberty of his 
** People, was in their own defperate and leditious DM^figm; 
*'and would not have endeavoured, upon fuch weak and 
'* groundlefs Reafbns, to feduce his good Subjefts, from their 
*' AfFedion and Loyalty to him, to run themfelves into A&ioos 
'* unwarrantable, and defhiidive to the Peace and Foundation 
**of the Common-wealth. 

^^An D that all his loving Subjeds might fee, how canflefs 
^ *^ and groundlefs that icandalous Rumour» and Impuutioo of 
''his Majefty's raifing War upon his Parliament, was, he b^ 
^' with that his Declaration, caufed to be printed the Tefti- 
" mony of thofe Lords, and other Perfbns cf his Council, who 
''were there with him; who, being upon the place, could 
'* not but diftover fiich his Intentions and Preparations; and 
"could not be fufpeded for their Honours and Interefts to 
''combine in fiich mifchievous, and horrid refblutions. 

"And therefore, his Majefty faid, he fheightly charged 
"and commanded all his Loving Subjeds, upon their AUe- 
"giance, and as they would Anfwer the contrary at their 
"Perils, that they (hould yield no obedience, or confent m 
" the faid Propofitions and Orders ; and that theyprefome not 
"under any fuch Pretences, or by colour of any fuch Orden, 
"to raife or levy any Horfe or Men, or to bring in any Mo* 
" ney or Plate to fuch purpofe. But he faid, tf notwithfland- 
''ing that clear Declaration, and Evidence of his intentions, 
"thofe Men ( whofe defign it was to compel his Majefty to 
"raife War upon his Parliament; which all their skill and 
"malice fhould never be able to dfTeft ) fhould think fit, by 
" thofe Alarms, to awaken him to a more neceflary care of the 
"defence of Himfelf,and hisPtople; and fhould Themfelves, 
" under colour of Ddfence, in fb unheard of a manner provide 
"^and feduce others to do fb too) to Offend his Majefty, 
"having given him fb lively a T^imony of their Affedions, 
" what they were willing to do, when they fliould once have 
"made themfehes Abk$ all his good Subjeds would think it 
"necefTary fbrhisMaiQftytolooktoHimfel£ Andhedid 
"dbeitfbre excite all lus well aflRcAed People, accoidiogto 
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* «' their Oaths of Allegiance, and Supremacy, and according 

■: ** to their folemn Vow, and Proteftation (whereby they were 

:! ^^oblig'd to defend his Perfbn, Honour, and Eftace) to con* 

: <' tribute their beft AfEibmce to the Preparations neceflary for 

I «^ the oppofing, and fuDjpreffing of the Tray terous Attempts of 

z ^' fuch wicked and malignant Perfbns ; who would deffaroy his 

*' Perfbn, Honour, and Eftate, and engage the whole King- 

I ««dom in a Civil War, to fatisfy their own lawlefs Funr and 

** Ambition ; and fb rob his good Subjeds of the blefled fruit 

^' of this prefent Parliament^ which they already in {tjxat de» 

«' gree had, and might ftill reap, to the abundant £itisfidion 

*' and joy of the whole Kingdom, if fuch wicked hands were 

^* not ready to mine all their pofle/Hons, and fruftrate all their 

<^ hopes. And, in that cafe, his Majefty dedar'd, that who- 

*^ fbever, of what Degree or Qgality toever, (hould then,upoo 

*' fb urgent and vifible nece/iity of His, and fiich apparent 

^'difbadion of the Kingdom, caufed, and begotten by the 

^ malice and contrivance of that Malignant Party, bring in 

*' to his Majefty, and to his ufe, ready Money, or Plate; or 

'^ (hould underwrite to furnifh any Number of Horfe, Horfc- 

*'men, and Arms, for the prefervation of the Publick Peace, 

'^and defence of his Perfbn, and the vindication of thePri- 

^^vilcge and Freedom of Parliament, he would receive it as 

^* a moft acceptable Service, and as a Teflimony of his fingular 

'^ AfTedion to the Proteftant Religion, the Laws^ Liberties^ 

^' and Peace of the Kingdom ; and would no longer defire the; 

^'continuance of tliat Affedion, than he would be ready to 

^' juftify, and maintain the other with the hazard of his Life. 

And fb concluded with the fame Overtures they had 
done, in their Propofitions for the Loan of Money at in- 
tereft; '* Offering for the fecurity thereof, an AfTurance of 
^'fuch his Lands, Forefb, Parks, and Houre$, as fhould be 
*' fufficient for the fame ; ^ more real fecuritv, he faid, than 
'^ the Name of Publick Faith, given without him, and agalnft 
^him; as if his Majefty were not part of the Publick; And 
^'befides, lie would always look upon it as a Service moft af<- 
^'fedionately, and feafbnably penorm'd for the nrefervatioa 
''of his Majefty, and the Kingdom. But, he faid, he fhould 
<'be much gladder that their ftibmiffion to thofe his Com- 
*^ mands, and their defifting from an^ fuch attempt of raifing 
''Horfe or Men, might eafe all his good Subjeds of that 
" Charge, Trouble, and Vexation, 

It will be wonder'd at hereafter, when, by what hath beea 
faid, the Number and Quality of the Peers is confider'd, 
who, by abfenting themfelves from the Houfe, and their re- 
fort to his Majefty, fufficiently declared, that they liked not 
thofe Conclusions which begot thoie Diftra^ns^ why both 
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thofe Peers and likewife (ach Members of the Cammoes, 
who then, and afterwards appeared in the King's Service, aod 
were indeed full, or very near one Moiety of that Houicy (W 
not rather, by their diligent and faithful Attendance in the 
Houfes, according to their feveral Truib rcpofed in them» dis- 
countenance and refift thofe pernicious and fatal Tranfa^doos, 
than, by withdrawing themielves from their proper Stations, 
leave the other ( whofe ruinous intentions were fiifficiently 
difcover'd) poiTefled of the Reputation, Authority, and Power 
of a Parliament; by which, it was evident, the People would 
be cafily, to a great degree, feduced. And though the ob- 
ferving Reader may, upon the coUedion of the ieveral pal- 
fages here fet down, be able to anfwer thofe objections to 
himfelf ; I am the rather induced, in tliis place, to apply my 
felf to the clearing that Point, becaufe not only many Honeft 
Men, who at a diftance, have confider'd it, without being 
Privy to the PafTages within the Walls, and thofe breaches 
which fatally deftroyed, and took away the Liberty aod Free- 
dom of thofe G>uncils, have been really troubled or onfa- 
tisfy'd with that Defertion, as they call it, of the Service to 
which they were incumbent, and chofen ; but that I have 
heard fbme, who were the chief, if not the fble Promoters 
of tiiofe Violations, and the moft violent Defigns, and have 
£nce (out of the Ruptures, which have proceeded from their 
own Animofities) either been, or been thought to be, more 
moderately inclined, complain, '* That the withdrawing of 
^'fb many Members from the two Houfes, was the prinopal 
'' Caufe of all Calamities. And they who have been the true 
Authors of them, and ftill continue the &me Men, have taken 
pains to make and declare the others ^^Deferters of their 
** Country, and Betrayers of their Trufts, by their Voluntary 
^'withdrawing themfelves from that Council. 

I N the doing whereof, I (hall not, I cannot, make any ex-> 
cufe for thofe (of whom fbmewhat is before fpoken) who, 
from tl^e beginning of this Parliament, and in the whole pro- 
grefs of it, either out of lazinels, or negligence, or incogi- 
uncy, or wearinefs, forbore to give their Attendance there, 
when the Number of thofe who really intended thofe prodi- 
gious Alterations was very inconfiderable ; and daily drew 
many tp their opinions, upon no other ground than that the 
Number of the Diflenters appeared not equally diligent, and 
intent upon their AfTertions: Neither can I excufe the Peers, 
the moderate part whereof being Four for One, fuffer'd them- 
felves to be coufen'd, and perfwaded, and threatened out of 
their Rights bv a handful of Men, whom they might, in the 
beginning, egfily have cru/hedj whereas in thcHoufe ofCom- 
jnons the grc^t Managers were Men of notable parts, much 
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R^eputatlon, admirable Dexterity; Pretenders to feverc 
jiiftice, and regularity j and then the Number of the weak, 
^t\d the wilful, who naturally were to be guided by them, 
always made up a Major part; fo that, from the beginning, 
rbey were always able to carry whatfbever they let their 
Hearts vifibly upon ; at leaft, to difcredit, or difgrace any 
particular Man againft whom they thought neceflary to pro- 
ceed, albeit of the moft unblemifhed Reputation, and upon 
r he moft frivolous fuggeftions ; fo that they could not but 
be very formidable, in that Houfe, to all but the moft ab- 
ftraded Men from all vulgar Q)n{iderations. 

B u T, I am confident, whoibever diligently revolves the fe- 
yeral paflages in both Houfes, from the rime of the publifli- 
ing^ the firft Remonftance, upon his Majefty's Return from 
Scotland, to the time of which we laft foeak, muft be of opi- 
nion , that the reforting of fb many Members then to nis 
Majefty (from whom all the Lords, and fome of the Com- 
mons, received Commands to that purpofe) or to fuch places, 
v^here they thought they might be ofgreateft ufe to his Ma- 
jefty in prefervation of the Peace of the Kingdom, was not 
only an Ad of Duty, but of fuch Prudence and Difcretion, as 
Sober and Honeft Men were to be guided by. In the Houfe 
of Peers, the Bifhops, who had as much Right to fit there^ 
and were as much Members of Parliament as any Lord thejre^ 
were firft, by dired Violence and Force, a great part of them^ 
driven and kept from thence, till the Bill for the total Ex- 

f|ulfion of the whole Order firom thofe Seats, was pafled ; 
uch of the Peers, who were moft remarkable for adhering to 
the Government of the Church, being, in the mean time, 
threatened publickly by the Rabble; and fome of their Per- 
' fons Aifaulted. The bufineis of the Militia had been twice, 
upon folemn Debate in a full Houfe, rejeded there; till fuch 
Force and Violence was brought to the very doors, fuch Expo- 
ftulations and Threats deliver'd within the doors againft thofe 
who refufed to Concur with them in that bufinefs, that no 
Man had reafbn to believe his Life out of danger from thofe 
rude hands, who was taken notice of for an Oppofer of their 
unreafbnabledefires; fome of them having been declar'd Ene- 
mies to their Country, for having refufed what was in their 
power lawfiilly to refufe ; and others having been Criminally 
accufed by the Commons, for words fpoken by them in De- 
bates of the Houfe of Peers ; after which many of thcn^ 
were lent for, by fpecial Letters, to attend his Majefty (which 
Letters were always thought to be a good, and warrantable, 
and fttflicient ground to be abfent from the Houfe ; nor had 
fuch Summons, from the beginning of Parliaments to this 
prefent^ ever been negleded) with whom they had not been 
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many weeks^ but two of them, as hath been mention'd be- 
fore, upon an untrue and extravagant information^ withoBt 
further cxamination^wcre declar'd Enemies to the Kingdom i 
and nine others by (blemn judgment, upon an Impeachment 
brought up by the Commons againft them, only fw beii^ 
abicnt, and for what only concern'd the Privilege and Jurii* 
didion of the Peers, were diiabled to fit in the Houfe again 
during this SefSon \ fo that, if they would have retum'd^ cbey 
were aftually excluded that Council. 

I N the Houfe of Commons, the cafe was worfe : Firft, they 
who had, with that Liberty which is eflfential to Parliaments, 
and according to their underftandings, diflented or declar'd a 
diflike of what the Violent Party {o vehemently purrued,were, 
as hath been {aid before, declar'd Enemies to their Coon- 
try I and their Names pofted up in Paper, or Parchment, 
at moft eminent places, under (bme opprobrious Chara&er 5 
which, though it was not avow'd, and had no Aathority 
from the Houfe by any Publick Ad, yet, being complain'd 
of, was neither redrefled, nor was the comdbunt (o coonte- 
nanced, that it could be concluded the Violation was unac* 
cepcable : fo, though the Tumults were not diredly fum- 
nion*d or aifembled, it is evident, by what hath been before 
fet forth truly and at large, that they found there vii2>le coon* 
tenance, and encouragement. 

Then what had been upon full and fi>lemn Debates in 
a full Houfe rejcded, was many times, in a thin Houfe, and 
at unuiiial and unparliamentary Hours, refum'd, and deter- 
min'd contrary to the former Condufions: Yet Men fatisfied 
themfelves with doing what they thought their Duty, and 
reafonably o|)pofing what the Major part order'd to be done 9 
hoping that Men's undeiftandlngs would be fhortly better in- 
formed ^ and that though high and irreverent EzpreiSons and 
Words were fometimes ufed againft the King, there would 
be abftaining from unlawful and dangerous A&ions; and that 
the Houfe of Peers, at leaft, would never be brought to joyn, 
or concur in any Ad prejudicial to the Soveraign Power. But 
when they (aw a new way found out by the dexterity of the 
Major part in the Houfe of Commons, to make the Minor 
part otthc Lords too hard for the Major; and fo, whilft all 
Men were tranfoorted with jealoufy of the breach (^Privilege 
of Parliament by the King, that there was, by the Houfes 
themfelves, an abfolute rooting up of all Privileges: That 
from Metaphyfical Cbnfiderations, what might be done in 
cafe of ncccffity, the Militia of the Kingdom was Adually 
fcilcd on y and put under a Command contrary to, and againft 
the King's Command: That there was then a Refolatioo 
tak :i, l.y thofc who could Ad their Refoiutions when they 
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plcaied^ to nuke a General, and to oblige all the Members 
to live and die with that General ^ which will be anon more 
particularly mentioned (for that Refolution was well known 
before the time that thofe many Members removed to Tork^, 
and withdrew to other places; and was executed within three 
or four days afteO Men thought it high ti^e to look to their 
innocence, and (hnce by the Courfe and Orders of that Houfc, 
they could leave no Monument or Evidence of their Dlflent* 
ing, as the Lords might, by their Proteftations upon any uh« 
lawful A A, or Refolution) to declare their diflikc of what 
was done, by not being preient at the doing: And it was 
reafonably tliought, there being no other way Maceably and 
{ecurely to do it, that the Kingdom, underftanding theNum* 
bcr of thofe that were prefent at fuch new Tranfaftions, and 
weighing the Quality, Number, and Reputation of thofe who 
were abfent, would be beft induced to prefer the old Laws 
of the Kingdom, before the new Votes (deftruftive to thofe 
Laws) of thofe few Men, who called themfelves the two 
Houies of Parliament ; and that it would prove a good Expe* 
dient to work upon the Confciences, and modefty of thofe 
who ftay'd behind, to conclude it necefTary , by fbme fair Ad* 
dreiles to his Majefty, to endeavour fuch a general good un- 
derftanding, that a perfed Union might be made i and the 
Privilege, Dignity, and Security of Parliament, beeftabliih'd 
according to the true, and juft Conftitution of it. 

I T is true, how reafbnably foever it might be expeded, it 
produced not that Ingenuity; but they who had l>een trou- 
Died with the company of them that afterwards withdrew, 
and, by the oppofition they made, could not make that expe^ 
dition in the mifchief they intended, were glad they were 
rid of them ; yet, fhortly, confidering what influence, indeed 
it might have upon underfbnding Men, they found a way tQ 
caft a reproach upon thofe who were abfent, and yet to pre- 
vent any inconvenience to themfelves by their return; pub- 
liifajnp an Order, *' That all the Members abfent fliould appear 
^'at wch a day under the Penalty of paying each a loo' Fine 
'^ for his abfence ; and whofbever did not appear at that day 
(which gave not time enough to any who were at a diftance) 
^* Should not prefiime to fit in the Houfe, before he had 
*' paid his Fine, and fatisfied the Houfe with the caufe of his 
*' abfence; So that all thofe who were with the King, and 
very many more, who had really withdrawn themfelves to re- 
frefh their minds, or upon neceUary Affairs of their own, witl^ 
a pnrpofe to return, clearly difcem'd themfelves excluded 
from fitting any more there; it being fufficiently manifcft, 
that the Caufe of their abfence would never be approv'd, if 
f 1^ Perfons were difliked, and their Opinions difapprovcd : 
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Which tppear'd qaicklv i for the day was no fboner paft^ bor 
they^ witooat the leaft warrant of Precedent or colour oi 
Right) ezpeird very many, fooietimes twenty a day^ not onij 
of thofe who were with the King, bat of others who had 
given them equal diftafte; andorder'd new Writs to iliac our 
to choofe other Members in their Rooms» 

It cannot be denied but /bme very honeft and entire Men 
ftay'd ftill there, and oppofed all their unjuftifiable proceed- 
ings with great Courage, and much liberty of Speech ; vrhicfa 
was more frankly permitted to them than haa been before, 
when the Number of the Diflenters was greater; and it may 
be there are ftill fbme who (atisfy themielves that they have 
perform'd their Duty, by always having denied to give their 
confent to whatfbever hath been (editioufly, or ill^aliy con- 
cluded. But I muft appeal to the G>nfciences of tliofe very 
Men, whether they have not been many times, by (laying 
there, compelled, or terrified to do, and fubmit to many A^ 
contrary to their Confcicnce, in cafes of Conlcience; and con- 
trary to their Judgment and Knowledge, in matters of Law, 
and Right; and contrary to their Oaths and Duties, in mat- 
ters of Allegiance; and whether if they bad refufed fb to do, 
they fliould not have been plunder'd,expell'd, and committed 
to Prifon } And then they cannot be thought to have pro- 
ceeded unreafonably, who to prefcrve their Innocence, and 
their Liberty, chofe to undergo all the other Cenfures and 
Difficulties which could befal them, and which have been 
fince plentifully pour'd upon them. But to return. 

The King had at this time call'd to him fome Judges, 
and Lawyers of Eminency ; by whofe Advice he publifh^ a 
Declaration concerning the Militia, and afTerted'* The Right 
"of the Crown in granting Commi/Eons of Array, for the 
"better ordering and governing thereof; and, at the fame 
time IfTued out thofe CommifHons to all Counties, " Expref^ 
"ly forbidding any Obedience to be given to the Ordinance 
"for the Militia by both Houfes, under the penalty of High 
^* Treafbn. This only improved the Paper-combate in Decla- 
rations) either Party infifting "That the Law was on their 
^'fide ; and the People giving Obedience to either, accord- 
ing to their conveniences : And many did believe, that if the 
King had reforted to the old known way of Lord Lieutenants, 
and Deputy Lieutenants, his Service would have been better 
carried on ; the Commiflion of Array being a thing they had 
not before heard of, though founded upon an Ancient Ad of 
Parliament in the Reign of Hen. IV. and Co was received with 
jcaloafy, and eafily diicredited by the gloiTes and fuggeftlons 
of the Houfes. 

Besides that fome Men of very good Affeftions to the 
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Crown,, and averfe enough to the extravagant pretences and 
proceedings of the Parliament, did not conceal their prejudice 
CO theCommi/Iion of Array, as not warranted by Law^ \khich 
did verv mach work upon other Men, and made the Obe- 
dience lefi cheerful that was given to that Service. M*^ Selitn 
had, in the Debate upon that Subjeft in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, declared himfelf very pofitively, and witli much ftiarp- 
nefs againfl; the Commiilion of Array, as a thing exprefly 
without any Authority of Law; the Statute upon which it 
was grounded being, as he faid, repeal'd ; and dilcourfed very 
much of the ill Confequences, which might refult from fub* 
mitring to it : He anfwer'd tlie Arguments which had been 
ufed to fupport it J and cafily prevailed with the Houfe not to 
like a proceeding, which they knew was intended to do them 
hurt, and to leflen their Authority. But his Authority and 
Reputation prevail'd much further than the Houfe, and be- 
got a prejudice againft it in many well affeded Men without 
doors : When the King was inform'd of it, he was much trou- 
bled, having looked upon M' Selien as well difpofed to his 
Service. And the Lord Falklandy with his Majefty's leave, 
writ a friendly Letter to M' SeUen, " To know his reafon, 
*^why, in fuch a conjunfture, whatever his Opinion were, 
*• he would oppofe the fubmiffion to the Commiilion of Ar- 
*^ ray, which no body could deny to have had it's original 
•*from Law, and which many Learned Men ftill believ'd to 
** be very Legal , to make way for the eftabliftjment of an 
** Ordinance, which had no manner of pretence to Right. He 
Anfwer'd this Letter very frankly ; as a Man who believed 
himfelf in the right upon the Commiflion of Array, and that 
the Arguments he had ufed againft it could not be Anfwer'd ^ 
fiunming up fome of thofe Arguments in as few words as 
they could oe comprehended in : But then he did as frankly 
inveigh againft the Ordinance for the Militia, ''Which he 
**laid, was without any fhadow of Law or pretence of Precc- 
**dent, and moft deftruftive to the Government of the King- 
*'dom : And lie did acknowlege, that he had been the more 
''indin'd to make that difcourfe in the Houfe againft the 
^Commiffion, that he might with the more freedom argue 
''againft the Ordinance; which was to be confider'd upon a 
*May then appointed : And was naoft confident, that he fhould 
^'likcwife overthrow the Ordinance: which, he confcffed, 
*' could be lets fupported; and he did believe, that it would 
'* be much better, if both were rejefted,than if either of tlicm 
^'ihould ftand, and remain uncontrolled. But his confidence 
deceived him; and he quickly found, that they who fuffct'd 
thcmfelves to be intirely govern'd by his Reafon, when thofe 
Conduitons nefulced from it \vbi(^h contributed to their own 
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deHgnSy would not be at all guided by it^ or fabinic to it, 
when it perfwaded that which contradided^ and would dif- 
appoint thofe defigns: And fo,Qpon the day appointed for the 
Debate of tlieir Ordinance^ when he applied all his Faailtia 
to the convincing them <^ the illegality and monftroafadi 
of it, by Arguments at leaft as clear and demonftrable as his 
former nad been, they made no imprefEon upon them ; bat 
were eafily Anfwer'd by thofe who with moft raffion iofifted 
upon their own fenfe. He had fatisfied them very well, 
when he concurred with them in Judgment ; but his Rea* 
ions were weak, when they crofled their Refblotions. So 
moft Men are deceiv'd in being too reafonaUe ^ concluding 
that Reaibn will prevail upon thoie Men to fiibmit to what 
is Right and Juft, who have no other confideration of R^ht 
or Juftice, but as it advances their Intereft, or complies with 
their Humour, and PafEon. And Co eafy it hath always bees 
to do harm, and to miflead Men, and fb hard to do good^ 
and reduce them to rcafbn. 

These Paper^skirmiflies left neither fide better indin'd to 

the other ^ but, by (harpning each other, drew the matter 

nearer to an IfTue. The King had written a Letter to the 

Mayor and Aldermen ofLmidam, and to the Matters and Wsr-- 

dens of each Company ; by which, *' He afliired them, of his 

^' defire of the Peace of the Kingdom ; and therefore reqoir'd 

''them, as thev tendered their Charter of the City, and their 

''own particular Welfares, not to bring in Horles, Money, 

'*or Plate, upon the Propofitions of the Houfes; whereby, 

"under pretence of raihng a Guard for the Parliament, 

"Forces would be levy'd, and in truth, imploy'd againft his 

"Majefty: Of which the Houfes taking notice, publifb'd a 

n* PsHU* Declaration to the City, " That tliey could not be fecur'd by 

SJ^'J^'^^is Majefty's Proteftations, that his defires, and purpofes 

nbtcnym^^ were for the Publick Peace j fince it appear'd, by divers ex- 

fi^^'' "preffions, and proceedings of liis Majefty, that be intended 

j^V rt r4t''to ufe Fotce againft thofe who fubmitted to the Ordinance 

!^^ '* of the MiUtia ; and that he had likewife fome intention of 

wf^. " making an Attempt upon f&l. In both which Cafes, they 

" did declare, that whatfbever Violence fhould be ufed, either 

"againft thofe who exercife the Militia, or againft /ftf , They 

"could not but believe it as done againft the Parliament* 

" They told them, that the dangerous, and miichievous in- 

"tent ions of (bme about his Majefty were fuch, that what- 

"focvcr was moft precious to Men of Confcience and Ho- 

" nour, as Religion, Liberty, and Publick Safety, were like 

*' to be overwhelmed iind loft in the general Coi^bfion and 

" Calamity of the Kingdom ; which would not only queftioo, 

"but overthrow the Charter of the City of Lmdm-, ezpofe 
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^^ the Citizens, their Wives and Children, to violence and 
«< villany ; and leave the Wealth of that famoas Citv, as a 
** Prey tothofedeiperate,and neceffitousPerfbns: Andthere- 
^* fore they forbid all the Officers to pablifli that Paper, as 
*' they would anfwer their Contempt to the Parliament; by 
^' the Power and Authority of which, they aiTur'd them, they 
** flioold be protefted, and fecured in their Perfons, Liber- 
•* ties, and ElUtes, for whacfbever they (hould do by Their 
•* advice or perfwalion. 

T o this the King replied, *^ That he wonder'd fince they i*f Kii^$ 

** had ufurped the fupreme Power to themfel ves^ they had not ^*^^' 

'^ taken upon them the Supreme Style too; and direded their 

*• very new Declaration to their Trufty and Well-beloved, 

^^ their Subjeds of the City of IjmiUn : For it was too great 

''and palpable a Scorn, to perfwade them to take up Arms 

''againft nis Perfbn, under colour of being loving Subjeds 

'' to his Office ; and to deftroy his Perfbn, that they might 

**prefervc the King : That he was beholding to them, that 

*' they had explained to all his good Subjeds the meaning of 

*' their Charge againft his Majefty, that by his intention of 

'* making War againft his Parliament, no more was pretended 

'* to be mean^ but his reiblution not to fubmit to the higb 

'^Injoftice and Indignity of the Ordinance for the Militia, 

** and the bufinefs <xHM. He faid, he had never concealed 

^ his Intentions in either of thofe Particulars (he wifh'd They 

*' would deal as clearly with Him) but had always, and dia 

'' now declare. That that pretended Ordinance was againft the 

^* Law of the Land; againft the Liberty and Property of the 

^ Subjed; defb-udive to Soveraignty ; and therefore not con- 

^fiftent with the very Conftitution and EfTence of the King- 

'^dom, and the Right and Privilege (^Parliament: That he 

" was bound by his Oath (and all his Subjeds were bound by 

^'theirs of Allegiance, and Supremacy, and their own Pro- 

^'tefbtion lately taken, to affift his Majefty) to oppofe that 

^'Ordinance, which was put already in execution againft him, 

*'not only by Training and Arming his Subje£b, but by 

*' forcibly removing the Magazine, from the place trufted by 

^che County, to their own Houles, and guarding it there 

*'with Arm'd Men: Whither it would be next removed, and 

"how uled by fuch Perfons, he knew not. 

**Th AT the keepmg his Majefty out ofHuU by S' /#*» 
'^ffyham, was an Ad of High Treafbn againft his Majeity ; 
''and the taking away his Magazine and Munition from him, 
^'was an Ad of Violence upon his Majefty, by what hands 
"or by whofe dtredion foever it was done : And, in both 
'*ca(es, by the help of God, and the Law, his Majefty faid^ 
^'be would kave Juftice. or lofe his life in the requinng it;

^' the which he did not vaiae at that rate, ^ to prefeire it wid 
^'the Infamy of fiifFering himfelf to be robbed, and fpoUedof 
'' that Dignity he was bom to. And if it were pomble foe 
*' his good SuDJeds to believe, that'fuch a Defence of himfd^ 
<^ with the utmoll power and ftrength he could raiie, vis 
<' making a War againft his Parliament, he did not donbt^ 
*^ however it Aiould pleafe God to difpofe of him in that coo- 
** tention, but the juftice of his Giufe would, at the laft, pre- 
^ vail againft thofe few Malignant Spirits, who, for their own 
<'ends and ambitious defigns, had fo mifled and corropced 
'* the underftandings of his People. And (ince neither his own 
^'Declaration, nor the Teftimony of ib many of his Lords, 
^' then with his Majefty, could procure credit with thofe JMen, 
** but that they proceeded to levy Horfe, and to raife Money 
'' and Arms againft his Majefty, he faid, he was not to w 
^' blamed, if after fo many gracious expolhilations with them, 
** upon undeniable principles of Law and Reafbn (which they 
'^ anfwer'd only by Voting that which his Majefty faid, to be 
*' neither Law, nor Reafbn ; and fb proceeded aftuallv to levy 
** War upon his Majefty, to juftify that which could not be 
''otherwife defended) at laft he made (uch provlfion, that as 
'^ he had been driven from Ljondmn, and kept from HuBy he 
*' might not be furprifed at Twl^^ but be in a condition to 
*^ refift, and bring to juftice thofe Men, who would periwade 
^'his People that their Religion was in danger, becaufe his 
"Majefty would not confent it fliould be in Their power to 
''alter it bv their Votes; or their Liberty in danger, becaofe 
''he would allow no Judge of that Liberty, but the known 
"Law of the Land : Yet, he faid, whatever provifion he 
"ftiould be compelled to make for his fecurity, he would be 
" ready to lay down, aflbon as they (hould revoke the Chders 
"by which thev had made Levies, and fubmitted thofe Per- 
"fons, who had detained his Towns, carried away his Arms, 
"and put the Militia in execution contrary to his Proclama- 
" tion, to that Trial of their innocence, which the Law had di- 
" reded, and to which they were bom : If that were not fub- 
" mitred to, he fhould, with a good confcience, proceed againft 
"thofe who fhould orefume to exerdfe that pretended Ordi- 
" nance for the Militia, and the other who fhould keep his 
"Town of Hull from him, as he would refift Perfons who 
^'cam^ to take away his Life, or his Crown from him. 

"And therefore his Majefly again remember'd and re- 
"quired his City o£ljmd0$ to obey his former Commands, 
^'and not to be mifled by the Oration of thofe Men, who 
"were made defperate by their Fc»tunes, or their Fortunes 
"by Themj who told them their RcL'gion, Liberty, and 
"Property, was to bepreicrv'd^o other way, but bv their 
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•'Difloyalty to his Majefty : That they were now at the brink 

*' c^ the River, and might draw their Swords (which was an 

•*cxpreffion ufed at a great convention of the City) when no- 

** thing parfiied them but their own evil Confciences. He 

^^ wifhed them to confider^ whether their Eftatescameto them, 

^*aiid we A fettled upon them, by Orders of both Houfes, or 

** by that Law which his Majefty defended : Whatfecurity thev 

'^ could have to enjoy their own, when they had helped to roo 

*'fais Majefty; and what an happy conclufion That War was 

'^like to have, which wasraifed to opprefs their Soveraign: 

*' That the wealth and glory of their City was not like to be 

^^deftroyed any other way, but by Rebelling againft hisMa-^ 

*^ jetly 'y and that way inevitably it muft ; nor their Wives and 

*' Children to be expofed to violence and villany, but bv thofe 

^* who make their Appetite and Will the meafure, and guide 

'' to all their Adions. He advifed them not to fancy to them- 

•'felves Melancholy apprehenfions, which were capable of no 

^^{atisfadion; but ferioufly to confider what fecuriry they 

^' could have, that they had not under his Majefty, or had 

" been offcr'd by him: And whether the Doftrine thofe Men 

'' taught, and would have them defend, did not deftroy the 

*^ Foundations upon which their fecurity was built? 

T H fi great conflux that hath been mentioned, of Men of 
all Conditions, and Qualities, and Humours, could not con- 
tinue long together at Ttfk^ without fome impatience, and^ 
commotion ; and moft Men wonder'd, that there appeared no 
provifions to be made towards a War, which they (aw would ^ 
be inevitable : And when the Levies of Soldiers under the Earl 
oiEffeXy were haften'd with (o much vigour, that the King 
ihould have no other Preparations towards an Army, than a 
fingle Troop of Guards made up of Gentlemen Voluntiers; 
who, all Men forelaw, would auit the Troop, when therc^ 
(hould be an Army : And many do yet believe, that the King 
too Ion;:; deferred his recourfe to Arms ; and that if he had 
raifed Forces upon his firft repulfe at HuU, his fervice would 
have been very much advanced ; and that the Parliament 
would not have been able to have drawn an Army together. 
And (b men ftill reproach the Councils which were then about 
the King, as they were cenfured by many at that time; but • 
neither They then, nor Thefe now do underftand the true 
rcafbn thereof. The King had not, at that time, one Barrel 
of Powder, nor one Mufquet, nor any other provifion necef* 
fary for an Army ; and, which was worfe, was not fure of any 
Port, to which they might be fecurely aifignd; nor had he 
Money for the fupport of his own Table for the term of one 
Montn* He expeded, with impatience, the arrival of all 
thofe o^cd&ries, by the care and aftivity of the Queen; who 
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was then in HAUmi^ and by the fale of herown^ as weD as of 
the Crown Jewek, and bv the friendflup oiHmj Prince cf 
Otdnge^ did all (he could to provide all that was neoeflaTj; 
and the King had newly direfted her to fend all to lUtw^spL, 
which was but then fecnred to him b? the diligence of the 
Earl of that Name. In the mean time both the King himfelf, 
and they who beft knew the ftate of his Affairs^ ieem'd to be 
without any thoughts of making War ; and to hope;^ that the 
Parliament would at laft incline to fi>me Accommodation ; 
for which both his Majefty^ and thofe Peribns were e^iofed 
to a thoufand reproaches. 

The Queen had many difficulties to contend with i £b: 
though the Prince ofOrnngi had a very (ignal afieftion for the 
King's Service, and did ail he could to difbofe the States to 
concern themfelves in his Maiefty's Qujirrel ^ yet his Autho- 
rity , and Interelt^ was much dimini/h'd with the vigour of his 
Body and Mind: And the States o£ Holland were Vo far from 
being indin'd to the King, that they did him all the mifchief 
they could. They had before affifted the Rebellion in Sat- 
Und, with giving them credit for Arms and AmmunitioD, 
before they had money to buy any ; and they did afterwardsi 
feveral ways^ difcover their afteftions to the Parliament; 
which had Co many Spies there, that the Queen could do no- 
thing they had not prefent notice of; fo that it was no eafj 
matter for the Queen to provide Arms and Ammunition, but 
the Parliament had prelent notice of it, and of the ways which 
. were thought upon to tranfport them to the King: And then 
' their Fleet, under the Command of the Earl ofWdtumk^ 
lay ready to obftrud and intercept that Communication ; nor 
was any remedy in view to remove this mifchief; inibmuch 
as it was no eaiy thing for the King to fend to, or to receive 
Letters from the Queen. 

Th E K B was a imall Ship of 28 or 30 Guns, that was part 
of the Fleet that wafted her Majefty into HdUmd from D$- 
fer, which was called the Prap'uUnce, under the Command 
of Captain Straugbdm, when the Fleet was commanded by 
S' y^n FftmingtoHy and before the Earl o( lyarwuk^w^s (a- 
Derinduced into that Chai^ againit the King's Will. That 
dhip, the Captain whereof was known to be faithful to his 
Majefty, was, by the Queen, detained, and kept in Helland 
from the time of her Majefty's Arrival, under feveral pre- 
tences, of which the Captain made ufe, when he afterwards 
received Orders from the Earl of IVanvickJ^ To repair to the 
*' Fleet in the Doums; until, after many promifes and ex- 
cufes, it was at laft diicern'd that he had other Buiineis and 
Commands; and fo was watched, by the other Ships, as an 
Enemy. This veflfel the Queen reiblv'd to fend to the King, 
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principally to inform hw Maiefty of the ftreights flie was in ; 
oFthe provifions (he had maae, and to return with fuch par- 
ticular Advice^ and Diredions from his Majefty, that /he 
might take further relblutions : And becaufe the Veflel was 
light, and drew not much Water, and fb could run into any 
Creek, or open Road, or Harbour, and, from thence, eafily 
fend an exprefs to the King; there was put into it about two 
hundred Barrels of Powder, and two or three thoufand Arms 
w^itb feven or eight Field- Pieces 5 which, they knew, would be 
very welcome to the King, and ierve for a beginning and coun- 
tenance to draw Forces together. The Captain was no (boner 
put to Sea, but notice was fent to the Commander of the 
Fleet in th^Downsi who immediately fent three or four Ships 
to the North, which eafily got the Providence in View, before 
it could reach thatCoaft^ and chafed it with all their Sails, till 
they faw it enter into the River of Humber; when, looking 
upon it as their own, they made lefs hafte to follow it, being 
content to drive it before them into their own Port of Hull; 
there being, as they thought no other way to efcape them; 
until they plainly faw the Ship entring into a narrow Creek 
out of Humbefy which declined HuU, and led into the Country 
fome Miles above it ; which was a place well known to the 
Captain, and defign'd by him to arrive at from the beginning. 
It was in vain for them then to haften their purfiiit j for they 
quickly found that their great Ships could not enter into that 
pafTage, and that the River was too (hallow to follow him ^ 
and, fo, with ftiame and anger, they gave over the Chafe ; 
whiift the Captain continued his courfe ; and having never 
thought of faving the Ship, run it on Shore onlhat fide to^ 
Mfztds Burlington; and, with all expedition, gave notice to the 
King of his arrival ; who, immediately, caufed the Pcrfons 
of Quality, in the parts adjacent, to draw the Train'd-bands 
of the Country together, to lecure the incurfions from Hull; 
and by this means, the Arms, Ammunition, and Artillery wera 
quickly brought to Tork^. 

The King was well content that it (hould be generally 
believed, that this fmall Ship, the fize whereof was known to 
few, had brought a greater quantity and proportion of Provi- 
sions for the War, than in truth it had^ and therefore, though 
it had brought no Money, which he expeded, he forthwith 
granted Coramiflions, to raife Regiments of Horfe and Foot, 
to fuch Perfons of Quality and Intereft, as were able to com- 
ply with their obligations. He declared the Earl ofLindfej, 
Lord High Chamberlain of EngUndy his General of the Army ^ 
a Peribn of great Honour and Courage, and generally beloved ; 
who many years before had good Commands in Holland, 
and Germany y and had been Admiral at Sea in feveral Expedi- 
Vol. I. Parti* U u tions. 
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dons. S' fdCdh AJhlej was declared Major General of the Foe; 
a Command he was very equal to, and had ezerciied befbx 
and executed after with great approbation. The Generalfiiip 
of the Horfe, his Majefty preterved for his Nephew Princ: 
ttMpert i who was daily expeded, and arrived foon after : And 
all Levies were haften'd with as much expedition ^^ ^was pof 
fible in (b great a (carcity, and notorious want of Money ; of 
which no more need be £iid, after it is remember'd that all 
the Lords, and Council about the King,with feveral other Per- 
fbns of Quality, voluntarily made a Subfcription for the pay- 
ment of fo many Horfe for three Months; in which time they 
would needs believe that the War fliould be at an end 5 every 
one paying down what the three Months pay would amount 
to, into the hands of a Treafurer appointed to receive it ; and 
this Money was prefently paid for the making thofe Levies 
of Horfe, which were defign'd; and which could not liave 
been made but by thofe Monies. 

And now the King thought it time to execute a Refblution 
he had long intended, and which many Men wonder'd he neg- 
lefted (b long; which was as much as in him lay, to take the 
Admiralty into his own hands. He had long too much caufe 
to be un{atisfied,and difpleafed with the Earl o£ Nartlmmber' 
land', whom he thought he had oblig'd above any Man what- 
foever. His delivering the Fleet into the hands and Command 
of the Earl oiWdrwUk^ after his Majefty had exprefly refiifol 
it to the Parliament, the King could not eafily forgive ; how- 
ever he thought it not Then feafbnable to refent it, becaufe 
he had nothing to objeft againft him, but his complyance 
with the Command ot the Parliament, who would have own^d 
it as their own quarrel ; and muft have obliged that Earl to 

fut his whole Intereft into Their hands, and to have run Their 
ortune ; to which he was naturally too much inclin'd : And 
then his Majefty fore£iw,that there would have been no Fleet 
at all fet out that year, by their having the Command of all 
the Money, which w^ to be applied to that Service. Where- 
as, by his Majefty's concealing his refentment, there was a 
good Fleet made ready, and fet out; and many Gentlemen 
lettled in the Command of Ships^ of whofe Affcdion and Fi- 
delity his Majefty was aiTured, that no Superior Officer could 
torrupt it; but that. they would, at all times, repair to his 
Service, whenever he required it. And, indeed, his Majefty 
had an opinion of the devotion of the whole body of the (Jom* 
mon Sea-men to his Service, becaufe he had, bountifully, fo 
much mended their Condition, and increafed their Pay, that 
he thought they would have even thrown the Earl of IVarwlcl^ 
over Board, when he (hould Command them; and fo the rc- 
fpiting the doing it would be of Uctle importance. But now, 
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that a Ship of his own^ in the execution of his Commands, 

Should be chafed by his own Fleet as an Enemy, made fuch a 

noiie in all places even to his reproach and difhonour, that he 

coirid no longer defer the doing what he had fo long thought 

oF* He refolv'd therefore, to revoke the Earl of Northumber- 

lamd's CommifGon of the Office of High- Admiral of England, 

an<l to fend the revocation to him under the Great Seal of 

EfigUnd: Then, to fend S^John Pennington, who was then ac 

ITark, onboard the Fleet, and to take the Charge of it: and 

Letters were prepared, and fign'd by the King, to every one of 

tlic Captains ; wnereby they were required. To oblerve the 

^^Gtd^tsofS^JobnFennmgton, And all this was carried with 

all podible Secrecy, that none, but thofe few who were truft* 

ed, knew, or fufpefted any fuch Alteration. 

B u T the King thought fit, firft to advife with S' John Pen^ 
ningun ; of whofe Integrity he was confident,and whofe Judg- 
ment he always principally relied on in all his Maritime Adi- 
ons; and thought him the only Perfon fit immediately to take 
the Fleet out of the Earl oflVarwlclCs poffeffion ; who had dif- 
poflefled Him of the Command that year, which he had ufually 
exercifed- S' John Pennington, finding the matter full of diffi- 
culty, and the execution like to meet with feme interruptions, 
exprefled no alacrity to undertake it in his own Perfon ; ai- 
led ging,*That himfelf ftood in the Parliament's disfavour,and 
**jealoafy( which was true) and that therefore his motion, and 
** journey towards the D^«/»/, where the Fleet then lay, would 
•*be immediately taken noticejof; and hisMajefty'sDefign be 
^ fo much guefled at, that there would need no other Difco- 
**very : but he propounded to his Majefty, "That he would 
**fena a Letter to S' Rohrt Manfel, who lived at Greenwich, 
•• Ipcedily to go to the Fleet, and to take charge of it, and that 
"His Authority, being Vice-Admiral of England, and his 
" known and great Reputation with the Sea-men, would be 
** like to meet with the Jeaft refiitance. His Majefty, imparting 
thisCounfel to thofe whom he had madeFrivy to his purpofe, 
cnter'd upon new confiderations ^ and concluded, "That S' 
*^RphrtMdnfel's age (though his Courage and Integrity were 
^* unqueftionable) ana the accidents that depended upon that, 
*' would render that Expedient moft hazardous; and that, in 
*' truth, there needed no fuch abfolute and fupreme Officer, to 
"be appointed in the firft Article j but rather, that his Maje- 
**fty fliould dired his Special Letter to the Captain of every 
"Ship, requiring him immediately to weigh Anchor, and to 
"bring away his Ship to fuch a place as his Majefty might ap- 
"point, where he fhould receive further Orders: And to that 
" place he might fend fuch an Officer, as bethought fit to truft 
"with the Command of the whole Navy fo afTcmbled. Ac- 
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cording to this Rcfolation, the whole Difpatch was prepared. 
Firft a Revocation of the Earl of Northumberldnd\ Commii^ 
fion of Admiral, under the Great Seal oi England ^ of which 
there was a Duplicate ; the one to be fent to his Lord/hip ; the 
other to the Earl oiWarwicks whofe G>mmifIion was roiind- 
*cd upon, and fo determined by, the other. Then a parciculir 
Letter to each of the Capuins of his Ships, informing them 
•*Of his Majefty's Revocation of the Admiral's Patent, and, 
*'confequcntly, of the determination of the Earl of fP'inti/k^'s 
"Commiflion to whom his Majefty likewife writ, to **inhi- 
*'bit him from further meddling in that Charge) and there- 
fore commanded them to yield no further obedience to either 
of their orders; but that, immediately upon the receipt of 
tbofe his Royal Letters, he fhould weigh Anchor; and with 
what fpeed he might, repair to Burlrngton-BsLj upon the Coaft 
o( Tarkjbire ; where he ftiould receive his Majefty 's further 
pleafure : And Co each G>mmander, without relation to any 
other G>mmands, had no more to look after but bis own Ship, 
and his own Duty ; by which the King might exped, at leaft, 
(b many Ships as were under the Command of thofe who had 
any Affedion or Fidelity to his Service. 

Accordingly, all things being prepared, and figned 
by the King, and {ealed,what immediately concerned the Earl 
ofNartbumberUnd was delivered to one ot his Majefty's Pages, 
to be given to the Earl o£ NmhumberUnd at Londm; and 
the whole difpatch to the Fleet to M' Eiward Villiers, whole 
diligence and dexterity his Majefty found fit for any Truft ; the 
former being direded ^' Not to make fuch hafte, but that the 
*' other might be at leaft as fbon at the Dawns, as He at Lond$n ; 
and M' ViUiers again being appointed what Letters he fhould 
firft deliver to the Captains; '^ And that he fliould Vifit the 
"Earl o(Wdrwick,m the laft place; that his Adivity might 
have no influence upon the Sea-men to prevent their ol>edience 
to his Majefty. And furely if this refblution had been pur- 
fued, it is very proliable, that the King had been Mafter of 
very many of his Ships again. But, when the Meflengers were 
difpatched, and well inftruded, and he that was for Lmd^n 
gone on his Journey, there was a fuddain and unexpeded 
change of the whole diredion to the Fleet, by S' John Pen- 
nington^ repair to his Majefty ; and upon fccond thoughts, 
offering " To go Himfelf to the Downs, and to take charge of 
** the Fleet ; which changed the Forms of the Letters to the 
feveral Captains; and, inttead of leaving every one to ufehis 
bcft expedition to bring away his own Ship to Burlington^ 
^* Required them only to obfcrvc fuch Orders, as they ftould 
^* receive by S' John Pennington ; who thought not fit (for the 
^ reaibos formerly given of his being taken notice of) to go with 
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Kl' Vllllfrsi but by him, writ to S^ Henry Pdlmer, to whom 
likewife his Majefty fent a Letter to that purpofe, being an Of- 
ficer of the Navy, and who liv'd by the Daums, ** Immediately 
*' CO go aboard the Admiral ; and that he Himfelf would make 
*^all poffible hafteto him, fecting out at the {kmc time with 
*^ JsA.^VlUiers\ but journeying a further and more private way. 
lA^ViUierSy left, by his ftay for the alteration of hisdifpatches, 
the Page's coming to London fooner than was intended at his 
fetting out, might produce ibme inconvenience to the Service, 
flept not till he came to S^ Henrj Palmer-, who, being infirm 
in his Health, and furprized with the Command, could not 
make that expedition aboard, as might have been requifitc; 
though he was Loyally and Zealoufly affefted to his Majefty *s 
Service. However M' Vtlliers haften'd to the Ships which lay 
then at Anchor, and according to his InftruAions, delivered 
his feveral Letters to the Captains; the greateft part whereof 
rcceiv'd them with great expreflions of duty ana fubmiflion, 
expeding only to rec^ve S^ John Pennington s Orders, for 
which they ftay'd j and, without doubt, if either the firft Let- 
ters had been lent, or S^ John Pennington been prefent, whea 
thefc others were deliver'd, his Majefty had been poflefled of 
the greateft part of the Fleet j the Earl of M^^rwwi^ being at 
that time, according to his ufual Licences, with fbme Officers 
whofe company he liked, on fliore making merry ; fo that there 
was only his Vice-Admiral^ Captain Batten, on board; who 
was of eminent difafFedion to his Majeftv : The Rear-Admi* 
ral S^John Mennes, being of unqueftionaole Integrity. 

But after five or fix hours (in which time nothing could 
be aded, for want of advice and diredionj enough being ready 
to Obey, but none having Authority to Command) the Earl 
of Warwick^camc aboard his Ship, to whom M' Vtlliers like- 
wife gave his Majefty's Letters of his Difcharge; who, withr 
out any Declaration of difobeying it, applied himfelf to th^ 
confirming thofe who he thought true to his Party, and di- 
ligently to watch the reft; perfuming, that he (hould fpeedily 
hear from thofe by whom he had been originally trultcd. 

I N the mean time, the Captains expeded Orders from 
S^^ohn Pennington; who likewife privately expeded fuch an ac- 
count from S' Henrj Palmer, as might encourage him to come 
to the Ships. But this unfortunate delay difappointed all : For 
the other Gentleman, according to his Inftrudions, having 
reach'd Dmdm in the evening after the Houfes were rifen,iw Kv»i 
deliver'd the King's Letter, and the Difcharge of his Commif-^^^y^J^,, 
fion, to the Earl of Northumberland-, who, with all (hews ofihombcr- 
Duty and Submiffion, cxpreffed ''His Refolution to obey hisjlj;/;;;*- 
♦' Majefty J and a hearty forrow, that he had, by any Misfor- ^^iwiW. 
♦* tune, incurr'd his Majefty 's difplcafure. How ingeuous fo- 
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ever this demeanour of his Lord(hip's was, the bufinefs was 
quickly known ro tboie who were more concerned in it ; who 
were exceedingly perplex'd, with the apprehenfion of being 
difpoffefled of fo great a part of their ftrength, as the Royal 
Fleet- and earneftlypreffed the Earl of NaribumbnUnd, *'That, 
*' notwithftanding luch his Majefty's Revocation, he would 
" ftill continue the execution of his Office of Lord H%h Ad- 
^' miral ; in which they would alfift him with their utmoft and 
"full Power, «nd Authority, But his Lordftiip alledging, 
*' that it would ill become Him, who had receiv'd that Charge 
^* from the King with fb notable circumftances of Truft and 
*' Favour, to continue thepoffefEonthereof againfthisexprels 
** Pkafure, there beinga Claufe in this Grant, that it fhouldbe 
*'only during fuch time as his Majefty thought fit to u(e his 
*' Service; and fo, "Utterly refixfing to meddle further in it^ 
aflbon as they could get the Houfes together the next naomiog^ 
they eafily agreed to pafs an Ordinance, as thev call it, ** To 
** appoint the Earl ofWarw'ukjto be Admiral of toat Fleet,with 
*'as full and ample Authority, as he%ad before had frooa the 
^^ Earl o( N&rtbumbifUnd. Which Ordmance, together with 
Letters, and Votes of encouragement to his Lord^ip and to 
the Officers and Sea-men, they fbeedily fent, by a Member of 
their own ; who arrived therewith, the next morning, after 
Wpllim haddeliver'd the King's Letter; S^^QlmPtmM^- 
ton in the mean time neither coming, nor fending any farther 
Advice. 

The Earl oflVarwlck, being thus arm'd, found himfeif 
Mafter pf his Work ; and immediately fummon'd all the Cap- 
tains, to attend him on board his Ship in Council ; the whici) 
all but two did (Captain SUngsiy, and Captain IVake ) who, 
being by his Majelty's Letters, as the reft were, exprefly 
charged to yield no further Obedience to the Earl ofW^arwkk^ 
refuled to repair to him ; making themielves ready to refill any 
Violence, and putting their Ships in order to go out to Sca» 
that they might be at Liberty to attend his Majefty 's Com- 
mands 'y but they were fo encompafled by the whole Fleet, 
and the dexterity of the Earl's Minifters was fiich, and the de- 
votion, generally, of the Sea-men fo tainted, and corrupted 
from the King's Service, that, inftead of carrying away the 
Ships, the Captains thenciielveswere feifed, taken, and carried 
by their own Men to the Earl^ who immediately committed 
them to cuflody, and fent them up Prifbners to the P^lia- 
ment. Then the Earl communicated the Ordinance, Letters, 
and Votes from the two Houfes, to the reft of the Officers; 
of whom only two more refufed to continue their Charge 
a;^ajnft the (ignification they had receiv'd from the King (S« 
^Qhn \fennes, and Captain Bftrlj) who ^erc quickly discharged. 
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and fee on Shore; and the reft, without any fcruple or hefita* 
tion, •* Oblig'd themfelves to obev the Earl of WAXwkky in the 
** Service of the Parliament ; fo tnac the Storm was now over, 
and the Parliament fully^ and entirely pofleiled of the whole 
Royal Navy, and Militia by Sea; for they quickly dilpofed of 
two other honeft Captains, KfttUty^ and Sttddlln (whom they 
could not corrupt) who guarded the Iri/b Seas; and gotthoie 
Ships likewife mto their Service. And thus his Majefty was 
without one Ship of his own, in his three Kingdoms, at his 
Devotion. 

A s this lois of the whole Navy was of unfpeakable ill con- 
(equence to the King's Affairs, and made his Condition much 
the le(s confider'd by his Allies, and Neighbour Princes; who 
iaw the Soveraignty of the Sea now in other hands, that were 
like to be more imperious upon the apprehenfion of any dif^ 
courtefies, than regular and lawful Monarchs ufe to be ; I can- 
not but obferve ibme unhappy circumftances, and accidents in 
this important bufinefs ot the Navy, which looked like the 
hand ot Providence to tak^ that ftreogth, of which bis Majefty 
was moft confident, out of his hands. When the refolutionof 
theHoufe of Commons, and the concurrence of the Lords wa$ 
peremptory, and the Earl oi NmhumberUni had declar'd his 
complyance with them, " For the fending the Earl of Warwick^ 
"Admiral of that Fleet, in the place ofS'J$bn Penmfjgtw^ 
"upon whom the King depended; it was relolv'd likewife by 
them, " That Capuin Carteret, Controller, of his Majefty $ 
" Navy, a Man or ereat Eminency, and Reputation in Naval 
'^ Command, fhould be Vice-Admiral; who thinking it became 
his near relation to hisMajeftv's Service, to receive his Roval 
Pleasure before he engaged himfelf in any imployineut of that 
Nature, addrefTed himfelf for his direSuons. But the King, 
looking upon the Fleet in a manner taken from him, when an- 
other, whofe difaffedion to his Service was very notorious, 
was, contrary to his exprefs Pleafure, prcfumptuoufly put into 
the Command of it, and his own Minifter difplaced for no 
other reafbn (his fufficiency, and ability for Command being 
by all Men confeffed) but his Zeal and Integrity to Him, 
would not countenance that Fleet, and that Admiral, with 
fullering an Officer of his own to Command in it under the 
other ; and therefore ordered C^pt^nCdtteret to decline the 
implovment, which he, prudently, and without noife, did; 
ana tb^eupon, another Officer of the Navy, the Surveyor 
General, Captain Batten, a Man of very different inclinations 
to his Mafter, and his Service, and fiinous in the new fancies 
of ReUgion,wasrubftituted in the place: Whereas if Captain 
Carteret had been fuffer'd to have taken that Charge, hts In*' 
tcreft «nd Reputacian in the Navy was fo great, and his dili- 
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gence and dexterity in Command fo eminent^ that it was ge- 
nerally belicv'd, he would, againft whatfbever the Earl of 
WarwUks^^^^ have done, have prcferv'd a Majw part of the 
Fleet in their Duty to the King. The misfortunes which hap- 
pen'd after, and are mention'd before, are not in jaftice tobc 
imputed to S^Jobn Pennington ; who, fure, was a very honeft 
Gentleman, and of unftiaken Faithfulnefs and Integrity to the 
King; but to the little time he had to think of it : And the 
perplexity he was in (befides his true Zeal to the Service) to 
confider that fo great a work, as the recovery of the Royal 
Navy, was to be done by his own Pcrfonal engagement, made 
him look fo little to his own fecurity^ tliatinftead of taking 
the Fleet from the Earl o( Warwick:, he was Himfelf taken by 
the Earl, and fent to the Parliament^ where the carrying over 
the Lord Digbjy and fome other Jealoufies, had left a great 
arrear of diipleafure againft him. 

Th e truth is, the King was fo confident upon the general 
AflFeftions of the Sea-men, who were a Tribe of People inorc 
particularly countenanced and oblig'd bv him,than other Men, 
nis Majefty having increafed their allowance, in Provifion 
andMoney , above the old eftabliOiment of the Navy^ as hath 
been mention'd ; that he did believe no Adivity of ill Of- 
ficers could have corrupted them ; but that, when the Parlia- 
ment had fet out and Viduallcd the Fleet, it would^ upon any 
occafion, declare it felf at his. Devotion. But, on the other 
fide, they had been taught to believe, that all the King's boun- 
tv, and grace towards them, had flow'd fit)m the mediation of 
thofe Officers, who were now engaged againft the King; and 
that, the Parliament having feifed the Cuftoms, and all other 
the Revenues of the Crown, they had no other hope of Pay 
or Subfiftence, but by abfolutely devoting themfelves to their 
Service: fo that a greater, or more general defeftion of any 
one Order of Men was never known, than that, at this time, 
of the Sea-men ; though many Gentlemen, and fbme few of 
the Common fort, to their lafting Honour and Reputation^ 
either addrefled themfelves to the Adive Service of their So- 
veraign, or fufFer'd Imprifonment,and theloisof allthey had^ 
for refufing to ferve againft him. 

Th e News of this diminution of his Majefty's Power, and 
terrible addition of Strength to his Enemies, was a great allay 
to the brisk hopes at Torkj^ upon the arrival of their Ammuni- 
tion ; and Wife Men eafily difccrn'd the fatal Confequeoce of 
it in oppofition to the King's moft hopeful defigns : yet^ in a 
very fhort time, all vifiblc fenfe of it fb much vani/h'd, that 
(its there was a marvellous alacrity, at that time, in de^ifing 
ail advantages of the Parliament) fome Men publickly, and 
with great confidence, averr'd, ^'That tl^c King v^s a Gainer 
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** l>y the loft of his Fleet; becaufe he had no Money to Pay 
f^ the Sea-men, or keep them together; and that one Viftory 
:*^ at Land, of which there was no doubt, would reftore him 
:*^ to his Dominion at Sea, and to whatfoever had been un- 
: ** juftly taken from his Majefty. 

The King found it was now time to do more than write 
: Declarations, when the Parliament was now entirely poflelled 
of the Militia by Sea, and made fuch a progrefs in the attempt 
to obtain the fame at Land, that though the People generally 
(except in great Towns and Corporations, where, befides the 
natural Malignity, the Faftious Ledurers, and Emiffaries from 
the Parliament, had poyfon'd their AfFeftions) and efpecially 
thofe of Quality, were Loyall;^ inclined j yet, the terror of 
the Houfe of Commons was lo great, which fent for and 
grievoufly punifhed thofe Sheriffs and Mayors, who publiftied, 
according to their Duties and exprefs Oaths, his Majefty 's Pro- 
clamation, and thofe Minifters, who, according to his In- 
jun<9:ions, read and divulged his Declarations, that all fiich, 
and, indeed, all others eminently afFeded to the King, were 
forced to fly to Tbri^for Protedion ; or to hide themfelves in 
Corners from that Inquifition, which was made for them. And 
therefore his Majefty, in the firft place, that he might have one 
Harbour to refort to in his Kingdom, fent the Earl of New^ 
Caflle, privately, with a Commiffion to take the Government 
of NeW'Caftle; who againft the little oppofition, that was pre- 
pared by thcSchifmatical Partv in the Town, by his Lordfhip's 
great Intereft in thofe parts, the ready complyanceof the beft 
of the Gentry, and the general good Inclinations of the place, 
fpeedily and dextroufly afTur'd that moft important rich Town, 
and Harbour to the Kings which, if it had been omitted but 
very few days, had been feifed on by the Parliament ; who 
had then given diredion to that purpofe. Then for the Pro- 
tedion of the general parts of the Kingdom, and keeping up 
their AfFedions, his Majefty appointed and fent many of the 
Nobility and prime Gentlemen of the fevcral Counties, who 
attended him, into their refpedive Counties to execute the 
Commiffion of Array ; making the Marquis of Hertford, by 
Commiffion under the Great Seal of England (which he was 
to keep fecret in refervc, till he found, either by the growth, 
or extraordinary pradice of the Parliament in raifing Forces, 
that*the Commiffion of Arrav was not enough) " His Lieutc- 
"nant General of all the Weltern Parts of the Kingdom, with 
" Power to Levy fuch a Body of Horfe and Foot, as he found 
^^necefTary for his Majefty's Service, and the containing the 
" People within the limits of their Duty. With the Marquis 
went the Earl of Bath (thought then to be in notable Power 
and Intereft in Dcvcn/bhe) the Lord PawUt^ th^ Lord Seymour ^ 
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St Rjilfb Hoft$n, S^ J^kn Berklei, S' Hugh PMdri, and others^ 
very good Officers, to form and Array if it (hould be found ex- 
pedient. And fo, much of die luftre of the Court being abated, 
bv the remove of ib many Perfons of Honour and Quality, 
the King began to think of encreafing, and forming his Train 
into a moreufeful pofture, than it was yet; and, without any 
lioife of raifing an Army, to make the &:ene of his firft A6tion 
to be the recovery ot HuU (whither new Forces were ient 
from London ) by the ordinary Forces and Train'd-bands of 
that County ; by colour whereof, he hoped to have iiicJi rc- 
ibrt, that he fhould need no other indiutry to raifc (iich an 
Army, as Aiould be fufficient to preierve himfelf from the vio- 
lence, which threaten'd hisfafetv; and accordingly, that the 
People might fully underftand nis Intentions, he fummon'd 
fomeof theTrain'd-bands to attend him ^t Beverly, a Town 
within four Miles of /&//; whither he remov'd his Court, and 
^j^JW|«''publi(h'd a Proclamation, brieHy containing, ''The Rebeilioa 
ti0n 1^ ''of S^John Hptbdmy in holding that Town by a Garriibn 
Beverly, <<againit him; his demanding Juftice from the two Hoafes 
*' without effed; thefeifing his Fleet at Sea; and the iioftile 
" AAs o(S' ^$bn Hnham upon the Inhabitants of that Town, 
''many of whom heturn'd out of their Habitations; and upon 
" the Neighbour County, by imprifbning many, and driving 
"others for fear from their Houfes: and therefore that he 
^'was refolv'd to reduce the fame by Force; inhibiting all 
''Commerce or Traffick with the (aid Town, whilft it con- 
"tinued in Rebellion. 

Which Proclamation he likewiie fent to both Houfes of 
Parliament, with this further Cgnification, "That, before he 
"would ufe force to reduce that place to it's due Obedience, 
"he had thought fit, once more, to require them, that it 
^ might be forthwith deliver'd to him ; wheretnif they ihould 
" conform themfelves, his Majefty would be then willing toad- 
^' mit fuch AddrefTes from them, and return fuchPropofitions 
** to them, as might be proper to fettle the Peace of the King- 
'^dom, and compofe the prefent Diftradions. He wi/hed 
" them to do their Duty, and to be aflured from Him, on the 
"word of a King, that nothing Aiould be wanting on His 
"part, that might prevent the Calamities which threaten'd 
" the Nation, and might render his People truly happy ; but 
"if that his gracious Invitation /hould be declind, God^and 
"all Good Men mull judge between them : And aflign'd a 
Day, by which he would exped their Anfwer at Beverly. 

I N the mean time, to encourage the good AfFedions of 
Jfottingham-Jhire, which iecm'd ahnoft intirely to be devoted 
to his Service ; and to countenance and give iome Life to his 
Fiicnds in Littceln-J^ke, where io Conteoopti <^hi$PfOQlanuK 
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tion, the Ordinance of the Militia had been boldly executed 
by the Lord WWUughbj ofParbanii and fome Members of the 
Hoaie of Commons, his Majefty took a fliort Progreft to 
Newdrkji ^nd, after a days ftay> from thence to Lincoln ; and 
lb, by the day appointed, return'd to Beverly; having, in 
both thofe places, been attended with fuch an Appearance of 
the Gentlemen, and Men of Quality, and fo full a Concourfe 
of the People, as one might reafon^ly have gueficd the Af- 
fedions ot both thofe Counties would have fcconded any 
juft, and regular Service for the King. 

They at London ^^^rt not left Adive; but, upon their 
Succefs in the bufinefs of the Navy, proceeded to make them- 
felves ftrong enough, at leaft, to keep what they had; and 
therefore, having, by their Ordinance of the Militia, many 
voluntary Companies form'd of Men according to their own 
Hearts; and, by their Subfcriptions, being lupplied with a 
good llock of Money, and a good number of Horfe; before 
the King's MefTage from Beverly came to them, on the twelfth 
o£^uly, being the fame day the Meflage went from the King, 
both Houfes Voted, and Declared, **That an Army f^^^^^^J^^^ll^ 
'* be forthwith raifed for the Safety of the King's Perlon ; Dc-/^ rMifm/ 
*' fence of both Houfes of Parliament, and of thofe, who had*»*^^^- 
"obey'd their Orders, ancfCommands; and preferving of the 
**truc Religion, the Laws, Liberty, and Peace of the King- 
** dom. That the Earl of EJfex Hiould be their General, and 
'^ that they would Live and Die with him. And, having 
put thcmfelves into this pofture of Treating, the {ame day 
they agreed that a Petition Ihould be framed, "To move the 
'^King to a good accord with the Parliament, to prevent a 
^' Civil War; the which was purpofcly then confenced to, 
that the People might believe, the talk of an Army and a 
General, was onlv to draw th^ King to the more reaibnable 
ConcelGons. And it is certain, the firft was confented to by 
many, e(pecially of the Houfe of Peers (in hope the better 
to compais the other) with the perfed horrour ot the thought 
of a War. Though the King's Meflage came to them before 
their own was diipatch'd, yet^ without the leaft notice taken 
of it,and leaft the contents of their Petition might be known 
before the arriyal of their own MeiTengers, the Earl ofHol-- 
landy S^John HollAnd, and S^ FbiUp St4pUton^ being the Com- 
mittee appointed for the £ime, made a fpeedy and quick 
Journey for Beverh; and arriv'd, in the lame minute that 
the King came thitner from Lincoln : So that his Majefty no 
iboner heard of the raidng an Army, and declaring a General 
againft hkn, but he was encounter'd with the MeiTengers for 
Peace; who reported to all whom they met, and with whom 
tlfey coflverfed, "TM they had brought fo abfolutc a Sib- 
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^'miffion from the Parliament to the King, that there cooU 
*'be no doubt of a firm and happy Peace: And when the 
Earl o( Holland prefented the Petition, he firft made a fliogt 
Speech to tlie Kmg ; telling him, '^ That the glorious Meets 
" of his hlefled Father, King ^amcs^ was Beati Pdc^i, whici 
"he hoped his Majefty woula contihue; that they prefcnccd 
** him with the humble Duty of his two Houfes of Pariia- 
*^ment, who defired nothing from him but his confent^aiid 
** acceptance of Peace j they aiming at nothing but his Ma- 
** jeft v's Honour, and Happinefs : And then read their Meilkgc 
afoud, in thefe words:

15.1641. "Although We, your Majcfty's moft humble and 
*'faithfulSubjefts, the Lords and Commons in Parliament af- 
^'fembled, have been very unhappy in many former Peti- 
"tions, and Supplications to your Majeftyj wherein we hare 
'^ reprefented our moft dutiful Affeftions in advi(ing,and de- 
** firing thofe things, which we held moft ncceflary for the 
*' prefervation of God's true ReligiM ; your Majefty's Safety, 
"and Honour; and the Peace of the Kingdom: And, with 
** much forrow, do perceive that your Ma jefty, incenfed by 
*' many falfe Calumnies and Slanaers, doth continue to raile 
*' Forces againft Us, and your other Peaceable and Loyal Sub- 
*^ jeds ; and to make great Preparations for War, both in the 
"Kingdom, and from beyond the Seas; and, by Arms and 
"Violence, to over-rule the Judgment and Advice of your 
"Great Council; and by Force to determine the Queftions 
" there depending, concerning the Government and Liberty 
"of the Kingdom : Yet, fuch is our earneft defirc ofdiichar- 
"ging our Duty to your Majefty and the Kingdom,to preferve 
"the Peace thereof, and to prevent the Mifcrics of Civil 
"War amongft your Subjeds; that, notwithflanding we 
**hold our felves bound to ufe all the means and power, 
*' which, by the Laws andConftltutions of this Kingdom, we 
"are trufted with for the Defence and Protedion thereof^and 
"of the Subjefts from Force and Violence: We do, in this 
"our Humble and Loyal Petition, proftrate our felves at 
"your Majefty's Feet ; befeeching your Royal Majefty, that 
**you will be pleafed to forbear and remove all Prepara^ 
"tionsand Anions of War; particularly the Forces from 
"about Hull, from New-Caflle, Tinmoutby Lincoln, and lancolU" 
^'Jhire ; and all other places. And that your Majefty wiU 
"recall the Commiffions of Array, which are illegal; difmifs 
"Troops, 4nd extraordinary Guards by you raifed: That 
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•'your Majefty will come nearer to your Parliament, and 

** hearken to their faithful Advice and humble Petitions ; 

** which /hall only tend to the defence, and advancement of 

** Religion 5 your own Royal Honour, and Safety j and the 

** prefervation of our Laws and Liberties. And we have been, 

** and ever /hall be, careful to prevent, and punifli all Tu- 

** mults, and feditious Aftions, Speeches, and Writings, which 

**may give your Maje/ly jutt cau/c of diftafte, or apprehen- 

'^ (ion of danger. From which publick Aims and Relblutions^ 

** no iinifter or private refped fliall ever make us to Decline. 

" That yourMajefty will leave Delinquents to the due courfe 

"of Juiticej and that nothing done, orfpoken in Parliament, 

** or oy any Perlbn, in purfuance of the Gjmmand and Di- 

'* reAion of both Houles of Parliament, be queftion'd any 

** where but in Parliament. 

•* And We, for Our parts, /hall be ready to lay down all 

^ thofe Preparations, which we have been forced to make for 

** our defence. And for the Town of Hull, and the Ordinance 

" concerning the Militia, as we have, in both thefe Particu- 

**lars, only fought the prefervation of the Peace of the King- 

** dom ; and the defence of the Parliament from force and vio- 

** lence : fo We /hall moft willingly leave the Town of HuU 

'^ in the llate it was, before S' ^obn Hotbam drew any Forces 

*^into it i delivering your Majefty's Magazine into the Tower 

** of Lmdon, and fupplying whatsoever hath been difpofed by 

**us for the Service of the Kingdom. We /hall be ready to 

*' fettle the Militia by a Bill, in fucb a way as /hall be honou- 

** rable, and fafe for yourMajefty ; moft agreeable to the Duty 

"of Parliament, and effe^lbal for the good of the Kingdom; 

** that the ftrength thereof be not imploy'd againft it felf, and 

'* that which ought to be for our Security, applied to our De- 

*'ftrudion; and that the Parliament, and thofe who profe/s, 

** and defire ftiU to preferve the Proteftant Religion, both in 

'^this Realm, and in Ireland, may not be left naked, and in- 

<' defen/ible to the milchievous DeGgns, and cruel Attempts 

** of thofe, who are the profe/Ied, and confederated Enemies 

** thereof in your Majefty's Dominions, and other neighbour 

*' Nations. To which it your Majefty's Courfes and C^unfels 

" fliall from henceforth concur. We doubt not but We /hall 

" quickly make it appear to the world, by the moft eminent 

"effeds of Love ana Duty, that your Majefty's Per/bnal Safe- 

"ty, your Royal Honour, and Greatnefs, are much dearer to 

" us than our own Lives and Fortunes ; which We do moft 

''heartily dedicate, and /hall moft willingly imploy for t(|e 

'Tupport^ and maintenance thereof. 

A s s o o N as this Petition was read by the Earl oflAlUnd^ 

the 
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the King told tliem '^ That the reproaches caft upon him br 
'^it, were not anfwerable to the Ezpreffions his Lordfliip hea 
*' made ^ and that he was fbrry that chey thought the expo&sf 
^' Him, and his Honour to fo much (caodal, was the way ts 
** procure, or orefervc the Peace of the Kingdom : That they 
''(hould fpeeailjr receive his Aufwer; by which the worlii 
^ would eafily dilcern. Who defired Peace moft. And ikrcord- 
'^^^Jy ^hc fecond day, his Majefty delivered thero^ in publick^ 
his Anfwer to their Petition, which was likewife read by ooe 
of his Servants, in thcfe Words :

"Though his M ajefty had too great rea(bn to believe 
*' that the diredions fcnt to the Earl oi Warwick^ to go to the 
^' River Hnmber, with as many Ships as he Ihould think fit, 
''for all poffible afliftance to S^jf^bn Hotham (whilft his Ma- 
'' jefty expeded the giving up of the Town unto him) and to 
^ carry «way fucb Arms from thence, as his difcretlon thought 
" fit to fpare out of hisMajefty's own Magazine: The choof- 
" ing a General by both Houfes of Parliament, for the de- 
" fence of thofe who have obey'd their Orders and Commands, 
"be they never fo extravagant, and illegal: Their Dedara- 
''tion, that, in that cafe, they would live and die with the 
" Earl ofEffex their General (all which were Voted the iame 
'' day with this Petition^ And the committing the Lord Mayor 
*' of London to Prifon, for executing his Majefty's Writs, and

^' which might compofe the mifA'able Diftradions of the 
*' Kingdom ; yet his Majefty's paf&onate defire of the Pfeace

'^ not grant. However, that all the world may fee how willing 

** his Majefty would be to embrace any overture that might 

** beget a right underftanding between Him and his two Houies 

** of Parliament (with whom, he is fure, he /ball have no con- 

^^tention, when the private pradices, and fubtie infinuations 

** of fome few Malignant Perfons ftall be diicover'd ; whicl\ 

** his Majefty will take care /hall be ipcedily done) he hath, 

*'with great care, weighed the Particulars of this Petition, 

** and returns this Anfwer: 

** T H A T the Petitioners were never unhappy in their Pc- 

** tions or Supplications to his Majefty, while they dcfired 

** any thing which was neceifary, or convenient for the pre- 

**j(ervation rf God's true Religion; his Majefty's Safety, and 

** Honour; and the Peace of the Kingdom: And therefore, 

** when thofe general envious Foundations are laid, his Ma- 

^^ jefty could wi/h fbme particular Inftances had been applied. 

**Let Envy and Malice objed one particular Propofition for 

*' the prefervation of God s true Religion which liis Majefty 

*' hath refafed to confent to ; what Himfelf hath often made^ 

^ for the eafe of tender Confciences, and for the advancement 

*' of the Proteftant Religion, is notorious by many of his Mef- 

'^fages and Declarations. What regard hath been to his Ho- 

*^ nour and Safety, when he 'hath been driven from fome of his 

** Houfes, and kept from other of his Towns by Force : And 

"what care there hatdbeen of the Peace of the Kingdom, 

''when endeavours have been ufed to put all his Subjeds ia 

'^ Arms againft him, is (o evident, that, his Majefty is con- 

'^ /idem, he cannot fu/fer by thofe general Imputations. It is 

'' enough that the world knows what he hatn granted, and 

*'what he hath denied. 

"For his Majefty's raifing Forces, and making Prepara- 
" tions for War ( whatfbever the Petitions, by the evil Arts 
''of the Enemies to his Majeftv's Perfbn and Government, 
" and by the calumnies, and flanaers rai/ed againft his Majefty 
"by them, are induced to believe) all Men may know what is 
'' done that way, is but in order to his own detence. Let the 
"Petitioners remember, that f which all the world knows) 
"his Majefty was driven from nis Palace of White-Hall, for 
"fafcty of his Life: That both Houfes of Parliament, upon 
*^ their own Authority, raifed a Guard to themfelves (having 
''gotten the Conunand of all the Train'd-bands of Lcndcn to 

" that 
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*'that purpoie) withouE the Icaft colour^or Ihadow of dange- 
*' That they ufurped a Power, by their pretended Ordinance. 
"againft all Principles and Elements oi Law, over tlic whok 
" Militia of the Kingdom, without, and againft his JVf ajelly ) 
*' conient : That they took pofTef&on of his Town, Fort, and 
*' Magazine o(HuU, and committed the fame to S^yobn /fr 
** tbdtn i who (hut the Gates againft his Majefty, and, by Force 
** of Arms, denied entrance thither to his own Perfon: Thar 
" they juftificd this Ad: which they had notdireded j and took 
*^ S' ^ohn Hotbam into their protedion for whatfoever he had 
'^ done, or /hould do againft his Majefty. And all this, whilfl 
^< his Majefty had no other attendance than his own Menial 
*' Servants. Upon this, the Duty, and Affedion of this Coun- 
*« ty, prompted his Subjeds here to provide a fmall Guard for 
** his own Peribn ; which was no iooner done, but a Vote 
*'fuddainly paflcd of his Majefty 's intention to levy War 
•* againft his Parliament (wliicn, God knows, his heart abhor- 
*' reth) and notwithftanding all his Majefty 's Profeflions, Dc- 
*'clarations, and Proteftations to the contrary, feconded by 
*' the clear Teftimony of fo great a Number of Peers upon the 
'* place, Propoiitions and Orders for Levies of Men, Horfe, 
"and Arms, were fent throughout the Kingdom; PJate and 
"Money brought in, and receivd; Horfe and Men raifed to- 
"wards an Army, Mufter'd, and under Command; and all 
*'this contrary to the Law, and to his Majefty 's Proclama- 
"tion: And a Declaration publlftied, that if he ftiould nfe 
" Force for the recovery of Hull, or fupprefling the pretended 
^'Ordinance for the Militia, it ftiould be held levying War 
*' againft the Parliament: And all this done, before his Ma- 
** jefty granted any CommifHon for the levying, or raiiing a 
" Man, His Majefty 's Ships were tal^n from him, and com- 
" mitted to the cuftody of the Earl oflVarwickj who prefiimes, 
** under that power, to ufurp to himfelf the Soveraignty of 
"the Sea, to chafe, fright, and imprifon fuch of his Majefty's 
" good Subjeds, as defire to obey his Lawful Commands ; al- 
" though he had notice of^the legal Revocation of the Earl 
*^o( NorthumberUnd*s Commiflion of Admiral, whereby all 
" power dcriv'd from tliat Commiflion ceafed. 

"Let all the world now judge who begun this War, and 
"upon^hofe account the miferies, which may follow, muft 
"be caft ; what his Majefty could have done lefs than he hath 
*'done; and whether he were not compell'd to make provi- 
"fion, both for the defence of himfelf and recovery of what 
^'is fo violently, and injurioufly taken from him ; and whether 
" thefe injuries and indignities, are not juft grounds for his 
"Majefty's fears and apprehenfions of further mifchief, and 
" danger to him. Whence the fears and jealoufies of the Peti* 
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** tiotiers have proceeded^hath never been difcover'd j the dan* 
^'gers they have brought upon his Subjeds are too evident ; 
^'whatthofe are they have prevented^ no Man knows. And 
^ therefore his Majefty cannot but look upon that Charge as 
^ the boideft^ and the moft fcandalous^ hath been yet laid upon 
** him ; That this neceffary provifion^made for his own faiety 
^'and defence, is to overrule the Judgment, and advice of 
'* his great G)uncil ; and by force to determine the Queftions 
'* there depending, concerning the Government and Liber-^ 
^'ty of the Kingdom. If no other force had been raiied tode* 
^' termine thofe Queftions, than by his Majefty, this unhapp/ 
^' mifiinderftanding had not been : And his Majefty no longer 
**defircs thebleffing, and proteftion of Almighty God up- 
**on Himfclf and his Pofterity, than He, and They, ftiall fo- 
**lemnly obferve the due execution of the Laws, in the de- 
** fence of Parliaments, and the juft Freedom thereof. 

''For the Forces about Hull, his Majefty will remove 
•' them, when he hath obtained the End for which they were 
'* brought thither. When HuU /hall be again reduc'd to his fub- 
" jeftion, he will no longer havean Army before it. And when 
'•he (hall be aflur'd, that the fame neceffity and Pretence of 
'* Pnblick Good, which took HuU from him, may not put a 
^' Garrifon into New-CaftU to keep the fame againft him, he 
^' will remove His from thence, ana from Tmmoutb; 'till wben^ 
^'the example of HuU will not out of his memory. 

" F o R the Commiftions of Array, which are legal, and are 
*'fo proved by a Declaration now in the Prefs, his Majefty 
"wonders why thev fliould, at this time, be thought grievous, 
''and fit to be recall'd; if the fears of Invafion and Rebellion 
" be (b great, that, by an illegal pretended Ordinance, it is ne-* 
" ceflary to put his Subjefts into a pofture of defence, to Ar« 
''ray. Train, and Mufter them, he knows not why the fame 
" /hould not be done in a regular, known, lawful way. But if, 
"in the execution of that Commiflion, any thing fhall be un- 
" lawful! V impofed upon his good Subjeds, his Majefty will 
"take all juft, and neceflary care'fbr their redrefs. 

"For nis Majefty 's coming nearer to his Parliament, his 
"Majefty hath exprefled himfelffo fully in his feveral Mef- 
"&ges, Anfwjers, and Declarations; and fo particularly a« 
" vow'd a real fear of his (afecy, upon fuch inftances as cannnot 
" be Anfwer'd, that he hath reaion to take himfclf fomewhat 
" negledcd. That, fince upon fo manifeft reafons it is not fafe 
"for his Majefty to come to them, both his Houfes of Parlia- 
"ment will not come nearer to his Majefty; or to fuch a place 
" where the freedom, and dignity of Parliament might be pre* 
"ferved. However^ his Majefty fhall be very glad to hear of 
"fbme fuch example in their punifhing the Tumults fwhich 
" he knows not how to exped, when they have declar'a. Thai; 
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*' they knew not of any Tumults ; tliough the Houfe of Peers 
'^ deur'd, both for the Freedom and dignity ofParliamenc^that 
'* the Houfe of G)mmon$ would joy n with them in a Dedara- 
*^ tion againft Tumults ; which they refiifed^ that is negleAed 
'^todo) and other fedltlous Adions, Speeches, and Writjngs, 
**asmay take that apprehenfion of danger from him ; though, 
^' when he remembers the particular complaints Hinafelf hath 
^f made of bufinefles of that nature, and that, inftead of inqui- 
*^ ring out the Authors,negIed of examination hath been^when 
*^ offer hath been made to both Houfes to produce the Authors^ 
**as in that Trealbnable Paper concerning the Militia : And 
**when he fees every day Pamphlets publiflied againft his 
**• Crown, and againft Monarchy it felf j as the Oblervations 
'* upon his late Meflages, Declarations, and Exprefles ; and 
'^ fome Declarations of their own, which give too great encoa- 
'* ragement,in that Argument, to ill affeded Perfons; hisMa- 
*' jefty cannot, with confidence, entertain thofe hopes which 
*^ would be moft welcome to him. 

"For the leaving Delinquents to.the due courfeof Juftice, 
^ his Ma jefty is moft afTured there hath been no (helter to any 
^'liich. If me tedioufhefs and delay in profecution, the vaft 
^'charge in Officers fees, the keeping Men under a General 
'^accu&tion, without Tryal, a whole year and more, and fb al- 
*' lowing them no way for their defence and vindication^ hath 
^ frightened Men away from fo chargeable and uncertain at- 
*^ tendance, the Remedy is beft provided, where the Dileafe 
^' grew. If the Law be the meafure of Delinquency, none Such 
'^.are within his Majefty's Proteftion : But if by DeliiK]uents 
^' fuch are underftood, who are made fo by Vote, without any 
*' Tre^afs upon any known, or eftablifh a Law : If by Delin- 
~ ^'quents thole nine Lords are underftood, who are made De- 
^'linquents for obeying his Majefty's Summons to come to 
*' him, after their ftay there was neimer iafe,nor honourable, 
*'by reafon of the Tumults, and other Violences; and whofe 
^'Impeachment, he is confident, is the greateft breach of Pri- 
**vilege, that, before this Parliament, was ever offered to the 
*'Ho& of Peers: If by Delinquents fuch are underftood, who 
^' refufe to fubmit to the pretended Ordinance of the MUitia; 
•*to that of the Navy; or to any other, which hisMajefty hath 
^ not confented to; fuch who for the Peace of the Kingdom^ 
^'in an humble manner, prepare Petitions to Him, or to both 
** Houfes, as his good Subje&s ofLmdon and Kent did; whilft 
^' feditious ones, as that otEJfex, and other places, are allow'd 
^'andcherUh'd: If by Delinquents fuch are underftood, who 
^'are call'd fo for puolKhing his Proclamations, as the Lord 
^' Mayor o£ London ; or for reading his Meflages and Declara- 
'^tions, as divers MInifters about L^jujon and elfe where; when 
*' thofe againft him are dliperfedwlrh all care ^nd induftry,to 
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^poiibn and corrupt the Loyalty and AfFedion of his Peo* 
**ple: If by Delinquents fucn are underftood, who have, or 
"/hall lend his Majefty Money, in the Univerfities, or in any 
"other places: His Majefty declares to all the world That he 
*' will proted Such with his utmoft power and Strength; and 
** direds, that, in thefe cafes, they lubmit not to any Meffen- 
"gcrs, or Warrant j it being no left his Duty to Proted thofc 
** who are innocent, than to bring the Guilty to condign Pu- 
"nifhment; of both which the Law is to be judge. And if 
" both Houfes do think fit to make a General, and to raife an 
" Army for defence of thofe who obev their Orders, and 
" Comosands, his Majefty muft not fit ftill, and fufFer fuch who 
"fubmit ip his juft power, and are foUicitous for the Laws of 
"the Land, to perifh,and be undone, becaufe they are called 
" Delinquents. And when They (hall take upon them to di- 
"fpenfe with the attendance ot thofe who are call'd by his 
" Majefty 's Writ, whilft they fend them to Sea, to rob his Ma- 
"jefty of his Ships; into the feveral C|^unties, to put his 
Subjeds in Arms againft him j his Majefty ( who Only 
" hath it) will not lole the power to difpenfe with them to at- 
" tend his own Perfbn ; or to execute fuch Offices as are necef* 
"(aryforthe prefervation of Himfelf, and the Kingdom; but 
** mjift proted them, though they are call'd Delinquents. 

"For the Manner of the proceeding againft Delinquents, 
" his Majefty will proceed againft thofe who have no Privilege 
"of Parliament, or in fuch cafes where no Privilege is to be 
"allow'd, as he /hall be advifed by his Learned Council, and 
"according to the known, and unqueftionable Rules of the 
"Law; it being unreafonable, that he fhould be compell'd to 
" proceed againft thofe who have violated the known and un- 
" doubted Law, only before Them who have diredcd fuch 
"violation. 

"H AV IN G faidthus much to the Particulars of the Petl- 
" tion, though his Majefty hath reafon to complain, that, fincc 
"the fending this Petition, they have beaten their Drums for 
" Soldiers againft him ; Arm'd their own General with a power 
*'deftrudive to the Law, and Liberty of the Subjeds ; and 
"cliofen a General of their Horfe: His Majefty, out of his 
" Princely love, tcndernefs, and compaffionofhis People, and 
" dcfire to preferve the Peace of the Kingdom, that the whole 
"force ana ftrength of it may be united for the defence of it 
*'fclf, and the relief of Ir^/jiifrf (in whofe behalf he conjures 
"both his Houfes of Parliament, as they will anfwer the con- 
"trary to Almighty God, his Majefty, to thofe who truft 
" them, and to that bleeding miferable Kingdom, that they 
" fuffer not any Moneys granted, and coUeded by Ad of Pa r- 
**liamcnt, to be diverted or impIoy*d againft his Majefty; 
'* wbilftbls Souldiersin that Kingdom are ready to miitlry, (^r 
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*' periih for want of pay; and the barbarous Rebels prevail by 
*' that encouragement ) is gracioufly plealed once axnre^ to 
** propofe and require. 

"That His Town of /M be immediately deliver'd up 
*'to him: Which being done (though his Majeftv hath been 
*' provoked by unheard of Infblences of S^jfm JHbtham's 
^'fince his burning and drowning the Country, in feiz;ng his 
^'Wine^ and other provifions for his Houfe, and IconifuIIy 
**ufing his Servant, whom heiient to require them; fiying, 
*4t came to him by Providence, and he will keep it; and ib 
•• refofing to deliver it, with threats if he, or any other of his 
'^ follow Servants, fhould again repair to Hull about it; and 
'^in taking, and detaining Prifoners, divers Gentlemen, and 
<< others, in their pa'irage over the Humber into iSncdn-finxt 
'^ about their neceflary occaiions ; and fuch other indignities, 
*' as all Gentlemen muft refent in his Majefty 's behalf J his Ma- 
**jefty, to fliew his earneft defire of Peace, for which he will 
^'difpenfe with his own Honour, and how far he is from de- 
*'fire of Revenge, will grant a free and general Pardon to aJl 
*'Perfons within that Town. 

** T H A T his Majefty's Magazine, taken from HuUy be fortb- 
^ with put into fuch hands, as He (hall appoint. 

** T H AT his Navy be forthwith deliver d into fuch hands, 
•*as he hath direded for the Government tho'eof: The dc- 
'^taining thereof after his Majefty'sDiredions, publilh'dand 
^'receiv'd, to the contrary; and imploying his Ships againft 
^'him in fuch manner, as they are now ufod, being notorious 
^'High Treafon in the Commanders of thofe Ships. 

^'That all Arms, Levies, and Provifions for a War, 
*' made by the confent of both Houfes (by whofo Example his 
^'Majefty hath beenforced to make fome Preparations) beim-^ 
^'meaiately laid down; and the pretended Ordinance for the 
^'Militia, and all power of impofing Laws upon the Sabjed 
^ without his Majefty 's confent, be difavow'd \ without which, 
'' the fame Pretence will remain to produce thefame Mifohief. 
*'All which his Majefty may as lawfully demand as to live, 
^'and can with no more juftice be denied him, than his Life 
^•may be taken from him. 

''These being done, and the Parliament adjourned to a 
*' (afe and fecure place, his Majefty promifes, in thepreience 
''of God, and binds himfelf by all his Confidence and Af- 
" furance in the AfFedion of his People, that he will inikntly, 
"and moft cbearfoUy^ lay down all the Force he fliall have 
"raifed, anddifcharge all his future and intended Levies; that 
" there may be a general face of Peace over the whole King- 
"dom; and will repair to them: And defires, that all Dif- 
""ferences may berireely debated in a Parliamentanr way; 
"whereby the Law may recover it's due reverence^ tne Sub* 
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«* jcft his juft Liberty, and Parliaments themfelves their full 
•^ Vigour and Eftimation j and fo the whole Kingdom a blefled 
'•Peace, Qg^et, and Profperity. 

« If thefe Propofitions fhall be rejefted, his Majefty doubts 
•* not of the Proteftion and Affiftance of Almightv God, and 
** the ready G>ncarrence of his good Subjeds j who can have 
** no hope left them of enjoying their own long, if their King 
'^ may beopprefled, and fpoiled, and muft be remedile^. And 
•'though his Towns, his Ships, his Arms, and his Monej, 
•'be gotten, and taken from him, he hath a good Caufe len^ 
*'and the Hearts of his People; which, with God's bleffing, 
•'he doubts not, will recover. all the reft. 

''Last t4r. If the prefervation of the Proteftant Religion^ 
•'the defence of the Liberty and Laws of the Kingdom, the 
•'Dignity andFreedom of Parliament; and the recovery, and 
"the relief of bleeding and miferable Ireland, be equally pre- 
" cious to the Petitioners, as they are to his Majefty (who will , 
•' have no Quarrel but in the defence of thefe) there will be a 
•'chearfui and fpeedy confent to what his Majefty hath now 
" propofed, and defir'd : And of this his Majefty expeds a full 
**and pofitive Anfwer, bv Wednefddj the 27* of this Inftant 
^Julj'y tili when, he (hall not maJce any attempt of Force up* 
•'on Hull, hoping in tlie AfFedion, Duty, and Loyalty of the 
•' Petitioners : And in the mean time, expeds that no fupply 
••of Men be put into HMi nor any of his Majefty *s Goods 
•* taken from tlience. 

Th b wliole Court, upon the hearing that Petition from the 
two Houfes read, expreflfed a marvellous Indignation at the 
intolerable Indignities ofFer'd to the King by it; and feem'd 
no better fatislied with the MefTengers ; who had pofefled, that 
they brought an abfolute fubmifEon to his Majefty ; when in 
truth, what they brought, appeared to be a full Juftificacionof 
whatfoever they had done before, and an imply 'd Threat of 
doing worfe, and fixing all the icandals upon liis Majefty, 
which they had fcatter'd abroad before : infomuch that all Men 
expeded, and beliiev'd his Majefty to be engaged, for the vin* 
dication of his Princely Dignity and Honour, to return a much 
(harper Anfwer to them, tlum he liad ever fent. So that, when 
this which is before iet down (and which had been before 
confented to, and approved in the full AfTembly of the Peers, 
and Counfeliors^ was read publickly, it was generally thought 
tliat the King nad not enough relented the Infolcnce, and, 
Ufurpation of the Parliament ; or appeared feniible enough of 
the Provocations; Yet the thought of a War, which Wife 
Men iaw adnally Levied upon the King already, was fo much 
abhorr'd, and Men were b credulous of every expedient 
which was pretended for P(ace, that, by the next morning 
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Cthe Anfwer being delivcr'd in the evening) thcfe adive Mcf 
fengers for the Parliament perfwaded many "That the King's 
'* Anfwer was too (harp, and would provoke the Houfes, who 
^' were naturally paflionate, to proceed in the high ways chef 
^' were in j whereas, if the King would abate that (everity of 
^^ Language, and would yet take ofF the Preamble of his An- 
^'fwer, they were confident, and the Earl of /JiiZ4»<i privately 
^^ offer 'd to undertake, that fatisfadion Ihould be given to all 
^' that his Majefty propofed. And, by this means, fbme were 
fb far wrought upon, as they earneluy importuned the King, 
^' That he would take his Anfwer, which he had pablickly de- 
^'liver'd the night before, from the Meflengers ; and, inllead 
^' thereof, return only the Matter of his own Pc^pofitioos, in 
^*the moft fbftand gentle Language ^ without the Preamble, 
^' or any mention of the unjuftifiable, and unreaibnable de- 
^' meanour of the Parliament towards him. 

B UT his Majefty reply'd, "That he had for a long time, 
^' even after great provocations, and their firft general Remon- 
*' llrance to thePeople,trea ted with all imaginable compliance, 
^*and lenity of woras with them ; and difcover'd their unjuiH* 
^' fiable ana extravagant proceedings with and againft him,and 
^' the confequences that would inevitably attend their Progrefs 
^'in them, with fuch tender expreffions^ as if he believM 
^'whatever was amiis to proceed from miiinformation only, 
^' and unskilful miilakes: That this gentienefs, and regard of 
^Miis, was fb fai' from operating upon them, that their Info* 
^Mence,and Irregularities incrcafea; audit might be from that 
^^ reafbn, that their Meflagcs and Declarations were writ in fb 
^'high a Dialed, and with that Soveraignty of Language, as if 
^*He were fublcd to Their Jurifdidionj and did not know 
^' but it might have fbme influence upon his People to hisdif- 
•'advantage, that is, raife terror towards Them, ^nd lefTen 
f* their reverence towards his Majefly, when all their Petitions 
^'and Propofitions were more Imperative than His jui^ and 
f' neceilary Rcfufals: Which Condefcenfion his Majoth^had 
f' brought himfelf.to, in hope, that His example, and Their 
^'natural fhame, would have reformed that new Licence of 
f* words: Tliat this laftAddrefs, under the name of a Petition 
• '(a few days after they had violently ravifli'd his whole Fleet 
^' irom Him ; and prepared the fame day, that they had cfaofen 
^' a General, to whom they h^d fworn Allegiance, to lead an 
r Army againft him) contained a peremptory Juitification of 
^' whatfbever dicy had done : and ^ peremptory Threatnii^ 
*'of wiiatfover tl^ey could do: and therefore, if he fhould 
• ' now retrai^ his Anfwer, which had been fblenmly confider'd 
^' in Council before ^11 the Peers, and which in truth inoplied 
?' rather aPrincely rcfentmentof thelnd^itiesoflfer'd to him, 
^^ rii i.i flowed with any /harp or bitter Ejanref^oas, he fliould 
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*by fuch yielding, give encouragetnenc to new Attempts; 
^'and could not but much difcourage thofe, upon whofe Af* 
^'fedions and Lojralty he was principally to depend; who 
'* could not think it iafe toraife themfelves to an indignation 
" on his behalf, when He expreflfed fo tender, or fo little fenfe 
''of his own Sufferings: beiides, that he was then upon an 
•*avow*dHoftile Enter prife fortheredu<aionofi&//; towards 
^ which he was to ufe all poffiblc means to draw a Force tp- 
^' gether^ equal to that Defign f and by fuch a Retradion as this 
^ propoied, and a feeming declenfion of his Spirit, and de- 
'^ pending upon their good natures, who had done all thismlT* 
**chicf, he /hould not only be cnevitably difeppointed of the 
** refbrt of new ilrength, but, probably, deferred by thofefew 
** whom he had brought together: That he could not reafbn- 
^'abty, or excufably depend upon the undertaking of the Earl 
^^o£ Holland; whonad fo grolly deceiv'd him in other under- 
*' takings, which were immediately in his own Power to have 
*' perform'd : whereas neither he, nor either of the other two 
** Gentlemen, who were joyn'd with him in this imployment^ 
*^ had fo much intereft with the Adive and Prevailing Party^ 
^^as to know more of their Intentions than was at preient ne- 
**ceflary to be difcover'd for their G^ncurrence. 

** H B faid, that he had never yet coniented to any one oar* 
^^ticular, (incethe beginning of this Parliament, by whicn he 
** had received prejudice, at the doing whereof he had not the 
^ folemn undertakings and promifes of thofe, who were much 
** abler to juftify their undertakings, than theEarl of HoUdnd ; 
^'and upon whom he only depended, that it fhould be no 
*' diilervice to him, and would be an infallible means to com* 
''pafs all that his Majefty defir'd : But he had always found 
** thofe Promifers and Undertakers, though they could emi- 
^'nendy carry on any Counfel, orConclufion, that was againft 
"Law, Juftice, or His Right, had never Power to reduce, or 
'^reftrain thofe agitations within any bounds of Sobriety, and 
^' Moderation : And when they found, that many would not 
" be guided by them, that they might teem ftill to Lcad,.them- 
'• fclvcs as furioufly FoUow'd the others ; and referred again «o 
" his Majefty with fome new Expedient, as deftruAive as the 
*• former. So that he was refolv'a to rely upon God Almighty^ 
*'and not fo much to depend upon what might poflibly prc^ 
** vail upon the AfFeftions of thofe, from whom, reafonably, 
*' he could not exped any good, as upon fuch plain and avow d 
**coarfes, as, let the fuccefi be what it would, muft, to all 
** judgfng Men, appear to be prudently, and honourably rely 'd 
^'oq: And therefore he poutivcly rctiifed to make the leaft 
•'alteration in bis Anfwer: And fo the Meffenger departed, 
leaving the Court and Country worfeafFeded than they found 
iti ai^ branding fome particular Perfons,whaai they found 
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lefs inclined to be rul'd by their profeffions and protnifes^ ^As 
*' the Authors of a Civil War : And making them as odious « 
they could, where ever they came. 

And fure, from that time, the Earl ofHMMl was mac 
trani|x>rted from his natural temper and gentleoefs of diipofi- 
tion, intoPaflion and Animofity againft the King, and hisMl- 
nifters; and, having been nothing pleaied with his own Con- 
dition at LndWy finding the Earl of Efex (whom he did oai 
iecretlvlove, and did indeed contemn) to draw all Men's Eyes 
towaras him, and to have the greateft Intereft in their Hearts, 
he had ferioufly intended, under colour of this Meflage to the 
King,todifcover if therewere any (parks yet leftin his Royal 
breaft, which might be kindled intoaflfedion, oraccepuuoo 
of his Service; and hoped, if he could get any Credit^ to re- 
deem his former TrefpaflTes: But when he not only fbond his 
Majefty cold towards him, but eafily enough diicem'd, bj 
his reception, that all former inclinations were dead, and more 
than ordinary prejudices grown up towards him in their places, 
and that his Advices were rejeded, he retom'd with rancour 
equal to the moft furious he went to ; and heartily joyn'd and 
<oncuir d towards the fiipprefling that Power, in ibc Admini- 
ftration whereof he was not like to bear any part. 

His Majeftv having, by his Anfwer, oblig'd himfelf not to 
make any forcible Attempt upon Hull till the 27^ ^^J^y W 
which time he might reaibn^ly exped an Anfwer to hisPto- 
pofitioas, in the mean time he refblv d to make fome fliort pro- 

Srefs into the Neighbour Counties ; and accordingly, the lame 
ay the Meflengers departed, the King went to DmuMBer; 
and the ne^t day to Noriifbdm; and fo to Leuefim where 
he heard, the Eatl of Stamford^ and fome other Parliameot 
Men, were executing the Ordinance of the Militia: Bat, be- 
fore his Majefty came thither, they rei|iov*d themf^ves to 
Ifwthawftpni a Town fo true to them, as, if they h4d been 

{lurfued, would have /hut their Gates againft the King him- 
elf, asHa/Ihaddone, 

At LekeBiT the King was received, with great expreflions 
of Duty and Loyalty, by the appearance of the Train'd-bands> 
and fiill Acclamations of the People; yet there were two Ac- 
cidents that happened there, which it they be at all remem- 
bered, will manifeft, that if the King were Lov'd there as he 
ought to be, that the Parliament was more Fear'd than He. It 
happ^n'd to be at the time of the general Aifizes, and Tuftice 
K^eve (a Man of a good reputation for Learning, and Inte- 
grity ; and who, in good Times, would have been a good 
Judge) f4te there as Judge; and M' Hcmrj HMm^s^ younger 
Son to the Earl of If nntmgt^,w2LS purpofely made High Sheriff, 
|Q contain the County within the limits of their Duty by the 
JjQw^r of that Qfif e, 4s well ^. by tfee lotereft, «|i4 Blcfiitiop 
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of his Family. The Earl of Stdrnf^rd, and his Affiftants, had 

departed the Town but few hours before his Majefty's en- 

rraoce^ and had left their Magazine, which was indeed the 

Nfagazine of the County, in a little Store-houfe at the end of 

rhcTown, guarded by fooie inferior OiEcers whom they had 

brought down to Train and Exercife the Militia, and other 

aealous and devoted Men of the County, in all to about the 

Number ofay, who had barricadoed the door of the Houfe ; 

and profeffed " To keep it againft all demanders ; having pro* 

vifions within it of all forts. The King was very unwilling 

(coming in fb peaceable a manner^ at fo peaceable a time) tu 

cake any notice of it« On theother hand, it was an Ad of too 

great In(blence to be fuffer'd; and, upon the matter, to leave 

a GarrWbn of the Rebels in pofTeffion of the Town ; and there* 

fbrc he fent word to the Judge " That if He took not fome 

** Jcgal way to remove fuch a Force fo near his Majefty, his 

*' Majefty would do it in fome Extraordinary courfe : Which^ 

upon the fuddain, would have puzzled him to have done; 

having neither Soldier, Cannon, nor Powder to effed it ; the 

tvant of which as much troubled the Sheriff. In the end, the 

Gentlemen of the Country, who had not yet otherwife declared 

themfelveson either fide, than by waiting on his Majefty, find* 

ing that the King would not go from the Town, till that 

>Ioiiance was remov'd; and that it might bring Inconveniences^ 

Charge, and Mifcbief to the County of a high nature^ fo pre- 

vaii'd, tliat, as his Majefty was contented to take no notice of 

it, fb they within the Houfe, in the night, upon aflurance of 

Safety, and Liberty to go whither they would, removed and 

left the Houfe ; and fo that matter was quieted. 

Thb other Accident was, or was like to have proved^ 
more Ridiculous: Some of the King's Servants, hearing that 
the Earl oi Stdmftrd^ and the other Militia Men were newly 
gone out of the Town, hadof themfelves coming thither be- 
fore the King, Galloped after them; intending to have ap- 
prehended them, and brought them before the King; and^ 
though the other were too Fleet for them, had,tn the way,over- 
taken D'Bdftwick^ a Man well known, who had been a prin- 
cipal Officer with them ^tLeiceftiTj and fled at the fame time, 
but could not keep pace with his Commanders : Him they 
brought to the Town, where, by the Sheriff, he was committed 
toPrifon; having confeiTed enough Treafon,and juftifying it, 
as would have juftly hanged any Subjed. The King thought 
once to have had him Indided then, at the Affizes, upon the 
plain Statute of 2f. £dwAlL But the Judge befbughthis Ma- 
jefty not to put a matter of fb great moment, upon which the 
rower of the two Hoofes of Parliament, and a Parliament fit- 
ting, qiuft be determin'd, before one fingle Judge, whofc Re- 
puucion wgs not epo^igh to bear fb^rcat a burden ^ however^ 
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be declared his own opinion fiilly to his Majeftf, ^^ That it wfi 
**Trea(bn; which, he bcliv'd, ail the other Judges maft ac- 
"knowledge; and if Convened together byhlsMajeftv to that 
*' parpofe, he thought a joynt Declaration, and Refblutioart' 
"all together might be of great ufe to the King; whereas the 
"publi/hing of his particular opinion could only deftroy him- 
"lelf, and nothing advance his Majefty's Service: Befides, 
"he had no reafbn to be fb confident of the Country^ as to 
" conclude that a Jury, then fuddainly Summon'd, would have 
"Courage to find the Bill; and then their not doing it, if it 
"were attempted, would prove a greater countenance to the 
•'Ordinance, than the Votes of the twoHoufes had yet given 
"it. This laft reafon gave his Majefty fatisfadion ; (b that he 
was contented that the fellowihould be kept in Prifbn, and the 
Tryal be deferred, till he could conveniently Summon more 
Judges to be prefent. 

His Majefty was no fooner perfwaded to be content that 
this Profecution might be fiiipended, but the clofe Agents far 
the Parliament's Service, who were not yet difcover'c^ batap- 
pcar'd very entire to theKing,(b dextroufly carried them&lves, 
that they prevaird with thofe Gentlemen of the Country, 
whole Zeal to his Majefty was moft eminent and unqueftioo- 
able, and even with the Judge himfelf,"To wi/h, that his Ma- 
** jefty would freely and gracionfly difcharge the Dodor of his 
"Imprifonroent; or give the Judge leave to doib upon a/£i- 
^^beas Cvrpm (which he was advifed to require) "And that it 
"would be fuch an Aft of Mercy, and fingular Juftice, that 
" would not only work upon the People of that Coanty to 
"his Majefty 's advantage, but muft have a great influence 
"npon the whole Kingdom, and even upon the Parliament it 
^' felf. And with this ftrange defire the good Judge, and thofe 

Erincipal Gentlemen, confidently came to the King, the night 
efore he intended to return Northward. His Majefty told 
them, *' He would think of it till the next morning. And, in 
the mean time, concluding by what he heard, that though he 
(hould refufe to difcharge him, or to confent that he /hould be 
difcharg'd, his reftraint would not be long in that place after 
His departure, the People already relbrting to him with great 
Licence, and the Doftor, according to his Nature,talking Sedi* 
tioufly and Loudly, he direfted"A Meflcnger of the Chamber 
"very early, with fuch affiftance as the Sheriff fhonld give 
" him, to carry him away to N9ttinghMmi and by the help of 
"that Sheriff, to the Goal at Tcrkj* Which was executed ac- 
cordingly with expedition, and fecrecy ; if either of which had 
been abfent, it i$ certain the Common People had refcued him; 
which, of how trivial a moment fi>ever it fhall be thought, I 
could not but mention as an inftance of the Spirit and Temper 
of chat tiiqe, und eh^ ^re^t Di£i4Taflta|;q the King w^ opon^ 
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xhat fo many very good Men thought fit, at a time, when very 
raany hundreds of Perfons of Honour, and Quality, were Im- 
prifon'd with all ftridncfiand fcverity by the Parliament,upon 
xhe bare fufpicion that they meant to go to the King, or that 
thev wi/hed well to him, or for not fubmitting to fome illegal 
Order, or G>mmand of Thefrs, that the King fliould difcharge 
-an infamous Perfbn, taken in aft of High-Treafon, and who 
more frankly and avowedly profelTed Sedition, than he did the 
Science of which he pretended to be Dodor. 

T H B King according to his appointment, returned towards 
Hully in expedation ofanAnfwer from the Parliament; which 
came two days after the appointed day, but with no folcmnity 
ofMeflengers, or other ceremony, than inclofed to one of the 
Secretaries to be prefented to the King,in which they told him, 

"That they could not, for the prefent, with the ^i^^^^^B^^^^f;!^'^ 
'* of the Truft repofed in them for the lafety of the King and *'J|[i jj^ 
** Kingdom, yield to thofe Demands of his Majefty : the rea- »^. i^f*. 
*'fbn why they took into their Cuftody the Town of HuUy the 
'^Magazine, and Navy ; paiTcd the Ordinance of the Militia; 
*'and made preparation of Arms; was for the fccurityof Reli- 
'* gion, the fafety of his Majefty s Pcrfon, of the Kingdom, and 
^' Parliament ; all which they aid fee in evident, and imminent 
'^danger; from which when they /hould be iecur'd, and that 
** the Forces of the Kingdom /hould not be ufed to thedeftru- 
^^ ftion thereof, they fliould then be ready to withdraw the 
** Garrifon out o£lIuU', to deliver the Magazine and Navy 5 
^'and fettle the Militia, by Bill, in fuch a way as fliould beho* 
'^ nourablp and fafe for his Majeftv; moft agreeable to the du^ 
^'ty of Parliament; and effedual for the good of the King* 
*'d!omi as they had profefTed in their late Petition. And for Ad- 
'' journing the Parliament, they apprehended no reafbn for his 
** Majeffy to require it; nor fecurity for thcmfelves to confent 
^'to it* And as for that reafbn which his Majefly was pleafcd 
^'to exprefs, they doubted not but the ufiial place would be as 
^^ fafe for his Royal Perfon, as any other ; confidering the ful( 
** AfTurance they had of the Loyalty, and Fidelitv of the City 
*'of Londpn to nis Majefty; and the care whicn his Parlia* 
^'ment would ever have to prevent any danger which his 
'^Majefly might juftlv apprehend; befides the manifold con* 
"venicncesto be had there^ beyond any other parts of the 
'^ Kingdom. And as for the laying down of Arms ; when the 
^'caufes which moved them to provide for the defence of his 
^^ Majefty, the Kingdom, and Parliament^fliould be taken away, 
''they fliould very willingly, and cheerfully forbear any fur-» 
'^tber Preparations, and lay down their Force already raifed. 

Which Replication, as they call'd it, to his Majefty '9 An- 
fwer, they ordered << To be Printed, and read in all Churches 
'' and Chappels wit^ tl)e i^ingdfMA olEtigUndAnd Dominioii 
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And (b the War was now denounc'd by their ezprdi . 
Words againft his Majefty ; as It had been long before in their ' 
Anions; and both Parties feem'd to give over all thoughts d 
further Treaties, and Overtures; and each prepar'd co mal^; 
themfelves confiderable by the ftrength and power of fncii 
Forces as they could draw together. 

I N London they intended nothing but the forming of their 
Army, and fuch other things of power, as were in order there- 
unto. To that purpofe, the Bill for the payment of Tonnage 
and Poundage being ezpir'd on the firft day of^^Uj, and thcj 
having fent another of tne fame nature to the Kmg for his con- 
(ent, for fix Months longer, his Majefty, fince he faw that, 
and all other Money properly belonging to him^violently taken 
from him, and impioy'a by them againft him, refilled to give 
his Royal Aflent thereunto: \rhereupon, without the leafi 
hflsfitation (albeit it had been enaded this ver]^ Parliament 
" That wholbever Should prefume to pay, or receive that duty, 
^' after the expiration of the Ad,before the ^e was regranted, 
^' to his Majefty with the confent of the Lords and Commons, 
^'/hould be in a Praemunire ; which is the heavieft puni/h- 
ment inflided bv Law, but the lofs of Life) thev appointed 
and ordered by thePowerof the twoHoufes(whicQ they call'd 
an Ordinance of Parliament) ''That the fame duty ihould be 
^' continued s and declare that they would fave all Perfbns 
"concerned, from any Penality or Puni(hment whatfbever: 
By, which they now became pofleffed of the Cuftoms, in 
their own right. 

Towards fuch, as any ways (though under the obliga- 
tion ofOaths or Offices ^ppofedjordifcountenanced what they 
went about, they proceeded with the moft extravagant feve- 
rity that had been ever heard of; of which I fhall only men* 
tion two inftances; the Firft, of the Lord Mayor €)( London, 
S' Rkbdtd Goitrnef, a Citizen of great Wealth, Reputation, and 
Integrity; whom the Lords had, upon the complaint of the 
Houfe of G)mmons, before their fending the laft Petition to 
the King fof which his Majefty gave them a touch in his An* 
fwer ) committed to the Tower of London : for caufing the 
King's Proclamation againft the Militia, by vertue of his Ma- 
jefty 's Writ to him direded, and according to the known duty 
of his place, to be publickly Proclaimed. And (hortly after^ 
that they might have a Man more compliant with their deiigns 
to govern the City, notwithftanding that he bfifted upon his 
Innocence, and made it appear that he was obliged by the 
Laws of the Land, the Cuuoms of the Gty, and the Confti* 
tution of his Office, and his Oath, to do whatfoever he had 
done: He was by their Lord/hips, in theprefence of the Com- 
mons, adjudged "To be put out of his Office of Lord Mayor 
•' of London j to be utterly incapable of bearing Office in uty 
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*^ or Kingdom^ and of all Honour or Dignity ; and to be irn* 
*' prifbn'd, daring the plealure of the two Houfes of ParUa^ 
*' ment. And^ npon this fentence. Alderman Pemingtan^ (b 
often before mentioned, was, by the noife and clamour of the 
Common People, againft the Cuftoms and Rules of £leftion, 
made Mayor; and accordingly inftalled; and the true, oldj 
worthy Mayor committed to the Tower ofLondm; where^ 
with notable courage and conftancy, he continued almoft to 
his death. 

T H B other Inftance, I think fit to mention, is that of Judge 
Mallet; who, as is before remembered, was commined to the 
Tower laft Lent, for havuig feen a Petition prepared by the 
grand Jury of Kent, for the Countenance of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, and againft the irapofition of the Militia by Or- 
dinance without the Royal Aflent. This Judge (being, this 
Sammer Circuit, again Judge of Affize for thofe Counties) fit« 
ting at Maidfiene upon the great Alfize, fome Members of the 
Houfe of Commons, under the Style and Title of a Committee 
of Parliament, came to the Bench j and, producing fome Votes^ 
and Orders, and Declarations of one or both Houies, '^Re- 
*^ qnir'd him, in the name of the Parliament, to caufe thofe 
" Papers (being on the behalf of the Ordinance of theMilitia, 
and againft the Commiffion of Array ) ^'To be read. He told 
them,*^ That he fat there by virtue of his Majefty's Commif^ 
<< fions; and that he was authorized to doany thing comprifed 
'* in thofe Commiflions; but he had no Authority to do any 
*' thing elfe ; and therefore, there being no mention in either 
**of hisCommifEons, of thofe Papers, or the Publifhing any 
*' thing of that nature, he could not, nor would not do it ; and 
fo (finding lefs rdpeft and fubmiffion, than thev expeded, 
both to their Perfbns and their Bufinefs, from the Learned 
Judge, and that the whole County, at leaft the prime Gentle- 
men and the Grand Jury, which reprefented the County, con- 
teom'd both much more) this Conunittee return'd to theHoufe 
with great exclamations againft M' Juftice M^Urr, *^As the 
''Fomenter and Protedor of a Malignant Fadion againft the 
*' Parliament. And, upon this Charge, a Troop of Horfc was 
lent to attend an Officer ^ who came with a Warrant from the 
Houfes, or fome Committee ( whereas Juftice MMet, being 
an Affiftant of the Houfe of Peers, could not regularly be 
fummon'dby any other Authority) to Klng/hn in 5irtT«, where 
the Judge was keeping the general Aflizes for that County; 
and, to the unfpeakable Diihonour of the Publick Juftice of 
the Kingdom, and the Scandal of all Minifters or Lovers of 
Juftice, in that violent manner took the Judge from theBench^ 
and carried him Prifoner to IVefiminfier; from whence, by 
the two Houfes, he was committed to the Tower of Lcnden ; 
where be remained for the fpace of above two years, without 
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ever being charg'd with any particular Crime^ till he was 
redecm'd by his Majefty by the exdiange of another^ whofc 
liberty they defir'd. 

B Y thefe hcighten*d Ads of Power and Terror, they quick- 
ly demonftrated, how unfecure it would be for any Mao, at 
leaft not to concur with them. And, having a General^ Arms^ 
Money, and Men enough at their devotion, they eafily fbrm'd 
an Army, publickly dilpofing iiich Troops and Regiments, as 
had been raifed for IreUnd, and, at one time, one hundred 
thoufand pounds of that Money, which, by Ad of Parliament, 
had been paid for that purpofe, towards die conftltuting that 
Army, which was to be led againft their Lawfid Soveraign. 
So that it was very evident, they would be in fuch an Equi- 
page within few Weeks, both with a Train of Artillery, Horfe 
and Foot, all taken, arm'd, furni(h'd and fupplied out of his 
Majefty 's own Ma^zines and Stores, that they had not reafbn 
to fear any oppofition. In the mean time, they declar'd, and 
publi/h'd to the People, " That they raifed that Army, only 
^' for the defence of the Parliament, the King's Perfbn,and the 
"Religion, Liberty, and Laws of the Kingdom, and of thofe, 
*^ who, for Their fakes, and for tliofeEnck, had obey'd their 
"Orders: That the King, by the inftigation of evil Coun- 
^^fellors, had raifed a great Army of Papifts ; by which he 
" intended to awe, and defboy the Parliament; to introduce 
*^ Popery, and Tyranny : Of which intention, they faid, his 
<<re(^uiring Hull; his fending out Commiffions of Array; 
"belpeaking Arms and Ammunition beyond the Seas ( there 
"having been fome brought to him by the Ship call'd the 
"Providence) his declaring S^ ^ohn H9tbdm Tray tor -, and 
^' the putting out the Earl of Ni^bumbnUnd from being Lord 
"High- Admiral ofEn^dnd; his removing the Earl ofPem- 
^'brckey EJfex, Hollandy the Lord Fstldingy and S' Hmj Vanr, 
^'from their feveral Places and Imployments; were fufficient 
"and ample evidences: And therefore, they conjur'd all Men, 
"to aflift their General, the Earl ofEffex. And, for their bet- 
ter and more fecret tranfaftion of all fuch G)unfels, as were 
necef&ry to be enter'd upon, or follow Vi, they made a Cbm- 
mittee, of ibme choice Members of either Houfe, to intend 
the great bufinefs of the Kingdom with reference to the Ar- 
my; who had Authority, without (b much as communiating 
the matter to the Houfe, to imprifon Perfbns, feife upon their 
Efbtes; and many other Particulars, which the two Houfes, 
in foil Parliament, had not the leaft Regular, Legal, Juftifiable 
Authority to do. And for the better encouragement of Men 
to engage in the Service, the Lord KimMton^ and the five 
Members of the Houfe of Commons, formerly accufed hj his 
Majefty of High Treafon, upon fblemn Debate, had feveral 
Regiments confer'd on tbcmj and, by their example^ many 
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other Members of both Houfes, fame upon their ioiMiefs, and 

decayednefs of their Fortunes, others to get name and repu* 

cation to be in the number of Reformers (amongft whom 

they doubted not all Places of Honour, or Offices of profit^ 

vrould be beftow'd) moft upon the confidence, that all would 

be ended without a Blow, by the King's want of power to 

gather ftrength, defir'd and obtain'd Command of Horfe or 

Foot; their Quality making amends for their want of ezpOi* 

rience, and their other defe£b; which were repaired by many 

good Officers both EngUJh and Sc^ts ; the late Troubles having 

brought many of that tribe to London, and the reputation 

of the Earl of EJfex having drawn others, out of the Low«> 

Countries, to engage in that Service. In the choice of which 

Officers, whilii: they accufed the King of a purpofe to bring 

a Forreign Force, and of entertaining Paplfts,they neither con- 

iider'd Nation nor Religion ; but enteruin'd all Strangers, 

and Forreigners, of what Religion foevcr, who defir'd to ruo 

their Fortune in the War, 

On the other fide. Preparations were not made with equal 
expedition^ and fuccefs oy the King, towards a War : For, 
though he well underilood, and difcern'd, that he had nothing 
elfe to truil to, he was to encounter ftrange Difficulties to dp 
that. He was Co far from having Money to levy, or pay Sol- 
diers, that he was, at this very time, compelled for very real 
want, to let Ml all the Tables kept by his Officers of State in 
Court, by which fb many of all Qualities fubfifted; and th^ 
prince, and Dukeof lori^, eat with his Majefty ; which Table 
only was kept. And whoever knows the Conftitution of a 
Court, well knows what indifpofitions naturally flow from 
thofe declcnfions; and how ill thofe Tempers bear any dimi- 
nution of their own Interefts; and, being once indifpofed 
themfelves, how eaiily they infed others. And that which 
made the prefent want of Money the more intolerablej there 
was no vifible hope from whence fupply could come, in any 
reafbnable time : And that which was a greater want than 
Money, which Men rather fear'd than found, there were no 
Arms ; for, notwithf^anding the feme of the great Store of 
Ammunition, brought in by that Ship, it confifled only in 
truth of Canon, Powder, and Bullet, with eight hundred 
Mufquets, which was all the King's Magazine. So that the 
haftning of Levies, which at that time was believ'd would not 
prove difficult, would be to little purpofe, when they fhould 
continue unarm 'd. But that which troubled the King more 
than all thefe real incapacities of making War, was the temper 
and conftitution of his own Party ^ which was compounded, 
for the moft part, in Court, Council, and Country, of Men 
drawn to him by the impnlfion of Confcience, and abhorring 
the unjuft andirrcgular proceedings of the Parliament^ other* 
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wife unaperienced in Addon, and unacquainted with tiit 
Myfteries, and neceflanr Policy of Government j fcvere ob- 
fervers of the Law, ana as fcrupulous in all matters relatii^ 
to it, as the other pretended to be* All his Majefty's Anden: 
Counfellors, and Servants (except (brae few of lafting Ho- 
nour, whom We fball have occaiidn often to mention ) that 
they might redeem former overiights, or for other unworthy 
deugns, being either publickly againft him in London, or pri- 
vately difcrediting his Intereil and Adion$, in his own Court* 
ThefeMen ftill urg'd ''The execution of the Law; that what 
*' extravagancies foever the Parh'ament praftifed, the King's 
^'obfervation of the Law would, in the end, fupprefs them alL 
And, indeed, believ'd the raifing a War to be fo wicked a 
thing, that they thought it impoi&ble the Parliament fliould 
intend it, even when they knew what they were doing. How- 
ever they concluded, ''That he that wastorwardeft in the pre- 
" paring an Army, would be firft odious to the People ; by the 
" affedions of whom, the other would be cafily iuppreft. 

This was the general received Doftrine ; and though ft 
appear'd plainly to others (of equal affedion to the Poblick 
Peace ) how fatal thofe Concluuons, in that fenfe in which 
they were urged, muft prove to the whole Kingdom; and 
how ibon the King muft be irrecoverably loft, if he proceeded 
not more vigoroufly in his defence ; yet even thofe Men 
durft not, in any form'd and publick Debate, declare them- 
felves; or fpeak that plain Engli/h the State of Affairs requi- 
red; but fatisfied themfelves withfpeaking,what they thought 
neceiTary, to the King in private; by which means the King 
wanted thoie firm, and iblid foundations of Counfel and Fore- 
fight, that were moft neceflary for his condition : So that he 
could neither impart the true motives, and grounds of any im- 
portant Adion, nor difcover the utmoft of his DefigQS, And 
lb he ftill feem'd (notwithftanding the greateft, and avow'd 
preparations of the Enemy) to intend nothing of Hoftility, 
but in order to the reducing of Hull; the benefit of which he 
hoped, would engage the Train'd-bandsof that great County 
rwnich was the fole ftrength he yet drew thither) till he could 
bring otlier Forces thither, which might be fit for that, or 
any other Defign, 

But there was another Reafon of his Majefty's going to, 
and ftaying at Beverly, than was underftood ; anci, it may be, 
if it had been known, might have produced a better Hired; 
which I think neceflary to infert in this place. The Lord 
Digbji, whom we have mention 'd before, in the firft diforder, 
by which the King and Queen were driven from London, to 
have left England^ and to be after unreafonably accufed by the 
Houfe of Commons of High Treafon, had remained from 
tliat time in Holland ^ md, hearing the King's condition at 
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Tcrki to be fo much improv'd beyond what he left it at Wind- 
far, had, with fbme G>mmands from theQijeen, arriv'd there 
very privately, and ftay'd fome days in a dilguile at Tork^ re- 
vealing himlelf to very few friends, and fpeaking with the 
King in fo fccret a manner in the night, that no notice was 
taken of his being there j and, finding the King s Affairs not 
in fb good a pollure as he expeded, and conceiving it yet not 
fit for him to appear, rclblv'd to return again to the Queen, 
and tohaftcn that provifion of Arms and Ammunition, with- 
out which it was not po/Gble for the King torefift any violence 
that threatened him ; and lb, in the lame Bark which brought 
him over, he went again to Sea for Hottand, with Wllmot, 
^/hbnrnhum. Pollard, and Berkley; who purpofely remov'd 
thcmfelves from Court, upon tlie clamour of the Parliament, 
till the King was ready to ufe their Service. They were not. 
many hours at Sea, when they met the Ptmdence (which We 
mention'jl before ) with the Ammunition, which was only 
wanted j and, well knowing her, they agreed, " That IVilmct, 
'* Pollard, and Berkley, fliould return with the Ammunition to 
^^ the King; and Di^bj, and Coll. AJbburnham, (hould purfue 
" their former Intentions for Holland. But their Parties conti- 
nued (b long, that the Parliament Ships, who had watched and 
chafed the Providence, came up to them; and though the Ship 
e/caped, and run on Hiore, as was before mention'd, yet the 
Fly-boat, in which the Lord Dlgbj was, could not fo well get 
away ; bu t was taken by them, and carried in with fo much the 
more triumph into Hull, that they had been diiappointed of 
their greater Prize. Coll. AJbburvham, though he was in great 
umbrage with the Parliament, and one of thofo Delinquents^ 
vrhom they reproached the King with, was fo well known to 
S' John Hotbam, with whom he flood in a good degree of fa- 
miliarity, that he could not difTemble or conceal himfclf; but 
the Lord Digbj, being in fo real a difguife, that his nearefl 
friends would not eafily have known him, pretended to be a 
French-mzti, whole Language he fpoke excellently ; and feem'd 
to be fo Sea-fick, that he kept himfelf in the hole of theBark, 
till they came to HM; and, in that time, difpofed of fuch 
Papers as were not fit to be perufed; and when he came on 
Shore, fo well counterfeited ficknefs,and want of health, that 
he eafily procured himfelf to be fent, under a Guard, to fome 
obfcure corner for repofe ; whllfl Coll. Ajbburnham, who was 
the only Prifoncr they thought worth the looking after, was 
carefully carried to the Governour j who received him with 
as much Civility, as he could leafonablv exped. thtt^ri 

The Lord Digby, being by himfetf, quickly confider'd oigby'/ 
the defperateneis of his condition: "That it would not bcJ^T/SfiSii 
^ 'poflible to conceal himfelf long^ being fo well known to many 7orh»ai m 
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**who were in thcPrwi^nr^, and theGarrifon quickly know- 
"ing whatfbcvcr was fpoken of in the Gauntry: That he 
**was, how unjuftly or unreafonably foever, the moft odioos 
'' Man of the Kingdona to the Parliament; into whole hands if 
*^ he fhouid then come, his Life would be, at leaft in appareo: 
*^ hazard: and how to get himfelf out of that Labyrinth was 
very difficult, fince S^* J^hn Hotbam was fb far from any indi- 
nation of kindnefs towards him, as he had own'd to Coll.^^^ 
turnbamy that he was in the number of his moft notorious 
Enemies. However, in this eminent extremity (as he is a Man 
of tlie greateft prefence of mind, and the leaft appalled upon 
danger, that I nave known ) he refblved not to give himfelf 
over ; and found means to make one of his Guard, in broken 
Engli/b, which might well have become any fr^i^A-man, un- 
derftand, "That he defired to (peak privately with the Gover- 
" nour ; and that he would diicover feme Secrets of the King's, 
^^and Queen's to him, that would highly advance the Service 
"of the Parliament. The fellow made hafte to let the Go- 
rernour know thefe good tidings; who underftanding jrnffr A 
well, as fpeedily fent for the Frencb-mzn, who was brought 
before him in the prefence of much company, and, withoat 
any difbrder, gave (uch an account of himfelf^ as they under- 
ftood him to have feen much of the French Service (of which 
he (poke very fluently) and to have come over recommended 
to tne King for fbme Command, if he (hould have occafion to 
ufe Soldiers; as, he faid. People abroad conceived him likely 
to have. After he had entertained the company with fuch diP 
courfe, there being prefent fome Gentlemen, who came late- 
ly out of France, ana fb being the more curious to adminifter 
queftions, he applied himfelf totheGovernour; and told him, 
'^ that if he might be admitted to privacy with him, he would 
"difcover fbmewhat to him, which he would not repent to 
"have known. The Govcmour who was a Man apt enough 
to fear his own fafety, but more apprehenfive of the Jea- 
loufies which would attend him (for his eldeft Son, and fome 
Others, were more abfblutely confided in by the Parliament 
than himfelf, and were in truth but Spies over him) would 
not venture himfelf in another Room ; but drew him to a 
great Window at a convenient diftance from the company, 
and wi/hed him**Tofevwhat he thought fit. The Lord Z>^fi^, 
finding he could not ootain more privacy, asked him, in En- 
gltfiy "Whether he knew him ? the other, furprifed, told him, 
^'No ; Then, faid he, I fliall try whether I know S' ^ebn Ho- 
^Uharn y and whether he be in truth, the fame Man of Ho- 
" nour, I have always taken him to be : And, tliereupon, told 
him who he was ; and ^'That he hoped he was too much a Gen- 
^'tleman to deliver him up a facrince to their rage and fiuy, 
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'•who, he well knew, were his implacable Enemies. The 
other, being aftonifli'd, and fearing that theBy-fianders would 
difcover him too (for, being now told who he was, he won* 
der'd he found it not out Himfelf ) he defir'd him " To fay no 
•*more for the prefent; that he fliould not be forry for the 
*' truft he repofed in him, and Hiould find him the fame Man 
*'he had thought him^ That he would find fometime,as ibon 
•'as conveniently he might, to have more conference with 
** him. In the mean time, that he (hould content himfelf with 
•*the ill accommodation he had, the amendment whereof 
•' would beget fufpicion: and fo he called the Guard inftant- 
*'ly to carry him away, and to have a very Arid Eye upon 
•' him ; and, turning to the company, and being conjcious to 
himfelf of the Trouble and Difbrder in his Countenance, told 
chem, '' That the French-mzn was a fhrew'd Fellow, and under- 
•' flood more of the Queen's G>unfels and Defigns, than a Man 
'* would fufped: That he had told him that which the Par- 
^Miament would be glad to know; to whom prefently he 
'' would make a difpatch, though he had not yet fo clear in- 
•'formations, as, he prefum'd, he fhould have after two or 
•' three days : And fb departed to his Chamber. 

It was a wonderful influence, that this Noble Perfon's 
Stars (which ufed to lead him into, and out of the greatefl 
perplexities and dangers, throughout the whole courfe of his 
Life) had upon this whole Affair. Hftham was, by his nature; 
dnd education, a rough and a rude Man; of great covetouf* 
nefs, of great pride, and great ambition; without any Bowels 
of good nature, or the leafl fenfe or touch of generofity ; his 
parts were not quick and fharp, but compofed, and he judged 
well; he was a Man of craft, and more like to deceive, than 
to be couzcn'd : Yet, after all this, this young Noble Man, 
known, and abhorr'd by him, for his admirable faculty of Dif^ 
fimulation, had fo far prevail'd^ and impofed upon his fpirit, 
that he refblv'd to Pradice that Virtue, which the other had 
Imputed to him, and not to fuffer him to fall into the hands 
of nis Enemies. He fent for him, the next day, at an hour 
when he was more vacant from attendants, and ob^rvers; and, 
at firfl, told him his reiblution ; " That, fince he had fo frankly 
''put himfelf into his hands, he would not deceive his Truft ; 
and wifli'd him,'* To confider, in what way, and bv what co- 
*' lour, he fhould fb fet him at Libertv, that hemignt,without 
*' any other danger, arrive at the place where he would be. 
** For, he faid, he would not tnifl any Perfbn living with the 
'• Secret, and leaft of all his Son; whom he mentioned with 
all the bittemefs imaginable, ''As a Man of an ill nature, and 
•' furiouflv addided to the worfl defigns the Parliament had, 
•^•r could have; and One that was more depended upon by 
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''them ihanHimfelf, and fent thither only as a Spy upon him. 
From hence he entered upon the difcourie^'Of the tioacs^and 
"mifchief that was like to befall the whole Kingdom^ from 
^* the difference between the King and the Parliament. Then 
lamented his own Fate, ^'That, being a Man of very different 
''Principles from thole who drove things to this extremity, 
"and oi entire affeftion and duty to the King, he ftiould now 
"be look'd upon as the chief ground, and caufe of the Civil 
" War which was to enfue, by his not opening the Ports, when 
" the King would have enter'd into the Town : Of which 
bufineis, and of all the circumftances attending it, he fpake 
at large y and avow'd, " That the information fent him of the 
" King's purpoie prefently to hang him, was the true cauie of 
"his havmg proceeded in that manner. 

The Lord Df^^, who knew well enough how to cultivate 
every period of fuch a Difcourfe, and how to work upon thofe 
I^dfions which were mofl predominant in him, joyn'd with 
him in the fenfe of the Gdamides, which were like to befall 
the Nation $ which he bewail'd Pathetically; and, " That it 
"(hooki be in the power of a handfiil of ill Men, corrupted 
*^in their Af{e£Uons to the King, and againft Monarch v it 
" (elf, to be able to involve him, and manv others of his clear 
"intentions, in their dark Counfels, and to engage them to 
*' profecute ends which they abhorr'd, and which muft de^r* 
^mine in the mine of all the undertakers. For, he told him, 
**that the King, in a fhort time, would reduce all his Ene- 
^mies : That the hearts of the People were already, in all 
^ places, aliened from them ; and that the Fleet was fb much 
^ at the King's difpofal, that, as fbon as they fliould receive his 
*' Orders, they would appear in any. place he appointed : That 
"all the Princes in Cbrlpend§m were concern a m the quarrel, 
" and would engage in it, as foon as they (hould be invited to 
" it : And that the Prince of Orange was refolv'd to come over 
*' in the head of his Army, and would tdktHuU in three days. 
All which ought, reafonably, to have been true in the PraAick, 
though It had very little ground in the Speculation. And when 
he had, by degrees, amuied and terrified him with this dif- 
courfe, be enlarged upon "The Honour and Glory, thatMaa 
*' would have, who could be (b blejQTed, as to prevent this ter- 
"rible Confufion, that was in view: That King and People 
"would joyn in rewarding him with Honours, and Preter- 
^'ments of all kind; and that his Name would be derived to 
"Pofterity, as the Prelcrver of his Country. He told him, 
" He was that Man, that could do all this ; that, by deliveriog 
*' up Hull to the King, he might extinguifb the W^ar ; and that 
^* immediately a Peace would be e(labli(h'd throughout the 
"Kingdom: That the world believ'd^ that he had fbme dc- 
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•^dit both with the King, and Queen ; that he would imploy 
•' it all in his Service ; and if he would give hitn this riic to 
** begin upon, he fliould find, that he would be much more 
'' fbllicitous for his Grcatneis, and a full recompcnce for his 
** Merit, than he was now for his own fafety. All thefe Ad- 
vcrtifements, and Reflcdions, were the fubjed of more than 
one difcourlbi for S^John Hotbam could not bear the variety, 
dnd burden of all thofe thoughts together^ but within two 
days all things were adjufted between them. Hotbam faid , 
^' It would not become him, after fuch a refiifal, to put the 
**Town into the King's hands; nor could he undertake (if he 
''refolv'd) to efFed ic; the Town it felf being in no degree 
*^afFeded to his Majefty's Service ; and the Train d-bands, of 
** which the Garrifon. wholly confifted, were under Officers 
*' upon whom he could not depend. But, he faid. If the King 
*' would come before the Town, though but with one Regi- 
^' ment, and plant his Canon againft it, and make but one 
*' (hot, he ftiould think he haddifcharged his Truft to the Par- 
^'liament, as far as he ought to do ; and that he would im-- 
** mediately then deliver up the Town; which he made no 
^Moubt but that he fhould be then able to do. And, on this 
errand, he was contented the Lord Digh (hould go to the 
King, and be-condudcd out of the Town beyond thelimits^of 
danger; the Governour having told thofe Officers hqtrufted 
moft, that "He would fend the Funcb-m^xi to Torkj who, he 
^' was well afTured, would return to him again. He gave him 
likewife a note to a Widow, who liv'd in that City, at whofe 
Houfe he might lodge, and by whofe hands he might traof* 
mit any Letters to him. 

Wh E N he came to Tork^ and after he had (poke with the 
King, it was refolv'd, he fliould appear in his own likenefs, 
and wait upon the King in Publick, that it might be believ'd^ 
that he haaTranfported himfelf from HoBand in the Ship thac 
brought the Ammunition ; which was hardly yet come to Tark^ 
it being now about the time that M' VlBiers, and S^Jobn Pen* 
fAngttm had been fent away, and before the news came of their 
ill Succefs. This was the caufe of the fuddcn March towards 
HuU, before there was a Souldier levied to make an AfTault, or 
maintain a Siege; which was fo much wondcr'd at then, and 
fo much cenfur'd afterwards. For aifoon as his Majefty re- 
ceived this afTurance, which he had fo much rcafon to depend 
upon, by the treatment the Lord Digbj had received, he de- 
clared, "He would, upon fiich a day, go to Beverlu a place 
within four Miles of HuB; and appointed three or fourRcgi- 
ments of the Country, under the Command of fuch Gentle- 
men whofe iVffedion was unaueftionable, to march thither, as 
a Guard to his Peribn j and likewife fent a little Train of Ar- 
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tillery, which might be ready for the Summons. When fc: 
Majefiy was ready with this Equipage for bis March, the Lc:. 
Dlghj returned again in bis old difguife to Hdly to make fu:> 
that all things there might correfpond with the former obli- 
gation. Aflbon as the King, and the whole G>art (for noc: 
^^m^ remained at Tari^) came to Beverlj (where they were all ac- 
#•« ^"bc commodatcd, which kept them from being quickly weary) aui 
vcrfy with the Train'd-bands were likewife come thitber, the Genera], 
Hull, Tr* ^^^ ^^^^ ofLtndfey, fii-ft took pofleffion of his Office j a litiic 
M vii». troubled, and out of countenance, that he /hould appear ibc 
General without an Army ^ and be engaged in an Enterprizc, 
which he could not imagine would fucceed. His Majefty or- 
dcr'd him to fend out fome Officers, of which there was a good 
ftore, to take a view of the Town, and of fuch advantage 
ground, within diftance, upon which he might raiie a Battery ,- 
as if he meant on a fuddain to Aflault the place ; which ap- 
pear'd no unreafonable defign, if there were a good Party in 
the Town to depend upon. And yet the General had no opi- 
nion, that his Army ot Train'd-bands would frankly expole 
themfelves to fuch an Attack: Beddes a great number ot Of- 
ficers, and Perfons of Quality, who were all well Horfed, and 
had many Servants as well provided, the King had his Troop 
of Guards fo conftituted, as hath been faid before ^ and there 
were few Horfe in Hull, and tho(e without Officers who un- 
derftood that kind of Service. So tliat it was no hard matter 
to take a very full view of the Town, by Riding to the yctj 
Ports ; and about the Walls -, nor, at firft appearance, was 
there anv fliew of Hoftility from the Town upon their nearcft 
approacnes to it; but after they had made that vifit two or 
three days together, they obferv'd that the Walls were better 
Mann'd, and that there was every day an increaie of labourers 
repairing the Works ; and then they begun to Shoot, when 
any went within diftance of the Works* 

All this while S^Jobn Hotham had tryed fome of his Of- 
ficers, in whofe particular AfFedion he had moft Confidence, 
|iow ^r they were like to be govem'd by him ; and found 
them of a temper not to be rely'd upon. His Son was grown 
jealous of fome defign, and was Caballing with thole who 
were mol( notorious ^r their difafFedion to theGovernment; 
and new Officers were fent down, by the Parliament, to affift 
in the defence of the Town, which, they thought, might pro- 
bably be attempted ; and fupplies of Men had been taken in 
from the Ships, and had been fent thither from Bofton^ a Town 
upon the fame Coaft, of eminent Difloyalty. So that, when 
the Lord Digly returned thither, he found a great Damp upon 
the fpirit ot the Gpvernour, and a fiidnefs of mind, that he 
had proceeded (o fari of which his]Lordfbip m^deallcltcliafle 
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He could to advertife the King; but his Letters muft firft be 

lent to Tbri^ before they could come to Beverly ^ and, when 

tliey were received, they contain'd ftill fomewhat of hope, 

•* T hat he fhould be able to reftore him to his former Courage, 

^' and confirm his Refblution : So chat the King feem'd to defer 

any attempt, upon the hopes of the Earl o( Holland's Meflage 

before mention'd, and, in the .end, he was compelled to give 

over the defign, all hope from the Governour growing de- 

fpcrate ; whether from nis want of Courage, or want of Power 

to execute what he defir'd, remains ftill uncertain. When 

S^John Hotbam gave over further thoughts of it, he difmifTed 

both the Lord Digbi and Coll, AJhbwmham, whom he had 

likewife detained till then, as a Man of ufe in the execution of 

the defign, with many profeflions of Duty to the King; and 

as the concealing thofe two Perfons, and afterwards releafing 

them, immediately increafcd the jealoufy of the Parliament 

againrt him, fo it was the Principal Caufc, afterwards, of the 

lofsof his Head. 

The King difmifTed the Train'd-bands, and returned with 
his Court to Tork,, in fb much lefs Credit than when he cama 
from thence, as the entring into a War without Power, or 
Preparation to profecute it, was like to produce. The incon- 
venience was the greater, bccaufe the principal Perlbns of 
Quality, of Court or Country, and the Officers had the lefs 
reverence for the King's Condud, by feeing fuch an Aftioti 
entered upon with fb little Reafbn, profecuted fb perfundo- 
rily : All which reproaches his Majefty thought fitter to bear, 
than to difcover the Motives or his Journeys which were 
then known to few, nor, to this day, have been publifhed. 

W H E N the King retum'd to Tarky exceedingly troubled at 
the late March he had made, and all Men expreffing great im«- 
patience to be in Adion, very many Perfons of Honour and 
Quality, having attended long at Court, believing they might 
be more ufeful to bis Majefty 's Service in their own Countries, 
in reftraining thedifafFeded from any Seditious Attempts, and 
difpofing the People in general to be conftant in their Loyalty, 
an Accident fell out, that made it abfolutely nccefTary for the 
King to declare the War, and to enter upon it, before he was in 
any degree ripe for Adion ^ which was, that Pmfmoutb had^fi. co- 
dcclar'd for the King, and refufed to fubmit to theParliamcnt; po^ff.** 
which had thereupon fent an Army under the Command of mouth. ^ 
S' miUam IVdUer, to reduce it. The relating how this came jf^^/'^ 
to pafs, requires a large difcourfe, and will adminifter much 
variety, not without fomewhat of pleafure and wonder, from 
thetemperand fpiritofthePerfbnwhoconduded thatAdionj 
if It can be faid to be conduded without any Conduct. 
Wb have rcnaember'd before, in the Uft Year, the difcourfe 
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of the bringing up the Army to London to awe the Parliament, 
and the unfpeakable difhonour, and damage the King ftiftai n'd 
by tha: dilcourfe, how groundlefs focver it was ; all which 
was imputed to Coll. Goringy who, by that means^ grew into 
grcatRcputation with theParliament^asaMan (o irrecoverably 
loil at Court, that he would joyn with them in the moft de- 
iberatc dcfigns ; yet he carried himfclf with fo great dexterity, 
that, within few Months, he wrought upon the King and 
Queen to believe, that he fo much repented that Fault, that 
he would redeem it by any Service; and to truft him to that 
degree, that the Qneen, once, re(blv'd, when the Tumults 
drove their Majefties firft from London^ for her fecurity, to 
put her fclf into Portfmoutb, which was under his Govern- 
ment J whilft his Majcfty betook himfelf to the Northern 
Karts; which dedgn was no {boner over (if not before) than 
e, attain, intimated lb much of it to the Lord Kimbolton, and 
that Partjr, that they took all the Truft he had from Court, to 
proceed from the Conhdence their Majefties had of his Fa- 
ther's intcreft in him ; whole AfFcdion and Zeal to their Ser- 
vice was ever moft indubitable ; but aifured themfclves. He 
was their own, even againft his own Father. So that he car- 
ried the matter lo, that, at the fame time, he received 3000I 
from the Queen (which /he railed by the file of her Plate, 
and fome Jewels) to Fortify, and Vidual, and Reinforce his 
Garrifon, againft the time it ftiould be neceflary to declare for 
the Kingi and a good fiipply from the Parliament, for the 
payment of the Garrifon, that it might be kept the better de- 
voted to Them, and to Their Service, All which he per- 
fbrm'd with that admirable di/Iimulation, and rare confidence, 
that, when the Houfe of Commons was infbrm'd by a Mem- 
ber, whofe Zeal and AfFedion to them was as much valued 
as any Man's, *' That all his correfjx>ndcnce in the County was 
*^with the moft Malignant Per/bns; that of thofc, many fre- 
quently reforted to, and continued with him in the Garri- 
•* fon ; that he was Fortifying, and raGng of Batteries towards 
''the Land: And that, in his difcourfe, efpecially in the fea- 
**fonsof his good Fellowftiip, he ufed to utter threats againft 
"the Parliament, and fharpcenfures of their Proceedings, and 
, upon fuch Informations (the Author whereof was well known 
to them, and of great Reputation i and liv'd fb near Portfmoutb^ 
that he could not be miftaken, in the matter of faft ) the 
Houfc fent for him, moft thinking he woidd refufe to come; 
Colonel Gmng came,upon the Summons,with that undaunted- 
ncfs, that all clouds of aiftruft immediately vanifhed, infomnch 
as no Man prefum'd to whilper the leaft jealoufy of him; 
which he oWerving, came to the Houfe of Commons, ci 
^hicti he was a Member j and having fate a day or two pa- 
tiently, 
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tiently^ as if he expeded fome Charge, in the end he ftood 
up, with a Countenance fiill of Modelty, and yet not without 
a mixture of Anger ( as he could help himfcif with all the 
infinuations of doubt, or fear, or fhame, or fimplicity in his 
face, that might £^ain belief, to a greater degree than I ever 
faw any Man ; and could fcem the moft confounded when he 
was beft prepar'd, and the moft out of Countenance when he 
was beft refolv'd, and to want words, and the habit of fpeak- 
ing» when they flow'd from no Man with greater power) and 
told them, ** That he had been fent for by them, upon fome 
** information given againfthim, and that, though hebeliev'd, 
" the Charge being fo ridiculous, they might have received, 
"by their own particular inquiry, fatisfadlion ^ yet the dil- 
**courfes that had been ufed, and his being fent for in that 
" manner, had begot fome Prejudice to him in his Reputation; 
*' which if he could not preferve, he ftiould be lefs able to do 
**Thcm Service; and therefore defired, that he might have 
**leavc though very unskilful, and unfit to fpeak, in fo Wife 
"and Judicious an Affcmbly) to prefent to them the ftatc and 
" condition of that Place under his Command ; and then he 
•* doubted not but to give them full fatisfaftion in thofc par- 
" ticulars, which, poflibly, had made fome imprelEon in them 
**to his difad vantage : That he was far from taking it ill from 
"thofc, who had given any information againft him; for, 
** what he had done, and muft do, might give fome Umbrage 
'* to well afFcded Perfons, who knew not the grounds and 
** reafbns, that induced him fo to do ; but that if any fuch Per- 
"fon would, at any time, refort to him, he would clearly in- 
**form them of whatever Motives he had ; and would be glad 
"of their Advice, andAffiftance for the better doing thereof 
Then he took notice of every particular that had been pub- 
lickly faid againft him, or privately whifper'd, and gave iuch 
plauiiible Anlwers to the whole, intermingling fharp Taunts, 
and Scdms, to what had been faid of him, with pretty appli- 
cation of himfelf, and flattery to the Men that fpake it: Con- 
cluding, "That they well knew, in what eftcem he ftood with 
"others : (b that if, by his ill Carriage, he Ihould forfeit the 
^'good opinion of that Houfe, upon which he otilv depended, 
"and to whofe Service he entirely devoted himlelf, he were 
^* madder than his Friends took him to be, and muft be as un- 
'^ pitied in any mifcry, that could befall him, as his Enemies 
"would be glad to fee him. With which, as innocently and 
unalFeftcdly utter'd, as can be imagined, he got fo general an 
Applaufe from the whole Houfe, that, not without fome little 
Apology for troubling him, "They defir'd hiai again to repair 
^'to his Government, and to fini/h thofc Works, which were 
^'neceflary for the iafetjrof the Pliice; and gratified him with 
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confenting to all the Propofitiops, he made in the behalf of his 
Garrifon, and paid him a good Sum of Money for their Ar- 
rears \ with which, and being privately afTured ("which was in- 
deed reiblvVl on) that he (hould be LieutenantGeneral of their 
Horfe in their new Army, when it /hould be fonn'd, he de- 
parted again to Partfm^uih ; in the mean time, afTuring his 
Majefty by thole who were trufted between them, ** That he 
'* would be fpeedily in a Pofture to make any fuch Declaration 
** for his Service, as he (hould be rcauir*d ; wnich he was forced 
to do fooner than he was provided for it^ though not fbooer 
than he had reafon to exped, 

When the Levies for the Parliament Army were in good 
(brwardnefs, and that Lord had received his Commiffion for 
Lieutenant General of the Horfe, he wrote to the Lord 
Kimbolton, who was his moft boibm Friend, and a Man very 
powerful, defiring, " That he might not be call'd to give his 
"attendance upon the Army, till it was ready to mgrch ; bc- 
^ caule there were fb many things to be done, and perfeded, 
" for the fafety of that important Place, that he was aefirous to 
" be prcfent Himfelf at the work as long as was poffible. In 
''the mean time, he had given diredions to his Agent in L^n- 
^^douj to prepare all things for his Equipage; fo xhzt he would 
''be ready to appear, at any Rendezvous, upon a days warn* 
"ing. Though the Earl of EJfex did much deiire his Com- 
pany, and ailiftance in the Council of War, and preparing the 
Articles, and forming the Difcipline for the Army, ne having 
been more lately verfed in the Order and Rule of Marches, 
. and the Provifions neceflary, or convenient thereunto, than 
any Man then in their Service, and of greater Command than 
any Man but the General ; yet the Lord KiniboU$B prevailed, 
that he might not be fent for, till things were riper for A&ion. 
And, when that Lord did afterwards write to him, "That it 
^' was time he fhould come away, he fent fuch new, and rea* 
fonable excufes, that they were not unfatisfied with his de- 
lay ; till he had multiplied thofe excufes fb long, that they 
begun to fufped ; and they no fooner inclined to fufpicion, 
but they met with abundant Arguments to cheri/h ic His be- 
haviour and courfe of Life was very notorious to all the Neigh- 
bours, nor was he at all referv'd in his Mirth, and publick 
Difcourfes, to conceal his opinion of the Parliament, and 
their Proceedings. So that, at laft, the Lord KimMtcnmit 
plainly to him, *^ That he could no longer excufe his abfence 
^' from the Army, where he was much wanted ; and that, if 
'' he did not come to London by fuch a /hort day, as he named, 
^'he found his Integrity would be doubted; and that many 
^''thini^s were laid to his Charge, of which he doubted not 
^'his Innocence I 9fxd therefore conjure^ him^^ immediately, 
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**to be at Weftminfter; it being now to be no longer deferred, 
•' or put off. He writ a jolly Letter to that Lord, " That, the 
** truth was, his G)uncii advifed him, that the Parliament did 
*^ many things which were illegal ; and that he might incur 
*' much danger by obeying all their Orders ; that he had re- 
*'ceived the Command of that Garrifon from the King; and 
*^ that he durft not be abfent from it, without His leave : And 
concluded with fome good Counfcl to the Lord. 

Th I s Declaration of the Governour of a Place, which had 
the reputation of being the only Place of ftrength in Englandy 
and fituated upon the Sea, put tnem into many apprcheniions; 
and they loft no time in endeavouring to reduce it; but, upon 
the firft underftanding his Refolution, S'M^tUiam Waller was 
fent with a good part, of the Army, fo to block it up, that 
neither Men, nor Provifion, might be able to get in ; and 
lome Ships were fent from the Fleet, to prevent any relief by 
Sea: and tliefe Advertifements came to the King, aObon as 
he returned to Tark* 

It gave no finall Reputation to hisMajefty's Affairs, when 
there was fo great a damp upon the fpirits ot Men, from the 
mifadvcntures at Beverly, that fo notable a Place as Portf- 
mouth had declared for him , in the very beginning of the 
War; and that fo good an Officer as Gering, was returned to 
his Duty, and in the poffeflion of the Town : and the King, 
who was not furprifea with the matter, knowing well the Re- 
folution of tiie Colonel , made no doubt , but that he was 
very well fupplied with all things, as he might well have 
been, to have given the Rebels work for three,or four Months, 
at the leaft. Whereupon, he forthwith publi(h'd a Declaration, 
that had been long ready, in which he recapitulated all the 
Infblent, and Rebellious Adions the two Houfes had com- 
mitted againft him: and declared them "To be guilty ; and 
" forbid all his Subje^fts to yield any obedience to them : And, 
at the fame time, publifhed his Proclamation ; by which, he 
^'Required all Men, who could bear Arms, to repair to him 
"at Nottingbdm, by the 2f^ o£ Augufi following; on which 
"day, he would fet up his Royal Standard there, which all 
"good Subjeds were obliged to attend. At the fame time, he 
fent the Marquis of Hertford to raife Forces in the Weft, or, 
at Icaft, to reftrain thofe parts (where His Intercft, and Re- 
putation was greater than any Man's) within the limits of 
their Duty to the King, and from being corrupted, or pervert- 
ed by the Parliament; and with him went the Lord Seymour^ 
his Brother ; the Lord P owlet ^ Hofton, Stawel, Coventry , Berkf- 
h, Wlndhdm, and fome other Gentlemen, of the prime Qna- 
lity, and Intereft in the Weftern parts ; who were like ta 
give as ^ood examples Ig their Perfons^ and to be follow 'd by 
■ ' ^ ' ' ' *S 
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as many Men^ as any ftich Number of Gentlemen in Engljnul^ 
could be. And from this Party, enliven'd by the Power, and 
Reputation of the Marquis, the King was in hopes, thztPonf- 
mouth would be Ihortly relieved, and made the head Qoarter 
to a good Army. When all this was done, he did all that was 
pofEble to be done, without Monev, to haften his Levies of 
Horfe and Foot, and to prepare a lignt Train of Artillery j that 
he might appear at Nottingbamy at the day when the Standard 
was to be let up^ with fuch a Body of Men, as might be, at 
the leaft a competent Guard to his Perfon. 

Many were then of opinion, " That it had been more for 
''his Majefty s Benefit and Service, if the Standard had been 
'* appointed to be fet up at Torkj and (b that the King had 
**ftayVl there, without moving furtlier Soutli, until he could 
*'have marched in the Head of an Army, and not to depend 
** upon gathering an Army up in his March. All the Northern 
*' Counties were, at prelent, moft at his devotion; and £>it 
*' would be moft eal'y to raife Men there: New-Caftle was 
" the only Port in his obedience, and whither he had appoint- 
**ed his Supph'es of Arms, and Ammunition to be (ent ; of 
'' which he had {o prefent need, that all his Magazine, which 
**was brought in the Providence, was already diftributed to 
*' thofe few Gentlemen, who had received CommifEons, and 
** were moft like fpccdily to raife their Regiments; and it would 
** be a very long, and might prove a very dangerous pafTage 
*^ to get the fupplies, which were daily expeded, to be brought 
*'with fecurity from New-Cajlle, when the King fhould be 
" advanced fo many days Journey beyond Torl^ All which 
were very important Confiderations, and ought to have pre- 
vailed ; but the King's inclinations to be nearer London, and 
the expedation he had of great efFcds from Portfmoutb, and 
the Weft, difpoied him to a willingnefs to prefer Nottinghsm ; 
but that which dctermin'd the Point, was an apparent, and 
manifeftaverfion in the TVi^ySbir^ Gentlemen, whofeaiFedions 
were Jeaft fufpeded, that bis Majefty ftiould continue, and 
remain at Tork^; ** Which, they faid, the People apprehended, 
** would inevitably make that Country the leatof the War: 
unskilfully imagining, that the War would be no where, but 
where the King's Army was ; and therefore they facilitated all 
things, which might contribute to his remove from thence; 
undertook, to provide Convoys for any Arms and Ammuni- 
tion from New-Caftle; to haften the Levies in their own 
Country i and to borrow the Arms of fomeof the Train'd- 
bands^ which was the beft expedient, that could be found 
out, to Arm the King's Troops, and had it*s reverie in the 
murmurs it produced, and in leaving the beft afFeded Men, 
by bcing*difarm*d, at theMercy of their Enemies i who care- 
fully 
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fully kept their Weapons, that they might be ready to fight 

againft the King. This caufcd the refblution to be taken for 

Nottinghamy without enough weighing the objections, which, 

upon the Entrance into great Actions, cannot be tGk> much 

deliberated, though, in the Execution, they were befl: fhut out. 

And it quickly appeared in thofe very Men, who prevailed 

moft in that Council ; for, when the time drew on, in which 

his Majefty was to depart, and leave the Country, Then they 

remembcr'd, **That the Garrifon of Hull would be left as 

** a thorn in their fides, where there were well form'd, and 

*'adivc Troops, which might march over the Country with- 

"out control, and come into Tarl^it felf without refiftance: 

'*That there were many di/aiFeded Perfbns of Quality, and 

*' Intereft in the Country, who, as foon as the King (hould be 

'•gone, would appear amongft their Neighbours, and find a 

** concurrence from them in their worft dcfigns; and thatthere 

*^ werefbme places, fbme whole Corporations, fo notorioufly 

"dilaffcded, efpecially in matters relating to the Church, 

*^ that they wanted only Condudors to carry them into Re* 

•'bellion. 

These, and the like refledions, made too late impre/fions 
upon them ; and Now, too much, they magnified this Man's 
power, whom before they contemn'd ; and doubted that Man's 
AfFe&ion, ofwhich they were before fecure ; and made a thou- 
fand Propofitions to the King this day, whereof they rejeded 
the greateft part to morrow; and, as the day approached 
nearer for the King's departure, their apprehenuons and irre^ 
folutions increafed. In the end, they were united in two Re- 
queils to the King; that, ''He would commit the fupreme 
** Command of the Country, with reference to all Military ^- 
'' fairs, to the Earl ofCumhrUnd; and qualify him, with an 
'* ample Commiffion, to that purpofe. The other, ** That his 
'* Majefty would command S^ Thomas Glembam to remain 
•' with them, to govern and command fuch Forces, as th^Earl 
*' of Cumberland fhould find necefUJirv for their defence. A nd 
this Provifion being made by the King, they obliged diem- 
felves to concur in making any preparations, and forming any 
Forces the Earl /hould reouire. His Majefty, as willingly, gra- 
tified them in both their aefires. The Earl of Cumberland was 
a Man of great Honour and Integrity, who had all his Eibte 
in that Country, and had lived moft amongft them, with very 
much acceptation, and afFedion from the Gentlemen, and the 
Common People: but he was not, in any degree, adive, or 
of a Martial temper ; and rather a Man more like not to have 
any Enemies, than to oblige any to be firmly, and refblutely 
his Friends, or to purfiie his Intereft : The great Fortune of 
the Family was divided^ and the greater pare of it carried away 
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by an Heir Female ^ and his Father had (o wafted the rt- 
mainder^ that the Earl could not live with that luftre^ na- 
draw fb great a dependence upon him, as his Ancefiors h^ 
done* In a word, he was a Man of Honour, and Popuir 
enough in Peace, but not endued with thoie parts which wer: 
neccflary for fuch a Seafon. S** Thymus GUmham was a Geotic- 
man of a noble Extradion, and a fair Fortune, though he hk 
much impaired it; he had fpent many years, in Armies, be- 
yond the Seas ; and he had been an Officer of very good efteem 
in the King's Armies, and of Courage^ and Integrity^ anque- 
lUonable^ but he was not of (b ftirring and adive a nature, as 
to be able to infufe Fire enough into the Flegmatick conili- 
tucions of that People, who did rather wifti to be Spei^atcH^ of 
the War, than Parties in it ; and believ'd, if they aid not i>ro- 
voke the other Party, they might all live quietly together j 
until S'^phnHotbam^ by his excurfions, and depredations out 
oiHidly and their feditious Neighbours, by their Iniurre&iom, 
awaken'd them out of that Pleafant Dream. And then the 
greateft part ofthe Gentry of that PopulousCountry, and very 
many of the Common reople, did behave themfelves with 
iignal Fidelity, and Courage in the King's Service : Of all 
which Particulars, which deferve well to be remember'd, and 
tranfmitted to Pofterity, tliere will be occafion to make men- 
tion, in the following Difcourfe. 

Y E T I cannot leave Ttnk^ without the mention of one Par- 
ticular 'y which, in truth, is a lively Inftance ofthe Spirit and 
Temper of that time, and was a fad Prefage of all die misfor- 
tunes which followed. There were very few Gentlemen, or 
Men of any Quality, in that large County, who were adively 
or fadioufly difaflFefted to his Majelbr ; and qf thoie the Lord 
Fairfdx, and his Son, S' TTwmas F^rfax, were the chief; who 
were govern'd by two or three, of inferiour Quality, more 
converfant with the People; who were as well known as 
Thev. All thefe were in the County, at their Houfes, within 
few miles ofTorkj and the King retolved, at his going away, 
to have taken them all Priibners, and to have put them in 
iafe Cuftody ; by which, it was very probable, thoie mifchiefs, 
that fbortly after broke out, might have been prevented. But 
the Gentlemen of the County, who were met together to con- 
fult for their own lecurity, hearing of this Defign, belbught 
his Majefty *' Not to do it ; alledging, '^ That he would, there- 
^'by, leave them in a worie condition, by an Ad fo ungraci- 
^'ous, and unpopular; and that the difimefted would be fo 
*' far from being weakened, that their Party would be increafed 
*' thereby ; many really believing^ that neither Father nor 
Son were tranfported with over-vehement inclinations to the 
Parliament; but would wUiin^ly fit ftill^ without being^Aftire 
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en cither fide i which no doubt, was a Policv, that manv 
of tbofe, who wi/hed well, defired and intended to be fafe 
by. And fo his Majefty left Tork^ taking with him only two 
or three of inferior rank (whereof one 5r4^/fr^» was one; who 
were known to have been vcrv aftive in ftirring the People 
to Sedition ; and yet upon tome fpecious pretences, fome 
very good Men were perfwaded, within few days, to procure 
the Liberty and Enlargmcnt even of thofe from his Majefty. 
So ticklifli were thofe times, and fo warv were all Men to 
advife, the King /houlddo any thing, whicn upon the ftrideft 
inquiiition, might feem tofwerve fi-om the ftri& rule of thft 
Law ; believing, unreafbnablv, that the fofteft and gentlieft 
Remedies might be moft wholefomely applied to thofe rough, 
and violent Difcafes. 

The King came to Nottingham two or three days before 
the day he bad appointed to fet up the Standard ; having 
taken Lincoln in his way, and drawn fome Arms ftom the 
Train'd-bands of that Country with him to Nottingham^, frotq, 
whence, the next day, he went to take a view of his Horfe; 
whereof there were feveral Troops well arm'd, and under 
good Officers, to the number of feven or eight hundred Men; 
with which, being inform'd, " That there were fome Regi- 
"ments of Foot marching towards Coventry, by the Earl of 
" Ejfex his Orders, he made hafle thither ; making little 
doubt, but that he fhould be able to get thither before them, 
and fo to poffefs himfelf of that City; and he did get thither 
the day before they came ; but founa, not onlv the Gates fhut 
againfl him, but fome of his Servants (hot, and wounded from 
the Walls : Nor could all his Meflages, and Summons pre- 
vail with the Mayor and Magiftrates, before there was any 
Garrifon there, to fuffer the King to enter into the City. So 
great an Intereft, and Reputation the Parliament had gotten 
over the Affeftions of that People, whofe hearts were alie- 
nated from any reverence to the Government. 

The King could not remedy tjie Affront, but went that 
night to Stonely, the Houfe then of S^ Thomas Lee; where he 
was well receiv'd; and, the next day, his Body of Horfe, 
having a clear view, upon an open Campania, for five or fix 
miles together, of the Enemies fmall Body of Foot, which 
confifted not of above twelve hundred Men with one Troop 
of Horfe, which Marched with them over that plain, retired 
before them, without giving them one Charge ; which was 
imputed to the ill condud of Wllmotj who Comq^nded ; and 
had a colder Courage, than many who were under him. and 
who were of opinion, that they might have eafily defeated 
that Body of Foot : Which would have been a very feafbnablc 
Viftory ^ would have put Coventry unqueftionably into the 
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King's bands, and lent him with a good Omen to the fettin; 
ap of his Sundard. Whereas, that unhappv Retreat, which 
looked like a Defeat, and the Rebellious Deoavioar of CfFm- 
rij, made his Majelty s return toNmingbdm very Melancholy; 
whither he retum'd the very day the Standard was appointci 
to be let up. 
ih€ Ki^i According to the Proclamation, upon the twenty fifth 
^J^;;fjJ^day ofAugufi, the Standard was ereded, about fix of the 
u^n» Clock in the evening of a very ftormy, and tempeftupus day. 
fl^^' The King himielf, with a fmall train, rode to the top of the 
CdftU HiU, Vamej the Knight-Marihal, who was Standard 
Bearer, carrying the Standard, which was tlien ere&cd, in 
that place , with little other Ceremony than the found of 
Drums, and Trumpets : Melancholy Men obierv'd many ill 
Prefages about that time. There was not one Regiment of 
Foot yet brought thither, fo that the Train'd-bands, which 
the Sheriff had drawn together, were all the Ibength the King 
had for his Perfbn, and the Guard of the Standard. There 
appeared no Conflux of Men in obedience to the Proclama- 
tion ; the Arms, and Ammunition were not yet come from 
Tofkj ^nd a General Sadnefs cover'd the whole Town. The 
Standard was blown down, the fame night it had been fet up, 
by a very ftrong and unruly wind, and could not be fixed agaia 
in a day or two, till the tempeft was allayed. This was the 
Melancholy Sute of the King's Affairs, when the Standard 
was fet up.
